ADDEHSS. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE Crry CouNncIL: — 


You have been appointed by the citizens of Boston 
to administer their municipal affairs during the ensu- 
ing year. It is not necessary for me to remind you 
that the responsibilities you have assumed are grave 
and onerous. ‘The successful management of the 
concerns of a large city like this requires at all 
times close attention, watchful care, and wise judg- 
ment. At the present time there will be an excep- 
tional draft on your administrative ability, for you 
will be called to consider and act upon many impor- 
tant matters, affecting not only the present but the 
future interests of the city, and involving the expen- 
diture of large sums of money. 

Our municipal departments are so well organized 
that the Council has less to consider respecting the 
methods by which business therein is done, than the 
policy to be adopted respecting the business; and [ 
may here say that my experience leads me to believe 
that most of the departments are well managed, and 
with reasonable economy. Doubtless there is room 


for improvement. It would be strange were it other- 
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wise, since experience is constantly suggesting new 
ideas in the management of all business, especially 
in that pertaining to public affairs. ‘There is an old 
saying, that the king pays twice as much as any other 
person for all he buys. I do not think that this is the 
case with the City of Boston. All its important work 
has been done by contract with the lowest responsible 
bidders; and it is but justice to those who have made 
the contracts, and supervised the work thereunder, 
to add, that the prices have always been reasonable 
and the work faithfully performed. 

The most serious and important part of your duties 
will be the consideration of measures which will 
reduce or augment the departmental appropriations. 
You will be called to tread the difficult way between 
the just demands and reasonable claims of the public 
interests on one side, and the ever dissatisfied and 
complaining tax-payer on the other. You must nicely 
discriminate amid many embarrassments, so that the 
clamor of the sordid may not be mistaken for the 
true expression of public opinion. 

You’ cannot expect to satisfy every one. Many 
measures may, commend themselves to your judg- 
ment as being for the best interests of the city, which 
will be opposed on insufficient and unreasonable 
grounds. Many things requiring time for the de- 


velopment of their benefits may seem to you proper 


roy 
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for adoption, which an impatient public, swayed by 
prejudice or passion, may not appreciate. In such 
cases duty may call for the exercise of high moral 
courage. I trust that the draft will be duly honored. 
We are not entitled to occupy our places, and 
should not have accepted them, if, after carefully 


considering all the questions that come before us, 


and reaching a conviction in respect to our action 


therein, we show ourselves wanting in the courage 
of our convictions. 

The municipal election which has placed us in 
office was marked by unusual interest and excite- 
ment. ‘The most prominent issue of the canvass was 
the alleged extravagance of the last city government. 
It was declared by those who opposed that govern- 
ment, “That the present high rate of taxation is due 


to injudicious and extravagant expenditures, and that 


it cannot be continued without driving capital away 


from our city, injuring all classes of business and 
diminishing the demand for labor.” 

Is this charge true, or is it merely the old battle- 
ery of those out of office who are trying to get in? 

In my last inaugural address I told the Council 
that “whenever there is complaint of municipal ex- 
travagance the Mayor is the object of censure; yet, 
such is the limitation of his power and influence 


under our system, the City Council is in fact the re- 
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sponsible party. The Mayor cannot draw a dollar 
from the treasury for any civic purpose without the 
consent of the Council. The law directs the Mayor, 
to quote the words of the charter, “to communicate 
to both branches of the City Council all such infor- 
mation, and recommend all such measures, as may 
tend to the improvement of the finances, the police, 
health, security, cleanliness, comfort, and ornament of 
the city;” but the wisdom of the Council determines 
the adoption of these measures and the action to be 
had therein. The functions of the Mayor in respect 
to the inauguration of civic measures are merely ad- 
visory. He has, it is true, the veto power; but when 
the Council by a two-thirds vote orders any matter, 
it becomes the duty of the Executive to see that the 
will of the Council is obeyed. 

If, then, there has been extravagance, as alleged, 
the censure which should follow it must fall on the 
Council; but nine of the last Board of Aldermen 
(six of whom were supported by the allegators of 
extravagance), and thirty-eight of the last Council- 
men, have been reélected. 

This fact would be generally regarded as evidence 
_ that your constituents did not believe the charge of 
extravagance. I endorse all that has been said dur- 
ing the election, in respect to economy in the expen- 
diture of the public money. It is at all times a duty. 
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No citizen should be compelled to surrender to the 
tax-gatherer more of his earnings than is needed for 
an honest and economical support of government, 
regard being had to the health, comfort, and safety 
of our citizens. We ought always to be willing to 
be tried by this test, and our constituents should be 
satisfied if it vindicates us. 

In view of the gravity of the matter, and for your 
benefit when you make the appropriations for the 
eurrent year, [ propose to examine the principal 
expenditures of 1880, to ascertain why the taxes of 
that year were so large, and if we have,spent more 
than we should.

The aggregate of these increased appropriations 
is thus seen to be $1,669,657. Can it be justly 
said that the increase in these different appropri- 
ations was so unwisely made as to justify the 
charge of extravagance? The Back-Bay park ex- 
penditure was generally conceded to be proper, 
and was sanctioned by the unanimous vote of both 
branches of the Council; and there is no doubt 
that the amount will, be repaid in the increased 
taxes derived from the increased value of con- 
tiguous lands, resulting from the creation of the 
park. This is not theory and speculation. It is 
a demonstration based on the assessors’ valuation. 
The new school-houses were a _ necessity. The 
amount appropriated for the Street Department was 
also a necessity. The applications on file in the 
office of the Superintendent of Streets showed that 
the citizens demanded repairs on our 346 miles of 
accepted streets to the extent of $2,500,000. All 
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the estimates of the cost of these repairs were 
carefully and critically considered by the Committee 
in charge of the Paving Department, and they de- 
manded $1,276,000 for its expenses. A majority 
of the Committee on Appropriations, after much 
discussion, advised the Council, in their report, to 
allow this department $900,000, but a minority ad- 
vised $1,000,000. The subject was again carefully 
considered by both branches of the Council, and, 
as a compromise between the recommendations of 
the two reports, $950,000 was finally voted. That 
this sum was not excessive is shown by the fact 
that many of our streets are not to-day im proper 
and safe condition, and yet there is no reason to 
believe that the Street Department has not pru- 
dently and economically expended its appropriation. 

The extra expenditures of the Sewer Department 
were caused by the necessity of abating the Stony- 
Brook nuisance; those of the Street Commis- 
sioners, by the Essex-street extension; those of 
the bridges, by the rebuilding of Chelsea bridge 
and the repair of Western-avenue bridge ; those 
of the Lamp Department, by the general complaint 
of the citizens that the streets were not sufficiently 
lighted ; those of Public Buildings, by the repairs 
required to keep them in tenantable order ; those 


of the City Hospital, for the same reason; those 
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of the Health Department by the great increase 
of work, which compelled an increase of expense ; 
those of Public Institutions, by the additions to 
the Marcella-street Home and the increase of 
pauper expenses; those of the City Stables, by 
repairs and the necessity of a new shed; those 
of the Surveyor’s Department, by the great in- 
crease of its business; those of the Police and 
Fire Departments, by the extra expenses in each to 
keep these important branches of the government 
in proper condition. JI might refer to other items 
of extraordinary expenditure, and show that they 
could hardly have been avoided without jeopard- 
ing the health, convenience, and safety of our 
citizens. 

It is to be remembered that during the hard 
times caused by the long-continued stagnation in 
all kinds of business, every municipal expenditure 
which could be avoided without injury to the 
interests of the city was postponed year after 
year, so that in most of the departments extraor- 
dinary appropriations were demanded in 1880 to 
put them in proper condition. If these had 
been spread over several years the last tax rate 
would not have been so large. 

Candor compels me to admit that there has been 


spent more than was necessary on the new Latin 
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and High School-house. This building, with the 
land and furniture, according to the report of the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings, cost the city 
about $748,000. These schools did not require 
such an expenditure, and when it is charged that 
we have been extravagant in respect to this 
structure the charge cannot be defended. I may 
observe, however, that only a small part of this 
extravagance was put into the tax levy of last 
year. I do not mean to assert that the cost of 
the building was excessive, for our accomplished 
architect made such favorable contracts for the 
work that it cost us thirty per cent. less than 
it would at this time. My objection is to the 
size and appointments of the building. They seem 
too extensive for the wants of these two schools. 

I may also observe that, notwithstanding the 
general charge of extravagance urged against 
the government of last year, which filled the 
newspapers hostile to the late administration, no 
specific items of improper expenditure have been 
pointed out, although the request for particulars 
was often made. It would have been just to 
those who have been censured, and useful to you 
who are soon to make the appropriations of 
the present year, if such specification had been 


made. When we know what expenditures our 


ad | 
. ; 
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tax-payers object to, we can give them more 
critical consideration than we otherwise might. In 
the absence of such information, and in view of 
the endorsement by reelection of three-fourths of 
the Board of Aldermen who voted the alleged 
extravagance, and of more than one-half of the 
other branch of the Council of 1880, we may 
be permitted some doubts whether the intelligent 
portion of our citizens who understand the facts, 
really believe that the city government of last 
year was unfaithful to its trusts touching the 
expenditure of the public moneys. 

These doubts augment when we find that our 
taxes are not so great as those of many other 
large American cities. They are not so high as 
those of New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, and 
Chicago. In those cities there are numerous spe- 
cific assessments, which are here put into the 
general tax levy, such as those for the care of 
streets, sidewalks, etc., etc. In the Auditor’s 
Report of 1879-1880, page 304, there is set 
forth a remarkable case, illustrating this  state- 
ment, where a piece of land, the average valu- 
ation of which for eleven years was $24,700, 
was assessed for annual taxes at an average rate 
of $26.70 per $1,000, and for special assessments 
at $52 per $1,000, making an average yearly 
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assessment of $78.70 per $1,000; the total of all 
these taxes for the whole term being $21,285! 
Our citizens have a just pride in Boston. They 
want all the municipal benefits and enjoyments which 
are to be had. They are not satisfied if the streets 
are not kept in the best order, and well cleaned 
and lighted ; they want the Fire Department to be 
as efficient as possible ; they expect the Police De- 
partment to be so maintained as to accomplish all the 
objects of its organization; they wish our benevo- 
lent and reformatory institutions to be benefited by 
every improvement which the protection of society 
requires, and the philanthropy of the age demands; 
they want our schools to retain their preéminence 
among those of other cities, so that the reputation 
of our citizens for moral and intellectual culture 
shall be preserved; they want the health of the city 
secured; they want our public grounds made pleas- 
ant and attractive by proper care and attention; 
they wish all our civic institutions to be kept in the 
best condition, and are disposed to regard many 
things, which elsewhere are considered municipal 
luxuries, as municipal necessaries,— and yet they are 
unwilling to pay the cost of them. Let me cite a 
remarkable case in point. In 1879 the government, 
in its desire to economize the expense of lighting our 
streets, changed the burners in the lamps, so that 


they consumed three cubic feet per hour, mstead 
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of four, as previously. By this change we saved 
during the year $40,000; the next year we should 
have saved very much more. ‘The streets were not, 
of course, as well lighted as they were before we 
made the change; but they were as well lighted as 
those of most cities, and, in the judgment of many 
whose opinions were entitled to respect, sufficiently 
well lighted. So much complaint, however, was 
made of the insufficiency of light, and the belief 
became so general that the citizens were wronged, 
and the public safety endangered, that we were 
forced to abandon the economy and indulge the 
accustomed expense. 

As I have observed, it is certainly our duty to 
exercise — whether the times are prosperous or not 
—a careful economy in the disbursement of the 
public moneys. We should avoid every expenditure 
which the health, convenience, and safety of the 
people do not clearly require, and I trust that the 
committees in charge of the several departments 
will not ask of you more than is necessary for their 
successful management. If they do, you should 
refuse them. It has hitherto been so common for 
them to ask larger amounts than the Council is 
willing to grant, that the Committee on Ap- 
propriations usually make great reductions from 
the estimates. Such reductions often approximate 
$1,000,000, and it would seem that sometimes the 
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applicants ask for more than is needed, in the 
expectation that by so doing they will get more 
than they otherwise would, after the reduction has 
been made. It is to be hoped that this custom will 
be abandoned. 

Where there are many items of expense, small 
extravagances in each make a large aggregate, and 
there is, therefore, greater reason for a watchful 
supervision of the expenditures of a large city than 
of those of a small one. Boston has not only a large 
population, — now nearly 400,000, — but in conse- 
quence of the various annexations, a large territory, 
containing an area of nearly thirty-seven square 
miles, and more than 346 miles of accepted streets, 
to be kept not only in safe condition, but according 
to the Boston standard of convenience and comfort. 
To keep these streets in such condition, and light 
them, and maintain the schools, the Police, the Fire 
Department, and pay the State and county taxes, and 
the interest due on funded debt, and the taxes re- 
quired for the sinking-fund, has alone required, 
heretofore, between six and seven millions of dollars, 
and, when we consider the great number of other 
municipal expenditures that must be made, we realize 
the necessity of. curtailing the expenses of every 
department as much as possible. 

But, while we are exercising all proper economy, 


we are not to forget the true interests of the city. 
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Those citizens who most complained of municipal 
extravagance supported a candidate who was pledged 
to “relieve labor and business of the present un- 
necessary taxation, without disregarding the public 
improvements demanded by our enlarged boundaries 
and rapidly developing commerce.” It would seem, 
therefore, that you are expected to consider the 
propriety of undertaking some of these “improve- 
ments.” Amongst them will probably be the new 
Charlestown bridge, the additional landing for East 
Boston ferries, and the South Boston and West 
Roxbury parks. ‘These are very important matters, 
and will claim your careful attention, as the future 
welfare and prosperity of, the city may be greatly 
affected by your action therein. I do not believe 
that your constituents would object to any judicious 
expenditures for such “public improvements,” as 
their cost would be returned with interest in the 
increased taxes, which the wealth resulting therefrom 
would be sure to yield. 

In the front of City Hall there are two statues, | 
—one of Benjamin Franklin, the representative of 
utility, frugality, and common-sense ; the other of 
Josiah Quincy, the exponent of progress, public 
spirit, and moral courage. If these great exemplars 
shall inspire our deliberations and guide our actions, 


we cannot fail in our official duty.

I append hereto a memorandum showing the 
amount of the debt falling due each year; also the 
debts redeemable by each sinking-fund. Also a 
memorandum of the debt paid during 1880. 

The Council are aware that an act of the last 
Legislature required the last Board of Aldermen, 
acting as County Commissioners, to select a site 
for a new Court-House, before the 1st of December, 
1880, and if they failed to do so the Supreme 
Judicial Court were empowered to appoint com- 
missioners to make the selection. The Aldermen, 
in compliance with this direction, selected the lot 
belonging to the city, known as the “ Reservoir lot.” 
This location seems to be generally satisfactory, 
although many citizens preferred other sites. I 
trust that this vexatious question is at last settled. 
It has been before the City Government many 
years, and a decent regard for the constant and 
earnest request of the bench and bar, for better 
Court-House accommodations, will not permit 


further delay in the erection of a suitable building. 
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It is for you to take such action in the premises 


as may seem proper.

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The Cochituate and Sudbury works are in good 
condition, but I regret to say that the demand for 
water during the year has been greater than the 
supply; for the season has been unusually dry, and 
Lake Cochituate lower than at any other time since 
1874. Preparations for pumping the conduit have 
been made in case it should be found necessary to 
do so. 

In view of the possible recurrence of another 
season equally dry, the Board have recommended 
the building of an additional storage-basin on the 
Sudbury system. It is to be remembered that this 
system was intended, when completed, to include 
at least seven storage-reservoirs, of which only three 
have been built. ‘The others were to be built as 
they were wanted. The consumption of water has 
increased from 15,063,000 gallons in 1872, when the 
works were designed, to 26,000,000 in 1880. This 
consumption increases; hence the necessity for the 
immediate increase of storage facilities, by building 
at least one additional basin. The cost of the works 
having been much less than the original estimates, 
a portion of the unexpended appropriation can be 
applied to the construction of this additional basin. 

The quality of the water has been as good as 
could be expected from newly constructed works. 


The increased demand for high-service water 


/ 
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requires immediate relief of these heavily taxed 
works by the construction of new ones at Chest- 
nut Hill. This matter was presented to the last 
City Council. : 

During the year a new line of 48-inch pipes 
has been laid from the Chestnut-Hill reservoir 
through Beacon street to the city proper, at a cost 
of $252,000. This gives an increased pressure of 
about ten feet in the low-service system. 

A reduction of 334 per cent. has been made in 
the charge to the Fire Department for the use of 
their fire hydrants. ‘This reduction amounts to 
about $40,000. 'The rates of low-cost houses, occu- 
pied by more than one family, have been reduced. 
It would seem that, as the net water income is 
now so large, further reductions might be made 
to water-consumers, and I ask the attention of 
the Council to the subject. 

Nearly all the claims for land damages, result- 
ing from the building of the additional supply 
works, have been settled. 

Some legislation should be obtained to compel 
the town of Framingham to dispose of its sewage 
so as not to injure the water of Farm Pond; and, 
as this town has applied to the Legislature for 


leave to supply itself from this pond, any grant 
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of such right should be on the condition that the 
water is protected from such sewage. 

The Mystic Water Works are in good condition. 
Mystic Lake has also been unusually low during 
the last season, and the Board were forced to 
erect temporary pumping-works at the lake to 
keep up the supply in the conduit. The water 
is now rising at the rate of one inch per day, 
and it is probable that the pumps will soon be 
dispensed with. 

Upon the completion of the new high-service 
works at Hast Boston the supply to this district 
was discontinued. This change will effect an an- 
nual saying to the Cochituate works of about 
$40,000. 

Mystic water is greatly improved in character, 
and during the year has been good. 

The Board express the opinion that the capacity 
of the Mystic works should be increased by the 
construction of an additional storage-basin, or by 
some other method, and they are inclined to be- 
lieve that this increase of capacity may become 
ere long a necessity. As the expense of these 
annual additions to our water works increases 
greatly our debt, it is to be regretted that our 
citizens will not exercise more economy in the use 


of water. 
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PUBLIC PARKS. 


Contracts for fillmg the roadway around the Back- 
Bay park were made with the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Company during 1880, under which all the 
work except about 500 feet near the railroad bridge 
has been completed. The road will be completed 
early in the year. ‘The Health Department supplied 
12,376 loads of ash fillmg, and a small amount of 
filling was done by teams. The amount paid for 
filing and contingent expenses during the year was 
$93,702.30. ; 

A contract has been made for the building of the 
foundations and abutments of the Boylston-street 
bridge for $38,647. The work has been commenced, 
and will be ready for the superstructure by the end 
of the financial year. ‘The Beacon-street entrance 
to the park has been widened to 400 feet by the 
conveyance to the city, without cost, of 60,000 feet of 
land for the purpose. ‘The additional width will 
greatly improve the principal approach to the park. 

The important work of carrying the waters of 
Stony Brook through the park by a covered chan- 
nel has made considerable progress; 17,000 linear 
feet of it are completed. The excavation for the gate- 
chamber has been done, and a part of the pile foun- 


dation driven. The expenditures on this work, to 
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~ Dee. 31, were $33,199.42. The estimated cost of the 
whole work was $110,000, and the appropriation was 
for this amount. It is not probable that the entire 
cost will exceed the estimate. 

I deem it my duty to renew my commendation of 
the plan of the Park Commissioners for the creation 
of public parks at West Roxbury and City Point, if 
the required lands can be obtained at reasonable 
prices. ‘he arguments, sanitary and esthetic, in 
favor of these measures have been so often stated in 
the newspapers, in public addresses, and other ways, 
that it is unnecessary for me to repeat them. Few 
will deny the general proposition that parks greatly 
improve the health, comfort, and ornament of a city, 
and indirectly enhance its material prosperity and 
progress. Few will deny that the chief, if not the 
only, objection to the adoption of the beautiful park 
system, recommended by our able and public-spirited 
Park Commissioners, has been found in its cost. As 
I observed in my last inaugural remarks, to which I 
beg leave to refer your attention, a large number of 
our wealthy tax-payers in their memorial to the City 
Council represented that the time had come for the 
adoption of some part of this system, and requested 
the purchase of the lands embraced in the proposed 
West Roxbury park. The subject was referred to 


its appropriate committee, and was fully considered 
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by your predecessors. It is not to be denied that 
considerable opposition was made to the measure, 
both within and without City Hall; but, although its 
importance was generally recognized, the policy of 
immediate action was so seriously questioned by its 
friends as well as its opponents, that it was thought 
best by all parties to refer the matter to this Council. 
It will be before you for such action as may seem to 
you best. 

My own judgment in the premises may be of 
no more value than yours, but I should not con- 
sider my duty fully performed if I did not say 
that if you think we can now afford to incur the 
cost of a municipal acquisition which will contribute 
so much to the health and enjoyment of our citizens, 
and add so largely to the ornament of the city, we 
ought to avail ourselves of the opportunity to pos- 
sess it. It has been alleged by the opponents of this 
park, that, concealed beneath the project, will be 
found a scheme of the owners of the lands embraced 
within the park limits, to sell these lands at prices 
far beyond their value. If there is ground for this 
suspicion the danger of fraud could be averted by 
taking the lands under the powers in the Park Act, 
and submitting their value to the judgment of a jury. 
I think, however, it would be best to leave the ques- 


tion.of price to the direction of the sagacious and 


hal 
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intelligent Board of Park Commissioners. These 
gentlemen — although not political officeholders — 
are well known in this community as citizens of the 
highest integrity and capacity, and are entrusted 
with the management of most important business 
affairs. No one need fear that any moneys placed in 
their hands for park purposes would be extrava- 
gantly or unwisely expended. I suggested to the 
last City Council, that if the park was to be made, 
the sooner the lands were purchased the cheaper 
they could be got. Jixperience has justified this 
prediction, for with the revival of business real estate 
in many places has appreciated, and West Roxbury 
lands are held higher to-day than they were a year 
ago. A year hence they will, beyond doubt, appre- 
ciate still more. 

It is to be regretted that the recommendation of 
the Park Commissioners, for the purchase of the 
lands at South Boston Point, for the use of the large 
_ part of our population in that section of the city, as 
a common, and a place for resort for fresh air in the 
hot months, which seemed to meet not only the 
approbation of the last Council, but the general pub- 
lic, was not adopted and the measure consummated. 
The cost of the improvement is not large in compar- 
ison with the benefits to be derived, and I commend 


the matter to your early and favorable consideration. 
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In compliance with the direction of the last 
City Government, I petitioned the Legislature 
for a grant of a strip of flats on Charles river 
for the embankment park recommended by the 
commissioners ; but the committee to whom the 
subject was referred, although in favor of the 
measure and disposed to advise the gift, deemed 
it best, as the Harbor Commissioners and riparian 
land-owners had not agreed on certain essential 
preliminaries, to refer the matter to the suc- 
ceeding Legislature. They therefore reported 
accordingly. As their report is favorable to the 
petition I would advise its renewal. 

If the flats are granted they can be used as 
a dumping-ground for our street-sweepings and 
ashes, and thus be gradually filled without the 
necessity, for a long time, of an appropriation 
for their improvement. When we commence the 
building of the Court-House the stone in the 
reservoir will be found an embarrassment, and it 
could be conveniently used in the construction 
of a sea-wall. It will be desirable, therefore, to 
get the action of the State on our application 
as soon as possible. ‘This strip of flats is con- 
sidered by those whose judgment is entitled to 
weight to be of little value to any party but 
the city. The city and the citizens, by their 
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enterprise and energy, have made the lands of 
the State very valuable, and brought millions into 
its treasury. Boston pays more than a third of 
the State taxes. During a considerable part of 
the year the General Court enjoys the hospitality 
of the city. The prosperity of Boston is largely 
the prosperity of Massachusetts. The capital of 
our citizens and their business connections have 
largely contributed to the prosperity of the other 
parts of the Commonwealth. Whatever, therefore, 
affects the interests of Boston should be tenderly 
guarded by the State government, and the ancient 
and unnatural opposition to the metropolis of 
Massachusetts from Cranberry Centre, and _ other 
bucolic districts, remitted to the limbo of things 
which have been and are not. I do not doubt that 
the flats referred to will be ceded to us, so that we 
may initiate an improvement which will make Boston 


the most attractive city on this continent. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The institutions under the control of the Board 
of Directors of Public Institutions, consisting of 
the Houses of Correction, Industry, and Refor- 
mation, the Lunatic Hospital, and the Almshouses, 


are in good condition, and show that, under the 
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watchful supervision of the Board having charge 
of them, they are successfully accomplishing the 
objects of their organization. 

The year has been one of unusual prosperity and 
exemption from epidemic disease. ‘There has been 
no material increase in the expenditures of this 
department, while the income, especially that of 
the House of Correction, has been considerably 
increased. 

In this institution there are 418 inmates, a decrease 
of 74 during the year. Since April 30, 1880, its 
income, compared with the same period in 1879, 
has increased $4,200. “The labor of the prisoners 
is in good demand at remunerative prices, and the 
continued business prosperity ensures the steady em- 
ployment of all the prisoners.” A new building for 
laundry and other purposes has been recently erected. 

In the Deer Island institutions there are 1,291 
inmates. A year ago there were 1,399. The differ- 
ence in these numbers was caused by the discharge 
of about 100 pupils of the Truant School, who, under 
the recent decision of the Supreme Court, were 
unlawfully committed. It is not expected that any 
material additions to the accommodations of the 
island will be required during the year. 

There are 164 patients at the Lunatic Hospital; 


the same number as there was last year. Most of 
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the insane belonging to Boston are sent to the State 
hospitals at Worcester, Northampton, Taunton, and 
Danvers. There are 465 of these cases. Those 
sent to South Boston are for the most part the aged 
and infirm, who are too feeble for transportation to 
distant places. | 

There are 210 pauper and neglected boys at the 
Marcella-street Home. The new buildings at this 
place are nearly completed. ‘The chapel was occu- 
pied for the first time on Christmas eve. When 
the buildings are finished the pauper and neglected 
girls will be removed from Deer Island. Further 
appropriation is needed to complete them. 

At the Austin Farm there are 152 adult female 


poor,—an increase of 22 durmg the year. The 
farm has been well and economically managed. 

There are 40 inmates of the Almshouse in the 
Charlestown District,—a decrease of 438 compared 
with the number one year ago, caused principally 
by the transfer of 16 males to Rainsford Island and 
20 females to Austin farm. 

The Board adhere to the opinion, expressed in 
several communications to the City Council, that it 
would be for the interest of the city to discontinue 
this institution and remove its inmates to other 
places in this department. An additional appro- 


priation will be required for this almshouse. 
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The appropriation for all the institutions controlled 
by this Board was $486,700.

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The School Committee requested, for instructors, 
officers and incidentals, $1,443,246, being $109,246 
more than the amount allowed. 

The government, in refusing to give this depart- 
ment all that was asked, was influenced by the 
growing feeling in this community that our schools 
were costing too much. The citizens are willing 
that we should appropriate all that is necessary to 
maintain the high rank which the schools have 
always held; but they believe that the School Com- 
mittee are spending more than they should. 

The accomplished educator, Thomas Cushing, 
Esq., for many years the senior principal of the well- 
known Chauncey Hall School of this city, in his recent 
admirable lecture, read before the American Institute 
of Instruction at Saratoga, tells us that in Boston 
10,058 pupils are educated at private schools, at a 
cost of $366,642. If we add this sum to that paid 
by the city for the support of the school department 
.during the last year, we have $2,145,859 as the 
annual cost of educating our boys and girls. This 
amount must be regarded by every one as excessive. 
It is only justice to the School Committee to say 
that they have tried to retrench. They appointed a 
sub-committee “to examine every department of the 
school system of this city, to ascertain what, if any, 


change or changes can be made in the organization 
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of the public schools, the courses of study, the fur- 
nishing of supplies, etc., by which the annual ex- 
penses may be lessened, or the efficiency of the 
schools increased.” ‘This sub-committee gave the 
subject a great deal of attention and thought, but 
very little in reducing expenses was accomplished. 
Practically the School Committee confess that they 
cannot carry on their department with less cost to 
the city. 

With no disposition to question the good faith 
of the committee, I sometimes think that the 
great powers given them by the statute, to expend 
all that they deem proper for school purposes, 
must mislead their judgment in respect to the 
just wants of the schools. I believe they would 
take different views of these wants if they were 
obliged, lke the committees in charge of other 
municipal departments, to solicit from the Council 
the means of carrying on the schools in a peti- 
tioning rather than a demanding spirit. Nearly 
all the departments ask for larger appropriations 
than they need ; but,.as their supervising commit- 
tees have no control over the Treasury, they are 
obliged to take what the government chooses to 
give them. 

School committees should be compelled to limit 


their expenditures to the appropriations of the 
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Council. No one need fear that the city gov- 
ernment will not provide all that is necessary for 
the support of schools. It reflects at all times the 
public sentiment on this subject, and there is no 
stronger sentiment than the public interest in 
education except the religious sentiment and the 
love of liberty. This sentiment constantly grows, 
and there is more danger that it will become so 
intense as to invade the rights of the tax-payers 
than that it will abate; there is more danger 
that we shall teach too much than too little. 

I advise a new application to the Legislature 
for an act restraining the School Committee from 
increasing expenditures beyond the appropriations 


of the government. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The appropriation of 1880 for this department 
was $115,000. It was for salaries of superintend- 
ent and assistants, purchase of books, cost of bind- 
ing, fuel, gas, furniture, ete. 

The whole number of books now in the library 
is over 386,000. It is the largest free circulating 
library in the world. 

The circulation for the year 1880 is about five 


per cent. less than that of 1879, chiefly on ac- 
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count of the restrictions of the trustees on the 
purchase of the lighter classes of books. The 
State has given the city a lot of land on Dart- 
mouth and Boylston streets for the erection of a 
building of sufficient capacity for the accommoda- 
tion of this library, and I trust that before long 
we shall be able to have such a building. We 
need a fire-proof structure for the protection of 
the books. They are now exposed to constant 
danger, and, as many of them are invaluable and 
could not be replaced, action in this matter should 
be taken as soon as the finances of the city will 


permit. 
POLICE DEPARTMENT.

The Board has repeatedly complained of the large 
sums required for the use of water, and I drew the 
attention of the Council last year to the matter. 


Since then the Water Commissioners have reduced 
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their charges, by which about $40,000 will be annu- 
ally saved to this department. 

The Back-Bay territory is so rapidly fillings up that 
the Board thinks the safety of that section requires 
an engine there. ‘This would involve the purchase 
of land and the erection of an engine-house. I bring 
the subject to your attention, confident that you will 
take such action thereon as will be found proper. 

At the last session of the Legislature an act was 
passed authorizing the city to pension disabled and 
infirm firemen. No action has been taken in the 


matter, and I commend it to your consideration.

The report of the able Superintendent of Lamps 
gives full and instructive information touching this 


department. We have not only a detailed statement 
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_ of the cost of the gas and oil, and the lighting and 
eare of each lamp, and the entire expenses of the 
year in detail; but also a table showing the compara- 
tive expense of lighting our street for fourteen years, 
the number of lamps on the 15th day of December 
of each year, and their annual increase during this 
term. ‘There has been an increase of lamps during 
the year, in consequence of the opening of new 
streets on the Back-Bay lands, and the requests of 
citizens in the outlying districts. The  superin- 
tendent expects the demand for additional lamps 
will greatly increase during the present year and 
those to come, so that we cannot expect to lessen 
the expenses of this department. We must find 
consolation for this disappomtment in the evidence 
it gives of municipal growth. Nearly all the wooden 
lamp-posts have been removed, and those of iron 
substituted. ‘The few that remain will be changed 
during the year. 

In consequence of the earnest and numerous 
petitions for increased light in our streets, from all 
parts of the city, representing many of our heavy 
tax-payers, we have been obliged, as I have before 
stated, to change our three-feet burners to four-feet 
burners. In the previous year we substituted the 
latter for the former, and saved thereby $40,000, as 
I have already observed; but the demands were so 
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pressing that the committee on the department could 
not ignore them. It is not necessary for me to 
observe, that if the tax-payers will have plenty of 
light they must pay for it. Our streets were as well 
lighted with three-feet burners as most cities, and 
we should be contented in this matter with what 


satisfies others. 
I am glad to inform you that when the subject 


of the restoration of the four-feet burners was 
under consideration, the gas companies, to aid the 
department in satisfying the citizens, and keep 
down expenses, made large reductions in the prices 


of gas.

PAVING DEPARTMENT. 


The appropriation of 1880 for this department was 
$950,000; that of the previous year, $650,000. 

As it has been complained that the expenditures 
have been excessive, I append hereto a detailed 
statement of the work prepared by Mr. Charles Har- 
ris, the Superintendent of Streets. As I have before 
observed, the estimated cost of the street repairs, 
etc., which the citizens have asked of the department 
during the last year, exceed two and a half millions 
of dollars. The Committee on Paving, who super- 
vise this department, after a careful consideration of 
all the petitions and the work which should be done, 
advised an appropriation of $1,276,000. The City 
Council reluctantly voted $950,000. If you are con- 
vinced that this money has been economically spent, 
you must believe that the amount was not excessive 
when you consider the quantity and quality of work 
done. ‘The long experience and fidelity of the able 
Superintendent of Streets must assure you and the 
citizens that no extravagance in prices for work and 


materials has occurred, and it follows, therefore, that 
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all the money appropriated to this department was 
not only well, but judiciously expended. | 

As I have before remarked, the explanation of the 
great cost of keeping our 346 miles of accepted 
streets in repair is found in the demand of our citi- 
zens that they shall be kept in the best repair. They 
will not be contented with what satisfies other cities. 
The fine condition of our streets is often commented 
by strangers who visit Boston. If the tax-payers do 
not desire us to spend more in this department than 
New York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore spend on 
their streets, they must be satisfied with what satis- 


fies these cities. 


ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 


The real and personal estate lable to taxation in 
this city was assessed in 1879 at $613,322,691. The 
assessors then expressed the opinion that, in view of 
the revival in business, there would probably be no 
further decline in values. . This prediction was 
subsequently verified, for the valuation of 1880 
reached $639,462,495.

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excessive, but it seems to be confined to the valua- 
tion of real estate; for, although the gain in personal 

was more than twice that in real estate, the accuracy 
of the valuation of the former does not seem to be 
questioned. 

I think, however, with the assessors, that the sales 
of many estates since the valuation have vindicated 
the correctness of their judgment. In the business 
parts of the city, and in the Back-Bay district, 
property has been sold at prices largely in advance 
of the tax valuation, and during the year there has 
been a growing feeling, in consequence of the cheap- 
ness of money, and the improvement in all kinds of 
business, that real estate at present prices offers the 
best investment that capital can find. ‘This convic- 
tion has become so general that large purchases are 
daily made. Further evidence of the sagacity and 
good judgment of the assessors is found in the fact 
that few abatements of their valuations have been 
asked. ‘here are cases where sales of real estate 
have been made at prices far beyond the tax val- 
uation. 

I would renew the recommendation of my last 
inaugural, that measures be taken for a change in 
the law, so that in suits for taxes against those who 
are citizens for all purposes except paying their 


part of the costs of government, the defendants shall

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not be permitted to change the same to the counties 
where they claim to reside, that more impartial and 


unprejudiced verdicts may be secured.

IMPROVED SEWERAGE. 


This work progresses with reasonable despatch. 
The engineer in charge reports that although 
the “construction has not advanced so _ rapidly 
as was at first anticipated, substantial progress 
has been made during the past year. One and 
one-half miles of sewers, including the sections 
most difficult to build, besides much other work, 
have been made.” ‘he large main sewer crossing 
the city from Huntington avenue to the sea-coast 
at Dorchester, three and one-half miles in length, 
is practically completed; a gap of 200 feet only 
remains to be built. Six miles of branch inter- 
cepting sewers are also completed. ‘These sewers 
are those necessary to relieve the most notice- 
able nuisances incident to our present system, 
and can be connected with the existing city 
sewers and made available as soon as the pumps 
are in position and ready for service. At the 
pumping-station, the engine-house foundations, 
filth hoist, connecting sewers, and’ some other 


structures, are also completed. During the year, 
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all the works will be so far advanced that they 
ean be available to pump the sewage into Dor- 
chester Bay, if the act authorizing the construction 
of the sewer will permit us to do so. The 
engineer thinks it will require two years more 
to complete all the works. About one-third of 
the tunnel under Dorchester Bay has been exca- 
vated, and the work steadily progresses. No 
unforeseen difficulties in the construction have 
been encountered, and there is every reason to 
expect the successful accomplishment of this part 
of the sewer scheme. 

The construction of the reservoir and _ other 
structures at Moon Island and Squantum was 
begun early last summer, and has been indus- 
triously prosecuted. All the work has been well 
done, and it is gratifying to know that it has 
cost less than it would at the present prices for 
labor and materials. 

The engineer does not doubt that this system 
of sewers will “ultimately accomplish all that has 
been claimed for it.” 


SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


The appropriation of 1880 for this department was $150,000

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It has built 27,000 feet of sewers, mostly of 
small sizes. No large work has been undertaken. 
The demand for the extension of sewers has 
been unusually great because of the improvement 


in real estate from increased building. 


STONY—BROOK IMPROVEMENT. 


This important work will soon be completed. 
It has cost to this date $86,188. About 1,600 
feet of brick channel under Pynchon street, and 
1,000 feet of channel walled with stone, under 
private property, have been built. The rest of 
the work will cost comparatively little, it being 
for the most part the lowering of the old channel. 
This improvement cannot fail to accomplish all the 
sanitary results expected from it, and it will be 
a cause of congratulation when this long-standing 


nuisance has been at last abated. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF HEALTH. 


The appropriation for this department was 
$340,000. The unexpended balance on Dee. 31 
was $91,642.60. 

In cleaning 185 miles of streets there were em- 
ployed 178 men, 28 carts, 9 sweeping-machines, 


and 6 water-carts. 
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The streets were swept and cleaned weekly, 
during nine months of the year, and 52,492 loads 
of sweepings were collected. 

In winter the men are employed in removing 
snow and ice from the sidewalks of public build- 
ings and squares, and in clearing crossings. 89 
men and 41 carts were employed in removing 
house offal. It is removed from dwelling-houses 
three times a week in summer and twice a week 
in winter; from hotels, markets, and restaurants 
daily. ‘The number of loads collected in the year 
was 26,000. 

121 men and 59 carts were employed in re- 
moving house-dirt ; 139,799 loads were removed. 

14 wagons and 43 men were employed in 
cleaning cesspools, and 9,232 loads of their con- 
tents have been collected and carried away and 
buried. | 

$35,000 were received from the sales of ashes, 


street-dirt, house-offal, manure, etc. 


THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The appropriation for the Board of Health was 
$86,000. 
The work of this department during the last year 


has been laborious, but it has been well and faith- 
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fully performed. It has greatly abated the Back- 
Bay flats nuisance. It has more than half covered 
the Mill Pond and MRutherford-avenue flats with 
clean gravel, extended the sewers, and introduced 
tide-water so as to relieve the nuisance of this 
section. It has removed the South-Bay nuisance 
near Washington Village, by building a dam across 
the channel and allowing the flats to be covered 
by the tide; it has drained, under the Wet Land 
Act, many parcels of land hitherto covered with 
stagnant water; it has abated during the year 
9,100 other nuisances, some of them serious ones; 
it has enlarged and improved the abattoir; it 
has greatly improved the seventeen burial-grounds 
under its charge; it has carefully supervised the 
licensed lying-in hospitals; it has vigilantly watched — 
the baby farms; it has attended to the sanitary 
condition of the public school-houses; it has man- 
aged the public baths; it has inspected between 
May and November, when an unusually large num- 
ber of cases of contagious diseases were brought 
here from foreign ports, 365 vessels, 20 of which 
were detained at quarantine for fumigation and ob- 
servation; it has caused over 1,500 passengers on 
infected ships to be vaccinated, and it has taken such 
precaution and exercised such skilful management 


that, although there were many symptoms of yellow 


—— yy 
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fever and small-pox, no contagious disease has en- 
tered the city during the year from quarantine. This 
record of faithful duty and useful labor claims, and 
I doubt not will receive, the grateful appreciation 
of our citizens. 

The control of the public baths was wisely trans- 
ferred to this department at the beginning of the 
year. 


The general sanitary condition of the city has 


improved during the year, although the mortuary 


statistics show an increase in the deaths of about 
1,000 over those of the preceding year. ‘T'wo-thirds 
of this increase has resulted from non-preventable 
diseases. Prior to 1877 scarlet fever was the most 
destructive contagious disease in our city. Since 
then the annual deaths from that cause have dimin- 
ished from 538 in 1875, 458 in 1876, to 35 in 1880. 
Diphtheria prevails at this time over nearly the 
whole country. It has largely increased here since 
November, and now prevails to an unusual extent. 
The Board advises “more decided interference by 
public authority with a disease so prevalent and so 
fatal.” I commend the suggestion to your consider- 
ation, that such action may be had as the safety 
of the citizens requires. 

We have been almost wholly free of small-pox 


during the year, although it has existed in most 
oa bs ta) 
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American cities. There have been here but four 
cases, only one of which proved fatal. 

The Board asserts, and I believe the citizens 
will generally endorse the assertion, that the work 
of collecting the offal and sweeping the streets 
is so well done that “Boston is the cleanest city 


in the country.” 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


The amount appropriated for this department 
was $117,900. The Overseers have all the charge 
of the poor not given to the Directors of Pub- 
lic Institutions. They have the disbursement of 
the income of certain funds, now amounting to 
_ $517,740, given by benevolent persons for the 
benefit of the poor. ‘Their work shows that they 
are faithfully executing their trusts. | 

They represent that the “number of applicants 
for relief during the year is not less than the 
last,” and their report sets forth various reasons 
to explain why there are so many claims for aid. 

If, however, the number of persons relieved is 
not less than hitherto, it has not been increased, 
and the Board thinks that as business increases, 
and new industries are introduced, many who are 
now unable to get employment will find occu- 


pations. 


oe ‘ 
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The Lodge for Wayfarers, in Hawkins street, has 
been in operation for about two years, with suc- 
cessful results. Here those who formerly sought 
lodging at night at the police stations are re- 
ceived, cleaned, fed, and slept in a warm: and 
well-ventilated room for the consideration of saw- 
ing and splitting, in the morning, a little wood. 
The most deserving of the applicants do not 
object to pay in this way for the aid they re- 
ceive. The incorrigibly idle are driven from the 
city when they find they cannot be fed unless 
they work. 

The number of persons who received aid from 
the Overseers in 1880 was 16,659. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The appropriation of this department — which last 
year was $80,000 —is expended in ordinary repairs 
(exclusive of school-houses, police stations, engine- 
houses, county building's, public institutions, and City 
Hospital), fuel, light, furniture for City Hall, clean- 
ing the Hall, and salaries of Superintendent of Public 
Buildings, assistants, engineer, and janitor of City 
Hall, Superintendent of Faneuil Hall, and alterations 
of buildings not otherwise provided for. During the 


year 1880 the expenses of this department were 
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$83,783.30. The department has also expended in 
building and repairing school-houses, $153,754.82. 
Two new school-houses are in process of construc- 
tion, — one at Egleston square, at a cost of $45,000; 
the other at ‘Seventh street, South Boston, for 
$50,000; also an addition to the Prince School, to 
cost $25,000. The new Latin and High School has 
been completed, at a cost for land, building, and fur- 
niture, of about $748,000. Two new Primary 
Schools, of wood, are nearly ready for occupation, — 
one on Elmo street, and one near Ashmont station. 
They will cost $13,600. 


INSPECTION OF MILK. 


The law of 1880, regulating the inspection and 
sale of milk, has been, in the judgment of the in- 
spector, most salutary in its effects. Considerable 
resistance was made, at first, to its enforcement; but 
the energy of the department in prosecuting offend- 
ers is compelling obedience, and, as a consequence, 


the citizens are getting purer milk.

The inspector thinks he should be authorized to 
employ additional assistance during a part of the 
year, at least; and, as his duties have been greatly 
increased by the recent act of the Legislature, his 
request seems reasonable, and I commend it to your 


consideration. 


CITY HOSPITAL. 


The great length of these remarks does not per- 
mit me to say all about this institution which [ 
desire. It is certainly one of the most important 
of our municipal departments, and the benefits de- 
rived from it by our citizens cannot be overesti- 
mated. It is too early to realize the advantages 
of its incorporation, but there can be no doubt that 


they will be found many and great.

The resident physician and superintendent ear- 
nestly recommend the erection of a suitable building 
as a home for nurses, as it is one of the “most 
urgent and imperative needs of the hospital.” His 
report on this subject should receive the careful 
attention of the committee who will be appointed to 
supervise this institution. Other valuable sugges- 
tions are made by this able officer, to which I would 
also refer the committee, as action in respect to 
them will greatly promote the efficiency and use- 
fulness of this noble charity. I may find occasion 
to allude to them hereafter in a special communica- 


tion. 


DEPARTMENT OF THE SURVEY AND INSPECTION OF 
BUILDINGS. 


The work of this department has beens greatly 
increased by the new and elaborate system for its 
management, devised by the inspector, and the 


large number of buildings erected during the year 


in consequence of the improved activity in all 
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kinds of business. Under this system we have a 
detailed record of the condition of every store 
and dwelling and public edifice, so that it can be 
readily ascertained whether there has been proper 
compliance with our building laws. Great care 
has been shown in supervising the work of con- 
struction so as to secure the safety which these 
laws were designed to accomplish. The vigilance 
and industry of the officers of this department 
cannot be fully appreciated unless the record is 


examined.

The inspector suggests many important changes 
in the laws touching the survey and inspection 
of buildings which should be carefully considered, 
and I invite your attention to the subject, as I 
think the safety of the city would be greatly 
promoted by their adoption. 


NOMENCLATURE OF STREETS. 


An order changing the names of such streets as 
have now the same name has been referred to you. 
It is important, to prevent mistake and confusion, 
to avoid all duplication in this respect. In selecting 
new names for some of our streets I would recom- 
mend to you the propriety of adopting those which 
“will commemorate the events and persons belong- 
ing to the history of the city.” As has been well 
said, “names of cities, towns, and streets should be 
regarded as historic monuments.” So many of our 


citizens have been distinguished for great services 
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in the cause of civil and religious liberty, science, 
literature, philanthropy, and business enterprise, that 
we should have memorials of them for the instruction 
and inspiration of succeeding generations. These 
views have been largely endorsed by many of our 
most intelligent citizens, and I trust they will be duly 
considered by you in our action in the premises. 

I intended to speak to you touching other munici- 
pal departments, especially the Bureau of Weights 
and Measures, the East Boston Ferries, and Regis- 
tration of Voters. The officers in charge of these 
departments have given me most elaborate and 
interesting reports in respect to the work done 
therein, and made many valuable suggestions touch- 
ing their management. The length of my remarks 
compels me to defer reference to them to another 
time. 

I have gone more into details in this address than 
has been usual with my predecessors in office, not so 
much to inform you, as the citizens, who are con- 
stantly soliciting information in respect to civic 
affairs, and the business of the different municipal 
departments. 

The year that has just passed was distinguished 
as the 250th anniversary of the settlement of Boston. 
It was appropriately celebrated. As a part of the 
celebration, the statue of John Winthrop, the 
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founder of the city, and the prominent representative 
of the first era of our history, was erected in Scollay 
square; that of Samuel Adams, the fearless tribune, 
and the prominent representative of the second era, 
was erected in Adams square, — to commemorate not 
only the important events in which they are principal 
actors, but to keep constantly before our citizens 
those great principles — religious and_ political — to 
which their lives were consecrated, that there may 
be no abatement of patriotism and public spirit in 
Boston. 

Our natal day was honored by the presence of a 
vast concourse of visitors. Among these were dis- 
tinguished officials and eminent citizens from all 
parts of the country. All seemed deeply impressed 
by the evidence, everywhere apparent, of our mu- 
nicipal. prosperity and glory. It was generally con- 
ceded that in whatever makes a community respect- 
able, —in regard for law, in the maintenance of the 
public faith, in the appreciation of the things that 
are decent, in moral and religious tone, in charitable 
offices, in general intelligence, in public spirit, and 
in good citizenship, —no municipality could claim 
precedence of our beloved Boston. 

Such appreciation was most gratifying to our citi- 
zens, and we may indulge the confident belief that 


while we maintain the civic virtues, and keep our 
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rep itation unstained, the peace, prosperity, 
ss, and honor, now enjoyed by us, will be

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Of important work done I will mention the following : — 


COMMERCIAL STREET was graded to its full width, as widened by 
the Board of Street Commissioners, from Eastern avenue to 
Charles-river ayenue ; the curbstones set and sidewalks paved. 

TREMONT STREET was paved with small granite blocks, from Dart- 
mouth street to Lenox street, 3,000 feet in length. 

NeEwsuryY stREET graded, curbed, guttered, and macadamized, 
from Exeter to Hereford street. 

BEACON sTREET widened, curbed, and macadamized, from Hereford 
street to Brighton avenue; the sea-wall on the river side com- 
pleted, and the abutments for the new bridge over the sluice- 
ways commenced and in process of construction. 

BRIGHTON AVENUE macadamized its entire length (14,000 f.), from 
Beacon street to Cambridge street, Brighton. 

WESTERN AVENUE (Brighton) widened to 100 feet in width, 3,500 
feet in length, graded, macadamized, and fenced, from the Cam- 
bridge line to N. Harvard street. 

Brive Hitt avenve (Roxbury), from Warren street to Columbia 
street, widened, curbed, and macadamized.

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PRELIMINARY NOTE. 


THE establishment of the town of Boston dates 
from the passage of the order of the Court of 
Assistants on the 17th-September (7th, O. S.), 
1630, “ that Trimountain shall be called Boston.” 
The first city government was organized on the 
Ist of May, 1822 (St. 1821, c. 110). Roxbury 
was first recognized by the Court of Assistants 
as a town on the 8th Oct., 1630. It was incor- 
porated as a city on the 12th March, 1846 (St. 1846, 
ce. 95), and annexed to Boston (7.e., act accepted 
by the qualified voters of the two cities) 9th Sept., 
1867 (St. 1867, c. 359). Dorchester was named 
by the Court of Assistants in the same order in 
which Boston was named; and it retained its 
town organization until annexed to Boston on the 
22d June, 1869 (St. 1869, c. 349). Charlestown 
was founded 4th July, 1629; incorporated as a 
city in 1847 (St. 1847, c. 29); annexed to Boston, 
7th Oct., 1873 (St. 1873, c. 286). West Roxbury 
was incorporated as a town on the 24th March, 
1851 (St. 1851, c. 250); annexed to Boston on 
the 7th Oct., 1873 (St. 1873, c. 314). Brighton 
was incorporated as a town in 1806 (St. 1806, c.

A CODIFICATION 


OF THE 


CITY CHARTER OF 1854 


AND STATUTES AFFECTING THE SAME. 


[ The first act of the Legislature of Massachusetts establishing the City 
of Boston was passed February 23, 1822, and adopted by the citizens of 
Boston, March 4, 1822. It is chapter 110 of the acts of 1821. The 
present city charter, being a revision of the former one, was passed April 
29, 1854, and adopted by the citizens, November 138, 1854. It is 
chapter 448 of the acts of 1854. The charter herewith presented is a 
codification of the original enactment of 1854, and of the general and 
special acts since then adopted, prepared, by order of the City Council, 
by the Committee on Ordinances. The sections in pica are unchanged 
from the text of 1854. Words initalics show verbal changes. Sections 
in small pica give the presumed state of the charter as affected by sub- 
sequent legislation of 1879 and 1880. ] 


Snction 1. The inhabitants of the City of Bos-. 
ton, for all the purposes for which towns and cities. 
are by law incorporated in this commonwealth, 
shall continue to be one body politic, in fact and 
in name, under the style and denomination of the

RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


Secrion 1. The Mayor, and in his absence the 
Chairman of the Board, shall take the chair at the 
hour to which the Board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being 
present, shall cause the minutes of the preceding reg- 
ular meeting to be read; and, in the absence of the 
Mayor and Chairman, the senior member present 
shall preside as Chairman pro tempore. 

Secor. 2. The Chairman shall preserve decorum 
and order; may speak to points of order in preference 
to other members, and shall decide all questions of 
order, subject to,an appeal to the Board, by motion 
regularly seconded; and no other business shall be in 
order till the question on appeal shall have been de- 
cided. 

SeotT. 3. The Chairman shall declare all votes; but 
if any member rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a 
return of the members voting in the affirmative and 
in the negative, without debate on the question. 

Sect. 4. The Chairman may read sitting; but

shall rise to state a motion, or put a question to the

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Sreot. 5. When the Mayor shall desire to vacate 
the chair, he shall call on the Chairman of the Board 
to take it, and in his absence the senior member pres- 
ent. When the Chairman of the Board or the Chair- 
man pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he 
may call any member to it; but such substitution 
shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 

Sect. 6. On all questions and’ motions whatso- 
ever, the Chairman shall take the sense of the Board 
by yeas and nays, provided any member shall so re- 
quire. And every Ordinance, Resolution, or Order 
(except Orders of Notice, papers from the Common 
Council, Orders of Inquiry, and orders relating to the 
Department of Health), after being read, shall be 
laid on the table before its consideration by the Board; 
and no such Resolution or Order (except as above) 
shall be considered at the same meeting at which it is 
offered, except by special vote. | 

SeotT. 7. ‘The Chairman shall propound all ques- 
tions in the order which they are moved, unless the 
subsequent motion shall be previous in its nature, ex- 
cept that in the naming sums and fixing times, the 
largest sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 8. After a motion is stated or read by the 
Chairman, it shall be deemed to be in possession of 
the Board, and shall be disposed of by vote; but the 
moyer may withdraw it at any time before a decision 
or amendment. 

Sror. 9. When a question is under debate the 
Chairman shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to 
lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, to com- 
mit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely; which sey- 
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eral motions shall have precedence in the order in 
which they stand arranged; and a motion to strike 
out the enacting clause of an Ordinance shall be 
equivalent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Srcr. 10. The Chairman:shall consider a motion 
to adjourn as always in order, except on an immedi- 
ate repetition; and that motion, and the motion to lay 
on the table or to take up from the table, shall be de- 
cided without debate. 

Sect. 11. When a vote has been passed, it shall 
be in order for any member to move a reconsideration 
thereof at the same meeting; or he may give notice 
to the Clerk, within twenty-four hours of the adjourn- 
ment, of his intention to move a reconsideration at 
the next regular meeting; in which case the Clerk 
shall retain possession of the papers until the next | 
regular meeting; and when a motion for reconsider- 
ation is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 

Sect. 12. Hvery member when about to speak 
shall rise and respectfully address the chair; shall 
confine himself to the queston under debate, and 
avoid personalities. 

Srot. 15. No member speaking shall be inter- 
rupted by another, but by rising to a call to order, or 
for explanation. 

Sect. 14. No member shall be permitted to vote, 
on any question, or serve on any Committee, where 
his private right is immediately concerned, distinct 
from the public interest. 

Sect. 15. Hvery member who shall be present 
when a question is put, where he is not excluded by 
interest, shall give his vote, unless the Board for 
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special reasons shall excuse him. Application to be 
so excused on any question must be made before the 
Board is divided, or before the calling of the yeas 
and nays; and such application shall be accompanied 
by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be de- 
cided without debate. 

Sect. 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writ- 
ing, if the Chairman shall so direct. 

SreoT. 17. Any member may require the division 
of a question, when the sense will admit it. A mo- 
tion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indivisi- 
ble; but a motion to strike out being lost, shall not 
preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out and 
insert. 

Sect. 18. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration, shall be ad- 
mitted under color of amendment. 

Sror. 19. Motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted at the pleasure of the Board. 

Sror. 20. When a vote is doubted, the members 
for and against the question, when called on by the 
chair, shall arise and stand till they are counted. 

Sror. 21. All questions relating to priority of 
business to be acted upon, shall be decided without 
debate. 

Sror. 22. When a motion is made on any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the question 
shall be taken in the following order: — 

1. Toa Standing Committee of the Board. 

2. Toa Select Committee of the Board. 

3. To a Joint Standing Committee. 
4. Toa Joint Select Committee. 
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Sect. 23. The following Standing Committees of 
the Board, to consist of three members each, and the 
members of the Joint Standing Committees on the 
part of this Board (named in the Joint Rules and 
Orders of the City Council), shall be appointed by 
the Mayor: — 

Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — 
Bridges — County Accounts— Faneuil Hall and 
County Buildings (to be composed of the Committee 
on Public Buildings on the part of this Board) — 
Lamps — Licenses — Markets, and Weights and 
Measures — Paving and Repairs of Streets — Sewers 
and Drains— Streets— Steam Engines and If ur- 
naces.

It shall be the duty of the City Mes- 
senger to see that no person or persons, excepting 
members of the City Government and reporters, are 
allowed in the chamber of the Board of Aldermen or 
in the anteroom of the same while the Board is in 
session, and after the seats furnished for ‘spectators 
have been occupied. 
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SreoT. 31. The foregoing Rules shall not be al- 
tered, amended, suspended, or repealed at any time, 
except by the vote of two-thirds of the members of 
the Board present at the time.

A Committee on City Registrar’s Department, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the: 
Common Council. 

A. Committee on Hast Boston Ferries, to consist 
of three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. ) 

A Committee on Laying Out and Widening 
Streets, to' consist of three Aldermen and five mem- 
bers of the Common Council. 

A. Committee on City Surveyor’s Department, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the 
Common Council. 

A Committee on the Department for the Survey 
and Inspection of Buildings, to consist of two Alder- 
men and three members of the Common Council.

ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Secor. 2. The member of the Board of Aldermen 
first named on every Joint Committee, of which the 
Mayor is not a member, shall be its Chairman; and 
in case of his resignation or inability, the other mem- 
bers of the same Board in the order in which they 
are named, and after them the member of the Com- 
mon Council first named, shall call meetings of the 
Committee, and act as Chairman.

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_ POWERS AND DUTIES OF COMMITTEES. 


Srot. 3. The Committee on Salaries shall report 
to the City Council, in February or March, orders 
establishing the salaries of the several city officers 
for the ensuing year; and the report of said Com- 
mittee shall designate particularly the changes, if 
any, proposed in said salaries. 

Secor. 4. The Committee on Legislative Matters 
shall, unless otherwise ordered, be authorized to ap- 
pear before Committees of the General Court: and 
represent the interests of the city; provided, said 
committee shall not, unless directed so to do by the 
City Council, oppose any legislation petitioned. for 
by the preceding City Council. 

Secor. 5. The Joint Standing Committees shall 
cause records of their proceedings to be kept in 
books provided for that purpose; and at all meet- 
ings of Committees the records of the previous 
meeting shall be read, unless otherwise ordered by 
the Committee. 

Sror. 6. The representatives of the two branches 
of the City Council on Joint Committees shall not act 
by separate consultations. No meeting of any Com- 
mittee shall be called upon less notice than twenty-four 
hours without the consent of all the members thereof. 

Secor. 7. Any Joint Standing or Special Com- 
mittee may, unless otherwise provided, expend from 
the appropriation of which, by ordinance or order of 
the City Council, it has charge, an amount not 
exceeding two hundred dollars for any one object or 
purpose. | 
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CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Sect. 8. In every case of disagreement between 
the two branches of the City Council, if either branch 
shall request a conference, and appoint a Committee 
of Conference, and the other branch shall also 
appoint such a Committee, both Committees shall, at 
an hour to be agreed upon by their Chairmen, meet 
and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as 
either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their 
respective branches in relation to the matter in con- 
troversy, shall confer freely thereon, and shall report 
to their respective branches. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Srct. 9. No report of a Joint Committee shall be 
received by either branch of the City Council unless 
agreed to by such Committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. 

Stor. 10. Hither branch of the City Council may 
commit or recommit to a Joint Committee, and the 
report of acommittee upon any subject referred to it 
shall, unless otherwise ordered by the City Council 
or by the Committee, be presented to the branch in — 
which the order of reference originated. And it 
shall be the duty of every Joint Committee to which 
any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon 
within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Sror. 11. All reports and other papers submitted 
to the City Council shall be written in a fair hand, 
and no indorsement of any kind shall be made on the 
reports, memorials, or other papers referred to a 
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Committee. Every report of a Committee shall be 
signed by a member belonging to the body to which 
it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed by the 
Committee. The Joint Standing Committee on Leg- 
islative Matters shall report in print to the City 
Council all bills, resolves, and petitions presented to 
the Legislature in behalf of the City of Boston, or 
any department thereof. Such printed report. shall 
be made at the next meeting of either branch after 
such application is made, or earlier, at the discretion 
of said Committee. 7 

Srot. 12. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the 
request of the Chairman, make copies of any papers 
to be reported by a Committee, and he shall notify 
each member of the City Council of all public 
committee hearings. He shall be notified of the time 
of meeting of every committee of which he is not the 
clerk, as soon as the date of such meetings is fixed. 
He shall post daily in the corridor of City Hall, and 
in the chamber of the Board of Aldermen, a list of 
the committee meetings to be held that day. 


ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Seot. 15. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, 
originating in one branch, shall fail to pass in the 
other, notice shall be given, under the signature of 
the Clerk, to the branch in which the same origi- 
nated. 

Srot. 14. All By-Laws passed by the City Coun- 
cil shall be termed “ Ordinances,” and the enacting 
style shall be:—‘“ Be it ordained by the Aldermen 
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-and Common Council of the City of Boston in City 
Council assembled.” No order or vote which, if 
passed, would have the effect to amend, suspend, 
or repeal an ordinance, shall be entertained in either 
branch of the City Council, unless it is in the form 
of an ordinance. | 

Snort. 15. In all votes, when either or both branches 
of the City Council express anything by way of com- 
mand, the form of expression shall be “Ordered;” 
and when either or both branches express opinions, 
principals, facts, or purposes, the form shall be “ Re- 
solved.” 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Sect. 16. In the present and every future finan- 
cial year the specific appropriation for the several 
objects enumerated in the general appropriation order 
shall be deemed and taken to be the maximum amount 
to be expended by the several Committees, Boards, 
and Officers having the charge thereof, for the entire 
financial year, and shall be expended with a proper 
regard thereto. Whenever the amounts designated 
and appropriated as aforesaid have been expended, and 
an additional sum is required, or whenever the esti- 
“mates for the completion of any object, or for any 
purpose, exceed the appropriation specially made 
therefor, or whenever an expenditure is required for 
an object, or a purpose, not contemplated at the time 
the appropriation was made, the committee, board, or 
officer having charge thereof shall furnish to the City 
Council a detailed statement in print of the expendi- 
tures already made, and the necessity for an additional 
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appropriation; and no contract shall be made, nor ex- 
penditure authorized, in either case, unless provision 
_ for the same shall be made by special transfer from 
some of the appropriations contained in the general 
appropriation bill, or by loan. © 

Sect. 17. When application shall be made for an 
additional appropriation, to be provided for by trans- 
fer or loan, such appropriation shall not be made 
until the application has been referred to, and 
reported upon by, the Committee on Finance. 

Sror. 18. No order authorizing the borrowing 
of money, or the transfer of one appropriation or 
part of an appropriation to another appropriation, 
shall be passed, unless two-thirds of the whole num- 
ber of the members of each branch of the City 
Council vote in the affirmative by vote taken by yea 
and nay. 

Sect. 19. No Presiding Officer of a Board, or 
Chairman of a Committee, unless duly authorized by 
such Board or Committee, shall approve any bill or 
amount against the city. ° 

Sror. 20. No bills for refreshments, or carriages, 
shall be paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail 
the names of the persons to whom such refreshments, 
or carriages, were furnished, the dates of furnishing 
the same,and shall be approved by the members of the 
City Council charged therewith, or by the Presiding 
Officer of a Board, or Chairman of a Committee. All 
bills for refreshments shall be presented at the time 
incurred, and if incurred by a committee, the chair- 
man, or chairman pro tem., shall certify that the per- 
sons named were present. The Presiding Officer of 
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a Board, or Chairman of a Committee, shall not ap- 
prove any bill for refreshments, or carriage-hire, 
-unless as herein required, nor shall he approve any 


such bill on account of any person not a member of . 


the City Council, unless specially authorized to do so 
by vote of such Board or Committee. But the 
officers of either branch thereof, the Clerk of Com- 
mittees, and Assistant, are exempt from this provis- 
ion.

within seven days thereafter, return to the City Mes- 
senger a detailed statement of the names of the per- 
sons who used the same, and of the time during 
which and the purpose for which it was used. 

Secor. 22. All bills for refreshments or carriages, 
including items incurred more than three months pre- 
vious to the date of their presentation to the Auditor, 
shall go before the City Council for approval. 

Secor. 23. <All papers requiring concurrent action 
shall be transmitted from one branch of the City 
Council to the other, with the action of the branch 
sending them indorsed thereon, and signed by the 
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regular presiding officer of such branch, or in his 
absence by the clerk, or assistant clerk, of such 
body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the 
same shall be transmitted to the other branch, signed 
as herein before directed. 

Sect. 24. Any report containing any recommen- 
dation, other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inex- 
pedient to take farther action,” shall be accompanied 
by an ordinance, order, or resolve, embodying such 
recommendation; and such report shall be acted 
upon separately.

All vacancies upon committees shall be 
filled in the manner of original appointment; and 
members so appointed shall take rank according to — 
the date of their appointment.

The Clerk shall keep a Record of the 
votes and proceedings of the Council, and shall en- 
ter thereon, by their title, or otherwise, all orders 
and resolutions adopted, and all Reports, Petitions, 
Memorials, and other papers presented; and he shall 
enter at length all accepted Reports of Select Com- 
mittees of the Council in a separate journal to be 
kept for the purpose, and provided with an index.

Secr. 11. He shall draw up all messages to the 
Board of Aldermen, and send them by the Mes- 
senger.

Sect. 14. Every member, when about to speak, 
shall rise and respectfully address the President; shall 
confine himself to the question under debate, and 
avoid personalities; and shall sit down when he has 
finished.

Srcr. 16. No member, having obtained the floor, 
shall speak more than fifteen minutes, without per- 
mission of the Council.

The members on the part of the Coun- 
cil of the Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances 
shall be a Standing Committee, to be styled the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary, to whom all disputed ques- 
tions of law may be referred, and who shall, when re- 
quired by the Council, obtain the opinion of the City 
Solicitor thereon, and report the same to the Council. 

Sror. 28. All Special Committees of the Council 
shall consist of three members, unless otherwise or- 
dered.

COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Sect. 38. At every regular meeting of the Council 
the order of business shall be as follows: — 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding 
meeting, if called for by any member. 
Second. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 
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Third. Unfinished business of preceding meetings 
and notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Fourth. Communications and Reports from City 
Officers. 

Fifth. Presentation of Petitions, Remonstrances, 
and Memorials. 

Siath. Reports of Committees. 

Seventh. Motions, Orders, and Resolutions. 


Matters of the second and third class, not giving 
rise to a motion or debate, shall first be disposed of 
in the order in which they stand; after which the 
matters that were passed over shall be considered in 
like order and disposed of. 

Sect. 39. All papers addressed to the Council 
shall be presented by the President, or by a member 


in his place; and, unless the Council shall otherwise — 


determine, they shall be read by the President, or 
such other person as he may request, and be taken 
up in the order in which they are presented. 

Sect. 40. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions 
shall have two several readings before they are finally 
passed. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first, the document may be read by its 
title only, unless objection is made. | 

Secor. 41. No ordinance whatever, and no order 
or resolution imposing penalties, or authorizing the 


expenditure of money, — whether the same may have 


been appropriated or not,— and no order or resolu- 
tion authorizing a loan, shall have more than one 
reading on the same day; provided, however, that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent the passage of

an order, at any meeting of the Council, to authorize 
the printing of any document relating to the affairs 
of the city. 

Sror. 42. All nominations of officers who are 
required to be elected by ballot shall, after being 
reported, lie over for one week, before action is taken 
thereon. 

MOTIONS. 


Srort. 43. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, 
if the President shall so direct, and no other motion 
shall be entertained until a reasonable time be afforded 
for compliance with such direction. 

Sror. 44. The President shall, except as hereinafter 
provided, propound all questions in the order in which 
they are moved, unless the subsequent motion shall 
be previous in its nature. [See Fules 45, 46, 48, 49, 
57, and 59.] 

Secor. 45. In naming sums and fixing times, the 
largest sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Srot. 46. When a question is under debate, the 
President shall receive no motion but — 


To adjourn, 
To lay on the table, 
For the previous question, 
To specially assign to a time certain, 
To commit, 
- To amend, 
To recommit, 
To refer to another Board, or 
To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall have precedence in the 
order in which they stand arranged. They shall not 
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be applied to each other, except that the motion to 
assign, commit, amend, recommit, or refer, may be 
amended; and the previous question may be de- 
manded upon an amendment, which motion shall be 
decided without debate. A motion to strike out the 
enacting clause of an ordinance shall be equivalent to 
a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Sect. 47. When a matter has been specially as- 
signed to be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain 
stage of proceedings, such matter shall, at the time 
appointed, or at any time subsequent thereto, during 
the same or succeeding meetings, be in order upon 
‘the call of any member, and take precedence of all 
other business. 

Sect. 48. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different Committees are proposed, the 
-question shall be taken in the following order: — 


A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Special Committee of the Council. 
A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Special Committee. 


Sect. 49. A motion to adjourn shall always be in 
order, except upon an immediate repetition, and such 
motion shall be decided without debate. 

Srcr. 50. Debate on a call for the previous ques- 
tion, or on a motion to lay on the table or take from 
the table, shall not exceed ten minutes, and no mem- 
ber shall speak more than three minutes. In such 
debate, however, the merits of the main question 
shall not be discussed. 

Sect. 51. All questions relating to priority of 
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business to be acted upon shall be decided without 
debate. 

Snot. 52. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be admit- 
ted under color of amendment. 

Sror. 53. Any member may require the division 
of a question, when the sense will admit of it. A 
motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indi- 
visible; but the rejection of a motion to strike out 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike 
out and insert. 

Sror. 54. Motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted at the pleasure of the Council. 

Sror. 55. After a motion is stated or read by the 
President, it shall be deemed to be in possession of 
the Council, and shall be disposed of by vote; but the 
mover may, if no objection is made, withdraw it at 
any time before a decision or amendment. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Sror. 56. The previous question shall be put in 
the following form: “ Shall the main question be now 
put?” and all debate upon the main question shall be 
suspended until the previous question has been de- 
cided. 

Sror. 57. After the adoption of the previous 
question, the sense of the Council shall forthwith be 
taken upon amendments reported by a Committee, 
then upon all pending amendments, and finally upon 
the main question. | See ule 46. | 

Seor. 58. All incidental questions of order, aris-

ing after a motion is made for the previous question 
shall be decided without debate, except on an appeal; 
and on such an appeal no member shall be allowed to 
speak more than once without leave of the Council. 


APPEAL. 


Sect. 59. No appeal from the decision of the 
President shall be entertained unless it is seconded; 
and no other business shall be in order till the ques- 
tion on the appeal has been decided. The question 
shall be put as follows: “Shall the decision of the 
Chair stand as the judgment of the Council?” And 
it shall be deemed to be decided in the affirmative un- 
less a majority of the votes given are to the contrary.

VOTING. 


Sect. 60. Every member who is present when a 
question is put, if not excluded by interest, shall give 
his vote, unless the Council, for special reasons, shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any 
question must be made before the Council is divided, 
or before the calling of the yeas and nays; and such 
application shall be accompanied by a brief statement 
of reasons, and shall be decided without debate. 

Sect. 61. If the President is unable to decide, or 
if any member rises and doubts a vote, the President 
shall cause a return of the members voting in the af- 
firmative and in the negative, without further debate 
on the question. For this purpose the President 
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shall appoint, in the month of January, two tellers 
for each of the three divisions of the Council, speci- 
fied in Rule 66, who shall agree on a count, and re- 
port the result aloud to the President. 

Sror. 62. On all questions and motions whatso- 
ever, whether before or after the previous question 
has been ordered, the President shall take the sense 
of the Council by yeas and nays, provided one-fifth 
of the members present shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Secor. 63. When a vote has been passed, any 
member may move a reconsideration thereof at the 
same meeting, either immediately after the announce- 
ment of such vote, or under the seventh clause of 
Rule 38, or, if a member who voted with the prevail- 
ing side shall give notice to the Clerk, within twenty- 
four hours after the adjournment of such meeting 
(except the final meeting of the year, or that preced- 
ing any adjournment for over two weeks), of his 
intention so to do, he may move a reconsideration at 
the next meeting, at which such motion shall be in 
order in the regular course of business. Debate on 
motions to reconsider shall be limited to thirty min- 
utes, and no member shall speak more than five 
minutes. Whenever a matter has been specially as- 
signed by anotice, as above specified, to reconsider 
any vote affecting the provisions of any ordinance, 
order, or resolution, such ordinance, order, or reso- 
lution, shall be considered whenever such special 
assignment takes effect.

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Sect. 64. When a motion for reconsideration has 
been decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, 
and no question shall be twice reconsidered; nor 
shall any reconsideration be had upon either of the 
following motions: — : 


To adjourn, 

To lay on the table, 

To take from the table, or 
For the previous question. 


ELECTIONS. 


Srot. 65. All officers receiving any compensation 
from the City of Boston, who are primarily elected 
by the City Council, shall be chosen in this branch by 
ballot. All confirmations of the Mayor’s nomina- 
tions shall be by a yea and nay ballot. 

[| Nominations of officers to lie over for one week.: 
See Fule 42. | 

Sect. 66. For purposes of election, those mem- 
bers sitting at the right and left of the President’s 
desk shall constitute the first division; and, of the 
remainder, those sitting at the President’s right of 
the middle aisle shall constitute the second division, 
and those at the left of said aisle, the third division. 
In appointing committees to collect, sort, and count 
votes, the President shall select one member from 
each division; and it shall be the duty of each mem- 
ber of the committee to collect the ballots of his own 
division. 

Seot. 67. In all elections by ballot the number of 
blanks and of ballots for ineligible persons shall be 
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reported, but shall not be counted in the returns. 
After a ballot has been ordered it may be moved, 
and, by vote of one-fifth of the members present, 
ordered that there be a call of the roll of members. 

Srot. 68. The seats of the members of the Coun- 
cil shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in 
the presence of the Council, by drawing the names 
of members and the numbers of the seats simultane- 
ously; and each member shall be entitled for the 
year to the seat bearing the number so drawn 
against his name, and shall not change it, except by 
the permission of the President. 

Sror. 69. No person, except a member of the 
Council, shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any 
member while the Council is in session. 

Sror. 70. It shall be the duty of the City Mes- 
senger to see that no person or persons are allowed 
upon the floor of the Council Chamber, or in the 
anterooms on the easterly side of the same, while 
the Council is in session, and after the seats pro- 
vided for spectators have been occupied, excepting 
members of the City Government and reporters. 

Seor. 71. The Council Chamber shall be used for 
meetings of the Council only, unless by special vote 
of the Common Council; provided, that during the 
summer recess the President may allow the chamber 
to be used for public purposes, in all cases reporting 
his action to the Council at its next meeting. ‘The 
anteroom and large committee room on the east shall 
be subject to the same rules; except that the Pres- 
ident may allow committee-meetings at times when 
the Council is not insession. The Clerk’s room shall 
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be assigned to the Clerk of the Common Council for 
occupancy and use. The anteroom between the 
Council Chamber and the Clerk’s room shall be used 
during the meetings of Council to give access to the 
seats on the floor, and such other purposes as the 
President may direct; provided, that smoking there 
shall not be allowed on the part of visitors. The 
general care and supervision of these rooms are here- 
by intrusted to the City Messenger, subject to the 
direction of the President; but no expenditure of 
money shall be made except by direct vote of the 
~Common Council. 

Sreot 72. All bills for refreshments or carriage- 
hire incurred by the Common Council, the Standing 
Committees of the Common Council not having charge 
of any appropriation, or individual members of the 
Common Council while engaged in the discharge of 
official duty, shall give the names of the persons 
incurring the same, and the President of the Common 
Council is authorized to approve such bills, after they 
have been approved by the Committee or certified to 
by the members incurring the same; provided, that the 
President shall not approve any such bill unless it is 
_ presented to him before the end of the month neat suc- 
ceeding that within which the expense covered by such 
bill was incurred. ; 


SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT, AND REPEAL. 


Srot 73. No rule or order of the Council shall be 
dispensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds 
of the members present consent thereto.

SURVEY AND INSPECTION.

This department, in accordance with the laws of the Com- 

monwealth and ordinances of the city, has the complete con- 

trol and supervision, among other matters, of the erection of - 
brick, stone, and iron buildings, under statute provisions, 
throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited 
dimensions and range, outside of the building limits, un- 
der the provisions of the city ordinance. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs upon all classes of 
buildings, with especial reference to their compliance with 
the present requirements of the building law. 


BUILDING LIMITS. 


Among other restrictions imposed by the law and ordi- 
nances on the erection of buildings, it is provided that no 
wooden building shall be hereafter erected within the follow- 
ing limits : — 

Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover 
and Albany streets; thence running eastwardly through the 
centre of Dover street to the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; 
thence around the northerly portion of the “ City Proper,” 
by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point on Charles 
river opposite the centre line of West Chester park as ex- 
tended ; thence through the centre of West Chester park to 
its intersection with Boylston-street extension ; thence through 
the centre of Boylston-street extension to the centre of Parker

A constant watch is kept at the office, City Hall, night 
and day, by the operators. Each operator serves two alter- 
nate terms, of three hours each, as principal, and the same 
as assistant operator; so that twelve hours’ service at the 
office, out of every twenty-four, is required from each oper- 
ator. No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, 
unless expressly relieved by some one else, by consent of the 

Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for any 
mistake that may occur at the office during his hours of duty. 
An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
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alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Sig- 
nal Stations or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the box. ‘The 
police officers and one other person resident near each station 
have keys to the boxes. 

Nos. 41, 42, 43, 45, 46, and 49 have been supplied with 
the “ Tooker keyless door.” 

ALaArms are sounded by striking the number of the box 
upon the Alarm Bells and upon the G'ongs in the Engine- 
Houses for three rounds. 

Exampxtes: ‘To announce the existence of afire near Box 
No. 41 (Old South Church), the bells will strike four, make 
a pause of a few seconds, then strike one, thus: 4—1. 
This will be repeated at intervals of about one-half minute. 

For a fire near Box No. 145 (South Boston Point), the 
bells will strike one, make a pause, then strike four, another 
pause, then strike five, thus: 1—4—5. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows followed 
by box number. Third Alarms are sounded by striking ten 
blows three times thus: 10—10—10. 

In cases where the entire department are required, 
alarms are sounded by striking tewlve blows three times, thus : 
12— 12— 12. 

Return Signal. — Notice will be given on the bells and 
gongs by striking one blow four times, thus: 1— 1—1—1; 


upon which the several pieces of apparatus on their way to 


the fire will return to their quarters. 
‘ In cases where Hook & Ladder Companies only are 
wanted, signal to be given by striking ten blows once, with 
the number of the Company struck twice, thus: Hook & 
Ladder No. One, 10—1—1. Hook & Ladder No. Four, 
10—4— 4. Hook & Ladder No. Seven, 10 —7—7. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the 
signal will be given thus: Hook & Ladder One and Three, 
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10 —_1—1—3—8. Hook & Ladder Two and Four, 10.— 
2—2—4—4. Hook & Ladder Five and Seven, 10 —5 — 
5 —7 —7. 

Alarms are usually given about a half a minute from the 
time the box is operated. 


DIRECTIONS TO BE OBSERVED IN CASE OF FIRE. 


Get the key of the nearest box to the fire. 

Open the box— pull the hook all the way down onoz, and 
let go. 

Wait one full minute for the sound of the bells. 

If you hear no sound, pull again; and the ei time if you 
get no sound. 

If you fail the third time, go to the next nearest box and 
do the same there; but do not touch any other box if the 
nearest one gives the alarm. 

After, giving the alarm, remain awhile, if posszdle, be the 
box, so as to direct the firemen to the fire. 

No person will give alarms for the same fire (after the 
first alarm has been given) without an order from an Engi- 
neer; and the person so ordered will be sure to go to the 
same box from which the first alarm was given, and report 
the same to the Chief Engineer. If, however, a fire breaks 
out while another is burning in a different section of the city, 
a second alarm can be given by a police-officer without wait- 
ing for an order from an Engineer. 


CAUTION TO PERSONS HOLDING SIGNAL KEYS. 


1. Never open the box or touch the apparatus, except in 
case of fire. 

2. Never sound the alarm for fire seen at a distance. 

3. Be reasonably sure there is a fire before sounding the 
alarm. 

4. Be sure the box is locked before leaving it. 
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5. Never let the key go out of your possession, except 


to some responsible person, to give an alarm of fire, and be 
sure the key is returned. :

Containing about 30 acres; was taken 
by right of eminent domain from the heirs of James Huckins 
and others in 1879, and constitutes the point of discharge of 
the Great Sewer built under authority of the City Council 
in 1879-80. 


HEALTH. 
[Ord., p. 405.] 
By an ordinance passed Dec. 2, 1872, the powers of the 
Board of Health were removed from,the Board of Aldermen, 
’ who had theretofore exercised them, and were vested in an 
independent Board, consisting of three persons appointed by 
the Mayor, and confirmed by the City Council, and styled the 
Board of Health. One member of the Board is appointed 
annually, in March or April, for a term of three years, from 
the first Monday of May following. Salary, $3,000, each, 
per annum.

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REGULATIONS. 


The baths are open daily, from June 1 to September 30, 
as follows : — 


MALES. FEMALES. 


Week days . 5 A.M. to9 P.M. | Week days . 6 A.M. to8 P.M. 
Sundays .5A.M.to9 A.M. | Sundays. 6 A.M.to 9 A.M. - 


The hours for bathing at Bath-house No. 20 are so arranged 
that men and boys are admitted from 5 to 8 A.M., 12 to 3 
‘P.M., and 65 to 9 P.M.; women and girls from 8} to 11 
A.M., and 34 to 6 P.M. Sundays, —for men and boys 
only, — from 5 to 9 o’clock A.M. 

All the bath-houses are closed by the Superintendents at 
10 o’clock P.M., on week days, and 9} o’clock A.M., on 
Sundays. 

Superintendents in charge must see that adults remain in 
the water not longer than thirty minutes, and children under 
twelve years of age not longer than fifteen minutes. 

Each bather provides his own towel and soap. Female 
bathers are required to furnish suitable bathing-dresses. 
Those desiring towels can obtain them of the Superintendent, 
at three cents each. 

Boys and girls under fifteen years of age are not admitted 
to the bathing-houses after 6 o’clock P.M.; and the decision 
of the Superintendent against admission is final. 

Each Superintendent has full charge of his premises, and 
authority to withhold the facilities from all not conforming 
‘to these rules ;.and he is requjred to render every assistance 
to applicants for baths, who, in case of insult or deprivation 
of privileges otherwise than as provided for in these rules, 
can appeal to the Chairman of the Bathing Committee. 

No smoking, profanity, or noisy conversation is allowed 
on the premises; and any person guilty of defacing the 
dressing-rooms, fences, or tanks, by writing, marking, or cut- 
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ting, will be excluded from the baths, or arrested, according 
to the nature of the offence. 

All questions of priority in bathing, or of use of dress- 
ing rooms, must be referred to the Superintendent, whose 
decision shall be final. - 

A police-officer is in constant attendance at each bath- 
house, for the purpose of preserving order and enforcing 
these regulations, in concurrence with the Superintendent.

wish to be regarded as dependent on public charity. 


RULES. 


Application for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sundays excepted, be- 
tween 9 and 11 o’clock A.M. 

Whenever able, the patient should apply in person. When 
not able to appear in person, application may be made by a 
friend, and the patient will be visited by some physician 
designated by the Trustees. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or iothennea disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

On Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays, from 
2 to 3 o’clock P.M., friends may be permitted to visit 
patients; though no patient shall receive more than one 
visitor on the same day. 


No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 


drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to the patients shall be left with the Super- 
intendent.

PUBLIC LIBRARY.

The Trustees of the Public Library are incorporated by 
an Act of the Legislature, passed April 4, 1878, and are 
authorized to receive and hold real and personal estate 
which may be given, bequeathed, or devised, to said cor- 
poration, to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. 

The Trustees are seven in number, and consist of one 
Alderman and one member of the Common Council, to be 
elected annually, in January, by the City Council, and five 
members at large, one of whom is appointed by the Mayor 
and confirmed by the City Council, annually, in April, for 
the term of five years from the first Monday of May.

Extent of the Collections.—The Bates Hall contains 
227,884 volumes; the Lower Hall, 38,988 volumes; the 
Newspaper Room, 3,453 volumes; the Duplicate Room, 
13,852 volumes; the East Boston Branch, 11,149 volumes ; 
the South Boston Branch, 10,576 volumes; the Roxbury 
Branch, 19,049 volumes; the Charlestown Branch, 23,149 
volumes; the Brighton Branch, 13,172 volumes; the Dor- 
chester Branch, 10,627 volumes; the Jamaica Plain Branch, 
8,207 volumes; the South-End Branch, 9,782 volumes; the 
West Roxbury Branch, 3,074 volumes, —a total of 392,962 
volumes, besides 150,000 pamphlets. 

The Central Reading-Room has 369 different periodicals ; 
the East Boston Branch Reading-Room has 31; the South 
Boston Branch has 51; the Roxbury Branch has 85; the 
Charlestown Branch has 63; the Brighton Branch has 44 ; 
the Dorchester Branch has 22; the Jamaica Plain Branch 
has 35,—a total, including duplicates, of 700 periodicals. 
Several hundred periodicals, of a higher kind and less 
popular interest, are kept in the Bates Hall.

Persons admitted to use the Libraries. 


I. Inhabitants. — Any person over 14 years old may use 
books and periodicals in the buildings without previous regis- 
tration; but to draw books for home use, application for a 
card must be made in due form to the Registration Clerk at 
the Central Library, at the Branches, or at the Lower Mills 
or Roslindale Delivery. 

II. Non-residents. — All can use books and periodicals 
in the buildings; but the following can also apply to the 
- Registration Clerks, as above, for cards to draw books for 
home use: clergymen and teachers having regular pro- 
fessional occupation in the city, and members of the follow- 
ing institutions, whose governments have guaranteed the 
Library against damage from such members : Boston Society 
of Architects ; Boston Society of Civil Engineers ; the Law, 
Theological, Medical, Liberal Arts, and Oratory departments 
of the Boston University ; the Medical and Dental Schools 
of Harvard University; the Massachusetts Normal Art 
School; the Institute of Technology ; the College of Phar- 
macy ; Boston Dental School; New England Conservatory 
of Music; and the First Class of Chauncy Hall School. 
Also officers of the army and navy on this station, and the 
assistants in the offices of the City Engineer and City 
Surveyor. 

iI. Special Privileges. — Cards entitling the holder to 
draw more volumes, and to retain them longer than usual, 
are granted to professional authors, teachers, etc., whether 
resident or not, if the applicant, in the blank provided, gives 
the reasons for which it is customary to extend such privi- 
leges. Such cards are not given for general reading, but only 
for special studies, and last only for one year; and it is not 
expected that they will be used to draw new and popular books.

Branches. 
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EAST BOSTON BRANCH. 


‘This Branch comprises two distinct collections of books, — 
one begun by the East Boston Library Association in 1852, 
and merged in the Sumner Library in 1860, and presented to 
the City of Boston, and made to form a portion of the East 
Boston Branch Library ; and the other of books taken from 
the Central Library, with additions by purchase, so as to 
give completeness to the whole. | 

This Branch Library (in the old Lyman School-house, on 
Meridian street) was opened to the public in November, 
1870, and was dedicated by appropriate services on March 
22, 1871. 


SOUTH BOSTON BRANCH. 


By a vote of the Mattapan Literary Association, its Li- 
brary of about 1,500 volumes was made the nucleus of this 
Branch ; and to these have been added books either bought, 
or withdrawn from the Central Library. In this way a 
collection of about 5,000 volumes was ready for use, and 
this Branch was opened on May Ist, 1872. The rooms of 
the Branch are in the Savings-Bank Building, corner of 
Broadway and E street, and during the year 1878 were 
enlarged by taking the entire floor. 


ROXBURY BRANCH. 


Under the will of the late Caleb Fellowes, the Rev. George 
Putnam, D.D., Supply C. Thwing, Esq., William Whiting, 
Sr., and others to be joined with them, by an act of incor- 
poration, were invested with a trust, the purpose of which 
was to establish a Library, and erect a building for it, within 
half a mile of the meeting-house of the First Religious Society 
in Roxbury, on Eliot square. As it was deemed for the inter- 
est of all concerned that the advantages of these funds should 
be joined with such others as may accrue from the provi- 
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sions made by the City Council for the benefit of the District 
of Roxbury, in the way of a Branch of the Public Library, 
the Mayor, authorized by the City Council, signed an indent- 
ure with the Trustees of the Fellowes Atheneum, by which 
that institution is united with the Branch Library. The 
agreement (to be found in the Report of the Library for 
1872) in effect gives the citizens of Roxbury a Library, the 
same in kind with the Bates Hall collection, though on a 
smaller scale, to be increased by the Fellowes Fund, now 
yielding about $3,000 a year,while the city maintains a popu- 
lar Library in connection therewith, to be of the character 
of the Lower Hall of the Central Library and of the other 
Branches. The building on the corner of Millmont street and 
Lambert avenue was completed, and the Library opened, in 
the summer of 1873. The Trustees of the Fellowes Athe- 
neum contributed $3,000 towards supplying the books with 
which it was opened. ‘The present Trustees of the Fellowes 
Atheneum are: Charles K. Dillaway, President; Nathaniel 
J. Bradlee, Treasurer; Gorham Rogers; Wm. C. Collar; 
Rev. Edward E. Hale; Joseph S. Ropes; John F. Osgood ; 
Rey. John G. Brooks; Henry W. Putnam, Secretary. 

The entire control of the joint collections and the govern- 
ment of the Branch is vested by the contract in the Trustees 
of the Public Library. 


JAMAICA PLAIN BRANCH. 


This Library, which has heretofore been a delivery Branch 
of the Roxbury Library, was established by the Trustees, 
Dec. 5, 1877, as an independent Branch of the General 
Library. This Library has excellent accommodations in 
Curtis Hall. A delivery of the Branch was established at 
Roslindale, Dec. 38, 1878, and another at the West Rox- 
bury Delivery, Jan. 6, 1880, where books are applied for and 
received three afternoons and evenings in the week. 
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CHARLESTOWN BRANCH. 


The Public Library of Charlestown, which was established 
in 1862, became, on the 5th of January, 1874, through the « 
annexation of that city, the Charlestown Branch of the Pub- 
lic Library of the City of Boston. It occupies the second 
story of the former City Hall in Charlestown. In July, 
1877, this Branch received, by the will of Miss Charlotte 
Harris, a fund of $10,000, and the testator’s private library. 


BRIGHTON BRANCH. 


The Holton Library, owned and maintained by the town 
of Brighton, and established in 1864, became, on the 5th of 
January, 1874, the Brighton Branch of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston. In August, 1874, the new Library 
building, begun by the town of Brighton, was completed, 
and the Library was transferred to it the same month, and 
services of dedication took place in October. 


DORCHESTER BRANCH. 


This Branch has rooms in the new City Building at Field’s 
Corner, where it was opened in January, 1875, after dedi- 
catory services had been held earlier in the same month. A 
Delivery of the Branch has been established at the Lower 
Mills, and books are asked for and received there daily. 


SOUTH—END BRANCH. 


The Mercantile Library Association having given, in May, 
1877, to the city its valuable collection of books, contained 
in their Club Room, at the corner of Newton and Tremont 
streets, a Branch for the reception and delivery of books 
from the General Library was established in that place, the 
following August, for which accommodation the city paid said 
Association as rent the sum of $1,000 per annum for three 
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years. At the end of this term the Library was moved to a 
room expressly fitted up therefor in the new English High 
School Building, on Montgomery street, where it is now 
located. 


WEST ROXBURY DELIVERY. 


On Nov. 11, 1879, the West Roxbury Free Library trans- 
ferred its collection of over 3,000 volumes, at Westerly Hall, 
to the Public Library ; and on Jan. 6, 1880, a delivery was. 
established there of books from the Jamaica Plain Branch 
and the Central Library.

By an order of the Board of Aldermen, approved Feb. 25, 
1875, the Mayor was authorized to appoint a scientific com- 
mission of three members to examine the present system of 
sewerage in this city, and to suggest any improvements which 
can be made therein. Accordingly the following persons 
were selected by the Mayor for such commission : — 

KE. S. Chesborough, of Chicago, Moses Lane, of Milwau- 
kie, and Charles F. Folsom, M.D., of Boston, who submit- 
ted their report (City Doc. No. 3 of 1876), recommending 
the construction of intercepting sewers, at a cost of over 
$6,000,000. On July 17, 1876, the sum of $40,000 was 
appropriated by the City Council for the purpose of making 
preliminary surveys for routes to Moon Island and to Castle 
Island. 
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In 1877 the Joint Special Committee upon this subject 
made a lengthy report (City Doc. 70), and recommended 
the immediate undertaking of this project ; and on August 9, 
1877, a loan of $3,713,000 was authorized to meet the ex- 
pense of constructing a large intercepting sewer from Charles 
river across the city, in a southerly direction, to Moon Island. 
Engineer in charge, Eliot C. Clarke. , 

The Superintendent of Sewers has charge also, under the 
direction of the special committee on the subject, of the 
work of straightening and deepening the channel of Stony 
Brook, a water-course running through Jamaica Plain and 
discharging into Charles river through the Back Bay.

The dates recited below include the terms of service. : 

Prior to the date when the seven Selectmen became regular offi- 
cers, similar officials had served. ‘The earliest entry preserved in 
the Town Records is dated Sept. 1, 1634. We cannot, therefore, 
learn when the custom began of choosing selectmen, or townsmen. 
We find at that date, however, a board of ten citizens in office, — 
John Winthrop, William Coddington, John Underhill, Thomas 
Oliver, Thomas Leverett, Giles Firmin, John Coggeshall, William 
Peirce, Robert Harding, and William Brenton. 

Oct. 6, 1634.— Richard Bellingham and John Coggan were 
chosen in place of Firmin, deceased, and Harding, now in 
Virginia. 

March 1, 16836.—Chosen: Thomas Oliver, Thomas Leveritt, 
William Hutchinson, William Colburn, John Coggeshall, John 
Sanford, Richard Tuttell, William Aspinwall, William Brenton, 
William Balston, Jacob Eliot, and James Pen.

March .20, 1642-43. —~ Winthrop, Bellingham, Tyng, Gibbons, 
_Colborn, Eliot, Hill, and Oliver reélected; Hibbens put in place 
of Pen. 

Sept. 25, 1643. — Same nine reélected.

No election is recorded in 1646, though all but Fowle were 
serving Feb. 25, 1646-47.

From 
this time it seems to have been a settled custom to elect seven 
selectmen in March for the year ensuing, though occasionally this 
number was exceeded.

There were not less than eight several 
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ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the mean time, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the first Mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Ben- 
son Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman of 
the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alder- 
man of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said 
year. At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the 
mean time the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. 
Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, in 1872, William Gaston was certified, 
by the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But upon 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the 
city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded 
and made; and it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had 
79 plurality, he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 

In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a mem- 
ber of the 43d Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in 
place of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office 
as Mayor on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on 
December 1, 1873. 

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘* Acting Mayor.” 
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Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re- 
elected; and Thomas C. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 
1825, declined. 

George Blake, reélected for 1826, declined. 

In 1828 Robert Fennelly died while in office. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845 William Parker resigned. 

In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was afterwards chosen 
one of the Principal Assessors. | 

In 1853 Lyman Perry, who had been duly elected an Alderman, 
died before his qualification. 

In 1856 Leyi B. Meriam died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Measurer of Grain. | 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner resigned, on account of illness, and 
soon afterwards died. 

In 1878 Samuel C. Perkins died while in office. » 

In 1879 Benjamin Pope died while in office. 

. In 1880 George E. Bell died while in office. 

At the municipal election, in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but, in accordance with the statute, the eight who had 
the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The Municipal Government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, December 14, 1880, the numbers of 
the ballots returned by the precinct officers were so very close 
between the eleventh and twelfth Aldermen, who appeared to have 
been chosen, and the two or three candidates who had the next 
highest number of ballots, that a recount of the ballots for these 
persons was demanded in the form prescribed by law. Accord- 
ingly the original ballots cast in the several precincts on the 
above date, which had been duly returned to the City Clerk, were 
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counted by a committee of the Board of Aldermen of 1880, ap- 
pointed for the examination of the returns of votes the day preced- 
ing said election. The candidates whose votes were recounted 
were Cyrus S. Haldeman, James J. Flynn, William Frost, John 
Thompson and George S. Dexter. The result of this examination 
was reported to the Board on the 27th of December, and the two 
doubtful seats were, in accordance with said report, awarded to 
Messrs. Haldeman and Flynn. 

The results of this examination having been printed, together 
with the results as certified by the precinct officers, it was found 
difficult, upon an analysis and scrutiny thereof, and a comparison 
of them with the votes cast for Mayor and fer Street Commis- 
sioner, to account for this determination. 

Accordingly, after the inauguration of the Municipal Government 
- of 1881, a petition, numerously signed, was presented for a re- 
examination of the ballots cast for Aldermen, December 14, 1880, 
in order to verify the result above reached. A contest for the seat 
of James J. Flynn was also made by William Frost, who was a 
candidate for Alderman. 

A new committee was appointed upon this subject, no mem- 
ber of which had served upon the former committee ; and they, after 
a very careful scrutiny and verification of the ballots, reported 
that William Frost was entitled to the seat held by James J. Flynn. 
There were two minority reports on this subject ; but the Board of 
Aldermen, by a large vote, sustained the views of the majority, 
and awarded the seat. to Mr. Frost. 

One peculiar element in this case was the fact that many ballots 
were either mislaid or stolen, in Precinct 3 of Ward 138, on 
election day. 

For details of this case, which was a remarkable one in many 
respects, not herein recited, see City Document No. 38, for 1881. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen, see City 
Document No. 7, for 1861, and City Document No. 16 for 1862. 
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William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no PECYaIOn for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. ~ 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; also, 
Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organi- 
zation. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, reélected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the 
intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle omitted 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1856, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, Ward 11, resigned in May, 1861, and was 
elected a Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to Families of Soldiers in 
the United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 13, died in office, September, 
1872. 

Thomas H. Doherty, of Ward 2, died in office, August, 1873. 

Hillman B. Barnes, of Ward 11, died in office, September, 1874. 

Edward J. Long of Ward 8, died in office, November, 1875. 

Stephen G. Jones, of Ward 4, resigned in March, 1876. 

Thomas J. Fitzpatrick, of Ward 13, died in office, March, 1876. 
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Joseph Healy, of Ward 10, died in office, A pril 18, 1880. 

George T. Perkins, of Ward 17, died in office, December 7, 1880. 

Daniel J. Sweeney, Porter street, Ward 2, East Boston, and re- 
elected to the Common Council of 1881, died in office Dec. 19, 1880. 

Eugene B. Hagar, of Ward 10, resigned June 16, 1881. 

There have been the following successfully contested elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a number from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘*‘ closing the poll before the hour at 
which the voters were notifieg it would be closed, was a violation 
of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May, 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 38, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the high- 
est number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket, ad- 
journment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, and 
other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, 
sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1848, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 
December 14, on the eround that four votes for non-resident can- 


didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers)’ — 


were counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby pre- 
venting the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the 
said four votes, were by the decision of the Council declared 
elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the 
same members were again returned to the Common Council. _ 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members 
of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members

a 
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from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the government elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted bon@ fide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplémentary elections had been in vogue 
for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the vote of the 
Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report of 
the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his election he was not 
an mhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was reached on this 
point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delega- 
tion from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned 
. than there were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal 
election, — oceasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of the 
ballots, — the variation being so great as to affect the election of 
the whole delegation. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account 
of a tie-vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground 
that the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept open the 
same number of hours as were required by the original warrant. 
At a subsequent election the same member was returned to the 
Common Council. [See City Doc. No. 12 for 1867. | 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 10, because by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member re- 
turned from Ward 13, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows : — 

At the annual municipal election, in 1871, Frede-iek S. FPisteen 
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was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election 
was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original 
ballots showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one 
ballot over F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly de- 
clared, by the Comnion Council of 1872, to be entitled to the seat. 
Subsequently Mr. Risteen contested this decision, on the ground 
that his name was erased from a number of ballots by some one of 
the ward officers after said ballots were deposited by the voters. 
After a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this 

-view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his former 
seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1, 1872. [See 
City Doc. No. 18 for 1872.] _ 

The sixteenth, January 4, 1874, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 138, because, by the count of the original bal- 
lots cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The seventeenth, January 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber from Ward 1, because, by the count of the original ballots cast 
in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The eighteenth, January 4, 1877, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of’ the original ballots cast in 
said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The nineteenth, January 10, 1878, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
that ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twentieth, Dec. 27, 1880 (see records of Board of Aldermen 
of said date), vacated the seats of one member from each of the 
following-named wards, viz., 3, 18, 16, and 19, because, from an 
examination of the original ballots cast in said wards, it appeared 
that other persons were chosen, From an examination made at the 
same time of the original ballots cast in Ward 5, it appeared that, 
instead of there being a tie vote for a third member from said ward, 
three members were duly chosen. -A peculiar interest is attached to 
the case in Ward 13 from two facts,— jirst, that some of the ballots 
undoubtedly deposited by the voters of Precinct 3 of this ward were 
either mislaid or stolen at the polling place ; and, second, because the 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen of 1880, who examined the bal- 
lots for Common Council in that ward, erroneously reported that the 
sitting member had been duly elected. [See City Doc. 54 of 1881. ]

REPORT 


OF THE 


COMMITTEE ON RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


In Common Counc, January 13, 1881. 


The Committee on Rules and Orders of the Common 
Council, to whom were referred certain proposed amend- 
ments to the Rules and Orders, having considered the sub- 
ject, beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT: 


The thorough examination and revision given to the rules 
of the Common Council at the beginning of last year render 
_ it unnecessary to make many alterations at the present time. 
Your committee, however, recommend the following changes 
and additions as calculated, in their opinion, to facilitate the 
despatch of business. 

Rules 26, 27, 28, to be transferred to the end of the list, 
and of course all rules subsequent to be renumbered. , 

Rule 46 is here printed for convenience, in the form as 
amended by the Council on July 29, 1881. (Proceedings 
p. 420.) 

“Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the President 
shall so direct; and no other motion shall be entertained 
until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance with such 
direction.” 
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To amend Rule 49, so that it shall read “ When a question 
is under debate, the President shall receive no motion but 


To adjourn, 
To lay on the table, 
For the previous question, 
To specially assign to a time certain, 
To commit, 
To amend, 
To recommit, 
To refer to another board, 
or 
To postpone indefinitely.” 


These several motions shall have precedence in the order 
in which they stand arranged. They shall not be applied to 
each other, except that the motion to assign, commit, amend, 
recommit, or refer may be amended; and the previous ques- 
tion may be demanded upon an amendment, which motion 
shall, be decided without debate. A motion to strike out 
the enacting clause of an ordinance shall be equivalent to a 
motion to postpone indefinitely. 

In Rule 50, insert the words, “and no member shall speak 
more than three minutes.” 

In Rule 66, change “majority” so it shall read “if a mem- 
ber who voted with the prevailing side shall give notice,” 
etc. 

Omit Rule 72. 

Add the rules for the custody of the Common Council 
chamber and adjoining rooms, to be numbered as rule 71.

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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


PRESIDENT. 


Section. 1. The President shall take the chair precisely at 
the hour to which the Council shall have adjourned; shall 
call the members to order; and, on the appearance of a 
quorum, shall proceed to business. 

Seor. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other members ; 
and shall decide all questions of ‘order, subject to an appeal 
to the Council. 

[ With regard to appeal, see Rule 59.) 

Sror. 38. He shall declare all votes, subject to verification, 
as hereinafter provided. 

[ See Rules 61 and 62.) 

Sect. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or to put 
a question, but may read sitting. 

Seor. 5. He shall appoint all committees, unless their 
appointment is otherwise provided for by the Council. All 
vacancies upon committees shall be filled in the manner of 
original appointment ; and members so appointed shall take 
rank according to the date of their appointment. 

Secor. 6. Inall cases he may vote. 

Secor. 7. He may at any time call another member to the 
chair, but such substitution shall not continue beyond an 
adjournment. 

Secor. 8. In the absence of the President, the senior 
member present shall call the Council to order, and preside 
until a President pro tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, 
if an election is not effected on a first trial, on a second and 
subsequent trials a plurality of votes shall elect. 
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CLERK. 


Sect. 9. The Clerk shall keep a record of the votes and 
proceedings of the Council, and shall enter thereon, by their 
title, or otherwise, all orders and resolutions adopted, and 
all reports, petitions, memorials, and other papers presented ; 
and he shall enter at length all accepted reports of select 
committees of the Council, in a separate journal to be kept 
for the purpose, and provided with an index. 

Sect. 10. He shall note all questions of order raised, 
with the decisions made thereon, in an appendix to the 
record. 

Srot. 11. He shall draw up all messages to the Board of 
Aldermen, and send them by the messenger. 

Secor. 12. He shall, when required, attend the meetings 
of committees of the Council, and make their records. 

Srot. 18. He shall retain possession of all papers in 
reference to which any member has given notice of his inten- 
tion to move a reconsideration, as hereinafter provided, 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


[See Rule 63. ] 


MEMBERS. 


 Sror. 14. Every member, when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the President; shall confine 
himself to the question under debate, and avoid personalities ; 
and shall sit down when he has finished. 

Sect. 15. No member shall speak or vote out of his 
place, without the leave of the President. 

Srot. 16. No member, having obtained the floor, shall 
speak more than fifteen minutes without permission of the 
Council. 

[For cases in which less time, or no debate, is allowed, see 
Rules 24, 37, 49, 50, 51, 56, 57, 58, 60, 61, 63.] 

Srot. 17. No member shall speak more than twice on 
one question, if objection is made, without first obtaining 
leave of the Council; nor more than once uatil the other 
members, who have not spoken, shall speak, if they so 
desire. 

Sect. 18. In all cases, when the time of a member speak- 
ing is extended by vote of Council, it shall be held to be 
extended only for an additional period equal to that which 
the member was originally entitled. 

Srect. 19. No member shall in debate call another member 
by his name, but may allude to him by any intelligible and 
respectful designation. 


RULES AND ORDERS. Rue ts 
_ Sror. 20. When two or more members rise to speak at 
the same time, the President shall name the member who is 
entitled to the floor. 

Secor. 21. No member shall interrupt another’ while 
speaking, except by rising to call to order. 

SECT. 22, No member shall be permitted to stand up, to 
the interruption of another, while any member is speaking ; 
or to pass unnecessarily between the President and the per- 
son speaking. 

Secr. 23. No member shall be permitted to serve on any 
committee, or vote on any question, where his private right, 
distinct from the public interest, is immediately concerned. 

[For manner in which members may be excused from 
voting, see Lule 60. | 

[No member required to serve on more than two committees, 
elc. See Rule 35.1] 

Srecr. 24. When any member shall be guilty of a breach 
of either of the Rules and Orders of the Council, he may be 
required by the President, or by the Council, to make satis- 
faction therefor ; and, in such a case, he shall not be allowed 
to vote or speak, except once by way of excuse, till he has 
done so, unless otherwise ordered by the Council. 

Secor. 25. The members of the Council shall not leave 
their places on adjournment until the President has declared 
the Council adjourned.. The Council shall not be adjourned 
for want of quorum until the fact that a quorum is not pres- 
ent has been ascertained by calling the roll of members. 


COMMITTEES. 


Sror. 26. Standing committees on Elections and Paving 
shall be appointed at F thie beginning of each municipal year, 
and shall consist of five members each. 

Secr. 27. The members on the part of the Council of the 
Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances shall be a Standing 
Committee, to be styled the Committee on the Judiciary, to 
whom all disputed questions of law may be referred, and 
who shall, when required by the Council, obtain the opinion 
of the City Solicitor thereon, and report the same to the 
Council. 

Secr. 28. All special committees of the Council shall 
consist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Seor. 29. All committees of the Council appointed by the 
President, chosen by ballot, or consisting of one or more 
from each ward, shall be notified of their first meeting by the 
Clerk of Committees. The member first named shall be 
Chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the committee, in 
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which case the Council shall be notified of the change. The 
same rule shall apply to joint committees. 

Srcr. 30. No meeting. of any committee shall be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours, without the consent 
of all the members thereof. 

Sect. 31. No committee shall sit during the sessions of 
the Council without special leave. 

Secor. 32. It shall be the duty of all committees to keep 
a record of their doings in books provided by the city for 
that purpose. 

Sect. 33. No report of any committee shall be entitled 
to be received, unless agreed to by such comniittee at a duly 
notified meeting thereof. Such report, when presented, may 
be ordered to be printed, and shall take its place among 
the unfinished business, for consideration at the next 
meeting. 

Sror. 34. Committees of the Council, to whom any mat- 
ter is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or 
ask for further time. 

Srot. 35. No member shall be obliged to serve on more 
than two committees at the same time, nor as chairman of 
more than one committee. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Srecr. 86. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole, the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Secor. 87. The rules of proceeding in the Council shall 
be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 
moved. 

CouRSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Sect. 38. At every regular meeting of the Council the 
order of business shall be as follows :— 


- First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. 

Second. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Third. Unfinished business of preceding meetings, and 
notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Fourth. Communications and reports from city officers. 

Fifth. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and me- 
morials. 

Sixth. Reports of committees. 

Seventh. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 
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Matters of the second and third class, not giving rise to a 
motion or debate, shall first be disposed of in the order in 
which they stand; after which the matters that were passed 
over shall be considered in like order and disposed of. 

Secor. 39. All papers addressed to the Council shall be 
presented by the President, or by a member in his place ; 
and, unless the Council shall otherwise determine, they shall 
be read by the President, or such other person as he may 
request, and be taken up in the order in which they are pre- 
sented. 

Secor. 40. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall 
have two several readings before they are finally passed. 
Whenever the second reading immediately follows the first, 
the document may be read by its title only, unless objection 
is made. 

Sect. 41. No ordinance whatever, and no order or resolu- 
tion imposing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of 
money, — whether the same may have been appropriated or 

- not, —and no order or resolution authorizing a loan, shall 
have more than one reading on the same day; provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent the pas- 
sage of an order, at any meeting of the Council, to authorize 
the printing of any document relating to the affairs of the 
city. 

Sect. 42. All nominations of officers who are required to 
be elected by ballot shall, after being reported, lie over for 
one week before action is taken thereon. 


MorTrons. 


Srcr. 43. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compli- 
ance with such direction. 

Secor. 44. The President shall, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, propound all questions in the order in which they are 
moved, unless the subsequent motion shall be previous in its 
nature. [See Rules 45, 46, 48, 49, 57, and 59. | 

_ Seor. 45. In naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Sror. 46. When a question is under debate, the President 
shall receive no motion: but — 


To adjourn, 

To lay on the table, 

For the previous question, 

To specially assign to a time certain, 
To commit, 
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To amend, 

To recommit, 

To refer to another board, 
or 

To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall have precedence in the order 
in which they stand arranged. They shall not be applied to 
each other, except that the motion to assign, commit, amend, 
recommit, or refer may be amended; and the previous ques- 
tion may be demanded upon an amendment, which motion 
shall be decided without debate. A motion to strike out the 
enacting clause of an ordinance shall be equivalent to a mo- 
tion to postpone indefinitely. 

Sect. 47. When a matter has been especially assigned to 
be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of proceed- 
ings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any time 
subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding meetings, 
be in order upon the call of any member, and take prece- 
dence of all other business. 

Sreot. 48. When a motion is made to refer any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the question shall be 
taken in the following order : — 


A Standing Committee of the Council, 
A Special Committee of the Council, 
A Joint Standing Committee, 

A Joint Special Committee. 


Srot. 49. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
except upon an immediate repetition, and such motion shall 
be decided without debate. 

Sect. 50. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on motion to lay on the table or take from the table, shall 
not exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of 
the main question shall not be discussed. 

Secor. 51. All questions relating to priority of business to 
be acted upon shall be decided without debate. 

Srcr. 52. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

Srot. 53. Any member may require the division of a 
question, when the sense will admit of it. A motion to strike 
out and insert shall be deemed indivisible ; but the rejection 
of a motion to strike out shall not preclude amendment, or a 
motion to strike out and insert. 
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Srcr. 54. Motions and reports may be committed or re- 
committed at the pleasure of the Council. 

Secor. 55. After a motion is stated or read by the Presi- 
dent, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the Council 
and shall be disposed of by vote; but the mover may, if no 
objection is made, withdraw it at any time before a decision 
or amendment. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Seor. 56. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 

Secor. 57. After the adoption of the previous question, 
the sense of the Council shall forthwith be taken upon amend- 
ments reported by a committee, then upon all pending 
amendments, and finally upon the main question. [See 
Rule 46. | 

Secr. 58. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once without 
_ leave of the Council. 


APPEAL. 


Secor. 59. No appeal from the decision of the President 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded ; and no other busi- 
ness shall be in order till the question on the appeal has been 
decided. The question shall be~put as follows, “ Shall the 
decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the Council?” 
And it shall be deemed to be decided in the affirmative 
unless a majority of the votes given are to the contrary. 

| Regarding appeal, after motion is made for previous ques- 
tion, see Tule 58. ] 


VOTING. 


Secor. 60. Every member who is present when a question 
is put, if not excluded by interest, shall give his vote, unless 
the Council, for special reasons, shall excuse him. Applica- 
tion to be so excused on any question must be made before 
the Council is divided, or before the calling of the yeas and 
nays; and such application shall be accomplished by a brief 
statement of reasons, and shall be decided without debate. 

Secor. 61. If the President is unable to decide, or if any 
member rises and doubts a vote, the President shall cause a 
return of the members voting in the affirmative and in the 
negative, without further debate on the question. For this 
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purpose the President shall appoint, in the month of January, 
two tellers for each of the three divisions of the Council, 
specified in Rule 66, who shall agree on a count, and report 
the result aloud to the President. 

Sect. 62. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
whether before or after a previous question has been ordered, 
the President shall take the sense of the Council by yeas and 
nays, provided one-fifth of the members present shall so 
require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Sect. 63. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
under the seventh clause of Rule 38, or, if a member who 
voted with the prevailing side shall give notice to the Clerk, 
within twenty-four hours after the adjournment of such meet- 
ing (except the final meeting of the year, or that preceding 
any adjournment for over two weeks), of his intention so to 
do, he may move a reconsideration at the next meeting, at 
which such motion shall be in order in the regular course of 
business. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited 
to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
five minutes. Whenever a matter has been specially as- 
signed by a notice as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting the provisions of such ordinance, order or resolu- 
tion, shall be considered whenever such special assignment 
takes effect. [Clerk to retain papers. See Rule 13.) 

Sect. 64. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no ques- 
tion shall be twice reconsidered ; nor shall any reconsidera- 
tion be had upon either of the following motions : — 


To adjourn, 

To lay on the table, 

To take from the table ; or 
For the previous question. 


ELECTIONS. 


Sect. 65. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the City of Boston, who are primarily elected by the City 
Council, shall be chosen in this branch by ballot. All con- 
firmations of the Mayor’s nominations shall be by a yea and 
nay ballot. 

[Nominations of officers to lie over for one week. See 
Rule 42.) 
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Secor. 66. For purposes of election, those members sitting 
at the right and left of the President’s desk shall constitute 
the first Givision ; ; and, of the remainder, those sitting at the 
President’s right of the middle aisle shall constitute the 
second division, and those at the left of said aisle, the third 
division. In appointing committees to collect, sort, and 
count votes, the President shall select one member from 
each division; and it shall be the duty of each member of 
the committee to collect the ballots of his own division. 

Secor. 67. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks 
and of ballots for ineligible persons shall be reported, but 
shall not be counted in the returns. After a ballot has 
been ordered it may be moved, and, by a vote of one-fifth 
of the members present, ordered that there be a call of the 
roll of members. 

Sect. 68. The seats of the members of the Council shall 
be numbered, and shall be determined, in the presence of the 
Council, by drawing the names of members and the number 
of the seats simultaneously ; and each member shall be en- 
titled for the year to the seat bearing the number so drawn 
against his name, and shall not change it, except by the per- 
mission of the President. 

Secor. 69. No person, except a member of the Council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Council is in session. 

Secor. 70. It shall be the duty of the City Messenger to 
see that no person or persons are allowed upon the floor of 
the Council Chamber, or in the ante-rooms on the easterly 
side of the same, while the Council is in session and after the 
seats provided for spectators have been occupied, excepting 
members of the City Government and reporters. 

Secr. 71. The Council Chamber shall be used for meetings of 
the Council only, unless by special vote of the Common 
Council ; provided, that during the summer recess the Presi- 
dent may allow the chamber to be used for public purposes, 
‘In all cases reporting his action to the Council at its next 
meeting. 

The ante-room and large committee-room on the east 
shall be subject to the same rules; except that the President 
may allow committee-meetings at times when the Council is 
not in session. 

The Clerk’s room shall be assigned to the Clerk of the 
Common Council for occupancy and use. 

The ante-room between the Council Chamber and the 
Clerk’s room shall be used during the meetings of the Coun- 
cil to give access to the seats on the floor, and such other 
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purposes as the President may direct; provided, that smok- 
ing there shall not be allowed on the part of visitors. 

The general care and supervision of these rooms are 
hereby entrusted to the City Messenger, subject to the direc- 
tion of the President; but no expenditure of money shall be 
made except by direct vote of the Common Council. 

Secr. 72. All bills for refreshments or carriage-hire in- 
curred by the Common Council, the Standing Committees of 
the Common Council not having charge of any appropriation, 
or individual members of the Common Council while engaged 
in the discharge of official duty, shall give the names of the 
persons incurring the same, and the President of the Common 
Council is authorized to approve such bills, after they have 
been approved by the Committee or certified to by the members 
incurring the same; provided, that the President shall not 
approve any such bill unless it is presented to him before the 
end of the month next succeeding that within which the ex- 
pense covered by such bill was incurred. 


SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT, AND REPEAL. 


Sect. 73. No rule or order of the Council shall be dis- 
pensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds of the 
members present consent thereto.

TENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


COMMISSIONER ON WEST BOSTON, CANAL, 
AND PRISON-POINT BRIDGES, 


FOR 1880. 


The Commissioner for West Boston, Canal, and Prison- 
Point bridges submits for himself and associate his tenth 
annual report of matters pertaining to the West Boston and 
Canal bridges, and his fifth annual report on Prison-Point 
bridge. 


West Boston BRIDGE. 


There have been no extensive repairs made on this bridge 
during the past year, and it is not anticipated that more than 
the ordinary repairs will be required during the coming 
year. 

The engine has been provided with a new boiler, and the 
machinery for running the draw put in thorough repair. 

The roadway and sidewalk pavements on the filled por- 
tion on Cambridge side will have to be relaid; but in other 
agg the bridge and appurtenant structures are in good 
order 
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CANAL, OR CRAIGIE’S BRIDGE. 


This structure is in about the same condition as last year ; 
it has required only the necessary repairs due to wear, and 
is now in good condition. 

The annual statement of Superintendent Smith, showing 
the amount and kind of freight carried by vessels to points 
on the river above this bridge, will be found appended. 


PRISON—Point BRIDGE. 


The commissioners have for the past two years called 
attention to the importance of paving the approach to the 
Cambridge side. 

The travel over the bridge will be largely increased by the 
improvements now being made in its immediate vicinity by 
the Fitchburg Railroad Company, and the commissioners 
would again urge upon the city authorities of Boston the 
desirability of substituting a stone-block pavement for the 
present macadamized surface on this approach. 

The Fitchburg Railroad Company have, under an act of 
the Legislature and by license of the Harbor Commissioners, 
utilized the space between the draw-pier and the Eastern 
Railroad, at the Charlestown end of the bridge, for a driveway 
to their freight-yards. The work has been done without any 
more interference than was unavoidable with the structures in 
charge of your commissioners. 

No very large outlay has been made for repairs during the 
past year, and the bridge is in good order. 

Superintendent Story has kept an account of the amount 
and kind of freight which has passed through the draw of 
this bridge, and it will be found appended ; also a statement 
of the number of teams crossing the bridge during one day 
and one week in November, showing the large amount of 
team travel over this bridge.

NATURE OF OFFENCES. 


In making up the aggregate of the different offences for 
which persons were convicted, and subsequently probated 
for reform in my care, during the year, I find little variation 
in the number of each proportionally, when compared with 
the year 1879, with the exception of simple drunkenness, 
which formed a much larger item for that year. 

The law establishing the penalty for simple drunkenness 
at afine of one dollar without costs, came in force on the 22d 
day of May last, since which time very few persons have 
been probated for that offence, although it is said that the 
number convicted and committed has not diminished. 

The proportion of females, foreigners, young persons, and 
first offences, does not vary materially from that of last year, 
in proportion to the number probated. 

Those whose cases have been disposed of during the year, 
and who have been again brought before the court (exclusive 
of those who have been surrendered), so far as I have been 
able to learn, number but seven persons, and all but one of 
them were probated in the year 1879. 

Of the four hundred and eighteen cases probated during 
the year, one hundred and five were at the Superior Court, 
two hundred and seventy at the Central Municipal, and forty- 
three at the outer District Courts. 

Of the three hundred and seventy-six cases disposed of 
during the year 1880, one hundred and six were prgbated 
in the. year 1879. 
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CONDITIONS OF PROBATION. 


When the court has decided to place a person who has 
been convicted of crime on trial for reform, the usual con- 
ditions imposed are, “to keep the peace towards all persons, 
to be of good behavior, appear at court on continuance day, 
and at the end of their term of probation to pay the cost of 
prosecution.” 

The probation officer then peoomies surety in a certain 
sum for the faithful performance of these conditions. 

The days of continuance are fixed for from six to twelve 
weeks in the lower courts, and for one year in the Superior 
Court, the lower courts usually continuing their cases two 
or more times before making a final disposition. 

The payment of cost is required partly to refund to the 
county costs actually incurred, and partly as an inducement 
for the person to at once engage in some useful employment, 
which is always so necessary in securing reform. 

Persons, however, who are sent to country or charity homes, 
or to sea, are not required to again appear at court, and are 
seldom required to pay costs; when the usual time has ex- 
pired their cases are dismissed or placed on file, not to be 
again called up unless on their again appearing at court for 
a second offence. 


DISCHARGED AND DISMISSED. 


Most of those who have been placed on trial for reform, 
and who are subsequently either discharged or had their 
cases dismissed for good conduct, reside in the city, or its 
immediate neighborhood, which gives the officer an oppor- 
tunity to visit them at their homes, and they are required to 
report to him at his office at stated times. 

At the expiration of their term of probation, if they appear 
at court, have done well, and pay costs of prosecution, they 
are fully discharged ; or, if they are found unable to pay, their 
cases may be dismissed, or laid on file, at the discretion of the 
court. 

But a small portion of those probated could pay a fine, or 
even the cost of court, were they required to do so at the 
time of trial, and they would necessarily be sent to prison. 

There are three elements which are an effectual bar to 
reformation, viz., idleness, intemperance, and bad company. 
Of those who have been discharged, or had their cases dis- 
missed, a goodly number have taken the pledge to abstain 
from intoxicating drinks, and many have been assisted in 
obtaining gmploy ment; but bad company has had a con- 
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trolling influence with others, whom it became necessary to 
surrender. 


Sent TO Country Homes. 


Those who have been probated and sent to country homes 
were nearly all young persons, and mostly females, who came 
from respectable families in the country to engage in some 
_ useful employment, and earn an honest living; but inexperi- 
ence, the temptations in city life, perhaps a desire for 
dress, and sometimes a want of the mere necessaries of 
life, have led them step by step in the downward path, until 
they find themselves in the criminal’s dock, confronted by 
the officers of the law, penniless and friendless. 

When the court decides to favorably consider one of these 
cases a postponement of sentence is frequently ordered, 
give the officer an opportunity to communicate with their 
friends at home; and it also gives a slight taste of prison 
life that may aid in securing the desired. result. 

When these persons are sent home they are required to 
report in writing to the officer, occasionally, during their 
probation; and I have many interesting and encouraging 
letters from them and their friends. Of the sixty-three per- 
sons sent to country homes during the year five have 
returned to violate the conditions imposed by court, and 
those are numbered among those surrendered. 


The expense attending this work amounts to but $40. 94 
for the year, many having been furnished with free passes, by’ 
the kindness of superintendents of public conveyances. 

It seems to be almost forgotten that the law violated by 
these females is applicable alike to both sexes; but the sex 


most numerous and wicked are seldom seen in the criminal’s 


dock. 


Sent To CHarity Homes. 


Persons who were probated in my care, and who were 
without friends, means, or ahome, and who were incapacitated 
by ill-health, or otherwise, to provide for themselves, were 
sent to charity homes. 

Of these, four have been discharged from the homes; and 
are now doing well in private families out of the city. 

Among the several institutions of this kind in and near 
the city that are doing great good, I desire to make favorable 
mention of the House of the Good Shepherd, af Brookline, 
and the Temporary Home, at No. 112 Kendall street, where 


I have received valuable aid. 
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SENT TO SEA. 


The jolly tar, on coming ashore, often imbibes rather too 
freely, and sometimes treads on forbidden ground, in con- 
sequence of which he finds himself in durance vile, without 
a shot in the locker. These men have been bailed and 
sent to sea, and several have been let off with a fine of one 
cent without cost, and representation to the court of their true 
condition; a ship being a much better place for them than 
a prison, and more economical for the government. 


SURRENDERED. 


In bailing persons, for the purpose of giving them an 
opportunity to reform without punishment; it is desirable 
to learn as much of their previous character and present 
circumstances as possible, so that the best course to be 
pursued in each case may be well understood. 

In all cases a full record is made, and no pains have been 
spared to impress upon their minds the fact that probation 
means something; that, in order to succeed, their own best 
efforts will be indispensable, and that a failure will carry 
them back to court to be surrendered for sentence. Never- 
theless some soon forget, and prove incorrigible. The only 
encouraging feature in the case is, their numbers are com- 
paratively small. 

DEFAULTED. 


When one fails to appear at court on continuance day, he 
is adefaulter. If, however, it proves a mistake in memory, or 
from some unavoidable cause, the default may be removed, 
and the case again continued ; but sometimes one runs away, 


fox) 
leaving the city, his whereabouts being unknown. In that 
case a default warrant is issued ; he is brought in, if he can be 
found, and his case is eibmittcd for the consideration of the 
court. 


Court Work. 


There are eleven courts having jurisdiction in criminal 
cases in the County of Suffolk, which the probation officer 
may be required to attend, viz., the Central, Charlestown, 
East Boston, South Boston, Dorchester, Highland, West 
Roxbury, and Brighton Municipal Courts, the Chelsea 
Police Court, and the Superior and United States Courts. 

The Central Municipal and the Superior Courts having by 
far the greater number of. cases brought before them, a 
Jarger portion of the officer’s time is required there; but ar- 
rangements are made whereby he can be notified, by card or 
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_ by telephone, whenever his services are required at either of 
the outer districts, which summonses are answered without 
delay. 

It is the practice of the officer to be in attendance at the 
Central Municipal and also at the Superior Court some part 
of every day, when they are in session; and also at the 
outer District Courts when he has a continued case there, 
and as much oftener as is practicable. 


Work For THE County ComMISSIONERS. 


The Statute of 1880, Chapter 129, provides (in certain 
eases) for the release of prisoners confined in jail or the 
House of Correction by County Commissioners (who in the 
County of Suffolk are the Board of Aldermen of Boston). 
This law does not apply to cases where a felony has been 
committed, or where the prisoner has more than six months 
to serve. 

On an application to the commissioners for release, and 
under their instructions, it becomes the duty of the proba- 
tion officer to make an investigation of the case, and report 
to them the probabilities of the reformation of the applicant 
without further punishment. If the report is favorable, and 
the court before whom the case was tried (or, if the Superior 
Court, the District Attorney) concurs in the recommenda- 
tion, —the Board of Aldermen, acting as County Commis- 
sioners, if they deem expedient, may release the prisoner on 
probation, upon such conditions as they deem best. 

To recommend a revision of a sentence passed by our 
courts is a very delicate work, and should not be attempted 
without a most careful and thorough investigation, for it 
seldom happens that an excessive penalty is imposed ; but it 
does sometimes happen that the condition of the prisoner, or 
that of his family, changes during his confinement, and that 
the case becomes worthy of the consideration of the pardon- 
ing power. 

In the investigation of these cases, owing to the different 
loealities and the distance at which witnesses, whom it is nec- 
essary to see, reside, it often requires considerable time and 
many miles’ travel to secure information for a correct re- 
port. 

The law is humane and just, and thus far has produced 
good results. 


Visits, INVESTIGATIONS, ETO. 


I have visited the City Prison every morning, taken a list 
of the names, and offences of those in custody, and the 
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names of arresting officers, seen the prisoners at their cells, 
then repaired to the court, had interviews with officers and 
others interested, in order to be prepared to take action i in any 
case that seemed to demand attention. 

In the afternoon, and sometimes evening, visits have been 
made to the homes of persons in care. Efforts have been 
made to secure employment for such as had none, delin- 
quents hunted up, and investigations made for the courts 
and the county commissioners, the latter having added no in- 
considerable amount of labor to the office. 

Visits to the homes of those in care I find to be a very im- 
portant part of the service. The presence of a bondsman, 
who has the authority to arrest and surrender, seems to place 
a check on those who are beginning to forget their responsi- 
bility and the consequences that may follow, and a friendly 
call and a kind word to those who are striving to do well 
seems to revive a new hope, and strengthen their efforts to 
improve; in either case they seem to feel that they are not 
forgotten. 


First OFFENCES. 


By a reference to the foregoing table it will be seen that 
avery large portion of the persons admitted to probation 
were found guilty of a first offence ; or, in other words, very 
few are probated who have once been in prison. 

The conclusion seems to have been forced upon the courts 
that “one term of imprisonment but paves the way for an- 
other,” and “that there is little hope for a second comer.” Is 
not here a subject worthy of mature consideration ? 

Our good old Commonwealth is proverbial for her com- 
modious and well-r egulated prisons, and the supervision and 
discipline will compare favorably with that of any in the 
world; then why should we not expect reformation there? 
And why should a suspicion arise in the minds of our most 
learned magistrates that one term of imprisonment but paves 
the way for another, and that there is little hope for those who 
have once been there? Certainly we are not prepared to be- 
lieve that our prisons are schools of vice ; but it may lead to 
the inquiry whether there is not something in our prison 
system that can be improved. 

Persons are confined in prison for the security of the life, 
property, and peace of. honest people outside, and this secu- 
rity can be obtained in two ways, viz., by perpetual impris- 
onment, or by reformation ; and it is quite apparent that ref- 
ormation is not only safer, but the more economical of the 
two, for it not only removes the criminal from the position 
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of a consumer at the government expense, but he becomes a 
producer, and @ contributor to the public good. 

Now “evil communications corrupt good morals.” Are 
not our prisons so arranged that large numbers of criminals 
are associated together, where the more innocent and inoffen- 
sive are so placed as to be in almost constant communication 
with the most vicious and wicked; and is not this the almost 
universal arrangement in our prisons where young persons 
are confined ? 

What parent that does not tremble for the consequences, 
if his child is known to have been in company with the 
vicious, even for a single hour; and what may we not expect 
where such association continues for months, and even years ? 

To use a homely phrase, it is like an attempt to whiten 
chalk with charcoal. Both substances soon become a dark 
color. 

If a system of classification or some arrangement could be 
made, whereby criminals of a like character could be placed 
together, and separate from those of a different character, 
the better class, certainly, would not be under the influence 
of the most vicious. 

I have said that there are three elements that are an effect- 
ual bar to reform, viz., idleness, intemperance, and bad com- 
pany. ‘There also three elements indispensable to reforma- 
tion, viz., employment, sobriety, and good company. Our 
prisons are admirably calculated to secure the two former. 
Cannot something be done to improve upon the latter, that 
there be “a little hope” for at least a portion of those once 

_confined in prison ? 

It may he said that these remarks are out of place in this 
report; but the subject is so intimately connected with the 
work in which I am engaged, that I hope to be pardoned for 
the digression. 


PROBATION AS A MEASURE OF Economy. 


By a careful comparison of the character and magnitude 
of the offences in cases*probated and disposed of during the 
year, with similar cases otherwise disposed of by the 
courts, | offer the following estimate of the number who 
would have paid fines and costs at the time of their conviction, 
and the number and time of those who would have been sent to 
prison, either by direct sentence or for non-payment of fines 
and cost, had not probation intervened. 

Note. — The shortest sentence for night-walkers and idle 
and disorderly females at the women’s prison is now one 
year. (See statute March 27, 1880, chap. 114.)

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To this sum may properly be added ninety per cent. of the 
$1,081 paid to the court clerks by those discharged at the 
expiration of their term, which would not have been paid had 
not probation intervened ; and there are also several instances 
where if persons who were probated had been sent to prison 
their families would have become a public expense. » 


Morat IMPROVEMENT. 


In reviewing the work of the past year I have offered a 
carefully prepared estimate of the advantages derived by the 
government from probation in a financial point of view ; but I 
regret that I cannot report to you in detail the many cases 
of deep interest, with the most encouraging results, that have 
fallen under my observation, — cases not only where poverty 
and want abide, but where wealth and luxury abound ; but it 
often happens that the convicted criminal suffers much less 
than innocent relatives and friends, and where reformation 
has begun its work no good could result, and it would be 
unjust ‘and cruel to again bring the case to the notice of the 
public, and open afresh the wounds that have sunk so deep 
in innocent hearts. 

As was expected, some have proved incorrigible, and have 
been surrendered back to the custody of courts for sentence. 
But many men and women, among them heads of families, 
who were intemperate and profligs ate, have become sober and 
industrious ; some who under evil influences have committed 
minor offences are now engaged in useful employment and 
doing well, while others, who from ill-health, or other dis- 
ability, were incapacitated to care for themselves, have found 
shelter in charity homes. Sailors have been sent to sea 
instead of to prison, and many young persons, most of them 
females, who had been /ed to take their first step in crime, 
have been restored to parents and friends, at country 
homes. 

In a word, of the three hundred and seventy-six persons 
whose cases have been disposed of the past year three hun- 
dred and thirty-five, or eighty-nine per cent. of the whole, 
have so conducted themselves as to merit the approval of 
the magistrates before whom they were tried, and have been 
honorably discharged, or had their cases dismissed or placed 
on file; and with many of them there is reasonable hope that 
good results may reach farther and deeper than can at pres- 
ent be known, — results with which no financial consideration 
can compare. 

In concluding this report I desire to express my warmest 
thanks to the members of the Police Department, to the 
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officers of the courts and prisons, and to the many kind ladies 
and gentlemen who have rendered me material aid in the 
discharge of my duties.

The sealer is required by law, to visit, once in each year, 
all hay, coal, dormant, or other platform scales that cannot be 
easily removed, and test them. In compliance with this 
requirement, a part of the appropriation has been expended 
in hiring a horse, wagon, und man, to transport the weights, 
tools, ete., used in testing said scales.

The section of the statute which requires that ‘tall persons 
who use scales, weights and measures, in buying or selling 
shall bring them at least once in each year to the of- 
fice of the sealer, to have them tested and sealed,” is 
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the one under which the greater portion of the labor of this 

department is perfor med. All persons who are known to be 
engaged in a business that would require them to use scales 
and measures are notified to bring them to this office, to have 
them tested and sealed, and that they have responded in 
large numbers is evident from the report of the amount of 
labor which has been performed. 

Yet, despite the vigilance of the sealer’s office, there are a 
great many traders in this city, such as small grocers, pro- 
vision-dealers, and pedlers, hawkers and pedlers of fruit and 
vegetables, charcoal-dealers, milkmen, junkmen, and those 
who sell goods in packages, represented as containing a cer- 
tain weight or measure, who, owing to their ignorance of 
the law, or their indifference and contempt for its require- 
ments, and their desire to use false weights and measures, 
manage year after year to escape the scrutiny of this de- 
partment, and are therefore in a position to carry on an un- 
fair competition with the honest and reputable dealers, who 
have complied with the law. 

Your attention is also asked to that provision of the law 
which requires that scales, weights and measures, shall be 
sealed at least once in each year. 

Many dealers have their scales and weights sealed, AND THEN 
ALTER THEM, so that, although the scales or weights may 
bear the sealer’s stamp, they are, in reality, false weights and 
measures ; and, as we have no means of exercising a supervis- 
ion over those whose scales, etc., have been sealed, such 
fraudulent practices are only discovered when some person 
complains at this office of the cheat which has been imposed 
upon him. One of this class, whose scale had been duly 
sealed, altered it after sealing, so that he was able to cheat 
a customer SIX POUNDS AND A HALF IN TWENTY-FIVE. He 
acknowledged that he had altered his scales, and his defence 
was, “ that others did it, and he must do it to be able to com- 
pete with his neighbors.” He was not prosecuted, because 
the person cheated would not appear against him. 

Many grocers and tea-dealers resort to the practice of 
winding tea-lead around the arms of their counter scales, in 
order to give down weight, and cheat their customers from 
one to three ounces every time a scale is used. Many other 
practices are resorted to by dishonest traders, for the pur- 
pose of loading scales and lightening weights; but those 
mentioned will give an idea of the means used to defraud the 
public by the use of false and dishonest weights and meas- 
ures. 

The effect of such practices is evident. “It enables the 
Togue to advertise spurious prices, to proclaim a cheapness 
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which does not exist, and to run the race of competition to 
an unfair field.” ; 

And the result is, that not only is the customer defrauded, | 
but the honest and law-abiding dealer is placed at a serious 
disadvantage. 

The poor are the chief sufferers from such knavish practices, 
and for that reason no sympathy should be felt for such as 
resort to them; but, on the contrary, every effort should be 
made to detect and punish them. | 

In order to provide a check against such dishonest traders, 
and to furnish a means of detecting and bringing to punish- 
ment all persons who use false and dishonest weights and 
measures, or who tamper with their scales after the same 
have been sealed, and in order that all those who have hereto- 
fore escaped the scrutiny of this department may be brought 
under its supervision, I would suggest the advisability of 
appointing another deputy-sealer, who should be employed 
as an examiner of weights and measures, whose duty it 
should be to visit the places of business of all persons who 
use scales, etc., in buying or selling. He would thus be able 
to ascertain, at any time, the condition of such scales, etc., as 
had been sealed, discover a great many that had not been 
sealed, and bring them to the office to be tested, and oblige 
those persons who have heretofore treated the law relating to 
sealing with indifference, to comply with its requirements. 

The appointment of such an officer would, in my opinion, 
be very beneficial to the trading public; it would promote 
the efficiency of this department and secure a better observ- 
ance of the law, and would protect the public, and honest 
and reputable tradesmen, from such dealers as those I have 
described, who use false weights and measures. 

The testing of large platform scales is often attended with 
unnecessary delay and expense, through no fault of this de- 
partment. 

I recall to mind one scale, the testing of which cost the 
City of Boston eight dollars. Weare often called upon to test 
the same scale two or three times a year. 

It seems to me that it would be well to charge a fee in all 
such cases, which should be paid into the City Treasury. 

Such fees have been repeatedly offered to me; but I have 
no right under the ordinance to accept them, and have been 
obliged to refuse. I would respectfully ask for a conference 
with the Committee on Weights and Measures upon this mat- 
ter, for the purpose of presenting to their consideration rea- 
sons which, in my opinion, would warrant the charging of a 
fee for sealing large platform scales, where the city is put 
to unnecessary expense in its efforts to serve the public. 
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The office assigned to the use of the sealer was never suit- 
able for this department, and is very unhealthy. The light 
is so poor that from three to six gas-jets are necessary to 
furnish sufficient light to enable those connected with the 
office to perform the duties required of them. There is no 
ventilation, the air is very bad, and the odors in the morn- 
ing are very strong. ‘Two deputy-sealers have died, and 
every member of the department has been very sick with dis- 
eases directly traceable to this office and its unhealthy con- 
dition. 

I ask for different accommodations.

Revision of Statttes for Recounting Votes, 


In Common Councit, January 20, 1881. 
Read, assigned to the next meeting, and ordered to be 


printed.

Ix Common Councin, January 18, 1881. 


Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be requested to pe- 
tition the Legislature, at its present session, for a revision 
of the Statutes in regard to recounting votes, substantially 
in the terms of the annexed draft of an act : — 


Section 1. In the City of Boston there shall be annually 
chosen by the City Council a committee, consisting of six 
aldermen and twelve councilmen, each branch choosing its 
own members thereof, to be charged with the duty of revis- 
ing the votes cast at the polls for members of said City 
Council, or any state or municipal officer, other than mem- 
bers of the school committee of said city, as hereinafter 


provided. : 


Sect. 2. Any candidate for any of the above offices may, 


within three days succeeding any election, petition for a re- 


count of the ballots cast for such office, by a written request 
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filed with the city clerk. The city council may, by vote, 
within ten days following any election, order a recount of 
the votes cast for any officer, on the ground of probable 
error or fraud affecting the result. 


Sect. 3. The said joint committee shall meet on the 
fourth week-day following each election for the said offices 
or any of them; and, if any petitions for a recount have been 
filed with the city clerk, shall proceed to designate by lot so 
many sub-committees as shall be needed to make the count. 
The report of such counts shall be made by the general com- 
mittee to the board of aldermen, at its next meeting, and 
thereon certificates of election shall be issued by the city 
clerk in accordance therewith. 


Sect. 4. The school committee of said city shall annually 
appoint a committee of three of its members to recount 
votes. Ifa recount be asked by any candidate within three 
days following the election of any member of said board, 
such committee, together with four members of the said 
joint committee of the city council, selected by lot, shall 
constitute a committee forthwith to recount the votes’ for 
such office, and to certify the result to the board of school 
committee-men. 


Secr. 5. In recounts of votes cast at the municipal elec- 
tion, the cases shall be investigated in the following order: 
First, of the mayor; secondly, of any alderman; third, of 
any councilman ; fourth, of any officer voted for throughout 
the city; fifth, of any precinct officer ; sixth, of any member 
of the school committee. 


Sect. 6. The envelopes containing ballots, or check-lists, 
required for examination in any recount, shall be delivered 
by the city clerk to the person acting as chairman of the 
joint committee specified in sections one and four, who shall 
be authorized to break the seal and open such envelopes. 
The said chairman shall take proper precautions for the se- 
curity of such ballots and lists until the examinations are 
finished and the reports are signed; and a temporary de- 
livery to the city clerk during such period shall be deemed 
a compliance with such provision. Whenever all such ex- 
aminations have been completed by the joint committee of 
the city council, or of the»latter and the school committee, 
the envelopes shall be again sealed by the city clerk or his 
assistants, in presence of such members of said committees 
as may be appointed to that duty. 
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Srot. 7. The envelopes containing ballots, or voting-lists, 
shall remain in the custody of the city clerk unopened,-ex- 
cept in the cases before specified, for sixty days from the 
first Monday in January annually. During that time the 
school committee, or either branch of the city council, may, 
itself or through its committee, obtain from the city clerk 
any such envelopes containing ballots, or voting-lists, which 
may be needed to decide the qualification or election of any 
of its members. Such envelopes shall, after examination, 
be resealed by the chairman of the board or committee using 
the same, and delivered to the city clerk. 


Sect. 8. All examinations for a recount, as aforesaid, 
shall be conducted in City Hall, and not elsewhere. No 
person other than a member of the committee in charge 
shall be allowed to handle or count such voting-lists, or 
ballots, but clerical assistance may be had in preparing the 
reports. Any candidate who has petitioned for a recount 
shall be allowed to be present during the examination, and 
to make any representations to the committee, under such 
rules as they may prescribe. 


Secor. 9. Either branch of the city council, and the board 
of the school committee, and any committee of the same 
duly appointed, when making the recounts herein described, 
or when investigating the election of its own members, shall 
have power to send for persons or papers connected there- 
with.

The work of filling on the western boundary road was 
continued by the Boston and Albany Railroad Company, 
under its contract of June 20, 1879, at $3.45 per square, 
until January 28, 1880, when a new contract was made with 
the railroad company for filling the location of the proposed 
bridge on the extension of Boylston Street within the park, 
at $3.25 per square, under which 5,800 squares of gravel 
filling have been delivered. 

On April 24, 1880, proposals were advertised for, for fill- 
ing on the southern boundar y road, and on June 3, ‘the pro- 
posal of the Boston and Albany Railroad Company, for 
doing the work at $3.45 per square, was accepted and a con- 
tract signed. 

About 15,673 squares of gravel filling have been deposited 
to December 31, on the marginal road along the western and 
southern boundary of the park, between the railroad and 
Huntington Entrance, and 6,360 feet of roadway filled to 
about grade eighteen of a general width of fifty feet. 
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Huntington Entrance has been nearly filled by the Sewer 


and Improved Sewerage departments, with earth brought in 


carts, from work under their charge, the amounts “being 
21, 702 and 2,370 loads, respectively. 

Pursuant to an agreement between the City of Boston and 
other owners of the territory bounded by Beacon Street, 
West Chester Park, the Boston and Albany Railroad, and 
Brookline Avenue, for the joint filling of that territory, a 
contract was made April 29, 1880, with the Boston and 
Albany Railroad-Company, for filling the Beacon Entrance 
at $3.20 per square. There have been deposited upon the 
whole territory to Dec. 31, 1880, 37,3850 squares, of which 
6,847 squares were deposited upon the Beacon Entrance, the 
whole to be completed Aug. 1, 1881. 

A small amount of filling has been received by teams, 
amounting to 1,021 squares, and the Health Department has 
furnished 12,376 loads of ashes to July 30, since which no 
filling by that Department has been done. 

A contract was made Sept. 28, 1880, with Isaac A. 
Sylvester, for building the foundations for the bridge on the 
extension of Boylston Street over the outlet of Back Bay, 
the work to be finished June 1, 1881. 

Under a special appropriation and order placing the direc- 
tion of the work in charge of this Department, the covered 
channel for Stony Brook has been built by day labor from a 
point opposite the present outlet of that stream to» the Boyls- 
ton Entrance, 1,700 feet, and the pile foundation and platform 
for the overflow gate- chamber is nearly ready for the ma- 
sonry. Although being largely within park territory it is 
not a work of ‘park construction proper, and the expendi- 
tures do not enter into the accounts of this Department. 

All the above work has been done under the direction of 
Mr. Wightman, City Engineer. 


BETTERMENTs. 


Of the 618 assessments made upon estates for benefit de- 
rived from the locating and laying out of the Back Bay Park, 
more than three-fifths, or 8388, have been paid in full. 104 
assessments, amounting to $251,000, are apportioned to be 
paid with the ordinary | taxes in three annual instalments, the 
first of which is now being paid, and 126 assessments remain 
which have neither been paid nor apportioned, amounting to 
$101,831; the total receipts of the City Collector for bet- 
terments and interest, to December 31, 1880, being 
$88,885.05. 

Petitions, by parties aggrieved by their assessments, have 
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been made in the case of 114 estates to have the amount of 
the benefit received by these estates assessed by a jury of the 
Superior Court, as provided in the park act. The amount of 
assessments involved is $291,427, of which the Boston Water 
Power Company represents $182,955. 

In this connection it is instructive to observe the changes 
in the tax valuations of the lands assessed for betterment 
which have taken place since 1877, as evidence, favorable o1 
otherwise, of the judgment of the Commissioners in fixing the 
assessments as they did. 

So far as this evidence is admissible it indicates that the 
amount of betterment assessment was upon a conservative 
basis, and far below the actual benefit derived from the lay- 
ing out of the park.

which is the present monetary value of the park as affecting 
the city’s income, representing a value of $2,000,000 at four 
per cent., and which justifies the opinion heretofore expressed 
by the Board that the park is not a tax upon the city at 
large, but that the increased taxes from the surrounding 
property pays its cost. 

This increase of valuation is upon land alone, and does not 
include the buildings. The valuation of the land in the rest 
of the city during the s same time, 1877 to 1880, was reduced 
$36,990,149. 


The following letter was addressed to His Honor the 
Mayor, March 17, 1880:— 


PARK DEPARTMENT, March 17, 1880. 
To His Honor FREDERICK O. PRINCE, Mayor: — 


Sir, — The undersigned, Commissioners of Parks, respectfully ask 
your attention to the followi ing statement of the operations of the city in 
connection. with the Back Bay Improvement as affecting municipal 
finances. The information will not be new to you as you are familiar 
with the various departments of the city government, which, in some 
measure, are influenced by this work. It will, however, be found 
interesting and instructive not only to owners of estates adj: acent to the 
improv ement, but especially to citizens at large, who may very naturally 
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_be under the impression that their property is being additionally taxed 
for the benefit of a particular section of the city. The reverse is true. 
‘The tax rate is already favorably influenced by the purchase of park 
lands, and, in the opinion of the undersigned, will so continue to be in 
an increasing ratio, in succeeding years. An informal statement, such 
as this is intended to be, is the only way by which knowledge can be 
_ given necessary to an understanding of the premises, as the official 

reports of the various departments cannot so group the facts as to give. 
the information.

The city has been unable to collect these taxes previously, owing to the 
intricate complications with which the Boston Water Power Company 
was embarrassed. ‘The 106 acres include, as directed by the City Coun- 
cil, the areas for the surrounding ‘streets, amounting to about 613,000 
feet, costing, at ten cents per foot, $61,300. This expenditure is of the 
same nature as ordinary damages paid for land taken for streets 
throughout the city, and, for the purposes of this examination, should be 
eliminated from the cost of park lands proper.

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The total expenditures in 1878 and 1879 for the improvement of lands 
purchased were $118,583.95, all of which were for streets, and none for 
the park proper. 

The Park Commissioners do not criticise the wisdom of the City 
Council in imposing upon this Department the duties of buying land for 
streets, and constructing the same, and of having charged to their 
account the cost of these public works which, heretofore, were exclu- . 
sively the function of other departments; but nevertheless mention the 
matter, that it may be properly understood by such citizens as interest 
themselves in municipal affairs. While these streets will legally remain 
in charge of the Park Commissioners, they will correspond in their uses 
to the streets bordering upon the Common and Public Garden, namely, 
Tremont, Boylston, Arlington, Beacon, Charles, and Park streets. 

In their report of 1876 the Commissioners expressed the opinion that 
within a limited period from the time of the purchase of park lands, the 
rate of taxation would thereby be reduced rather than increased. This 
opinion was based upon the actual results attained in other cities under 
similar circumstances, and its soundness is already apparent in Boston.

The transactions already made in lands adjacent to the Back Bay Park 
since last May indicate a large advance over last year in values, which 
will materially augment the amounts received from taxes, and con- 
sequently the overplus.

This public work as a financial scheme has thus already 
passed beyond the point of experiment, .and may be looked 
upon as a means of steadily reducing the rates of taxes 
throughout the city in the future as in the past, provided the 
work of improvement is prosecuted as rapidly as it can be 
economically done. 

For the same reason the extension of Boylston Street, out- 
side the park limits, both to the east and west, should receive 
early attention. That portion of this important avenue 
lying within the park, including the bridge over the water- 
way, is in progress, and to make it available for other pur- 
poses than as a part of the surrounding park road this 
extension is essential. It will also make available for im- 
provement many lands upon which betterments have been 
assessed and which have paid increased taxes during the past 
three years. 
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Muppy RIver. 


In a special report to the City Council, Dec. 17, 1874, the 
City Board of Health says : — 


There are several places in which the evil (sewage deposits) is so 
great that we mention them in particular :— 

First.— The old Roxbury Canal, crossing under Albany Street, near 
Chester Park. 
‘ Second. —The Stony Brook sewer discharging upon the Back Bay 

ats. 

Third.— The Muddy Brook sewer, between Brookline Avenue and 
Downer Street in Ward 15.. 


In subsequent reports the same Board calls attention to 
the fact that the construction of a new system of sewerage 
will not abate the nuisances already existing at these points, 
and that nothing short of dredging or filling up the infected 
flats will remedy the evil. 3 

The efforts of the Board have resulted in the abatement of 
two of these nuisances by the City Governments of 1877 
and 1878. 

First, by the purchase and Eratiatrasnt of the public 
park on the Back Bay, a sanitary measure. 

Second, by the purchase and filling of the old Roxbury 
Canal property at a cost of $371,000; while the third, or 
Muddy River, is yet unprovided for. 

The delay in the latter has been due, in a measure, to the 
peculiarity of its position, it being the boundary between 
Brookline and Boston, and the difficulty of agreeing upon a 
remedy for the evil complained of that would be mutually 
satisfactory, and secure joint action by the city and town; 
and not from any lack of necessity for sanitary reasons. 

The large cost of any measure looking to the contraction 
of the stream within narrow limits, by a new and straight 
channel to Charles River, and the filling of the old river-bed, 
has also operated unfavorably to the adoption of any plan 
promising adequate relief. Such a measure, in addition to 
its excessive cost, while allowing damages to property which 
would require to be taken, does not admit of betterment as- 
sessments, nor promise any advance in values of neighboring 
property, which would reimburse the city for its expenditure. 

In the sixth report of this Board, December 29, 1877, 
mention was made of the Act of the Legislature of 187 2, 
chap. 267, whereby the town of Brookline and the city of 
Boston were empowered to divert the waters of Muddy River 
so as to make them flow in a more direct line to Charles 
River, through the lands of any person or corporation as they 
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shall adjudge to be necessary for the public convenience or the 
public health, and the Board says, “It is for the interest 
of the town and city that united action should be taken at 
once, as authorized by the act,” and recommends, “that the 
subject receive early attention, both for sanitary reasons and 
to facilitate the improvement of the park and adjacent 
territory.” 


The subject is again referred to in the report of 1879, as 
follows : — 


During the past year the subject of the disposition of the waters of 
Muddy River has also been before the City Government, and was referred 
to a joint committee. 

The Town of Brookline, in whose territory the river chiefly lies, also 
appointed a special committee of its citizens, with authority to negotiate 
with the city in the premises, inasmuch as joint action on the part of the 
city and town is necessary. No progress has been made. It does not 
appear that any serious engineering difficulties exist to prevent the 
accomplishment of this mutually important improvement; and the Com- 
missioners urge that action be taken early in the current year to divert 
these waters into Charles River, by some route west of Brookline Avenue, 
as a necessary antecedent to their work within the park, into which these 
waters now flow. The Commissioners cannot consent to the admission 
of this river into the park, over whose head-waters the city exercises no 
control. , 


And also, in 1880, the Board says : — 


Before any important work can be done in developing the Back Bay 
Park, it is imperative that the improvements heretofore contemplated for 
controlling the waters of Muddy River and Stony Brook be completed. 
The requisite legislation for carrying Muddy River in a direct course 
into Charles River, west of Brookline Avenue, by the joint action of the 
City of Boston and Town of Brookline, exists. 

The sewerage from the lower part of Brookline is now carried into * 
Charles River by a new drain; but nevertheless most of the surface-wash 
and swamp-water of that unsavory region of the town bordering upon 
the city is still brought into the Back Bay, adding to the defilement of the’ 
water and contamination of the air in the immediate vicinity of the most 
rapidly growing part of the city. 


Stony Brook has since been provided for by a special ap- 
propriation to carry it under ground to Charles River. 

During the past summer the Board has given consideration 
to the subject of the comprehensive treatment of the Muddy 
River region, under the Act of the Legislature of 1875, chap- 
ter 185, which authorizes the assessment of betterments, and 
with this view has had a preliminary examination made by 
Mr. Olmsted, and a plan suggested which would be mutually 
advantageous to the city and town, and offers a solution of 
the matter at the least eventual cost, both from the direct

returns in the way of betterments which can be assessed, and 


the annual increase of tax receipts from increased valuations 
and improvements. Mr. Olmsted’s report follows. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF 
MUDDY RIVER. 


To the Commissioners of Parks: — 


GeNTLEMEN, —In a plan which I had the honor, in con- 
junction with the City Engineer, to submit to you a year 
ago, the drainage difficulties of Back Bay were proposed to 
be met by forming a part of it into a basin in which water 
would, under ordinary circumstances, be maintained at a 
near ly uniform level, but in which, when an unusually high 
tide would for a few hours prevent outflow, a larger amount 
could be harmlessly stored. Public roads were to be laid 
out around and across this basin, and its banks to be planted, 
and otherwise treated picturesquely. 

The plan was adopted, and with the concurrence of the 
City Council work is now advancing under it. In presenting 
it last January to the Council, you pointed out that while 
its scope was limited to that part of the Back Bay which had 
some years before been placed in your charge with a view 
to a public park, the evils which it was designed to meet 
would still remain to be dealt with in that arm of the bay 
known as Muddy River. 

The question has since been raised whether the best plan 
for this purpose might not be found in extending a corre- 
sponding arm of the Back Bay basin to the head of tide-water 
in Muddy River, and the present report is designed to present 
this suggestion (as far as practicable in advance of surveys 
and mature study) ina form to invite preliminary discussion. 

The tidal part of Muddy River above the basin now under 
construction has the usual character of a salt creek winding 
through a valley, the marshy surface of which, lying from 
fifteen to twenty feet below the general level of the adjoining 
uplands, is partially submerged at extreme high-water. The 
tide ordinarily flows to a point about a mile above the basin. 
Streets have been laid out upon the uplands upon no con- 
tinuous system; those of each side independently} and 
regardless of what may be eventually required in the low 
lands ; the leading motive being to make small bodies of land 
immediately available, at little « cost, for suburban residences. 
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The city is rapidly advancing in compact blocks towards the 
region, and public convenience will, before many years, 
require a more comprehensive treatment of it. 

It usually happens when a town is building up on both 
sides of a small water-course and 
valley that the sanitary and other dis- 
advantages of the low ground prevent 
it from being much occupied, except 
in a way damaging to the value of 
the adjoining properties. In process 
of time the stream and valley and the 
uses to which they are put, come to 
be regarded as a nuisance ;and radical 
measures, such as the construction of 
a great underground channel, and the 
filling up of the valley, are urged as 
the only adequate remedy. The 
} cost of these, and the local disturb- 
ance they make, excite opposition 
to them; their complete beneficial 
operation is long delayed, and the 
character of the district becomes so 
strongly fixed before this period is 
reached that it can only be partially 
| changed. Though necessary, there- 
fore, to public health and to con- 
venience of general transit through 
the district the result in the increased 
| tax-bearing capacity of the locality is 
no compensation for the required 
outlay. 

As an alternative to such a possible 
course the policy now suggested for 
Muddy River would look to the pres- 
ervation of the present channel with 
certain modifications and improve- 
ments adapted to make it perma- 
nently attractive and wholesome, and an element of constantly 
increasing advantage to the neighborhood. Except where the 
valley is now narrowest, it would be reduced in width by arti- 
ficial banks, so that the river with its shores would everywhere 
have a general character, resembling that which it now has 
near Longwood bridge, only that its water would be kept at 
a nearly uniform level, and guarded from defilement by inter- 
cepting sewers and otherwise. The Brookline margin would 
be the broadened base of the present railroad embankment, 
bearing a woody thicket. The opposite or Boston bank would 


: 
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have an elevation above the water of ten feet where wholly 


artificial, rising where the natural bank is used to twenty feet. 
Upon this would be laid out a public way ninety feet wide in 
continuation of that now forming upon the Back Bay basin ; 
divided like that into foot, carriage, and saddle courses, and 
designed to serve as a public promenade along the river bank, 
as well as a trunk line giving an element of continuity to the 
street system of the neighborhood. 

Itis proposed that this park-way should be continued along 
the small water-course above and through the valley to 
Jamaica Pond, which would add another mile to its length. 
There are three smaller ponds near the head of the valley, 
which would thus be skirted, and below them a large marsh, 
which, though formerly reached by the tide, is now a fresh- 
water swamp, and cannot long remain in its present con- 
dition without great peril to the health and life of the in- 
creasing population of the adjoining parts, both of Boston 
and Brookline. Physicians practising in the neighborhood 
believe it to have been already the source of serious epi- 
demics. 

The supply of water to it from local springs is snpposed to 
be large enough to maintain a pond to be formed by a dam at 
the lower end, by which it would be changed from a foul and 
noisome to a pleasing and healthful circumstance. The 
property is of little value speculatively, and of none other- 
wise, and the improvement thus projected would be neither 
difficult nor costly. If the fresh-water supply should finally 
be thought insufficient for the purpose, it would be possible 
to extend the salt-water basin to cover the ground. The 
swamp-soil excavated would be of value for covering the 
slopes below, and the operation would not be costly. 

Adopting either expedient, the result would be a chain of 
pleasant waters, including the four closely adjoining ponds 
above the swamp, extending from the “ mill-dam” on Beacon 
Street to the far end of Jamaica Pond, all of natural and in 
some degree picturesque outline, with banks wooded and 
easily to ‘be furnished with verdure and foliage throughout. 
Except at one point where there are about a “dozen cheaply- 
built wooden dwellings and shops, the whole would be formed 
on land of little value, occupied by no buildings, and for no 
productive purposes, and all of it now ina condition’ hazard- 
ous to public health. 

Such a chain of waters, even if connected and having a 
sweeping current, always becomes objectionable in'a town, 
when streets are so laid out that its immediate borders are 
private property, or have private properties backing upon 
them. Insuch case it is found necessary to give it the char- 
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acter of a canal, to wall its banks with masonry, and, if the 
water supply greatly fluctuates, to take other measures to 
prevent its becoming a nuisance. At the best it is an eye- 
sore. But if uniformly filled, its:banks made comely, and 
kept neatly, in the usual manner of public parks, and if no 
private property is allowed to abut upon them, any natural 
water-course will be attractive and wholesome. 

On the other hand, private property looking upon the park- 
way would at small cost be well drained; there would be 
nothing objectionable in its rear but in general a pleasant 
neighborhood, already formed, and, as it would lie midway 
between an attractive urban and an attractive suburban resi- 
dence district, agreeably connected, there would be no doubt 
as to its ultimate character, or that it would be rapidly taken _ 
up for dwellings of a superior class. This prospect would 
have an immediate favorable influence on adjoining proper- 
ties, and the entire operation would be attended by an ad- 
vance of market and taxable values securing the city a 
rapid return for its outlay. 

The indirect course of the park-way, following the river 
bank, would prevent its being much used for purposes of — 
heavy transportation. It would thus, without offensive | 
exclusiveness or special police regulation, be left free to be 
used as a pleasure route. 

The Brookline Branch Railroad and the drive of the park- 
way, where they come nearest together, would be 200 feet 
apart, and there would be a double screen of foliage between 
them. 

Taken in connection with the mall upon Commonwealth 
Avenue, the Public Garden and the Common, the park-way 
would complete a pleasure-route from the heart of the city 
a distance of six miles into its suburbs. These ‘older pleas- 
ure-grounds, while continuing to serve equally well all their 
present purposes, would, by becoming part of an extended 
system, acquire increased importance and value. ‘They 
would have a larger use, be more effective as appliances for 
public health, and every dollar expended for their mainten- — 
ance would return a larger dividend. 

The scheme offers hardly less advantage to Brookline than 
to Boston, and a plan of equitable codperation in carrying it 
out is probably feasible. 

If the interests of the city required that the region 
affected should be largely occupied for manufacturing and 
commercial purposes, and that for this reason it should be 
provided with frequent, continuous, and direct lines of com- 
munication upon easy grades, the proposition would be 
more open to objection. But such provisions would be very 
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costly, and if the tendency at present manifest on every side 

to make the district a residence quarter, with only such pro- 

_ yisions for trade as local convenience may call for, is not 
desirable to be checked, then the suggestion would seem to 
offer a much-needed sanitary improvement at moderate cost, 
and with a promise of large incidental profits:

ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


_ By an order of the City Council, passed May 3, 1880, 
this Board was requested to report, at as early a date 
as possible, what terms can be made with the President and 
Fellows of Harvard College, and what action it recom- 
mends under acts of the Legislature of 1880, chapter 144, 
entitled, “An Act to authorize the connection of the ‘Arnold 
Arboretum’ with the system of parks of the City of Bos- 
ton;” and the report of the Board with its recommendations 
in the premises, was made to the Council Oct. 21, 1880, 
(City Doc. 118), to which your attention is respectfully 
called. . 

In a report to the President of the University concerning 
the condition and progress of the Arboretum for the year 
ending Aug. 31, 1880, the director, Mr. C. S. Sargent, 
says : — 


The permanent planting of the collections of living plants has again 
been delayed. It was expected that, at least, a portion of the collections 
in nursery could have been arranged during the year. The negotiations, 
however, with the City of Boston, referred to in my last report, for a 
___ joint occupancy of the Arboretum by the university and the city, in con- 
- tay nection with the system of public parks, are still pending. Public opin- 
___ ion now seems to strongly favor such an arrangement, but as it would, if 

carried into effect, modify the boundaries of the Arboretum, and consider- 

ably enlarge the area to be treated, it is not practicable to begin plantin 
the collections until this arrangement is either finally adopted. or rejected. 
This delay is greatly to be regretted. It postpones the real work and 
usefulness of the Arboretum, which, in one direction, can only begin when 
_ it is arranged and opened to the public. Many of the trees in the nurse- 
ries have reached or are fast approaching a size which will preclude their 
successful removal into permanent positions ; so that much of the earlier 
work of preparation must be recommenced unless a definite decision in 

regard to the future of the Arboretum is soon reached.

The Standing Committee on Elections, to whom was re- 
ferred the petition of Christopher J. Spenceley, contesting 
the election of Jeremiah J. McNamara, one of the sitting 


members of the Common Council from Ward 19, having 
_ considered the subject, respectfully submit the following

REPORT. 


ie It appeared from the returns of the precinct officers that 


Christopher J. Spenceley received nine hundred and seventy- 
eight votes for representative to the Common Council, and 
that Jeremiah J. McNamara received nine hundred and 
sixty-nine for the same position. It, moreover, appeared 
from the returns of the Board of Aldermen that they had, 
upon a recount, rejected seventy-three votes for Mr. Spence- 
ley, and three votes for Mr. McNamara; the former being 
rejected on the advice of the City Solicitor, for the reason 
that there was no designation of any office which it was 
intended that Mr. Spenceley should fill. The simple question 
is whether these seventy-three votes shall be estimated in the 
number cast for Mr. Spenceley. If they are so estimated, 
Mr. Spenceley received more votes than Mr. McNamara, and 
is entitled to a seat in the Common Council for the year 1881 ; 
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otherwise, Mr. Spenceley received less votes than Mr. — 
McNamara, and, therefore, Mr. McNamara is entitled to 
that seat. ; 

In determining this question it has been the endeavor of 
the committee to ascertain, as far as possible, not only from 
the appearance of the seventy-three rejected tickets upon. 
which the name of Mr. Spenceley appeared, but also from 
the circumstances accompanying the casting of the votes in 
question, what the intentions of the persons who placed them 
in the ballot-box were; and in order to do this the committee 
have examined the ballots cast in the election, with some 
care, and have also heard the parties represented by their 
counsel, and received such extraneous evidence as the com- 
mittee thought competent upon the subject. In doing this 
the committee considered-that they were but properly per- 
forming their duties as a judicial as distinguished from a 
simply canvassing body. [See Cooley, Constitutional Limit- 
ations, 4th ed., 764. McCrary on Elections, 2d ed., § 410. 
The People v. Love, 63 Barb., 535. The People v. Peese, 
27 N.Y., 64. Beardstown v. Virginia, 76 Ill. 34.] The 
arguments of counsel and the evidence are submitted in the . 
Appendix to this report. 

From an inspection of the ballots cast, and upon a hearing 
of the evidence and the arguments, it appeared that all the 
officers which the voters of Ward 19 were entitled to vote for 
at this election were voted for upon the rejected tickets 
under clear designations of the positions which they were 
intended to fill, with the exception only that there was no 
designation of the office of common councilman; that the 
persons voted for, for the different offices, were respectively 
separated upon the rejected tickets into groups by a couple 
of lines above and below; that Mr. Spenceley’s name was 
in one of the subdivisions thus made, together with two other 
names, and for these three names no office whatever was 
designated ; that the number of names in this group corre- 
sponded to the number of representatives to the Common 
Council which Ward 19 was entitled to under the laws of 
the Commonwealth; that of these three names two were 
printed upon the rejected tickets; the third, the upper one of 
the list, which was that of Mr, Spenceley, was printed upon 
a bit of paper which had been pasted upon the face of the 
rejected tickets in such a manner as to cover their surface from 
a line immediately preceded by the name of the person voted 
for as Street Commissioner to the second name in its own 
group ; that the three persons whose names thus appeared upon 
the rejected tickets were candidates at the election in question 
for representatives to the Common Council; that pasters 
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th the name of C. J. Spenceley upon them were extensively 
offered at the election, in all the precincts, and that they were 
put upon many of the ballots over thename of Mr. McNamara ; 
that Mr. McNamara’s name ‘was first on the regular Demo- 
eratic ticket for representative to the Common Council, and 
_ was succeeded by the other two names which appear upon 
the rejected tickets below the paster bearing Mr. Spenceley’s 
- name; that the general tickets upon which Mr. Spenceley’s 
name had been pasted were the regular Democratic tickets ; 
that Mr. Spenceley’s name was pasted in the space on the 
rejected tickets, which corresponded to the space allotted in | 
all the other general tickets to the names of persons who 
were to be balloted for as representatives to the Common 
Council, and that in all the other general tickets in those 
spaces the words “ For Common Council” were printed above 
the three names. 

Upon these facts it did not appear to the committee that 
the intention of the persons who deposited the votes with the 
name of Mr. Spenceley upon them could be satisfactorily 
determined, nor that they could positively assert that in 
their opinion the votes thrown for Mr. Spenceley were cast 
for him for representative to the Common Council. It was 
also the opinion of the committee that in the endeavor to reach 
a conclusion as to the intention with which these votes were 
placed in the ballot-box, they should not lose sight of the fol- 
lowing important consideration: The Gen. St., c. 7, § 13, 
expressly provides that “no vote shall be counted which does 
not clearly indicate in writing the office for which the person 
voted for is designated, except when one officer is voted for ;” 
and it is a familiar principle of law that every person must 
be presumed to know the law which relates especially to the 
act which he is performing. ‘Therefore it appeared to the 
committee that it was impossible to say that by placing these 
_ votes in the ballot-box the persons so placing them showed 
_ any intention to vote for Mr. Spenceley as representative to 
_ the Common Council, or for any office whatever, because 

fs such persons must be conclusiv ely presumed to have known 
BA i at the time of voting that such votes as they were then cast- 
ing could not, under the laws of the Commonwealth, be 
counted by any canvassing board. 

In reaching their conclusion the committee have also en- 
_deavored to “keep i in mind the danger which might arise to 
the free expression of the will of the voter, by any attempt 
on the part of a committee of a representative body, which has 
the right to determine the election and qualification of its 
Own members, to manufacture from votes, such as these, an 
expression’ of intention which might, consistently with sur- 
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rounding circumstances, be entirely different from that with 
which they were placed in the ballot-box. 

The committee, therefore, are of opinion that the seventy- 
three votes bearing the name of Mr. Spenceley ought not to 
be included among those estimated for him, but must be 
treated as nullities, and rejected accordingly, and it thus 
appearing that Mr. McNamara received sixty-one votes 
more than Mr. Spenceley, they recommend that the peti- 
tioner have leave to withdraw. 

Appended is a copy of a communication sent by the Com- 
mittee to the City Solicitor, and of his answer thereto, which 
latter will be found to be in conformity with the conclusion 
arrived at by the committee.

Opentne STATEMENT OF Harvey N. SHEPARD FOR Mr. 
SPENCELEY. 


_ Mr. Sueparp addressed the committee : — 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, — At the last municipal election 
aS B Sppeared by the returns of the precinct officers of Ward 19, that 
Ba tl shepiaam Mr. Spenceley, was elected to the Common Council. 

On a recount by the Committee of the Board of Aldermen, owing to 
- - the rejection of certain ballots, the certificate of election was given 
_ to Mr. McNamara, and he is now the sitting member. The peti- 
a ioner now comes before you to show that it was the intent of the 
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voters of that ward to elect him to the Common Council. If you are 
satisfied that it was the intent of the voters of that ward to elect 
him to the Common Council, and that ballots intended for him were 
thrown out sufficient to change the result, he asks that you give 
effect to the well-known intent of the law, and give him his seat. 

As I understand from the evidence that will be produced before 
you, when the Committee of the Board of Aldermen came to 
recount the votes, they found certain ballots with the name of 
Christopher J. Spenceley pasted over that of Mr. McNamara. 
Taking the advice of the City Solicitor, they did not count those 
ballots, but threw them out entirely. The number thus thrown 
out was sufficient to give Mr. McNamara a greater number of 
votes than Mr. Spenceley had, and therefore he was given the 
certificate of election. 

On the ballots thus rejected, immediately before the names of the 
candidates for the Common Council, were the words, ‘** For Street 
Commissioner, John P. Dore,” and then those three names; but 
the title, ‘* For Common Council,” was obscured by the pasting. 

I suppose it will be necessary, first, that the ward returns to the 
Board of Aldermen, and also the ballots, be put before you; and I 
will ask that you request the attendance of Mr. Priest, the Assist- 
ant City Clerk, with the ward returns and ballots from Ward 19. 

Mr. Swasey. —I do not know that there is much dispute about 
that. 

Mr. Suerarp.— Perhaps you might shorten the time of the 
hearing very much if you admitted that it was the rejection of 
those ballots that caused the giving of the certificate of election to 
Mr. McNamara. 

Mr. Swasry. —I would not admit that, because I do not know 
the fact. If there is any significance in that, perhaps we had better 
have the ballots. 

Mr. Priest, Assistant City Clerk, appeared before the com- 
mittee. 

The Cuarrman. — Mr. Shepard, I would ask whether you would 
be satisfied with this: The committee have already inspected the 
ballots, and are aware how they look. Do you desire us to open 
the box at the present time and see how the ballots look?’ 

Mr. Surparp. — Not at all. If the committee are satisfied that 
the ballots rejected by the Board of Aldermen, if counted, would. 
give to Mr. Spenceley a greater number than to Mr. McNamara, 
that is all I desire to say on that point. 

The Cuatrman. — We will assume that for the time being. | 

Mr. Sueparp. — And also that.the ballots were rejected on ac- 
count of the pasters being here. 

The Cuarrman. — There is no doubt about that. 

Mr. Swasry. — There is no doubt about that. 

Mr. Sureparp. — That is all I desire. Then I can go on. 

The Chairman directed that the ballots be removed from the 
room, and informed Mr. Priest that if he was wanted he would be 
sent for. | 

Mr. Sureparp. —I would ask if the committee propose to ad- 
minister the oath to witnesses? 
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The Cuarrman. —I do not think we have the power. (The 
a airman consulted with the City Solicitor.) I am informed by 
the City Solicitor that we as a committee have no power to ad- 
minister the oath; but, as lam a Justice of the Peace, I can ad- 
- minister it. 

The witnesses for the petitioner were sworn by the Chairman. 


Testimony OF Henry C. PICKERING. 


Direct Examination by Mr. Sueparp. 


@. Do you reside in Ward 19? 

A. I do. 

Q. What street and number? 

A. 42 Sawyer street. 

Q. How long have you resided there? 

A. About nine years. I am not positive, — not far from that. 
Q. Did you take any part in the last municipal election ? 

A. I did. 

Q. What part? 

A. 


I was pasting ballots, and also distributing to a certain ex- 
tent, — principally pasting. 

Q. Pasting the ballots of which of the, two pr iaipal parties? 

A. I was pasting the name of C. J. Spenceley over that of Mr. 
McNamara. 

Q. On what ticket? 

A. On the Democratic ticket. | 

@. How many ballots altogether did you paste? 

A. I shouldsay I pasted, myself, upwards of one hundred ; from 
one hundred to one hundred and fifty myself. I had charge of 
pasting something perhaps two hundred and fifty, or a little over 
that. It was under my direction. 

@. What was done with those ballots with the name of Mr. 
Spenceley pasted over Mr. McNamara? 

A. They were sent into the different precincts of the ward. I 
was in Precinct 2 all day. Some of them were kept there and 
distributed ; some were sent into Precincts 1, 4, and 3. 

@. Did you know of any of these ballots being distributed on 
the day of election? 

A. I did. 

Q. In Precinct 2? 

A. Yes, sir. 

a @. In any other precincts? 
me A. Yes, sir. 

@Q. Of this two hundred and fifty, what proportion of them were 
distributed on the day of election? 

Mr. Swasrey. —If it please the committee, I do not suppose it 
will make any difference as to the legal aspects of the matter, but 
IT apprehend, from the examination thus far, that this is an attempt 
on the part of the petitioner to show what he claims to have been 
the intention of the voters who threw these ballots which were 
rejected. I submit it is not, in the first place; competent for him 
- todo it; that the intention of the voter must be determined from 
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the ballot itself, and cannot be explained by evidence aliunde. 
The ballot speaks for itself. If my first proposition is sound, it 
certainly cannot be contradicted by such evidence as this, which is 
of the most general character in the world. If it were competent 
for the specific intention of the voter to be shown, the only way it 
would be competent would be to produce the different individuals 
who deposited these ballots, to show for whom and for what they 
intended to vote. 

Mr. SuHeparp. — The testimony of this witness is but prelimi- 
nary. The testimony of others would go on to show the intent of 
the voter; that, I say, it is perfectly competent for us to show. 
It has been decided, in numerous cases, both in the contested elec- 
tion cases in the Legislature and the City Council. I have exam- 
ined the contested election cases in the Legislature and the City 
Council, and it is competent to show the intent of the voter; and 
if the intent of the voter is known, it is the intent of the law to 
give effect to it. A case has been known where the first name was 
spelled wrong, but it was shown that the vote was intended for the 
right person, and then the ballot was counted for him. I find a 
case like this: where Thomas Jones, of Royalston, was voted for 
under the designation of Thomas Jones, of Hopkinton, and though 
there was a Thomas Jones, of Hopkinton, it was permitted to be 
shown that the voter intended to vote for Thomas Jones, of Roy- 
alston, and it was so counted. 

Mr. Swasry. — That is true, as the counsel says, but it is a differ- 
ent case from this. Evidence has been received by committees in 
contested election cases in different States, before different com- 
mittees, to show that the persons throwing ballots for a man having 
a similar name, but a name differently spelled, or the same sur- 
name with a different initial, and all that sort of thing. That has 
been allowed to be explained, and has been variously held to be 
competent. But I fail to find that in a case like this, where no 
such question as that arises, there is any rule or law, or gen- 
eral principle of law, controlling such cases, or any adjudicated 
case before committees, or anywhere else, where such doctrine 
has been held as he claims should obtain here. In McCrary’s 
book on elections, which is certainly the fullest and most satisfac- 
tory work on the subject extant, he lays down this general proposi- 
tion, which I claim is applicable here, and meets the exact ques- 
tion at issue. He says: — 


It is true that no evidence aliunde can be received to contradict the ballot, 
nor to give it a meaning when it expresses no meaning of itself. 


There is not a mistake as to name. ‘There is no question as to 
the identity of the person voted for. We say nobody was voted for 
legally, because there are no designating words showing for what 
office the persons intended to vote for Christopher J. Spenceley as 
a candidate. 

Mr. SuHeparp. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I will reply to 
that point. The other part I spoke of I believe is admitted: that 
we can show by wrong initials, and even by a name spelled wrong, 
that a certain person was meant; and even in the case where the 
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oom e of residence was given it was shown that the proper 


Was meant. 
ih the contested election case of West-Newbury (596, Cushing’s 
ol Bioverted election cases in Massachusetts) it appeared that the 
election of members of the Legislature and members of Congress 
< place at the same time ; that there was a box set apart for 
Sistabers of Congress and one for members of the General Court. 
wo ballots were put into the congressional box for Duncan; and 
_ yet it was held by the committee ‘and the Legislature that it was 
~ unquestionably the intent of the voters, inasmuch as Duncan was a 
candidate for the General Court, that. those votes should be cast for 
him, even though they were put into the congressional box, and 
they were counted for him. 
In a ease that arose in New York the ballots were endorsed, 
** For trustees of public schools,” and they were voted accordingly. 
There was no such office. Instead of the ballots being treated as 
_ void they were given the right interpretation, and it was said they 
- were intended to be cast for ‘*‘ Trustees of comnion schools,” and 
_ they were counted. | 
In the same way there were ballots cast for police justices, when 
there was no such officer, and they were counted for police magis- 
trates, the office designated by statute. 
i Therefore, I say, it is always intended to be ascertained what is 
the intent of the voter; and when that has been ascertained, as has 
been well said by the Supreme Court of Maine, the ballots are 
not to be interpreted with all the nice technicalities customary in a 
court of law, but they are supposed to be cast by plain people, and 
if you can ascertain what the intent of the voter is it is to be given 
effect to. So it is in court, if you can give it such an interpreta- 
tion as to make it mean something ; but the interpretation that my 
brother Swasey would put upon it is, that those people meant 
nothing by their ballots, and that they went there to vote for 
nobody.

Mr. Sueparp. —I submit that we can show what his purpose 
was. It has been decided in the case of Thomas Jones, of Royal- 
ston, that you can produce the printer, and show by him what his 
purpose was in having the ballots printed, to have them cast for 
the right man. Now, it seems to me, this is a parallel case; and 
as he put those pasters on those ballots, it is competent to show 
he intended they should be cast for Mr. Spenceley.

A. I could not say, because there is a great deal of hurry; but 
I am willing to swear that over thirty unrolled ballots, to see for 
sure that his name was on it, and I know in some cases it was 
not on the ballot, and I pasted it on, and they said they would 
vote for him. 

Mr. Swasry. — That is hearsay. 

Witness. —It is not hearsay. It is a positive fact. 

Mr. SuHeparp.—I do not know as it is important that I should 
go on and offer more testimony. It is all to the same effect, there- 
fore I will rest the case of the petitioner here. 

Mr. Swasey.— We have no evidence excepting what is before 
the committee. 

_ The Cuamman.—A member of the committee would like to 
ask a question of Mr. Pickering.

ARGUMENT FOR Mr. McNamara, THE SITTING MEMBER, BY 
Horatio K. SWASEY. 


Mr. Swasey then proceeded to argue the case for Mr. Mc- 
-Namara as follows : — 


_ Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen,—I do not propose to make 
_ what is ordinarily denominated an argument. I propose to talk 
_ rather suggestively than argumentatively, and must beg your indul- 
_ gence if I do not present the matter as clearly as I would wish, 
and as would be agreeable to you, on account of physical indispo- 
_ sition. 

The simple question, it seems to me, which is in issue here, is 
this : — 

_ Here are ballots which have been rejected by the proper tribunal 
which recounted the ballots, and they were rejected because there 
are no designating words showing the office for which the suffra- 
_gans intended to vote, or, in other ‘words, there is nothing upon the 
ballots to show that the persons throwing those ballots intended to 
vote for Christopher J. Spenceley for the Common Council. 

Now, in this Commonwealth, we have a law under which no 
man, and I am looking at it purely in its legal aspects, has a right 
to register as a voter, ‘and no man has the right to vote, unless he 
possesses suflicient intelligence to write at least his own name, and 
to read the ballot. 

- The counsel for the petitioner, in discussing the question of evi- 
dence shortly ago, referred to the language of the Supreme Court 
ff Maine during the revolutionary era of politics, in which they 
aid, as he quotes them, that the voters are plain people, and they 
nnot be expected to comply with all the strict and technical re- 
uirements of strict rules of law in voting, etc. ; now the Supreme 
Jourt of Maine didn’t use any such language with respect to voters. 
n they used that language, the Supreme Court of Maine were 
ussing the question relating to the sufficiency of certain returns 
meee town officials, and the whole tenor of the discussion in which 
hat language was used referred to the sufficiency of official re- 
tom by different town officers, and not to the question of the 
sufficiency of the ballot itself. However, I only speak of that 
: ne lentally. 

- Here we have a law providing strict regulations for registration, 
id providing strict regulutions for ballots as to form, size, and 
character of paper, character of print, etc. We have a law requir- 
‘the designating words to appear upon the ballot, and though 
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that law says that a ballot not-conforming strictly to all the re- 
quirements of the statute shall not be rejected after having been 
once received, it is significant in connection with the fact of the 
presumed intelligence of the voters, and the other legal require- 
ments and accompaniments of elections in this Commonwealth, and 
has a bearing upon this issue. 

Now, the petitioner has no case here at all unless he can go be- 
hind this ballot and show as a fact — not inferentially, but show as 
a fact — that these ballots which have been rejected were improper- 
ly rejected. Because why? Because, as he said, the persons who 
threw them intended to vote for C. J. Spenceley for the Common 
Council. He does not propose to show it. As I understand, from 
the course in which his case has been presented, he doesn’t clai 
that he can show it by the ballot. ; 

But he has made a very lame and impotent attempt to show, 
aliunde, by the ballot and the intent of the voters, that this pasting 
over the designating words was a mistake. Now, I submit the 
proposition which I advanced earlier in this hearing, that that is 
incompetent. Idonot care what authorities a close and exhaustive 
examination of the election cases of the different States may show 
as to whether or not, in cases dissimilar from this, in cases referred 
to earlier by my brother and myself, evidence aliunde has been re- 
ceived to show the intent of the voter; it is sufficient for this com- 
mittee, my brother, and myself, to know that the general proposition 
which is laid down by the best writers upon election laws and elec- 
tion regulations is this, that in such cases, where a ballot does not 
say the office,— does not contain the designating words, — 
and in cases where there is nothing upon the ballot to show the 
office for which the voter intended to vote for the candidate whose 
name appears upon the ballot, — votes cannot be counted, and 
no evidence outside of the ballot itself can be received to explain 
it, to qualify it, and to show that, though there are no designat- - 
ing words there, the voter intended to cast his ballot for A, B, C, 
or D, for such an office. 

Now, I refer the committee to the 339th page, 396th section, in 
McCrary on Elections, from the report of the committee in the 
House of Representatives, on the contested election case of Mc- 
Kenzie vs. Braxton, it is quoted there. The general proposition 
which I read to you is laid down without qualification or emenda- 
tion, that in such cases the distinction is very apparent, and in such 
cases as this the vote is a nullity; in other words, the voter did 
not vote for any person for any office. It isn’t a question whether 

‘he intended to vote for him for any office, but it must be shown on 
the ballot that he intended to vote for him for some specific office. 

Now, gentlemen, let us reason about this matter for a moment. 
Suppose those ballots did not contain the names of candidates for 
so numerous a list of officers, or, in other words, suppose we go to 
the polls and deposit in the ballot-box a fac-simile of the regular 
Democratic ticket, except that there were no designating words 
upon the ballot,—the name of Frederick O. Prince without the 
words ‘* for Mayor ;” the aldermanic candidates without the words 
‘*for Aldermen,” and so on; who would advance the preposterous 
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id a that a committee.could properly take that ballot and say, by 
any rule of law or common-sense, that the voter intended to vote 


for Frederick O. Prince for mayor, because he was a candidate for 
mayor, and his name appeared upon other ballots for mayor; and 
~ s0,0n through the whole list, and therefore count this vote for the 
different individuals for the different offices not appearing upon this 
ballot, but appearing upon others? 

Suppose that.in pasting the name of C. J. Spenceley, a party had 
used a paster so large as to, cover the words ‘‘ for Street Cominis- 
sioner, John P. Dore,” covering the whole of that, as well as the 
designating words, ** for Common Council,” which are covered on 
these tickets; would the committee on recount have a right to 
tear off that paster and look underneath it and say, because ‘* for 
Street Commissioner, John P. Dore,” was under it, that the pasting 
was accidental, and that the party intended to simply paste the 
name of McNamara by Spenceley, because Spenceley and McNamara 
were candidates for the Common Council, and pasting the words 
** for Common Council,” and the words ** for Street Commissioner,” 
were both accidental, and therefore it is evident that the voter 
intended simply to paste McNamara, and the vote shall be counted 
for Street Commissioner and Common Council? 

Why, if the logic of the petitioner is good, running the paster 
down the other way, so that, the paster having sufficient paper 
to cover the names of Teevan and Maguire, no other word 
appeared except that of Spenceley, this would follow, that the 
committee would have a right to inquire what is underneath; they 
would have a right to tear off the paster and mutilate the ballot as 
the voter deposited it in the ballot-box, and find under there the 
words ‘** for Common Council, ‘feevan and Maguire,” and because 
Mr. Spenceley was a candidate, to say that it was the intent of 
the yoter to paste-simply the name of McNamara, and not paste 
the words Teevan and Maguire, and not paste the words ‘ for 
~ Common Council.” If good logic, it leads us to that. 

In other words, in such cases, whether, through carelessness or 
intentionally, a party deposits a vote of this kind, he loses the 
- right— and rightfully loses the right — to have his ballot counted. 
‘He loses the right to have his vote recounted, and our whole sys- 
tem of election laws and proceedings is based upon an intelligence 
against which this committee, or the Committee on Recount, have 
no right to presume. 

__ Carrying this to the absurd result to which it must inevitably 
lead, if sound, I do not see myself, if a voter had taken a piece of 
_ paper with the name ‘for Mayor, Solomon B. Stebbins,” large 

enc igh to cover the names of half-a-dozen aldermanic candidates’ 
__ beneath it, —if the logic of the petitioner is good, it would haye 
en the duty of the Committee on the Recount to have mutilated 
7. hat ballot, and torn off the sticker over the candidates for alder- 
_ men, and counted the names of candidates underneath it. 

__ Why, suppose, gentlemen, instead of a sticker, the persons _ 
_ depositing these ballots had used a lead-pencil and marked across_ 
the words ‘‘ for Common Council,” as well as the words McNamara, 

_ Would anybody, pretend that those ballots should be counted? 
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Suppose I take a ballot such as this and go to the polls, and take 
my pencil and scratch the words ‘* for Common Council” with my 
pencil, and the words of any one of the names of the candidates, 
the effect of that, which is my own act, —and it makes no differ- 
ence whether it is purposely or carelessly done, — deprives me of 
my right to have that vote counted, and it makes no difference 
what my intent is. 

This is all thus far upon the. proposition that evidence aliunde 
as to the intent is entirely irrelevant and incompetent. 

Now, gentlemen, if you will bear with me a moment, I sustain 
this position by referring to McCrary, section 395. Irefer to him 
after a fair and full examination of the works on elections. I 
think it is in the last edition, where he uses this language : — 


It frequently happens that ballots are deposited in the box, which do not 
perfectly express the voter’s intent. This is the case when the office to be 
filled is not clearly designated. 


In such cases he holds that the ballot cannot be counted. 
In the 411th section he says: — 


Where a pen or pencil mark is drawn over a name which has been printed 
on a ballot, it will be presumed that an erasure of the name was intended, 
although it still be legible. It is not necessary to obliterate the name 
entirely. 


That is somewhat superfluous. But then here is the section to 
which I wish to call your attention again, and to which I called it 
earlier. In the 399th section he says: 


It is well settled that where a limited number of persons are to be chosen 
to fill a given place, as, for instance, where the law provides for the election 
by the same constituency of two representatives in the Legislature, a ballot 
containing the names of a greater number for that office is void. 


In other words the canvassing board, acting under the rules of 
law, has no right to say what the voter’s intent was, and to 
eliminate from that list of four names, which his ballot shows, one 
which they say he did not intend to vote for, and count his ballot 
for the other three, which they say he intended to vote for.— which 
is this exact case. 

Now, if this is true, the ballots for Spenceley must be rejected, 
and were properly rejected; there is no reason why, if it is held 
that pasting the sticker over the office does not prevent the com- 
mittee from counting the ballot for the orricr, that same doctrine 
should not be extended to the name of NcNamara. In other 
words, what right have you gentlemen to say, from an inspection 
of the ballots, what the voter intended, excepting as the ballot 
itself expresses the intent? You cannot do it without mutilating 
the ballot, without making it entirely a different ballot in form and 
substance from the ballot which he threw. 

Now I refer the committee to the case of Thomas Nash, page 
439 of Cushing’s Election Cases, in which it was decided that an 
election for the choice of representative being held at the same 
time with an election for Register of Deeds, votes bearing the 


names of persons not residents of the town, and with the words’ 
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: Sa ‘ 
te Register of Deeds” thereon, were deposited in the box ap- 
priated for the reception of ballots for representatives — it was 
ld that they could not be counted in making up the whole number 
: Now, gentlemen, those are the propositions upon which this 
sitting member claims that he ought not to be deprived of the seat 
which has been given him, as he believes, and as I, representing 
him here in a very imperfect manner, believe, was properly given 
— to him. 
What I have said thus far is entirely upon the assumption that 
this question must be decided upon an inspection of the votes 
themselves. I have already advanced all I desire to call the 
attention of the committee to upon the question whether or not 
evidence aliunde as to the intent of the voter can properly be con- 
_ sidered, and I could not make what I have already said, imperfectly 
and desultorily, any more forcible by adverting to it again. But 
supposing for a moment that this committee should find or hold 
_ that evidence aliunde as to the ballot is properly receivable. If it 
is receivable, it is receivable, of course, axiomatically, only. for 
the purpose of showing the intent of the'voter, — not the intention 
of Mr. Pickering ; not “the intention of some other paster or sticker 
up in Ward 19; but the intent of the individual voters who put 
these votes into the ballot-box. Irrespective of Mr. Pickering’s 
intent, you have got to determine, if this evidence is competent, 
eapon the evidence, whether the different seventy odd men who 
- threw these votes intended to vote for C. J. Spenceley for the 
Common Council. Not one of them is produced. You cannot 
transfer Mr. Pickering’s intent, in pasting these votes, to the men 
into whose hands they were passed; for it is a not unreasonable 
proposition, in view of the peculiar state of municipal politics in 
Boston, — and in view of what this body will take judicial notice of, 
I believe, — and in view of the condition of- politics in Ward 19, it 
is not an unreasonable thing to say that a man might, for the pur- 
ose of gratifying Mr. Curley, — avery warm Democrat, but a warm 
ersonal and political opponent of Mr. McNamara, —it is not un- 
reasonable to say, that a voter might throw a ballot to gratify Mr. 
ey, Which he knew would be no vote at all, and which he knew 
( suld not benefit Mr. Spenceley. That is no more unreasonable 
n the proposition which the petitioner advances. 
But, , contenting myself with just one remark upon this part of 
he case, there is no evidence here — if evidence could be prop- 
‘ly considered by this committee —to show the intent of the 
ters, — to show the intent of the men who deposited these bal- 
bis. None of them are produced. We do not know, except in 
@ most general and unsatisfactory way, that the votes pasted 
y Mr. Pickering and these other gentlemen were actually deposited 
a. in the box. They cannot tell you. You cannot trace a pasted 
ballot from the hands of the paster into the box, pick it out and 
‘gay, ** That is the oneI pasted.” It is merely inference on his part, 
be 2 he pasted these ballots and requested some of his Dem- 
ic friends to throw them,—and I presume he did. In no in- 
have any of the gentlemen who appeared here for the peti- 
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tioner testified that they even believed that the paster covered the 
designating words, except Mr. McDonald, who says he thinks the 
paster did cover the words ** For Common Council.” 

The presumption is, from the character of the political feud in 
that ward, and from the spirit evinced by the witnesses, that, 
whatever they did, they did in a careful and systematic manner, 
and that no such mistake was made. 

Gentlemen, the matter rests in my mind, so far as the petition- 
er’s claim is concerned, upon such unsubstantial and unreason- 
able grounds, that I do not desire to bore your committee with 
any further remarks, and I cheerfully submit the case to your con- 
sideration. 


ARGUMENT FOR THE PETITIONER, BY Harvey N. SHEPARD. 


Gentlemen: —I will, at once, admit most of the propositions 
which have been addressed to you by my brother Swasey; but 
they are wholly aimless here, and entirely purposeless and out of 
place. He has addressed them to you as though you were a can- 
vassing board; as though you were sitting here as a committee of 
the Board of Aldermen, acting in a ministerial’capacity, to count 
ballots. ~The sections he quoted apply to that kind of a board, 
and not to this committee. You are given entirely, different func- 
tions from them. It is your province to decide the right and 
equity of this matter; to ascertain, if you possibly can, the intent 
of the voters and people of Ward 19; to see if you can learn 
for whom they voted for member of the Common Council, — 
whether the petitioner or the sitting member; and if you can ascer- 
tain that intent then you are to give effect to it. All the cases 
cited and arguments advanced by my brother Swasey are only to 
a committee sitting in a ministerial capacity, as the committee of 
the Board of Aldermen sat some time ago. I subscribe to all he 
has said in that particular. Then, when a ballot is brought before 
you, you consider only the ballot; and if it doesn’t designate an 
office you are to throw it out. 

He instances the case of the street commissioner, with four 
names under the title of the office, and asks how you are going to 
pick out one name. And, said he again, ‘If you believe that a 
person intended to vote for four persons for street commissioner 
they would throw it out.” It is so ridiculous a proposition that I 
will not take up your time with it. 

The fact remains that C. J. Spenceley received 978 votes in all 
the precincts in Ward 19, and that McNamara received 969, ac- 
cording to the returns of those same precinct officers. ‘There were 
rejected, by the committee of the Board of Aldermen, in counting 
these ballots, 73 ballots for Mr. Spenceley, and on the part of Mr. 
McNamara they rejected 3. Supposing you give effect to the in- 
tent of the voter in both cases, and add 73 to the corrected returns for 
Spenceley, and you have 978; and add three to the ward returns 
for McNamara, and you have 969; and Mr. Spenceley received 
more votes than did Mr. McN amara, and is therefore entitled to 
the seat. 

Now, they rejected 73 votes for Mr. Spenceley.. I will assume, 
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asa matter of fact, — because I know if you examine the ballots 
you will find it to be so, — that every one of those rejected ballots 
was because the name of C. J. Spenceley not only covered the 
name of Mr. McNamara, but also covered the words, ** For Com- 
mon Council.” I am perfectly willing to agree that it was the 
duty of the committee of the Board of Aldermen to reject those 
ballots. ‘That was a canvassing board, with simply a ministerial 
capacity. But I submit that it is the privilege and duty of this 
committee, if they believe those 73 ballots, thrown by voters in 
Ward 19, were thrown for the purpose of electing Mr. Spenceley 
to the Common Council for that ward, — it is your privilege and 
duty to count those ballots for him. 

Now, various suppositions have been made by my brother Swa- 
sey as to the effect of having different kinds of pasters on these 
ballots. I take the ballots as they are. On this ballot is the 
name of Christopher J. Spenceley pasted over the name of Mr. 
McNamara, and the words ‘* For Common Council.” Above 
them is, ** For Street Commissioner, John P. Dore.” The two 
lines between that name and the other three names plainly appeary 
Without going into any evidence outside of the ballot at all, is 
there a gentleman on this committee, is there a reasdnable person 
in this city, can you find a man of common-sense, who has any 
doubt that when that ballot was thrown it was the voter’s intent to 
yote for John P. Dore for Street Commissioner, and to vote for 
those three persons fur the Common Council? I submit that you 
cannot imagine such another reason. When it says, ‘t For Street 
Commissioner, John P. Dore,” ‘it. was the intent of the voter to 
vote for Mr. Dore. So these three names for the Common Coun- 
cil come right here together. There are three persons to be elected 
to the Common Council, and these are the names of three persons 
who were candidates for that office at that election. ‘There cannot 
remain in the mind of any reasonable man a possible doubt that 
when the yoter deposited that ballot he intended to vote for those 
three men for the Common Council. The committee should give 
effect to that intent, and count the ballots for Spenceley, Maguire, 
and Teevan. 

Mr. Swasry. — How are the committee to know whether that is 
the intent of the voter or not? 

Mr. Suerarp.—I do not care whether they know it or not. 
~The committee know those men were candidates for the Common 
Council, and it is evident that when a person came up with that 
ballot, he intended to vote for those- three men for the Common 
Council. They were not candidates for any other office. Itisa 
matter of common-sense. It is so plain that it seems to me the 
committee would decide it without producing a particle of evidence 
outside of the ballot.

Maguire or Spenceley. Then you make the act of the voter at

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as that. You should give a meaning to this ballot as to any other 
document, and the only meaning you can give to it is, that they 
intended to vote for those three persons for the Common Council. 

That the ballot was so intended appears from the returns of the 
precinct officers. ‘They were made up of different political parties, 
and there were among them friends of both Spenceley and Me- 
Namara. The ballots were so returned in every case. It was 
their opinion, without any question whatever, that the ballots were 
intended for Mr. Spenceley. Even by the ballot itself, it appears 
to me the intent is perfectly and sufficiently evident. But it is 
also perfectly competent to go outside and ascertain the intent of 
the voter. 

We have one witness, Mr. McDonald, who testifies that it was 
his intention to vote for Mr. Spenceley for the Common Council. 
You have the testimony of other witnesses here, who say it was 
their wish to defeat McNamara in that election, and the way in 
which they intended to accomplish that wish was to get pasters 
upon the Democratic ticket and have them thrown. One witness 
says he knows from eighteen to thirty were thrown. Another says 
he is not certain how many were thrown. But all that evidence is 
cumulative. AVe need not bring in the people from that ward to say 
that they intended to vote for Mr. Spenceley for the Common 
Council. There isn’t any doubt about it. The committee cannot 
think any other way. 

Now, something has been said about the size of the ballot, the 


device, etc. All that was for a purpose, yet the intent of the Leg- | 


islature is shown in what follows: even though it does not conform 
to the law, it is not to be rejected. It is the purpose of the Legis- 
lature to give effect to the intent of the voter. It is not the pur- 
pese of the Legislature, the Common Council, or any other body, 
to construe a ballot by all the nice rules of law that we would apply 
to a demurrer or an argument in court upon some technical paper. 
But it is easy to suppose what an ordinary mortal intended, and if 
you can ascertain that intent you should give effect to it. 

One of the General Statutes on Elections, Chap. 7, Sect. 16, 
commences in this way : : 

‘In counting the voted. in an election, no returns shall be re- 
jected when the votes given for each candidate can be ascertained.’ 

If you can ascertain what votes were given and for whom, it is 
the duty of the committee to give effect to that intent. As it is 

said in one of the controverted election cases: ‘In order that 
the will of the voters may be clearly ascertained,” — that is the only 
purpose of the inquiry by a committee acting for the House, or the 
Common Council, when the fact is presented. 

There are numerous cases where such things have been consid- 
ered. I presume that the cases where names have been considered 
are uncontroverted. It has always been the practice of the Legis- 
lature and the City Council to count the votes, even in that case 
where the name was spelled wrong. I will run over them very 
hnrriedly. : 

In the controverted case in the House of Representatives in 1872, 
in which George M. Hobbs contested the seat of George Barthol- 
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_ mesz, a vote was given for the sitting member in which the name 
of the person voted for was spelled ** omesz.”. 

In another case as late as Jan. 12, 1874, in the contested case of 
Clark against Salmon, the seat was given to Jeremiah Clark by the 
count in his favor of a ticket bearing the paster Jeremiah ** Cla,” 
the rest being left out. ‘The committee said at once it was the 
intent of the voter to vote for Clark. That vote being counted gave 
him one majority, and he received his seat. 

In the contested case of Hood against Potter, eighty votes were 
counted for Salmon D. Hood, and he was given the seat. The 
committee say the will of the voter shall prevail. , 

Again, in the case of Shaw vs. Buckminster, House Doc. 46, 
1875, anew election was ordered, and Mr Buckminster was elected. 
Mr. Shaw didn’t appear in that second election. Shaw then peti- 
tioned for the seat, saying a new election should not have been 
ordered, and he gained the seat because one Imilot cast for Frederick 
Shaw, at the first election, should bave been counted for him. 

The Cuarrman. —Isn’t there a difference in those cases from 
this? In those cases there was a ballot which meant something, 
and the question was what the intent of the voter was. In this 
case it is claimed there is no ballot. 

Mr. Suerarp. — You count the ballot for everybody else, except 
when it comes to the Common Council. 

The Cuarrman.—I imagined we were to take the votes for. 
different officers as separate ballots. | 

Mr. Sueparp. — And then you raise the point whether this is a 
ballot at all. Then, again, it seems to me it is a question for the 

committee to ascertain the intent of the voter. If it was the intent 
of the voter to vote for one of these three persons for the Common 
Council, then it is the duty of the committee to give effect to that 
intent. 

Then I think it is quite a parallel case to the Newbury case. I 
think there is no doubt that the wrong initials will count a vote 
for the right person. Then I will take the case of West New bury, 
in Cushing’s controverted cases, page 596, of the year 1851. Iw ill 
quote from the committee’s report : — 

** Did those two persons who put in the two votes for Duncan 
intend to vote for him as Representative to the General Court?” 
The votes were throw n for Duncan for Representative in Con- 
gress. There was a wrong description. 
“If they did so intend, then most certainly they ought to be 
counted as such.” 
Mr. Swasey. — But there was a designation there. 
Mr. Sueparp. —'There is a designation. .They were put in the 
Tight box, but bore the wrong designation. The committee did not 
take any evidence there. Ti hey decided it upon the ballots them- 
eo and the box they were in. ‘The committee said, did those 
ns intend to yote for Duncan for the General Gants and if so, 
votes should be counted for him; and they were counted for 
_ Now, sir, it seems to me that is the question here. Did those 
73 voters, whose act has been nullified by the Board of Aldermen, 
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intend to vote for Christopher J. Spenceley, James Teevan, and 
Patrick J. Maguire, for the Common Council? If they did, then 
that intent is to be given effect, and the ballots counted for Mr. 
Spenceley in this case. Now, I cannot think there can be any 
question in the minds of the committee that it was the intent of the 
voter to vote for Mr. Spenceley for the Common Council. 

I will close by just quoting a few words from the controverted 
election case before the City Council in 1864. It is the report in 
the contested election case of Flynn against Farren. Here is a 
case of a gentleman named Flynn, who contested the seat of Mr. 
Farren, and ballots were counted for him under various names. 
Sometimes the right initials were down and sometimes not. But I 
will quote this : — 


As to the second ground there was evidence tending to show that there was 
no J. F. Flyn, or John F. Flinn, or J. Flinn, in the ward other than the peti- 
tioner, and no other John J. Flynn, who was eligible to the Council. And 
there was no pretence that any other was spoken of by anybody as a can- 
didate. The true purpose, we suppose, in all such cases is to discover the 
intent of the voters. It is manifestly the intent, which, when ascertained, 
must and ought to govern. To ascertain this all the circumstances are to be 
considered. How far extraneous evidence is permissible to control the written 
vote is the only difficult or doubtful question. 


That, I submit, does not come in here; we do not seek to control 
the written vote. It isn’t even so strong in that case as in the 
Duncan case. In this case it is to give effect to a vote. 

Mr. Swasry. — It makes a ballot where there isn’t one. 

Mr. Suerarp. — There is a ballot. Ballots are not to be re- 
jected on such technicalities. The report continues : — 


It has long, and we believe, uniformly, been settled, that the mere mis- 
spelling of a name, especially where the sound is alike, does not amount to a 
misnomer which cannot be corrected. Indeed, it would seem totally incon- 
sistent with good sense to pretend otherwise. 


And soon. But the main reason for quoting that is to show how 
strong was the purpose of the committee to ascertain the intent of 
the voter. 

I have failed to find a single case, and I have examined every 
controverted case before the House and the Legislature and City 
Council, and [ have not found a single case,where the effect has 
not been given to the intent of the voter, whether a mistake was 
made in the name, in the spelling, in the initial, or in the designa- 
tion of the office. I have not found a case like this, and I think 
such another one has not arisen. : 

The simple question is to ascertain what the voter intended. It 
is for this committee to say whether they are going to disfranchise 
these seventy-three persons, or give their act the effect they in- 
tended. 

It isn’t a question where we come to a tribunal and seek to 
establish a case that is doubtful in fact, that is, where a doubt 
will remain in the minds of the committee whether the voter did 
intend to do so or so. It isn’t such a case as that. 


I suppose it is perfectly apparent to you all that it cannot be:

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disrwise, than that when these seventy-three persons put those 


ballots in the box they did intend that they should be counted for 
the Common Council, and all I ask is that this committee will give 
effect to that intent. 

Mr. Wneerer. — Have you considered the point whether there 
is an ambiguity on the face of the ballot? 

Mr. Sueparp.—It seems to me there no ambiguity. But if 
there is an ambiguity it is certainly in accordance with well-estab- 
lished principles of law that you can introduce evidence to explain 
it. Ido not think there is an ambiguity. I would suggest that if 
you were not considering this matter as a committee sitting here 
to decide this case, and anybody showed you one of those ballots, 
—you know all the circumstances of the city election, and know 
the candidates, etc.,— and you were asked, as individuals, what 
those three men were intended to be voted for, I do not think any 
one would hesitate for a moment to say they were intended for the 
Common Council. I think this case is to be decided in that way, 
— by plain common-sense. 

Mr. Swasry. —I only wish to say one thing in reply to my 
brother’s very interesting argument. We say, and I repeat it, that 
this is not a case where the intention of the voter is in issue. It is 
a case where there is nothing which you can properly count as a 
ballot. ‘There is no ambiguity which is capable of explanation, 
but there is an absence of something which renders the vote in- 
operative as a ballot.

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COMMITTEE ON ORDINANCES, 


SUBMITTING DRAFT OF AN ACT RELATING TO 
BY-LAWS AND ORDINANCES. 


In Common Councit, January 27, 1881. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances, to whom 
was referred, among the unfinished business of last year, the 
report on the revision of the ordinances, beg leave to report 
in part at this time, by recommending the passage of the 
accompanying order. 

This is done so that the subject may be presented to the 
General Court before the limit for the introduction of new 
business expires. 

The City Solicitor is now engaged in examining the ordi- 
nances for the purpose of determining how far previous City 
Councils have exceeded their powers in the matter of enact- 
ing by-laws; and it is after consultation with him that the 
annexed act is asked for to cover the deficiencies which have 
already been found to exist.

Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be authorized to 
petition the General Court now in session for the passage of 
an act in relation to by-laws and ordinances, substantially in 
accordance with the following draft : — 
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AN ACT CONCERNING BY-LAWS AND ORDINANCES. 


Section 1. All by-laws of towns and ordinances of cities, 
on subjects whereon they may be lawfully passed, shall re- 
main in force until repealed by the towns or cities enacting 
them or disallowed by the authority prescribed by statute. 


Sect. 2. In cities, it shall be lawful for the city govern- 
ment thereof in-any year to elect or appoint officers to hold 
office for a period not exceeding one year from the date of 
such appointment or election, and until their successors are 
appointed or elected, or until such office be abolished by 
vote of the existing city government. 


Sect. 8. In cities, the city government may in any year 
provide for the election or appointment of two or more 
persons to act as a board or commission to exercise any 
powers devolved upon such city government, and may 
appoint or elect any member of such board for a term not 
exceeding three years, and until his successor be appointed 
or elected, or until such board be abolished by vote of the 
existing city government. 


Sect. 4. The city council of any city may prescribe by 
ordinance the method in which ordinances shall be published, 
and the enacting style thereof. All fines and penalties 
arising from the breach of any ordinance or of the by-laws 
of the board of aldermen of any city shall be paid into the 
treasury thereof for its use, unless otherwise provided by 
statute or ordinance. 


Seor. 5. Every ordinance of any city shall take effect 
upon its approval by the mayor thereof if such be necessary, 
or on its passage by the city council, unless a different date 
is specified therein.

AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE REGISTRATION AND FILING 
OF CERTAIN ORDERS PASSED BY CITIES AFFECTING 
THE TITLE TO LAND. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. Whenever any city, or any board of public 
officers, shall pass any order to take land in any city, to lay 
out, widen, alter, discontinue, or locate anew, any street or 
way therein, or for the laying, making, or maintaining or re- 
pairing a main drain or common sewer therein, said city or 
board shall give notice thereof by filing a copy of their order 
in the registry of deeds for the county or district where lie 
the lands affected thereby. 

Secr. 2. Such order shall contain a description of each 
parcel of land sufficient for identification, together with the 
name of the owner thereof, and a plan of so much of the 
street or way as is included in the order, and a plan of the 
location of the drain or sewer. | 

Sect. 3. The register of deeds shall record such copy and 
plans, and shall enter the names of the owners of the land 
taken in the index of grantors. 

Sect. 4. The title to lands taken as aforesaid shall pass 
from the owner to the city at the time when such copy and 
plans are recorded. 

Sror. 5. Every city or board of public officers which shall 
make special assessments on real estate for betterments, 
sidewalks, edgestones, main drains, or common sewers, 
putting in safe condition land adjoining a street or way, the 
abatement of nuisances, or for any other public improvement 
in any city, shall give notice of every such assessment when 
made, by filing a copy of the order of assessment in the 
registry of deeds for the county or district wherein the lands 
assessed lie. 

Sect. 6. Every such assessment shall constitute a lien 
upon the real estate assessed, and such lien shall take effect 
at the time of the filing of the copy of the order of assessment 
in the registry of deeds, and shall continue in force for two 
years thereafter, and every such assessment shall be collected 
and shall be liable to abatement, and to be recovered back, 
and reassessed as taxes upon real estate now are. 

Srcr. 7. Every such order of assessment shall contain a 
description, sufficient for identification, of each parcel of real 
estate assessed, the name of the owner thereof, and the sum 
assessed thereon.

Nine appropriations for new buildings and improvements 
have been in charge of this department during the past year ; 
the amount of appropriations for such being $624,000, in- 
cluding the heating and furnishing of a portion of the same. 
This includes the amounts appropriated by. the City Council 
the past year, together with the amount carried over from 
_the previous year. . 


Following are the buildings in process of erection : — 


Grammar School-house, Egleston square. 


This building is of brick, and is being erected on a lot of - 
land previously occupied by a Primary School. The brick- 
work is completed to the third story, and the coming fall will 
see the building completed and ready for occupancy. The 
' appropriation for this housé is $45,000, and the building, 
which will contain eight school-rooms, will cost fully up to 
the appropriation. 


Primary School-house, Seventh street, South Boston. 


This building is to be of brick, and contains eight rooms, 
and will cost, for land and building, the sum of $50,000. The 
foundations are in, and the superstructure will be commenced 
in the early spring, and the building completed in the coming 
fall. 

Addition to the Prince School-house. 


An addition of four rooms to the Prince School-house is 
approaching completion the appropriation of $25,000 covers 
the building of the addition, and the furnishing of an addi- 
tional boiler for heating purposes.

English High and Latin School Buildings. 


sh The buildings were completed and surrendered to the 
School Board on the 23d day of December, and twenty-eight 
of the rooms occupied for school purposes, January 38. 
Some few of the contracts on the buildings remain unsettled, 
hence it is impossible to give their exact cost. The cost, 
however, will not vary materially from $748,000, which in- 
cludes that for land, buildings, heating and furnishing. 


Primary School-house, Bailey street. 


Land has been purchased and a two-room primary school- 
. house of wood erected thereon, costing for land, building, 
and furniture, the sum of $7,600. 


Primary School-house, Ashmont Station. 


A house similar in construction, and with the same accom- 
modations, has been erected near the above locality, and has 
cost for land, building, and furniture, $6,100. 


A special appropriation of $7,000 was provided by the 

City Council, last February, for the erection of new sheds and 

_ shops for the Health Department; also for repairs of the 
several city stables. The work has been performed, and has 
cost the sum of $6,608.23. | 

I am informed, but not officially, that several new school 
buildings will be, demanded by the School Board the present 
year; of their size and locality I have not yet been made 
aware. 

There is a request on file in this department from the Board 
of Fire Commissioners, for the erection of asuitable repair-shop 
for the uses of the department ; also from the Board of Police 
Commissioners ; for the purchase of land on the Back Bay, and 
the erection thereon of a police station-house, for a new police 
division to be formed for that locality. 

It is for the City Council to determine the amount of ap- 
propriation, if any, for these structures. 

The City Architect is preparing plans and specifications for 
the fitting up of the basement of the southerly section of the 
English High and Latin School Buildings for the use of a 
branch library, at an estimated cost of $5,500. Upon the 
completion of this work the basement story of the building 
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numbered 674 Tremont street can be surrendered, for the 

use of which the city is now paying the sum of $1,000 per 
ear. 

af Reference has been made to the increased expenditures for 

school-houses over those of previous years, and the cause 

given for the same, being the demands for new ventilators and 

ventilation ; also new drains, cesspools, and water-closets. 

In this connection the special attention of the City Council 
was called to the unhealthy condition of the air in the Sher- 
win School-house, and by its direction the Committee on 
Public Buildings introduced into the building a modern sys- 
tem of ventilation that will cost nearly $9,000. 

In March last, when so many complaints were made of the 
ill-ventilated rooms of the Sherwin School-house, Professor 
Nichols, of the Institute of Technology (the professional ex- 
pert employed by the Board of Health), was directed by the 
committee to make an analysis of the air of said school-house 
and report the result. 

Following is the report of the result of his examination of 
this building, also the results of a second examination of the 
Sherwin School-house, taken afew weeks since, upon the com- 
pletion of the work of ventilation. 

From an inspection of the two reports it would seem to be 
a debatable question whether the results attained in the 
Sherwin School-house would warrant so large an expen- 
diture on any one school building.

The whole length of sewers in the city is now about 1913 
‘miles. 

Assessments have been levied by the Board of Aldermen, 
and bills sent to the Collector, to the amount of $37,547.87. 
The Collector has received during the year, on account of 
the department, $23,703.95. During the year 1,392 permits 
have been given to construct or repair house connections, 
and 1,066 loads — equal to about 2,666 cubic yards — of sew- 
age matter have been removed from the sewers. 

Annexed is the customary table of rainfall, and in con- 
nection therewith a table showing the maximum heights of 
_ the water in the tide-locked sewers at South End during the 
heaviest storms of the year. The column marked “ Dover

FEBRUARY, 1881. 


To the Honorable City Council :— 


An ordinance of 1878 (Doc. No. 23) provides that the 
Superintendent of Printing “ shall annually submit to the City 
Council a report of the amount of printing, binding, stock 
and stationery, done for or supplied to each department of 
the city government, and the cost thereof, and generally of 
all matters transacted under his superintendence.” 

In conformity with this ordinance this report is respect- 
fully submitted. ‘The statistics are made up for the year 
ending with the Auditor’s draft of February 1, 1881, sub- 
stantially representing the last municipal year, this date 
completing nine and one-half years since the establishment 
_ of this office, August 1, 1871.

The above summary shows a considerable increase in 
amount of printing and binding the last year over the average 
of previous years. ‘This is a result of a general increase of 
activity in the several departments of the city government, 
and some items of unusual expenditure the last year, — 
notably the Anniversary Memorial, the revision of the ordi- 
nances, the first volume of Suffolk Deeds, and two Reports 
of the Record Commissioners ; these costing $6,955. 

The summary of Stock continues to show a_ healthy 
reduction from the average of past years, due to close com- 
petition for city orders. 

The summary of Stationery remains substantially at the 
average, although an increased consumption has probably 
occurred. 

Former reports have treated of topics of recurring inter- 
est, and reference is made thereto: First report, Feb., 1872, 
Doc. 25; second, Sept., 1872, Doc. 100; third, Sept.,.1873, 
Doc. 114; fourth, Feb., 1875, Doc. 26; fifth, Aug., 1876, 
Doc. 82; sixth, Feb., 1878, Doc. 381; seventh, Feb., 1879, 
Doc. 17; eighth, Feb, 1880, Doc. 21. 

Messrs. Rockwell & Churchill, the present contractors for 
the city printing, continue to give uniform satisfaction. The 
portion of the work done at Deer Island has also been gen- 
erally satisfactory. 

For the East Boston Ferries, during the past year, there 
have been sorted, counted and packed, under the Superin-

dent’s supervision, 6, 455, 820 foot 3 passes, and 296,714 
- team tickets. 
In Note a, of the table annexed, are items of the cost of 
publishing and supplying in volumes the Reports of the City 
Council Proceedings. This system commenced in July, 
1868, and has been annually continued, by contract, with 
the proprietors of the Boston Transcript. The contract 
runs for one year from July 1, annually ; the present year at 
a consideration of $5,500 to the Transcript Company. The 
index and binding in volumes are done under supervision of 
this office, and are not included in the contract. An order 
recently passed by the City Council provides for a consoli- 
dated index of the twelve volumes, preceding 1880, under 
direction of the Clerk of Committees. 

The annexed table shows, in a concise form, the aggregate 
of the business of this office with the several departments 
and appropriation accounts of the city, during the last year. |

To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit herewith my 
report on Common and Public Squares, from April 20, 
1880, to January 20, 1881, including all receipts and ex- 
penditures. I beg also to present some explanations of the 


-work done, and of work demanding the immediate attention 


of the committee in charge of this department. 

During the past year much new and extra work has been: 
done within the appropriation. Certain parties have com- 
plained that in past years the flowers and ornamental plants | 
were chiefly planted in the Public Garden, to the neglect of 


outlying squares. To remedy any complaint of this nature, 


I have wholly remodelled many of the parks and squares, 
and have laid out and planted during the past season over 
120 flower-beds in the different outlying squares of the City 
proper, South Boston, East Boston, Charlestown, Dor- 
chester, etc., which have been fully appreciated by the resi- 
dents in the various localities; and, though some of these 
squares have been wholly unprotected, and in very thickly 
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settled neighborhoods, the flowers and plants have been 
very little injured. 

The Tremont-street Mall, from West-street gate to Boyls- 
ton street, had become so settled and worn away as to retain 
the water on its surface in wet weather, and has been raised 
and regraded. Much work of this kind has been done on 
other squares, and much more still is required to be done, 
especially the paving of gutters, a great extent of which 
requires to be paved on the Common and other grounds of 
the city. 


FENCES. 


The fences on many of the city squares-are much out of 
repair, and will require a large outlay to put them in good 
condition. The fence on Commonwealth avenue, though 
comparatively new, is much broken, and otherwise in bad 
condition. ‘The same may be said of the fence on Inde- 
pendence square, and several others. The committee has 
considered the plan adopted by some other cities, of having 
no fences around the squares, and have tried the experi- 
ment by removing the fences around Franklin and Blackstone 
squares, Telegraph Hill, Madison and Orchard parks, 
and one section of Commonwealth avenue, and, so far as 
they have dearned, with general satisfaction to the citizens. 
If the plan can be carried out on the remaining sections of 
Commonwealth avenue, and other squares that are badly out 
of repair, a large and permanent saving to the city will be 
effected. 


STREET TREES. 


A special appropriation of $5,000 was made for the reno- 
vation and pruning of the trees on the streets, and a large 
amount of necessary work was done in the different sections 
of the city. $2,000 was expended on this work with good 
results, but the demand for the improvement of Common- 
wealth avenue was such as to induce the committee to lay out 
the balance of the money on that work. The trees on the 
streets demand constant care and attention. I would here 
recommend that the extension of Chester park to Beacon 
street and Huntington avenue be planted on both sides by the 
city. The trees would be uniform in kind, and equal in 
growth, and would form a beautiful connection with Com- 
monwealth avenue and the new Back Bay park, and also with 
the Public Garden and the Common. 


= A eee 
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CoMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


Since the formation of this avenue all the sections between 


~ Dartmouth street and Chester park have been in a condition 


that has called forth the severe condemnation of many citi- 
zens. Most of the trees were in a dead or dying condition. 
To improve and replant the whole of these sections was a 
work of considerable magnitude, and for which the city had 
made no appropriation. So much, however, was said in pub- 
lic about the matter that the Committee on Common resolved 
to make a commencement of the work, and devoted $3,000 
of the $5,000 appropriated specially for street trees for this 
purpose. Accordingly, all the old and worthless trees have 
been removed. 300 holes have been excavated and filled, 
first with a layer of 2 loads of clay, to retain moisture, and 
125 cubic feet of good loam in each hole. 

This will be sufficient to give the trees a good start, and 
enable the committee of the present year to plant up all the 
sections. But it will be incumbent on whoever may be in 
charge of the public grounds in two or three years hence to 
largely increase the body of loam around each tree, or, still 
better, to remove the gravel and replace with good loam the 
whole of the sections to a depth of 18 inches, in accordance 
with the recommendation in my report to the committee on 
this subject, Nov. 3, 1879. 

In preparing the holes for replanting, I have changed the 
arrangement from those on the older sections, by placing 
each tree 6 feet from the outer curb, and 6 feet from the 
central walk ; placing the trees 40 feet apart, and also placing 
each tree opposite the middle of the space between the trees 
of the opposite row. This method will give the trees ample 
room to expand their branches, and yet secure the shade so 
much desired over the promenade walk at a much earlier 
period of their growth. Some persons, of but little expe- 
rience in the planting and growth of shade trees in the 
poor, gravelly soils of this city, have recommended that 
only one row of trees be planted on each grass plot in 
this avenue, placing the row 10 feet from the outer curb. 
It is hardly worth while to discuss here the esthetical 
question whether a double or single row will present the 
grandest appearance one hundred years hence, since any per- 
son who takes pains to study out the two methods will see 
it is evident that such a method would annihilate all hopes of 
shade over the central walk for half a century, if not for all 
time. 

I would here renew my recommendation, made in the re- 
port of Nov. 3, 1879, that the whole avenue be planted with 
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English elms, of which good trees can be obtained in this 
country, at reasonable prices, and IJ would recommend that 
immediate steps be taken to secure them. 


Pusiic GARDEN POND. 


The condition of this pond in regard to its injurious effect 
on the public health in, warm weather has made its improve- 
ment a work of urgent necessity. Owing to the imperfect 
construction of its bottom originally, it has for years been a 
filthy, stinking pool in summer. It is impossible to clean it 
out, and equally impossible to keep the water clean and free 
from scum and alge during warm weather, though nearly 
$1,000 are annually spent on this work. If the boats are to be 
kept on the the pond and permitted to stir up the mud, as 
heretofore, a remedy must be applied, and the only effectual 
remedy is to construct a clean, hard bottom by filling in the 
mud-holes with hard clay, and grading the whole bottom with 
the same material, and paving the whole with stones or con- 
crete. 


PLANK WALKS. 


The plank walks used on the Common, Public Garden, and 
other grounds of the city, having been in use many years, are 
much decayed and broken, and unsafe to walk upon; a great 
portion will not be fit to put down another winter. Some of 
the best of them can be remade and the soundest planks 
used, but a large number of new ones are needed, and an 
expenditure of $4, 000 will have to be made for plank walks. 


YARD FOR THE DEPARTMENT. 


The great increase of materials belonging to and used by 
this department has rendered a yard for its special use a very 
great necessity, and also permanent sheds for their protec- 
tion. The plank walks are left scattered during summer on 
vacant lots. The department has no place for the storage 
and protection of vases, carts, wheelbarrows, sashes, frames, 
soils, manures, etc., for the making of hotbeds, or the con- 
struction of plant-houses, temporary or permanent. 

The great and increasing demand for flowering plants in all 
parts of the city renders it impossible for this department to 
be managed with credit and economy, unless some means are 
provided, other than the city now has, for keeping the 
plants in winter and propagating them in spring. Over 
150,000 plants of various kinds were used in the different 
grounds of the city the past year. New squares are being 
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nnually added to the department and the demand for 
flowering plants is on the increase. 

And, in this connection, I would here suggest the manifest 
necessity of placing this department on a more permanent 
basis. It is absolutely necessary that the head of the depart- 
ment should plan and prepare the present year what he in- 
tends to execute the next one. The annoyance and vexations 
resulting from these annual elections, and the uncertainty of 
his position, not only paralyze his energies, but deprive 
him of that influence and control over his employés which is 
absolutely necessary to the efficient management of the de- 
partment, and the proper execution of the work. The 
Superintendent ought to be elected for three or five years, 
subject to removal at any time for misconduct, or inefficiency.

In compliance with the sixth section of the ordinance 
relating to the Engineer’s Department, the following report 
of the expenses and operations of the department for the 
year 1880 is respectfully submitted. 


The duties of the City Engineer may be classified under 
the following heads : — 


A.— Those pertaining to the City Engineer’s Department 
proper, which consist in the superintendence of the filling of 
new streets and of districts, in the care and maintenance 
of bridges, in designing and superintending the construction 
of new bridges, retaining-walls, city wharves, etc., and in 
miscellaneous work called for by committees of the City 
Council. (City Engineer’s Department.) . 

B. — Superintendence of the Sudbury River, Cochituate, 
and Mystic Water Works, including charge of new con- 
structions for these works.

The number of persons employed and paid from the de- 
partment appropriation was, on the first of January, 1880 
(including the City Engineer), 18. The present number is 
22. ‘The operations of the department for the year, together 
with such general information relating to the various works 
and structures, finished and in progress, as is thought to be 
of interest, are given in the following statements : — 


BRIDGES. 


The largest portion of the work done on the tide-water 
and inland bridges, during the year, has been in the way of 
repairs. 

The city’s portion, with the exception of the draw and its 
foundations, of the Chelsea bridge over the main channel of 
the Mystic river, has been entirely rebuilt. 

_ Two new street bridges are in process of construction,— 
the bridge over the Boston and Albany Railroad on the ex- 
tension of Broadway, and the Beacon-street bridge over the 
Park water-way. In the Back-Bay park the foundations 
are being put in for an arched bridge on Boylston street, 
over the Park pond. 

The ordinary repairs of the bridges in charge of the 
Committee on Bridges have been made by day’s labor, 
under the same system adopted by the committee of last 
_ year. Mr. 8. 8S. Lewis has been the superintendent of the 
_ work, receiving for this service, and for furnishing a team 
and transportation for his men, $100 per month, and $2.00 
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per day for labor furnished. His work has comprised all 
the carpentering, painting, and odd jobbing required on the 
bridges. Machinists’ and blacksmiths’ work, pile-driving, 
stone-work, paving, calking, and concrete-laying have been 
done by day’s labor, but by agreement after competition. 

The spruce lumber required for repairs has been furnished 
by Mr. John W. Leatherbee, the lowest bidder, and the con- 
tractor for several past years. He has furnished 245,880 
feet B.M., for $13.90 péy M., under his contract of 1880, 
and 3,279 feet B.M., for $11.90 per M., under his contract 
of 1879. The other kinds of lumber required have been 
bought of the lowest bidders under competition, and in the 
open market. 

The total cost of repairs made under the direction of this 
department on the tide-water bridges has been $25,565.02. 

Repairs have been made under the supervision of this 
department upon many of the inland bridges, at the request 
of the Superintendent of Streets. This work has been done 
by day’s labor, and with materials purchased in the open 
market. The total cost of these repairs has been $2,501.66. 
- The usual annual examination (required by Section 5 of 
the ordinance relating to the Engineer’s Department) of all 
bridges within the city limits open to team and foot travel 
has been made; and the results of this examination, in 
regard to the condition of the bridges as to safety and need 
of renewal or repairs, are given in the following pages. 

The following is a list of the bridges inspected. The 
number is one greater than last year, owing to the two por-- 
tions of Chelsea bridge, which now have about a quarter of a 
mile of solid street between them, being considered as sepa- 
rate bridges.

1.— BRIDGES WHOLLY SUPPORTED BY BOSTON. 


ASHLAND-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RaI~RoaD, WARD 23). 


This bridge is in good condition. The abutments need 
repointing, and the girders should be Shae id during the 
coming year. 

No repairs have been made the past year. 


ATHENS-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Nave YorK & NEw Enc- 
LAND RAILROAD). 


No repairs have been made, but the bridge is in good 
order. It will probably require painting this season. 


BerkeLey-strEEtT Brince (over Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge is not equal in strength to the bridges of more 
recent construction. It was built by the Moseley Tron 
_ Bridge Works for the Boston Water Power Co., and came 
into the possession of the city when the street was accepted. 
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Since then it has been strengthened and is now in good con- 
dition, but its position on a wide thoroughfare brings it in 
the route of many large processions, and while no special 
signs of weakness have been discovered, it requires careful 
watching, and should be replaced before many years by a 
stronger structure. 

The abutments are built of Roxbury stone, laid dry, and 
are very poorly constructed. 

The roadway has been sheathed. 

Total cost of repairs, $116.18. 


BERKELEY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD). 


The roadway of this bridge has been sheathed during the 
year. 

On Dec. 5 a derailed engine struck three of the cast- 
iron supporting columns, knocking them out of position, but 
fortunately doing no other damage to the bridge. The 
repairs were made by the railroad company. 

The iron-work will probably require repainting in the 
spring ; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $536.66. 


* BroaDWAY BripGk (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


The main item of repairs during the year has been a new _ 
under floor for the draw. ‘This consists of 3}-inch white 
pine, calked and paid; the draw is now in excellent 
condition. 

The sheathing of all the truss spans has been renewed 
during the year. 

The wood pavement between the draw and the Lehigh- 
street span is in bad order, and must be renewed in the 
spring. The draw-pier, as mentioned in previous reports, is 
in a somewhat insecure condition, due to the gradual de- 
struction by worms of the spruce sheet-piling which supports 
the structure. No especial change for the worse has, how- 
ever, been noticed during the year. 

The iron-work will require cleaning and painting in the 
spring. 

Total cost of repairs, $3,621.45. 


BROOKLINE-AVENUE BripGEe (ovER Muppy River) 


Is in fair condition.

The draw to this bridge is in poor condition. It is not 
used for the passage of vessels to any extent; otherwise it 
would require rebuilding.

CoLUMBUS-AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


None but ordinary repairs have been made. The bridge 
is in good order. 
Total cost of repairs, $198.93. 


* ComMEROCIAL Pornt, oR TENEAN BripGE (Warp 24), 


Has received the usual repairs, and the bridge is in fair 
condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $388.06. 


* CONGRESS-STREET BripGE (OVER Fort Pornt CHANNEL). 


The opening of A street for public travel, and the occu- 
pation of the South Boston Flats by the New York & New 
England Railroad Company, have caused a large increase in 
the traffic over this bridge. 

In October the draw was run into by a coal steamer, 
which cut through the sidewalk, and nearly through the 
lower chord of one of the main trusses. It was thoroughly 
repaired, and has apparently sustained no permanent injury. 

The centre pivot bearing of the draw was examined in 
October, and found so badly worn that steps have been taken 
_ to provide a new one. 

The bridge, as a whole, is in good condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $2,569.59. 
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DARTMOUTH-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY AND 
Boston & PROVIDENCE RaILRoADs). 


The roadway has been sheathed, and all the iron-work 
underneath the floor has been painted. It is now in good 
order. 

Total cost of repairs, $593.49. 


* DOVER-STREET BripGE (OVER Fort Pornt CHANNEL) 


Has required only ordinary repairs, and is in good order. 
Total cost of repairs, $858.14.

The trusses of the southerly draw have been repaired, and 
the floors of the sidewalks have been renewed and strength- 
ened.

The bridge, as a whole, is in bad condition ; the larger part 

f the supporting piles were driven when the bridge was 
ilt, in 1828; they were not so large as piles used in later 
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years, and have been reduced in size by the action of water 
andice. The portion of the bridge near the Fitchburg Rail- 
road station was built in 1847, to facilitate the placing. of the 
station in its present position, and the piling and super- 
structure of this part of the bridge have not been renewed 
since that time. The superstructure of the remaining por- 
tion was renewed in 1855. 

As. this bridge shows no exception to the general rule, 
that the older any portion of a bridge is the poorer its con- 
dition, it follows that the piles are in the worst condition on 
that part of the bridge between the draw and Charlestown, 
and the flooring and timbers are the poorest portions of the 
section between the draw and Boston. 

The subject of increased bridge accommodations between 
the city proper and Charlestown has been carefully con- 
sidered by a special committee of the City Council during 
the past year, and a report has been made (City Doc. No. 
143, 1880) which gives the results of their investigations. 

It will be evident, from the preceding statements of the age 
and present condition of this bridge, that it is not a proper 
structure, as a whole, to be the main avenue of communica- 
tion between the city proper and Charlestown. It will last, 
with careful watching and repairing, for several years more ; 
_but its width at the present time is ; inadequate for the travel 
over it, and it would probably be better economy to rebuild 
and widen it than to let it stand much longer in the condition 
it is now. 

The total cost of repairs was $1,586.89.

The reconstruction of the old Chelsea bridge, partially 
made in 1866-7, has been completed during the past year, 
and the last portion of the old bridge of the Salem turnpike 
and Chelsea Bridge Corporation, built in 1802-3, has been 
removed. When the work of reconstruction was commenced, 
in 1876, the bridge was 3,300 feet long between abutments ; 
since then 182 feet in length at the Charlestown end, 250 
feet at the Chelsea end, and 1,263 feet in the central part of 
_ the bridge, have been filled solid, making two bridges in lieu 
of one. These bridges are separated by nearly a quarter of 
a mile of solid street, and each is provided with a draw for 
the passage of vessels. The bridge over the south channel, 
on the Charlestown shore, which was built in 1877, and is 
871 feet in length, is in good condition ; only ordinary repairs 
have been made upon it. A full description of this structure 
may be found in the Report of 1878 (City Doc. 20). 
_ The bridge over the main channel of the Mystic river, or 
“Chelsea bridge, North,” with the exception of the draw 
and its foundations, has been rebuilt during the year, from 
19 feet north of the draw to the Boston abutment, by Boston, 
and the remainder by Chelsea. The portion now maintained 
_ by Boston is 922 feet in length, including the draw. 


a) 
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An Act of the Legislature of 1878 (Chapter 41) pro- 
vided that Boston should maintain all that portion of the bridge 
lying southerly of the draw, and that the draw should be 
maintained jointly by Boston and Chelsea. The agreement 
made last year with Chelsea, by which that city was to pay 
_ $25,000, and Boston was to assume the future mainten- 
ance of the draw, draw-piers, and the portion of the bridge — 
between the draw-piers when rebuilt, has been consummated, 
the assent of the Legislature having been previously ob- 
tained. The care of the draw was assumed by Boston, June 
1, 1880. 

The work of rebuilding the portion of the bridge belong- 
ing to Boston was done, under contract, by Messrs. Young 
& Ryan, the contract price being $44,937. 

The bridge was closed to travel on June 8. The rebuild- 
ing was sufficiently advanced by September 22 to admit of 
the resumption of travel, but owing to the non-completion of 
the portion rebuilt by Chelsea the travel was not resumed 
until December 1. The new bridge is 49 feet in width, 
with one sidewalk 8 feet wide. It is built in a substantial 
manner, with oak piles and hard-pine caps, bolsters, stringers, 
and floor. The road-way floor is 6 inches thick, laid with 
close joints, calked and covered with a layer of Trinidad 
asphalt, and paved with granite blocks. The sidewalk is 
coal-tar concrete on a floor of creosoted North Carolina pine. 
The fences are white pine, neatly painted. 

The draw-piers are 19 feet in width, and are respectively 
170 and 180 feet in length. They have oak pile foundations, 
with hard-pine timber superstructures, and creosoted North 
Carolina pine floors. The bents of piles are cross-braced 
with oak, and the ends of the piers protected with iron 
straps. The sides of the water-ways are planked to a line 
one foot above low-water mark. The pier on the westerly 
side of the bridge occupies the place of the old one; on the 
easterly side the pier is built on the side of the channel 
opposite to the old pier. Both piers are now on the Chelsea 
side of the channel. | 

Two buoys have been placed, one above and one below 
the bridge, to facilitate the passage of vessels through the 
draw-way. 

A work-shop has been built on the draw-pier, anda build- 
ing containing the Superintendent’s office, two sleeping- 
rooms, and a convenient stable, has been built on a small 
wharf adjoining the bridge near the draw. 

The draw has been repaired and painted, an entirely new 
floor laid, and a sidewalk built upon it. 

The cost of the entire work of rebuilding, including 
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neering, superintendence, building and furnishing Super- 
itendent’s office, etc., and all expenses incurred up to Jan. 
1, 1881, was $50,477,08. 
_ Total cost-of ordinary repairs on both bridges, $1,693.66. 


*Esspx-sTREET Bripep (FROM Warp 25 To CamBrinGer). 


A short piece of this bridge from the railroad crossing to 
the abutment has been newly covered with a hard-pine floor, 
calked and paid, and the whole bridge surface has been 
replanked.

A new floor has been laid on the part supported by Bos- 

ton. ‘The bridge is in good condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $282.04. 


Marrarpan BripGe (From Warp 24 Tro Minton). 


This bridge is a weak structure, but in fair condition. 
No repairs have been made. 


Mitton Bripce (From Warp 24 To MixrTon). 


This bridge is in fair condition. 
No repairs have been made during the year. 


*Neponset BripGe (From Warp 24 To QuINcy). 


This bridge has been painted, and a few minor repairs - 
have been made; it is in good condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $123.85. 


-*Nortn Bracon-street Bripgr (From Warp 25° To 
WATERTOWN). 

No repairs have been made on this bridge. The lower 

course of floor-plank is in bad condition, and will have to be 

renewed this year. 


*Norta Harvarp-street Bripce (From WarD 25 TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 

Only trifling repairs have been made; it is in excellent 

condition. ; 

Total cost of repairs, $30.80. 
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SPRING-STREET BripGe (FROM Warp 23 To DrEpHaAm). 


With the exception of the railing, which is poor, and to 
which attention has been called for several years, this bridge 
is in good order. 


* WESTERN-AVENUE BripGe (FRoM Warp 25 To Cam- 
BRIDGE). 


This bridge, completed during the early part of the year, 
was described in the last annual report. Very few repairs 
have been needed, and it is now in excellent condition. 

Total cost of ordinary repairs, $404.31. 


* WESTERN-AVENUE BripGE (FROM WaRD 25 TO WATER-— 
TOWN). 


Estimates and plans for rebuilding this bridge,and a model 
of a leaf draw applicable to the very sharp angle which the 
bridge makes with the river, were made early in the year; 
but the town of Watertown did not wish to coéperate with 
the city in rebuilding the bridge, so nothing further was 
done. The reconstruction of the bridge was recommended 
by the Committee on Bridges of last year, and is a very 
much needed improvement. Great inconvenience is experi- 
enced on account of the difficulty of passing vessels through 
the draw, and the long time consumed in doing it. 

The bridge is in safe condition; but the abutment over- 
hangs its base, and is liable to fall. 

Total cost of repairs, $266.88. 


IlIl.— BRIDGES FOR MAINTENANCE OF WHICH 
BOSTON PAYS A PART OF THE COST. 


ALBANY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY Ratt— 
ROAD). 

The abutments are in very bad condition, and the bridge 
is rapidly deteriorating from the effects of rust. 

The abutments ought to be rebuilt, and if the bridge was 
removed for this purpose it would not probably be worth 
putting back again. 

Total cost of repairs, $98.11. 


*CanaL Bripce (FROM Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 
*Prison—Point BRIDGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO CAM— 
BRIDGE). 
* West Boston BripGe (FROM Boston To CAMBRIDGE). 
These three bridges are in good order. 
[See Report of the Commissioner for Boston, City Doe. 
No. 8, 1881. ] 
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RCHESTER-STREET BRIDGE (OVER OLp CoLony RatL- 
ROAD). 


Nothing has been done to arrest the rusting out of this 
bridge, and its condition cannot be better expressed than by 
_ the use of the language in the last report: “The bridge is 
badly damaged for want of proper care ; just how badly can- 
not be known until it is stripped and cleaned. Enough is 
_ known of its condition to warrant the statement that unless 
it is cleaned and painted soon it will last but a few years 
more.” 


IV.— BRIDGES SUPPORTED BY RAILROAD COR- 
PORATIONS. 


The bridge on Commercial street, Dorchester, over the 
~ Old Colony Railroad,is in bad condition. The main trusses 
are old and rotten, and the floor timbers should be supported 
on a wall plate instead of the insecure blocking now in use. 

The surface of the bridge on Centre and Mt. Vernon 
streets, over the Dedham branch of the Boston & Providence 
Railroad, is inclined in the wrong direction, and water stands 
upon it after a rain. 

The bridge on Broadway, over the New York and New 
England Railroad, is in bad condition, the under floor being 
especially poor and rotten. 

The remaining bridges in this class are apparently in good 
order, and reyuire no special mention. Most of them are 
simple platforms of wood, and when under repair their con- 
dition can be ascertained with ease. To obtain the informa- 
tion which would enable this department to report with cer- 
tainty as to their safety it would be necessary to remove the 
flooring, — usually in two thicknesses, crossing each other at 
right angles, — and as there seems to be no special necessity 
for incurring so large an expense, this has never been done. 
The most, therefore, that can be said of these bridges is that 
_ they are apparently, and probably, in safe condition, with 
the exceptions mentioned. 


MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTIONS 
IN 1880. 


ALFORD-STREET SEA—W ALL. 


~ Plans and specifications for increasing the height of the 
sea-wall on Alford street, Charlestown (near Malden Bridge), 
and for a fence and sidewalk on the same, have been made. 
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A contract, dated Nov. 8, 1880, was made with Charles T. 
Derry, for doing the work, for the sum of $3,494, and it is 
now partially completed. 

The top of this wall was considerably below the street 
filling, and the work now in progress to remedy this defect 
consists in rebuilding a small portion of the wall, and setting 
a course of cap-stones on it at the established grade for its 
entire length. A new fence and a creosoted plank sidewalk 
are also included in the contract. The wall is 1,100 feet in 
length. No payment on account of this work has yet been 
made. 


BEACON-STREET BRIDGE. 


Early in the year plans and specifications were prepared 
for the foundations of a new bridge, and a temporary dam 
in connection therewith, at the outlet of the Back-Bay park 
pond. The contract for this work was awarded to Ross & 
Lord, who commenced operations August 12, but have not 
yet completed Lf: 

' The bridge is to consist of two spans, of 20 feet each, over 
the sluice-way from the park pond. Five and one-half feet 
north of the northerly line of Beacon street there is to be a 
dam, with self-operating swinging-gates, across the sluice- 
way. 

The top of this dam is to be at grade 6.5 above city base, 
with flash-boards of sufficient height-to prevent the surface 
of the park pond from falling below grade 8, unless the 
flash-boards are removed. The gates are to be over the - 
dam, forming a part of it, and are to open outwards. 

When the surface of the pond rises above grade 8, the 
water will discharge over the dam, unless the tide outside 
should be higher than this grade ; in which case the gates shut 
out the fide, : and no water wil then run over the dam until 
the tide level is lower than the pond. 

This dam in its present form and location is a temporary 
structure, which is only intended to remain until it is deter- 
mined what is to be done with the flats on the Charles-river 
side of Beacon street. When this question is settled, and 
the lines of improvement are defined, it will be necessary to 
build a permanent dam and gate-chamber in some other loca-. 
tion on the extension of the sluice-way. Its construction at 
the present time is for the purpose, in connection with the 
covered channel of Stony Brook, of controlling the height 
of the water in the pond, so that the necessary work can be 
done within the Park limits. 

Provision has been made in the contract for building 
across Beacon street a portion of the covered channel of 
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ny Brook, so that it will not be necessary to again inter- 
travel over it for this work. 
_ The travel over Beacon street is now maintained by means 
of a road-way filled around the site of the bridge on the 
southerly side of the street; a water-pipe is laid temporarily 
in this road-way, to prevent any interruption of the flow 
through the 40-inch main. 

The amount of the contract for the bridge foundations and 
dam is $36,898, and there has been paid for work done, and 
materials furnished, the sum of $12,490.15. 

On Nec. 30, 1880, a contract was made with David H. 
Andrews, of the Boston Bridge Works, to build an iron 
deck bridge, and a wrought-iron water pipe to connect with 
the 40-inch main, for the sum of $4,693. The bridge and 
pipe are to be completed and erected within thirty days from 
the date of the completion of the abutments and central 
pier. 


BEACON-STREET WIDENING. 


The contract with Martin Lennon, of Boston, for widening 
the section of Beacon street between West Chester Park 
and the intersection of the former street with Brighton and 
Brookline avenues, was finished Aug. 18, 1880. The 
character of the work is fully described in the last annual 
report. . 

The total amount expended for work under the contract 
was $19,143.99. 


Broapway EXTENSION (OVER THE Boston AND ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


Plans and specifications for abutments for a bridge over 
the Boston and Albany Railroad, and for retaining-walls 
from the abutments to the streets nearest to the bridge, have 
been prepared. A contract, dated Sept. 3, 1880, was made 
with John Cavanagh & Co. for building the same, for the 
sum of $64,900. The sharp angle which the bridge makes 
with the railroad necessitates abutments, each 119 feet in 
length, on the foundation line. The width of the roadways 
on each side of the railroad, from the abutments to the 
streets, is 62 feet, the top of the retaining-walls being set 
one foot over the line of the abutting premises by agreement 
with the Boston & Albany Railroad Co. 

The work is being actively prosecuted, and the founda- 
tions for the abutments and the larger part of the foundations 
for the retaining walls are completed. The abutments above 
the foundations have been commenced, and most of the cut 
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stone required for completing them has been delivered. It 
is expected that the work will be so far advanced early in 
the season as to be in readiness for the superstructure. 

The total amount paid to the contractor, including the 
January estimate, was $22,569.37. 

The plans for the iron bridge superstructure are in prog- 
ress. ‘The span will be 144 feet. 


COMMONWEALTH—AVENUE EXTENSION. 


In February negotiations were begun between the city 
and owners of the land bounded by Beacon street, West 
Chester park, Brookline avenue, and the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, having for their object a mutual agreement for the 
filling of that territory. Surveys and soundings were made 
by this department in conjunction with Messrs. Fuller and 
Whitney, engineers for the land-owners, to complete and 
verify a survey commenced previously by Messrs. Fuller and 
Whitney. . March 20, 1880, an agreement was entered 
into between the City of Boston, the Boston Water Power 
Co., the Trustees of the Beacon-street lands, and Alfred A. 
Marcus, for the filling jointly of this territory. 

Proposals were advertised for, and April 29, 1880, 
separate contracts were made with the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Company, by the Committee on Streets and Park 
Commissioners for the City of Boston, and the Boston Water 
Power Co., and the Trustees of the Beacon-street lands, for 
filling the area between Beacon street, Brookline avenue, the 
Boston & Albany Railroad, and the easterly line of 50- 
feet street bordering on the easterly Bid¢ of the Beacon 
entrance of the Back-Bay park. 

Work was begun on this filling aii 26, 1880, and the 
quantity of gravel deposited upon the territory, to and 
including December 31, 1880, was 94,106 car-loads, 
amounting to 37,350 squares. Of this amount the approxi- 
mate estimates show that there have been deposited, —

By the terms of the several contracts the entire work is 
to be completed August 1, 1881. 
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. Until Babember 9 the gravel was brought from the 
bank at Weston which was used for the park filling under 
the contract of 1879. Since December 9 it has been 
_ brought from a bank recently opened by the company in 
_ Newton, near Riverside Station. 


RoxBurRyY—CANAL IMPROVEMENT. 


The work of filling that portion of Roxbury canal west of 
West Chester park was commenced October 11, 1878, 
and was finished March 26, 1880; during this time 
6,352 squares of filling were deposited in the canal, at a 
cost, including dumping, measurement of carts and super 
tendence, of $17, 445.79. 

The total amount expended for work done under the super- 
vision of this department was $31,261.35. 

The Joint Special Committee on Improved Sewerage, in 
charge of this improvement, settled with Joseph Ham, De- 
cember 31, 1880, for damages caused by taking his land. 
The amount paid was $79,000. This was the only claim 
remaining unsettled except that of George Curtis. 


SoutH—Bay Dam. 


This dam was built for the Board of Health. The Board 
was directed, by an order passed by the City Council, July 
26, 1880, to abate a nuisance on that portion of the South- 
Bay flats between the New York & New England Railroad 
and Dorchester avenue north of Swett street, and the sum of 
$4,600 was appropriated for the purpose. 

A license was obtained from the Harbor and Land Com- 
missioners for the construction of a temporary dam from 
“Wales Island” to the embankment of the N.Y. & N.E. 
R.R. Plans and specifications were made for it, and the con- 
tract for the wood-work was awarded to F. G. Whitcomb, 
Oct. 1, 1880; the ballasting was awarded to C. H. Kd- 
* wards. 

The dam is 522 feet in length, with sluices 24 feet in 
length, and consists of a line of sheet-piling driven between 
two rows of spruce piles. The piles are driven in pairs 15 
feet apart, except at the sluices, where they are 6 feet apart 
measuring on the line ofthe dam. The sheet-piling is securely 
spiked near the top to a double line of spruce stringers, 
which are bolted to the piles with 1-inch diameter wrought- 
iron bolts. 


mh 
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The dam is ballasted on both sides. 

The top of it is at grade 5, with the sluices at grade 0. 

Its construction was commenced Oct. 4, and work upon 
it was stopped Noy. 26. 

Owing to the neglect of the contractor for the ballast to 
furnish it as rapidly as it was required a portion of the 
sluice-way, 35 feet in length, was carried away. The gap 
has been filled up to low water with heavy riprap, and, as 
soon as the weather permits, the work of closing it will be 
finished. 

The amount expended for the wood-work was $2, 680. 42; 
for the ballast, to Jan. 1, was $1,260.50. 

Total amount expended to Jan. 1, 1881, including con- 
struction, measurement of scows, etc., $4,048.92. 


IN GENERAL. 


A considerable amount of work of a miscellaneous char- 
acter has been done during the year. Under this head may 
be classed plans and estimates for a bridge, abutments, and 
retaining-walls at Mt. Hope Station, on the Boston and Provi- 
dence Railroad; plans for the improvement of Stony Brook 
in Brookside avenue, Ward 23; estimates for the extension 
of D street across the Old Colony Railroad ; measurement of 
stone for temporary dam at the Mill Dam sluices; supervi- 
sion of repairs on bridges in charge of Paving Department ; 
estimates and plans, involving a large amount of office-work, 
for a new bridge to Charlestown, ete., etc. 

In the draughting-room an unusually large amount of work 
of a miscellaneous character, consisting of copying, blue- 
printing, tracing, and revising plans, has been done, and esti- 
mates of cost have been made for bridges in the Back-Bay 
park, for a draw for the proposed Northern-avenue bridge, 
and designs for a new bridge to Charlestown. <A large num- 
ber of plans for work at the Improved Sewerage Pumping- 
Station; also plans and specifications for an iron bridge on 
Beacon street, and for an office and stable on Chelsea bridge, 
have been made. 

Detail plans for the iron bridge for the Broadway exten- 
sion are now in progress. 
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B.—WATER WORKS. 


Sudbury River Reservoirs. — During the first five months 
_ of the year 1880 the water in all the reservoirs remained at 
or near the crests of the dams, and for the greater portion of 
the time the water was wasting at the overflow of dam No. 
1. After August 1 the water-level of reservoir No. 1 slowly 
fell, until on the first of January, 1881, it ve 2.48 feet 
- below the top of the flash-boards. 

During the summer, owing to the presence of alge in 
reservoirs Nos. 1 and 3, the supply for the city was drawn 
mainly from reservoir No. 2, until. August 18, when the 
surface of that reservoir was 8.93 feet below the crest of the 
dam. From that time until the 2d of November the supply 
was drawn from reservoir No. 8, and on October 30 the 
water-level of this reservoir was 15.65 feet below the crest 
of the dam. Reservoir No. 2 meanwhile had filled to within 
24 feet of the top of the dam, and during the last two months 
of the year the supply was drawn from that reservoir. On 
the first of January, 1881, the surface of reservoir No. 2 
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was 5.70 feet below the crest of the dam, and reservoir 
No. 8 was 11.47 feet below the corresponding point. 

During the year 6,230,200,000 gallons have been drawn 
from the Sudbury-river works for the supply of the city as

Lake Cochituate. — On the first of January, 1880, the sur- 
face of Lake Cochituate was 7.86 ft. below high-water mark ; 
from Jan. 1 to May 1, the water was rising, standing Feb. 
1, 129.28; March 1, 132.00; April 1, 132.88, and May 1, 
134.10 above tide marsh level. During the month of May it — 
remained near this grade, and after July 1 it steadily fell, 
until, on Jan. 1, 188t, it was 125.62 above tide-marsh 
level, or 8.74 feet below high-water mark. 


Mystic Lake. — At the beginning of the year 1880, the 
water in Mystic Lake was 1.71 ft. above tide-marsh level, 
or 5.88 ft. above the conduit invert. Jan. 25 it had risen 
to 6.65 ft., and was allowed to waste at the outlet dam. 
The waste continued until April 28, and from May 1 to 12, 
since which time no water has passed over the dam. From 
the middle of May the surface of the lake fell, standing 
July 1, 3.26; Aug. 27, 1.50, or at the top of the conduit ; 
September 1, 1.34, and on October 1, 0.92. On the 3d 
of September the Water Board authorized the erection of 
pumping machinery at the lake, to raise the water into the 
conduit. 

The engines and pumps which were used at Lake Cochitu- 
ate in 1871 and 1874, for a similar purpose, were transported 
to Mystic Lake, and placed in position upon temporary plat- 
forms which had been built to receive them. October 2, 
as the conduit by gravitation would no longer furnish the 
supply, the pumps were started and were continued in oper- 
ation until the 17th of January, 1881. 

On the 25th of October the lake surface was 3.18 feet 
below tide-marsh level, or only one foot above the conduit 
invert; the lowest point ever reached. Jan. 1st it was 1.66 
feet below tide-marsh level. At the present time (Feb. 1) 
it is 0.41 ft. above tide-marsh level, or 6.59 ft. below high- 
water mark. -

From the above it appears that the daily average consump- 
tion from the Sudbury and Cochituate works has been 
26,500,000 gallons, an increase of 3.1 per cent. over that of 
1879; from the Mystic works 9,387,880 gallons, an increase 
of 5.7 per cent., and from the combined supplies 35,887,880 
gallons, an increase of 3.8 per cent. 

The total population of the territory supplied, which in- 
cludes, in addition to the city of Boston, the cities of Chel- 
sea and Somerville and the town of Everett, is about 412,000. 
The daily average consumption per head has, therefore, been 
about 87 gallons. 

Since October 12 East Boston has been supplied from the 
Sudbury and Cochituate works.

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East Boston HicuH—Srervice Works. 


On May 15, 1880, the Water Board was authorized to 
‘construct high-service works for the supply of a portion of 
East Boston. Contracts were immediately made for the 
pipes, and pumping-machinery required. Plans having been 
made for the pumping-station the work was contracted for, 
and, on the arrival of the pipes, the whole work was rapidly 
pushed. On the 12th of October it was so near completion 
that the works were put in operation, the supply being 
changed from Mystic to Sudbury and Cochituate. 

The works comprise 2 Worthington compound high- 
pressure pumps, together capable of raising 1,500,000 
gallons in 24 hours; 2 upright tubular boilers for supplying 
steam for the pumps, a check-valve with a by-pass and 
safety-valve for regulating the pressure upon the pipes, and 
about 7,500 feet of main pipe connecting with the former 
supply mains. 

The pumping-machinery is located in a neat wooden 
building, on Brooks street, in the reservoir lot, the supply for 
the pumps being taken from the 20-inch low-service main 
which supplies the district. 

The territory supplied is comprised in two districts, the 
“Eagle Hill” and “Belmont Square,” containing together 
about 850 buildings. The pumping-machinery was furnished 
by Tes: Worthington, of New York, for $8,400; the 
engine-house foundations and chimney were built by Fes- 
senden & Libby, of Charlestown, for $1,989.66; and the 
engine-house, by Herman Drake, of East Boston, at a cost of 
$2,205. The entire work has been-completed at a cost of 
$23,000. 


Forry—EIGHT—INcH MAIN. 


During the last session of the Legislature an act was 
passed, granting to the City of Boston the right to lay a new 
main from the Chestnut-Hill reservoir to the city, through 
the town of Brookline, and on March 20 an order was 
approved by the Mayor, authorizing the Water Board to 
expend $280,000 for the pipes and special castings required. 
In April contracts were made with the Warren Foundry & 
Machine Co., of Phillipsburg, N.J., and R. D. Wood & 
Co., of Philadelphia, for the pipes and special castings. In 
consequence of a fall in the price of iron the pipes were 
purchased for $40.95 per ton, or about $70,000 less than the 
amount appropriated. This amount has since been applied 
to defray the cost of laying the main, and the entire work 
will be completed within the first appropriation. 

The work of laying the pipes was commenced on June 
23, and at 12 M. of Nov. 29 water was supplied to the 
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: through the new main, direct from Chestnut-Hill reser- 
_yoir. The pressure throughout the city was immediately 
_ increased about 10 feet. 

A 30-inch main, to be charged to this appropriation, still 
remains to be laid in Francis street, to connect the 40-inch 
_ with the 30-inch and 36-inch mains, originally laid to supply 

the city, and it is expected that this connection will still 

further increase the head. 

The new main starts from the effluent gate-house, at 
Chestnut-Hill reservoir, and after connecting with a 48-inch 
pipe, which is laid around the reservoir from the terminal 
chamber of the Sudbury-river conduit,.it passes through Bea- 
con street to the junction of Brookline avenue, —a distance of 
16,300 feet, — where it connects with the 40-inch main from 
Brookline reservoir. At the junction of Harvard street, in 
Brookline, a branch has been put in for a contemplated con- 
nection with the Mystic works, and a gate is located in the 
main at this point. Gates to control the flow of the water 
have also been placed on the connection, at Chestnut-Hill 
reservoir and at Brookline avenue. Near St. Paul street, in 
Brookline, a section of the pipe line, 780 feet in length, is 
supported by a pile foundation, consisting of spruce piles 
driven in pairs, at distances apart of 5 feet crosswise, 

| and 6 feet lengthwise of the trench, and capped crosswise 
with 10-inch by 10-inch spruce caps, 8 feet long. 

The cost of the main was largely increased by the necessity 
of removing and relaying many of the water and gas pipes 
. in the town of Brookline. 

_ All of the work has been done by day’s labor, under the 
| direction of E. R. Jones, Superintendent of the Eastern 
Division of the Sudbury and Cochituate Department.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


_Exclusive of the new 48-inch main, about 9 miles of 
main pipe have been laid during the year, and 59 hydrants 
established by the Sudbury and Cochituate Department, and 
about 2 miles of the wrought-iron and cement pipe in the 
Charlestown District. have been replaced by eoated cast-iron 

ipe. 
; The plans of the pipe system have been corrected as usual, 
and a skeleton plan of the high-service system has been 
completed.

C.— ADDITIONAL SUPPLY. 
SupBURY—RIVER WoORKS. 


At the beginning of 1880 the whole system of the Sud- 
bury-river Works, although not entirely completed in all its 
: details, was in practical working order. The last contracts, 
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four in number, were finally completed in.the early part of the 
year: three of them were for the gate-houses connected with 
each of the dams; the other for the erection of a foot-bridge 
with flash-boards on the crest of dam No. 2. <A consider- 
able amount of minor work was also done by day’s labor, under 
the direction of this' department, to complete the dams and 
reservoirs, and to improve their borders. At dam No. 2 the 
impervious hearting of the embankment was extended several 
hundred feet on the high grounds, near the farm buildings of 
Jos. A. Merriam, by means of sheet piling and by puddling. 
The local engineering force, reduced to three assistants after 
the month of March, «and subsequently to one, was entirely 
dispensed with in October. It had charge of the work of 
construction, of the maintenance of the portion of the works 
above the main gate-house in Farm Pond, and also com- 
pleted the final records of the entire work. 

On the 24th of September the following letter, which ex- 
plains itself, was sent to the Water Board :— | 


LEONARD R. Cutter, EsQ., Chairman of Boston Water Board:— . 


Dear Sir, — The work of building the Sudbury-river conduit, and the 
three basins authorized by the City Council, is, so far as this department 
is concerned, completed, and any further expenses on this work, except 
settlement of outstanding claims, should be, in my opinion, charged to 
maintenance, and not to construction.

And on October 15th, in accordance with a vote of the 
Water Board, the portion of the work left in charge of this 
department was transferred to the Superintendent of the 
Western Division of the Sudbury and Cochitwate Works. 

As this transfer closes the construction period of the Sud- 
bury-river works, as they were contemplated in the original 
estimates, it may not be out of place to recall the principal 
data of this important scheme. 

In 1871 and 1872 Sudbury river was selected as the new 
source of water-supply for Boston. The reservoirs for the 
storage of its waters, and the conduit through which they 
were to be conveyed from Farm pond to Chestnut-Hill 
reservoir, were located, and plans were made for the build- 
ing of these structures. 

In 1872, also, temporary works were built to connect at 
once Sudbury river with Lake Cochituate. 

In 1873 the first contract was let for a portion of the con- 
duit (the tunnel in Newton) ; but, owing to new investiga- 
tions ordered by the City Council in the latter part of 1873 
and in 1874, to ascertain whether Sudbury river was the 
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best source of supply, no other work was undertaken until 
_ the beginning of 1875. 

_ The main portion of the conduit, commenced in 1875, was 

finished in 1877, and put in practical use early in 1878. 

_ The three dams and reservoirs were commenced in 1876. 
Reservoir No. 3 was filled for the first time in December, 
1878; Reservoir No. 1, and also No. 2, in 1879. 

During the progress of construction the original design 
was followed with but few changes; some important addi- 
tions were made, but the cost of the whole work has been 
kept inside of the first estimates. 

On October 1, 1880, the total cost of the works of “addi- 
tional supply ” was $5, 234, 678.02. 

The water damages, not included in the original estimates, 
amounted to $543, 90.64, 

Although the jinal completion of the “additional supply” 
is so recent, it will be remembered that, as early as 1872, 
the water from Sudbury river was used for replenishing 
Lake Cochituate, and that, from the beginning of 1875, a 
large proportion of the general supply has been taken from 
the new source. This proportion has increased every year 
at such a rate that the present supply taken from the river 
has reached the limit of capacity for which the present reser- 
voirs were intended. 

When Sudbury river was reported upon for the first time 
(City Document No. 29, 1873) it was shown that no less 
than eight storage basins would be necessary to develop its 
full resources. ‘The conduits, and all their appertaining 
structures, are built in proportion with the ultimate capacity 
of the supply; but it was not advisable to build at once all 
the contemplated reservoirs. The consumption of the city 
being then about 19,000,000 gallons per day, it was decided 
to build three storage reservoirs only, and to postpone the 
construction of others until the increasing wants of the 
city should require them. | 

Now, with an average daily consumption for 1880 of 
26,500,000 gallons, which during the severe weather of this 
winter has occasionally reached a maximum of more than 
40,000,000 gallons per day, the time has already come to 
provide additional storage. This necessity has been forcibly 
illustrated by the condition of the supply for the last year, 
during which the rainfall has been exceptionally small, and 
the drought unusually severe. 

Thus it happens that almost at the same time that the 
original works are reported as finally completed, a new ap- 
propriation of $55,000 has been made for the purchase of 
land and for the investigations necessary for an additional 
storage reservoir. 
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Owing to the severity of the season surveys cannot be 
prosecuted to any advantage at present; but borings are 
being made to ascertain as soon as possible the best location 
for a new dam, and the nature of the ground in which its 
foundations are to be established. When the necessary in- 
formation is obtained the work of construction should be 
commenced and prosecuted without delay. 

The extension of the storage system is not likely to be 
limited to this structure for any length of time. Unless 
some method is adopted ‘for reducing the waste of water, 
still larger storage facilities must be provided in the near — 
future to accommodate, in a dry year, the constantly increas- 
ing consumption.

D.— IMPROVED SEWERAGE, | 


A general description of this system, accompanied by a 
map and plates, showing sections of the sewers, and elevation 
and plan of the Leavitt pumping-engines, was given in the 
last annual report. 

The Leavitt engines, which are being built under a con- 
tract by the Quintard Iron Works, of New York, are ina 
forward state of completion; but will not be finished in the 
contract time. Payments on account of these engines to 
the amount of $160,569.62 have been made, and material of 
the value of $65,005.45 has been delivered at Old Harbor 
Point, where the contractor has erected a storehouse and 
machine-shop for temporary use. 

Negotiations with Mr. Corliss for the building of two 
pumping-engines, from his own designs, after having been 
carried on by the committee at intervals during the year 
without attaining a satisfactory result, were finally closed on 
December 23, 1880. A contract was made with the success- 
ors of Mr. Henry R. Worthington, of New York, on Decem- 
ber 30, 1880, for two pumping-engines of the Worthington 
Duplex type, to take the place of the Corliss engines. Each 
of the engines is to be of sufficient capacity to raise 25,000,- 
000 U.S. gallons of sewage in twenty-four hours to a 
maximum height of 43 feet. The contract price for the two 
engines is $90,000; but no payment is to be made until they 
are in running order at the pumping-station, and have passed 
a satisfactory test by the city. 

A contract was made October 11, 1880, with Messrs. Ken- 
dall & Roberts, of Cambridgeport, for building, and erecting 
at the pumping-station, two steel boilers to furnish steam for 
the Leavitt engines. 

These boilers are of the horizontal fire-box tubular form, 31 
feet, 9} inches long over all, and of a mean diameter of 6 feet 8 
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inches in the cylindrical portions. Each boiler has two fire- 


boxes, 3 feet 6 inches wide at the bottom, 5 feet 2 inches high, 

and 11 feet long, connecting with a Sn UReon chamber 4 feet 
long. The steel in the outer tad is 7% inch, and in the fire- 
boxes and combustion chamber, ;5, inch thick: Each boiler 
contains 132 lap-welded wrought-iron tubes, 3-inch external 
diameter and 15 feet 1 inch lone. The internal bracing of 
the boilers consists of knee-braces, screw-stays, and rods, all 
of Ulster iron. The boilers are connected to a steam drun,. 
2 feet in diameter by 14 feet 6 inches long, made of steel 
3’; inch thick. 

The fire-box ends of the boilers rest upon cast-iron ash- 
pits, and the cylindrical portions are supported by cast-iron 
eradles, three to each boiler. ‘The boilers are provided with 
the necessary hand and man holes, satety-valves, blow-off 
pipes, etc. 

The feed-punips for the boilers are two in number, of the 
Worthington Duplex pattern, 6 inches X 3} inches X 6 inches, 
their suction-pipes being connected with a small water-heater, 
into which their exhaust steam, and that of the cold-water 
pumps for the Leavitt engines, is led. 

The feed water is to be led through brass pipes, either 
direct to each boiler, or through a heater composed of 80 
seamless brass tubes, 2} inches inside diameter, and 14 feet 
10 inches long between connecting beams, which is placed 
inside of the smoke-flue leading from the boilers to the 
chimney. 

After erection the boilers are-to be covered with a lag- 
ging of non-conducting material. 

Samples of the steel and iron used in the boilers were 
tested at the U.S. Arsenal at Watertown, Mass., and satis- 
factory results obtained. 

The boilers are completed, but not yet delivered at the 
pumping-station. The contract price, including feed-pumps, 


- heater, and all other appurtenances, was $19, 950, 


The sum expended to January 1, 1881, chargeable to the 
appropriation for “ Improved Sew erage,” i is $866, 374.47. 

Extracts from the report of Mr. E. C. Clarke, principal 
assistant engineer on the improved sewerage system, showing 
the progress of the work, and other information in relation 
to it, are appended. 


EXTRACTS FROM MR. CLARKE’S REPORT. 


Herewith is submitted a report of work done and progress made in 
constructing, the new system of sewerage, from Jan. 1, 1880, to Jan. 1, 
1881.

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SECTION 4, Main SEWER. 


1,121 feet of this sewer, 9 feet in diameter, were built during the 
year. For nearly the whole distance a simple 12-inch ring of brick- 
work, founded on the clay, proved to be sufficiently stable. In passing 
the large gas-holder of the Boston Gas-Light Company a leak into the 
trench, from the well of the holder, caused some apprehension, but was 
stopped before causing damage. As a precaution, in passing within 35 feet 
of the holder of the Roxbury Gas Company, 4-inch, tongued and grooved, 
sheet planks were driven, and the trench back-filled, to the crown of the 
sewer arch, with concrete. No especial obstacles were encountered 
until the site of the old Roxbury canal, recently filled by the city, was 
reached. Here an influx of tide-water, along the loose walls of the 
canal, occasioned much trouble and delay. The sheet planks were 
backed with clay without success, and the walls had finally to be cut off 
by several dams, made of double rows of planking, filled with puddled 
clay. ‘The contractor spent five months in contending with these diffi- 
culties, and, just as they seemed to be surmounted, the inclemency of the 
season obliged him to suspend operations for the winter. About 180 
feet remain to be built, and it is hoped that this work can be accom- ~ 
plished early in the spring; thus completing the last gap in the main 
sewer, from its beginning at Huntington avenue to its end at old Harbor 
Point. A side-entrance and boat-chamber have been built on this section, 
at the corner of East Chester Park and Swett street, to afford convenient 
facilities for visiting the sewer. |

SECTION 44, MAIN SEWER. 


This section, work on which began August 1, 1879, was completed in 
October, 1880. It was built by the city, under the superintendence of Mr. 
H. A. Carson, and the method of its construction was described in last 
year’s report. It was designed to withstand slight movements, and, as 
none of moment have been noticed in the filling which surrounds it, is 
believed to maintain its shape and grade. 


SECTION 5, MAIN SEWER. 


On this section work progressed slowly during the year. No diffi- 
culties were encountered in building the sewer at either end of the sec- 
tion, where it was in open cut, although expensive precautions were 
required in passing under the Old Colony Railroad tracks. About 1,900 
feet of the middle of the section were built by tunnelling through con- 
glomerate rock and coarse sand. ‘The rock, where it surrounded the 
tunnel, presented no serious obstacle ; but the sand tended to run into the 
excavation, and required close sheeting and heavy bracing to support it. 
For several hundred feet the sewer grade was near the surface of the 
ledge, and the latter, being very irregular and covered with boulders, 
tunnelling operations at this point were attended with considerable diffi- 
culty; several caves occurred, and the rate of progress was very slow. 
For a length of 160 feet the ground was opened from the top, and the 
sewer built in a trench about 45 feet deep. 

Finally, on October 25, 1880, the contractors, having become finan- 
cially embarrassed, notified the committee of their inability to complete 
the work, and definitely abandoned it. ‘The city at once took possession, 
and completed the short distance that remained. . Although the tunnel 
had been well built, for that class of masonry, it was found to leak con- 
siderably in places, after the pumps had been removed from their wells, 
and the water-table rose above the sewer. ‘These leaks, however, 
could be successfully calked. The process consisted in raking out a joint, 
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where a leak occurred, to the full depth of the brick, and driving in 
eet lead for half the depth, the remainder being filled with cement. 

_ The whole section is now complete, except a little more calking, and 
‘the building of the upper portion of one manhole. | 


SECTION 6, MAIN SEWER. 


Although the whole of this sewer was built prior to 1880, it was found, 

_as stated in the last report, that for about 150 feet of it the side-walls 
had spread somewhat, and the crown flattened, necessitating repairs. 
Although even this portion was probably stable, it was not considered 
wise to establish a precedent of accepting any imperfect work. The 
contractor was accordingly directed, January 30, 1880, to reconstruct 
the sewer arch at this point, and, on his declining to do so, the work 
_ was relet, under provisions of the contract, to J. V. Quackenbush. The 
trench was reopened, the sewer uncovered, and its arch broken down 
with sledges. It was found that the 12-inch Akron pipe, extending 
under the sewer, to facilitate drainage during construction, was broken at 
_ this point, and the water from it, accumulated from 4,000 feet of trench, 
_ found an outlet and poured over the side of the invert. This water was 
_ controlled by pumps, but was found to have washed out a ogres of 
- sand, causing a considerable cavity under the sewer platform. Five 
holes, 10 feet apart on centres, were made through the bottom of the 
sewer, and 3-inch wrought-iron gas-pipes inserted in them. Two of 
these pipes were about 30 feet long, and three others, for vents, were 5 
feet long. Constant streams of grout, made from 47 casks of neat, 
aber Portland cement, were forced under a 25-feet head, 
ugh the long pipes into the cavity, till it was filled, as shown by 

the cement rising in the short pipes. The grout hardened satisfactorily, 
and furnished a secure foundation. Special ribs were cut to fit the 
invert, which was again covered. The section, thus completed, is in 


good condition. 


SEcTION 3, SoutTH Bost@n INTERCEPTING SEWER. 


This section was completed in December, 1880. No especial difficul- 
ties were encountered in building it, and the work is, on the whole, sat- 
isfactory. A regulating chamber, similar to that shown on the plan, is 
placed in the line of the sewer, near Kemp street, to control the amount of 
rain from the whole of South Boston to be admitted to the main sewer. 
An iron flushing-gate is also provided for this section, and where the 
north and south branches of the South Boston sewer come together they 
unite in a bell-mouth connection-chamber. 


Section 4, SoutH Boston INTERCEPTING SEWER. 


Nothing worthy of note occurred in building this section until October 

___-25, 1880, when the contractors, the same as for Section 5, main sewes, 
‘ abandoned the work. The city at once assumed control, and appointed 
Mr. C. F. Gilman superintendent, under whom the sewer was com- 
pleted. The amount of water met with occasioned some difficulty, but 
sound work was obtained. An iron flushing-gate is included among the 
appurtenances to this section. 


SecTion 2, Stony BROOK INTERCEPTING SEWER. 


Work on this section was begun early in June, 1880. It is built by 
the city, with Mr. H. A. Carson as superintendent. The section consists © 
of several branches, radiating from the upper end of Section 1, at the 
corner of Cabot and Ruggles streets, and is intended to intercept the 
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whole of the sewage now discharging through various outlets into 
Stony Brook. The main branch, 44 feet in diameter, mainly in Hamp- 
shire street, is about 1,700 feet long, and takes the sewage entering 
the brook through the Elmwood and Hampshire street outlets. It 
passes twice under the brook, low enough to preserve its regular grade 
and shape. ‘The other branches are built just large enough to enter 
conveniently, being 2 by 3 feet, egg-shaped, with the smaller end 
down. ‘Two of these also cross under the brook, at Tremont street and 
at Ruggles street. 

All the branches unite in a three-way bell-mouth chamber, whence 
the sewage will pass through.the regulating chamber shown in the plan. 
As will be seen, the apparatus is very simple, and consists of stop- 
planks, closing the sewer from its top down to about the ordinary flow 
line, the sewer below the planks being lined with a cast-iron gate-frame 
or seat, curved to fit the invert, and also vertically to correspond with 
the plane of motion of the cast-iron gate which plays up and down in 
front of it. The gate is held by 2 cast-iron arms, pivoted by a 3- 
inch wrought-iron shaft in 2 bearings, and connected by vertical arms 
at their ends to a 3-inch square bar. To the ends of’ this bar are 
connected two boiler-plate floats, placed in wells on either side of the 
sewer. To avoid disturbance to the motion of the floats by waves, 
caused by the rush of sewage under the gate, water is brought to the 
wells through a 5-inch pipe, as shown, from a point 50 feet below the 

ate. 

5 The city sewers are connected with the intercepting sewers by short 
branches, from 12 to 24 inches in diameter, starting from sump-holes 
in the former. Into these sump-holes the amount of sewage to be taken 
will fall, and over them will flow the excess of rain to be wasted. The 
immediate inlet, at the bottom of the sump, consists of a short section 
of iron pipe, with an iron flap valve hinged over it, the latter being 
closed if there is need of emptying the collector. , 

As the city sewers, intercepted by this section, although below the 
level.of high-water, are not provided with tide-gates, it will be neces- 
sary to provide a double set for each. 


PUMPING-STATION SEWERS. 


These comprise 97 feet of 103-feet sewer, extending from the end of 
Section 6, main sewer, to the filth-hoist, and a pair of 9-feet sewers, 
235 feet long in all, leading from the same structure to the galleries 
connected with the pump-wells on either side of the engine-house. They 
were built by Mr. 8S. H. Tarbell, superintendent for the city. A salt- 
water well, and the beginning of a 54-feet sewer from it, have also been 
constructed at this point, for the purpose of bringing sea-water to the 
pumps, should a sufficient quantity of sewage not be supplied by the 
main sewer. 


. PUMPING-STATION AND FitTH-—HOIstT. 


The filth-hoist has been completed to grade 16, except setting the 
cages, machinery, and some other iron-work. The sewers, where they 
connect with it, have granite voussoirs cut to form bell-shaped groins. 
The 4 gate-openings are formed of large granite blocks, faced with 
6-cut work. The outside walls are of granite, and the division walls 
of brick. The depth of the structure below the surface of the ground 
is about 30 feet. 

The foundation walls of the engine-house are also completed to grade 
16.5. These walls, aggregating about 340 feet in length, are 37.5 feet 
high, and 9 feet thick at the bottom, where they rest on 24 inches of 
timber platform. They are built of granite, and although called rubble 
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masonry, yet, owing to the sizes and shapes of the stones used, and the 
care taken in selecting and laying them, resemble more nearly a fair 
wages roughly coursed block-stone work. Two of the engine piers 
are wholly, and 2 others partially, completed, including the setting of 
eut-stones and iron-work imbedded in the masonry. 213 cut-stones, 
besides those dressed on the ground, were furnished by the Cape Ann 
Granite Co., under a contract dated March, 1880. The same company 
also furnished 70 stones for the filth-hoist. 
Considerable delay in building the engine piers was occasioned by an 
uncertainty as to the character of 2 of the engines which were to rest 
on them. This doubt having been removed, the work will be pushed 
rapidly to completion. A portion of the site of the engine-house has 
been roofed in to permit the laying of masonry during the winter. 

In May, 1880, a contract for 4,000,000 bricks, to be used in con- 
structing the engine foundations and Dorchester Bay Tunnel, was con- 
cluded with Messrs. Stoddard & Hellier, of Bangor, Me., and over 
2,000,000 of them have been already delivered, and are housed under a 
temporary wooden structure. Various offices, store-houses, cement and 
tool-sheds and workshops have been built in the vicinity of the engine- 
house. The foundations for the boiler-house are also completed. 

A large portion of the 2 pumping-engines, ordered from the Quin- 
tard Iron Works, of New York, has already been delivered, and is on 
the ground. It is cared for by the contractors, by whom the engines 
are also to be erected. 


SECTION 1, OUTFALL SEWER. 


As a preliminary to building this section, which consists of an elevated 
double sewer, extending about 1,200 feet, from near the engine-house, 
out to the west tunnel-shaft, it was necessary to construct a pier to sup- 
port the sewers. The work of building this pier, called Old Harbor 

ier, was awarded by contract, March 8, 1880, to Messrs. Edwards, 

erry, G. H. Cavanagh, J. Cavanagh, and Sylvester. The work cov- 
ered by the contract consists of a gravel pier about 1,200 feet long, pro- 
tected on its sea side by a riprap embankment, ballasted with broken 
stones and oyster-shells, and on its landward slope by layers of ballast 
and riprap ,and terminated at its easterly end beyond the shaft by a 
sea-wall of cut-stone masonry, resting on a pile foundation, 

In the riprap embankment there has been placed 27,096 tons of large 

stones, and 6,579 yards of ballast, and it is nearly finished ; 80,219 yards 
of gravel filling are in place. The gravel has been obtained by dredg- 
ing, and is dumped from scows near the end of the pier, whence it 1s 
raised and placed in cars by a dipper-dredge, a small engine hauling 
the cars to the proper places for dumping. A portion of the piles for 
the sea-wall foundation are driven, and the stones for the wall itself are 
cut and on the ground. 
This work was stopped, on account of ice in the bay, Jan. 7, 1881, but 
will be renewed as soon as the season permits. 


SECTION 2, OUTFALL SEWER. 


On this section, commonly called Dorchester Bay Tunnel, some diffi- 
culties incidental to such work have been encountered, but none of a 
serious nature, nor any that might not have been anticipated. On the 
whole it may be said that the developments are quite as favorable as 
were expected when the work was decided on. At the beginning of 
last year the contractor, Mr. Malone, was engaged in sinking two of the 
three shafts, and the third was begun soon after. Atthe east and middle 
shafts the iron cylinders, which form their upper portions, were forced 
down to the rock at depths below the surface of the ground, of 21 and 
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38 feet respectively. These shafts were continued in the rock, to and 
below the grade line of the tunnel, which is established about 142 feet 
below the elevation of city base or mean’ low water. Excavating for 
the tunnel, from these shafts, has progressed steadily, with two short 
interruptions, and, at these points, nearly 2,000 linear feet are now ready 
to receive the brick lining. 

From the end of the inclined portion of tunnel, situated midway 
across Squantum neck, a heading was driven downwards for about 400 
feet and then stopped, owing to the difficulty and expense of removing 
the water which accumulated at its face. The remainder of the incline 
will be completed from the east shaft, and less than 100 feet of it remain 
to be excavated. ‘The rock met, thus far, has consisted almost entirely 
of slate, of different degrees of hardness, penetrated with planes of 
bedding and cleavage, which renders it easy to work. Contrary to ex- 
pectation, very few layers of conglomerate have been found, which 
fact is favorable to the rapid prosecution of the work. The rock yields 
no more water than was to be expected, the maximum quantity to be dis- 
posed of at present, at any shaft, being about 12,000 gallons an hour. 
Pumping machinery of insufficient capacity, provided at the outset, 
caused some delay. At the east shaft a failure of the pumps, Aug. 20, 
1880, allowed the drifts and shaft to fill with water, which, after several 
trials, was pumped out again and controlled October 21. Work at the 
middte shaft was stopped about Aug, 20, until a new and larger pump 
could be obtained ; but the water was kept down in the interval. 

At the west shaft it was not expected that the cylinder could be driven 
to the rock. By weighting it with about 180 tons of iron dross, it was 
finally forced aera into the clay to a depth of about 60 feet below the 
surface of the ground. Below this point a square shaft was excavated, 
with great ease, in plastic clay, penetrated with occasional veins of fine 
sand, but yielding little water, and was rather hastily timbered. Just 
above the rock was encountered a bed of grayel and hard-pan, bringing 
water at the rate of about 10,000 gallons an hour. At this time move- 
ments were observed in the lining of the shaft, and the timbers, on one 
side, near its bottom, bulged in. It was not considered safe to allow the 
shaft to remain in this condition, and about 40 feet of it were retimbered, 
the old sticks being cut out with chisels. This work was accomplished, 
but not without great difficulty. Although the quantity of water was 
not great, the cramped dimensions of the shaft afforded little room for 
the pumps, or opportunity for supporting them. ‘To counteract a down- 
ward pressure exerted by the clay upon the lower part of the shaft-lining, 
a portion of it was suspended from the cylinder above by iron bars, and, 
on these breaking, by heavy wire cables. After the shaft had been re- 
timbered, it was sunk to grade through the rock, and 14 feet of tunnel 
excavated. At this time, August 3, 1880, a failure of the pumps allowed 
the shaft to fill before they could be removed. It was pumped out again 
on Noy. 9 and 22, by means of a special, upright, sinking-pump, sus- 
pended from above, and, although maintained on each occasion for a 
short time, was finally lost through some failure of the pump. Nothing 
further was done at this point till January 17, 1881, when the shaft was 
again cleared of water, anew pump set in position, and the work of 
excavation resumed. 

In giving lines for the tunnel, instruments designed by the engineers 
are used, by means of which a beam of light from the heading is reflected 
from the bottom of the shaft to a transit at its top. 

Three casualties, resulting in death, have occurred in connection with 
the work; but in no case, as is believed, through negligence on the part 
of the contractor. One man fell down the middle shaft; another was 
crushed by a car falling on him; anda third, not employed by the con- 
tractor, was killed while unloading coal. 

In detail, the tunnel excavation, completed Jan. 1, 1881, is as follows:

SECTION 3, OUTFALL SEWER AND Moon ISLAND RESERVOIR. 


The contract for constructing this section was awarded, April 20, 1880, 
to William ©. Poland & Son, of Boston. The contractors began about 
May 1 the preliminary work of constructing offices, sheds, barns, and a 
wharf, and on May 17th the building of the embankment for the sewer’ 
was commenced. A portion of this embankment, which extends oppo- 
site the reservoir and from Moon Island to Squantum, has been raised to 
: Aw 16, and the whole of it is as high as grade 6. Parts of it are also 
_ballasted and riprapped. 

The lower portion of the embankment is formed of dredged material ; 
the upper of gravel dug from or near the reservoir site. The gravel 
has been moved by carts; but the haul being now too long to make this 

_ economical, the contractor has built a pile trestle the whole length of the 
embankment, and intends to use steam power in the future. In all,. 
nearly 150,000 cubie yards of material have been put into the embank- 
ment, of which 54,000 were excavated from the site of the reservoir. 

Two hundred linear feet of the sewer have been constructed at its 
westerly end, on Squantum neck. 

For a short time during the last summer some annoyance was experi- 
enced in prosecuting the work on this section through an attempt by outside 
parties to prevent access to the work by closing all approaches to it. The city 
employés were obliged to remove barriers erected against them, and, an 
_ injunction restraining them from maintaining a free passage having been 
_ refused by the Supreme Court, no further trouble was experienced. As 

a precaution, however, a right of way from a public road to the sewer 
_ line was taken by the city, under the act authorizing the construction of 
the works. 

Work on this section ceased Dec. 28, on account of the inclemency of 
the season, but, it is hoped, will be soon resumed. 


OFFICE AND OTHER WORK. 


In addition to the above, in compliance with the terms under which 
the city obtained the right of way for building Section 3, South Boston 
_Intercepting Sewer, a road-way has been graded over Hyde street, Wash- 

m avenue, and Von Hillern street. A contract for doing this was 
awarded, Feb. 28, 1880, to Charles Linehan. ‘The gravel filling is brought 
_ by the Old Colony Railroad Company from a bank at Quincy, where it is 
measured by the city. About 22,000 cubic yards have been already de- 
___ livered, and the work is nearly completed. 
x To provide an approach for colliers and other vessels, from the ship 
___ @hannel in Dorchesser Bay to the city’s wharf at Old Harbor Point, a 
Ps contract was conclvded, April 20, 1880, with the Old Harbor Pier Com- 
‘ y, for dredging a navigable channel, about 2,200 feet long, 12 feet 
i eep at low water and about 100 feet wide on top. 69,000 yards of 
’ material have been already removed, which comprises the bulk of the 

work contemplated. 
' Early in January, 1880, Mr. Malone, the contractor for Dorchester 
. Bay Tunnel, desired, in order to facilitate his work on the tunnel, to ex- 
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cavate the open cut for Section 3, Outfall Sewer, on Squantum neck, 
adjoining the east portal of the tunnel. 

As his terms offered were favorable, being one dollar a yard for rock 
excavation, and twenty-five cents a yard for earth, a contract with him 
was signed Jan. 18, 1880, and the trench, for its length of 600 feet, is 
now excavated to its proper size and grade. 

The engineering force has been employed, as in previous years, in 
making surveys, giving lines and grades, making calculations, measure- 
ments, and estimates, and in superintending construction. All contract 
work has been constantly watched by competent inspectors, and force 
accounts have been kept of all labor employed. 

The difficulty of reaching portions of the work from the city led, in 
May, 1880, to the establishment of an engineering party, under Mr. F. 
P. Stearns, at Squantum, where an office was hired for them. This 
party takes charge of Dorchester Bay Tunnel and Section 3, Outfall 
Sewer and Moon Island Reservoir. 

Several hundred light rod borings have been made during the year, 
principally in the vicinity of Moon Island. 

A supplementary series of float experiments were made, at different 
stages of the tide, from Moon Island, and their result confirmed the 
previous decision as to the proper place for the sewer outlet. 

The testing of cement bought by the city or by contractors has con- 
stituted, as heretofore, an important, if minor department of office-work. 
During the year 8,575 tests in all have been made, including 2,700 for 
experimental purposes. The best result of this rigid testing of cement is 
that little of inferior quality is now offered. Of 17,906 casks examined 
last year, but 516 were rejected. 

From one to three draughtsmen have been constantly employed in the 
office, making record and working plans, and a clerk is employed to 
keep a set of account-books, and to perform other incidental office duties. 


E. — PARKS. 


The report of the Park Commissioners (City Doc. No. 
12, 1881) gives a general statement of work now in progress 
on the Back-Bay park; but as a more particular statement 
and description of the portions of it under the supervision 
of this department may be of value for future reference, 
the following synopsis is given : — 


GENERAL Work, FILLING, ETC. 


In January a new channel for Muddy river was exca- 
vated through the marsh near the easterly side of the park. 
This channel, together with the culvert previously built 
through the road-way across Muddy river, near the Hun- 
tington entrance, provided for the flow of water in both 
Muddy river and the old channel of Stony Brook, so that it 
was possible to continue the construction of the boundary 
road between Huntington and Parker Hill entrances with- 
out injury to private parties. ‘The fillmg by carts was con- 
tinued on this road during the winter and ea:ly spring, under 
direction of the superintendent appointed by the Park Com- 
missioners. The Health Department was allowed to dump 
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: ashes, etc., within the park limits, until about the first of 


July. 

The contract for filling the roadway on the westerly side 
of the park, made with the Boston and Albany Railroad Com- 
pany June 20, 1879, was continued in force by a supple- 
mentary contract, dated January 28, 1880, which provided 
for the filling of the site for the Boylston-street bridge over 
the park water-way. ‘The price paid for the additional filling 
was $3.25 per square. 

The extended contract was completed March 29, 1880, 
the total amount deposited being 24,176 squares, at $3.45, 
and 5,800 squares, at $3.25. The total number of car-loads 
was 70,425. The gravel was brought from the company’s 
bank at Weston, about 10 miles from the park. 

June 1, 1880, a contract was made with the Boston and 
Albany Railroad Company, for the filling of the boundary 
road from the point near Longwood entrance, to which it 
was filled under the previous contract, to the Huntington 
entrance. This work was begun July 1, and is now nearly 
completed ; 30,981 car-loads of gravel have been delivered 
underthis contract, amounting to 12,197 squares. The 
contract price is $3.45 per square. 

November 4, 1880, a supplementary contract was made 
to provide for the filling of the portion of the park roadway 
between the Huntington entrance and Boylston street. The 
price to be paid is $3.20 per square. 

Huntington entrance has been partially filled with surplus 
earth from the Sewer-Department excavations on the im- 
provement of the channel of Stony Brook, and also with 
surplus earth from the excavations on the Improved Sewer- 


age system, on Hampshire and Ruggles streets. The number 


of cart-loads deposited by the Sewer Department, to De- 


cember 31, was 21,702, and by the Improved Sewerage 
Department, 2,370. These quantities are the net amounts 
left after the- deduction of the loads which were exchanged 
for sand. For an account of the filling of the Beacon. en- 
trance see “ Commonwealth-Avenue Extension.” 

Tallymen are employed, who keep an account of the num- 


ber of cars removed from the different gravel-banks for the 


contract work, and also the number delivered on the work. 


BoyYLsSTON-STREET ARCH BRIDGE. 


At a distance of about 300 feet southwardly from the 
Boston and Albany Railroad the park pond is to be crossed 
by an elliptical arch bridge, which is on the extension of 
Boylston street, through the park. The water-way is nar- 
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rowed at this point to a width of 60 feet, and the arch which 
spans it is intended by Mr. Olmsted, the landscape, and 
Mr. Richardson, the consulting, architect of the Park Com- 
missioners, to be the most prominent feature of the park. 

The bridge is to have a width at the westerly end of about | 
141 feet, and at the easterly end of about 111 feet. The. 
arch which forms the bridge will be straight at the southerly 
end and askew at the northerly end. The span is to be 60 
feet at right angles to the water-way, but at the skew end 
the span at the face of the arch is 67 feet; the rise is to be 18 
feet, measured from the water line or grade 8. The abut- 
ments, spandrel walls, and faces of the arch will be granite ; 
the intermediate portions will be brick. 

A contract for building the foundations and abutments for 
the arch was made, Sept. 28, 1880, with Mr. Isaac A. Syl- 
vester, of Newton, the contract price being $38,647. Before 
the plans and specifications for the work were completed a 
careful examination, by means of soundings and borings, 
was made of the materials composing the substrata at the 
point of location. 

The result of this examination, which was supplemented by 
driving trial piles, while it indicated unmistakably the practi- 
cability of and necessity for a pile and platform foundation 
for the westerly abutment, was not so positive with regard 
to the foundation for the easterly abutment. The substratum 
into which the piles will have to be driven for the easterly 
abutment is a very compact sand, and, as the number of piles 
required is very large, it was thought somewhat doubtful if 
they could be driven into the material; provision has there- 
fore been made in the contract for substituting a foundation 
of hydraulic cement concrete. : 

The foundation for the east abutment is to consist of rows 
of spruce piles, 24 feet apart, each row capped with 10 « 12 
inches hard-pine timber, with the spaces between the caps 
and around the heads of the piles filled to a depth of 2 feet 
with hydraulic cement concrete. A flooring of spruce tim- 
bers, 6 inches in thickness, is to cover the caps, and form the 
platform from which the masonry is to start. The masonry 
for each abutment will be 16 feet in width at the bottom, 
and 6 feet 6 inches in width at the top, and will consist of 
5 courses of cut stones, with inclined beds and builds, 
except the beds of the lowest course, which will be horizontal. 
The arch practically commences at the platform; but the 
masonry now under contract will not be seen above the usual 
water-line, and has therefore been considered, for convenience 
of description, as forming abutments. 

The season was so far advanced at the time the contract 
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was closed, that not much progress has been made in con- 
struction. The coffer-dam to enclose the foundations is, 
however, nearly completed ; 7,000 cubic yards of excavation 
have been made, and 236 cubic yards of cut stone delivered. 
The work will be actively prosecuted as soon as the season 
opens, and it is hoped will be completed in time to commence 
the arch by the middle of the year. 


CovERED CHANNEL OF Stony Brook. 


Under this head is included a covered conduit extending 
from Charles river across Beacon street, and through the 
50-feet street on the easterly side of the Beacon entrance, to 
the roadway on the sdutherly side of the railroad, thence 
- following the roadway to a gate-chamber situated on the 
border of the Park pond, near rly opposite to the Huntington 
entrance. The gate-chamber is to form the connection 
between the conduit, the Park pond, and the extension of 
the present Stony-Brook channel, now terminating at Parker 
street. 

The extension of the Stony-Brook channel to the gate- 
chamber will consist of two arched water-ways of practically 
the same section as the ones with which they are to connect. 

The conduit from Charles river to the gate-chamber is 
3,520 feet long, and 7 feet 2 inches internal diameter. It is 
built of spruce planks, 2 inches in thickness and 8 inches in 
width, thoroughly trenailed together, and every fourth plank 
is wedge-shaped, to give the conduit its circular form. 
About 1,700 feet of it are now completed. If deemed 
advisable, after completion it can be lined with an inch of 
concrete, as it is 2 inches larger in diameter than at first 
contemplated. 

The gate-chamber substructure will be built of rubble 
granite, with brick inverts, and of cut-stone for all gate- 
openings and for a portion of the flooring. 

Plans and sections of this structure are shown on the 
accompanying plates, which also show the dimensions of the 
water-ways forming the extension to Parker street. 

These water-ways are 324 feet long, and will have stone 
side walls with brick arches and linings laid in cement, the 
whole structure having a pile platform foundation. 

All of the work upon these structures is being done by 
day’s labor, under the immediate supervision of Mr. Howard 
A. Carson. The machinery invented by him is used for 
making the excavations, and proves both efficient and eco- 
nomical. The right to use this machinery in all the city 
departments was purchased July 28, 1880. 
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In addition to the part of the conduit which has been con- 
structed, the excavation for the gate-chamber and a large 
portion of that for the water-ways between the gate-cham- 
ber and Parker street, has been done. ‘The pile foundation 
and timber platform for the gate-chamber is also completed, 
and a contract has been made with the Cape Ann Granite 
Co. for the stone for the substructure. The appropriation 
for the entire work is $110,000, and the amount expended 
to January 1, 1881, was $33,199.43. 

The flow of water into the pond and the regulation of its 
height are controlled by the gates in the chamber, in connec- 
tion with the dam to be built in the Beacon-street bridge 
water-way. (See description of this dam, page 18.) 

The gate-chamber, the conduit, the. pond, and the dam at 
Beacon street, must be considered together to understand the 
manner in which the waters of Stony Brook are to be’con- 
trolled and disposed of. The gate-chamber is furnished, as 
shown on the plan, with double water-ways, corresponding 
to the water-ways of Stony Brook as they now exist. These 
water-ways are each provided with a double set of self-acting 
gates, which prevent the water from the pond from running 
into the conduit, and thus finding its way to Charles river. 
These gates serve, also, to admit into the pond whatever 
portion of the water from Stony Brook the conduit is not 
capable of discharging into Charles river in time of freshets. 

The conduit will convey the ordinary flow of the brook to 
the river, and will also at every high tide be full of salt 
water from Charles-river basin as far as the tide-gates in 
the chamber near its connection. This salt water can be let. 
into the pond, if it is desired, through a gate in the chamber 
provided for the purpose. 

If the water in the pond, which it is proposed to maintain 
generally at grade 8, reaches a higher grade, by reason of 
the discharge into it of the waters of Stony Brook in time 
of freshets, the surplus water (unless the tide should be at 
a still higher level at the same time) will be discharged over 
the dam at the Beacon-street water-ways, and this discharge 
will continue as long as the level of the pond is above the 
dam and the height of the tide below grade 8. 


The table, showing the width of draw-openings in the 
bridges over tide-water in this city, is given in the Ap- 
pendix. The openings have all been remeasured for this 
report. 
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In closing this my first annual report to the City Council, 
I should state, for the information of such of its members as 
were not in office last year, that I succeeded Mr. Joseph P. 
Davis, upon his resignation of the office of City Engineer, 
March 20, 1880, and appointed to fill the vacancy caused by 
my promotion from Chief Assistant, Mr. Alphonse Fteley, ° 
formerly the resident engineer in the building of the Sudbury- 
river works. 

Nearly all of the works described in the foregoing report, 
especially under the heads of “ Additional Supply,” “ Im- 
proved Sewerage,” and “ Parks,” had already been studied, 
designed, or nearly completed, under the direction of my 
predecessor; and if those which are now incomplete, prove, 
as I have perfect confidence they will, as successful engineer- 
ing works as those already completed, they will be monu- 
ments which will attest his skill and eminence in his profes- 
sion.

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JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


TO 


INVESTIGATE THE ELECTION IRREGULARITIES 
IN PRECINCT 3, WARD 13. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, March 21, 1881. 


The Joint Special Committee appointed to investigate the 
conduct of the electidn and the counting and disposition of 
the ballots cast in Precinct 8, Ward 138, on the 14th day of 
December last having attended to that duty, beg leave to 
submit the following 


REPORT: — 


At the last Municipal Election in Precinct 3, Ward 
_ 13, it appears that only two of the precinct officers 
were present at the polling-place (a room in the Mather 
School-house), just before the opening of the polls, viz.: 
Frederick L. Donnelly, clerk, and Humphrey Dyer, 
inspector. Mr. Donnelly called those present to order, 
and presided during the election of Peter J. Mullin, 
as warden. Being a candidate for the Common Council, 
Mr. Donnelly resigned the office of Clerk. Matthew 
J. Barron was then elected in his place, and Daniel Mc- 
~ Donough’ was elected inspector. It appears from the evi- 
dence that the election of these officers, in each case, was 
conducted in a loose and even disorderly manner. That the 
oaths of office were administered to the above persons when 
they were in utter ignorance’ of the duties they were to per- 
form in their respective offices, and, therefore, in correspond- 
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ing ignorance as to what the oath which they were taking 
meant. . 

Although full, clear, and explicit directions as to the man- 
ner of performing their duties were furnished to these 
officers by the City Clerk, in the usual form, it appears 
that they continued to remain in a state of ignorance from 
the time the polls were opened until they appeared before 
your committee to testify. The polls were opened at about 
seven and one-half o’clock, and voting proceeded in the usual 
manner. It appears that, during the voting, at least two of 
the officers were absent from duty for a period of time, which 
the committee are unable absolutely to determine. The bal- 
lots were counted at intervals during the day by the warden 
and clerk, and placed in piles on the tables and window-seats 
of the room occupied by the precinct officers. The number 
of ballots which each pile contained was marked on the top 
ballot, and when the polls were closed the four precinct 
officers united in making a final count. When the final count 
was completed, the several piles of ballots were said to have 
been collected and placed in the envelope, which was sealed, 
and delivered to a police officer to be taken to City Hall. 
The envelopes containing the voting-list and ballots were 
each signed by the officers at the polling-place. The clerk 
made out a return certifying that 539 ballots had been cast, 
and this return was sent unsigned to City Hall, and was 
signed by all the officers of the precinct, at the City Clerk’s 
office, on a subsequent day. 

Mullen, McDonough, and Dyer now agree that there were 
459 ballots cast, and 449 names checked on the voting-lists, 
while Barron still maintains that 539 ballots were cast. Al 
the officers, excepting the clerk, now state that they signed. 
the return without reading it, and without any knowledge of 
its contents. 

Neither the warden nor inspectors can give any reason for 
signing the return without examination, except that they 
supposed it to be correct. 

The evening of the day of the election, after the precinct 
officers had left the room, the janitor, while cleaning it, found 
a pile of ballots upon one of the window-seats. He rolled 
them up in a piece of waste paper and threw them into the 
entry, where they remained until the next morning, when he 
gave them to an employé of George O’Brien, a barber, who 
gave them to his employer. O’Brien threw them into a place 
in his shop which was used as a depository for waste paper. 
The Sunday following, a number of persons being in 
O’Brien’s shop, the ballots were produced, and from their 
appearance it was suspected that they had passed through 
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the ballot-box, and they were delivered to Inspector Mountain, 
and found to number 166. ‘These ballots were produced 
before the committee. 

The day following the election Miss Connor, a teacher in 


the school-room occupied as a voting-place, found in the 


drawer of a table, a package of 18 ballots, which were also 
delivered to Inspector Mountain, and also produced before 
the committee. 

From these facts and from a careful consideration of the 
testimony, it appears to the committee that the precinct 
officers were utterly incompetent, grossly negligent, and 
culpably regardless of a proper appreciation of the responsi- 
bility of their position ; and, although the committee are una- 
ble to state positively that any of them were guilty of fraud, 
still their conduct must be deemed deserving of the strong- 
est censure. 

The inability of the committee to positively state that 
these officers were guilty of fraud, is, to a great extent, due 
to the consideration that the total ignorance of their duties 
as such, and the want of intelligence evinced by them in the 
fulfilment of those duties, are inconsistent with the sup- 
position that they were capable of carrying out a scheme to 
fraudulently affect the election. | 

It is easy to see, from the above, how little weight can be , 
attached to the official acts of precinct officers such as these, 
or to any result of the election as declared by them. 
Although the St. of 1876, c. 188, § 4, provides that the 
recount made by the Board of Aldermen “ shall stand as the 
true return of the ward ;” yet it must it must not, therefore, 
be supposed that it is any the less the duty of the ward 
officers to exercise all the care properly incident to their 
office, because in case the return of the Board of Aldermen 
is for any reason set aside the certificate of the precinct offi- 
cers must be considered the best evidence of the result of 
the election. 

While not expressing any opinion on the issues now pend- 
ing in both branches of the City Council, nor taking part in 
the yet unsettled controversies arising out of this election, 
it is desirable that the mischief caused by the acts of such 
incompetent persons, and the results which may ensue there- 
from, should be pointed out, in order, if possible, to impress 
upon the minds of the electors the necessity of choosing 
competent and trustworthy men as precinct officers. 

In the first place, the ignorance, incompetency, and negli- 
gence of the officers of Precinct 3, Ward 13, render their 
official acts unworthy of credence. In the second place, the 
discrepancy between the number of ballots found in the en- 
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velope (274), the number of names checked on the voting- 
lists, and the number of ballots sworn to by the majority of 
officers as having been cast, render it impossible to ascertain 
with any degree of certainty the true number that were 
voted. 

Upon such a state of facts Mr. McCrary, in his VA rieneel 
Law of Elections,” says : — 

§ 302. “While a mere irregularity which does not affect 
the result will not vitiate the return; yet, where the pro- 
visions of the election law have been entirely disregarded by 
the officers, and their conduct has been such as to render 
their returns utterly unworthy of credit, the entire poll must 
be rejected. In such a case the returns prove nothing. But 
it does not follow that legal votes cast at such poll must be 
lost. ‘They may be proven by secondary evidence (the return 
being, until impeached, the primary evidence), and, when 
thus proven, may be counted.” 

In § 303 he says: “The question, under what circum- 
stances the entire poll of an election division may be. 
rejected, has been much discussed, and conflicting views have 
been expressed by the Courts. The power to reject an entire 
poll is certainly a dangerous power, and though it belongs 
to whatever tribunal has jurisdiction to pass upon the merits 
of a contested election case, it should be exercised only in 
an extreme case, that is to say, a case where it is impossible 
to ascertain with reasonable certainty the true vote. It 
must appear that the conduct of the election officers has been 
such as to destroy the integrity of their returns, and to avoid 
the prima facie character which they ought to bear as evi- 
dence before they can be set aside and other proof de- 
manded of the true state of the vote. And it is truthfully 
said ‘that the whole conduct of election officers may, though 
actual fraud be not apparent, amount to such gross and culpable 
negligence, such a disregard of their official duties, as to 
render their doings unintelligible or unworthy of credence, 
and their action entir ely unr eliable for any purpose.’” 

The committee have quoted thus at length in order to show, 
to some extent, the results which might “follow from a con- 
dition of affairs such as is found to exist in the case referred 
to them for consideration, and how the negligence and 
incompetency of precinct officers may not only ¢ give rise to 
serious and vexatious questions, but wholly thw: art a true ex- 
pression of the will of the voter, unless the expensive remedy 
of a new election be resorted to. 

In conclusion, the committee would venture to suggest 
that, so long as the voters in the respective precincts of the 
city are willing to leave the machinery used to express their 
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will at elections in the hands of such persons as those who 
filled the positions of precinct officers in the case under 
consideration, no change of the election laws will serve to 
correct the evils which are complained of.

The committee met at 7 o’clock, P.M. 

Present: Aldermen Flynn (Chairman), Caldwell, Whitten ; 
Councilmen Wharton, Wheeler, Denney, Means, Welch. 

The Clerk read the orders under which the committee were act- 
ing, as follows : — 


In Boarp or ALDERMEN, January 10, 1881. 


Whereas, It appears from the report of the Committee on Election Returns 
for Municipal Officers chosen December 14, 1880, that the conduct of the 
election on that day in Precinct 3 of Ward 13, or the returns of the ballots, 
Was accompanied by practices intended probably to defraud the legal voters 
of that precinct of their rights and will as expressed by the ballots cast by 
them at said election; and that, consequently, one or more members of this 
Board were deprived of the rightful number of ballots to which they were 
entitled, and their seats atthis Board were thereby endangered; and, 

Whereas, The last Board of Aldermen could only declare the results of - 
the election as exhibited by the duly certified returns, or by the ballots 
actually found in the envelopes received from the several precincts, and could 
not investigate the charges of fraud which were openly made; it is therefore 

Ordered, ‘That a special committee of aldermen be appointed 
to investigate fully and thoroughly the conduct of the election, and the count- 
ing and disposition of the ballots cast in Precinct 3 of Ward 13, on the 14th 
day of December last, to the end that justice be done to all parties interested, 
and that the perpetrators of the alleged fraud, if any such can be determined, 
may be arrested and punished; the expense of such investigation, if any, 
to be charged to the contingent fund of the Board of Aldermen. 

Read twice, and passed, and Aldermen Flynn, Caldwell, and Whitten were 
appointed on said committee.

By the Cuarmman. — After the election did you find any ballots 
at any time?

I found them in the table-drawer in my school-room.

Yes, sir. 
Could you identify the ballots? 
I think so. (The clerk showed the smaller package handed 
to the chairman by Capt. Ham.)

By the Cuarrman. — Were you warden of Precinct 3, on elec- 
tion day?

A. That morning at the polls there was a vacancy for warden, 
and they proposed my name and I was elected. 

Who proposed you? 

Two or three parties among those collected at the polls. 
Were you a resident of the precinct? 

Yes, sir. 

Where did you live on that day. 

87 B street. 

Is it in Precinct 3? 

Yes, sir, a stone’s throw from the place. 

Who presided when you were elected? 

Mr. Frederick Donnelly... 

Were you elected by hand ballot? 

Yes, sir, well, that is, they said yea and nay. 

Any doubt raised as to your election? 

It was unanimous as far as I could say. 

Now you were warden that day, and returned to the city 
clerk as the whole number of ballots cast, five hundred and thirty- 
nine. Were there five hundred and thirty-nine ballots cast ? 

ATO. Sits 
There were not? 

» NO, sir. 

How many were cast? 

The total ballots cast was, as far as I could judge, four hun- 
dred and forty-nine. The total cast we counted was four hundred 
and fifty-nine; but the total on the check-list was four hundred 
and forty-nine. 

@. Why did you return five hundred and thirty-nine? 

A. Because I concluded the clerk had kept the accounts right. 
I merely signed them when he had finished them up. 

@. When did you sign the returns? 

A. After the ballots were put into the box. 

Q@. You didn’t come to City Hall? 

A. Yes, sir, I came to City Hall to fill up two vacancies that 
existed. 

@. Why didn’t you fill them up that night? 

A. I never had any connection with that business, and was 
totally ignorant of it. Going in that morning I did as far as I 
knew. 

@. Didn’t you know the difference between returns of five hun- 
dred and thirty-nine and five hundred and forty-nine? 

A. I took it for granted that the clerk had made the returns 
right. 

@. Did you do any-counting ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Is that your writing on the back of the ballot? 
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A. (After looking at the ballot.) No, sir. 
_ &. Whose writing is it? 

Aj I think it is the clerk’s. 

Q. Was that the way you kept your accounts? 

A. No, sir. When we had a pile that amounted to that num- 
ber we would mark them so many counted, and put them aside so 
they wouldn’t be counted again until the final count. 

Q. The same as that is? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Look at the back of that ballot, and state to the committee 
whether that ballot was cast in the ward, and whether it was in- 
side the ballot-box and was written upon by the clerk? 

A. I wouldn’t identify this particular ballot; but I know there 
was ballots written just that same way. 

@. Look at those ballots and see if you can identify any of them 
as being cast that day.

@. Do you recollect any ballots being cast by ladies for School

A. Yes, sir; two. 

Q. Do you know what became of those ballots? 

A. They were put, as I supposed, with. the others in the box. 

Q. Do you know how many ballots were put in the box? 

A. Well, at the final count we counted up every ballot there 
was there, and, agreeing upon those numbers, we put the entire 
amount in the box as far as possible for a person to know. IL 
could swear we put every ballot into the box as they were cast. - 

(). How do you account for the way they were recounted by the 
aldermen — there were only two hundred and seventy-four, and 
four hundred and forty-nine being cast? 

A. That I do not know how to account for, sir. As far as pos- 
sible for me to know we put every ballot cast that day into the 
box, and sent them here. 

@. You returned for Mr. Folan how many votes? 

A. That I would have to refer to the clerk for. I do not recol- 
lect what the precise number of votes were. 

Q. Do you know anything about a particular ballot there, and 
the names marked off as in the case of some of those for Mr. Don- 
nelly? 

A. What do you mean? 

@. I mean a ballot different from the regular Democratic bal- 


A. There was an independent ticket for the Democratic party. 
Q. Will you look over the names scratched off, and state to the 
_ committee whether in your opinion those ballots were cast by citi- 
zens marked in that way? Whether the two names were marked 
_ off and only one left on? 
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A. You mean, for instance, that 

@. Two names marked off and Donnelley’s left on. 

A. Yes, sir, we received ballots with the name of Folan and 
John Moore left off and Donnelly on, and we received them the 
other way with Folan left on. 

@. In how many cases? 

A. It seemed to be about an even thing. 

@. Do you find them so in those ballots? Look them over and 


A. Yes, sir;. that is as far as noticing is concerned. 

@. Look them over and see if you find any of that kind in that 
way. 

(Witness looked over the package presented by Officer Ham, and 
sorted them out in small piles.) 

A. I do not find any there; but I remember calling such a 
thing to the attention of the ward officers. 

@. Did you put the ballots in the box? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You put them all in? 

A. Yes, sir; as far as possible for me to know. 

By Mr. WHEE LER. — That is, after they were counted? 

A. Yes, sir; after the final count. 

Q. Into what box? 

A. Into the box which we gave to the police officer who was 
standing there. 

By the Cuamrman. — You think you put this lot in there too? 

A. Yes, sir. There is a chance of being mistaken, of course ; 
but I am positive we put everything that came in that day into the 
box, including the two ladies’ ballots. 

@. Did you seal the box up? 


A. Yes, sir. 
By Mr. Wuere er. — With sealing-wax? 
-A. Yes, sir. 


By the Cuarrman. — Did you look around that room that night 
to see if there were any ballots left? 

A, I just made a casual examination in the vicinity where we 
were counting. 

Q. Did you see any ballots there? 

A. No, sir. 

By Alderman CaLtpwetx. — Could not those ballots have been 
placed on the window and you not noticed it? 
During the final count? 

Could not those ballots have been placed on the window? 
They were placed on the window, sir.

“After commencing the final count we heard as if two persons 
were talking in the entry, and one of those persons came in and 
sat down, and I was counting at one of the school children’s desk 
farther down. As soon as I saw him there I notified him he had 
no right there and I would order him out. He went out to the 
door and said he guessed he was far enough. He stayed there 
until the box was handed to the officer.

Q. Who was that? 

A. George O’Brien. 

Q. The man in whose place the ballots were found? 

A. Yes, sir.

@. Could he have gone there and you not seen him? 

A. Yes, sir, he could, for the reason (pointing to the plan of

By Mr. Wuarron.— When you began to count, you took a 
table from here and put it there, and sat around it? 

A. Yes, sir. 
 @Q. Were all the ballots taken in the box from this place and put 
there?

No, sir. 
. As the ballots were received, did you take any ballots out 
of the ballot-box?

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What did you do with the other ones counted here? 

A. We took.them down and had the clerk and inspectors all 
count them. 

@. You counted them all over again? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Will you swear every one was taken from that place and put 
upon the table? 

A. No, sir, I could not swear to that, because I did not take 
them. 

Q. Now, after you were chosen warden, what did you do? 

A. I immediately went inside the'rail and somebody proposed 
that I should read a paper opening the polls or something. 

Q. This was before anybody voted? 

Avy es; ‘sir: 

@. What did you do next? 

A. The next thing I did was to swear in Mr. Barron, the clerk. 

@. How many people were in the room at that time? In this 
enclosure — in the precinct-room? 

A. Only I and him, and the Republican inspector and the Dem- 
ocratic inspector, I, Barron, McDonough, and Dyer. 
What did you do after that? 
Then I let them go ahead voting. 
Where were you all that time? 
I stood here on one of those forms. 
Did you stay there all through the ballot? 
Yes, sir, I stayed there all day. 
Did you sit there most of the time? 
Yes, sir, except when engaged in counting. 
You counted those votes? 
. Yes, sir, with the assistance of the clerk. He would take 
some and I others. 

@. Did you count them all individually? 

A. No, sir, I cannot say I counted them all individually. 

@. Did you verify each other’s counting? 
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A. Yes, sir. 
 @Q. After you counted them you gave them to the clerk, and he 
would count them? 

A. Yes, sir. I would take the piles as he would mark them, 
and place them upon the window-sill. 

@. When was the first time anybody was admitted to your room 
except you four men? 

A. After the polls had closed. 
After the polls were closed ? 
ae ON, Bil. 
Now you say one person came in. Was it at this door? 
. Yes, sir, and he walked down there and sat down there. 
Where were the other people at that time? 
. I think there were three police officers sitting along on this 
side, and we four were sitting here at this table counting. I was 
not sitting at the table then. We were then making up the total 
number of votes cast from the check-list. I took a pile of ballots 
and counted them and marked them how many there were, and we 
went over them again to see the total number. For instance, I 
would count a pile and then hand them to somebody else to make 
sure. . 

@. After counting the ballots what did you do with them? 

A. ‘They lay on the window and we put them on the table. 

Q. Now we will say this table at the door, at which the ballot- 
box was deposited, is called A. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Is the table on the platform stationary ? 

A. No, sir, itis movable. At first it was here, and as soon as 
it became necessary to use it in counting we carried it over here. 

Q. We will call that table B. 

A. Besides that there was a table that ran sideways there, so it 
left the clerk just room enough to sit in his chair. 

Q. We will call it C, then. 

A. Itran right snug up to this, and set up against the wall. 

@. Those were all the tables there? 

A. That is all I have any recollection of. I am positive it 
was. 

@. Then we will say when the ballots were closed you moved 
the table A over to the second window? 
No, sir, you could not move it to the second window. 
Between the first and second windows? 
Yes, sir, pretty near. 
And left the tables B and C as they were? 
Yes, sir, at the final count we used the largest table, A, 
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_Q. When did the police officers first come in? 
A. When we declared the polls closed, at four o’clock. 
Q. Where did they come in? 
A. Through this entrance. 
 Q. Who unlocked that door for them to come in? 
A. I think one of the inspectors, I suppose, —it is immaterial, 
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@. Was that door unlocked after that? 

A. No, sir, we considered it unnecessary ; that is the door into 
the ward-room. 

@. This gentleman was in the room, sitting opposite the poliaé: 
men, and you were all between the windows counting votes? 

A. Yes, sir, exactly. 

@. Iunderstand you to say you requested the gentleman to 
withdraw ? 

A. No, sir. Inspector McDonough first called my attention to 
it. I heard those parties come in there, and he said they aint ~ 
allowed to be in the room, and I: was not doing right to let him 
remain. I said, ‘* You will excuse me, but you cannot stay here ;” 
and he said, ‘* I don’t see but as the polls are closed, I can be here ;” 
he walked right out through the door, where the ballot-box usually 
sets. 

@. What did he do then? 

A. He stood leaning against the side of the door. 

@. Was that open all the time? 

A. The only barricade to that was the table. The door itself 
had been taken off the hinges and carried down through there. 

By Mr. Means. — Had that been so all day? 

A. Yes, sir. It was such a table they could not come through. 

@. Was there any framework in there, sir? 

A. I wouldn’t be certain about it. I didn’t assist in taking 
away the table. 

@. Where did the ballot-box set? 

A, .On the large table. 

@. Are you sure of that? 

a SY es; sir. 

@. There was no wooden framework there? 

A. I wouldn’t say as to that. I mean there was no door proper - 
in the frame. 

@. Are you sure the ballot-box set upon the table? 

Ae Ves, sir. 

@. Where was your check-list? 

A. There were two tables besides the one on which the ballot- 
box lay. 

@. Who checked? 

A. The inspector. 

@. Who received the ballots? | 

A. They stood there, and as fast as they said ‘‘ All right,” the 
ballots were put in the box. 

@. You and the clerk counted? 

A. J and the clerk counted. 

Q. And you were over here ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Mr. Wuarron. — What became of the gentleman that was 
standing by the open space? What did he do? 

A. He stood there all the time until the ballots were sent to 
City Hall. 

(). Stood there all the time? 

A.) Yes, sir. 
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- Q. +Did anybody else come into the room? 

A. No, sir—Iam not positive. I don’t know but —I have an 

idea the janitor came through under, or looked into the door. I 

know he was making a noise cleaning. 

@. Did you see the box sealed? 

A. Yes, sir. : 

Q. Where was it sealed? 

A. On the teacher’s desk, over which was a gas-jet. We put it 

on there so as to reach up and light the wax. 

Q. Then you say the box was sent to the city clerk by the 
officer ? 

: Yes, sir. . 

Who took it? 

Police Officer Connor, I think. 

What did you do after that? 

I went home. 

That is all? 

That is all; that is, it finished our ward-room duty. We 

went where we liked after that. 

@. How long did you stay in the building after the box was 

sent away? | 

A. We didn’t stay at all. We went all out together, —I and 

McDonough were the last two to leave the building. 

By the Cuarrman. — Do you remember having your attention 

called by anybody who was in that room at that time, that there 

were some ballots on the window, and you made the remark that 

they were all right, and had been counted? 

A. No, sir. 

(). Some one of the precinct officers ; you have not the slightest 

recollection of it? 

A. Not the slightest. But I should judge if such a remark was 

made, and [I made such an answer, it was with the intention of 

having them counted at the final count. They lay there until 

then, —the greater part of the ballots. 

@. Now we will come back to your returns again; I do not 
think the committee quite understand it. You made a sworn 
return to the city clerk, and afterwards came up a day or two 
afterwards and corrected the sworn return which you had made in 
your return? 

A. Yes, sir. 
@. Didn’t you know at that time, as well as you know now, 
that there were not five hundred and thirty-nine ballots in your box? 
A. I should have known it if I had thought those were the — 
figures. I didn’t imagine those figures were going to appear. 
@. What return did you come to the city clerk to correct? 
A. I believe there was one Republican alderman’s name whose 
-yotes hadn’t been credited to him at all. 

@. Then you knew what the returns were? 

A. I merely credited him with his returns. 

@. How much did you credit him with? 

A. Sixty-six. 
_ By Mr. Wuarton. — How did you know the number? 
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A. Because it was then fresh in my mind how many votes were 
cast for the Republicans; they being smaller than the others were 
easier to remember. 

By the Cuarrman.— Why wasn’t it easier to remember the 
Democratic vote cast there as well as the smaller number? 

A. Well, there might be. There didn’t seem to be the necessity 
for it. I didn’t bother about it. I concluded everything was all 
right. 

@. Do you remember how you made your returns there that 
night? Do you remember how close the aldermen ran together — 
the men on the Democratic and Republican ticket? 

A. Of course; the Democratic ticket was ahead of the Repub- 
lican. 

@. Well, but in the votes for each alderman? 

A. They were very near even, with one or two exceptions, 
especially the Republicans run within one or two votes of even. 
I remember Lucius Slade was scratched considerably ; he was one 
of the largest losers there. 

By Mr. Wuarron. —I would ask whether or not that window 
was open at any time during the counting? 

A. I think they were open at the top. 

_Q. Were these two open at all,—the first two side windows 
going into the anteroom; if they were open at all during the 
count? 

A. I think they were slightly. 

Q. At the bottom or top? 

A. Atthe top. There were ropes for that purpose. 

Q. Were they open at all during the day when the balloting 
was going on? | 

A. Yes, sir. I know one of those windows —and perhaps the 
rear one — was open at the top. 

@. None of them open at the bottom? 

A. No, sir; the windows worked very easily there. 

@. If the top was open there is nothing to prevent the bottom 
from being easily raised? 

A. No, sir. 

By Mr. Wueeter. — Did you see the usual instructions from 
the city clerk there —the printed instructions that the officers 
usually have? 

A. I saw them afterwards. 

@. When did you see them first? 

A. I saw several papers there, but didn’t know the import of 
them. 

-@. Did you have those instructions that day? 

A. Idid not see them. I did not read them; every one was 
declaring the polls should be opened. 

By Mr. Means. — Were you sworn in any manner? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. By whom? 

A. By Mr. Donnelly. 

@. You assisted the clerk in counting the ballots all through the 
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A. Yes, sir. 
Q. How did you keep the count? 
_A. I would say how many were counted, and the clerk would 


_ mark them down on the paper. 


Q. Didn’t you say you verified the count in some manner? | 
A. How do you mean? | 

@. How did you count? 

A. Well, if there were fifty ballots on the table I would count 
them and put down the amount received by each person, and he 
would do the same. 

@. And you kept those figures on slips of paper? 

A. Yes, sir, the clerk did. 

By Mr. Wuarron. — Didn’t you say you changed round? 

A. Yes, sir. We would take fifty and count them, and he 
would count them, and he put the figures down. 

By Mr. Means. — Didn’t you put the figures down? 

, 4. No, sir. 

Q. How many did you count? 

A. I should say I had every ballot cast in my hands. 

Q. How many did you count? 

A. I counted every ballot that came in there —at the final 
count. 

Q. Did you add up his figures at the end? 

A. No, sir; I concluded his figures were right. 

@. How do you know they are wrong now? 

A. Well, from the statement given in the papers, as to those 
received here. 

@. How do you know they are wrong? 

A. Because I know how many votes were cast. 

Q. What I want to get at is how you know how many ballots 
were there; whether you can say from anything besides the check- 
list, that 539 ballots were not cast? 

A. Only from this: at the final count we made up a total of 459 
ballots, and there were 449 on the check list. 

You are sure of that? 

. Yes, sir. 

And that is all the ballots there were there? 

by OS, Sir. 

You knew it at the time? 

. Yes, sir. 

And you signed the return for 539? 

. Yes, sir. Isigned the return, thinking it was the correct 
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By the Cuarrman.— Do you remember how many votes each 
alderman got? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Don’t you remember they all run along about even, 472 I 
think it was; 472 or 452, 453, for the whole Democratic can- 
didates ? 

A. I know they run very close. 

Q. There wasn’t but one vote difference, one or two; wasn’t 
that a little singular? 
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A. I do not attempt to account for that. 

By Mr. Means. — Was that the right count? 

. Which? 

462. 

. For the Democratic aldermen ? 

s° ~1 €8,-sIr, 

SONG, SIr 

’ the Cuarrman. — What was the right count? 

A. I think the right count, I won’t be certain, was 390 some- 
thing. 

By Mr. Means. — How do you know? 

A. Iam not certain. Ido not know. I do not pretend to say. 

Q. Why do you say? 

A. I say I think. 

Q. The alderman wanted to get at it from Fone personal recol- 
lection ? 

A. I won't be positive on those points. But at the time I con- 
sidered in counting it, and getting at it as near as I possibly could, 
I felt we done it right, and felt no bother about it until I heard 
those paper accounts. 

@. Do you know whether the 450 odd votes included this 
package? 

A. Yes, sir, it did. It included everything cast that day — that 
is, considering those are the votes. What I mean to say is they 
included the missing ballots. I do not mean to say it included 
those in particular. 

@. After the final count what did you do? 

A. Put them in the box and sent them here. 

Q. There were no more laid out under the window-sills ? 

A. Wewere positive we put them in the box as they were 
finally counted by the three of us, We took them up in a bunch 
from the table. 

Q@. You will swear it was 459 votes which were counted and 
went into the box? 

A, Yes, sir. 

@. Where was this table of Miss Connor’s during the day, — 
which one of those three was it? 

A. I do not know what kind of a table it is. 

Q. Did you put any ballots in the table-drawer ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you know whether any officers there did keep any for 
any purpose ? 

A. No, sir. I should have known it if they had. 

By Mr. Wueeter. — Who sat at the table near the drawer where 
the ballots were deposited ? 

A. I sat between that and the other table. Nobody sat directly 
at it. We used both for counting. 

During the day? 

During the day ; yes, sir. 

At the time the polls were closed? 

McDonough, the inspector, was counting at the table. 
How long after the polls were closed were you there? 
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A. Possibly three-quarters of an hour. 
Q. How many ballots were not counted at the time the polls 
closed ? 

A. Let me see if I can recollect that. 

Q. As near as you can state. 

A. I think there was twenty-four or five, —I think; I won’t be 
certain. 

@. And all the other ballots had been counted and figured? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And you were there some three- -quarters of an hour? 

A. Yes, sir, we used that time in making the final count of 
everything. 

Q. Did you go over all the ballots after 4 o’clock? 

wb) Xx OS, sit, 

By Mr. Means. — During that time were those policemen and 
this other man in the room? 

A. No, sir, the policemen came in while we were doing the final 
count. 

@. Where were the policemen? 

A, They sat on this side of the room, near the wall. 

@. What policemen were there? 

A. Mr. Harkins, Mr. Fernald, and Mr. Boynton. I think 
those were the ones. I am not sure about it. 

By Mr. Wuarton. — After you left the precinct-room when was 
the first occasion that you heard any question of those ballots 
again? 

A. I think it was two days afterwards. The first thing I saw 
was the appearance in the paper that there had been frauds. 

@. What day was it you came up to the clerk’s office to correct 
your return? 

A. I think it was the day after. 
@). Before you saw this piece in the paper? 


A. Yes, sir. 
@. What did you. do after that, after reading this in the 
paper? 


A. I did nothing in pL aiaiian I didn’t take much stock in it ; 
I considered it was a political dodge of some kind. It didn’t bother 
me any, because I considered I had done right the day before when 
I knew the matter. 

@. You didn’t feel troubled at all? 

A. No, sir. That is, I felt disgusted at the way in which my 
name should get into the paper. 
Did you talk much about it? 
I talked with people about the way we had been treated. 
Who did you talk with? 
- Mostly with my friends. 
Did you go.to see any of those gentlemen in the room? 
I was situated so I could see them most any time. 
Did you have any conversation about it? 
. Yes, sir, naturally we would. 
Do you remember any conversation you had? 
. Nothing, except the authorship of the reports. 
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Q. What did you say about it? 
A. They said it came from Joe Gomez, who was the defeated 
‘ candidate for councilman in that ward. We all did. 

Q. Did you put any faith in the stories in the paper or not? 

A. Those ballots being missing I concluded they wouldn’t dare 
to put such a statement in the paper unless it was so. 

@. What do you mean by saying the story was got up by Mr. 
Gomez? 

A. I do not mean to say he got it up. 

Q. But you say that in conversation with the clerk, inspectors, 
and your friends, it was said it was gotten up by Mr. Gomez? 

A. I mean the cry of fraud. 

@. You mean to say the ballots had disappeared ? 

A. I considered, too, that the newspapers wouldn’t make such a 
statement without it existed. The only thing I felt bad about was 
this cry of fraud being raised. 

By the Cuarrman. — Did anybody approach you during the day 
in relation to your position as warden, for the purpose of doing 
any funny business inside that rail? 

No, sir. 

@. Nobody? 

A. No, sir. There was no chance for anybody to say anything 
to me that day. 

@. Did Mr. Dyer count those ballots with you? 

A. Yes, sir, he assisted. 

Q. Was he satisfied when he got through that there was that 
number of ballots there? 

A. Yes, sir, perfectly. 

Q@. Have you had any talk with him since about it? 

A. Yes, sir, we have had a number of chats about the way we | 
were getting cut up in the papers; that is all. 

@. Was Mr. Dyer there all day? 

A. Yes, sir. He didn’t leave the ward-room all day, except 
once, when he stepped outside the rail and voted. 

@. Mr. Dyer was satisfied that all the ballots were put in the 
box? 

A, Yes, sir, perfectly. 

@. You are satisfied there were none left on the window-sill? 

A. Yes, sir, I would be positive we put everything in the box, 
that is, as far as it is possible for me or anybody to know. We 
were certain we put every ballot into the box. There might be a 
mistake, but I think we put every ballot in the box. 

By Mr. WureLer. — Won’t you examine those eighteen ballots, 
and see if you can identify them as the ballots cast? (Witness 
took the package and examined them.) 

A. Well, there was a number of ballots just like these cast. 
I won’t say any one of these was cast, because I do not see any dis- 
tinctive marks upon them. ‘There were during that day ballots 
cast marked just that way. 

By the Cuarrman. — What were those distinctive ballots? 

A. I mean, there is nothing I can say I can distinguish them 
with. 
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_Q. How many should you say were cast? 

A. LTeould not say. There was quite a large independent vote 
in that ward. 

‘By Mr. Wueeter. — Those ballots appear to have been cast? 
rs Yes, sir. They came in looking just like that. 

_ By the Cuarrman.— You say you didn’t put them in the 
drawer? 

A. Yes, sir, lam positive about it. I am positive I put noth- 
ing in the drawer that day. 

By Mr. Wuarron. — Did you know anything about the drawers 
being there? 

A. Nothing, only casual notice of the desk. 

@. You did know the drawer was in the table? 

A. Idid not bother my mind about it. I had no necessity for 
Q 

A 


Do you know whether they were there or not? 

. I could not be certain about it. 

_ By Mr. Denney. — Do you say you recognize that as the clerk’s 
_ writing there (pointing to a marked ballot on the back) ? 

A. No, sir, I say the clerk wrote similar to that. I do not 
recognize it as mine or the clerk’s. 

@. Does it resemble the clerk’s writing? 

A. Yes, sir. We marked them very carelessly. 

@. Do you remember such a mark as that being on a ballot? 

A. Iremember at different times we marked ballots. For in- 
stance, if there were so many in the pile we should mark them. 

@. Did you do all the marking? 

A. No, sir, I marked one or two packages. 

By Mr. Wueever. — Were these packages about the same size? 

A. No, sir, they varied, some larger and some smaller number. 

Q. How many packages did you suppose there were in there? 

A. There might have been four or five, I won’t be certain of 
the number. 

Q. Didn’t you state you began to count when you found the 
ballot-box sufficiently full? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And then you began to count again when you found the 
box full? | 

_. 168, Bir. 

Q. How many ballots would fill the box? 

A. Well, I rememember the first time the balloting was slow, 
there were thirty something cast, and then there were not many 
east until noon-time. At noon-time they came in very thick. 
They came piling in thick. 

@. If you counted when the ballot-box was full, why shouldn’t 
these piles have been the same in number? 

A. At times the voting was so much, so thick, they would push 
them down when the box got full; the inspector would push them 
down with a lead-pencil, or let a man shove his ballot in. 

@. Then at times it took less time to fill the box than at 
others? 
A. For the reason they were packed closer at times. 
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By Mr. Means. — You allowed voters to push their ballots down? 

A. They would push it into the box. 

@. When the box was full, what then? 

A. When the box was full it would be emptied. 

@.. What did you mean by pushing them down? 

A. During the rush at noon-time it became necessary for the . 
inspector to get all the names checked off as they were balloting, 
and the inspector would take a pencil and push it down. If they 
were pushed down with a pencil the box would hold two hundred 
ballots. But put them in the ordinary way and twenty-five would 
fill it up. : 

By the Cuarrman. — Didn’t you keep counted up every hour? 

Wises INO; Sir. 

Q. How often did you count? 

A. I should think it might be four times during the day. I 
wouldn’t be positive as to the number. 

By Mr. Wuarton. — I want to fix one more thing. I understood 
you to say, — see whether I am correct, — that during the voting, as 
the box got full, the box was emptied and the votes taken to the 
table C, and there you and Mr. Barron, the clerk, counted them? 

oe SCS ABIY: 

@. During that time did any inspector count any ballots? 

A. No, sir, not during that time. They stood there a couple 
of times when the voting was slack and looked on. 

@. Then afterwards “when the table A was moved between the 
windows, you all sat down: ? 

Yes;*sir; 

Who counted then? 

The two inspectors, myself, and the clerk. 

In what way was the counting done? 

For instance, I would take the pile, and with fifty or seven- 
ty-five in my pile, and the inspector should say he thought they 
were sixty, and another man forty-five, we would put them down, 
and then we would recount each others’ piles. 

By the Coarrman. — Do you believe any ballots were stolen there 
by Mr. O’Brien? 

A, I make no charges. 

@. You say he was the only person in there? 

A. Yes, sir. 

You returned 539, and there were only 274 found in the 
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box? 

A. It was a mistake. 

The difference between what was returned and what was in 
the box, —how do you account for that discrepancy ? 

A. That Ido not attempt to account for. But as far as possi- 
ble for us to know — and we are all four positive — they were sent 
here. Ido not account for it, and do not attempt to. 

By Mr. Wuarron. — Who wrote the Rpgnns ? 

A. The clerk. 

(.. And you signed them without reaaae? 

A. Yes, sir. I presumed it was all right. 
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By Mr. Denner. — Could it be possible for anybody outside to 
raise the window-sill and take the ballots? 

A. Yes, sir, it could have been possible. Those windows: are 
open at the top. I do not say any such thing was done. Those 
windows are easily opened, and they were all open most all that 
day —at least, most all of them. A man would need some little 
assistance eetting up there. It is rather above a man’s reach. 

By Mr. Wueerter. — Do you think it probable that those 180 
odd ballots could have been taken away without the knowledge of 
some of the officers there? 

A, Yes, sir, I think it possible it could. 

@. Do you think it probable? 

A. Well, I don’t. 

By Mr. Means. — Was the window locked when you went out 
that night? 

A. Ido not know that. 

Q. Would it be possible for anybody if they had taken those 
ballots to put them back on the window-sill afterwards ? 

A. Yes, sir, I think it would. 
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By the Cuarrman. —If you know anything in relation to this 
case, will you please state it to the committee in your own way? 

A. Ido not know, sir, that 1 do. I was only there on duty in 
the forenoon up to a quarter to 12 o’clock. In the evening I was 
sent down to the engine-house in another precinct. 

-@. You saw nothing while you were there? 

A. I saw nothing to create suspicion on my part while I was 
there. 

@. Was your attention called by any citizen asking you to keep 
a lookout? 

A. It was not, sir. 

@. That is all you know about it? 

a. *) Yes, sir. , 

(. Was there anybody in the room while you were there except 
the precinct officers? 

A. No, sir, not to my knowledge. Where I was standing we 
could merely see into the width of the room. I did not take pains 
to step up to the window, because I had nothing to call me there. 

By Mr. Means. — Were you inside of the room at any time? 

A. Iwas not, sir. 
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By the Cnarrman. — Were you inspector in precinct 3? 

A. Yes, sir, [ was the Republican inspector in that precinct. 

(. Your business and residence, please? 

A. At present, 1 am a drummer for a wholesale liquor house. 
I reside at 105 B street, South Boston. . 

@. Were you an inspector that day in Precinct 3? 

ae (208, sir. 
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@. Appointed by the mayor? 

A. Yes, sir, the documents are in my pocket. 

@. Did you sign the returns as sent to the city clerk? 

A. Over there at the precinct? 

Q. Did you ever sign them? 

A. Yes, sir, oh, yes, sir. 

@. When did you sign them? ae 

A. There was a mistake made in signing over there, and I got a 
notice to come to City Hall and sign the following day. 

Q. Did you sign anything over “there? 

A. Yes, sir, I signed a document, and the box the ballots were 


put in, and other documents. 

@. You signed the return to the city clerk as having 539 votes 
cast in that precinct that day? 

' A. When they counted up the ballots I counted 459. I run 
over the check-list and found 449 ballots with names checked on 
the list, and Mr. Mullin asked me what to do with the other bal- 
lots, and I told him as long as they were cast to put them in. 

By Mr. Wuarron. — Where did you find them? 

A. There were ten more ballots than there were names on the 
check-list. I counted over the list (witness produced his original 
memorandum) and there were 214 on the one and 235 on the 
other. That is the memorandum I made there. 

By the Cuairman. — What figures have you got? 

A. The check-list. I added up both of them. 

@. Did you count the ballots? 

A. Yes, sir. There were ten more ballots than were on the 
check-list. , 

@. How many were there? 

A. Four hundred fifty-nine, and 449 names checked on the list. 

@. Did you sign the return that night? 

A. I supposed I signed there, and found there was a mistake 
and came to City Hall. : 

@. Do you know how many there were? 

. A. When I signed it the city clerk said be careful what you are 
signing. 

@. You came to City Hall? 

A. Yes, sir. I got notice. 

@. What did you sign there? 

A. I signed the list I ought to have signed at the precinct. 

@. You certified to 539 votes being cast there, the day after 
election, when Mr. McCleary sent for you? 

A. No, sir; I came to the hall and asked what he wanted to see 
me for; and he said, ‘* You want to sign those;” and I signed it. 

@. Don’t you know what you signed? 

A. No, sir. I wasn’t there only a minute. 

By Mr. Denney. — Didn’t you say the city clerk said you must 
be careful what you are signing? 

A. Yes, sir. I looked at it, and there were other parties wait- 
ing to do it. 

@. It isn’t reasonable to suppose the city clerk would caution - 
you and you not take any notice of it? 
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; A. I just took it, and looked at it and signed it. 
By Mr. Means. — Where was it you were cautioned ? 
: A. Over on the other side of the building. (Nodding toward 
the city clerk’s office.) 
@. When you counted votes in the evening and made it 459, did 
you ange about it to the others? 
Yes, sir. 
To the clerk and the rest of them? 
Yes, sir. 
And you told the clerk there were only 459 ballots ? 
Yes, sir. 
What did he say? 
He said, ‘‘ What will we do with those?” to the warden. 
Where was the clerk all this time? 
. He was writing. 
Did you tell him? 
. No, sir; I did not. 
Did you notice what the returns were when you signed them 
at the precinct that night? 

A. No, sir. 
| By the Cuarrman. — Do you know how many Republican votes 
; were cast in that precinct that day? 

7 4.66, sir. 

How many? 

Sixty-six. 

How many did you return? 

I do not know. 

Don’t you know? 

. No, sir. 

Why? 

They were all mixed up there. 

I mean the Republican vote for Mr. Stebbins? 
No, sir; I do not know. I know there were sixty-six 
straight Republican ballots. 

By Mr. Wuarton. — Now, when you were counting the ballots 
finally at the table A, after the polls closed, and when you came to 
put the ballots back into the box after they were counted, are you 
sure that all the ballots counted were put into the box? 

A. I am almost positive they were. 

@. Did you see them put in yourself? 

A. The ballots were put into the box right before the police offi- 
cers and precinct officers. 

By Mr. Means. — Who else, during the day, was inside the 
room besides the officers of election? 
| A. There was nobody except this man —TI didn’t know his 
name until I read it in the papers. That man that Mr. Mullin 
ordered out of the room, and the police officers, and the janitor, who 
was round there brushing up when we were sealing the ballot- 
box. 

@. Then there were the janitor, the barber, and three police offi- 
cers? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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@. Do you know who was talking with this barber, or who was 
sitting outside in the precinct-room ? 

A. No,sir; Ido not know who was in the precinct-room. He 
came up where this door was, up by the ballot-box and frame. It 
was taken down two or three minutes after the polls closed. 

@. Were you counting at all with Mullin during the day? 

A. No, sir; I never left the box from the time I went in in the 
morning until they got through voting. 

By the Cuarrman. — (At the request of the chairman, Mr. 
Wheeler passed witness the packages of ballots and witness ex- 
amined them.) Do you recognize any of those ballots? 

A. There is one I recognize. They all look like the ballots 
cast there — every one of them—to me. There is one I recog- 
nize. I showed that to Mr. Mountain. 

Q. You will swear that was cast? 

A. Yes, sir, the clerk called my attention to that, that is some- 
body that has a scalper. 

By Mr. Denney. — Did you leave the ward-room at any time 
that day? 

A. No, sir, except when I walked round and voted. 

@. Didn’t you go out to eat any thing? 

A. No, sir, I had nothing to eat except a gentleman sent up 
one or two sandwiches. 
By the Cuarrman. — Could any of these ballots be secreted 

or put aside while you were counting? 

A. No, sir, I stood there at the box. 

@. I mean at the last counting? 

A. No, sir, since this has been shown up, my idea has been 
those ballots were left on the window-sill. 

By Mr. WHEELER. — Can you identify any other ballot of that 
_ larger pile? 

A. (After looking over them carefully.) I can see a ballot 
here marked ‘¢168” on the back of it. I showed it to Mr. 
Mountain when he came to my house. When I run them over 
there were one hundred and seventy, and we changed the number. 

By the Cuarrman. — Who changed the number? 

A. We did, when we were running them over counting them. 

By Mr. Wueecer. — Run them through and see if there is any 
other. (Witness complied with the request, and signified that he 
did not recognize any others.) 

By the CuHarrman. — Have you identified any since you looked 
at them, except that one? 

A. No, sir, these ballots look like the same ones. 

Q. There is one ballot with your writing on the back. Find 
that and see if you identify that as being amongst the ballots here. 
(Witness complied, and did not find it.) 

Mr. Wuarron. — There is one marked 163. 

By the Cuarrman. — Just look at that and see if you identify it 
as the clerk’s writing. 

A. I do not know it is the clerk’s writing. 

@. Did he write on the back of the ballots that day in keeping 
the accounts ? 
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A, No, sir, he had just plain 168 on it. 
@. The warden testified that he had 168 counted just as it 
appears there. 

A. The one Mr. Mountain brought me had 168. In running 
over the count there was one pile marked 168, and in running them 
over I found 170. 

A Gentiteman. — I would state for the information of the com- 
mittee there are 168 ballots in that pile, and that is the one 
marked 163. 

By the CHAIRMAN. - — Do you know anything further about this 
matter? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Have you said to anybody, within a day or iy that you 
would expose this whole thing? 

A. No, sir, I have nothing: to explain. 

@. Are you sure about that? 

A. Yes, sir, I am sure as I am standing here. 

@. Have you had any conversation “with anybody about it 
within a day or two? 

A. No, sir, except I met a young gentleman yesterday,—I was 
down paying my poll-taxes, — a young gentleman named Moore. 

Q. What did you say to him? 

A. I told him I was going up here to the meeting and say what 
I knew, and nothing farther. 

@. That is all the conversation you had with him? . 

A. We talked quite a while. 

Q. Let us have the whole conversation. 

A. We talked it over; but I did not say anything about any- 
thing crooked at all. 

@. You met Mr. Murray within a day or two? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Is Mr. Murray in the room now? 

A. Yes, sir, I saw him. 

@. And you had no conversation with him about this matter in 
regard to what you were going to testify to? 

A. Thatis all, sir. I said if there was anything wrong I hoped 
it would be shown up. 

@. You didn’t say you were going to expose the whole matter? 

A. Yes, sir; that is what I swear to. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — How do you account for the discrep- . 
ancy between the check-list and the number of ballots cast? 

A. Idonot know. At the State election there were one or two 
ballots open. 

@. When you counted and knew there were four hundred and 
fifty-nine ballots, how did you happen to sign for five hundred and 
thirty-nine? 

A. I supposed the clerk and warden had that all right, just 
as they were at the State election, when I didn’t count any ballots. 
The officers put them up and I signed these articles, and sup- 
posed it was all right, as it was at the State election. 

@. Is it the duty of the inspector to count ballots, and know 
from his own knowledge what he signs? 
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A. I did not know it at the time; but I have found it out since. 

By Mr. Wueerer. — What do you understand to be the duties 
of the inspector ? 

A. I have found since this thing turned up that I ought to have 
stayed there and counted the ballots; but I did not know it at the 
time. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — You had never been an inspector 
before ? ; 

A. No, sir. 

By Mr. WuHeever. — Did you see any written instructions from 
the city clerk during the day, as to the duties of the officers? 

A. No, sir. There were lots of papers on the table. I stood: 
at the check-list from the time I went in until the polls closed. 

By the Cuarrman. — You say you were in the ward-room all 
day? 

A. Yes, sir; I never went out of the ward-room all day. 

@. Would you swear you were not out of the ward-room an 
hour at a time? 

A. Yes, sir, I will swear I was not out of the ward-room 
except when I went straight round and voted. 

@. You still swear that you had no conversation, as I have re- 
lated to you, with Mr. Murray? 

AY Yes, ‘sir: 

By Mr. Means. — Where were these ballots kept during the day? 

A. About nine or ten feet back here. 

Q. Were they kept on that table? 

A. No, sir.. They were laid on to the window-sills beside the 
door as you come in from the anteroom. 

@. Do you know anything about any being in the table-drawer ? 

A. No, sir. I did not know anything about it until this fellow, 
O’Brien, told me that they found them there. 

@. Did you know whether they were put in the drawer? 

A. No, sir. 

By Mr. WHEE ER. — These ballots were not kept together when 
counted ? 

A. They were laid on two different piles. 

By the Cuarrman. — Have you had any conversation with the 
warden and clerk on this matter? 

A. Occasionally we meet each other. I met them about three 
weeks ago to-day. 

@. What conversation did you have? 

A. They said they should have to come up here. 

@. What did you say three weeks ago? 

A. They said it was kind of funny that they were left out, and 
if they were left there it was by mistake. 

You were with them, the night before election? 
No, sir. 

And didn’t you go in and take a drink with them? 
No, sir. 

Have you known them before? 

I have known Mr. Barron. I used to go to school with him, 
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and hadn’t seen him for a year until the State election. I used to 
meet them at a barber-shop. 

By Mr. Means. — Was it the barber shop? 

A. No, sir, it was at another barber shop. 

By Mr. Denney. — Did the other inspector, or clerk, or warden, 
leave the polling-place that day? 

A. The inspector did. 

Q. Which inspector? 

A. The Democratic inspector. 

Q. Who is that? 

A. Mr. McDonough. 

By the Cuarrman. — Where did you get your meals that day? 

A. I didn’t get any. 

@. Didn’t Mr. Hatch bring round any? 

A. No, sir. He did at the State election. It was a kind of 
cold day at this election. 

By Mr. Wiarton. —Do you know any thing about the ballot- 
box after it was delivered into the hands of the “officer ? 

A. No, sir, not a thing. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — Have you any theory in regard to 
the way those ballots were left there? 

A. No,sir. The only theory I have is that they were left on 
the window-sill. I could swear they were all put in the box. 

By Mr. Wuarron. — Did you look around the room before 
closing up? 

A. No, sir. The janitor was clearing up there. 

@. How much light was in the room? 

A. One gas-jet was lighted between the two doors. 

@. Did you have any other lights? 

A. No, sir. 

By Mr. Wueerer. — What is your theory about the eighteen 
ballots found in the drawer? 

A. I don’t know about them. I cannot explain that unless 
they were on the table and they must have slipped in there. When 
I was counting the ballots I was five or ten minutes counting them 
over. 

By Mr. Wuarton. — It was pretty dark where you were count- 
ing them? 

A. Not too dark. 

Mr. Denney. — Just dark enough. 

By Mr. Wuarrton. — And there was only one light? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Mr. Wueerer. — You thing it is possible these eighteen 
ballots might have been slipped into the drawer? 
A. I cannot account for it in any other way. 

@. Do you think they would be folded so as to crease? 

A. When they came to me I would make them fold them. 

By the Cuarrman. — Now in relation to the ballots which had 
Mr. Donnelly’s name on last ; did they come in that way? 

A. I could not tell you. 

@. How was it when you counted them? 
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A. I counted over the number of ballots. I did not count the 
aldermen. I counted for just the number of ballots. 

@. How did you know there were 66 Republican ballots? 

A. I counted those in the pile afterwards. 

@. You don’t know how many of the other? 

‘A, No, sir. 

Q. ty didn’t you look at them as carefully as you did at the 
other? 

A. I asked the clerk how many Republican votes were cast, and 
he said 81. I know it is a very small Republican vote. He said 
31. I know every Republican voter in the precinct. I asked him 
if there were not more than that, and run them over and found 
there were 66. 
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By the Cuarrman. — What is your residence? 
. 60 Gold street.. I am not working at present. 
Were you clerk on the 14th of December? 
Yes, sir. 
Who declared you elected? 
The warden. 
By a hand ballot? 
Yes, sir. 
Were you sworn in afterwards? 
I was sworn in by the warden. 
Did you count ballots that day ? 
I did. 
How often did you count them? . 
Four or five times. 
Which was it, four or five? 
Five, I think. 
Didn’t you know about every hour how the ballot stood? 
. Yes, sir; I think I did. 
Didn’t the people outside know about how it stood? 
I don’t know. 
You knew every hour? 
J knew every hour. 
Then you must have counted the ballots. 
Not every hour. I knew every hour by the paper on my 
We didn’t count every hour. 
How could you tell every hour unless you counted them ? 
I mean I could look on the paper and I could see how many 
ballots had been voted. 
By Alderman Wuarrren. — Do you mean the check-list? 
A. No, sir; on this paper — foolscap. 
By the Cuarrman. — Didn’t people outside know how the vote 
stood every hour? 
A. No, sir; not from me. 
Q. Did they know from anybody ? 
A. Ido not know. 
@. You say you knew? 
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A. I didn’t know how they got it. I got it from my paper. 
Q. How did they get on the paper? 
A. I counted them as they came out. | 
Q. That is what we have been trying to get at. You counted 
them every hour? 
. Less than every hour. 
About half an hour? 
We counted them about five times during the day. 
What time did the polls open? 
. Seven o’clock. 
And closed? 
Four. 
How many hours was that? 
. We counted them about five times during the day. We did 
not count them every hour. After two o’clock there were not 
many ballots thrown until about four o’clock, when we counted 
again. 
: . You had them all counted up to ten o’clock? 
. Yes, sir. We counted at ten. 
You counted at eleven? 
. We counted about half-past eleven. 
You connted at twelve? 
aes, Sir. 
Counted after one? 
. Yes, sir. 
And after two? 
. No, sir. j 
. Wasn’t the state of the ballot known outside after two 
o'clock ? 
A. I don’t know. It might have been. I don’t know anything 
about it. 
By Mr. Wueerter. — You say you knew the state of the ballot. 
You mean as to all the officers, that is, the Mayor and Board of 
* Aldermen, Common Council? 
A. I knew how many ballots had been cast for the different 
officers, because I put them on this paper. 
@. And you kept a sort of account of it on a piece of foolscap 
paper? . 
A. Yes, sir. 
Q@. Have you got that paper? 
A. No, sir. 
Q. What became of it? 
| A. Burned. I supposed it was no use to me. 
By the Cuarrman. — What return did you make to the city 
: clerk ? 
| A. Four hundred and seventy-six votes for Prince and sixty- 
| six for Stebbins. 
By Mr. Denney. — How did the Council stand? 
A. Ido not remember now ; the exact figures. 
By the Cuarrman. — You are sure that is the number? 
A. I won’t be positive. It was four hundred and seventy-three 
or four hundred and seventy-six. 
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By Mr. Denney. — Did you know how the Council stood, — 
about how much? 

A. Yes, sir, but I do not know now. 

By Mr. Wueeter. — You knew at the time? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By the Cuairman. — That made five hundred and forty-two 
votes? 

A. Yes, sir, I counted that many. I counted that number and 
put them on accordingly. 

By Mr. WHEELER. — Did your officers know how the ballot stood 
during the day? 


A. They had the privilege of coming and looking at them. 

@. Did any of them keep a little account? 

A. I do not know whether they did or not. 

@. Do you know whether they knew how the ballot stood or 
not? 

A. No, sir, I do not. 

@. Do you know whether they saw your paper or not? 

A. No sir, I suppose they must have seen it. 

@. You don’t know whether they examined it or not? 

A. No, sir. 

@. You swear you don’t know whether they examined it or 
not? 
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Yes, sir; I don’t. 

By the CHAIRMAN. — You Crees that the correct return,— 
five hundred and thirty-nine votes? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Mr. Denney. — What is your politics? Democrat or Re- 
publican? 

A. Democrat. 

By the Cuarrman. — How long have you been a voter? 

A. Three years. 

@. Have you had any experience before as clerk? 

A. At the State election. 

@. Will you swear these ballots were all put into the box? 

A. I see them put the ballots into the box, but I won’t swear 
whether the whole of them were there or not. I saw them on the 
table. Of course I was writing, and then read off some votes, and 
then the ballots were put in the box. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — What is your business ? 

A. The last business I worked at was chair-making. 

@. Haye you had any experience adding up columns of figures ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Do you consider yourself correct at figures ? 

A. I consider myself correct in these. Of course there was a 
good deal of excitement coming on four o’clock, and I might have 
made a few blunders. I won’t be certain. 

By the Cuarrman. — Look at that ballot on top there, and see 
whether it is your writing. 

A. Yes, sir. (Referring to the one marked ‘‘ 163.’’) 

Q. Look at this, and-see if you identify them as ballots cast 
that day. 
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ao [After examining the ballots. |] Yes, sir; Iam pretty sure 
ace ballots were voted. 

@. You are sure of it? 

A. Yes, sir. Z 

@. You will swear positively that that ballot on which there is 

writing was voted? 

_ <A. Yes, sir; that is my writing. 

Q. Now, in relation to those not being 1 in the box; how do you 
account for that? 

A. Ido not know. I did not go near the window at all during 
the day. 

(). Were they put on the window? 

A. All the ballots counted were put on the window as fast as 
they were counted. 

By Mr. Means. — Who put them on the window? 

A. The warden. 

By Mr. Wueerter. — In every case? 

A. In every case; yes, sir. 

By the Cuarrman. — Did Mr. Dyer est them with you? 

A. He didn’t count with me. | 

@. Did he count with anybody? 

A. I believe he counted with the other inapuotor: and the war- 
den. 

By Mr. Wuarroy. — How much counting did you do after the 
close of the voting? 

A. I counted the last ballot out of the box. Then I called off 
when the two inspectors and warden were counting over again, and 
I called off to McDonough, and that is all I counted with them. 

By Mr. Denney (Handing witness the package found by Miss 
Connor). — See if you recognize those. 

A. Idid not see any ballots like those — such clean-looking 
ballots. They were all rumpled up when voted. 

By the Cuarrman. — Did you see any ballots voted in that way ? 
jo cee, Bir. 

How many? 

. Oh, I could not tell now —a great many. 

How many do you think? 

I think nearly about two hundred. 

Two hundred of those in that precinct ? 

. Yes, sir, in that precinct. I mean the scratched ticket — 
no name except Donnelly on it. 

By Mr. Wueeter. —In your judgment those were never put 
into the box? 

A. I think they were never voted. 

By Mr. Means. — Do you know whether there were those two 
hundred you speak of ? 

A. I say he got that many votes on these ballots, because I 
counted them. That aint including the regular ticket; there was 
an independent and split. 

By the Cuarrman.—Do you mean to say Mr. Donnelly got 
nearly two hundred alone? 
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A. Iam only guessing at it. He was running on the regular ~ 
Democratic ticket. 

Did any other candidate get two hundred single votes? 

. No, I guess not. 

Did any one of them get twenty single votes? 

Oh, yes. 

Who? 

. I guess nearly every one got that many. 

Will you swear to-it? 

s7OL 28, Bir: 

That any other candidate got twenty single votes in that 
precinct ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. I mean with the two other names scratched and voted for 
him singly? 

A. No, sir, I won’t swear to that. 

@. How do you account for Mr. Donnelly getting that many 
ae votes ? 

The way the ticket was scratched. 

That i is, all the forty-one of them were just that way? 

Yes, sir. It is in that pile. 

You were there at the State election? 

YES: 81T: 

Did any candidate that day oe) two hundred votes alone ? 

I could not tell now. 

Did any get twenty votes in your experience as clerk in that 
precinct? Did any candidate get two hundred single votes? 

A. At the State election it was for the Legislature, and none 
of them run singly; but they run together and there was no 
scratching. 

Who run singly ? 

Yes, sir, Mr. McGeough and Mr. Cronin. 

Wasn’t there three names on those? 

Yes, sir. 
And Mr. Donnelly got nearly two hundred votes, you think? 
Yes, sir; nearly two hundred, I think. 

Was any of that scratching done inside of the rail? 

I do not know. 

What is your opinion ? 

I think they were all honest enough. 

What is your opinion about the scratching inside the rail? 

I didn’t see any funny business going on. 

Do you think it was dofie? 

No, sir. 

Do you think the citizens voted those tickets as you see 
now? 

A. Yes, sir, I think they were. 

@. You don’t think any scratching was done inside the rail? 

A INoO, Air. 

@. Do you swear to it? 

A. I won’t swear to it, but I think they were all honest enough 
that day. 
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Do you know they were not scratched inside the rail? 

A. Ido not know where they were scratched. 

Q. Did you scratch any yourself? 

A. (Laughingly.) No. 

By Mr. Means. — Didn’t you have some records that you kept 
yourself? 

A. No, not any ‘thing regular. 

Q. Isn’t there a book that belongs to the clerk of each pre-— 
cinct? ; , 

A. Yes, sir; there is a book that goes with the clerk. There 
aint anything on it now. 

Q. Didn’t you keep any records during the election? 

A. No,sir. I kept records at the State election, but not at the 
municipal. ‘There was so much trouble about this thing I didn’t 
put them down. 

@. You haven’t made up any? 

ms INO; sir. 

@. It is your duty to make such a statement, isn’t it? 

A. Iwas going to make it up, but I found we made it up 
wrong, according to the ballot in the box, and let it set as it is. 

Have you kept anything so you can do it at any time? 

A. I have the paper at home telling me how many votes there 
were to each man. 

By the Cuarrman. — Why didn’t you bring it in? 

A. I didn’t think it was needed. 

By Mr. Means. — Haye you changed that paper since? 

No. , 

When did you make it up? 

I have had it now since the election. 

Did you have it during the election? 

No, sir. 

When did you make it up? 

I took it from this piece of paper I had at the election, and 
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pu it down on this foolscap. 
What did you have on the foolscap? 
The number of votes cast. 
How did you get at it? 
How did I get at it? 
Yes. How did you get it on to the foolscap? 
. When counting the votes I put it down before I could add 
them up. 
@. You haven't got that? 
A. No, sir. 
Q. Where is it? 
A. It is burned, I guess. 
Q. When did you see it last?

@. What did you do with it then? 
| A. I destroyed it.

A. Yes, sir; just about the same thing. | 
Q@. What do you mean by ‘just about”? Is it exactly the 
same? 


A, Just exactly the same. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — You know how many names were on 
the check-list? 

A. Idid not look at the check-list at all. 

Q. Didn’t you hear the inspector and warden say there were 
ten more ballots than were on the check-list ? 

A. Yes, sir; after I got outside. 

@. Wasn’t there something said about there should be returned 
the full number cast instead of the number checked ? 

A. They didn’t say anything to me about it. 

Q. When did you first find out the discrepancy between the 
number of ballots cast and the check-list? 

A. When we got outside, I told them how many I sent in, and 
I wasn’t going to change it. 
You are still confident you counted 539? 
Yes, sir. 
And they were put into the ballot-box? 
They were put on to the window after they left my hands, 
And can you say under oath you don’t know how it took 
place, and don’t have any suspicion? 

A. No suspicion at all. 

By the Cuarrman. — You say this conversation didn’t take place 
in the room? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. And Mr. Dyer didn’t call your attention to the ten more 
ballots ? 

A. Not tome. It was to the warden, Mr. Mullin. 

@. Didn’t he say he objected in the ward-room? Didn’t he 
make such a statement? 
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A. He made the statement to the warden, and not to me.

A. I could not say whether it is the one Lsigned over here or at 
the ward-room. 

@. What did you sign at the ward-room? 

A. I signed something that looks like that. That is my signa- 
ture; I will swear to that. I didn’t look it over. I wasn’t in there 
two minutes. 

Did you look it over in the ward-room? 

No, sir. 

Didn’t you know what you were signing? 

No, sir. I signed the paper, as the clerk asked me to sign. 
How did you know Mayor Prince had 403? 

I do not know, sir. 

How did you know Mr. Stebbins had 66? 

I run over the votes and found 66. I did not look at 
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either. 

Q. You didn’t look at either? 

AS INo, sir. 

@). Didn’t he read off to you the votes of the different aldermen 
there? 

IND: SIP, 
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Q. Then you signed this not knowing what you did? 
A. Yes, sir. 
. How did you do at the State election? 

A. I did the same thing exactly. I signed them, as I supposed 
it was the duty of the officers. He came to me and said, * Sign 
them,” and I signed them. 

Q. Didn’t you have any printed instructions as to your duty? 

A. Yes, sir. I didn’t overlook them until after this thing came 
up. Isupposed the old officers would instruct me, being an in- 
spector under them. 

@. Then if the clerk had put on a thousand votes for the candi- 
date for mayor, you would have signed it? 

A. Yes, sir; I would have signed. He passed them to me, and 


-1 supposed the clerk knew more more about it than I did. 


(). In relation to your conversation with Mr. Moore, you still 
adhere to that, that you did not say to him you had a statement 
written out and intended to present it to the committee? 

A. No, sir; I never said any such thing to him. I took the 
pains this afternoon to go down to his place of business. I never 
knew the man’s name down here when I was paying my poll-tax. 
I went down there with a friend of mine this afternoon, and he said 
he never made any such statement in his life. He had a piece all 
written off, and had it in his pocket, and was going to have it 
inserted in one of the daily papers, that he never said any such 
thin 

By Mr. Wuarron. —I would like to ask you this, what paper 
did you sign at the hall? 

A. I signed two or three papers that the clerk passed me to sign, 
and also the box that was sent up here. 

@. Did you know what those were? 

A. No, sir. I did not overlook them at all. I supposed that 
he was the clerk there, and he and the warden wouldn’t give me 
anything to sign that wasn’t right. 

@. Do you know how many papers you signed there? 

A. I think I signed three, two or three, I wouldn’t be sure. 

Q. You don’t know what the papers were? 

A. No, sir. They were something similar to those, and I signed 
the box. 

@. Do you know what became of those papers? 

A. No, sir; I do not. 

@. Who handed them: to you to sign? 

A. The clerk, Mr. Barron.

Testimony OF GrorGcE D. Routt. ' 


By the Cuarrman. — State your name in full and business. 

A. George D. Rull, 260 Bowen street, South Boston. 

@. Will you state to the committee all that you know in relation 
to those ballots ; how you became possessed of them, and what you 
did after that, and where you found them? 

A. Yes, sir; I will tell you all about it ina few minutes. When 
I was cleaning my room I came in contact with a bundle, or at. 
least a package. 

By Mr. Wuarron. — What is your room? What do you mean 
by your room? 

A. I mean the precinct-room, the school-room, No. 3 room. 
I found the ballots, or whatever they were, — because I did not ex- 
amine them, — on the centre window of the room, standing right 
that way on the sill. I took them up without looking at them, and 
got a piece of waste paper right near the platform of the room. I 
took and rolled them into that and throwed them into the entry, 
and left them in there. I finished my work and went home. Next 
morning I took them up and went to Mr. O’Brien’s step, and I 
throwed them from my hand to his man sweeping the steps. His 
name is Stuart, I believe. He is the man Mr. O’Brien hired. 
After that I knew no more about the ballots until Mr. Mountain 
came to me Sunday night and told me about it. Mr. Mountain 
questioned me, and I told him, I believe, just the same words I am - 
telling now before your presence now. That is all I know about 
the ballots. I never looked at them and never examined them. I 
believe I could recognize the piece of paper I wrapped them in. 
As regards the ballots, I don’t know whether they were used or cast 
or put into the box. I don’t know nothing about it. That is all 
I know about the ballots, no more and no less. In regard to Mr. 
O’Brien I had given him ballots the year before. I gave them to 
him once or twice. I do not remember really, but certainly I gave 
him some ballots before, some ballots I picked up in the hall. I 
understand they used those ballots for shaving-papers, because he 
has used them for shaving-papers, the ballots I gave him before. 
That is all I:know. 

By the Cuarrman.— Do you know anything about the ballots 
found in the table-drawer ? 

A. No, sir, I do not. Idonot. I never knew anything about 
those ballots until Mr. Mountain came into the school-room and 
wanted me to show him the table. He wanted me to show him the 
table, and I showed him the table. Then I found that ballots had 
been found there. Even the teacher never told me of it until it was 
found out. I never knew anything about it. I left the table where 
it belonged, and I have used it for three years certainly. I took it 
from that room and carried it to the room where they vote and placed 
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_ it there, and just as soon as they got through with it I put it back. 
into its place, and everything they used, the chairs and everything. 

Q. Then you did not take the ballots to Mr. O’ Brien, s store that 

night? © 

A. No, sir, not till next morning. 

@. Where did you say you threw them? 

A. Right close to his step, where his man was sweeping his walk. 

Q. I mean that night? 

A. I left them there rolled up in a piece of paper that I rolled 

them up in. I left them in the entry. 

Q. You did not sweep the entry that night? 

A. I swept the entry the night before I left the room that night, 

and washed and scrubbed it. 

Q. What did you leave them wrapped up in a piece of paper for? 

A. Because if I throwed them out they would scatter all about. 

So I rolled them up in a paper, and throwed them out carelessly, 
out of my way. 

@. Did you find any more ballots? 

Aw No, gir. 

Q. Did you find any out in the entry anywhere? 

A. No, sir, not one, not even a waste one that they throwed out. 
There was some in the yard that I never picked up — that is blank 
ballots, I suppose they were, that the people throwed out of their 
hands. 

By Mr. Wuartron. — When you threw them out outside into the 
entry, you left them there over night? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. What did you do with them in the morning? 

A. I took them up in the morning about 8 o’clock, outside the 
fence, and threw them on Mr. O’ Brien’s step next morning. 

@. What did you put them on the step for? 

A. To give them to him for shaving papers. 

Q. Are you in the habit of throwing papers to him? 

A. No, sir; I never gave him any paper before ; but I have given 
him ballots picked up in the hall. ‘They are no use to me. 

@. This time you threw them on his steps as you passed by his 
door? 

A. I did not go by his door at all. I didn’t go as far as to the 
door, and I threw them up. 

Q. Did he see you throw them ? 

A. No, sir, he was not in sight. I did not see him. 

@. Didn’t you think it strange to find ballots in that room after 
that election ? 

A. No, sir, I did not. I didn’t go there to watch for ballots, or 
anything like that. My business was to clean the school-room and 
have it ready for the next morning, and I done that. 

@. How many years have you been in there since they voted in 
that building? 

A. Three years since they begun. 

Q. Did you ever find any ballots there before? 

A. No, sir, except what I found outside the door — not in the 
room, I don’t remember that I did. 
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GrorGe O’Brien (Sworn). 


By the Cnarrman. — Your name, age, and business? 

A. George O’Brien; age, 22 ; business, barber. 

@. Do you remember after the election giving some ballots to 
Mr. Mountain, the officer? ) 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Where did you get them and how did you come by them? 

A. The following Sunday after election we were all in the barber- 
shop — I guess I will tell how they came there first. The day after 
election Mr. Rull, the janitor of the school-house — Stuart, the 
man that works for me was sweeping the sidewalk. After he got 
through sweeping the sidewalk, and he was on the steps dusting 
them a little, and Mr. Rull came to him and handed him this 
package. 

By Mr. Wuarton. — What time was this? 

A. This was in the morning before 9 o’clock. I was inside 
shaving a man at the time. ‘The door was open and he handed me 
this package— Stuart. Here was the door (illustrating as if 
pointing out on a plan), and there was the chair. I turned around 
when he handed the package to Stuart, and I asked, ‘* What is that?” 
and he said, ‘‘ Oh, nothing, only ballots.” So Stuart took the ballots 
and chucked them under a place which I have for waste-paper. So 
we left them. there. This was the morning after the election. So 
the following Sunday we were all in the barber-shop. ‘There were ten 
or twelve men waiting, and three men in the chair getting shaved. 
So we got to talking and fooling, and we got a talking about a man 
on Broadway that kept a bar-room, a man named Devver. Some 
gentleman getting shaved at the time passed a remark; he said, . 
‘¢ Probably Devver has some of the ballots, for all you know.” We 
were joking that way, and finally I said, ‘* Yes, I guess that is so; and 
I guess I got some myself.” I went to the place where this bundle 
was setting there, and tossed them out to interest the crowd more 
than anything else. I never supposed the ballots were cast. I 
wanted to keep my customers in there. So one of the customers 
came across this one ballot marked ‘* 163 counted.” So he ealled 
my attention to that, and so, I should have said, ‘‘ By G—, that 
ballot looks as though it has been in the box.” So I thought this 
ballot might have been swept up or something. So after awhile 
they kept looking over them and sorting them, and after awhile 
some other gentleman called my attention to them, and said it 
looked as though it was in the box, and I-began to look at them, 
and I see ‘** 163 counted.” 

So for curiosity’s sake I went over the packages, and there were 
166, and 14 of them were Republicans. So when I got the ballots 
I did not know what to do with them. So I went over to Mr. 
Shevlin’s and told him about the ballots, and asked what I would 
do about them. He said the best thing I could do was to go and 
see the janitor and see where he got them. I left the ballots up to 
Shevlin’s, and started up to see the janitor. The janitor was out in 
Dorchester, I believe. So I got the ballots from Shevlin’s, and he 
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told me the best thing I could do was to save them. So I took 


them over to the shop and locked them up. That night, about 7 
o'clock, Officer Mountain came up to me and said, ‘* I heard that you 
found some ballots, George.” So I told him ‘‘ Yes.” I took him over 
to the shop, and lit up the shop. I had them way over in the corner 
in the closet, and took them down and showed them to him. I asked 
him what I would do with them, and he said, ‘* I will take care of 
them.” So I gave him the ballots. 

By the Cuarrman. — Something was said here the Biss night 
about your being in the ward-room or precinct-room — in that room 
where those ballots were found — immediately after the closing of 
the polls, before the vote was declared? 

A. I was there at the polls that night, but it was after the vote — 
was declared. I should judge it was about twenty minutes of five, 
because when the polls were closed, at four o’clock, I had Tim 
Sullivan, who keeps a stable over there, and he asked me off the 
street to shave him and cut his hair; and so I took him in. Another 
man named O’Brien came in and asked if we had any tickets. I 
said, ** Yes, you better hurry up;” and he went down, and came 
back and said the polls were closed. I went and sent a man out 
to get the count, and he got it. So, after Tim Sullivan got through, 
I went to Precinct 2, and got the count, and went to Precinct 1, 
and got the count there, and went back, and some one gave me 
the count in Precinct 5, and I went up to Precinct 4, the school- 
house on C street, and from there—TI believe that was the last 
precinct ; we figured up then, and I believe the straight ticket was 
elected. So we felt kind o’ good over it that was working for the 
straight ticket. Mr. William Carroll says to me, ‘‘ The ticket is 
all right, George; you better go down to the school-house and 
watch the precinct, to see that they don’t do any funny business 
down there.” 

By Mr. Wuarrton. — Who said that? 

A. Mr. Carroll. So I started down to that precinct. Just as 
soon as I went in the door, —I stepped in two or three feet, — and 
I was ordered out, and I went out. They questioned my right to 
be in there. I stepped just inside the door, and just as soon as he 
questioned my right, I stood out of the door. I kind o’ got indig- 
nant on account of being ordered out so soon. I spoke to an 
officer there, and told him I wanted him to keep his eye opened 
— Officer Boynton. I stood at the door. I stayed there until . 
the returns were ready. Mr. Harkins took them, and started with 
them for City Hall. I came out then, and left the warden there 
and two officers. 

By the Cuarrman.— The warden did order you out of the 
room ? 

A. Yes, sir. Just as soon as I stepped in, Mullin ordered me 
out. 

@. Did they ask you to take anything to drink while in there? 

A. While I was in there, some one says, ‘** Do you want any- 
thing to drink?” So I asked what it was, and some one said it 
was cider. None of them wanted anything to drink, and Barron 
said, ** Do you want some, George?” And I says,.‘* Yes;” and he 
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fetched me over a pail of cider, and I took a good drink out of it. 
I handed it back to Barron then. He fetched it to the door to me. 
I might have stepped in a step to take it. 

Q. Then the vote could not have been declared if they were 
counting the ballots then? 

A. They had declared the vote, I believe, because this man I 
sent in fetched the count to me. They gave out the count to the 
crowd. Ido not know whether they declared the count or not. 

By the Cuairman.— Mr. Mullin says, ‘* After gommencing the 
final count we heard as if two persons were talking in the entry, 
and one of these persons came in and sat down, and I was count- 
ing at one of the school children’s desk farther down. As soon as 
1 saw him there I notified him he had no right there, and I would 
order him out.” Do you remember that circumstance ? 

A. About persons talking in the entry? 

Q. Yes. 

A. I might have said something to the janitor when I came in. 
The janitor was scrubbing the entry. I might have asked him 
something about the polls being closed. 

@. Where were the ballots when you were there? 

A. I did not take notice partidularly where they were. Here 
was adesk. Has this committee seen the room? 

Woy ex. 

A. The desk where Barron was was about five or six feet from 
the door. 

By Mr. Wuarron. — The tables are marked A, B, and C, and 
you can indicate them that way. 

ise Ves, Sir. 

(Witness was shown the plan.) 

Q. This table is marked A. These are desks and seats. Here: 
is another table marked C, and another table marked B. 

A. When I came in I stepped into the room a couple of steps, 
and was ordered out. He questioned my right to be there, and I 
walked out and stood at the door here. The desk where the ballots 
were, I should judge, was five or six feet from the door, — the table 


and Dyer, counting ballots. 

@. Was that table B on the platform, or between the windows 
here? 

A. It was over in that corner, I should judge. 

@. What do you mean by that corner? 

A. Over in that corner of the room. I could not say whether 
it was on the platform ornot. ‘This other table was away back on 
the platform. 

Q. You think it was in the left-hand corner of the room? 

A. Yes, sir. Dyer sat at one side of the table, and was count- 
ing ballots, and as fast as he would count them he would hand 
them to McDonough. Dyer was at this side of the table, and Mc- 
Donough at this side. Mullin was below the second window on 
the left- hand side, near the back of the room, when he ordered me 
out. 

By Mr. Denney. — What was he doing there? 
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A. I could not say what he was doing. I didn’t take much 
notice what he was doing. 

Q. Did you say the ballots were all counted then? 

A. I do not know whether they were counted or not. 

By Alderman Catpweti.—On which window were the ballots 
found? 

A. I do not know. 

By Mr. Denney. — They were found on the second window. 

By Mr. Wuarron. — Now go on and tell us what happened. 

A. So after I see the returns sealed I left. They sealed the re- 
turns twice. It was a big envelope. He put a seal on, and it 
didn’t take good, and he sealed it again. So, when they did that, 
Harkins took it and started for City Hall, and I walked out behind 
him. Before Harkins left he asked for some bill for stationery or 
something, and some one asked him how much he wanted. Some 
one said, ** Half a dollar,’ and some one said, ‘‘ A dollar,” and 
Mullin said, ‘‘ I will split the difference ;” and he wrote it out 
seventy-five cents. I heard him say that. 

By the Cuarrman. — What would he want that for? 

da. I do not know; for stationery or something, ink or lead 
pencils, or something. 

@. Now, tell us all you know about this case. 

A. All I know about it? 

Q. Have you stated all you know about it? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Do you know anything about a job being put up the night 
before, to capture the precinct, by certain parties? 

No, sir; I do not know nothing about it. 

Have you heard anything about it? 

I heard it rumored around. 

Who did you hear say anything about it? 

I did not hear anything particular, but I heard it rumored. 
When did you hear it? 

The night before election, I believe. 

Where ? 

It was on Broadway, I think. 

Who was present? 

There was a whole crowd of us present. 

Well, give us the names of some of them. 

I did not take much particular notice about who was present. 
Well, give us what was said. 

Well, the parties — there was a whole crowd — said, ‘*‘ We 
will all be around early in the morning, and elect a warden.” I 
was not in the party. 

(). Who else was with you? Was Mr. Donnelly with you? 

A. I wasn’t with none of the party at all. 

@). Give us the names of the parties you were with. 

A. Charlie Powers, me, Charlie Powers — there was four or five 
of us there. We did not have any job put up. We only said, 
‘** Be around early in the morning, and we will elect a warden and 
clerk.” 

@. Were you around early in the morning? 
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A. No, sir; I did not get up until about half-past eight. 

Q. Were you out late that night? 

A. Yes. sir; I was in to a wake until about three o’clock ; down 
to Jim Sullivan’s wake; he had a young one that was dead. 

@. Where was that wake? 

A. Down on C street. I went in to tell him I did not think I 
could go to the funeral; that the next day was election day; and 
so I sat down there awhile. 

By Mr. Means. — Did it take you until three o’clock? 

A. I was down to Charlie Powers’ until about one o’clock — he 
and Billy Dwyer-and me. He was arranging about what time he 
would get his ballots; and that is how I stopped there so late. 
So I wanted to know whether I would get up earlier and get the 
ballots for him or not; and so I happened to be there so late. 

By Mr. Denney.— What did you infer when Carroll said, 
‘¢ Look out for funny business” ? 

A. Carroll says, ‘* You better go down and watch that precinct.” 

@. In going down, what were you to watch? } 

A. To see that there was no ‘‘ funny business” carried on. By | 
the vote that Donnelly got, they kind o’ suspected the precinct. 
They kind o’ thought that all wasn’t right. 

@. You didn’t see any ‘*‘ funny business” ? 

A. No, sir. 

By the Cuarrman. —If those ballots were on the window-sill 
when you went in there, would you have seen them? 

A. If I had took particular notice; but I didn’t take particular 
notice whether they were on the window-sill or not. I did not 
take any particular notice of Mullin after that. I was watching 
those two men counting ballots — McDonough and Dyer. I didn’t 
know there was any ballots on this window-sill. If 1 did I would .- 
have looked out for it down there; but Mullin was down there. I 
did not have any idea there was any ballots down on the window- 
sill where he was. I was only watching the men that was count- 
ing the ballots. 

(@. Had you any reason to believe that Mullin wouldn’t do 
what was right? 

A. No, I hadn’t. 

@. What did you go in there for? 

A. I had reason, after the election, on account of the big vote 
cast for Donnelly. 

You didn’t know anything about the big vote for Donnelly ? 
Oh, yes. 

How did you know? 

Because this Ned O’Brien give me the returns. 

How did you get the returns before they counted them ? 
They give out those returns to the crowd there. 

Were not they counting ballots while you were in there? 
Yes, sir. 

How did they get out then? 

. Ido not know how they got out. They were counting them 
afterwards. I had the whole count, and had the whole returns, 
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and everything, on a piece of paper; and when I went back there 
they were counting them. 

By Mr. Denney.— Did you have the vote for aldermen and 
mayor? 

A. No. All I was interested in then was the vote for council- 
men. 

Mr. Denney. — They probably counted the vote for councilmen 
before they did the vote for mayor and aldermen. 

By Mr. Wuarron. — What reason. did you have to think that 
anything suspicious was going on there? 

A. Why, the big vote that Donnelly got. 

@. That is the first thing that made you have suspicion? 

A. I did not have a suspicion at all. I went up to this pre- 
cinct, and Carroll says to me, ‘** The ticket is all right, and you 
better go down and watch this precinct.” 

@. In what precinct did he say it was? 

A. Precinct 4. 

(). What else did he say? 

A. That is all. He said ‘* You had better go up and watch that 
precinct ;” and so I went back. 

@. Who did you go there to watch? 

A. The whole of them. 

You didn’t watch Mullin, there, of course? 

I was only watching the men counting ballots. 

Why did you watch them? 

. Because I wanted to see. I thought they might take out 
e of the straight tickets, and put in some of the others. 

Were you there when they put the ballots in the box? 

Yes, sir. 

You testified you saw them seal up the box? 

J saw the returns sealed, — the count. 

Where did they put the seal you saw? 

. On a big envelope. 

Did you see the ballot-box at all? 

mae, Wir. 

At any time? 

[- Noseir: 

Wasn’t it on the table when these men were counting there? . 
I did not see any. I did not take notice of any. 

- What was on the table when you saw those gentlemen 
counting there? 

A. There was a lot of ballots on this table where McDonough 
and the others were counting. ‘They were piled up like that. 
Dyer and McDonough were counting? 

Yes, sir. 

Wasn’t there a green box anywhere there? 
I did not take notice. 

You didn’t see it? 

No, sir. 

Who sealed the envelope? 

Peter Mullin. 

. You saw that handed to Mr. who? 
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Mr. Harkins. 

Was anything else handed to Mr. Harkins? 

I did not take notice. 

Try and remember. A little slip of paper, I believe? 
Yes, sir. 

Do you know what that was? 

A. I suppose it was the bill for seventy-five cents, for stationery 
and stuff. 

@. Now tell us exactly what you heard said when this envelope 
was handed to Mr. Harkins. 

A. I don’t remember anything being said. 

Q. Didn’t you testify a minute ago that somebody said he 
asked a dollar, and Mr. Mullin said he would split it? 

A. Oh, it was between the clerks; and one said, ‘*Give me a 
half a dollar;” and the other said, ‘‘ Take a dollar.” I did not 
notice which of the clerks said it. 

@. From the time you entered the room until you left it, did you 
hear any other conversation between anybody else? 

No, sir. 

You swear you didn’t? 

Yes, sir. 

You swear you did not see any box at all? 

I didn’t take notice. 

How came it that you came there to look after this precinct, 

and didn’ t take any more notice than that? 

_ A. I did go into the room and look around, and was ordered 
out. All] could see, I could see from the door. 

@. As I remember your testimony, you stayed there to see what 
was going on? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You didn’t seem to look very carefully? ; 

A. I only looked out for the men counting ballots. This Dyer 
would count them first, and hand them to McDonough. 

Q. What did McDonough do with them after that? 

A. He would put them one side. 

@. What did they do with them after that? 

A. I did not take notice after Harkins left. 

@. How far had they got along with the counting when Har- 
kins left? | 

A. I suppose they were all through with the counting. 

@). Did you see whether they were through or not? 

A. I do not know whether they were through or not. , 

@. Now, after the sealed envelope was handed to Mr. Harkins, 
you left? 

Yes, sir. 

Where did you go then? 

I went over to Shevlin’s. 

What did you do there? 

Sit down and talked over the election. 

Do you remember any conversation that took place there? 
No; there was no particular conversation. We were all 
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; sughing and jolly over it. Powers was in there and he shouted, 
and Devlin came in and shouted. 
@. Was there any talk about funny proceedings? — 
A. No. 
@. ‘There was no mention of any funny proceedings then? 
NO, sir. 
(. You testified the first thing you knew about there might be 
any funny proceedings was the night before the election, wasn’t it? 
_ A. We didn’t have any idea of any funny business that we were 
talking about. We were all getting together to elect a warden. 
Was McDonough with you at that time? 
No, sir. 
Mullin? ; 
No, sir. 
Mr. Barron? 
No, sir. 
»You didn’t know where they were? 
No, sir. 
; By Mr. Mrans.—When were these ballots given to you? 
A. It was on Wednesday morning— the morning after election. 
@. What did you do with them then? 
A. They wasn’t given to me. They were handed to Stuart, and 
I asked him what they were, and he says * Ballots;” and I told 
him to chuck them under the window, where I keep all my waste- 
paper. 
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Do you use your paper from there for shaving? 

Yes; that is where we throw all the shaving-paper. 

Did you use any of these ballots ? 

No, sir. 

Are you sure about that? 

I am positive I did not use any of the ballots, because I 
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never used ballots when I would have them unless I was short of . 


paper, because they are kind of thick. They take the edge off 
the razor. If you happen to nick them, they take the edge off 
the razor. 

By the Cuarrman. — Look at those ballots, and see if those 
are the ones you gave Officer Mountain. (Witness took the ballots 
and examined them.) ‘There is one particular one there, with a 
pencil-mark on the back; see if you recognize it. 

A. I can recognize it, because I tore it in the middle, so I would 

know it. (Taking up one.) I recognize that one on account of 
Slade being scratched right through. (Witness continued his ex- 

amination of the ballots.) I recognize that one, with all the 
aldermen scratched except one, because we had a kind of talk over 
that one. Some one remarked that it might be McNamara’s vote, 
on account of having all the aldermen scratched. 

vif Mr. Means.—When was it that you had this talk? 

In the barber-shop. 

When was it? 

The Sunday I found them. 
Who was there at that time? 
There was ten or twelve there. 
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@. Can you name any of them? 

A. Yes; but I do not care to have their names mentioned. 

Q. Well, that don’t matter. 

A. Yes, sir. Ihave lost custom enough by getting names in 
the papers. (Going on with his examination of the package.) I 
recognize that ballot. 

By Mr. Means. — Mr. Chairman — 

By the CuarrmMan (to witness). You are under oath here to tell 
the truth. The committee ask the question. 

Witness. —I do not suppose they would like their names men- 
tioned. ‘They will all run to me to-morrow and say I mentioned 
their names, and they don’t want their names to go in the paper. 
(Continuing to examine the ballots.) I recognize those from the 
way they are scratched. I can tell the committee on the quiet who 
was there, and they can summons them. (General laughter.) 
Here is another one I recognize. 

By the Cuarrman. — Have you recognized enough of them to 
satisfy you those were the ballots? + 

A. I want to recognize one I tore. There was one marked 
‘¢ 163 counted.” I tore it in the centre. 

@. There is such a ballot there? 

(Taking out the ballot.) I have it. This is the one. I tore 
it so I could recognize it — 1638. 

@. Do you know anything about those eighteen ballots found by 
Miss Connor? 

A. No, sir. 

By Mr. Wuarton. — You testified that these ballots were given 
to you the Wednesday after the election? 

Mian) OS, Bir. 

@. When did you first tell Mr. Mountain about it? 

A. I did not tell Mountain anything about it. He came after 
them. 

When did he come after them? 

Sunday night. 

The following Sunday ? 

The day I found them. 

When was that? 

The day we began to take notice of them. 

What day was that? 

. Sunday. That was the day in the barber-shop when-we 
were all talking about it. . 

@. Sunday following election ? 

A. Sunday following election. 

@. When did you first hear from Mr. Mountain? 

A. That evening. I went up to his house and he wasn’t there. 
So I think I met him on Broadway that evening. He asked me 
something about the ballots, and says, ‘‘I understand you found 
some ballots.” SolI told him yes. So he said he would like to see 
them. 

@. You are sure it wasn’t a week from that Sunday? 

A, (After hesitating and thinking.) Iam not sure about that 
part of it. I know it was a Sunday, anyway. 
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Q. I should like to ask you, was there much feeling about this 
election in Precinct 3? 
No, not as I know of. 
Was there much feeling about who should be ward officers? 
No, there wasn’t much - feeling. 
Was there any feeling? 
There might have been a little. 
Did the feeling show itself by division into parties ? 
Not to my knowledge. 
There were no persons, to your knowledge, in favor of one 
candidate, and other persons in favor-of another candidate for 
warden ? 
A. No, sir, not to my knowledge. 
@. Who was your choice for warden? 
A. Why, any one we would see there that election morning. 
(. Didn’t you testify that the night before election you were 
with some gentlemen and talked about it? 

A. Yes, sir, were marked we would be around early in the morn- 
ing to elect a warden. 

@. What did you do that for? 

A. 1 suppose because—we didn’t do it for any particular 
reason. , 

@. Didn’t you want some one for warden particularly ? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Why did you care whether they were there early in the morn- 
ing or not? 

A. Because I was interested in the candidates on the straight 
ticket. Iwas acquainted with three of them, and wanted to be 
there and work for them. 

@. On the straight Democratic ticket? 

A. Yes, sir. ; 

@. Why should you be anxious to be there and elect a warden? 

A. I wasn’t particularly anxious about it. 

@. Why did you make an appointment to be there early in the 
morning to elect a warden? 

A. We didn’t make any appointment. He said ‘* Be around 

- early in the morning to elect a warden.” 

Q@. Who made the remark? 

A. Charlie Powers made the remark. 

@. Will you swear that no conversation took place between you 
and Mr. Powers about who should be warden? 

A. Yes, sir. 

_. @. There was no conversation? 

A. There was no conversation. 

@. Did you have any conversation with anybody else about who 
should be warden? 

A. No, sir. 

@. And you had nobody in mind whom you wanted to be 
warden? 

A. No, sir. 

’ @. And that you swear to? 
A. So help me God. 
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Testimony or Dante McDonoven (fecalled). 


By the Cuarrman. — Do you want to change your testimony any 
from the last night? 

A. Only I made a mistake; if there was any mistake it was 
made in the clock, it wasn’t my fault. After I got there the 
warden and officers were elected. ‘The polls were not open at 7 
o'clock, but at half-past 7. Of course the officers must have been 
chosen before the polls were open. 

@. Then you want to change your testimony so far as being 
. there at 7 o’clock? 

A. Ido not know; that is, I supposed it must be 7 o’clock. It 
must have been after 7, as the polls were not open until half- 
past 7. 

@. You testified. that you were at Precinct 1 at 10 minutes 
before 7? 

The polls were open after 7. 

Which will you have it? 

The polls were open at half-past 7 o’clock. 

What did you have in the ward-room that day to drink? 
Some cider and lager. 

How much lager? 

There was not much, not a great quantity. 

Who furnished it? 

I do not know how it came in there. I drank some of it. 
Was Mr. Dyer out of that room siete any part of the day? 
Not while I was there. 

All the time? 

All the time. 

Cannot you give us some idea how much lager you had in 
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there? 

A. Probably there was a quart. 

@. During the whole day? 

A. Yes, sir. There wasn’t a quart. Because I drank it out of 
a small water-dipper that the school furnishes. 

Q. Was it brought in in a pitcher? : 

A. No. It was in a can. 

@. How large a can? 

A. Acan that would hold about a quart. There wasn’t quite 
a quart of lager there as I ost 

@. Who gave it to you? 

A. It was in a pail, I believe, because the cider was in one and 
the lager in the other.

No, sir; I do not know. 
You knew there was to be an election?

. And nothing said about the election? 
A, No, sir. He said nothing about the election. He didn’t 
have any reasons. 
@. What time did you take the car to go to South Boston? 
A. I did not take acar. I walked home. 
Q. What time was it? Was it in the morning or evening? 
A. In the morning. 
Q. About what time? 
A. Well, I could not tell. I could not tell what time. I told 
you the time I thought it was when I was on Broadway. 
@. Was Mr. Drohan with you then? 
iA, © Xes, pir. 
@. He had been with you all night? 
A. Yes, sir. 
@. Any conversation between you and him that night about the 
election? 
. No, sir; nothing said about the election. 
When did he first mention anything about the election? 
. In the morning going over. 
What did he say? 
. What I told you before. 
What did he say? 
. He said there was going to be an election of precinct officers 
in Precinct 3. 
@. Were you in favor of any particular officer at that election? 
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A. No, sir; except Ihad my ballot to vote for. Iwas in favor 
of one ballot except the council. ’ 

@. Well, now, I want to know whether you were in favor of 
anybody being warden? 

A. No. I wasn’t in favor of anybody being warden when I 
got there. I voted with the rest. 

Q@. Did any conversation take place between you and Drohan 
aboyt who was to be warden? 

- No, sir. 

@. Not a word said about the election between you and 
Drohan? 

A. Just the same as would occur between anybody. 

@. Tell me exactly what was said. 

A. That is what I tell you, that there was going to be an elec- 
tion of officers in Precinct 3, and he said, ‘* Let’s go up there,” and I 
said, ‘‘All right.” 

@. I suppose there was an election of officers at all the pre- 
cincts? 

A. No, sir; not as I know of. 

Q. How came he to mention Precinct 3? 

A. I suppose he knew there was going to be an election there. 

@. Now, when you got to the precinct, you cannot tell who 
nominated you? 

A. No, sir; there were two or three spoke up. I was off in 
the crowd near the stairs.

Mr. Drohan stopped and spoke to several gentle- 
men. 

Q. Did you meet anybody from that precinct that night? 
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_ A. No, sir, not as I know of. I don’t remember any. 

_ @. Are you in the habit of going into town and spending all 
night at any time? 

A. No, sir. 

@. What made you do it that evening? 

A. Oh, I don’t know; because I felt like it. I see lots of peo- 
ple out that night. I suppose they were electioneering. I do not 
know whether they were in the habit of staying out all night. 

Q. You didn’t hear Mr. Drohan say anything about the election? 

A. No, sir. 

@. You didn’t hear him talking with anybody else about it? 

A. No, sir. I don’t know; he might have spoke to a hundred 
people, I don’t know who. 

@. How did you know these.people were electioneer ing? 

A. I did not say they were. 

@. You supposed they were? 

A. I say, of course, as a general thing there is lots of people 
out the night before election electioneering, and not in the habit of 
staying out.

A. Yes, sir. 
| Q. In what precinct? 

A. In Precinct 2.

A. No, sir, I could not find them. All I have is this book. 
(Showing the record book of precinct clerk.) 


@. What have you in that book? What is recorded there?

@. How are you going to make the record?

‘‘Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the inhabitants: of Precinct No. —, 
of Ward No. —, qualified to vote as the law directs, assembled at the time and 
place and for the purposes therein expressed.” 


““[2.] On the first day of service for the municipal year, the qualification 
of the several ward officers should be recorded. ‘The oath of office was 
administered by A. B., Justice for the peace, to C. D., Warden, who after- 


_ wards qualified E. F., Clerk, and G. H., I. K., L. M., etc., Inspectors.’ The 
_ record of the appointment and qualification of any ward officers pro tempore 
should here be entered. 


“13.] At—o’clock, A.M., the warrant calling the meeting was read by 
the Warden, who then called upon the inhabitants of said Precinct, qualified 
by law to vote, to give in their ballots for the purposes expressed in said 
warrant. 

** At —o’clock, P.M., the polls were closed, and the whole number of bal- 
lots given in, having been sorted and counted by the Warden and Inspectors 
of Elettions in the manner provided by law, the result was as follows: —

A. I told you I had a piece of foolscap with ‘the numbers on it. 

@. Didn’t you testify you hadn’t the piece of foolscap you 
brought from the ward-room now, and that you had a copy of it? 


A. I do not remember it. 

Q. Is that a fact? 

A. I cannot tell what I testified to. 

Q. Now, as a matter of fact, did you burn this foolscap ? 
A. No, sir, I did not burn no pieces of foolscap. 

@. And you didn’t burn those other pieces? 

A. No, sir. 

@. And you didn’t make a copy of anything? 

A. No, sir, I did not. 


By the Cuarrman. — Was Mr. Dyer out of the precinct-room 
that day? 

A. Yes, sir, he went out, I think, to get a drink. 

@. How long was he out? » 

A. About five minutes. 

@. How often did he go out during the day? 

A. He went out once with me, and that is all the time I see him 
go out. 

@. You heard Mr. Dyer testify he didn’t leave that room from 
the time he went into it? 


A. Yes, sir. 

@. He did go out and have a drink? 

A. Yes, sir, we had a drink. 

@. Where did you go? 

A. To Shevlin’s. 

@. How much lager did you have in the room that day? 

A. Two bottles of lager, a pint of whiskey, and a bottle of 
cider. 

Q. Two bottles of lager? 

A. Yes, sir. . 

@. A pint of whiskey? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And a bottle of cider? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Who furnished that? 

A. I got the lager, and somebody else got the whiskey —I do 


not how who it was. Mr. Shevlin sent us over the cider. 
@. You don’t know who brought the whiskey in? 
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A. I donot know. It was there on the window-sill. 

By Mr. Wuarton. — When did you make this list in the clerk’s 
record book? 

' A. I made that the day of election. I put down all them 
names and two figures — that was all. 

@. The day of election? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Before or after aieotion’ ? 

A. Right after the election? | 

(). In the evening after you got home? 

A. No, while they were getting ready to put the ballots in the 
box and signing the returns, and one thing and another, and I put 
them on. 

(). Didn’t you go around and ask them to sign the returns ? 
A. Yes, I asked them to sign the returns. 


Testimony oF Peter J. Muxiin (Recalled). 


By the Cuarrman. — Do you remember receiving a letter from 
anybody the day of election, or the day before election? 

A.» Yes, sir. 

@. Who did you receive that letter from? 

A, I received it from a friend of mine. I don’t know as I have 
a right to mention his name. 

@. Supposing I mention it for you? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did you receive a letter from Mr. Conlon? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Will you give the committee the substance of it? Have you 
got that letter? 

A. I have it at home. 

@. Will you give the committee the substance of it? 

A. The substance of it was Mr. Stebbins was to run for mayor, 
and if I could do anything for Mr. Stebbins I would do a personal 
favor for Mr. Conlon. Enclosed in the letter was some of Mr. 
Stebbins’ pasters. 

@. Anything said about it being a matter of love and no sugar 
in it? 

A. Nothing except that it would be a personal favor to Mr. 
Conlon. 

. Was not that statement thd in the letter ? 

No, sir, I could show you the letter. 

That there was no money in it? 

No, sir. 

In what way did he expect you to do any thing? 

Mr. Conlon married a relative of mine, and he and my 
brother are understood to have some influence in the ward, and 
they considered I might influence some votes for Mr. Stebbins. 

@. You knew you were to be warden that day? 

A. No, sir. This was two or three days before election. The 
date is on the letter. He nor I knew nothing of the wardenship 
until the morning of election. 
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@. Was Mr. Dyer out of the room that day to your knowledge? 

A. Only once. 

@. How long was he gone then? 

A. Only long enough to go outside of the rail and vote. 

Q. You heard the testimony of Mr. Barron, — that he went out 
with him to take a drink? 

A. Mr. Barron is mistaken. | 

Q. Mr. Barron is? 
isa. vi G8, Bir. 

_ @. Who knows best, he or you, who went out with him? 

A. Well, I say Mr. Dyer only left the ward-room once that day, 
and that was to vote. If he did, then I am greater mistaken than 
Barron. You may have heard Mr. Barron say that after election 
we all went to Shevlin’s to get a drink — Barron, McDonough, and 
Dyer, and I; all four of us went together. 

@. He says that; but he says he went out with him, and went 
to Shevlin’s, and took a drink, and they were together about five 
minutes. 

A. To the best of my knowledge, he did not. 

@. Do you know who brought the whiskey in there? 

A. Ido not. Some of them sent for it. Some outsider sent 
for it, and brought it to the rail. 

@. Who sent for it? 

A. I think Mr. Dyer sent for it; I wouldn’t be certain; I think 


he sent for it. ; 
@. How much whiskey was there there that day? 
A. I should judge there was a pint — about that. 
@. How much lager beer? 
A. Two bottles of lager beer. 
@. Was there any that came in a can?

A. Not among ourselves. ' 

@. Do you remember any conversation there?

Q@. What was it? 

A. I heard a man ask Barron if there was any chance to

By the Cuarmman. — What time in the day was it when you 
went to get a drink with Mr. Dyer? 

A. I believe it was some time in the afternoon. I could not 
tell exactly when. 

(). Was it before the polls closed? 

A, Oh, yes. 

@. Was it about three o’clock? 

A. Somewhere between two and four —I could not tell when. 

@. Did anybody see you over to Shevlin’s with Mr. Dyer? 

A. I don’t know whether Mr. Shevlin was there or not. The 
bar-tender was there. 

By Mr. Wuarron. — Did you have any conversation with any- 
body when you went over there? 

A. No, sir. 


Peter J. Murwin (Continued). 


By Mr. Wuarron. — Did you hear any further\conversation be- 
tween anybody? 

A. That was all relating to the election. 

@. Whether you would be — 

A. It was this way: I was running for warden on the inde- 
pendent ticket ; and from the vote Donnelly had given out — 249, 
1 think — that made the independent ticket considerably ahead ; 
and they considered I was ahead for warden; and it was said, ‘‘ Is 
there any chance to ‘down’ Mullin for the wardenship?”

By Mr. Means. — You say you think Mr. Dyer sent for the 
whiskey ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Do you know anything about it? 

A® Well, he said it in a kind of jocose way; I was kind of 
dry, and had nothing to eat or drink all day, and he said he wished 
we had a sour mash or whiskey sour, or something of that nature ; 
either one of those two. 

@. Who went for it? 

A. Some outsider went for it.

— Did you hear any conversation about the 
election that day? 

A. No, sir.

@. Did you hear anything about Precinct 3? 

A. Nothing, only Shevlin’s crowd was to run Matt. Barron for 
clerk and this Mr. Willock for warden. There is a great deal of 
politics there, and they call it Shevlin’s crowd. 

By Mr. Means. — Who was in that crowd? 

A. Shevlin’s crowd? 

Joya es. 

A. Well, they consider that that place runs the ward. For 
two or three years they have elected the ward officers, and persons 
prominent in politics were associated with them. 

@. How were they pulling for councilmen that day? 

A. They were voting the straight ticket, to the best of my own 
knowledge. 

Who was Charles Powers at work for? 

I think he is in business for himself. 

I meant politically, who was he interested in that day? 

He was one of the trio, — Devlin, Gomez, and Powers. 
Who was Dwyer and Matt. O’Brien? 

Dwyer and Matt. O’Brien, —I don’t know that I— 

Billy Dwyer? 

I don’t know what his politics are. I should judge he is not 
a man who mixes with politics much. He is a bar-keeper for 
Ryan. | 

ty Was he pulling the independent ticket? 

A. I don’t know of him connected with polities at all. 

(@. How were the ward oflicers divided on the councilmen that 
day? 

4. I do not know. I wasn’t at that time prominent in polities. 
I never had anything to do with it, only if a friend of mine was 
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going for any office I would help him all I could. That was all I 
would have to do with it. 

. Do you know what ticket Mr. Barron yoted? 

A. He didn’t vote at all, I think. 

@. Do you know who McDonough voted for? 

A. I do not know, sir. 

By Mr. Wuarton. — Were you not personally in favor of Mr. 


Donnelly? 
A. Yes, sir. 
Q. Was Mr. McDonough in favor of Mr. Donnelly? 
A. Ido not know about that. 
Q. Do you know how he voted? 
A. No, sir. 
@. Did you have any conversation with McDonough about it? 
A. After election I hadsome. I mentioned, after ‘election, that 


they ought to give him a chance, as well as anybody else on the 
corner. There would be two or three candidates from that corner. 

@. What conversation did you have with him about it? 

A. Only about the number of votes cast. 

@. What did he say? 

A, Only that he didn’t think he ought to have his name 
—— into the papers. 

He did not express any preference? 

. No, sir; he did not have any particular preference. 

Did you vote for Mr. Gomez? 

. No, sir. 

Were you in favor of him? 

I was, up to election day. 

What made you change? 

. I didn’t change. 

. How came it. you were in favor of him up to the time of 
election day, and then no longer in favor of him? 

A. Well, I shouldn’t have said until election day. I meant 
until those reports came out in the papers. 

Did you vote for him? 

. No, sir; I didn’t vote at all. 
Did you work for him? 

. No, sir. 

How came it you didn’t Soe? 

A. I was so interested in the precinct business that I did not 
care about my vote. You will find on the check-list that my name 
is not checked. That was my first experience, and I wanted to do 
the thing as well as I knew how, and I threw up all my connections 
with business and did the best I could. 

By Mr. Mrans.—You are sure you did not vote? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Mr. Wuarton.— Do you belong to Mr. Shevlin’s crowd? 

A. No, sir. 

(). Were you opposed to Mr. Shevlin’s crowd? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Was Mr. Donnelly one of Mr. Shevlin’s crowd? 

A. No, sir. 
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@. What crowd did Mr. Connolly belong to? 

A. I guess he was independent of all parties. He had a large 
number of strong friends in South Boston outside of the wire- 
pullers, as they call them. 

@. Who do you consider the wire-pullers ? 

A. They consider those. that go to Shevlin’s wire-pullers for 
several years. 

@. You call them wire-pullers ? 

A. Yes, sir; when people go to Shevlin’s they call them 
Shevlin’s crowd ; and I do not know that Mr. Shevlin has any more 
prominence than anybody else; but they call it Shevlin’s crowd, 
and where they concoct political schemes. 


TESTIMONY OF OrriceR Patrick HARKINS. 


By the Cuarrman. — Will you state to the committee what you 
did that day in relation to the ballots? 

A. I was detailed to carry papers from City Hall to Precinct 3 
of Ward 13. I carried them over there and delivered them to the 
clerk. After the election was over I carried them back to City 
Hall — three check-lists, frames, and press returns of the election. 

@. You say you brought the ballots over from Precinct 3 ? 

A. No, sir; Mr. Fernald carried them back to City Hall. 

@. What did you bring to City Hall that night? 

A. I carried over the check-list, it was in an envelope, and the 
frames and returns that the precinct officers made out, called the 
press return. 

@. Were you in the room when the ballots were sealed up in 
the box? 

A. No, sir; I left when the returns was made out. They were 
counting the ballots when I left. The other officer took the ballots 
there. | 

@. What did you see there that day? Were you stationed 
there? 

A. I was on duty outside of the room. 

Q. Did you see any ballots on the window-sill? | 

A. Yes, sir. After the vote was declared and the poll closed, 
the table was taken away from the door, and the ballot-box, and 
the other two officers and.I went inside and sat down on the chairs. 
They were counting and making up their returns, and I noticed 
one of the inspectors went over and looked at the ballot-box on the. 
window. Mullin, the warden, says, ‘‘ That is all right; those are 
all counted.” He left them there, andI do not know what was done 
with them. 

By Mr. Wuarton. — What were you given at the precinct-room 
to bring to City Hall— exactly? 

A. The check-list was taken from the frames, and after they got 
through counting them, and there was an*envelope for sealing 
them up. 

(). And you were given the sealed envelope? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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@. Did you watch the proceedings of the inspector, and warden, 
and clerk, at all? 

A. We had nothing to do with them. We were on duty outside. 

@. Did you happen to look at them in the ward-room ? 

A. We may, but we did not take particular notice. 

By the Cuarrman. — Do you know whether Mr. Dyer left that 
ward-room that day? ) 

A. Icouldnot say. I don’t remember seeing him go out. 

By Mr. Wuarton.— Did you hear any conversation during 
the day about the election? 

A. Outside the rail. 

Q. Yes? 

A. Heard them talk. Idon’t remember anything that was said. | 
We didn’t take any notice of them. 

@. You didn’t hear anything particular ? 

_ A. No, nothing particular. 

Q. Or inside the rail afterwards? 

A. No, sir, between the warden and inspectors, that I noticed. 

By Mr. Means. — Do you remember which inspector it was who 
asked this question as to the ballots? 

A. McDonough went over to look at the ballots. I thought he 
was going to count them. They were all at the tables, and this 
pile was on the window. He went over and was handling them, 
and the warden says, ‘* Those are counted — those are all right.” 


Testimony OF Orricer CHARLES H. FERNALD. 


By the Cuarrman. — State to the committee what you did that 
day in relation to the ballots. 

A. I was detailed on that day with Mr. Harkins and Boyn- 
ton. I was outside and had nothing to do with matters inside the 
rail. I didn’t know much of what was going on there. 

@. Were you inside at the close of the polls? 

I was after the polls were closed. 

Did you bring the ballots back to City Hall? 

I did; yes, sir. 

Were the ballots all put into the box? 

I could not say whether they were or not. At the time I 
went in I saw some on the window-sill, but whether those were put 
in I could not say. 

@. Did you object to the way they were sealing the box at any 
time? 

A. Yes, sir;. I did. 

@. How was he sealing it? What was your objections? 

A. Well, they were sealing the box. The straps were pasted 
on the under side of the box, and they brought the strap up over 
and buckled it up on the side, and then at the end simply tied a 
knot, and were going to seal it on the top. They didn’t fasten the 
end of the strap, and I called attention to it. They then drew the 
strap around the box, and sealed the end on the bottom of the 
box. 
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@. Could the box have been opened the way they were sealing 
it at first? 

A. I think it could, sir. 

(@. Do you remember looking on the window-sill after the box 
was sealed up? . 

A. No, sir. I did not take notice after the box was sealed. I 
took it up and started with it as soon as possible for City Hall. 


TEsTIMONY OF Orricer Oscar E. Boynton. 


By the Cuarrman. — State what you know. 

A. I was detailed on the morning of election at 7, A.M., and 
was on duty until 6 at night. J was outside all day, until about 
half-past 4, and then we went inside. 

@. Was your attention called during the day to the officers inside 
there? } 

A. No, sir. 

@. Did O’Brien say anything to you? 

A. That was after we were inside. 

@. What did he say to you there? 

A, Idon’t remember. I was watching them pretty close. He 
came in and said, ‘* Better look out.” Hesaid just them words. I 
didn’t look up at all. I had my eye on those men. 

@). Did you see the ballots on the window-sill? 

A. Yes, sir, Mr. McDonough called the warden’s attention to 
those ballots on the window-sill, and he replied that they were all 
right and counted. 

@. Well, now, won’t you describe to the committee all you saw 
while you were there? ) 

A. Well, after we got inside I watched them pretty snug. 
There was a little looseness there, and I laid it to ignorance. They 
did not seem to understand much what they were doing. They 
sealed the ballot-box wrong. Then Mr. McDonough and Mr. Bar- 
ron seemed te be in a hurry to get through. Mr. Mullin cautioned 
them two or three times to be sure and count everything and have 
it all right. That is all I noticed out of the way. The bottle of 
cider, I didn’t think it looked very well when they produced that. 

@. Was it cider? 

A. I don’t know, sir, only what he said. 


By Mr. Wuarron. — Did you hear any conversation in that 
room? 

A. Between the officers? 

Q. Yes. 


A. No, sir; nothing more than what I said about Mr. Mullin 
cautioning them to be sure and count them right. 

@. Did you see Mr. Mullin in the back part of the room after the 
gas was lighted? 
No, sir. 
Well, now, you say you kept a pretty sharp lookout on them? 
Yes, sir. 
What time did you do that? 
From the time I got inside the rail until they were all done. 
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Q. Did you notice any ballots on the window-sill ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What time did you notice them? 

A. I went inside about half-past four. I should think it was 
somewhere in the neighborhood of five o’clock when I noticed 
those ballots on the window, when McDonough spoke to the 
warden about them. 

. Did you look around to see if the ballot-box was sealed? 
No, sir. 

Do you remember seeing them put the ballots into the box? 
I saw them put in three or four small piles. 

What size pile do you call this one on the window-sill? 

It was a large pile. 

You didn’t see any pile corresponding to that go in? 

. No, sir; I don’t think I did. 

Did you see all the ballots put into the box? 

. I did not see all— there might be three or four small piles. 
There were no piles put in you didn’t see? 

. No, sir. 

Where were those piles taken from you saw put into the box? 
Most all taken from the table, and one man set down to the 
desk and counted them. 

(. How soon after McDonough drew Mullin’s attention to these 
ballots did they begin to put the ballots into the box? 

A. They were putting them in at that time. They would put in 
a pile, and count some more and then put them in. 

(). After they were counted, they would put them in the ballot- 
box? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was it when they were putting the ballots into the box that 
Mr. McDonough called Mullin’s attention to them? 

A. No, sir; that was when they were counting. 

By Mr. Means. — You saw Mr. O’Brien there? 

A. Yes, sir. Heis the man that when he came into the door 
Mr. Mullin ordered him out; and just before he ordered him out he 
said something to me about looking out. 

@. Do you remember when he came in? ‘ 

A. Twenty minutes of five. 

By Mr. Wuartron. — What made you so particularly vigilant? 

A. Nothing; only when I am in a place of that kind I always. 
keep my eyes open.

The committee met at 7 o’clock, P.M. 
Present: Alderman Flynn (Chairman), Caldwell, Whitten ; 
Councilmen Wharton, Wheeler, Denney, Welch. 


Testimony or Humpnurey Dyzr (Recalled). 


By the Cuarrman. — Mr. Dyer, there is a little difference of 
opinion as between you and the clerk, that day, about your leaving 
that ward-room. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. He stated that you and he went across the street to Mr. 
Shevlin’s and took a drink during the day. 

A. Yes, sir. I never left the ward-room from the time I went 
in. Up before the legislative committee last night he said I went 
out into the anteroom. I asked him to correct the mistake, and 
he said he would correct it here to-night. One of the legislators 
asked me what I said to Mr. Barron; and I told him right there. 
He was in the room at the time, and said it was all right. I never 
left it from the time I went in, except as I walked around the 
room. 

Q. The warden said you ordered the whiskey, — is that true? 

_A. Yes, sir. I did not feel very well, and a fellow brought in 
a half-pint of whiskey, that is, he handed it over the check- 
list. . 

@. The whiskey was brought in at your request? 

A. Yes, sir. That is all there was there in the whiskey line 
that day that I saw. 

@. You said you saw lager beer there? 

A. Yes, sir. There was one of those quart champagne bottles 
of lager, and one of cider, sent over by Mr. Shevlin, I believe. 

@. But you do not know how many ballots were cast that day, 
do you? 

A. No, sir, only by the clerk’s statement, — what he said, — 
459. 

Q. You did not make that return? 

A, Iknow. I have found that out since, sir. : 

By Alderman CaLpweELL. — What is your opinion in regard to 
those ballots being found on the window? 

A. I think they were left there by mistake. 

@. You have no doubt they were cast? 

A. No, I have no doubt in the least that they were cast, be- 
cause I saw one ballot there that I recognized in the pile ; scratched 
all the aldermen that was in that pile found there. 

@. Can you account for those eighteen found in the drawer? 

A. No, sir, I cannot. Ido not know anything about it. 
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Q. There was every indication that those were cast? 

A. I should think so, by the looks of them the night I saw 
them. I should think they were. . 

By Mr. Wueeter. — You are still of the opinion that those 18 
were in the box? 

A. Yes, sir, I should judge so by looking at them that night. 
They looked something like the others. 

By the Cuarrman. —Is there anything in addition to what 

you have already stated, that you can give to the committee? 

A. No, sir, not that I know of, sir. I have told all I know 
about it from the time I went into the room until I came out. 

The Cuarrman. — That is all; you need not come again. 


Testimony oF Dennis A. MOoOvunrtrAIN. 


By the Cuarrman. — Your name and business, Mr. Mountain? 

A. My name is Dennis A. Mountain, and I am.a police officer. 

@. Go on in your own way and state to the committee what you 
know about these ballots you found and which you presented to the 
committee. 

A. From information I received on Sunday —I think the 18th 
or 19th, I won’t be certain ——I went to Mr. O’Brien’s shop, and 
asked him if he had any ballots. He said that he had. I got his 
story from him, and he told me that the janitor of the Mather 
School-house brought him the ballots the week before, on the day 
after the election. I asked him for the ballots, looked them over, 
and he gave them to me — delivered them to me. I went up and 
saw Mr. Rull, and asked him about it. He told the story that he 
found them on the window-seat, and that-he threw them — found 
them the night before on the window-seat, threw them out into the 
entry, and they laid there all night; and that in the morning, when 
he was sweeping up, he picked these ballots up, rolled them up in 
a piece of brown paper that was marked ‘* Ward 13” in black ink, 
and that he carried them to the barber-shop and gave them to him. 
I then went and saw Mr. Dyer, one of the inspectors, and Mr. 
Dyer recognized the ballots as being cast on that day. I then 
brought them to City Hall, and delivered them to Captain Ham. 
In about two days afterwards Mr. Connor came and told me that 
his sister, a teacher, had some ballots that she had found in her 
drawer in the school-room, and he handed them to me. I then 
went and saw his sister, and she said she found them in this drawer 
three or four days before that, but she never thought anything 
about it until she found an accountin the paper. So I also brought 
them to Captain Ham. The committee have seen those. ‘That is 
about all. 

@. Do you know anything of any arrangement being made by 
any ward officers who served on that day, — the night before, — to 
be present in the morning and capture the precinct ? 

A. Not of my own knowledge, sir. There are witnesses who 
will be here this evening who will give the committee a little light 
upon that. . 
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Q. In relation to the letter which Mr. Barron, I think it was — 
was not he the clerk? 

A. He was the clerk, yes, sir. 

@. It was sent to Kim by Mr. Condon. Do you know anything 
about that ? 

A. The letter was not sent to Mr. Barron. It was sent to Mr. 
Mullin. Mr. Mullin told the committee about it. 

Q. What was said to you about that? 

A. Mr. Condon told me he said it was a good thing for Mr. 
Mullin that those fellows did not get at him that night. ¥% said, 
“Why?” and he said, ‘‘I wrote him a letter a little before that, 
asking him to do all that he could for Stebbins.” I asked him, 
' Why should Mullin do anything for Stebbins?” Said he, ‘*I 
don’t know; he is a friend of mine, related by marriage, and I did 
not know but what he would do something for him.” That is 
about all the conversation I had with him. 

By Mr. Wuarron. — Who is Mr. Condon? 

A. He is an employé of the city. His name is William Con 
don. | 

The CHarrman. — William J. Condon. 

By Mr. Denney. — Have you got the letter, Mr. Mullin? 

Mr. Moutuin. — Yes, sir. 

By Mr. Wuarron. (To Mr. Mountain.) — Will Mr. Condon 
be here to-night? 

A. He has not been here to-night that I know of. 

By Alderman CaLtpweE.ti. — What is your opinion, after investi- 
gation, in regard to those ballots*found on the window-seat? Your 
opinion is that they went through the ballot-box? 

A. There is no doubt about it, sir. There is evidence to show 
it, and the man ought to be here now to testify to his own ballot. 
All the names are crossed with the exception of Alderman Flynn. 
I went to see him that night, and he put his name on the back of 
the ballot. That is, I took the ballots into the station-house ; 
Lieutenant Graves was in charge, and we were looking them over. 
McNamara said, ‘* There is the ballot I threw, now; ” and he 
picked the ballot out. Then and there Lieutenant Graves put a 
private mark upon it, and also Mr. Namara’s name uponit. I 
have no doubt but what they went through the ballot-box, every 
one of them. 

By Mr. Wuerter. — Do you think they were put into the box 
that was sealed up, and sent to City Hall? 

A. No, sir. 

@. You do not think they were? 

A. No, sir, I do not think they were. I donot see how they 
could get.in there, and get out again, for the very reason that the 
officer who brought them to City Hall objected to the way they 
were sealing them, and he made them seal them right; and they 
could not break that seal, and take those ballots out. 

(). Did I understand you were on the police force now? 

A. Yes, sir; down in the inspector’s oflice. 

@. In the inspector’s department? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. You live in this ward, — 13? 

A. No, sir, I lived in it for some time; but they are getting to 
be pretty bad folks, and I am glad I got out of it. 

@. You live in South Boston? 

A. Ido, sir; in Ward 15. 

By the Cuarrman. — How bad are they getting there now? 

A. Well, there is any quantity of aspirants for office there now. 
About every second man you meet wants to go to the Council, or 
to represent the ward in some shape or other. 

Q. Does that make a man bad? 

A, Well, as Mr. O’Brien says, they resort to ‘* funny busi- 
ness,” as he calls it, a good many times. 


Testimony OF Peter J. Mouin (Recalled.) © 


By the Cuarrman. — Will you produce the letter? 

A. That is the letter as I received it, with its entire contents. 
(Presenting a letter.) 

The Cuarrman.— It is postmarked October 13 — December 13. 

Mr. Denney. — The election was on the 14th. 

By Mr. Wueecer. — Did you get that on the 13th? 

A. I got it a day or two before the election. 

By the Cuarrman. —It is December 14th. 

A. I must have got it the day previous. I thought nothing 
about it. ; 

Q. This is written December 13. That is the day previous to 
election. It says:— 


‘“‘Frienp Perer:—If you have no personal choice in the matter will you, 
as a great favor to me, vote for Mr. Stebbins? He is a personal friend of 
mine, and if elected I could do considerable with him, —in fact I would be 

ersonally benefited by his election. If you have no choice, I would esteem 
it a great favor if you could vote for him and use the enclosed pasters. 
Yours truly, 
W. J. Conpvon. 
Boston, Dec. 18, ’80.” 


That is the letter spoken of the other day as being received with 
the pasters. 

A. Yes, sir; that is the only correspondence I have had. It 
was stated in the papers, Mr. Flynn, that I had stated at the 
investigation that I received pasted ballots. I did not say any 
such thing. I said ‘‘ pasters for Stebbins.” 

@. I understood you to say pasters. 

A. It was printed in the ‘* Herald; ” and so it has been in two or 
three cases that they have altered things to make them appear 
differently. 

@. Is that the whole number of pasters you got? 

A. That is the whole, just as I got it. I carried it in my 
pocket two or three days. 

@. Were there any more pasters? 

A. No, sir, that is the matter as I received it. I read it and 
placed it back in my pocket. 

@. Did you use any of them? 
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A. No, sir. | 
Q. Have you anything more to say in relation to this matter, 
Mr. Mullin, than what you have already testified to before the 
committee, — any more facts? 
A. No, sir, I know of nothing else that I know about it. 
@. You have heard the testimony in relation to these 18 ballots 
by Mr. Connor? 
| . Yes, sir. 
Do you know anything about those? 
No, sir. 
Did you see the ballots? 
I saw them here. 
What is your opinion in relation to those being cast that 
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I do not think they were cast. 

You do not? Why not? 

They do not appear to me like cast ballots. 

Are they not the same as 41 others which you kept in that 
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. Yes, sir. 

With the peculiar marks? 

. Yes, sir. 

Why do you think they were not cast? 

. I do not say they were not; but they do not appear to me 
as much rumpled as the others. 

. But you must understand that these had been in the hands 
of inspectors for days before they were brought here, and looked 
over by several parties, while these of Mr. Connor’s were only 
taken out of a drawer and brought directly here. 

A. Well, I do not say. 

Q. If they were rumpled a little more would you think they were 
cast? 

A. I should not, but I should think they looked like those that 
were cast. 

@. But the peculiarity was the same in marking out the names 
of the other two candidates for the Council. 

A. Yess sir. 

@. Done in exactly the same way? 

A. Exactly the same, as far as I was able to judge. 

@. Did you use the drawer in that table at all that day? 

A. No, sir, there was no necessity at any time for using the 
drawer. 

By Mr. Denney. — Did the clerk use the drawer? 

A. I think not, sir. Idid not see anybody use it. 

(). Where did he keep his paper or foolscap ? 

A. Where did he? Everything I saw was on the table. 

By the Cuarrman. — Then, if these ballots were ruffled up a 
little more, you would believe they were cast? 

A. No, sir; I would hardly be able to judge whether they were 
or not. 

@. The answer you gave a moment ago was that they were not 
ruffled up like the others? 
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; A. I do not say I am positive of that. 
:* By Mr. Wuereter. — Didn’t they appear to have been handled 
less than the other ballots? 

A. Yes, sir; that is the idea I meant to convey. 

@. But would not it be unusual for ballots of that kind to be in 
one bunch, if they had been through the ballot-box? 

A. No, sir; for, in order to make it convenient counting, 
we take different bundles and would get the different ones 
together, for instance, Republicans, Democrats, and Independ- 
ents, — that would enable us to count them so much quicker, to see 


2 whether they were scratched or not. 

e, Q. Didn’t you state that the bundles you got together were 

: ordinarily much larger in number than 18? 

, A. Yes, sir, though there might have been packages as small as 

7 18. 

4 By Mr. Wuarton. — Did you have any ballots in that room 
where you were, — you and the inspectors,—did you have any 
ballots there that were not cast? 

A. In the morning there was passed in to the clerk, by various 


people, a ticket of each denomination, in order for him to make 
up his list with. 

By Mr. Denney. — What became of those; were they taken by 
somebody who destroyed them? 

(The witness did not answer.) 

By Mr. Wuarton. — Did you know there were any drawers to 
that table? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. You did not know it? 

A. No, sir; I never looked for one. © 

(). How did the people stand between the windows, — length- 
wise, or don’t you remember? 

A. I do not exactly. 

Q. How did you sit around the table when you counted, do you 
remember ? 

A. I remember —let me see if I can state it just right; Mr. 
Barron sat on the right, Mr. Dyer opposite me, and Mr. McDon- 
ough on the left, — at one time. 

(). The end you sat on, which direction was that in, — towards 
the back of the room or the front of the room? 

A. I was facing the rear of the room from the end I sat at? 

@. You had your back, then, to the closet? 

A. Yes, sir; at one time, — not for a very long period. 

Q. For a part of the time you sat that way, at the end of the 
table towards the closet? 

. Yes, sir. 

Who sat opposite you then? 

. Humphrey Dyer, at the other end of the table. 
Who sat at the right side? 

. The clerk. * 

Who sat at your right? 

. McDonough, the inspector. 

You say you were not that way all the time? 
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A. No, sir. 

Q. How were you arranged the rest of the time? 

A. Well, at various times—there were these bundles on the 
window to be counted, and those on the table, too, you know. 

@. But I mean while you were sitting around the table; did — 
you sit in any other manner? 

A. We might have, but Ido not recollect exactly, except that 
one time I know we all four sat together. 

@. Let me see if I understand that. I want to get it plainly, 
you sat at one end of the table towards the closet? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Mr. McDonough on your left,Mr. Dyer facing you, and Mr. 
Barron on your right. 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And you do not remember that you sat, any of you, in any 
other position while counting the ballots? 

A. Yes, sir; we were in other positions, but I do not recollect. 

@. Do you know how many ballots were brought from the 
ballot-box to the table, at the last time the ballot-box was emptied ? 

A. Well, I do not know, sir, exactly. 

@. Approximately ? 

A. I think somewhere between twenty and twenty-five. 

@. Did you count them? 

A. Yes, sir; I counted the last batch, but I don’t just recollect 
what the amount was. 

@. Were you the first to count them when they were brought 
along. 

A. Yes, sir; I and the clerk together counted them as they 
were brought along. 

The Cuarrman. — That is all. 

Mr. Muri. —Can I be excused ? 

The CuarrmMan. — Yes, you are excused. We shall not want 
you any more. 


TEsTrmMony OF Patrick F. SHEVLIN. 


By the Cuarrman. — Have you been sworn? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Your name and business? 

A. My name is Patrick F. Shevlin. I keep a restaurant at 209 
Broadway. Do you want to know what I know about this affair? 

@. Yes, sir. Will you go on in your own way and state to the 
committee what you know? 

A. I happened to have the good fortune, or the misfortune, to be 
chairman of the ward committee, and it was part of my duty to go 
around that morning and see how things looked for the success of 
the regular ticket in general. The first place I got at was Precinct 
3. They were electing officers, or precinct officers, at the time I ar- 
rived there. Mr. Donnelly swore them in, and* they opened and 
proceeded to ballot, or, at least, they started to open the polls, I 
suppose, a little time after half-past seven; I think it was about 
ten minutes to eight before they commenced. That is about all I 
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know of the arrangement, only until the evening, when I heard — 
or, at least, next day, when I saw the papers — 

Q. During the day, Mr. Shevlin, was your attention called to 
the fact that there was any work being done inside the rail, and 
did you, in consequence of that, take any action? 

A. My impression was, in the morning, that if the people who 
had the interests of the regular ticket did not keep their eyes open, 
the chances were they would be left. There was a split in the 
field, and the party that was running it got possession of the pre- 
cinct, I should say; and some of the gentlemen around there — it 
was not our side or the regulars — said that they had things their own 
way behind the rail, and they might do some funny business. I 
told them I could not make any better of it, but the chances were 
that being amateurs they would try to bite off more than they 
could chaw — that was generally the case — and to let things go, 
and keep a sharp lookout — do the best they could. And I sup- 
pose it was done. ‘They had a man there with a book to check 
the voters as they went in. There was a large vote polled — an 
exceedingly large vote, I should say —and things looked very 
favorable, as far as the ballots went in, for the regular ticket. 
Towards the close of the polls some few of us were talking the 
matter over, — Mr. Crowley, Mr. Moore, and Mr. O’Brien, — who 
were interested in the success of 'the regular ticket, and we thought it 
was prudent to keep a sharp lookout and see that no splits were 
substituted for the regular tickets. Mr. O’Brien was sent over — 
at least he went over as much of his own accord as anything else ; 
he remained there awhile, and was ordered out. 

@. Were you there then? 

A. I was not present at the time. 

@. It has been stated, Mr. Shevlin, that you sent over liquors, 
and lager, and cider? 

A. When I went to vote, some of the gentlemen behind the rail 
— I do not know really who it was; they were all friends of mine 
outside of politics; but they suggested that I would send over 
something to them; and feeling as though I ought to conciliate 
them as much as I could, I sent over a bottle of cider and two 
bottles of lager beer. The whiskey they did not get in my place. 
I do not sell ‘‘ sour mash ;” that Gibson brand is all that I keep. 

@. Do you remember Mr. Barron and Mr. Dyer going over to 
your place during election time, and taking a drink? 

A, Mr. Dyer was not in until the close of the polls, when he 
came in and said, ‘‘ I have got to take a pretty stiff gee, for this is 
the first I have had for some time.” In fact, it was the first he 
had had. He made that remark. That was after the polls were 
closed. Mr. Barron, I saw him there, I believe, once during the 
day; that is all. I was not in my place much that day. I was 
out around in different precincts. 

Q. Now, in relation to the ballots, Mr. Shevlin, that Mr. O’Brien 
brought you? | 

A. I think it was Sunday, at noon, or Monday — either Sunday 
or Monday, I forget which — he brought in a bundle of ballots, and 
he said, ‘* These are the ballots the janitor gave me.” I had heard 
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something of this before, that he had a bundle over in his shop. 
‘Said he, ‘‘ These are the ballots the janitor gave me.” Said I, 
‘¢ These ballots have been voted upon.” On the top ballot was 
‘¢ Counted 163.” I counted and there were 166. I told him 
‘¢ This is something that ought to be attended to, and you had 
better see Mr. Mountain about it, and in the mean time tell the 
janitor to look around and see if he cannot find some more. Said I, 
‘¢ These won’t make good the deficiency.” He left the ballots there 
for a little while, went and saw Mr. Mountain, and returned and 
took the ballots away with him. That is the last I have seen of 
them until I saw them here. 

@. Had you any suspicion during the day that anything wrong 
was going to be done? 

A. Well, I did have a suspicion of it. My impression is, 
if O’Brien had not reached there that evening, that the vote would 
have been all right here. . 

@. Why do you say that? 

A. I think these ballots have been subaH eae by coli. and the 
regular ticket, as far as the Council was concerned, defeated 
throughout the whole ward. 

@. What was the feeling there that day in relation top the candi- 
dates for the Common Council? 

A. Well, it was pretty strong. It is generally a big job to beat 
the regular ticket there at any time. It is a strong Democratic 
ward, and they have got to do considerable work to beat it; and I 
supposed that they would leave no means undone to do it if they 
could. 

@. What were the feelings of the precinct officers that were 
elected that day as towards the different candidates? 

A. Well, I always felt that Mr. Barron, so far as I knew of - 
him, was a little friendly towards the regular candidates ; that is, the 
three councilmen that were running. The other men we could not 
say so much for. We felt as though they were more or less allied 
to Mr. Donnelly orto Mr. Moore. Mr. Folan, the other candidate, 
did not stand very high in their affections; but I guess they would 
strain a point for Mr. Moore or Mr. Donnelly if they came any- 
where near being elected. 

Q@. Something was said here the last night about there beinga 
Shevlin party there in that ward, and they wanted to defeat it. 

A. Well, if the regular party is called the ‘‘ Shevlin party ” that 
is certainly the case. I*only happened to be one of a number of 
gentlemen over there that feels like supporting the integrity of the 
regular candidates every year. I have always been found with 
them. There is certainly a superabundance of politicians, and 
they get up all branches — well, there are all kinds of clubs, liter- 
ary associates, athletic associations, and the Lord knows what; 
and on election days you generally find all these clubs, with a can- 
didate, or two or three, or the chances are with five or six, get- 
ting into trouble among themselves; but the whole brunt of, the 
battle has to be borne generally by the regulars in order to sustain 
themselves against the outsiders. 

Q. Were you there at any time, Mr. Shevlin, after the close of 
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the polls to look after the interests of the precinct or ward, and see 
that the ballots were put into the box? 

A. After the polls had been closed, and we had got the returns 
as near as we could get them at the time, I felt satisfied that the 
regular ticket was all right. I had no doubts about it at all until 
the next morning I saw that the returns were altered a little, and 
then I began a little — well, we didn’t have much doubts until the 
Board of Aldermen —we always thought Mr. Folan and Mr. 
Gomez were pretty close. It was a pretty tight scratch with them ; 
but we never supposed for once that Mr. Donnelly or Mr. Moore 
was anywhere near being elected. 

@. Did you hear any conversation between any of these young 
men, or anybody, about capturing that precinct in the morning 
for ward officers? | 

A. No, sir, there was no conversation; but there was a little 
talk in my place the night before that they would need a warden 
there in the morning if they could elect one; and that was about 
all. They knew that there was a vacancy there for a warden and 
for a clerk, I think. They had assembled there in the morning, 
and Mr. Donnelly had called the citizens that were collected there 
together, and the names of the opposing candidates were put, but 
they were not entertained. Mr. Donnelly declared Mr. Mullin 
elected warden. The name of Mr. Wallack was put, but was not 
entertained. The name of Mr. Barron was put for clerk, and 
another gentleman named O’Brien — Hugh O’Brien — was put as 
clerk; but Mr. Barron was declared elected, and Mr. Donnelly 
swore them in. 

@. Did you consider in the morning at that election for warden 


, and clerk that it was a fair count and a fair election? 


A. No, I did not. 

@. Why? 

A. Well, for the reason that I thought it was not what I would 
consider a fair ballot. Isaw men from other precincts there. I 
saw men from Precinct 4 there. I do not think they had any 
right to say who should be warden in Precinct 3. 

By Mr, Denney. — Did they elect them according to law? 

A. That I cannot say. I am not posted in the law in regard to 
such matters. I supposed Mr. Donnelly had done what a great 
many others do, — what I have seen others do before. He had got 
the best end of it, and was bound to keep it. 

Q. Was it a hand vote? 

A. Hand vote? Yes,—no, yea and nay vote. 

By the Cuarrman. — Any protest at the time? 

A. I believe Mr. Devlin objected. Some opened their mouths, 
and they were told to shut up, etc. 

By Mr. Wueerer. — You say that Mr. O’Brien, — he was the 
barber — you say that he was the only one that went in late in 
the afternoon to see that everything was all right? ~ 

A. That he was the only one I have known going inside this 
rail outside these precinct officers. 

@. You were in his shop? 

A. No, sir’; he came into my place with these ballots. He 
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heard us speaking of the matter, and he said, ‘‘I have got some 


ballots over in the shop.” He said he had shown them to some 


of the folks over there, and they said they were voted on. I said, 
‘¢ Bring them over, and let us look at them.” 
@. I refer to election day, late in the afternoon. Mr. O’Brien 
called in there. You did not e° in there? 
No, sir. 
You went in his shop? 
No, sir; he was in my shop, previous to going over. 
There were one or two others there? 
Yes, sir. 
You had some conversation as to what might occur, — that 
it might be something that it was worth while to. watch? 

A. That was the only business we had any dread of. 

@. The regular ticket had no trouble except for this? 

A. We felt it was pretty much one way. 

@. But you did not go there yourself to stop any fraud? 

A. No, sir; I thought this gentleman would answer as well, if 
not better. 

Q. None of the others went at that time? 

A. No, sir. 

By Mr. Wuarton. — Did you believe at the time of that meet- 
ing that the gentlemen who organized that caucus — that you had 
reason to suspect they would be guilty of fraud ? 

A. As far as the gentlemen’s characters were concerned, out- 
side of politics, there is nothing detrimental to be said of them. 

@. Did you think they were of such character that they might 
be tempted to do such things as this? 

A. It is only in politics. They had the precinct, and it was a 
great gain to them. 

@. As I understand, the three gentlemen who met were the 
clerk, the inspector, and the warden. Those were the three 
gentlemen who met? 

A. Yes, sir; as young men their characters are beyond re- 
proach. They are all right in every way. Politically they will 
bear watching. I suppose they have the same opinion of me. 

@. Under ‘whose influence did you expect them to be? 

A. Nothing. I believe the fight was only one between the 
council candidates. 
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@. Did I understand you to say that you believed them to be 


favorable to Mr. Donnelly? 

A. Yes, sir, that is my impression,—all favorable to 
Donnelly. 

@. And the clerk, — what did you think of him? 

A. I thought he was very lukewarm in the matter. He was 
surrounded by a good many friends of his own there, and his in- 
tentions were all right. I did not suppose that he would care 
about having a fight with them, in order to protect the regular 
ticket. 

@. Did they all belong to the same clique, so to speak? 

A. Well, they are all pretty well acquainted. 

Q. All intimate friends, were they?

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Testmmony OF FrepeRICK L. DONNELLY. 


By the Cuarrman. — Have you been sworn? 
_A. Yes, sir, I was sworn the first evening I was here. 
om — 6. State to the committee your name and business. 
_A. Frederick L. Donnelly, bill-poster. 
_Q. You were a candidate for the Common Council at the last 
; _ sleation, Mr. Donnelly ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
+ Q. Were you clerk of the precinct at the last election? 
A. Yes, sir. 
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@. Did you resign your position that morning? 

A. I did, sir. 

@. It has been stated here that some objection was made to 
your decision as to who was elected. Will you state to the com- 
mittee whether or not this is true? 

A. Well, itis not. I went in there that morning, and opened 
the polls, as it were, and received the name of Peter Mullin for 
warden. I put his name, and I do not really think there was one 
man in the place who voted against him; in fact, I am certain of it. 
Another man then mentioned the name of Mr. Barron for clerk. I 
attempted to put Mr. Barron’s name, forgetting myself. Mr. Dev- 
lin called my attention to it, and told me that as the warden was 
elected it would be proper and right for me to step down. I 
excused myself for the mistake I had made, stepped down, swore 
in Mr. Mullin as warden, left the book and seal with him, and 
went out. Then Mr. Barron’s name was proposed by Mr. Mullin, 
and I did not see anybody vote agains#*Barron. He was elected. 
Then Mr. McDonough’s name was mentioned. I should say about 
two voted against Mr. McDonough for inspector; not more than 
two, positively. 

By Mr. Denney. — Did you take the vote by yea and nay? 

A. I think it was by yea and nay. 

@. Do you know whether that is proper or not? 

A. Well, I supposed it was proper unless there was a doubt 
expressed. 

@. Don’t your instructions read that it shall be by hand vote? 

A. Probably; I don’t know as I ever looked it over thoroughly 
to take a great deal of notice about that. 

By the Cuairman. — In what precinct do you reside? 

A. I reside in Precinct 3. 

Q@. What arrangement had you made the night before, if any, 
to have certain men elected inspector, warden, and clerk ? 

A. Well, I told every man that was a friend of mine, who lived 
in the precinct, to be around there, and see if we could not put in 
our men for precinct officers. There was no particular choice any 
more than to have some men who represented our side, or at least 
our ticket, —in fact, anybody outside of the party who were in 
opposition to us. About the same thing I understood they were 
getting ready for, and I thought I would prepare myself about the 
same way. 

@. You knew Mr. McDonough, didn’t you? 

A, Yes, Ldid. 

Q. Did you know where he lived? 

A. I had heard he lived somewhere round B and Fifth streets, 
I did not know exactly where. 

Q. Didn’t you know he didn’t live in the precinct ? 

A. Didn’t I know he didn’t live in the precinct? 

Q. Yes. 

A. I didn’t; no, sir. 

@. Don’t you know that you were the clerk of the precinct at 
the State election, and his name did not appear on the voting-list 
there ? 
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A. Ss did ‘od act as clerk at the State election. 

Q. Who did? 

A. Mr. Barron. 

Q. Why didn’t you act as clerk at the State election? 

A. Well, I was so busy the day previous and the night previous 
to the State election that it would have been impossible for me to 

work in there and keep my eyes open; so I thought I had better 

out of it. . 

But haven’t you been acquainted with Mr. McDonough for 

a long time? 

A, Well, probably about a year, or a year and a half. 

Q. Didn’t you know when he was elected that he did not reside 
in the precinct? 

A. No. I knew he had resided in the precinct, because they 
told me — half a dozen had told me that McDonough lived in the 
precinct — that is after. I did not know it at the time, but after 
he was elected I knew he Jived in the precinct. Somebody made 
the remark there that the man was not a resident of the precinct. 

Q. How did you know he lived in the precinct? 

A. Well, two or three parties I inquired of told me he lived 
somewhere down on the corner of Fifth and B streets, or a couple 
of doors from Fifth street,-on B street. 

Haven't you heard it stated here that he voted in,Precinct 2? 
Yes, I did. 
Then what makes you believe he lived in the precinct? 
I know he lives in the precinct now. 
Since when? 
. Since the election and previons to the election. 
Previous to the election? 
Yes, sir. 
How long? 
. I did not inquire. 
You say you knew? 
I knew he lived there previous to the election, because I 
ired from half-a-dozen parties intimate with him. 
Where did he live? 
. Corner of B and Fifth streets. 
Which precinct is that in? 
Three. 
Which corner? 
He lives on the corner nearest to C street. 
What arrangement had you made to have parties there in 
the morning to elect your own precinct officers ? 

A. Nothing more than to tell my friends to get there, and if it 
was a possible thing to get in some men from our side. 

@. Where did you see these friends? 

A. All over the ward; I did not hunt for them. 

Q. All over the ward? 

A. That is, I had seen my friends through the ward, those that 
I expected some help from some day, and those that I met, I told 
one — those of Precinct 3 —I told them call around and help us 
elect . 
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@. You didn’t care whore they came from so long as they came 
to that precinct and helped to elect your friends? 

A. No. I don’t know as I cared a great deal. All I cared for 
was to see our side in — truthfully. That was the other side’s ob- 
ject, which people saw that morning. I guess you will find on the 
other side they were scattered from all parts of the ward there. 
You will find some of the testimony here. You will find they are 
residents of some of the other precincts besides 3. 

@. Whose testimony? 

A. Well, I don’t know. I don’t know as I care to call any 
names. I merely suggest — 

@. You are making a statement under oath. Do not make any 
statement you cannot verify. 

A. I merely suggest that. 

@. These suggestions that you are throwing out the committee 
do not want to hear; they want facts. Now, if you know of any 
case where a man has testified who does not live in the precinct, 
and did not have anything to do with it, just let the committee 
know something about it. 

A. I have oot nothing to say. 

@. Then what you have stated before this is true? 

A. It is true as far as the statement I made. I merely made 
the suggestion that if the committee would examine the different 
witnesses they would find that some of the witnesses sometimes 
did not belong in Precinct 3. 

The Cuarrman. — Well, that may be the case. Mr. Devlin is 
summoned here. I do not know as he lives in Precinct 3. Do 
you, Mr. Devlin? 

Mr. Drevin. — No, sir. 

The Cuarrman. — The witnesses are not all summoned from 
Precinct 3. 

Mr. DonneLLy. —I suppose all those parties who were at that 
precinct were there for the purpose of taking part in the exercises. 

By the CHarrman.— Now in relation to the ballots, Mr. 
Donnelly, what do you know about these? 

A. I don’t know nothing, sir. 

@. Did you have them printed? 

A. Well, one and the other candidates on our ticket ordered the 
printing, and I simply went to the printing-office to make a correc- 
tion at one time. 

‘Q. Who paid for them? 

A. The three that were on the ticket. 

@. Who paid the printer? 

A. Mr. Folan paid the bill. 

Q. Now you are credited with 241 votes in that precinct; and I 
think out of those some 41 in this last bundte I find with your 
name alone. Do you know who did the marking off of the other 
names ? ‘ 

A. I don’t know, sir, unless it was the voters. 

@. Do you think every voter who came along could make that 
peculiar mark on that ballot, scratch out two names, and vote for 
you alone? 
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A. Well, I don’t know what any other person could do. 

@. What is your judgment? 

A. I think every vote I received there that day was a legiti- 
mately cast vote. 

(. Do you think there were 200 voters in that precinct who 
voted for you alone? 

A. I could not say that; I could not say how many votes I got 
alone. I know there were a good many people who voted for me 
alone. For a starter I got seven from my own house. 

(. Who did the scratching on the tickets? ~ 

A. I know nothing about that. 

(). Supposing a ballot was shown you, and 150 of them or 200 
of them would appear about the same, do you think a voter com- 
ing to the polls would make that peculiar scratch on the ticket and 
vote for you alone? Do you think there are 200 men in that 
precinct who would vote for you alone, and scratch out the other 
two candidates? 

A. I don’t know. That might have been done in a great many 
cases. You will find those who pasted. 

@. Did you ever know of a case where any man got 200 single 
votes in any precinct or ward in this city? 

A. I don’t know as I did; I never followed it up close enough. 

@. Did you ever know of a man getting 40? 

A. I never followed it up close enough to find what any man 
received. 

@. How long have you been clerk? 

A. I was elected last year. 

@). Did you ever serve last year? 

A. No, sir. 

(). Have you any knowledge of the duties of clerk? 

A. Nothing more than I read in the paper that I was elected to 
be one. 

@). Have you any experience in counting votes? 

A. I never had any experience with the exception of the special 
election for aldermen at the time Mr. Caldwell and Mr. Whitmore 
were candidates. That was the only time I ever served. 

@. Well, there were but two names there then. I mean where 
the general ballot is cast for aldermen, councilmen, and ward 
officers, — have you had any experience? 

A. No, sir. 

By Mr. Wueeter. — You are willing to swear that you prepared 
no ballots yourself in the way suggested by the chairman, by 
erasing ? 

A. Most positively, sir. 

@. You know of no party who did? 

A. No, sir, I do not; I am an honest man. 

By the Cuarmman. — Whatkind of a ballot did you vote your- 
self, Mr. Donnelly ? 

A. I voted the straight Democratic ticket. 

@. With your own name left off? 

A. No, sir. With my own name on it, and those of the other 
two candidates. 
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@. What do you mean by straight? 
A. Oh, I considered our ticket was the straight ticket. 
By Mr. Drennry.— Who was on the Republican ticket for 
councilman ? . 
That I could not tell you. 
Were you on it? 
No, sir. 
Any of the men on your ticket on it? 
No, sir. . 
The Republicans had a straight ticket? 
Yes, sir. 
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Trstimony oF THomas H. Devin (Sworn). 


By the Cuarrman. — Your name and business. 

A. Thomas H. Devlin, periodical-dealer. 

Q. Won’t you go on in your own way and explain to the com- 
mittee what you know in relation to this matter? You are familiar 
with the whole transaction, and know what the committee are 
trying to get at. 

A. The first I knew of the matter from any source was the 
publication in the newspapers. I did not hear of anything being 
wrong until I saw it in the newspaper. 

@. Well, first get at the day of election, Mr. Devlin. On — 
the election of warden and clerk were you present then? 

A. Yes, sir. J went to the precinct in the morning, — Precinct 
3. I might say previous to that Mr. Powers handed me his 
resignation as inspector and ward officer, for me to go to the 
mayor and suggest a name in his place. ‘The day previous to the 
election I could not find the mayor. I went to his office and 
to several places trying to find the mayor. I saw you, Mr. 
Chairman, I think about five minutes to four, and told you my 
difficulty. You said all that could be done was to have an | 
election at the precinct in the morning. I went over in the morn- 
ing, and a motion was made to elect ; I have forgotten whether Mr. 
McDonough or Mr. Mullin first, but either one or the other. Mr. 
Donnelly presided. Somebody said he doubted the vote, and they 
raised their hands, I believe, and it was declared carried. I think 
it was Mr. Mullin, although I won’t be sure. The second officer 
was either Mr. Barron or Mr. McDonough, and he was declared 
elected. 

By Mr. Wuarrton. — By whom? 

A. By Mr. Donnelly, — by a voice vote. 

@. I drew that to your attention because Mr. Donnelly stated 
that you drew his attention to the fact that he ought not to put the 
vote. . 

A. That was onthe third officer,—no, I am wrong. Mr. 
Barron was declared elected second officer and Mr. Donnelly was 
about to go on electing the third officer, and I raised a protest that 
he was not in office, and that he should get down. He did get 
down, and Mr. Barron rose and declared the third officer elected. 
I then left the precinct and went for my ballots to give them to the 
distributors. 
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By the Crarrman. — Was your attention called at any time 
during the day, Mr. Devlin, to the fact that there was any unfair 
dealing to be done inside that rail, on the part of the ward officers ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Was it called to it at any time? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Had you any suspicion that there was anything wrong — 
had you any suspicion? 

A. I cannot say that I did have any suspicion any more than 
that in the afternoon I was told that Mr. Donnelly was way ahead, 
and I think Mr. Powers was second, and I was third. 

By Mr. Wueerer. —In this precinct? 
| A. In this precinct. I doubted that being possible. 
| Q. At what time was that? 

{ A. I should think between one and two o’clock. I could not 
believe that, because I felt that the regular ticket was being 
voted to a larger extent than the split ticket. 

By the Cuarrman. — What has been your experience there in 
relation to an election — you have been in the Council now four 
years — as to any one candidate, no matter how popular he may 
be, receiving over one-third of the votes cast in the precinct for 
himself, on one ballot? That is, cast for him alone, and the other 
two names scratched off. 

A. I don’t think I ever knew any such occurrence as that. 

@. Did you ever know — and you have been at the polls there 
distributing —of any one man who could get twenty single ballots 
at the precinct? 

A. Yes, sir, — oh, yes, I think so. 

@. I mean voting for him alone without the other two candi- 
dates? 

A. I said I thought so. I was thinking of my own case when I 
ran independently. But you mean three men on the ticket, and one 
of these three get that number. No. I do not think a man could 
average that, with the exception that there might be a fight among 
the three. I don’t think a man would have his twenty votes in a 
precinct, single. 

@. This lot of ballots that you found containing one hundred 
and sixty-six, —it appears that Mr. Donnelly, out of that one 
hundred and sixty-six, has forty-one. 

A. That I found? 

Q@. No, sir— got at the barber’s shop. In those ballots that 
were found at the barber’s shop Mr. Donnelly had forty-one 
single ballots. Do you think it is possible for any one man out of a 
poll of one hundred and sixty-six votes to get forty-one votes 
singly? 

A. Yes. I think it is possible, but not very probable. 

@. Why is it possible? 

A. Why, aman might say to his friends, ‘‘ Don’t vote for any- 
body but me ;” and then it might be possible. Suppose he had five 
or six distributors, and he said, ‘‘Cut everybody else but me 
to-day”; I think it would be possible. 

@. Supposing that same state of affairs could be shown in that 
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precinct with the rest of the ballots which were in the ballot-box 
from that precinct? 

A. I don’t fully understand your question. 

@. Suppose that the same state of affairs could be shown with 
the other ballots, and that Mr. Donnelly’s comparative number of 
the vote cast was the same. Say there are three hundred and fifty 
odd votes in the envelope which is in charge of the city clerk from 
Precinct 3; suppose that that same comparison of forty-one out of 
one hundred and sixty-six to exist, which would make eighty-two 
out of about three hundred and twenty ; do you think it would be 
possible to have that number of people vote for Mr. Donnelly 
alone ? 

A. No, sir, Ido not. Ido not think so, because I would have 
to see men engaged in a personal business — six, eight, or ten, be- 
gin to do that, to have it carried out with that result. (The wit- 
ness at this point was shown the two packages of ballots for ex- 
amination. ) 

By the Cuarrman. — After having examined those ballots, will 
you give the committee your opinion or judgment as to whether 
those ballots were ever cast by the citizens of Ward 13, Precinct 
3? 

A. I think some of them were. 

Q. What proportion of them where the other two names are 
scratched out? 

A. Well, I see a similarity of the stroke of the pencil that leads 
me to believe they are done by one hand. 

Q. There are eighteen ballots, which were found in the drawer of 
the school-teacher there. Have you looked at those enough, and com- 
pared them sufficiently, to give your opinion as to whether or not 
they were done by the same hand? 

A. I think they were, sir. ‘That is, you state there are forty- 
one; I have not counted them, but there are a large number of 
them. 

@. There are forty-one with the same peculiar mark as those 
eighteen. 

A. My opinion is they were all done by one hand. On some of 
them the pencil must have been sharpened. 

@. Now, I would like your opinion as to whether or not the citi- 
zens of the ward cast those ballots in that way? 

A. I do not think they did, sir. If citizens cast them the 
scratching would vary. A man would come up and scratch a bal- 
lot against the wall, and would strike over the name, under it, in 
the centre of it; but these seem all to have been done as if care- 
fully laid on a desk, and done by one hand. 

@. Are there any other facts, Mr. Devlin, that I have not asked 
you about, or that you know anything about? The question was 
asked Mr. O’Brien here the other day, as to who was present at the 
time those ballots were first shown. Were you present in the bar- 
ber’s shop in the morning when these ballots were brought out? 

A. Yes, sir, I came from church. I did not have time before 
going to church to get a shave. Isaw Mr. O’Brien’s shop was 
open, and went over there and sat down. I should judge there

were from ten to twelve persons, including the barbers, present, 
They were talking, the barbers and some of the customers, and 
they were commencing to talk about politics. I-did not take part. 
I sat down and took a newspaper, and did not enter into conversa- 
tion with any one. ‘They were joking about some one, or telling a 
joke about some one, and somebody said, ‘‘ Perhaps he is the 
fellow who stole the ballots,” or something of that sort. 

Q. When was this? 

A. Sunday. 

Q. After the recount had been made by the aldermen? 

A. The Sunday, I think, after election. I think so. I am not 
sure about thatin regard to dates. 7 

Q. Was it the Sunday after election? What day of the month 
would that be? 

. I don’t know. 

. The election took place on the 14th. 

A. Then it would be the 19th. I am not sure whether it was 
the Sunday following; but it was the Sunday previous to the 
Monday that it came out in the ‘‘ Herald,” or in the newspapers, 
that the ballots were found. 

Q. Well, go on with your story. 

A. They were talking, and Mr. O’Brien made a remark. Said 
he, ** I have got some ballots that the janitor gave me.” Idid not 
notice anything about that. He spoke something about shaving- 
paper that he gave him, and went to the cupboard at his right. I 
was at the other end of the'room. JHe took out the ballots, and 
even then I did not give it any significance whatsoever. I kept 
reading the paper, and he gave them to Major Colgan, I think it 
was, and he commenced to look at them. Nobody seemed to give 
it much attention, but thought they were odd ballots. I supposed 
- they were odd ballots picked up by another barber, Smith, on D 
street. Ihave seen him after election was over pick up all the 
tickets there were scattered around. But Mr. Appleton, I think it 
was, after a barber got through shaving him, walked over, and 
made the remark, *‘ Oh, these ballots are all fresh ; they never were 
used.” They kept looking at the ballots, and I became interested. 
When they got through I said, ‘* I would like to see those ballots.” 
I took them over my side of the room, and looked them over one 
by one, and I made up my mind that those ballots, or a portion of 
them, had been in the ballot-box. When I got to the last ballot I 
saw the figures 163, or whatever it was, were on it, and the word 
**Counted” written. I said, ‘‘ George, did you see this writing on 
the back of the ballot?” and George said, ‘* No, I did not see any 
writing on the back. I have not seen the ballots,” said he; “I 
haven’t opened them since the janitor gave them to me.” I 
showed it to him, and then a discussion went on among the parties 
present as to whether the ballots were cast, or if they were not 
stolen ballots, etc., etc. As different parties came in, each one 
expressed an opinion, and that is all I knew about the matter. I 
went home, leaving the ballots there. 

@. Anything further that you know? 

A. That is all I know about it. 
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_ By Mr. Wueerer. — Does what you call the regular Democratic 
ticket usually prevail there? 

A. Oh, largely ;: yes, sir. 

@. Have you known a case where the opposition Democratic 
ticket has prevailed? 

Pa Gay Sits 

Many? 

Yes, I think we have had three or four, to my memory. 

Itis not unusual, then, to have opposition Democratic tickets ? 
It is very common, — nearly every election. 

You do? 

Very nearly every election we have an opposition. 

How was it the year before? 

The year before we had a very lively opposition. 

. Were any of the members of the opposition the year before 
elected the year before? 

. Yes, sir. 

How many? 

One. 

The year before that? 

No; the regular ticket prevailed. 

Do you remember the year preceding that one? 

. Only there was a split that year as well, but the regular 
ticket prevailed. 

By Mr. Wuarton. — You seem to be pretty familiar with the 
tickets in that precinct, and I would like to ask which of these two 
tickets is the regular ticket. ‘They are both marked, ‘** Regular 
Democratic Ticket.” Which was the regularly denominated 
Democratic ticket at the caucus? 

A. Oh, Mr. Powers, Mr. Gomez, and myself. 

@. That is to say, you call that the Democratic ticket with the - 
print of Mayor Prince at the top? 

A. The ticket printed under the authority of the ward and city 
committee. 

By Mr. Wueeter. —I suppose that every sort of means is re- 
sorted to to secure the election of a particular candidate when the 
parties are specially interested to have his election secured, —I 
mean in the way of scratching ? 

A. Oh, yes, sir. We sometimes have an election when we do 
not have a split ticket in the field. 

@. Of course it would have tended to have promoted Mr. 
Donnelly’s election very materially to have his name only on cer- 
tain tickets, and the others scratched? 

A. Yes, I should think so. 

@. And it would be for his interest, of course, to scratch the 
two others who would probably have the highest number ? 

A. Yes,I should think so. I think that where three men are 
running split tickets there is likely to be more scratching done 
than there is on the regular tickets. 

The CHarrman. — That is all, Mr. Devlin. 
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Testimony oF JoHN J. Moore (Sworn). 


By the Cuarrman. —Give the committee your name and busi- 
ness. 

A. John J. Moore; business-cutter. 

Q. Candidate for election to the Common Council at the last 
election ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Were you present in the morning when the precinct officers 
were elected? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Do you know of any arrangement having been made that 
morning or the night before for the election of precinct officers 
there ? 

A. No, Ido not. 

Q. Do you know any thing; in relation to this case, or about 
these ballots being stolen, or not placed in the box? 

A. You mean do I know whether they were taken or not, or 
how they were taken? 

@. Yes; anything you know about it. 

A. No, I don’t know. 

_@. Do you know anything about it? 

A. Only what I have heard. 

@. What have you heard? 

A. Well, I have heard, although I saw it myself, that Mullin 
went to the out-house in the morning and had white paper in his 
hand. Of course I don’t know what the white paper was, but he 
went there in the morning; that Isaw. And I myself did not 
like the three men that were behind the rail. They were against 
me at the caucus, before the caucus, and after it. And—well I 
didn’t trust either of them, although I did not watch them very 
sharply. 

@. Were you at that precinct all day, Mr. Moore? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. What precinct were you at? 

A. I was between 1 and 2. 

(). While you were there did you see anybody or any person 
who had charge of your tickets, —of course you knew who they 
were given to, — did you see anybody mark off your name and Mr. 
Folan’s and leave Mr. Donnelly’s on alone? 

A. No, sir, for I did not think that would be done. 

@. Do you know of anybody in that precinct who votes such a 
ticket? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Do you know — will you look at those ballots, take those 
18 ballots, for instance, and give the committee your judgment as 
to whether or not those ballots were cast by the citizens of that 
ward or precinct? 

A. (Having examined the 18 ballots.) Well, they appear to be 
scratched by one hand and by one person. 

By the Cuarrman. — Now look at the others. 

(The witness examined the large package of ballots.) 
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By the CuHarrman. — Well, Mr. Moore, I suppose you have 
seen enough of them to convince you, or to instruct you as to 
whether or not those ballots were cast that day for Mr. Donnelly. 
You see there are in that lot 166 ballots, and 41 of them straight 
for Mr. Donnelly. Are you pretty well acquainted in that pre- 
cinct among the voters ? 

A. I am living there, not in the precinct, but over there thirteen 
rears. 

: @. Would it be possible for Mr. Donnelly to get out of a vote 
of 166, 41 straight ballots, with your name scratched off? 

A. No, sir; I do not think it would. 

@. Would it be possible for him to get 150 votes in that pre- 
cinct? 

A. No, sir; nor no other man that ran on the ticket. 

@. Now, in relation to Mr. Folan, he is a pretty popular man, 
isn’t he? 

A. He is pretty popular. He is popular in this precinct, but 
not so popular as in 1 and 2; but he is a popular and a strong 
man there. 

@. Now in that full bunch he does not appear to have five single 
votes there. Would it be possible for Mr. Donnelly to get that 
number of ballots, 41 out of 166, and Mr. Folan and you not get 
five? 

A. No, sir; he could not doit. These ballots appear to me to 
be scratched all one way. If you notice, they only cover the name 
over. They have not gone outside of the name, but just cover the 
name. On very few of them they have run over. A greater part 
of them are all one way, — just barely cover the name. 

@. What more do you know in relation to this matter? 

A. (Selecting a ballot from the large package.) Well, I know 
that ballot was thrown —I[ am sure of it. 

@. How do you know that ballot? 

A. Well, I was there when that ballot was pasted, and noticed 
the way it was put on — crooked. But I made sure that the name 
was on, though. 

@. Do you know who cast that ballot? 

A. Ido not know his name, but I know where to find him. 

@. It was stated here one night that Mr. Dyer had a conversa- 
tion with you, and that he had said to you that he intended to turn up 
this whole thing, and submit it to the committee in writing. Has 
there been such a statement made to you? 

A. No, sir; but Mr. Dyer did say he would show up all he 
knew about it. 

@. Any more you know anything about in this case? 

A. No, sir; I do not think of anything else. 

@. Do you know anything about the election of the warden and 
clerk in the morning? 

A. No, Ido not, only what Mr. Devlin stated here before me. 
I heard there was a little trouble about it. 

@. Did you take any active part in the election of these 
officers? 

A.* No, ir: 
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Q. Did you arrange with anybody to be there in the morning to 
elect certain officers? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Had you been in company with Mr. end, and the other 
parties the night before? 

Yes, sir. 

Was Mr. Barron with you? 

No, sir. 

Was Mr. McDonough with you? 

No, sir. 

Was Mr. Mullin with you? 

No, sir. 

Who paid for the ballots ? 

Each one paid his share of the bill. 
Who paid the printer? 
Mr. Folan paid the printer. I paid Mr. Folan. 

By Mr. Wueeter. — Did you feel confident of your own elec 
| tion? 

A. No, I did not. 

@. Which did you consider your best precinct? 

A. Well, 1 and 2; although I expected a pretty fair showing 
up in 3, a little better than I did get, compared with the vote that 
Mr. Donnelly got. 

@. Do you think you were entitled to all the votes Mr. Donnelly 
got there: ? 
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A. Oh, no, not at all. 
~Q. I say would you have had on a fair deal? 
A. No, sir, I would not. 
@. You think he is more popular than you? 
A. No, sir, I do not. 
@. Then why should you not be entitled to as many votes as 
he 
A. Well, I do not know how the independent ticket could get 


that vote in that precinct that Mr. Donnelly got in that precinct. 
It could not run ahead of the regular ticket in that precinct. 

@. You think the regular ticket would be the strongest in that 
precinct ? 

A. Certainly. 

@. What makes you think it would, — general judgment of the 
matter? 

A. Yes, sir. 


Testimony or JOHN B. Suea (Sworn). 


By the Cuarrman. — Your name, Mr. Shea? 

A. John B. Shea. 

Q. Business? 

A. Book-keeper. 

@. Were you present on the morning of the election, December 
14, at Precinct 3? 

A. No, sir. 
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Q. Were you there during any part of the day? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What interest had you in the election that day? 

A. I was interested in the regular candidate for the Common 
Council. 

How long were you at that precinct? 
Precinct 33 if 

Yes. 

About three or five minutes. 

How often? 

Once. 

Only once during the day? 

That is all, sir. 

What time of day was that, sir? 
About three o’clock. 

How long did you remain there? 

I should think about five minutes. 
Was anything said to you about how the voting was going 

n there? 

SOF Well, no, not particularly — I do not remember. 

@. Do you know anything about it? 

A. Well, I think they said they were putting them in about two to 
one; that is, the regular ticket. That was the opinion at that 
time. 

@. In consequence of anything you heard, did you send Mr. 
. O’Brien to look after the precinct officers ? 

A. No, sir, I did not in consequence of anything I heard. 

@. Did you send him there at all? 

A. Idid not send him there; but while we were waiting for the 
count in Precinct 4, where I was all day, except for a few minutes 
when I left it, the count from Precinct 8 came in. Precinct 4 was 
the last one. We had 1, 2, and 5, and when it came in the vote 
on the independent ticket was so entirely contradictory — Don- 
nelly 241, and the others 88 or 90—that I thought there was 
something wrong aboutit. I said, ‘‘ There is something wrong 
about it.” Afterwards I thought there might be a recount, and I 
suggested that somebody go over. Mr. O’Brien said, ‘‘I will go.” 
I said, ‘‘ All right.” 

@. You have been an old resident there, Mr. Shea, and you 
have some knowledge, having been elected from there to the Legis- 
lature. What is your opinion in relation to the number of votes 
cast, Mr. Donnelly having 241, Mr. Devlin 80 or 81, and Mr. 
Folan comparatively about the same as Mr. Devlin, — is it possi- 
ble for any one man in that precinct, or in that ward, to run on a 
ticket with three men upon it, so far ahead of the others as to 
obtain that large majority ? 

A. No, sir, Ido not think it is possible; because, in order to 
do it, the parties who are handling the ticket for that one man would 
be obliged to instruct his men to do it, and, of course, on the other 
hand, all the others would notice it very soon, and they would 
begin to cut the man who was attempting to do it. 

@. Have you seen the ballots? 
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A. Yes, sir. 
Q. What is your opinion as to those ballots that have been 
| shown? 


A. I have not looked them over carefully. 
) Q. Judging from general observation? 

A. I should say most of those ballots were cast. 
M (. Now compare the ballots there, if you please, with the regular 
ballots of Mr. Donnelly’ s where the other two names are scratched, 
where Mr. Donnelly is voted for alone — compare them with the 
names on the regular ticket, and give the committee your judg- 
ment as to whether or not those ballots were cast. 

A. You mean where Mr. Donnelly is on alone? 

Q. Yes, sir. 

A. I should think that some of those ballots might have been 
scratched by the same party —a number of them. 

@. Scratched where? 

A. The names of Mr. Moore and Mr. Folan seem to be 
scratched similarly. 

@. Where do you think they were scratched? Do you think 
they were scratched before they were put into the box? 

A. Well, I don’t know; I could not say. If one party did all 
the scratching it might be done outside. 

@. Where? Do you think it is possible for any single man to 
get over one hundred scratches in any one precinct there? 

A. No, sir. I do not. 

@. Do you think it is possible for him to get fifty? 

A. No, sir; not if three men are running together. 

@. Do you think it is possible to get twenty ? 

A. Yes, sir; on a vote of five hundred he might. 

@. Would it exceed twenty? 

A. No. Ido not think it would. I do not think the difference 
on the total vote would be over twenty on the three men who ran 
together. 

@. From your experience would you say that in your precinct 
you could get twenty men to vote for you alone? 

A. Yes, I think I could. 

@. When there are three candidates on the ticket, you having 
agreed with them to stand by each other and pay for the ticket mutu- 
ally, would you consider it honorable in the first place, and then again 
would you do it, or could you do it? 

A. No, Ido not think I would do it; in fact, I know I would 
not. 

@. Did you ever know ofa candidate that would do it? 

A. Not unless they found their colleagues were not using them 
right. 

By Mr. Wueeter. — Suppose there was no agreement, and that 
you were acting on your own honesty? 

A. There always is an understanding. I think my experience 
leads me to believe it. 
| Alderman Wuirren. — The tickets were paid for by dividing the 
| expense, as I understand it, each one paying his share. 

The CHarrman. —I understand that to be the fact. Was it, 
Mr. Moore? 
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Mr. Moorst. — Yes, sir. 

Mr. WuHeerer. — But you did not, I understand, Mr. Moore, 
like either one of the parties behind the rail? 

Mr. Moort. — No, sir, I did not. 

Mr. Wuer er. — In that particular you did not agree with Mr. 
Donnelly, perhaps. 

Mr. Moors. —I think we all took an iron-clad oath to stand by 
the ticket. I think we did. 

Mr. Donnetty. —I do not remember making any remark like 
that — never. 

By the Cuarrman. —One moment, Mr. Donnelly. Now, Mr. 
Shea, is there anything further you know about this? 

A. No, sir, I was not there during the day, only for five min- 
utes, and then only for a little change more than for anything else ; 
so that I do not know anything about what transpired except what 
I have heard in the papers. 


TrEstIMONY OF JoHN J. Moore (Recalled). 


By the Cuarrman. — Now, Mr. Moore, do you remember how 

much you paid for your share of the ticket? 

I think I paid $7.00. 

Seven dollars? 

I think so. 

How many thousand tickets do you remember having ? 

I cannot tell you; I cannot remember. 

What agreement was there, if any, between you and Mr. 
Folan and Mr. Donnelly, as to supporting this ticket generally ? 

A. The agreement was that each one should stand by the ticket, 
and if a man came to vote the ticket, and wanted to scratch either 
name, we were to try to persuade him not to doit. If he wanted 
to do it, you, of course, could not stop him; but you were to try. 
That was mutually agreed upon between the three of you? 
Yes, sir. 

When was that agreement made? 

Well, the day before election and the night before election. 
By Mr. Donnelly, Mr. Folan, and yourself? 

Yes, sir. 

Who suggested that? 

Well, I cannot think now, — although Mr. Donnelly thought 
sure the ticket would be elected, —no doubt of it. The ticket was 
not elected though. 

By Mr. Wure.ter. — What is you own theory about these votes 
in question, — these forty odd votes on which your name and Mr. 
Folan’s name are scratched? 

A. I do not quite understand you. 

Q. I say what is your idea about these scratched tickets, the 
ones on which your own name and Mr. Folan’s were scratched ? 

A. Do you mean if they were ever voted? No, I do not believe 

hey were ever voted. 

@. Then what is your theory further in relation to it? 

A. Well, I believe they were scratched behind the rail; or, if 
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they were not, they were brought in there in a bundle or in pack- 
ages. Thatis what I believe, — those tickets with my name, or with 
Mr. Folan’s name and my name, scratched were never voted. 
(). How do you think they were substituted? 
A. Well, I cannot — 
@. Have you any theory about that? 
A. No, I did not play the detective there all day. I thought 
Mr. Donnelly would do right. 
By Mr. Wuarron. — Did you have any conversation with Mr. 
Donnelly after the election about this proceeding? 
No. 
You never said anything to him about it? 
Well, no, not much of anything. 
Why? 
. Because I did not think he got 241. 
When did you have any conversation with him afterwards? 
I have not had much with him. 
When did you have any? 
I cannot tell you. 
About when? 
. I couldn’t tell about when. 
Well, was it a fortnight after election?

@. Do you mean to say you didn’t By anything to him about 
this thing?

@. Didn’t you say anything about it to him, — about this being 
wrong?

Did you ever get anybody to go to Mr. Donnelly about it?

Never asked anybody to go and talk with him about it?

Never asked anybody whether Mr. Donnelly said anything 
to him about it — never evinced any curiosity at all?

Testimony OF FrEpERICK L. Donnetty (fecalled). 


By the Cuarrman. — You were about to contradict Mr. Moore 
a few moments ago in regard to what was called your standing by 
each other. Now, what have you to say about that? 

A. Well, Messrs. Folan, Moore, and myself were not together 
but once after we had decided to stand on the ticket together, and 
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at that time there were some half-dozen parties with us, and I 
guess that each one of those will state positively that they heard 
no bargain whatever, as regards a man doing what he could per- 
sonally for himself. The idea was that each one of us — we talked 
over haying so many men. A man was supposed to have so many 
men at a precinct, and I supposed these men were hired to work 
for him as much as for anybody. And as for Mr. Moore, at Pre- 
cinct 3, he is making a terrible mistake when he says he had four 
met there —he is making one of the greatest mistakes of his life. Ido 
not think he had one, and I think the men that distributed tickets 
that day will state that — every man that was in Precinct 3, and I 
think I can name the greater part of them. As for the two gen- 
tlemen mentioned, I think he will find that Mr. McGov: ern 
worked at Precinct 4 about all day. As for Mr. Murray, if I re= 
member well, he told me it would be impossible for him to get | 
near the polls until noon of that day, and I met him at about one 
o'clock at Precinct 4. I do not remember of seeing him at Pre- 
einct 3. At Precinct 31 stayed the greater part of the day my- 
self. In fact, out of the nine hours that the voting was going on 
in Precinct 3 I think I was there between six and seven hours. I 
was there surely three quarters of the time at Precinct 3, and I 
think I could tell about every man that distributed a bill there. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — Do you remember what you paid as 
your share of the expense? 

A. I paid seven dollars. 

@. Then it was an agreement that you should divide the ex- 
pense? 

A. That was the idea. Mr. Moore knew nothing about what 
number of ballots were used, or what were to be used. 

@. Did you give directions to your friends to scratch the other 
two? 

A. No, sir. As the saying is, I was in the hands of my friends 
that day, and they were doing for me. 

@. Did you know this thing was going on? 

A. 1 know there were people, —as I stated to Mr. Folan and to 
Mr. Moore on the day we were together, the evening previous, — that 
there were men who would not vote for anybody but for me, — 
who would not vote for anybody else for the Council but for me. 

(). Well, they had got to have three, hadn’t they? 

A. Well, I suppose they had a preference. They were more 
friendly to me than to the others. : 

@. But you were entitled to three councilmen, were you not? 

A. Yes, sir; and of course there were six that day that wanted 
to get there if it was a possible thing. But three could go. 

By Mr. Wuarron. — In the pay ment of this sum of money that 
each of you paid for campaign expenses what was it for that you 
paid this money? 

A. The $7.00? 

Q. Yes. 

A. It was for ballots. 

(). Did you share the expense of the gentlemen who were going 
to distribute ballots for you? 
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A, No, sir. We were all supposed to have our own distribu- 
tors, and there were remarks passed the evening previous by Mr. 
Folan’s friends and by my friends that they were not going to stand 
at the polls that day and distribute ballots if the other party did 
not attend. I heard the other party’s friends make the same re- 
mark. F 

@. When did you see Mr. Moore after the election ? 

A. Well, I did not meet him after election. I met him I guess 
three, four, or five days after. 

@. What was the conversation then? 

A. Well, the first time I met him it was simply, ‘‘ How do you 
do?” in passing. We just merely might say something like that. 

@. Was that before these ballots were found? 

A. Yes, sir. I then met him two or three days after it was 
first spoken of in the paper, and I do not remember the remark 
that was passed; but there was something in regard to precinct 
officers, — that they were put there for my especial benefit. 

Q. He found fault? 

A. He found fault as regards the vote I got. 

(@). And with the precinct officers? 

A. He said they were there for my especial benefit, in his 
opinion. It was his own men that helped put the precinct officers 
there, by the way. 

By the Cuarrman. — You were a candidate that day; who in 
your opinion was elected member of the Council? 

A. That day? 

Q. Yes. The regular ticket or yours? 

A. Well, I suppose I should look at it—I should not look 
upon the men behind the rail as dishonest; I should say since 
three candidates on the other ticket were declared elected I should 
look at it as such. 

@. Well, from all the knowledge that you had in relation to this 
matter, you getting 241 votes and Mr. Folan only 81, and he nots 
running on the regular ticket, you still adhere to the opinion that 
the regular ticket was elected, do you? 

A, Well,as far as returns from precinct officers were concerned ; 
of course I am obliged to believe that they are all honest men, 
honorable men. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — Do you think you got 241 votes? 

A. I think so, yes, sir. I think I got every vote the precinct 
officers gave me. And I have no more reason to believe that they 
cheated for me than to believe that the precinct officers of some 
other precinct were against me. If I should believe everything I 
heard said, I should probably think the other way,— that there 
were favorites in other precincts. 

By Mr. Wuarton.— Do you know how the ballots were pre- 
pared ? 

In what manner? 

I should say when those ballots were scratched ? 
I do not; no, sir. 

You do not? 

No, sir. 
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Q. Do you know of anybody scratching them in that way? 

A. No; I could not tell how people scratched them. I know a 
great many who voted a single ticket, —that is, voted for me 
personally. 

@. How do you know that? 

A. Well, friends of mine told me previous to the election that 
they would throw a single vote for me, if they did cast one, if I was 
a candidate. Also people told me afterwards, and also friends of 
mine who told me after election was over, that that was the way 
they worked all day, — worked tickets with my name on them, and 
tried to get as many as they possibly could with my name on 
them. 

@. I would like to ask youif you can remember what took 
place between you and Mr. Murray after the condition of this elec- 
tion became apparent from the newspapers? What took place be- 
tween you and Mr. Moore, do you remember? 

A. Nothing more than my meeting him and he expressing his 
surprise at the large vote I received. 

@. What else happened at that interview, do oh remember ? 

A. No, Ido not. 

Q. What did you say? 

A. Well, I said I thought probably, — or, at léast, I told him I 
might probably get it on account of living in the precinct; and 
around the neighborhood in which I lived there were a great many 
people around there who expressed themselves as voting for me 
personally, and would not vote for anybody else. 

By Mr. Wueetrer. — How many were there that stated to you 
that they voted for you alone? How many made that statement to 
you? 

A. Well, there were a great many who made the statement to 
myself, and my father-in-law, and my brother-in-law. My father- 
in-law, it was one of his great points to do all his work single- 
handed, if it was a possible thing. 

By the Cuarrman. — Was he not at Precinct 2 to vote? 

A. He was, sir. 

@. And not at this precinct, where these single ballots were? 

A. No, sir; he was not at that precinct, but I had two brothers 
at that precinct — Precinct 3 — working forme. I have not any 
doubt but every vote they got singly ; “they did all they could to 
get it through. 

By Mr. Waaxron. — Now tell us exactly what took place at 
that interview. 

A. With Mr. Moore? 

Q. Yes, sir. 

A. I could not recall it; I did not take much notice of it at that 
time. I merely remember his expressing surprise at my large 
vote ; and I attributed it to my being a resident of the precinct and 
to the popularity that I had gained with the people in living around 
there sixteen gr seventeen years. 

@. Did he say anything to you about any previous agreement 
about supporting each other? 

A. No, I think not. 
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@. Nothing was said at that time? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Well, has anything been said at any time to you about that? 

ee No; Mr. Moore has never bh himself personally to 
about it.

@. Have they referred at all to the agreement between you and 
Mr. Moore to stand by each other? | 

A. Wanted to know if we had an agreement to that effect? I 
believe some two or three asked me that. 

By Mr. Wueeter. —Can you name any one else, except your 
two brothers and your brothers-in-law, who voted for you in that 
precinct? 

A. My brothers were not residents of the ward at all; they are 
residents of Ward 11, and they came over there that day to help 
me. 

@. Are they well acquainted there in Precinct 3? 

A. Well, yes, sir; they are considerably acquainted with a 
great many people who formerly lived around the locality in which 
we did when my folks lived in town. 

@. Now can you name any parties who voted for you singly, by 
name? 

A. Well, there were seven out of my own house who claimed 
to have voted singly for me ; my father-in-law, my brother-in-law — 

@. I mean in this precinct. 

A. I refer to them, — Mr. Burke, Mr. Cronin, and two named 
O'Malley. 

@. Did they state to you that they voted singly for you? 

A. Yes, sir; and a man named Buckley stated to me, and his 
son stated the same, and stated the same to a great many friends 
of mine. A great many friends of mine spoke about it. I think 
I could show that I received a great many single votes that day. 


By the Cuarrman. — Mr. Murray. 

Mr. Murray. —I do not know whether I was summoned here, 
but as Mr. Donnelly has brought my name into connection with 
the matter, I am willing to make any statement.

Testimony OF GEORGE Murray. 


By the CuarrmMan. — You have heard the testimony of Mr. Don- 
nelly. Will you state to the committee whether or not you were 
present at any time during a conversation between Mr. Donnelly, 
Mr. Moore, and Mr. Folan? 

A. If I was I have forgotten it. He has made a statement 
about one man that he said voted for him singly, — that told him 
so, — a man by the name of Buckley. That man I went up to the 
polls with myself, and he voted the straight ticket with the Prince 
head, with one man scratched, and Mr. Moore was the man that 
was scratched on the straight ticket. So I think, go through the 
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inet, —I am sorry he did not give more names, —I think he 
would find that he did not get an extra number of single ballots in 
the precinct. Being an intimate friend of Mr. Moore’s I did all in 
my power to help him through — to help him ‘to an election if pos- 
sible. The night before election there was an indignation meet- 
ing held in Montgomery Hall. After the meeting the candidates 
and a number of friends went down the street to make arrange- 
ments for the next day. There was some trouble about the pre- 
cinct officers. Mr. Donnelly had submitted some names, and 
wanted some names on the ticket we did not like. We thought it 
would hurt the ticket, and we wanted to put other names on, so 
there would be nothing objectionable on the ticket. A couple of 
parties were sent over to the printing-office to effect a change in 
the ticket. Before the party broke up Mr. Donnelly shook hands 
with every one there, and promised — Mr. Donnelly said him- 
self to me, ‘* Well, George, the straight ticket will go through, 
and,” said he, *‘I would like to see the three men elected or 
none.” Said he, ‘* I am going to tell all my friends to support the 
three names if possible. Of course if they want to vote for me 
singly it would not be in my power to stop them.” But the three 
men agreed to instruct all their distributors to try and put the inde- 
pendent ticket through. They separated then — no, Mr. Don- 
nelly and his friends left, and another friend and myself went over 
to the printing-office, and effected the change. I returned to meet 
Mr. Moore, and went up the street., We met a candidate on the 
regular ticket, who stated to us that Mr. Donnelly and a friend of 
his, who acted as clerk in Precinct 4, approached him, and wanted 
him to seratch the straight ticket in his interest, — Donnelly’s, — 
and Donnelly would do the same thing ‘with the independent 
ticket. ‘That was about half an hour after leaving us, and saying 
they would stick to the three names on the ticket. Of course Mr. 
Moore and myself felt kind of blue, because we placed confidence 
in it, in the first place. Before Mr. Moore agreed to go on this in- 
dependent ticket, Mr. Folan was to run anyway. Mr. Donnelly 
wanted to run with Mr. Folan, and then they thought they would 
have three names. They had three names. There was to be a 
meeting in the hall, and they agreed to meet at about half-past 
one, I think. I told Mr. Moore not to enter into any agreement 
with the two men, as they would not stick. I saw Mr. Moore and 
Mr. Folan, and I said, ‘* You cannot place any confidence in Mr. 
Donnelly, and you will find it out so.” Mr. Moore put off Mr. 
Folan and Mr. Donnelly, and would not give them any answer. I 
said to him, ‘*Go to them, and tell them you want to see your 
friends, and give them an answer later.” I went off with the idea 
that Mr. Moore was torun. I did not want to see him defeated. 
I knew he would be, so we agreed to stick by one another; but in 
about half an hour after the agreement was made it was broken by 
this man, Donnelly. That cannot be denied, because I have that 
man on the regular ticket that can prove it. 

Mr. Wueeier.—One of the councilmen returned as elected, 
and [ believe Mr. Donnelly made a statement that I told him that 
I would not be able to be at the polls until 12 o’clock. I believe I 
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did, because I had not obtained permission to remain away from 
the office in town, and I wanted to go over in the morning and ob- 
tain that permission. I guess I got over in town about ten min- 
utes of eight, and I stopped until about quarter of nine. I took a 
car and came over to get permission. J made one stop and think 
I got back about ten minutes of ten. I stopped in Precinct 
1 first, and then in Precinct 2, and went by other precincts in the 
ward. Mr. Donnelly says Mr. Moore did not have any distribu- 
tors. Well, Mr. Moore did have distributors. He had distribu- 
tors in every precinct of the ward, as he had agreed upon the 
night before. I went up through the five precincts and returned 
and went backwards — 5, 4, 3, 2,1, and came back again to 3, 
and stopped at 38. I asked the different distributors, — not 
only Mr. Moore’s but Mr. Donnelly’s,— how the ticket was 
going. They thought it was pulling pretty good, but: the indepen- 
dent ticket had the lead. And then at quarter of twelve, I be- 
lieve, I went to Precinct 5. I considered it to be a weak point; 
one of the councilmen that was elected was very strong up there, 
and I went up to see if I could not beat him with the independent 
ticket. I came back to Precinct 3, and asked them how the ticket 
wasrunning. They thought it had pulled there pretty fairly, and it 
was the opinion that the independent ticket was going to win. That 
was the feeling about three o’clock or half-past two, when a coun- 
cilman on the regular ticket took that view as to our ticket. They 
thought the independent ticket was going through with three 
names. While I was in Precinct 3,—and I was in at various 
times, ten or fifteen different times, — four or five times, —I saw 
no scratching ; that is, no scratching as would amount to 200 or 
300 single votes for one man. Of course I saw one man scratch- 
ing, but that was the regular ticket, because it had a Prince head 
running, and I knew Mr. Donnelly was not much ahead of him. 
Of course 1 expected him to run ten, fifteen, or twenty votes ahead of 
Mr. Moore; but when I heard of the result, #thought to myself 
that there was something funny that was done there. I have not 
seen any tickets that have been scratched, but in scratching a 
ticket — ; 

The CHairman. — Look them over. ‘Take the independent 
ticket, if you please. 

Mr. Wuartron. — Marked ‘* Regular Democratic Ticket,” with 
a Prince head on it. 

The Cuairman. — There are 41 of them in just that way. 

Mr. Murray. — My experience in that precinct, and in this 
precinct, wherever I saw any scratching, has been that parties 
would hardly be satisfied to scratch a name with a pencil, but 
they would almost scratch a hole right into the paper. 

By the Cuarrman. — What has been your experience as to the 
scratching off of two names and leaving one on, —as a general 
thing is that customary ? 

A. No, sir; I do not think it was customary that day, because 
Mr. Donnelly was not popular enough in that precinct to do it. 

By Alderman Wurrren. — How did Mr. Donnelly run in your 
precinct compared with Mr. Moore? 
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A. Very evenly. I think Mr. Moore beat him in Precinct 1. 

Q. How was it in Precinet 2? 

A. I think on the recount Donnelly beat Moore. 

@. How many votes? 

A. Oh, about six, eight, ten, or twelve, I believe. 

By Mr. Wueerer. — You stated you thought he might get ten 
or twenty single votes in his own precinct? 

A. Yes, sir; on that independent ticket. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — Have you had any talk with Mr. 
Donnelly since the election, about the matter? 

A. No, sir, I have not had much to say to him, anyway; I 
have not had a long acquaintance with him. 

By the Cuarrman. — According to the returns of the recount by 
the Board of Aldermen, Mr. Donnelly had 817 votes returned for 
him, and Mr. Moore 646. Do you think there could be that great 
difference in this poll on the same ticket? 

A. No, sir; as I look at it they ought to have run about even ; 
because in precincts where Mr. Donnelly was weak, Mr. Moore 
was strong, and vice versa. 

@. On the recount Mr. Donnelly had 684 and Mr. Moore 578? 

A. That would be nearer the result than the first. . 

@. That was on the recount of the ballots, with the 250 gone. 
That was only half the number of ballots in that precinct 
which were returned. In that precinct Mr. Donnelly had 241, 
while Mr. Moore had only 84 or 85? 

A. I knew that Mr. Folan ought to run stronger than Donnelly 
in that precinct; and he only had two or three more than Moore in 
Precinct 3. 

@. Mr. Donnelly had 160 more than Mr. Folan. Now, from your 
knowledge of Mr. Folan, is not he as popular man as most any- 
body running there? 

A. Yes, sir. I knew what*Mr. Folan’s strength was, because I 
took care of his work a year before when he was elected. I knew 
just about what his strength was. 

By Mr. Wueerer.—In his precinct how do you think his 
strength compared with that of the candidates on the regular 
Democratic ticket? 

A. I think there were two men on that ticket stronger than Mr. 
Folan. 

Q. Which two? 

A. Mr. Devlin and Mr. Powers. 

@. Do you know whether-that agreement, or that proposition, 
was carried out with the other councilmen who were elected, — the 
proposition that if Folan and Moore should be scratched here in 
this precinct the same thing should be done on the straight ticket? 

A. Do you mean the three men on the Independent ticket ? 

Q. Yes, sir. You know the night before they all agreed to 
stick, you said there was an overture made. Do you know 
whether that amounted to anything? 

A. Oh,no; the candidate told us when he met him that he would 
not listen to Mr. Donnelly at all. 
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TesTiMONY OF Frepertck L. Donnetiy (Continued). 


Mr. Donnetty. —I would like to be heard in regard to that 
Buckley affair again. He said he went up to the box with Mr. 
Buckley. I think he is making a mistake in regard to the man. 
I walked up to the box with Mr. Buckley, and Mr. Devlin stood 
by the side of the box and made a remark to Mr. Buckley. Mr. 
Buckley turned around and made some remark, and said, ‘* There 
is the ticket; and he showed up his ticket right on the box. I 
think Mr. Devlin will testify to that effect too. I guess Mr. 
Murray has got Mr. Buckley mixed up with some other man that 
he refers to. 

Mr. Murray. — Will you ask him what Buckley he means? 

Mr. Donnetiy. — This is a gentleman who lives three or four 
doors from my house; I do not know what his name is. 

Mr. Murray. —Is he a tall man with a mustache? Does he 
drive a team? 

Mr. Donnetiy. — No; heis in the employ of the city, — in some 
house. 

Mr. Murray. — Well, I gave him a ticket, and I remember Mr. 
Donnelly met him right near the polls, and I stood off and watched 
him while he deposited the ballot I gave him. I believe I told 
Donnelly he was all right, and he deposited the ballot. 

Mr. Donnetry. — Mr Chairman, this man Buckley, both he and 
his son, were working that day for me with our ticket. His son 
worked in Precinct 1, all day for me, with our ticket. 

By the Cuarrman. —In relation to the statement made by Mr. 
Murray, do you deny the statement he has made here about your 
entering into that agreement, — three of you? He has already 
stated that, and so has Mr. Moore. Do you still deny that that is 
a fact? : 

A. I never pledged myself any more than to say — 

(). Well, is the statement he has made true? 

A. In part. 

@. Well, wherein is it wrong? 

A. Well, where he states that a party was given after this in- 
dignation meeting. He states that I said that I should do what I 
could to work this straight ticket without putting in as a proviso 
that I should do all that I could for myself personally. There 
were other parties there that evening, friends of mine, who would 
probably recollect what I did say. They were friends of mine, as 
Mr. Murray says he is an intimate friend of Mr. Moore’s. 

Q. We want to get at the facts. You are both under oath, and 
are here to tell the truth; and whatever statements are made, the 
committee are bound to believe them, unless they are contradicted. 
Now, if you can contradict Mr. Murray in any particular point the 
committee will be ready to hear you. 

A, AsIsaid, he makes a mistake when he says I agreed to 
work for that ticket, and that alone, without helping myself person- 
ally. 

@. He also said you could not prevent the friends of yours who 
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wanted to vote for you singly, from doing so. He made that 
statement. 

A. He also made the statement that I got up and shook hands 
with him, and stated that I hoped the straight ticket would go in 
and nothing else, and I would sooner see the three go in than one. 
I never — he is making a terrible mistake when he says that. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — Was it not understood, without any 
beating about the bush, that these three men were to work to- 
gether? They went on the same ticket, they agreed to be on 
the same ticket, and to be assessed for costs in proportion ? 

A. There was not a candidate in the field but that had three or 
four thousand stickers. 

@. Should you consider it fair for others to have voted for their 
friends, and only have voted for one singly? Should you consider 
that keeping up the spirit of the agreement? | 

A, Why, one of the other gentlemen, — Mr. Folan, — came right 
to me and said, ‘‘ I am going to bring so many people to the polls 
on the day of election in carriages. If you will pay one-third of 
the expense and Mr. Moore will pay a third, I will pay a third, and 
they will all vote that ticket; if not, I will bring them, and they 
will vote that ticket for me personally. 

(). So each man was for himself to get what he could? Are 
there any tickets there for Mr. Folan alone? 

A. These men were to vote in Precincts 1 and 2. 

(). Are there in any precinct single votes for Mr. Folan? 

A. I could not say; I have never seen any. 

@. Well, is it not very strange that you should be the only one 
who wouldrun 200 ahead? Do you think it is a square thing your- 
self? . 

A. I do, really, — certainly. 

@. In not keeping up to the agreement you made with your 
fellow-candidates ? 

A. I made no special agreement. I said my friends were work- 
ing for me to get me as many single votes as they could. They 
wanted to elect me; they were not particular about anybody else. 

Mr. SHeviry. — With regard to Mr. Buckley, or one of them, I 
gave him the price of a drink to vote for the regular ticket. He 
told me he voted that ticket. There are three Buckleys in the 
ward, and they are all pretty much alike. There is ‘* Mush” 
Buckley, and ** Slash” Buckley, and Buckley the ‘‘ Crank.” There 
may be some mistake about the man. Buckley the ‘* Crank” 
told me he stuck to the straight Democratic ticket, and went up and 
voted.

In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty- One. 


AN ACT EXTENDING THE PROVISIONS OF CHAPTER ONE HUN- 
DRED AND TWENTY-NINE OF THE ACTS OF THE YEAR EIGH- 
TEEN HUNDRED AND EIGHTY TO PERSONS IMPRISONED IN 
THE HOUSE OF INDUSTRY, AND GIVING CERTAIN POWERS 
TO THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS FOR PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS 
OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The provisions of sections six and ten of 
chapter one hundred and twenty-nine of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty are hereby extended to persons 
imprisoned in the House of Industry. 
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Sect. 2. The power conferred upon county commissioners 
by said chapter one hundred and twenty-nine may be exer- 
cised in the county of Suffolk by the board of directors for 
public institutions of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Whoever shall, unless duly authorized thereto, print, 
stamp, engrave, or affix, or cause to be printed, stamped, 
engraved, or affixed, to any paper or other article, a repre- 
sentation of the seal of any city or town in this Common- 
wealth, with intent to give to such paper or article an official 
character which it does not possess ; or whoever, unless duly 
authorized thereto, shall, with intent to assume an official 
character which he does not possess, cast, stamp, engrave, 
or make, or have in his possession, any badge or insignia in 
the similitude of any official badge or insignia of a “police 
oflicer, member of the fire department, or other officer ap- 
pointed by any city or town in this Commonwealth, or any 
department of said city or town, shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding fifty dollars.

All cities in this Commonwealth shall here- 
after pay, at intervals not exceeding seven days, all laborers 
who are employed by them at a rate of wages not exceeding 
two dollars a day.

He 
shall make to the commissioners of prisons the reports required 
of probation officers under the provisions of chapter one hun- 
dred and twenty-nine of the Acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty.

To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston: — 

GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 7 of Chapter 280 of the Laws of 1871, I have the honor 
to submit for your consideration a detailed report of the 
operations of this department for the year ending December 
31, 1880. 


Very respectfully I am your obedient servant, 
JOHN 8S. DAMRELL, 
Inspector of Buildings. 


Under the provisions of the statutes relating to buildings 
in the City of Boston, and under the provisions of the city 
ordinances relating to buildings, the department has super- 
vision over the following matters : — 
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The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under stat- 
ute provisions, throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited dimen- 
sions and range, outside of the building limits, under 
the provisions of the city ordinance. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs upon all classes of build- 
ings, with especial reference to their compliance with 
the present requirements of the building law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full 
power to require the securing or removal of the same, 
and in cases of immediate danger, where the security 
of the public is imperilled in life and limb, authority to 
enter upon, secure, or take down the same, as the 
exigences of the public safety, in the opinion of the 
Inspector, may require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, 

| with authority to enter upon the ¢ premises and investigate 
the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe 
flues and heating apparatus. 

The supervision and the protection of the building limits ; 
the district in which the erection of independent 
wooden buildings is prohibited by statute law, with a 
limitation as to wharves. 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to 
issue permits for wooden and frame sheds, for special 
purposes, at his discretion, upon wharves situated within 
the building limits of the city. 

The examination for the approval of plans of proposed tene- 
ment-houses, public and family hotels, with reference 
to their compliance with special statute provisions, regu- 
lating area for light and ventilation, material of con- 
struction, water-closets, dr ainage, cesspools, height of 
habitable rooms, window openings, hall-ways, construc- 
tion of stairways, fire-escapes, and the height of the 
building as regulated by the width of the street upon 
which they are proposed to be erected. 

The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire- 
escapes upon certain buildings in which operatives are 
employed, in factories, mills, or manufactories, tene- 
ment-houses, and hotels, etc. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, under the 
act relating to means of egress from buildings occupied 
for public purposes, to regulate the entrances, door- 
ways, passage-ways, their width, construction, and num- 
ber, and obstructions that may be placed therein: the

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arrangement of the seatings, and the use of combustible 

materials, draperies, scenery, properties, ete. 

The inspection of all hoist-way and elevator openings in 
buildings, with reference to their construction in con- 
formity with the requirements of statute law and their 
use. ; 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

The setting of steam-engines and boilers. 

The building of furnaces for melting iron, glass, or other 

metals. 


The building of ovens, kilns, etc. 


The setting of heating apparatus in all classes of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar bottoms of buildings - 
built upon filled land; reporting violations of the same 
to the Board of Aldermen. 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied 
in whole or in part as dwellings, situated within the build- 
ing limits of the city. 

Buildings authorized by the Board of Aldermen to be used 
for stables are licensed to be occupied for this purpose, 
under the direction of the Inspector of Buildings. 

The examination of buildings, with reference to their being 
provided with ample and sufficient means of egress, and 
their compliance with statute requirements, upon petition 
for license to occupy the same as a place of public 
amusement. 

Examination of private signs located in the public highways, 
upon a petition to the Board of Aldermen to maintain 
the same, if secured satisfactory to the Inspector of 
Buildings. 

Authority to apply to the Supreme Judicial Court for an 
injunction restraining the construction of windows, 
steps, and porches, projecting into or over any public 
highway. 


It is with pleasure and satisfaction that the department 
is enabled to note the increased confidence and business 
energy, and a healthy return to investments in real estate. 
This has been most marked during the past year. The erec- 
tion of large and commodious warehouses in all sections of 
our city, as well as the extensive alterations that have been 
going on to make room for increased business operations, 
together with the erection of a large number of palatial resi- 
dences have been, in a point of construction, of the most 
satisfactory character. 

The department the past year has been one of constant 
activity, and, owing to the methods employed for the trans- 
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action of its work, the office has been used largely as a 
consultation bureau by our capitalists, architects, and master 
builders, in order that the law should be fully met. This has 
been very gratifying, while, by the methods adopted, the 
full maximum of work has been accomplished, yet the vio- 
lations of the law reported have decreased fully 50 per cent. 

Examinations of buildings, structures, etc., have to be made 
in all cases previous to issuing requisitions, permits, or 
notices ; a diagram, and full description recorded of same ; 
then examinations during their construction or alteration ; 
a third examination, at its completion, as the final report, with 
the costs and facts in the case. 

The department has given much care and attention to so 
much of the Mayor’s address as related to an alteration and 
revision of the laws relating to the survey and inspection of 
buildings. Several meetings have been held on this matter, 
at which the committee on this department, together with 
many of our able architects and master-builders, were pres- 
ent, and considered the different proposed amendments 
submitted, and were unanimous in recommending the same 
to the Legislature (with a few exceptions) for approval.

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SPECIAL PERMITS. 


The provisions of Section 1 of Chapter 260 of the Acts 
of 1872 prohibit the erection of independent wooden build- 
ings within the boundaries of the district known as the build- 
ing limits of the City of Boston, with certain exceptions as to 
wharves. - 

Wooden additions to existing buildings in this district 
can, however, be erected, with a limitation as to height and 
area to be covered. 

These limits are established by the City Council under 
statute authority, and by an ordinance approved July 8, 
1871, were defined as follows : — 


Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover and Albany 
streets, thence running eastwardly through the centre of Dover street to 
the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; thence around the northerly portion of 
the ‘‘ City Proper,” by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point 
on Charles river, opposite the centre line of Parker street or cross dam ; 
thence through the centre of Parker street or cross dam to a point 
opposite the centre of Ruggles street; thence through} the centre of 
Ruggles street to the centre of Washington street; thence through the 
centre of Washington street to a point opposite the centre of Palmer 
street; thence through the centre of Palmer and Eustis streets to the 
centre of Hampden street; and thence through the centre of Hampden 
and Albany streets to the point of beginning. 

The said district being shown by a shaded red line on a plan made by 
the City Surveyor, dated June 26, 1871, and deposited in the office of 
the City Surveyor. 


The above ordinance establishing the boundaries of the 
building limits, was amended April 6, 1878, by striking out 
after the words “to a point on Charles river opposite the 
centre line of,” the words “Parker street or cross dam,” and 
inserting in their place the words “West Chester park as 
extended; thence through the centre of West Chester park 
to its intersection with Boylston-street extension; thence 
through the centre of Boylston-street extension to the centre 
of Parker street”; and after the words “dated June 26th, 
1871,” insert the words, “as amended as shown by a shaded 
blue line on said plan.”

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Hoist—ways AND ELEVATORS. 

The attention of this department has, to a considerable 
extent, necessarily been directed to the inspection of hoist- 
ways and elevators. The large increase in their number 
since the fire of 1872, the increased height of buildings now 
being erected, the introduction of elevators into classes of 
buildings heretofore not generally provided with them, such 
as hotels, family hotels, operative and public buildings, and 
the especial danger from accident, and the extension of fire 
in their use, indicate that more than ordinary attention should 
be given them. 

The requirements are few and simple: a railing, trap- 
doors, and trap-doors closed, except when in actual use by 
the occupants of the building. It was supposed at the time 
of the passage of the act governing hoist-ways and elevators 
that its provisions would cover all cases that would arise; 
but that expectation has not been wholly realized, non-com- 
pliance often arising from ignorance, negligence, or design, 
according to the character of the individual. 

“There are few provisions of the building law more im- 
portant than this one. When it is considered that, for pro- 
tective purposes in case of fire, the floors of our buildings 
are so constructed as to make only an apparent separation of 
the stories, and that with a large flue extending from the 
basement of a building to the roof, and the building stored 
with large amounts of combustible material, it becomes 
especially dangerous in case of a fire occurring in it, which, 
instead of being temporarily confined to the story in which 
it originated, spreads at once throughout the building, imper- 
illing, to a greater or less extent, all surrounding buildings ; 
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and when the number of firemen whose lives have been lost, 
or who have been seriously injured by entering these or 
adjoining buildings having unprotected hoist-ways, is also 
considered, the simple requirements of rails and of closed 
trap-doors during non-business hours are not to be considered 
onerous or burdensome, and any neglect to make them con- 
form to legal requirements no excuse for an exemption from 
the prescribed penalty.” 

In view, then, of their rapid and general introduction into 
various classes of buildings, and the unsafe consequences 
thereto attendant from those not properly protected, appro- 
priate additional legislation in the matter of their regulation 
seems imperative.

Means oF Earess AND FIRE—ESCAPE. 


Under the provisions of the building-law, fire-escapes and 
sufficient means of egress are required in the following 
classes of buildings : —

Buildings occupied by two or more families on any floor 
above the second floor from the level of the street. 

Hotels, boarding and lodging houses, factories, mill or 
manufactory. 

Buildings occupied in part, or in whole, for any public 
purpose. 

All new buildings belonging to any of the above classes 
are especially examined in regard to their construction, with 
reference to fulfilling legal requirements in furnishing suitable | 
and ample means of egress in case of fire or accident. 

The number, location, arrangement, and width of the 
stairways; the proposed number of occupants or operatives ; 
the proposed use of the building; its proximity to other 
buildings, and the materials of which it is built, — all enter 
into consideration. 

Old buildings altered to, or by occupancy brought to, be 
comprised in any of the above classes of buildings requiring 
fire-escapes, are also duly inspected, and the necessary means 
of escape are required, the same as if it was a new building.

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The department has record of the following accidents that 


occurred during the year : — 
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Jan. 5, Patrick Anderson, an employé of E. B. Badger & 
Son, while at work securing iron-work on the roof of build- 
ing No. 182 Commonwealth avenue, the roof-staging gave 
way, precipitating him to the ground, sustained serious, 
though not fatal, injuries. 

Francis P. Mahan, member of Hook and Ladder Co. No. 
8, while in the performance of his duty as fireman fell 
through hoist-way in second floor of building situated No. 31 
Barrett street, the adjoining building being on fire at the 
time. Said Mahan fortunately escaped injury. The hoist-way 
was not protected by trap-doors and rails. 

March 22, one of the passenger elevator cars in Jordan, 
Marsh, & Co.’s dry goods store, Nos. 450-456 Washington 
_ street, run down unawares about twenty-two feet, from a 
point about nine feet above the second floor; in its descent 
brought up against rubber bumpers at bottom of shaft. There 
were fourteen persons in the elevator-car at the time of 
accident, who escaped without injury. 

Samuel Bateman, an employé of the Boston Excelsior Co., 
No. 25 Merrimac street, while in the discharge of his duty, 
together with other workmen, hoisting bales of excelsior from 
_ the first to the sixth floor, through hoist-way. Said Bate- 
map was on the lower or street floor, when, by some unknown 
cause, the iron weight used on check, or clamp of drum, fell 
from its fastenings through the several openings in floors, 
striking bim on the head, killing him instantly. 

The hoist-way openings were not protected according to. 
law. 

Mr. Frederick McIntosh, 39 years old, an employé of the 
Howard Watch & Clock Co., on Eustis street, corner Prescott 
street, met his death by falling through elevator-way from 
the third to the basement floor, probably the result of careless- 
ness. The elevator openings on the third and fourth floors, 
at time of examination, were not protected by rails. 

Mr. George Zeigler, 50 years old, an employé of Lang & 
King, brewers, Longwood avenue, at which place said 
Zeigler was at work, Toading goods from outside elevator to 
wagon. From some cause or other, the elevator com- 
menced to descend, while he had one foot on same, causing 
him to fall over on top of a half barrel of beer, that was on 
the elevator platform. He was injured internally ; not fatal. 

Timothy Sweeney, 30 years old, while in building No. 470 
Harrison avenue, attempted to ascend from the first to 
second story, by hoist rope in hoist-way, and when near the 
second floor he fell to cellar, a distance of about seventeen 
feet, fracturing two of his ribs, from which he will recover. 
The hoist-way was protected according to law. 
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Charles Demyer and Hugh McCrystal, each aged 18, em- 
ployés of Roxbury Carpet Co., on Hampshire street, corner 
Clay street, met with an accident in elevator-way of said 
building, by the breaking of cogs or gearing at sides. Said 
Demyer had one leg broken, and McCrystal slightly bruised. 
The accident was the meen of carelessness, and could have 
been avoided. 

Elevator is enclosed in brick, and door-ways protected by 
rails. 

Mr. H. 8. Keyes, an employé of A. B. Shaw, in building 
Nos. 9, 11, 138 Chardon street, while on elevator ascending ; 
when opposite fourth floor the wire-rope parted, allowing 
the elevator and occupant to fall through several floors to 
the basement, injuring said Keyes so that he had to be con- 
veyed to the Massachusetts General Hospital; as a result 
serious, though not fatal, injuries. 

Elevator enclosed in metal-lined shafts, door-ways pro- 
. tected by rails. 

Miss Nellie Conroy met ,with a fatal accident while em- 
ployed in the store of Houghton & Dutton, No. 55 Tremont 
street. The duty of Miss Conroy, together with other girls, 
was to deliver and receive bundles from dumb-waiter. These 
dumb-waiters were worked on the principle of a balance, one 
waiter ascending while the other descends. Miss Conroy 
was in the act of looking into slide to ascertain, as supposed, 
the position of waiter; at that moment the dumb-waiter in 
its descent struck her on the head, from the effects of which 
she died. 

Austin L. Crain, 19 years old, residing in Arlington, an 
employé of Emery Bemis, 33 Central wharf, while on the 
third floor of said building, examining and delivering goods 
at hoist-way, stepped backward, and fell through said hoist- 
way to the first or street floor. He was seriously, though 
not fatally, injured, and was taken to the Massachusetts 
General Hospital. 

Edward Johnson, a young man, and stranger in the city, 
while in the act of getting on elevator (in building Nos. 27-29 
Winter street) while it was in motion, slipped and fell, and 
was crushed: between elevator and floor. He survived his 
injuries but one hour. The elevator was in good repair. 

Geo. K. Withington, baker, was injured by the explosion 
of a bread-kneader in building No. 224 Ruggles street. The 
result may prove fatal, as Mr. W. has not regained con- 
sciousness. 

Mr. David J. Buckley, an employé of the Hancock In- 
spirator Manufacturing Co., Nos. 28 to 32 Beach street, 
met with a painful accident, which may prove fatal. Said 
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Buckley, while on the fourth floor, fell through elevator-way 


to cellar, from some unexplained cause. 
This elevator is enclosed in each story; the doors leading’. 
to elevator were not protected by rails.

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EXAMINATIONS. 


The daily outside work of the department consists in the 
inspection of buildings reported to be in an unsafe condition 
from any cause whatever ; deficiency in the means of egress 
or fire-escapes upon buildings required by law to be provided 
with them; the supervision of the erection of new buildings 
and the enlargement of old ones, with reference to provision 
for public safety and conformity to the requirements of the 
building law. Examinations were made of 200 observation 
stands on the occasion of the 250th Anniversary of the Set- 
tlement of Boston. 


CoMPLETED BUILDINGS. 


The total number of brick and stone buildings completed 
during the year is one hundred and fifty-nine, at an estimated 
cost of one million four hundred ninety thousand one hun- 
dred dollars. 

The total number of wood and frame buildings completed 
during the year is two hundred and seventy-three, at an es- 
timated cost of four hundred seventy-four thousand seven 
hundred fifty-two dollars. 

The estimated cost of completed additions, alterations, and 
repairs is one million three hundred twenty-seven thousand 
two hundred and thirty dollars.

Whereas, The City Council was unfortunately unable to 
reply to an invitation to attend the meeting held at Faneuil 
Hall on Friday evening, February 11, “to express Ameri- 
can opinion of the British government in relation to Irish 
affairs,” and, whereas, it seems proper that some reply 
should be sent to the officers of said meeting. Therefore, 

Resolved, 1. That every nation has a right to form for it- 
self such form of government as may seem to be best calcu- 
lated to advance those ends for which all governments are in 


__ theory established. 


2. That the Irish people are at the present time engaged 
in a proper and legitimate political movement, having for its 
object the improvement and extension of free institutions, 
and are therefore entitled to the sympathy of the people of 
every country who are themselves living in the enjoyment of 
those blessings which alone flow from such institutions. 

5. That we deeply sympathize with the oppressed people 
of Ireland, and we hope and trust that the assertion of Irish 
rights will restore freedom to that country; and that the 
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United States would, in our opinion, be justified in making 
use of all proper means to advance an end so strictly in ac- 
cordance with the principles of justice and humanity. 

4, That it is the duty and the interest of all constitu-

POWERS OF THE City CoUNCIL. 3 


CONFERENCE BETWEEN THE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE AND THE 
CITY SOLICITOR, FEBRUARY 19, 1881. 


@. The City Charter, Section 38, reads as follows :— 
«* The City Council may provide for the appointment or election 
of all necessary officers for the good government of said city, 
not otherwise provided for, and may prescribe their duties 
and fix their compensation.” Section 39 reads as follows : — 
** The City Council shall have the care and superintendence of 
the public buildings, and the care, custody, and management 
of all property of the city, with power to lease or sell the 
same, except the Common and Faneuil Hall, and the said 
City Council shall have power to purchase property, real 
or personal, in the name and for the use of the city whenever 
its interests or convenience may in their judgment require it.” 
Is it your opinion that the City Council may elect such neces- 
sary officers for the good government of said city, to hold 


office for one year and until their successors are appointed, if 


thereby such term would continue beyond the calendar year 
of the City Council electing them? 

A. I think the City Council may appoint or elect such 
necessary officers for a term as above specified, even if thereby 
such officers would hold over into the succeeding year. This 
would be a matter of reasonable exercise of the power in 
order that there should be no interregnum in the carrying on 
of the necessary business of the city, but the succeeding city 
government would clearly have the right to discharge such 
officer after coming into power ; and, moreover, if the election 
should take place at so late a date in the municipal year as to 
be evidently a reaching over for the purpose of controlling 
the succeeding city government, such an appointment 

might be invalid on that account. It is one of. those 
things where you cannot draw an exact line, and say you can 
come here and cannot go any farther. You cannot have 
everything begin and close with the municipal year, which is 
the calendar year. The powers of the City Council must be 
exercised reasonably. 

@. In regard to these subordinate officers annually ap- 
pointed, like the superintendents of departments, must their 
duties be defined annually ? 

A. Yes. 


@. You mean that the Council of this year cannot prescribe

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by ordinance the duties of any superintendent to extend into 
next year? 

A. Yes; that is, not so as to encroach upon the rights of the 
next City Council. I do not say that those officers would be 
entirely powerless, for, if you did, there would be an inter- 
regnum. 


'Q. These directions in the form of an ordinance are not, 


therefore, more binding than if passed as a joint order? 

A. No. 

(). The power, then, of the City Council to provide for the 
appointment or election of such officers, and to prescribe their 
duties, is substantially a power to do so only for a year? 

A. Yes, except for the purpose of maintaining the muni- 
cipal machinery, as I have before indicated. 

(. The City Council, of course, has the power to appoint 
such committees of its own body as it may think fit? 

1. 8Y es: 

@. Can any City Gourd by ordinance, nndaehaiae to pre- 
scribe for its successors what committees shall be appointed, 
the number of the members, or their duties ? 

A. I would only repeat the words of my written opinion, 
dated December 23, 1880, which are as follows: — ‘It is 
clear that when power is given by statute, as in the City Char- 
ter, to be exercised by the City Council, it cannot be trans- 
ferred to one branch of the City Council by ordinance or 
order so as to affect any government of the city other than 
the one which passes the ordinance or order. The City 
Council cannot control any succeeding Council in the appoint- 
ment of committees either as to numbers or duties.” 

@. Does the appointment of a committee give them the 
power to take charge of the department covered by their 
title and to exercise a general supervision over it? 

A. I4hink not. The committee are appointed ; but by 
merely appointing committees you do not give them any 
authority, — the authority must be given by separate action. 

(. The Committee on Improved Sewerage had this year an 
order passed by the City Council providing that they should 
take charge of the construction of that sewer, and be author- 
ized to make contract s, etc. Do you intend to say that the 
committees on public lands, public buildings, and others, 
must have substantially the same order passed ? 

A. Yes. 

(. If I understand you rightly, it would not only be 
proper, but is imperative duty of this City Council to estab- 
lish for the present year joint orders ‘* providing for the ap- 
pointment or election of subordinate officers and prescribing 
their duties, and also joint orders establishing joint commit- 
tees and prescribing their duties and powers ? ” 
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A. Yes, I think so. 
Q. Do you consider that the election of Assessors is on a 
different basis from that of city officers generally ? 
A. Yes; for one thingsthey are State officers, and the pro- 
vision of the charter giving the Council the right to fix the 
| method of their election in either of certain specified ways 
seems also to take them into a different class. I am of opinion 
that it would be legal to elect such officers for any reasonable 
term exceeding one year. I think three years would be a rea- 

sonable term, though, as I have before said, I cannot undertake 
to fix precisely what longer term would be reasonable or unrea- 
sonable. I, therefore, presume that it is competent for any 
City Government to pass an ordinance establishing the terms of 
Assessorsand Assistant Assessors forthe period of three years 3 
it being understood that such ordinance may be repealed by 
any succeeding City Government. 

(. In regard to other officers, do you think that it is com- 
petent to elect Record Commissioners for the term of five 
years ? 

A. No; they should be appointed annually, if at all. 

@. Do you think it competent for the City Council to 
elect Fire Commissioners for a period of three years, or a 
Superintendent of Printing for the term of three years? 

A. No. 

(). Does the fact that such appointments have heretofore 
been made under an ordinance make any difference ? 

A. No. The City Council may pass an ordinance to con- 
trol its actions for the current year; that is, it may adopt 
that form of action instead of an order. The difference be- 
tween an ordinance and an order is not very great, generally, 
except in one particular, — the general under standing j is, that 
an ordinance is perpetual, and an order dies with the geovern- 

ment that adopts it. Orders and ordinances have ver -y little 

difference in meaning sometimes. You cannot make an order 
an ordinance simply by calling it so. It depends upon the 
subject-matter, and not upon its heading. 

@. Do you think it would be advi sable to remove from 
the existing ordinances such sections as apparently under- 
take to specify the duties and powers of committees and sub- 
ordinate officers which are not properly the subject of ordi- 
nances ? 

; A. Yes. 4 

“he @. Have you considered the question whether the exist- 

~ ing ordinance i in regard to the Commissioners of Sinking Funds 
is legal ? 
A. I do not remember that I have. I should like time to 
’ examine into the matter. 
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Q@. Should not the regulations for the government of the 
departments of the city, and of those committees in charge of 
them, be provided for each year? 

A. They should. 

@. In regard to the Committee on Public Buildings, andthe 
ordinance on page 539 of our printed statutes and ordinances, 
will you state whether it was competent for the City Council 
to insert the clause, ‘‘ Under the direction of the Board of 
Aldermen ?” 

A. I have already stated that where the authority is given 
to the two branches of the City Council, neither can divest 
itself of the responsibility and confer it upon the other. More- 
over, if it could have been done by a joint order in one year, 
such a regulation would not be binding on subsequent City 
Councils ; consequently, whether or not it was valid in that 
year, it should not have been made the subject of an ordi- 
nance, and is not binding at the present time. — 

@. Whenever powers are given to the City Council, and 
they appoint a joint standing committee on that subject, and 
either neglect or refuse to give them any instructions, would 
that committee have the general charge of the matters in its 
department ? 

A. No. Several years : n@0 I gave an opinion, in regard to 
a& supposed power of committees to use and expend the ap- 
propriations for their departments as they saw fit, that they 
had no such power, I understand that no committee can do 
anything except so far as powers are distinctly delegated 
to it. 

(. Can any duties be delegated to a committee except. by 
anannual order? Can it be done by an ordinance, unless the 
same is reénacted by each succeeding City Government? 

A. No. If that were so the City Council of this year 
could control and govern the committees of next year. They 
must exercise their powers over their committees or their 
subordinate officers so as not to encroach upon the rights of 
their successors.

The Joint Special Committee on the Rules and Orders of 
the City Council beg leave to submit a further report at this 
time, as follows : — 


The committee recommends a verbal change in the present 
joint rule No. 13, and the addition of three new rules; the 
latter being found necessary to give effect to existing customs, 


_ or to remedy certain inconveniences. The change in rule 


No. 13 is to substitute the words “ fail to pass,” in place of 
“is rejected,” and the omission of the last paragraph.’ The 
rule would then read : — 


13. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originating in 
one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice shall be 
given, under the signature of the clerk, to the branch in 
which the same originated. 
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The new joint rules are as follows : — 


23. All papers requiring concurrent action shall be trans- 
mitted from one branch of the City Council to the other, 
with the action of the branch sending them endorsed thereon, 
and signed by the regular presiding officer of such branch, 
or in his absence by the clerk, or assistant clerk, of such » 
body. In case of votes or action by either branch, not 
based on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall 
be transmitted to the other branch, signed as hereinbefore 
directed. 

24. Any report containing any recommendation, other 
than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take farther 
action,” shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or re- 
solve, embodying such recommendation; and such report 
shall be acted upon separately. 

25. Any member of a joint committee may submit a 
minority report at the same time as the majority report, and 
if the latter be in print he shall be allowed to submit his 
report also in print.

The 
financial year.includes the Auditor’s general draft on the 
Treasurer, made up at the close of April, 1881, payable the 
Ist of May, 1881.

We have a total which, in the judgment of 
the Auditor of Accounts, should be the

It is a source of congratulation for me to announce to the 
Honorable City Council that, to meet these estimates, quite a 
reduction in the tax-rate can be made, based on the valuation of 
the city last year, a most gratifying fact for the tax-payer ; 
but this result is not brought about by a reduction of 
the appropriations for department expenses, but by an | 
‘increase of the revenue estimated to be received, and the 
reduction of the State tax one-third from what it was last 
year. 

The total amount of appropriations asked for is increased 
over those granted last year by $264,228, while the estimated 
income shows an increase of $679,992. The comparative 
tables of appropriations and income giving the details will 
be found further on, showing clearly how each department is — 
affected. 

The prominent increases of appropriations which will attract 
your attention are those for the Paving Department, Widen- 
ing and Extending Streets, the School Committee, and the 
Sinking-Funds, although most of the departments ask for 
more or less increase. 

The requisition of the Paving Department is in excess of 
$202,800 of that granted last year, which increase alone adds 
to the tax-levy about 32 cents per $1,000 each of property 
based on the valuation of 1880. Details are fully given as 
to the needs of this great increase in the communication from 
the Committee on Paving. 

The request for $330,000 for Widening and Extending 
Streets, against $150,000 of last year, embraces an increase 
of $15 000 for ordinary widenings, making $115,000 for 
those purposes ; $65,000 for extension of Columbus avenue ; 
$55,000 for the extension of D street, reported to the City 
Council of 1880 by the Committee on Finance, and accepted, 
that it should be placed in the tax-levy of this year ; $50,000 
for completing the extension of Commonwealth avenue ; and 


bee ome 
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$45,000 for the extension of Huntington avenue, petitioned 
for by some of the largest tax-payers. 

The cost of these improvements, if the same are necessary, 
should be met by taxation, and not by borrowing. The same 
remark is applicable to all the requests contained in the esti- 


The total amount estimated for the carrying on of the 
schools, and for new school-houses, is $1,627,846, being 
$22,654 less than the amount granted last year for the same 
purposes. The School Committee ask for $1,450,346 for the 
coming year, which is an excess of $7,100 over the amount 
asked for by them last year, and exceeds the amount granted 
by the City Council, by $116,346. But crediting the revenue 
which the committee estimate will be received from them, 
which will be an excess over the amount estimated, last year, 
of $32,000, would reduce the amount of the excess to $84,- 
346. The School Committee, however, report to the City 
Council a deficiency of $79,850 for this financial year, which 
leaves the actual increase over the actual requirements of the 
present financial year of $4,496. The amount for repairing 
and altering of school-houses by the Committee on Public 
Buildings is $157,000, an increase of $41,000. The amount 
asked for new school-houses is $20,500, against $200,500 
appropriated last year. ‘The following is a comparative 
table of the estimates and appropriations of 1880-81, for — 
the schools : — .

The amount required by law, for the Sinking-Funds, by 
the commissioners on those funds, for the redemption of the 
debt of the city, exceeds that of last year by $137,846, the 
increase being caused by the commencement of the required 
percentages on new loans issued at the close of the financial 
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year 1879-80, and $28,573 for the Mystic Water Sinking- 
Fund; the revenue received from. those works being insuffi- 
cient to meet the required annual amount. The debt paid 
during the past two years has been principally with the means 
from the Old Sinking-Fund, for which taxation has ceased. 
It should be remembered in this connection that the amount 
for interest, on the debt, otherwise than for water purposes, 
shows another large reduction, $64,289. 

The Police Department requires an addition of $40,620, 
caused principally by the increase in the number of sergeants 
and patrolmen, by order of the City Council. 

The estimate for the Fire Department is a reduction from 
last year of $44,990, caused by the reducing of the charges 
for use of water and keeping hydrants in repair by the Boston 
Water Board. 

The amount for the Reserved Fund is reduced $50,000, 
and the Sewer Department request is less by $25,000.

The total amount of special appropriations last year was 
$695,300. 

The great increase in the estimated income is principally 
from the amount which will remain in the treasury April 30, 
1881, $475,000, over the amount required, — being an excess 
over that of the estimates for last year of $400,000. This 
amount is made up principally from excesses from the Cor- 


poration tax caused by the great rise in the value of corpo- 


ration shares last spring, the prompt paying of old taxes, 
and the sale of school-books. 

It is then by the increase of the income, and the reduction 
of the State tax, and not a reduction of departmental ex- 
penses, that the tax-payer is relieved. This much-desired 
relief from direct municipal taxation is, however, largely 
from the increased amount received, and estimated to be 
received from corporation taxation by the State — already 
taxed and paid, and to be taxed and paid.

This increase is made up of salaries of 16 extra 
sergeants, allowed by ordinance of City Council, Dec. 21, 
1880, and two whose places were vacant last year.

Notre 8. The places of 2 lieutenants, Division 16, were 
vacant when the estimate of appropriations was made of 
last year. 

Notr 4. This increase is due to the appointment of 6 
extra patrolmen, and to a large number of men drawing 25 
cents a day more than last year, under the ordinance increas- 
ing the pay of patrolmen, according to length of service. 

Further, $4,376.00 of it was last year put under the head 
of General Appropriations, now under the head of Patrolmen 
Salaries, the first officer and two deck hands of the steamer 
Protector having been made patrolmen by the City Council, 
May 15, 1880. 

Nore 5. 50 cents a day was added to the pay of House 
Watchmen by vote of the City Council, March 23, 1880. 

Notre 6. Two (2) pensioners have been added to the list 
during the year. 

Notre 7. Under the head of General Expenses there is an 
increase of $9,341.23, of which $4,591.23 is for clothing and 
extra service of officers, and will be repaid to the city. 

The amount asked for repairs this year is $2,800 more 
than that asked for last year. The repairs have hitherto been 
generally made by Mr. Tucker, Superintendent of Public 
Buildings. Upon consultation with him its was decided that 
all inside repairs on station-houses could be made by the 
Police Department more expeditiously and economically — as 
much could be done by officers — than by the Department of 
Public Buildings. 

The Police Commissioners, therefore, ask that the said sum 
needed for repairs, etc., on the inside of police stations, be 
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put in the appropriation for the Police Department instead 
of in the appropriation for Public Buildings. 

There is a decrease of $7,262.50. Of this decrease, 
$3,376.00 is due to the abolishment of the offices of first 
_ officer and deck hands of the police steamer, said offices now 
being filled by patrolmen. The amount paid them forms a 
part of the increase asked for in the appropriation for the 
patrolmen. 

The decrease of $2,586.50 in expenses of officers on Jiquor 
services is owing to the fact that two officers more than last — 
year were detailed for this service, their pay coming out of 
the money received for Liquor Licenses instead of out of 
General Appropriations.

AN ACT TO AMEND CHAPTER TWO HUNDRED AND THIRTY- 
FOUR OF THE ACTS OF THE YEAR EIGHTEEN HUNDRED AND 
SEVENTY-SEVEN, RELATING TO NOTICES OF INJURIES RE- 
CEIVED UPON HIGHWAYS. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. Section four of chapter two hundred and 
thirty-four of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-seven is amended so as to read as follows: “The 
notice hereinbefore required shall be in writing, signed by 
the person injured, or by some one in his behalf, and may

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be given, in the case of a county, to any one of the county 
commissioners or to the county treasurer; in the case of a 
city, to the mayor, the city clerk, or treasurer; and in the 
case of a town, to one of the selectmen, or to the town treas- 
urer or clerk; provided, however, that, if from physical or 
mental incapacity, it be impossible for the person injured to 
give the notice within the time hereinbefore provided, he 
may give notice within ten days after said incapacity is re- 
moved, and in case of his decease without having given the 
notice and without having been for ten days at any time after 
his injury of sufficient capacity to give the notice, his ex- 
ecutor or administrator may give such notice within thirty 
days after his appointment; and provided, also, that if since 
the twenty-second day of May, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-nine, a person has received or suffered bodily injury 
or damage to his property through a defect, or want of re- 
pair, or of sufficient railing in or upon a highway, town-way, 
causeway, or bridge, which might have been prevented by - 
reasonable care and diligence on the part of the county, 
town, place, or person by law obliged to repair the same ;

Section 1. Section first of chapter forty-seven of the 
Acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-six is hereby 
amended by adding at the close of the section the following 
sentence: “These exercises may, at the discretion of the 
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committee, include calisthenic, gymnastic, and military 


drill;” provided, that no special instructors shall be em- 
ployed to teach gymnastics or calisthenics, except when such 
employment is ratified by vote of the legal voters of a town 
in a regular town-meeting, or of the city council of a city; 
but no pupil shall be required to take part in any military 
exercise, in case he, his parent, or guardian, notify the school 
committee that he, or such parent or guardian, has conscien- 
tious scruples against such exercise.

No person shall hereafter erect, place, con- 
struct, or cause to be erected, placed, or constructed, or shall 
commence to erect, place, or construct, any window or other 
projection into or over any public highway, street, causeway, 
bridge, or square within the city of Boston, except as herein- 
after provided. 

Secor. 2. The inspector of buildings of the city of Boston 
may permit the building of windows or other projections 
over any public highway, street, causeway, bridge, or square, 
of the width of forty feet or more within said city ; provided, 
said window or projection shall be built of brick, stone, iron, 
or other fire-proof material, firmly secured to the building, 
with no part of it less than ten feet above the highest point 
of the sidewalk immediately beneath, and shall not in any 
case project more than three feet from the line of the building, 
nor extend beyond a line drawn horizontally from the nearest 
corner of the adjacent lot at an angle of thirty degrees with 
the street line; and provided, also, that such window or pro- 
jection shall not infringe upon any vested rights of any par- 
ties affected thereby.

Section 1. The twenty-first section of chapter three hun- 
dred and eighty-one of the acts of the year one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-one is hereby amended by insert- 
ing therein after the word “repair,” in the second line there- 
of, the words “the paving, upper planking, or other surface 
material of”: also, after the word “occupy,” in the fourth 
line, the words “ any bridge,” so that said section, as amended, 
shall read as follows: “Every corporation, its lessees or 
assigns, shall keep in repair the paving, upper planking, or 
other surface material of such portions of any paved streets, - 
roads, and bridges as are occupied by its tracks; and when

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ained in said building, or where different rooms in the same

That, in complying with said orders, they have counted

Halde- 
man, and John Thompson, as candidates for aldermen at the 
election held in December last, and herewith submit a state- 
ment in detail of the result, in connection with detailed state- 
ments of the election officers’ returns, and the count as made 
by the special committee of the Board of Aldermen of 1880,

In considering the matter of “how many of the ballots 
alleged to have been cast in Precinct 3 of Ward 13, and not 
found, after they had been duly deposited, ought to be 
credited to the candidates for aldermen named thereon,” 
they would state that, by the courtesy of the special com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the conduct of the election in 
said precinct, they have been furnished with copies of the 
testimony given before said committee, and have also taken 
certain testimony, which appears as an appendix to this

report. They have also counted the ballots which were 
- found in the barber’s shop, and those found in the teacher’s 
table in the polling-place, and find the result to be as follows : 
The whole number of ballots found in the barber’s shop was 
166: of these James J. Flynn had 150; Cyrus S. Haldeman, 
149; William Frost, 13; George S. Dexter, 14; and John 
Thompson, 14. 

The whole number of those found in the teacher’s table 
was eighteen, all of which were for James J. Flynn and 
Cyrus $. Haldeman, and for no others of the said candi- 
dates. 

After a careful consideration of the testimony before 
them they are of the opinion that none of said votes should 
be allowed, for various reasons, among which may be men- 
tioned : — 

First. The weight of evidence given by the election 
officers is such as to utterly discredit the return made by 
them so far as it relates to the number of votes actually cast. 

Second. In relation to the number of the ballots which 
were carried to the barber-shop of Mr. O’Brien, and alleged 
to have been a portion of those cast at said election, there is - 
very conflicting testimony. It’ is also acknowledged that 
they have been in the possession of, and handled by, various 
persons, and there is no certainty that, if they were legally 
cast, they are now in the same condition as when cast. 
Third. It is admitted by Mr. O’Brien that he had in his 

possession other ballots similar to those cast at said election. 
_ Fourth. In relation to the votes alleged to have been 
found in the teacher’s table, it is very doubtful if they were 
ever legally cast. 

These, among other reasons, influence your committee in 
recommending the rejection of all votes alleged to have been 
cast in said precinct which were not found in the box sent 
by the election officers to the City Clerk. While recom- 
mending the rejection of such votes, and thus setting aside 
the return of the election officers, they would state that as 
there appears to be no doubt that the ballots found in the 
envelope received by the City Clerk were legally cast, it is 
their opinion that the several candidates should be credited 
with the number of votes to which it appears by said ballots 
they are entitled. 

In conclusion, they recommend that the number of votes 
as found for the several candidates herein named in the 
several envelopes received by the City Clerk from the elec- 
tion officers, and counted by this committee, shall stand as 
the true returns of the election held in December last, so far 
as they relate to said candidates, believing that by such 
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action a just effect will be given to the will of the voters of 
this city as expressed at said election. 

As it will appear from such action that William Frost 
received a larger number of votes at said election than was 
received by James J. Flynn, and that thereby said Frost was 
duly elected a member of this Board, the following resolve 
is submitted.

MINORITY REPORT BY ALDERMAN HERSEY, 


The undersigned, a member of the special committee ap- 
pointed to consider “ the claim of William Frost to a seat in 
this Board, and to consider also “how many of the ballots 
alleged to have been cast in Precinct 3 of Ward 13, and not 
found after they had been duly deposited, ought to be cred- 
ited to the candidates named thereon,” agrees with the 
majority of the committee in finding the total number of the 
ballots in the boxes, as returned by the election officers to 
the City Clerk, and as counted by the said committee, to be 
as follows : —

He cannot, however, arrive at the same conclusions as the 
majority of the committee in regard to the votes cast, or alleged 
to have been cast, in Precinct 3 of Ward 13. In the absence 
from the box of a large number of the ballots alleged to 
have been cast, he would be willing to accept the return of 
the election officers as the true result of the balloting, if 
substantiated by satisfactory evidence. But, inasmuch as the 
return bears upon its face proof of its inaccuracy, and of the 
eross carelessness or incompetency of the persons by whom 
it was made; in the fact that the number of votes credited to 
three of the candidates for aldermen whose names were upon 
nearly all the ballots cast at said election varies but a trifle 
from the number credited to those whose names were upon 
the Democratic ticket alone; also that the candidates on the 
Republican ticket excepting the three above mentioned were 
all credited with same number of votes, while it appears 
from the ballots that there were considerable “scratching” 
and “pasting” in said precinct; and by the return it appears 
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that 539 ballots were cast for Mayor, as against 449 names 
checked on the lists, and an apparently clear and mutual 
understanding among the election officers that the number 
of ballots cast did not exceed 459, — and further, by the state- 
ments of the election officers, with the exception of the clerk, 
that they signed the return without reading or knowing its 
contents; in brief, it being clearly apparent that there 
was grave irregulaxity in the opening of the polls, in the 
election of election officers, in the omission of the announce- 
ment of the result of the balloting (except for council- 
men), when the counting was completed, as required by law, 
and in the general conduct of the election, — he is forced to 
the conclusion that the return ought not to be accepted as 
correct or reliable evidence of the result of the balloting in 
said precinct, and should therefore be rejected. He is also 
of the opinion that the ballots alleged to have been found by 
the janitor in the polling-place, and which were afterwards 
produced by Mr. George O’Brien, and which it has been 
shown have passed into the possession of, and been handled 
and examined by, many persons, together with those found in 
the drawer of the table in the polling-place, ought not to be 
accepted and counted for the candidates named thereon, 
there being no satisfactory proof that, if they were legally 
cast, they are now in the same condition as when cast, either 
as regards number or character. He believes that in accept- 
ing these ballots a precedent would be established that would 
leave wide open the door to admit fraud in the future, and 
render nugatory those precautions that have been provided 
by the statutes for safely transmitting in sealed boxes the 
ballots cast at an election. 

He is also of the opinion that, as the ballots found in the 
box are manifestly not all of the ballots cast, and presumably 
not a fair average of the number of votes as cast for the sev- 
eral candidates voted for, and also in view of the manifestly 
gross irregularities in said precinct, previously alluded to, 
and which more fully appear by the testimony of the election 
officers and others concerned, they should not and cannot be 
accepted and allowed to stand as the true result of the bal- 
loting in said precinct. He is, therefore, of the opinion that 
the entire vote of said precinct, as cast for aldermen, should 
be rejected; and while regretting that his conclusions, if 
earried out, will deprive the voters of that precinct of a voice 
in said election, still, if they allow incompetent or dishonest 
persons to control their affairs, it is but a just penalty for 
their own acts. In rejecting the votes of said precinct for 
aldermen, the votes as returned to the City Clerk, and as 
counted by your committee, will stand as follows : —

Dexter 
are hereby declared to be entitled, respectively, to the seats 
in this Board now occupied by said Cyrus’S. Haldeman and 
James J. Flynn. 


MINORITY REPORT BY ALDERMAN O'BRIEN, 


The undersigned cannot subscribe to the count reported by 
the majority of the committee, because it does not state all 
the facts. The recount was completed on Wednesday even- 
ing last, the 9th inst., and given to the press in good faith 
as a true recount of the ballots found for Messrs. Frost, 
Flynn, Haldeman, Dexter, and Thompson. This recount 
was agreed to by all the members of the committee, as a 
completed work. When it was made public, on Thursday 
morning, it led to more or less unfavorable criticism, and it 
was stated that in Ward 25, Precinct 2, a decided mistake 
was made. On Friday afternoon the committee met, Alder- 
man O’Brien being unavoidably absent, and this precinct was 
again counted with the following result : —

It will be seen that after the count was completed on 
Wednesday, the boxes sealed, and-again put in the posses- 
sion of the City Clerk, the seal of Precinct 2, Ward 25, was 
again broken, the work revised, and Frost was found to have 
one yote less than was given him on the recount; Flynn 
gained nine votes, and Haldeman gained eight votes. While 
believing in the good faith of the committee, and that it was 
their earnest desire to give to every one all the votes they 
were entitled to, I believe that it is important that the 
number of times the ballot-boxes were opened and sealed 
should be distinctly stated. Another ballot-box, in PISOREs 
4, Ward 14, was opened and counted at a previous meeting 
but the count not agreeing, and the hour for Atinterneate 
having arrived, the ‘ballots were returned to the box, the 
box sealed, and again opened and counted at the next meet- 
ing of the committee. 

The fact, however, stands on record that after our count 
was completed and the boxes sealed, one precinct was 
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again opened, and it was found that no one of the three 
aldermen’s votes was counted correctly, and in the count of 
two aldermen a very decided mistake was made, which, if 
repeated in a few of the other precincts, would completely 
reverse the recount of your committee. 

After counting the ballots for Messrs. Frost, Haldeman, 
Dexter, Thompson, and Flynn, the committee turned their 
attention to Precinct 3, Ward 13, and on the return of that 
precinct the following opinion was obtained from the City 
Solicitor : — 


Hon. JOHN P. HEALEY, City Solicitor : — 


Dear Sir,— Alderman O’Brien ‘directs me to submit the following 
to you, and to request a reply in season to submit the same to a com- 
mittee which meets to-morrow afternoon at 5 o’clock : — 

At the last municipal election, the officers of Precinct 8, Ward 13, 
made a return showing that 539 ballots were cast in that precinct. This 
corresponds very closely to the number of ‘ballots which were cast in 
that precinct at the last State election, and also at previous elections. 

When the envelope was opened for a recount of votes it was found to 
contain only 274 ballots, —that is to say, 265 ballots less than were 
called for by the return of the ward officers, — showing that about one- 
half of the ballots had been mislaid, lost, or stolen after they had been 
counted and the return made up and signed by the precinct officers. 

In view of the fact that the number of ballots stated by the precinct 
officers in their return, viz., 539, had evidently been cast, should not the 
return of said officers be taken as the true return of votes cast for 
aldermen in said precinct, notwithstanding the fact that the envelope 
did not contain that number of ballots ?

It was clear to the committee that, after the count of the 
ward officers, nearly one-half of the ballots were misplaced 
or lost, and this fact was not known until the ballot-boxes 
were opened for a recount. What became of the ballots is 
still uncertain. There was no evidence that the ballots had 
been stolen, or that there was any attempt at fraud. The 
principal fact developed in relation to them is that they found 
their way to a barber’s shop in the neighborhood ; but this is 
not certain. The ward officers affirm that all the ballots were 
placed in the ballot-boxes, and the boxes sealed and for- 
warded to the City Clerk ; but, upon opening the boxes, only 
274 were found, against 539 returned by the officers. 
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It is also in evidence that eighteen ballots were found in a 
drawer ina table-in the voting precinct; that some of the 
ballots found in the barber’s shop were burned or destroyed ; 
that they were passed around among numerous people ; and 
that the balance left found their way to City Hall, amounting 
to 166 inall. These ballots may have been the ballots lost, or 
a portion of them; but the idea of taking ballots found in the 
waste-basket of a barber’s shop to make good the missing 
ballots appears to us extremely ridiculous. The same re- 
mark applies to the ballots found in a table-drawer in the 
precinct, and the ballots said to have been burned. There 
is nothing, it appears to me, that would justify your commit- 
tee in making barber’s shops, drawers, window-sills, and 
burnt ballots factors to decide aldermanic elections, or that 
would justify the majority of the committee in allowing this 
evidence to decide the contest. It appears to me, also, where 
a majority of the committee merely take the ballots actually 
found in the ballot-boxes, we lose sight of the most impor- 
tant matter referred to us, “the missing ballots in Ward 13, 
Precinct 3.” There is no doubt a large number of ballots 
were missing in a precinct almost exclusively Democratic. 
There is no even balance in that precinct. In all recent 
elections it has been nearly all one way, and to deprive the 
aldermen of that vote, when the committee have a perfect 
right to judge of all the facts, looks like a one-sided affair. 
It would be far better, and more consistent and reasonable, 
to throw the precinct out altogether. If there was any at- 
tempt at fraud in that precinct, the ballots returned to City 
Hall are as worthless and unreliable as the ballots that are 
missing. This I consider the great weakness of the majority 
report: they completly ignore the “missing ballots,” — the 
most important matter referred to the committee, —and place 
the issue on the ballots actually found; and at the same time 
no count made agrees with any previous count. I feel that 
the only safe ground to stand upon is, — 

First. To take the returns of the ward officers as certified 
by the clerk and other officers ; or, 

Second. The rejection of the vote of the precinct for ir- 
regularity and fraud. 

The vote of the precinct, as returned to the City Clerk, 
stands as follows : —

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This return was signed by all the precinct officers. 

There was no evidence to show that there was any excite- 
ment about the aldermanic vote, or, as previously remarked, 
that there was any attempt to commit fraud. The warden, 
inspectors, and clerk were inexperienced, and, on account of 
this inexperience, were not suitable men to conduct an elec- 
tion. The fact that so large a number of ballots were lost, 
apparently without their knowledge, shows that they were 
very negligent in taking care of them. By some unaccount- 
able means the ballots disappeared. Detectives have failed, 
as yet, to make clear how they disappeared, and what became 
of them. , 

The fact that the names checked on the voting-lists do not 
correspond by some eighty votes with the number actually 
returned, also shows the carelessness of the officers, one of 
whom left the precinct several times, and left his check-list 
in the hands of the other officer. If there was any attempt 
at fraud, it appears to me that this discrepancy would not exist. 
It only shows great carelessness in checking, as the ward 
officers afterwards showed great carelessness in taking care 
of the ballots after they were counted. The vote of the pre- 
cinct for Mayor and Aldermen, as returned by the ward 
officers, was as follows : —

The clerk made the return, and some of the other pre- 
cinct officers said they signed the return without looking at 
it. This might have been done through ignorance, as they 
appeared to have perfect confidence in each other; but 
we are inclined to the belief that these officers knew what 
they were about; that they signed the original returns 
in good faith, and any other statement now is inconsistent 
with the duties that they had sworn to perform in good faith 
on the day of the election. : 

I am, therefore, of opinion that the ward returns, as cer- 
tified by the clerk, warden, and inspectors, should be taken 
as the return of that precinct. This return is less by thirty 
votes than the return of votes cast at the State election one 
month previous. It is also evident that the contest in that 
precinct for councilmen drew out a large vote, as it was in 
that precinct that competition ran highest. This appears to 
us manifestly more just than throwing out the vote of the 
entire precinct, which some of the committee think is the 
true solution of this matter, or on taking any ballots found 
in the boxes. 

The ward returns have in fact been verified, as near as it is 
possible to verify such returns. When it was known that 
ballots in Precinct 3, Ward 13, were missing, it was thought 
it might endanger the election of Mayor Prince, and the pre- 
einct was canvassed by responsible parties. This canvass 
was most complete, and shows the name and residence of 
every voter called upon. The following was the result : —

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Before the canvass was fully completed it was ascertained 
that Mayor Prince’s election was not endangered; but it is 
evident that of the twenty-four that could not be found and 
the twenty-four yet to be seen, with the 437 that said they: 
voted for Prince, and the sixty-six that voted for Stebbins, 
it is reasonable to suppose that the entire 539 votes could be 
accounted for. 

As one of your committee, I cannot help-expressing the 
opinion that the city is not wholly blameless in this matter. 
The third precinct of Ward 13 was a very unfit place for a 
voting-place, and in future elections greater care should be 
taken in procuring better accommodations, where the work of 
the officers inside the rail or enclosure could be overlooked. 
Some means should also be devised to secure the services of 
more competent men for wardens, clerks, and inspectors. 
A. closely contested election, it is evident, is now in the 
hands of some 428 precinct officers, who, if unfaithful to 
their trust, could easily change the result for Mayor and 
Aldermen. This is so important a trust that it should be 
guarded by greater safeguards than are now in force. If the 
report of the majority is accepted, it will be easy in future 
closely contested elections to send, accidentally of course, 
only one-half the returns of some precinct to City Hall, and 
the missing ballots will be sure to be found in a precinct that 
votes almost exclusively one way. ‘The precedent will be a 
dangerous one. On the contrary, the ward officers’ return 
is but a fair expression of the vote of that precinct in pre- 
vious elections. 

If the Board accepts the returns of the ward officers, all 
things considered, as the most reliable returns of the vote 
in that precinct, it makes no change in the Board. If the 
returns of Precinct 3 are rejected, then the seats of Messrs. 
Flynn and Haldeman should be declared vacant. The latter 
course, it appears to me, would be an act of great injustice. 

If there was the least evidence of an attempt at fraud the 
proper recourse would be to the courts, and the officers pro- 
ceeded against according. to law, and held accountable. If 
fraud was committed in that precinct on election day the 
guilty parties should be punished to the extent of the law. 

By counting the ward returns of Precinct 3, Ward 13, the 
last recount will stand as follows : —

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This does include the change made in the vote of Precinct

There was another important matter, referred to the com- 
mittee, that I do not feel ought to be passed over in silence, 
and that’ is the inconsistencies of the losses and gains of the 
first recount.’ As the aldermen who made the first recount 
are well represented in the Board, now that we have com- 
pleted a second recount they may perhaps be able to throw 
some light on the matter, and explain the discrepancies. It 
should also be stated that in two precincts six candidates 
for aldermen on the right of the Republican ballots were 
scratched some forty times, and conveyed the impression 
that these ballots were tampered with after being received at 
City Hall. The aldermen who made the first recount may 
also be able to make this matter clear, and remove any sus- 
picion that rests upon it. 

I have now touched upon all matters referred to the com- 
mittee. The work has been not only laborious, but disagree- 
able; and I regret that on so important a matter the 
committee, at the close of their labors, could not unite on a 
unanimous report.

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REPORT OF A HEARING BEFORE THE SPECIAL COM- 
MITTEE OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN, OF THE 
CITY OF BOSTON, ON THE PETITION OF WILLIAM 
FROST, CONTESTING THE SEATS OF JAMES J. 
FLYNN AND CYRUS S. HALDEMAN, IN SAID BOARD. 


Ciry Hatt, Friday, February 25, 1881. 


The committee met at 7 o’clock, P.M., Alderman O’Brien, chair- 
man, presiding, and all the other members present. 


Testimony oF Dennis A. Mountain (Sworn). 


The Cuarrman. — Alderman Whitten has suggested to me to ask 
you if you know anything more about the ballots found in the 
barber-shop, — if you know anything more in relation to them? 

A. The first of this week I had a conversation with this 
O’Brien, the barber. I said, ‘*‘ Now that the thing is all over, George, 
didn’t you have more than 166 ballots?” He thought for a while, 
and said he thought that there were some more. Said I, ‘‘ What 
made you think so?” Said he, ‘* I had a dispute or a conversation 
with aman named Drohan, in regard to a man’s name on the ticket, 
Judge Fallon; I went and got the ballots out of the closet, and we 
looked them over, and he had a bunch of them, and I had a bunch 
of them; we looked them over and we found the name of Judge 
Fallon on the ticket.” O’Brien claimed that Fallon’s name wasn’t 
on the ticket, and O’Brien says that Drohan throwed some of them 
into the stove. 

@. Who is this Drohan? 

A. He is a bar-tender for some one here in the city, —I don’t 
know exactly where. 

Q@. Where did he get these ballots to put into the stove? 

A. O’Brien had*hem in the barber-shop. The election was on 
Tuesday, and he got them on Wednesday morning from the janitor, 
and this was Thursday or Friday he had this talk with him, — 
Thursday or Friday, I won’t be certain which; but it was a day 
or two after election. 

By Alderman Tucker. — How many were burned? 

A. He didn’t say how many there were; there was a bunch of 
them. 
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By Alderman Breck. — How did he get hold of them? 

A. The janitor found them after the precinct officers left the 
precinct. He gave them to O’Brien, the barber. 

@. How did Drohan get hold of them? 

A. They were disputing whether Judge Fallon’s name was on 
the ticket, and O’Brien thought if Fallon’s name was on the ticket 
he would have scratched it. 

By Alderman Hersey. — Did O’Brien say how many were thrown 
into the fire? 

A. No, sir, he didn’t say. 

By the Cuarrman. — Did Drohan say? 

A. No, sir, Ihaven’t found him. ° 

By Alderman Wuirren. — When did you have this conversation 
with O’Brien? 

A. Last Monday or Tuesday. 

By Alderman Hersry. — Did he say what the character of the 
ballots was that he threw into the fire, — whether they were like the 
rest of them, or different? 

A. Hedidn’t say. He told me that he would have told this 
before the committee, but he was a little mite afraid; and then he 
said he didn’t come here the first hearing, although he was sum- 
moned. He was sick, and the doctor’s certificate was sent in. 
Then the committee at the State House summoned him in the 
mean time, and he had got kind o’ scared. This was his conversa- 
tion to me. 

@. What did he say he was afraid of? 

A. He was afraid they would put him in jail. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — Was this part of the package found 
on the window-sill? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. How do you account for there being more, when the ward 
officers had only marked it 163 votes? 

A. There were 166 by actual count in that bunch. 

@. But they were liable to err in the count, a few votes; and 
how could there be more votes than were actually marked on the 
back, and that pile put up there, and they all swore to the number 
of ballots? 

A. I don’t know, sir. That is his conversation to me. 

@. Are you still at work on the case? 

A. No, sir; I didn’t think there was anything to it. I just met 
him on the sidewalk Monday or Tuesday, and had this conversation. 

@). Have you ever been able to discover anything more than 
that those ballots were found in the barber-shop? 

A. Nothing more than those found in the teacher’s desk. 

@. And that is the whole information youshave been able to 
get at in the whole course of your work? 

A. No, sir; they were very close-mouthed and wouldn’t tall 
with me. 

By the Cuarrman. — You got your information from O’Brien? 

A; Yes, sir, 

@. And now he conveys the additional information that some 
of them were burned? 
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A. Yes, sir. 
' @. You got the information in relation to the ballots in the 
first place from O’Brien? 

A. Yes, sir. . 

@. And he gave you the package? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. He has since told you he was afraid to tell you the whole 
story about it? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And that some of those ballots were burned that were taken 
into the barber-shop? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Alderman Wurrren. — When he first gave you the package 
he didn’t seem to stand in fear of anything? 

A. No, sir, he told me he didn’t think they were good for any- 
thing, and so testified before the committee. 

By Alderman Hersey. — And he said those were the whole of 
the ballots he received? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — What is this O’Brien’s general repu- 
tation for truth and veracity? 

A. Well, sir, I never knew anything against his character. 

@. Has he ever been known to tell one story in one place, and 
another in another? 

A. No,sir; he was frank with me when he gave the information 
as to the ballots. He told the whole story, which I learned was so. 
I went to the janitor, and he told me the same story. 

By Alderman Hersry. — He didn’t tell the same story he has 
since told? 

A. No, sir: he gives as excuse he was afraid they would put him 
in jail. 

By Alderman Wurrren. — Do you believe his last story? 

A. There might be some truth in it. 

@. Po you really believe the story O’Brien has told you now? 

A. Well, sir; I haven’t had any conversation with the other 
man. 

@. But this Drohan isn’t such a man that you couldn’t find 
him? 

A. Well, sir, I have been very busy this week, and have been 
in court a good deal. 

@. You have been very busy trying to get this story, and have 
not got anything except that O’Brier had those ballots and returned 
them to you, and that is all there is to it; and now he tells this 
story that this Drohan burned some of them? 

A, Yes, sir. 

By Alderman Tucker. — Mr. O’Brien returned those to you in ~ 
the first place, of his own free will, did he not? 

A. Yes, sir. They got to talking about it on this Sunday 
morning, and he brought out those ballots, and some six or eight 
men examined them. Then he put them away. It was noised 
about, and I went and got them that evening. 

(). Didn't he state in evidence that he went to find you?

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A. Yes, sir; he went to my house along in the evening. 
@. He opened them in the barber-shop? 
A. Yes, sir; there were five or six men looked at them at the time. 
@. Was that the first time he brought them out? 
A. No, sir; he had this talk with a man named Drohan a day 


or two before that, in regard to Judge Fallon’s name being on for 
School Committee. 

@. I thought the tenor of his evidence seemed to be that he 
hadn’t disturbed them, and he mentioned the fact that he had some 
there, and brought them out Sunday morning, and his customers 
examined them?

— Did you ask O’Brien if he said any- 
thing to this man Drohan when he threw the ballots into the fire, if 
there was anything said in relation to it? 

A. No, sir; he didn’t say anything at all.

By the Cuairman. — Well, how did Mr. O’Brien appear when 
he told you about those burned ballots? Did he appear sincere and 
truthful ?

@. He meant to convey to you the idea that he didn’t tell the 
whole story when he told about the ballots at first?

— The information we want to get at more 
particularly, Mr. Barron, is the vote for Frost, Flynn, and Halde- 
man. ‘The officers of Precinct 8, of Ward 138, returned, for in- 
stance, 66 votes for Frost. What do you say to that return?

You say that the return of 66 votes for Frost, 472 for Hal- 
deman, and 471 votes for Flynn, was, to the best of your knowl- 
edge and belief, a true return of that precinct?

Q. Well now, Mr. Barron, how do you account for the discrep- 
ancy — that would give that precinct 538 votes, taking the highest 
vote for Haldeman, and the vote for Frost— that would give 538 
votes in that precinct?

How do you account for the discrepancy between the return 
and the check-list ? 

A. I don’t know. 
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@. How many ballots were thrown in that precinct? 

A. I believe, altogether, I counted about 539.. 

By Alderman Hersey. — Didn’t you state to the Committee on 
Recount, that the total number of ballots cast was 459? 

A. No, sir. 

By Alderman Wuirttren. — Didn’t you testify, in your last exam- 
ination, that there was a good deal of excitement, and you might 
have made some blunders, and wouldn’t be certain? 

A. Oh, I might have made. I state now, so far as my belief 
goes, I counted that many. 

@. Didn’t you, in the first place, render the vote for Stebbins 
very much less than it really was, and wasn’t your attention called 
to it, and you corrected it? 

A. Yes, sir, I corrected it.

@. Then 471 were cast for Mr. Flynn?

A. I don’t know. 

@. You have torn the leaves out of the book; you destroyed 
your records two weeks after you — 

A. Ididn’t destroy them. I told you that at the last examination. 

@. You knew enough to take care of them? 

A. I left them where I thought they would be all right. 

By Alderman Hersey. —I see on your return you have attached 
to the names of the several candidates, 46, 46, 46, and 47, and that 
has been crossed in pencil, and 66 substituted right straight along 
for each one? 

A, Yes, sir; that was a mistake, which the gentleman on the 
other side spoke about. 
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@. Did each one of those candidates on the Republican ticket 
receive precisely the same number of votes? 

A. Yes, sir; to the best of my knowledge. 

@. Were there any scratches or pasters ? 

A. The regular Democratic ticket run straight through in that 
precinct. 

@. How is it about those on the Republican ticket? 

A. It was regular. The Republicans run straight in that 
precinct. 

@. There were pasters used in that precinct? 

A. Yes, sir; for the Council. 

Q. Were they not for aldermen? 

A. Not for the Republicans. There were for Slade, and some 
of those that got the largest votes, and some for Mr. Flynn. 

Q. They came in straight, and none pasted or scratched ? 

A. To the best of my recollection. 

By Alderman Wurrren. — You had a different number of votes 
set against different names, and you altered them over and made 
them alike? 

A. That is what Mr. Dyer called my attention to, and said I 
had the wrong number of votes. 

By Alderman Hersey. — But you verified it? How did you 
discover that Dyer was correct, —that there were 66 votes cast 
there? 

A. He and McDonough counted them over again. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — Didn’t you testify you counted all the 
’ votes yourself? | 

A. No, sir; I didn’t testify to that. 

@. Did you count all the votes yourself in that precinct that 
day? 

A. No, sir. 

@. How do you know? 

A. I am telling you all I know about it, — what Mullen gave me, 
and what I did myself. 

@. Did you take down all you had counted, and what he gave 
you, and so on, and put them all down, and when you had all these 
counted, — what you had counted and what he had given you, — 
how did you make such a blunder on the Republican candidate? 

_ A. I don’t know. They might have been thrown one side. They 
made it out on the recount. 

By Alderman Herrsrey.— When the Republican ballots were 
called to your attention, you didn’t look to see what names were 
on those ballots? 


A. No, sir. 
@. And merely counted the ballots? 
A. Yes, sir. 


By Alderman Wuirren. — You didn’t undertake to verify the 
returns he made? 

A. No, sir; I thought his count was right. 

@. You simply put together some figures, and made this return? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You have heard the statement that 160 odd ballots were 
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found on the window-sill, and 274 returned in the box. Now, do 
you think there were any more ballots cast in that precinct than 
were returned in the box, with those on the window-sill? — 

A. I think there was. 

@. What makes you think so? 

A. Because it is a large precinct, and a large vote was thrown 
at the election. 

@. How many were thrown the year previous? 

A. 540, I think, at the previous election, — the presidential 
election. 

@. I mean at the previous city election. 

A. No, sir; I wasn’t there then. 

@. How much more excitement was there in Precinct 3 than in 
Precinct 2? 

A. I don’t know. I wasn’t out that day. 

@. Was there anything more to make a larger vote in Precinct 
8 than in Precinct 2? 

A. It is a larger precinct. 

@. Why should it throw any more votes relatively? 

A. I shouldn’t think so. 

@. You would think there would be just about the average per- 
centage of votes would be thrown in Precinct 2 as in Precinct 3 at 
the city election, as there was at the State election? 

A. I should; yes, sir. 

By the CHAIRMAN. — Do you know anything about Precinct 2? 

A. No, sir; I don’t. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — Where do you vote? 

A. I vote in Precinct 3. 

By the Cuarrman. — And when you say you don’t see why there 
should be any difference, you state what you don’t know anything 
about ? 

A. I said, so far as excitement is concerned, I don’t know any- 
thing about Precinct 2. 

@. Were you in Precinct 3 at the State election previous to the 
last city election? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Were you clerk at that time? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, what is your opinion and judgment of the votes cast 
at the municipal election and the votes cast at the State election, 
in that precinct? 

A. I should judge they would be nearly the same, as far as I 
could say. 


@. Do you know how many were checked on the check-list? 
A. Only what I heard them say. I didn’t look at it at all. 
Q. Were you clerk at the State election? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Were you clerk a year ago? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Do you remember the number at the State election? 

A. I should suppose it was somewhere about 550. 

@. Now, you state that 559 were cast at this election? 
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A. No, sir, 539. 

@). Now, you base your statement on the figures, or is it on the 
number of people you saw around the polls? 

A. I believe there are nearly 600 voters in the precinct, and I 
believe they turned out more that day than at the State election. 

By Alderman Wuirren.—Is there any particular reason why 
they should turn.out any more than at the last election? 

A. Yes, sir, there was a hard fight. 

By Alderman Hrersry. — Wasn’t there a contest last year for 
members of the Common Council ? 

A. Not such a fight as this year. 

By Alderman Tucker. — Didn’t Mr. Devlin run independent a 
year ago? | 


A. Yes, sir. 
Q. And was elected? 
Ay 168, Sir. 


By Alderman Wuirtten. — Did you know that night, before you 
sent in your returns, how many votes were checked on the check- 
list? 

A. I heard when I came outside that they hd 450. I told 
them how many I had,.and they said I was wrong, and I said I 
was right. 

Q. How could you say you knew you were right when you 
didn’t count all the votes? 

A. So far as I knew, I thought I was right. 

@. Don’t you think the check-list should be some guide as to 
the number of votes cast? 

I should judge it ought to be. 

Don’t you think these inspectors attended to their duties? 

I suppose they did. I don’t know. 

You have no reason to think they didn’t, in checking? 

No, sir. 

Don’t you think that the number of votes checked would be 
a better indication of the number of votes cast than the figures 
you might make of votes you didn’t count? 

A. No, I think they are just as liable to make mistakes as 
I am. 

@. No, that isn’t. the question. Don’t you think they are 
nearer liable to be correct in taking the number of votes actually 
checked, than you would be liable to be correct by taking the 
votes you didn’t count yourself, and saying you took the figures 
from somebody else, and had to make additions and come out 
wrong on those? 

A. No, sir, I think they are just as liable to make taisthies as 
I am. 

@. Now, you testified that there were 459 votes cast, and they 
counted them? | 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, why shouldn’t you be as liable to make mistakes as 
they? 

A. Well, I was inside the rail, and, when I went outside to yote, 
. my name was checked off. 
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By Alderman Tucker. — Who did the checking? 
A. Dyer and McDonough. They were the inspectors. 
By Alderman Warrren. — And they both testified that they 
counted the votes, and there were 459, and didn’t notice what they 
signed ; and he testifies that he didn’t count those votes? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By the Cuatrman. — How many of those votes did you really 
count? 

A. I should think I counted over 300, or 350, — about that. I 
could not say for certain. I counted about half of them. 

By Alderman Tucker. — And you made out a report of 539? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. What did you make that out’ for, — you badn’t counted all 
the votes? 

A. Mr. Mullen was there, helping me count them. 

By Alderman Wuirren. —If you hadn’t been corrected, you 
would have returned the vote for Stebbins 37? 

A. I might have, and might not. 

(). Here is your answer put down here to that very question: 
**Tf Dyer hadn’t spoken to me I would.” 

By the Cuarrman. — How came this mistake to be discovered? 

A. Well, Dyer, Mullen, McDonough, counted all the votes there 
together. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — Wasn’t it a fact that, 37 being so 
small a number, they said there must be a mistake? 

A. I don’t remember what they said. Dyer came up to me, 
and told me it was wrong. I told him how many I had, and he 
said 66. | 

By the Cuarrman. — And after that you went to work and veri- 
fied it? 

A. No, sir; McDonough and Dyer counted them. 

Q. The count of 66 votes? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Alderman Hersey. — You didn’t count them yourself at all? 

A. No, sir, only the first time, when I made 37. 

@. Now, if you made that mistake on the first count, don’t that 
lead you to think you might have made a mistake in counting the 
whole number of votes? 

A. Iam not positive about it. I might have made a mistake, 
and I don’t know whether I did. 

@. Didn’t it rather shake your confidence in the counting when 
you made the first mistake of 66 votes? 

A. I don’t know. 

By Alderman Tucker. —Isn’t it natural to suppose you made 
a mistake in putting down 37 where 66 should have been; isn’t it 
likely that you would have made a mistake in putting down a 
larger number? 

A. If they found a mistake on the Democratic ticket why didn’t 
they find a mistake on the Republican? They made good to tell 
me I was wrong on the 37. 

By Alderman Breck.— How did you happen to return 39 
votes? ; 
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. That was the whole vote cast in the precinct. 

Did you know what the inspector’s count was? 

. No, sir; only what I heard since. 

You counted them yourself so as to return that 539? 

. I counted them with Mullen, as I said before. 

You counted them after the inspector ? 

No; Mullen and I counted them together, and then Mullen, 
Dy er, and McDonough counted them in the end. 

@. Did you know what number they made? 

A. No, only what I heard since — 459 votes. 

@. Before you filled out your returns didn’t you compare it with 
the number you made? 

A. No, only to make that record 566. 

By the Cuarrman. — Your associates were Mullen, Dyer, and 
McDonough? 

A. There were four, — Mullen, Dyer, McDonough, aud myself. 

@. When you made that return of 66, 471, and 472, did they all 
understand what that return was? 

A. I suppose that they did. Dyer had signed before at the 
State election. I thought that they were all smart enough to see 
what the figures were. ‘They were plain enough for them to see. 

By Alderman CaLpwe.u. — You stated, in answer to Alderman 
Whitten’s question, that, in your opinion, there were other votes 
besides those 163 that didn’t go into the box returned to City Hall. 
What reason have you to think so? 

A. I will tell you. I have heard since that a young man said he 
burned one of those ballots in O’Brien’s barber-shop. That man’s 
name was Drohan. 

By Alderman Hersry. — Did he say he burned more than one? 

A. Yes, sir; he said he burned more. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — Where is this Drohan? 

A. He is working at Shepard’s, in Hayward place, at the Abbe. 

By Alderman Tucker. — And he burned one of those ballots? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Alderman Catpwe.i. — Any other reason you have to speak 
of, why you think there were more than that number of ballots on 
the window? 

A. No, sir. 

By Alderman Wuirren.— And that is what you base your 
opinion on? 

Yes, sir. 

Did you count that pile of ballots in the window? 

. I helped count them. 

Whose handwriting was that on the outside? 

. It was mine. 

And what number did you mark as being on that package? 
166. 

And how is it, if that number was done up and given to the 
barber, how could they have destroyed some of them, and 166 still 
come out? 


A. I don’t know. That is what he says. I am only telling 
what he said. 
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Q. Did you have this conversation with Drohan yourself? 

A. No, sir; McDonough, the inspector, told me. 

By Alderman CALDWELL. — You swore, on your first evidence, 
that all the ballots were put into the box? 

A. So far as I could see. 

@. Now you say these 166 were left out. Was there any op- 
portunity to leave them there? 

A. I don’t know. I didn’t go near them. 

(). There were 18 found in the table-drawer. Do you think that 
they went into the box? 

A, I think not. I so testified. 

By Alderman Wuitren. — What makes you think any more 
were cast than were in the box? 

_ A. There was such a pile of them, and it seems to me there 
must have been more than that. 

@. But when you come to put them in the box you looked 
around ? 

A. I didn’t look around. I told you, in my testimony before, I 
didn’t go near the window at all during the day. 

By Alderman CaLpwe tv. — Here are 163 ballots found after the 
others were put into the box. Now, the question arises in my mind 
whether there could have been more. According to your evidence 
you are satisfied there were more votes there. I should like to 
know where they went to. 

A. I don’t know. 

By Alderman Hersry. — How do you arrive at that conclusion ? 
You state there was a certain number cast, a certain number was 
found in the box, and a certain number in the barber-shop, and all 
together they don’t make the total amount. 

A. Well, I know the voting was very spirited all day, and I 
know it wasn’t far from the State election. 

@. How could you determine that except by the count? 

A. That is all I depended upon when I sent in my returns. 

By the Cuairman. — In other words, you testify here to the fact 
that, to your full knowledge and belief, 471 votes were cast for 
Flynn, 472 for Haldeman, and 66 for Frost? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And that is your belief, according to your best knowledge, 
and that all those votes were put into the box? 

A., As far as I could see. 

Q. Well, those votes were put into the ballot-box, but when they 
were opened here almost half were missing? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And afterwards 166 ballots were found in the barber-shop ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Can you state positively that that was the whole number of 
votes cast? 

A. The Republican votes? 

@. Take them all — 166 found in the barber-shop and 274 found 
in the box — we only found 274 votes in that box? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You don’t know what became of the other ballots? 
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A. No, sir. 
@. You don’t know how those 166 reached the barber- shop? 
A. No, sir; I don’t know anything about it. 
@. Or where the ballots disappeared to? 
A. No, sir. 
@. You believe those ballots were cast —471, 472, and 66? 
As, es, Sir. 
@. The difference between them you don’t know anything 


about? 

A. No, sir; I don’t know anything about them. 

By Alderman Hrersry. — In counting those 471 ballots, how did 
you do it? Did you handle every ballot? 

A. We took name for name. 

@. But the number of ballots of straight tickets agrees sub- 
stantially with the number credited to the Democratic aldermen? 

AY €8,/sir. 

@. Were not some of those ballots scratched ballots? 

A. Yes, sir, some of them. 

@. In making this final count did you examine the ballots for 
those scratches? 

A. J only made one count. 

@. The reason you gave this 477 is, that that was the total num- 
ber of Democratic tickets cast, and you credited each alderman 
with that same amount? 

A. There were 477 cast altogether. 

@. For the Democratic ticket? 

MwA I: 

@. The highest is Alderman Tucker, 477, and the others vary 
from 471 to 473. The Republicans were all exactly the same? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Alderman Catpweti. — Do you think any ballots were put 
into that box inside the rail? 

A. No, sir, I don’t. 

By Alderman Tucker. —I was on both tickets, and had about 
the same number as Alderman Flynn on the Democratic ticket ; 
but I have no credit for anything on the Republican ticket. I had 
471, and Mr. Caldwell had 478, and I hadn’t any credit for the 
Republican tickets. How do you account for that? 

A. I don’t know, it is so long since. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — Don’t you think you know as little 
about this thing as anybody? Isn’t it a perfect mystery to you? 

A. No; I think Flynn got that many ballots. 

Q. How is it that Alderman Caldwell, who was on both tickets, 
shouldn’t get as many votes as anybody who was on only one 
ticket? And Mr. Tucker, who was on both tickets, shouldn’t get 
as many as one who was on only one ticket? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. Now, this matter has come up about those votes being 
burned. The janitor says he found them on the window-sill, and 
the package was marked ; and you testify that it was in your hand- 
writing, and it was marked a certain number of ballots, and they 
held out when they were opened, and the package is returned with 
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the number of ballots there. Now, do you take any stock in the 
story that a number of the ballots has been destroyed ? 
A. Iam only telling you what I heard about it. McDonough 
was telling me, coming over to-night. 


Testimony OF Dante F. McDonovuen (Sworn). 


By the Cuarrman. — What was your business in Precinct 8 of 
Ward 13 on the day of the last municipal election? 

A. Inspector. 

@. Did you check the check-list? 

A. Yes, sir, one part. 

@. How accurately do you think you checked the check-list? 

A. Well, I don’t know. I may have made some mistakes, but 
TI thought I checked it pretty near right, except the time I was out 
to breakfast, dinner, and voting. 

@. Who checked when you were out? 

A. The Republican inspector. 

@. The returns from that precinct were 471 for Flynn. Did you 
count those ballots? 

A. I counted some of them. 

@. How large a portion of them? 

< bak counted the last box, and took the figures for the rest of 
them, I supposed they were all right. 

@). You counted the last box, and took the figures of the 
others for the previous boxes? 

A. Yes, sir, as they gave me the figures to add them up. 

@. Was it generally understood among the warden and inspect- 
ors that 471 was the true return of that precinct for Alderman 
Flynn? 

A. Well, I should think so. The warden signed them first, and 
asked me to sign them, and I supposed they were all right. 

By Alderman Wuitren.— You don’t know the number you 

. signed? 

A. Well, no, I abn’ t know the number. I supposed they were 
all right. The clerk was counting all day, and so was the warden. 
I didn’t have anything to do with counting all day except check- 
ing, and that was what I attended to, except the last box. 

By the Cuarrman. — The same remarks will apply to the votes 

_ cast for Mr. Frost? 

A. Yes, I suppose so. 

Q. 66 were returned for Mr. Frost? 

A. There were 66 Republican votes, I believe — yes, I counted 
them. 

@. Were those votes all straight Republican votes without 
scratching or pasters on them? 

_ A. There was one Republican ticket on the head, and half of it 
was a Republican ticket and half Democratic — that is, the bottom 
part. I believe there was a ticket like that. I took notice of it. 

. Who was left off the Republican ticket? 

-. The Council, I believe. 

None of the aldermen were left off? 

. No, sir, the head of the ticket was all right. The lower end 
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of it was a Democratic ticket pasted on to a Republican ticket. 
It was the only one of that kind. They showed it to me. 

@. Who were the parties that did the counting more particu- 
larly, and made up the full return of the precinct? 

A. The clerk and warden. 

By Alderman Wuitren. — The clerk made up the ficures? 

A. Yes, sir, he was counting all day. 

By Alderman Tucker. — Was there much scratching on the 
part of the aldermen on the Democratic ticket? 

A.*Well, there was some scratching for Slade. I believe Slade 
run ahead. 

@. Was Alderman Caldwell’s name scratched any woes 

A. I don’t remember seeing it. 

@. His name was on the Democratic ticket? 

A. I don’t believe any of the aldermen on the Democratic 
ticket were scratched, except Slade, and he was scratched some. 

By the Cuairman. — There were three aldermen on both tickets, 
— Slade, Caldwell, and Tucker? 

A. That is all I noticed. They said Slade was running ahead 
of the others, and he was scratched bad. They showed me the 
ballots, and in some places he was scratched, and in some he 
wasn’t. 

By Alderman Wuitren. — How do you account for the alder- 
men on both tickets having just about the same number of ballots 
as an alderman who was only on one ticket? 

A. I could not account for it. 

Q. Don’t it look mysterious? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. Ifa man was on both tickets he ought to have 66 votes 
more than a man who was on one ticket only? 

A. I suppose he ought, if the ballots were all found. 

_Q. How many votes do you think were cast that day? — when 
you counted them that night, when you had it fresh in your mind? 

A. Well, I could not be sure. I counted the last box, and ° 
they gave me the numbers they had counted before. He called 
out some numbers, and what I got from him I put down. I won’t 
be sure of the numbers. 

What numbers did you have? 

459. There may have been more. 

There may have been less? 

I don’t believe there was any less. 

You are just as liable to make a thing more as less? 

There may have been more by the count of the clerk. 

But are you not just as liable, if you make an error, to make 
it too much as too little? 

A. Well, he may have given me wrong numbers. I may have 
got it too little. 

By Alderman Hersry.— Had you any doubt, when you got 
through counting, about its correctness? 

A. I wasn’t sure whether it was correct or it wasn’t correct. 

Have you any doubt but you heard the number given you, 
and you added them correctly ?

| By Alderman Warrren.— Didn’t you agree with somebody 
else’s count at the time?

A. Well, the thing is so mixed up I cannot seem to — 

. You weren’t as much mixed the last time you testified?

A. Since this investigation. 
(). Since you were at the State House? 
A, No, sir. 
@. Did you testify to it there? 
A. No, sir; they didn’t ask me about it. They didn’t ask me 
to recognize the ballots here. 
Q. Did you count with Mr. Mullen, the warden? 
A. The clerk was counting with him all day. Yes, sir, I 
counted some of his ballots. 
. Did you hear Mr. Mullen’s testimony? 
Part of it was given before I got here. 
You say you signed this return? 
Yes, sir. 
And you didn’t know what you signed when you signed? 
I knew I was signing the returns. 
But you didn’t know the number ? 
No, I didn’t know the number. 
By the Cuarrman. — You only counted igh 100 of those 
ballots ? 
A. I counted the last box. 
@). You took the returns of the clerk and warden and signed? 
A. Yes, sir. The Republican inspector did the same as I did. 
By Alderman Wuirren. — You did precisely as the others did. 
You took some figures and added them up? 
A. The clerk and warden counted them. 
By Alderman Hersey. — Did you see the clerk do any figuring? 
Yes, sir. 
Was he rapid at it, or moderate? 
Well, I don’t know what you call rapid or moderate. 
Did he add up his figures quickly, or take his time? 
No, sir. 
What relation is this Thoman Drohan to Richard? 
He is a brother. 
They are the same kind of fellows? 
No, sir; Thomas drinks considerably, and Richard doesn’t 
drink at all. 
Which is the one that tends bar? 
A. Richard. 
He never drinks? 
No, sir. 
How long have you known him? 
' I have known him a couple of years. 
Pretty intimately? 
Not too intimate with him. 
How often do you see him? 
Two or three times a week, probably. 
Right straight along? 
Sometimes; not all the time. He was in New York about 
a year, or seven or eight months. 
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@. Didn’t you think it rather peculiar he said nothing to you 
about this matter until within a few days? 

A. He is a young fellow that doesn’t have much to say about 
anything. He minds his own business. 

@. If he had minded his own business he wouldn’t have burned 
those ballots. 

A. He was minding his own business. If the other man had 
been minding his own business he wouldn’t have had them. 

@. Where were you when he told you this story? 

A. I was on the street, in South Boston. 

@. What were just the words he used? 

A. After the investigation, he said he was sitting in there and 
somebody showed him some ballots, and after he got through 
with them he rolled them up and threw them in the fire. 

@. You don’t know that they were the same ballots? 

A. No, sir. They must have been the same ballots. They were 
handed to him out of the pile. 

By Alderman. Hersry.— Might not O’Brien, who voted that 
day, have had a pile of ballots of his own? 

A. These ballots were given to him out of the cupboard, where 
they were. 

By the Cuarrman: — Do you say, in the first place, you checked 
the voting-list? 

AY es, sir: ! 

@. And, in the second place, you counted the last box, amount- 
ing to about 100 ballots? 

A. Yes, sir. My check-list was pretty nearly all checked off. 

@. And the only counting you did on that day was the last box 
of about 100 ballots? 

A. -Yes, sir. 

@. And you also say to the committee, as I understand you, 
that Mr. Mullen and Mr. Barron made up the returns, and you 
signed them as made up by Mr. Mullen, the warden, and Mr. Bar- 
ron, 'the clerk, without verifying the ballots? 

As Yes sir: 

Q. That is the sum and substance of the facts that bear upon 
this case ? 

A. I signed the returns, because I believed that they were made 
up all right. 

By Alderman Wuittren. — Did Mr. Mullen or Mr. Barron make 
up the returns? Who made the returns that you signed? 

A. Both of them were counting and making the returns all day. 
Mullen stood there while Barron put them down. 

Q. Who wrote this document you signed? 

A. Barron. 

By Alderman Hersry. — Didn’t you also state that you took 
some figures down? 

A. Yes, sir; I took them down as they gave them to me. 

@. And as you had them you made 459? 

A. I could not swear to it. There was a lot of ballots there. 

(). That was the result of your figuring? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. You figured what they gave you, and added those which you 


~ had counted? 


A. Yes, sir. 

(). Did you know that they gave you at that time all the ballots 
that they had counted? 

A. No, sir; I didn’t know. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — You don’t know that they didn’t give 
you more, do you? : 

A. I don’t know that those numbers were correct anyway. If I 
had counted the whole ballots myself I would know. 

@. You didn’t know anything about it, only you signed what 
was handed to you? 

A. Yes, sir; I knew what I counted. 

@. Had you any reason to doubt at the time that your sebibat 
was not correct, — 459? 

A. I won’t say it wasn’t correct. 

@. Had you any reason to doubt at the time that your count 
was correct ? 

A. That is a funny thing to ask a man. Supposing I give you 
all the numbers to add up, and if you didn’t count the ballots, 
would you have any doubt of it? 

@. Lask you, without regard to any hearing since, whether you 
would have any doubt about the correctness of the return if you 
hadn’t heard anything about it? 

A. I have doubts whether they are right. If I had counted all 
thé ballots, I would know. I signed 539. 

Q. What did you sign it for? 

A. Because I thought it was right. 

@. Now, did you have any reason to doubt at the time you 
counted those 66 votes, — when your count footed up 459 votes, — 
had you any reason to doubt then that you were incorrect? 

A. I had just as much reason — 

@. Now, answer the question; don’t beat afound:: the bush. 
Answer it Yes or No. 

A. I want to tell you what I mean. 

(. I will ask the question again. Answerit Yes or No, or not 
answer it at all. 

A. I wont answer it at all unless I have my own way of telling 
it; it will answer it. 

@. Had you any reason to doubt, when you figured up that 
night, and found by your figuring and what they gave you there 
were 459 ballots actually cast, — had you any reason to doubt the 
correctness of that vote? 

A. No; I shouldn’t if they were the right figures. 

Q. Well, now, had you any reason to know, when you signed 
that paper, that it was any different from 459? . 

A. Well, I tell you I didn’t count all the ballots. 

Q. I didn’t ask you that. You signed the paper that came here 
to City Hall, 539 ballots. You had just counted them 459. You 
didn’t know what you signed? Answer that, Yes or No. 

A. I want to tell you what I did inside the rail. I don’t think 
you have any right to ask me any questions to bring me to say any- 
thing I don’t know anything about. 
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By Alderman Hersry. — I want to ask you this: You either had 
doubts, or had not doubts, about what you signed ? 

A. [had no doubts at all about it. 

Q. That answers it. 

A. That is what I mean. 

(). I mean you either had doubts, or had not doubts? 

A. I want you people to understand this: What right had I to 
doubt, or not to doubt, any figures a man gives me? If I had 
counted them I would know. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — If you went into the court-house you 
wouldn’t answer the question that way? 

A. If I went into the court-house the lawyer wouldn’t allow you 
to ask such questions. 

By the Cuarrman. — Let me ask you ‘to give a brief statement of 
what you did in that precinct that day. 

A. I went in in the morning, and checked on the list all day, 
and went out to dinner, and went out to vote at the same time; 
and after the polls closed I went to counting the last box, and the 
four of us sat down together, and they had the returns made up to- 
gether. ‘They had the returns — that is, the documents; I don’t 
know anything about them. It was the first time I was in there, 
and I didn’t care anything about going there anyway. ‘The clerk 
and warden went and put the box together for the policeman, and 
he said, “Sign this;” and I signed it. 1 signed what the clerk 
made out as the returns. He and the warden made them out all 
day. : 

By Alderman Hersry. — Haven’t you stated that you took the 
figures from the warden and clerk, and added them up and made 
459? ; 

A. I am not sure which one gave it tome. They added them 
up, I suppose, before that. 

(@. You were asked before to give a brief statement of what you 
did that day. 

A. Well, I done that. 

Q. You didn’t state that. 

A. Well, I state it now. 

By the Cuarrman. — The last thing you did was to give out the 
figures ? 

A. Yes, sir. They began by adding up for the Council at first, 
so as to get the crowd away. 

@. What is your business? 

A. Jam not doing anything now. 

@. What was your business? 

A. I run a store for Mr..Merrigan. I took care of it. 

By Alderman Wurirren. — Why was there so much more excite- 
ment in this precinct than in the others? 

A. I don’t know. I wasn’t in this precinct. 

Q. You voted in Precinct 2? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And went there to vote? 

A. Yes, sir. I live in Precinct 3 now. 

By the Cuarrman. — How came you to vote in Precinct 2, when 
you live in Precinct 3? 
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s 
_ A. Because I lived on Bolton street when I was assessed, and 
then moved. 
What list did you check? 
. The supplementary list. 
That was the only list you checked? 
> Les, Bir, 
Was that on one sheet only? 
Yes, sir. Mr. Dyer checked both of them while I was out.

WeDNEsDAY, March 2, 1881. 


The committee met at 4 o’clock, P.M., Alderman O’Brien, chair- 
man, presiding, and all the other members present. 


Testimony oF Ricuarp M. Drouwan (Sworn). 


By the Cuarrman. — This committee heard that you knew some- 
thing about the ballots found in the barber-shop ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Will you give us what information you know about such 
ballots? 

A. Yes, sir. I went into the barber-shop the day after election. 

@. That was on Wednesday? 

A. Yes, sir, I believe it was. I asked Mr. O’Brien if he voted 
for Mr. Fallon, and he says his name wasn’t on the ticket, and I 
told him it was. We had an argument there, and I asked him if 
he had any ballots there, and I would convince him that I was 
right. So he brought some of those ballots and I see the name. I 
took a fist full of them and he put the rest of them away, only the 
ones I had in my hands. I rolled them up and I don’t know 
whether 1 threw them into the stove or around the shop after I got 
through reading them. I did not know whether they were voted 
for, but I supposed they were ballots they had peddling that day. 
I didn’t know what to do with them. 

@. Do you think you threw them into the fire? 

A. I think I threw them into the fire. 

By Alderman Tucker.— What makes you think you threw 
them into the fire? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. I understood you to say you did not know what you did 
with them? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By the Cuarrman. — Those were scattered loosely about there? 

.. es; sir. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — Have you told parties you threw 
them into the fire? 

A. Yes, sir, I believe I did.

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(@). What made you say that? 

A. I thought I might have burned them. I won’t swear 
whether I threw them into the fire or threw them around the shop. 

By Alderman Breck. — The report comes that you threw them 
into the fire? Are you not sure you threw them into the fire? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. I should think you would be sure about that? 

A. I took them all in my hands and rolled them up. The stove- 
door was open, and I suppose I threw them into the fire. 

(). The other ballots were in the room there? 

A. Yes, sir, the other ballots were thrown into the closet. 

@. Why didn’t you give them back to O’Brien? 

A. I supposed they were ballots left from those they were ped- 
dling the day before. I didn’t suppose they were voted with. 

@. You thought you had a right to throw them into the fire ? 

A. I suppose I threw them into the fire. They might have gone 
in; I could not say exactly. It has been so long since, I have 
forgotten all about it. 

By Alderman Hersey. — How many ballots do you think there 
were in the package you threw away? 

A. There might have been 8 or 9. I could not say. There 
was a fist full of them. 

@. Did you look them over? 

A. No, sir. I just looked at the top of the one I had. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — When was the first time you men- 
tioned this to anybody? 

A. About a week ago, I believe it was. I supposed it was all 
over with. I didn’t know as information would be wanted about 
it. 

@. Who did you first speak to about it? 

A. I think it was Mr. O’Brien was the first I spoke to about it. 

. The barber? 

AV Y6s;!- 818: 

@. Do you remember what was the conversation between you 
and Mr. O’Brien? 

A. I told him I had taken some of them. He told me after- 
wards, ** You recollect the day you were in here, the ballots — they 
were voted for.” And I said, ‘‘ If that is the case I destroyed some 
of them.” Just like that. 

By Alderman Breck. — What reason did you have for destroy- 
ing them? 

A. IJ didn’t have any reason for destroying them. 

@. Didn’t you see some names on them? 

A. No, sir; I don’t know that I did. ; 

By the Cuarrman. — You thought they were worthless paper, 
and threw them aside without regard to where you threw them? 

A. Yes, sir; I thought they were no good to anybody after 
election. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — As I understand you, you don’t know 
whether you threw them in the stove, or threw them upon tlie floor? 

A. I could not exactly say. That I don’t remember. The 
door of the stove was half opened. I was sitting there. I might 
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have thrown them into it. I won’t say whether I did or not. I 
_ won't swear to it. 

@. You say what brought this up was in regard to Mr. O’Brien’s 
not voting for Mr. Fallon? 

A. Yes, sir; I looked them Overs these ballots, to see if his name 
was on there. 

@. What was said beside that, between you and Mr. O” Brien, at 
the time? Did he say he had the ballots? 

A. No, sir; he did not. 

Q. How did you know he had the ballots? 

A. I didn’t know he had them round. I supposed he might 
have them there on account of election day. Everybody had them 
round there. All the young men he was acquainted with were 
peddling them outside. I supposed they might have been left 
over. 

@). How do you fix the time now so plainly, when you don’t 
remember other things, though this was only the day after election? 

A. I know, because I went there to see if Mr. Fallon was 
elected, and I wished he wasn’t. It was only the next day after 
election. 

@. You went to O’Brien to see if he was elected? 

A. I looked to see in the papers. He was on the School Com- 
mittee, I believe. 

By Alderman Tucker. — What time of day was this? 

A. I think it was about noon-time, or somewhere about there, 
or about one o’clock. It was the next day after election. 

By Alderman Wuitren. — You say the reason you went there 
was that O’Brien generally had ballots picked up around there? 

A. No; I thought he might have got them outside. He knew 
a lot of young men peddling them all day, and I thought he might 
have some. 

@. Where do you vote? 

A. In Precinct 5, on C street. 

Q. Isn’t it a fact ‘that a great many ballots dropped on the floor 
and were left there, and were never voted? 

A. Yes, sir; there is a great many. 

@. How do you know those ballots you destroy ed were not 
picked up in that way? 

A. I don’t say that he took them off this bundle that turned up 
afterwards and was given to officer Mountain. 1 supposed they 
were. They were wrapped up in this brown paper. 

. Did you look over all the ballots he had? 
MOoneir, +,” 
How did it happen that you took only a part of them? 
I didn’t disturb them. I kept reading the top one; that is

How many did you take into your hands? 
- Probably 8 or 9. 
Why didn’t you look over the whole of them? 
I supposed they were all alike. They were all Democratic 
tickets, I believe. 

Q. You were interested in the election of Mr. Fallon? 
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A. Yes, sir. 

@. You didn’t get satisfied with 8 or 9? Why didn’t you 
look over more? 

A. I supposed they were all through the same. 

@. Why didn’t you give them back to O’Brien, and let him put 
them back into the package? : 

A. If I had known they were voted on I would have given them 
back. 

(). Why should you have destroyed them? 

A Jdon’t know. I supposed they were useless. 

Q. Why didn’t you look over the rest of them? 

A. I supposed they were all alike,—all I read were; all 
straight Democratic tickets. I supposed they all read alike. 

By Alderman Hrrsry. — Is there anything more in relation to 
these ballots that you know, that you haven’t told us? 

A. No, sir; nothing more, sir. 7 

By Alderman Wuittren. — As I understand it, all you know is, 
you went in there and looked at some ballots, and you think you 
threw some of them somewhere ? 

A, Yes, sir. 

@. That is all you know about it? 

A. Yes, sir, that is all I know about it. 


Testimony OF Humpurey Dyer (Sworn). 


By the Cuarrman. — You were inspector in Precinct 3, of Ward 
13, at the municipal election? 

A. Yes, sir. 

A. What was your principal duty on that day? Will you 
describe it to the committee, — that is, the work you commenced 
with in the morning, and continued through the day, as briefly as 
possible? 

A. I took the names as fast as they came in. 

Q. On which check-list? 

A. On both of them part of the day, because the other inspector 
was absent about two hours once, and about an hour at another 
time. | 

By Alderman Tucker. — Which inspector was that? 

A. The Democratic. 

@. What is his name? q 

A. McDonough. 

Q. He was absent two hours? 

A. Yes, sir. 

2 By the Cuarrman. — What other business did you do besides 
that: 
A. After the polls were closed I counted over some of the 
ballots. The clerk said there were only about 51 Republican 
ballots. I run them over, and found there were 66. 

@. Did anybody else count them after you announced them to 
be 66, — any other of the precinct officers ? 

A. No, sir; not as I know of. 
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.Q. They merely put it down 66, on your statement of the fact 

that you found 66 ballots there ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Were those the only ballots you counted that day ? 

A. Yes, sir. There was one time when there was a pile there 
and they asked me to count them, and L believe they were marked 
** 166,” and I run them over, and found 168. There were two more 
ballots I found than they had marked in lead-pencil. There were 
two more in that pile which was on the window-sill. 

@. Do you know anything about the returns? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Who counted the ballots on that day? You counted only 
those 66? 

A. Yes, sir. Irun over the piles to find the Republican votes. 
The Republican votes were all mixed up, and I had to find them, 
and I run them over to find out what number there was. 

@. And what number was there? 

A. 66. 

@. This is your signature? (Showing him the precinct return.) 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). I find on these returns that James J. Flynn is credited with 
471 yotes. Do you know anything about that fact? 

~A. No, sir, I do not. 
‘ @. Isee that Cyrus S. Haldeman is credited with 472 votes. 
Do you know anything about that fact? 

A. No, sir, I didn’t look at the list. 

@. I see that William Frost is credited with 66 votes. All you 
know about that fact is you counted 66 Republican votes for Mr. 
Frost? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(. And it was on your recommendation that all these Republi- 
can ballots were changed to 66? 

A. Yes, from 51 he had it. 

Q. And all the others, 41, 52, 46, 41, etc., and the various 
counts here, —they were all changed on your recommendation 
from those numbers to 66? 

A. Yes, sir. 5 

@. And you signed this document with full knowledge and 
belief as the true return of the precinct? 

A. Yes, sir, I did just the same as I did at the State election. 
It was the first time I had anything to do with elections. I sup- 
posed the clerk looked out for it as at the State election, and I 
counted no ballots at the State election. 

By Alderman Hersey. — After every person had voted did you 
check the names? 

A. Yes, sir. Every man that came to the polls —I asked them 
what their name was, and made them opén their ballots half way, 
and then checked the name. 

@. Are you quite sure you didn’t fail to check every time? 

A. Yes, sir, I am sure. 

@. Do you know how it was with the other inspector — whether 
he checked ? 
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A. No, sir; I could not say about his checking, because some- 
times we were both checking at the same time. 

By the Cuarrman. — So you consider that you made no mis- 
takes in checking off that day? 

AY Yes, Sirs 

By Alderman Tucker.— Do you think every man’s name was 
checked ? 

A. Yes, sir; every man that came to me to vote. 

@. Didn’t a man stand by the ballot-box and announce the 
names ? 

A. No, sir, only the inspector ; and every man that I asked hia 
name and voted, I checked. 

@. Did you receive the votes? 

A. Yes, sir, those names that I checked. 

@. Did you have charge of the ballot-box? 

A. I was at the ballot-box checking the names. I had one of 
the lists. 

@. Joseph A. Tucker had 470 votes, or 477, as reported, we ~ 
cannot make out which; Mr. Kendricken had 471; Mr. Whitmore 
473. Were there many scratches on the aldermen’s ticket there? 

A. That I could not tell. 

Q. Did the aldermen who were on both tickets have any credit 
for what they received on the Republican tickets ? 

A. No, sir; I don’t know anything about it. 
By the Cuarrman. — When you made that alteration, or sug- 
gested the alteration, that you had found 66 Republican votes 
scattered around, and asked them to alter their figures to the num- 
ber, you found, did you consider the fact that three of those men 
on the Republican ticket were also on the Democratic ticket, and 
if they got 66 votes they ought to be credited and added to the 
votes they got on the Democratic ticket, over and above the num- 
ber of votes they got on the Democratic ticket? You didn’t take 

that into consideration at all? 

A. No, sir. 

By Alderman Wuitren.— What do you mean by scattered 
around, as the chairman put the question? 

A. There were ballots on both the window-sills in the school- 
room, and piles on the table. The clerk, inspector, and warden 
were counting to make up the list all ready for the officers to take 
them over. ‘The officers were waiting. 

@. Do you mean to be understood that you didn’t count any- 
thing but the 66 Republican votes? | 

A. Yes, sir. I run over one or two piles. The warden asked 
me to run them over, and he had them turned upside down, and I 
run them over. 

@. Did you add them up? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. What did you mean by testifying in your previous testimony 
that you counted 459 votes? 

A. On the check-list. I counted 449 names checked, and the 
clerk said there were 459 ballots cast. 


, @. You said that when you counted up the ballots you counted 
49? 
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~ afd No, sir, I didn’t count the ballots. The testimony I gave 
was I counted the check-list, and I counted 449 names. 

Q. I heard your testimony, and here it is officially. You testi- 
fied that you counted the ballots and there were 459, and you 
counted the check-list and there were 449, and you said Mr. 
Mullen asked you what to do with the other ballots, and you told 
him, as long as they were cast, to put them in. 

A. I never counted the ballots. The testimony I gave wasn’t 
so about counting the ballots, because I never counted the ballots 
at all, except 1 run over those piles, and found out the Hepullee. 
votes. 

@. Here are the questions put to you by Alderman Flynn: — 


Q. Did you count the ballots? 
A. Yes, sir. There were 10 more ballots than there were on the check- 


@. How many were there? 
A. 459, and 449 names checked on the list. 


A. That was wrong; I never counted the ballots. 

@. You swore to it under oath. 

A. It was a mistake, sir. 

(). I don’t suppose you would come up here and make such a 
mistake as that? 

A. I didn’t count the ballots at all. 

By Alderman Tucker. —TI understand you to say that not a 
ballot was put into the box except the name of the voter was 
checked ? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Were you away any? 

A. No, sir, except once in the anteroom. 

By the Cuarrman. — Who checked when you went into the ante- 
room? 

A. Nobody had the check-list at all. 

By Alderman Tucker. — It was during a lull? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). And there were only 449 names checked? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(. Did you sign the certificate that there were 539 votes? 

A. I didn’t know what there was cast. 

@. Did you sign it without knowing? 

A. Yes, sir. The clerk passed me the paper, and I signed it, 
just as I did at the State election. 

@. Here is another extract from your previous testimony : — 


Q. When you counted rotes in the evening and made it 459, did you speak 
about it to the others? 
Yes, sir. 
To the clerk and the rest of them? 
Yes, sir. 
And you told the clerk there were only 459 ballots? 
Yes, sir. 
- What did he say? 


ORObOn 
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A. I leave it to the officers who were in the room, that I didn’t 
count ballots. I don’t remember giving any such evidence at all. 

By the Cuarrman. — You made your count to verify the count 
of the warden? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. How can you be so very positive on that one point, about 
everybody being checked that came? 

A. Every body that came in at the State election, the marshal 
said ‘‘ Make them open their ballots, every one of them,” and I did 
it at the State election. 

Q. Did you have many such obstacles in the way? 

A. Yes, sir; almost every other one would come in with their 
ballots closed up, and I would make them open them. 

(). In those discussions, you and others asking them to open 
their ballots and put them a certain way in the box, —if you are 
positive while carrying on such a conversation as that, it was 
possible for you to check every name that came? 

A. I wouldn’t check a name until the man opened the ballot. 
I asked the man’s name first, and would check the name, and then 
the man would put the ballot in the box. 

By Alderman Wurrren. — Could a man put his ballot into the 
box until you checked? 

A. No, sir. 

By Alderman Hersey. — The name was checked before ballot- 
ing? 

A. Yes, sir. When a man came up I would ask him his name 
and where he resided, and say, ‘‘ Open that ballot half way, please ;” 
and I would pull the box up half way and say, ‘* Vote.” 

By Alderman Wuirren. — You are confident every man that 
voted was checked? 

A. Yes, sir; that was what I took care of. 

@). How do you account for the difference of 10 votes? 

A. That I could not tell you. 

@.- You signed the return of 589 votes as it is now? 

A. I didn’t look at it at all. The clerk passed it to me and I 
signed it on the table. I was in a hurry and.had business to 
attend to. This has hurt me seventy-five to eighty dollars’ worth. 
I am away from my business now. 

By Alderman Hrrsrey.—Did you hear the other officers, the 
clerk, and Mr. McDonough, announce the number of ballots cast, 
and, if so, did they agree? 

A. They announced it to some outside. 

@. They have 459 as the number of ballots actually found, and 
your check-list showed 449. I understood you there was a dis- 
cussion as to which was correct? 

A. After they got through, the polls were closed. I took the 
check-list and ran them up and down, and found we had 449 names 
checked, and asked how many ballots there were, and they said 
459. | 

@. Did both the officers agree in that statement? 

A. No, sir. I think it was Mr. Barron, the clerk. It was 
either the clerk or the warden ; I won’t be sure which it was. 
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_ By the Caarrman. — You don’t know? 
| A. No, sir. 

By Alderman Hersry. — Did you take any exception? 

A. No, sir. 

By the Cuarrman. — Were the other parties in a way to hear 
the conversation ? 

A. No, sir; I don’t remember. 

By Alderman Hersey. — Was the clerk present? 

A. In the room. 

(). Near together? 

A. The table was about three feet from the desk where they 
were counting ballots, and the ballots were on the window-sill 
about three feet away from where the table was. They had been 
putting them up there all day. . 

@. Was there much controversy about the discrepancy between 
459 and 449? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Was there anything said about what should be done with the 
extra 10? 

A. Yes, sir. It was either Mr. Barron or the warden who 
spoke about it, and I told them they would have to put them in. 

Q. That was the only conversation about — that there were 459 
ballots and only 449 checked ? 

A. That was the only question there was, and I told them the 
number checked on the list. 

By Alderman Tucker. — You don’t know whether those 10 bal- 
lots went through the box or not? 

A. No, sir. The ballot-box was opened all day every time it got 
full, and I was the Republican inspector, and you cannot watch 
two check-lists and watch the other men too. I was the inspector 
at the State election. It was the first time I had anything to do 
with it, and I don’t want anything more. 

By the Cuarrman. — Do you consider that there was as large a 
vote at the municipal election as at the State election? 

A. I believe there were 555 ballots cast at the State election. 

@. Did they keep you as busy at the municipal election as at 
the State election? 

' A. No, we weren’t, sir. 

By Alderman Wurrren. — Do you believe there were 539 bal- 
lots cast there? 

A. No, sir. 

By the Cuairman. — Why did you sign the return? 

A. I didn’t look at the return. The clerk passed the return to 
me, and I signed it. ‘There was one I didn’t sign. 

@. Did you know you were really liable for doing matters of 
that kind? 

A. No, sir, I didn’t know anything about it. 

By Alderman Wurrren. — Did you think you were signing for 
539 yotes? What would you have thought about it if you had 
known it? 

A. I supposed it was the clerk and warden’s duty to make out 
the return as they did at the State election. At the State election 
I counted no votes at all. 
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Q@. If you had looked at it, and found 539 votes on it, you 
wouldn’t have signed it? 
A. No, sir, I wouldn’t have signed it. I did just the same as 
at the State election. 
By Alderman Tucker. — You signed without reading it? 
A. Yes, sir. At the State election I signed everything the 
clerk asked me to. 
By the Cuarrman. — You say you counted 66 votes? 
66 Republican ballots. 
And that is all the ballots you counted ? 
Except one pile. 
That was when they were recounting ? 
; RGA Sirk 
How do you know whether there were 449 or 539? 
I don’t know. I counted the check-list. 
You don’t know anything about it? 
No, sir, I didn’t count the ballots. 
By Alderman Wuirren.— Who told you there were 459,— 
10 more than the check-list ? 
A. I forget. It was either the clerk or the warden. ‘I said 
they would have to put them in. 
By the CHatrman.— Now you say you don’t know whether 
there were 459 or 539? 
A. All [know is just what he told me. 
Q. It was either the clerk or the warden? 
A. Yes, sir, I said it was either the clerk or the warden. 
By Alderman Tucker. — And one of the parties told you there 
were 459 votes, and there were only 449 checked ? 
Yes, sir. 
It was generally understood there were 459? 
Yes, sir. 
By whom was it understood ? 
The precinct officers and the police officers. 
And the discussion was upon the 10 votes? 
Yes, sir. 
By the Cuarrman. — I don’t understand there was any discus- 
sion ? 
A. No discussion. 
@. Either Mr. Mullen or the clerk told you there were 459, and 
you don’t know that the other inspectors or the officers heard it? 
A. No, sir, but they must have heard it. They were counting 
ballots on the table in the room. It is a very small school-room. 
@. How far apart were you? 
A. Five or six feet. It is a very small school-room. 
By Alderman Wurrren. — Do you remember the number of 
Republican votes at the presidential election ? 
Yes, sir, there were 68. That is what the marshal told me. 
Do you know how many were cast for governor? 
No, sir. 
Do you know how many were cast for Mr. Ranney? 
No, sir. Icould not tell you. 
Do you know how many were cast for lieutenant-governor? 
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A. No, sir. 

@. But you can swear you counted 66 Republican votes? 

A. Yes, sir. I did the headings of the Republican ballots. 

By the CHarrman. —- But you qualified that statement by an- 
other answer you made,—that there was no man, after you an- 
nounced the vote and corrected what you looked upon as a mis- 
take, — you say the other parties did not count the 66 votes after 
you? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. But they took it for granted your statement was correct, and 
put it down so? 

A. When we got through I asked Mr. Barron how many Re- 
publican votes there were, and he said 51. Said I, ‘* I think there 
were more than that,” or something of that kind, and when I run 
through them, — run through the headings of them, —I found 66, 
and I said, ‘* There are 66 here.” 

By Alderman Catpwe.tit.— They made 51 Republican votes, 
and when you counted you made 66; now, to whom did you credit 
those votes? ‘To any one besides Stebbins? 

A, No, sir. 

Q. Why didn’t you credit the whole ticket? 

A. I didn’t look at the tickets at all, sir, except at the headings, 
to find out how many Republican votes there were — just the head 
of the ballot, and put them down. 

@. And no other candidate had any credit on that ticket except 
Mr. Stebbins ? 

A. [| just told the clerk, and he was there writing at the time. 

Q. Did Mr. Frost have credit in his return? 

A. I don’t know anything about what the clerk wrote at all on 
the papers. He passed me those papers to sign. 

By Alderman Hersry.— Were all those papers signed in the 
precinct room? 

A. All except one. I had to come over to City Hall and sign 
it. 

By the Cuarrman. — What is your business ?: 

A. I am at work for E. R. Frost, 16 State street. 

@. What is Mr. Frost’s business? 

A. Cigar and liquor dealer. 

@. Is he any relation to William Frost, the candidate for al- 
derman ? 

A. No, sir, I think not. I have only been to work for him three 
weeks. 

By Alderman Wuirren.—JIs there anything more that you 
know about this than you have already testified to? 

A. No, sir; not a thing. 

Q. Do you know of any dishonesty in that precinct that day? 

A. No, sir, not a single thing I could see while I was in there, 
all day. 

By Alderman Tucker. — Do you suppose all the tickets were 
put into the box and sent to City Hall? 

A. Yes, sir, they were all put in there. 

@. Did you look around the room after you got through? 
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A. No, sir. 

@. To see if there were any tickets lying around there? 

‘A. No, sir; the janitor was around there, and in a hurry to get 
us out, and he was sweeping around. 

By the Cuarirman. — Was the janitor in there while you were 
counting votes, and sweeping then? 

A. Yes, sir; he made an awful dirty mess of it. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — Were there any ballots around on 
the floor? 

A. No, sir; he cleaned it outside, while we were inside. 

By the CuarrMan. — He wasn’t inside the enclosure ? 

A. Yes, sir, before the count was completed, he cleaned up out- 
side, and I think it was about ten minutes past six when we left. 

By Alderman Tucker. — Where do you live? 

A. 105 B street. 

@. Were you acquainted with the other ward officers? 

A. Only seeing them over there. Barron I used to go to school 
with, but I haven’t seen him for years. 

Q. What is his business? 

A. He isn’t doing anything, I guess. 

By Alderman WuittrEen. — Do you know O’Brien? 

A. Only by seeing him in South Boston. 

Q. You don’t shave there? 

A. No, sir, — not much. 

@. As I understand you, you believe that 459 ballots will cover 
every ballot cast in that precinct? 

A. Yes, sir, from what he said. I told him how many,gnames 
were checked on the list, and he said we have made it 459. 

By the Cuairman. — Let us have that whole story distinctly 
understood. J understand you don’t know whether it was Barron 
the clerk, or Mr. Mullen the warden? 

A. No, sir, I don’t know; but I think it was the clerk. 

@. And you have no knowledge of your own, beyond the 66 
Republican votes that you counted, that there were 459, 359, or 
559, or any other number counted in that precinct? 

A. No, sir, only what the officers said. 

By Alderman Tucker. —I understand you went there in the 
morning, and were at the box all through the day, when there was 
any one to vote? 

A. Yes, sir. I never went outside except I walked round once 
to vote, and I wasn’t gone a minute, and when I went round, the 
other precinct officer was at the box, and no one else was there. 

@. And you checked every man’s name that voted? 

A. Yes, sir, every man that came to me. Sometimes two men 
came, and the other man would check. He was out two hours onee. 

@. And you checked for him? 


A: Yessir. 
(). And you checked 449? : 
‘A: Yessir, 


@. And you are sure no man could have voted there without his 
name being checked ? 
A. Yes, sir.

Testimony OF Peter J. MULLEN (Sworn). 


By the Cuarrman. — You were the warden of Precinct 3, Ward 
13, at the last municipal election ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. I wish you would state fully, and in as plain and clear a 
manner as possible, to the committee, the precise work that you 
did in that precinct, from the time you went there in the morning 
until the close of the polls in the evening. 

A. After assisting in electing the inspector I declared the polls 
opened, — after swearing the others in, that is, the clerk and 
inspector, — and then as fast as the votes came, when there was 
sufficient in the box we would take them out and count them. 
After counting them I laid them on the window-sill, about the 
middle of the room, where everybody could see them from the 
door, and so on through the day; and after the polls were closed, 
with the assistance of the other officers, we put them in the box, 
and sent them to City Hall. 

Q. That is the sum and substance of the work done on that day? 

_onees, sir. 

@. I see that Frost is credited with 66 votes. Did you count 
the 66 votes that Mr. Frost is credited with here? 

A. I counted them, not at once, but as they came through. I 
wouldn’t say he received that number of votes. I didn’t keep any 
memorandum. I counted them and gave them to the clerk. 

@. The clerk kept the record? 

43.08. .GiX> 

@. When was there a change in the vote for Mr. Frost? It 
appears by the evidence that the votes of the Republican candi- 
dates were changed from 51 to 66. How did that change occur? 

A. I know nothing of that, sir. 

@. You don’t know anything about it? 

A. No, sir. 

@. I see that Alderman Flynn is credited with 471 votes in that 
precinct. Did you count those,471 votes? 

A. I didn’t count them atonce. I counted everything that came 
through that day. . 

@. Do you feel satisfied that Alderman Flynn received 471 
votes ? 

A. Idon’t know. As fast as I counted them I gave the return 
to the clerk. I have no reason to doubt that his record is not 
correct. 

@. Again: Haldeman received 472. Did you count the votes 
‘that Haldeman received ? 

I counted them in the same way. 

You announced the vote at the close of the polls? 

I did not. The clerk announced the vote. 

The clerk announced them? 

Only the vote for councilmen. That is all they asked for. 
So there was no announcement of the vote for aldermen? 
No, sir; I think not. 
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Q. You say there was no announcement made except the vote 
for councilman? 

A. Not that I am aware of. 

@. No announcement for mayor, aldermen, or any one except 
councilmen in the ward? 

A. I believe not. 

@. How do you fix on the number of votes cast in that precinct 
on that day? 

A. Well, I tried to fix it as near as possible. It was this way 
when we got through that day. I concluded everything was done 
all right, and if there were any errors in the figures it wasn’t mine, 
because I didn’t think it was my place to keep them. I counted 
the votes as they came through, and gave them to the clerk, and he 
kept the records, and I accepted his records as right. 

@. And you signed the return that came to City Hall at Ayia 
That is your signature? (Showing the precinct return.) 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Alderman Tucker. — You didn’t foot up the tally of all the 
votes you counted? 

A. No, sir; I merely counted them and gave them to the clerk. 

@. And he footed up everything and you signed what he footed 
up? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Alderman HEersey. — Did you hear any announcement of the 
number of ballots cast at the final count? 

A. No, sir; there was no announcement other than that. 

Q. Other than what? 

A. Other than the announcement of the councilmen. 

@. Didn’t you hear anything said about the number of names 
checked on the list? 

A. Yes, sir; the names checked on the check-list, —I believe 
there were 449. 

@. Was there any conversation with the officers as to whether 
it was correct and agreed with the number of ballots counted? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Nothing said about it? 

A, Well, as near as I can recollect, I won’t be positive —I 
don’t like to say. In all the other hearings they have asked me 
to state positively. I cannot remember all the business and every- 
thing done that day. When we got through I didn’t think I was 
responsible for anything else. 

@. Didn’t you hear the statement made, there were 10 more bal- 
lots found than were checked ? 

A. Yes, sir. 


By the Cuarrman. — How were those ballots found? How was ° 


it ascertained that there were 10 more votes cast than were 
checked ? 

A. I think in comparison with the check-list. In two instances 
there were two ballots together, as if they had been thrown to- 
gether without being pulled apart. It might have been from being 
kept together during the day. They looked as one when opened. 

Q. Was this your first experience ? 
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A. Yes, sir, in any political work. 

@. You knew nothing about the duties? 

A. No, sir; I never knew anything about the polls opening 
before. 

@. Sec. 60 of the Statute (page 348, Stat. and Ord.), in relation 
to ward officers, says : — 


It shall be the duty of the warden and inspectors to receive, sort, and count, 
and of the warden to declare, all votes at any election within such ward; and 
the clerk may assist in assorting and counting the votes. 


Now you say the only votes asked for were the votes for 
councilmen? 

A. -Yes, sir. 

(). And that there was no declaration of any votes cast for any 
other person ? 

A. Not that I am aware of, so far as I can remember. 

By Alderman Hersey. — What do you understand by the decla- 
ration? To the people outside — to the people present? 

A. At the closing of the polls. That is what I understood. 

@. Was there any statement made between the inspector, clerk, 
and warden, as to the number of ballots cast? 

A. Of course we had considerable conversation, but just the 
nature of it I don’t know. 

Q@. And didn’t the conversation relate:to the number of bal- 
lots ? 

A. Yes, sir. It would be likely to. 

By the Cuarrman. — Were you in that precinct at the State 
election? 

aA. Living, — yes, sir. 

Q. Did you perform any duties at the State election? 

A. No, sir, I was out of town at the State election. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — How long ago was this hearing when 
you were first here? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. It is some three weeks ago? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Your memory then, of what took place at the election, 
would be likely to be as full as now? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Alderman Hersey. — Did you hear Mr. Dyer state the num- 
ber of names upon the check-list? 

A. Well, he and the inspector together said something about 
the number, and I think it was 440 something. 

Q. Which inspector? 

A. McDonough. The two inspectors made up the check-list 
among themselves. 

By “Alderman Wuirren. — You say you heard the conversation 
about there being 10 more votes found than there were names 
shecked on the list? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And do you remember how many that made? How many 
votes cast that day? 
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A. Well, of course if this 10 were added to the check-list, that 
would make 459 votes. ‘That is the way I answer here, because it 
was the only way I had of knowing. 

By Alderman Tucker. —Did you count those two votes cast 
that were doubled up? 

A. I didn’t offer to. I don’t know how the others did. 

By Alderman Wuitren.— You say here (reading from the 
testimony at the other hearing) that — 


The total ballots cast was, as far as I could judge, 449; the total cast we 
counted was 459; but the total on the check-list was 449? 


A. Yes, sir. 
@. Then he asks :— 


Why did you return 539? 


A. Then I answered as I would here. The clerk kept the 
counts, and when he handed me those papers to sign I signed 
them. 

By Alderman Hersry.— Then, if the statement was made there 
that 539 ballots were cast, wouldn’t you have observed that there 
was a great discrepancy ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By the Cuarrman. — Have you any means of judging from your 
duties in that ward, and the way you performed them, that there 
were 859, 459, or 589? You say you handed your counts to the 
clerk, and that the clerk added them up? 

Aly Os, call. 

@. And that you took it for granted that his adding up was 
correct? ‘ 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. So you don’t know, of your own personal knowledge, whether 
they made 459, 539, or 439°? 

A. No, sir. I did my business right, and I thought he was 
doing his right. 

By Alderman Tucker. — Didn’t you say there were 10 votes 
more than were on the check-list? 

As 2 GS,<BiE: 

Q. And that it made 459? 

A. Yes, sir. That is the way I answered Mr. Flynn, that there 
were 459. 

Q. What was the conversation about those 10 votes? 

A. These two came in while we were counting, and I called the 
Inspector’s attention to those two. 

By Alderman Wuitren. — Alderman Flynn asked you the 
question, and I will ask it again : — 


Were there 539 ballots cast? 


A. Well, I answered that I thought there wasn’t so many, on 
account of the check-list not containing so many. 
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Q. You answered it very differently. You said, ‘‘ No, sir.’’ 

By Alderman Hersey. —If you had heard the statement that 
there were 539 ballots cast, and knowing that there were 449 
counted, would you have made any objection to signing the 
return? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Alderman Tucker. — Was anything said about 539 votes 
cast? 

A, No, sir. 

@. Was anything said about 539, or more than 459, to your 
recollection ? 

A. No, sir, I could not say, sir. I could not recollect it. 

@. You recollect you counted 459 from the check-list? 

A. There was so many things said there about the business 
which — 

@. You recollect there were 449 on the check-list? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And that there were 10 extra votes? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Alderman Hersey. — Haven’t you just stated that if you had 
heard 539 suggested you would have objected to it? 

A. Yes, sir; but I didn’t hear it in time. 

@. What do you mean by in time? 

A. I mean when we were speaking about the 459 ballots, and 
449 on the check-list. 

By Alderman Wurirren. — When was the first time you heard 
you had signed a return of 539 votes? 

A. Here at the hearing. 

By the CHarrman. — You received a letter from a relative of. 
yours, Mr. Condon, to interest yourself for one of the candidates? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You have nothing to add to your statement in regard to 
that? 

A. Oh, no, sir; it was merely just a friendly suggestion, that if 
I had no personal feeling in the matter I would work for Mr. 
Stebbins. 

@. Did anybody approach you on that day, to do away with 
any of the ballots, or misplace them? 

A. No, sir; I had no chance to see anybody during the day. 

@. How do you account for the ballots that were missing in the 
box, as returned here when it was opened and unsealed? ‘There 
were only 274 ballots found there? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. How do you account for that great discrepancy? 

A. I don’t know, sir. It seems ‘strange to me that we should 
put only that small number in there, and it seems strange that all 
those who stood around, — three precinct officers, the police officers, 
and all together as close as these gentlemen are here, — that some 
of them shouldn't have noticed that only a small portion of them 
were being put in there. 

By Alderman Wuitren. — Did you work for Mr. Stebbins that 
day? 
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. No, sir. 

. And did you vote for him? 

. No, sir; I didn’t vote at all. 

So the letter written to you didn’t have any effect whatever? 
No, sir, not the slightest. 

By the CuairMAN. — This business was new to you? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And you did the work as well as you knew how? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — Has any one had any conversation 
with you in any manner to refresh your memory in regard to your 
testimony you might give? 

A. No, sir, not the slightest.

Testimony OF GrorGE O’Brien (Sworn). 


By the Cuarrman. — Give the committee, in as brief and clear a 
manner as possible, a statement about the ballots found in your 
place of business, supposed to have been cast in Precinct 3 of 
Ward 13, how you came by them, and how they came in your 
possession ? 

A. Me to give the whole story? 

Q. Yes. 

A, Yes, all right. Well, the morning after election, a man 
named George Ruhl, janitor of the school- “house at which the pre- 
cinct was, where they vote, he fetched some ballots to my shop 
next morning. I was inside shaving a man, and he handed them 
to the man that works for me, Stewart. Stewart was after sweep- 
ing the sidewalk, and was on the steps just coming in. So he 
handed him this package, and he fetched them i in, and I says, ‘* What 
is that?” and he says, ‘* Nothing, only ‘ballots ;” so he chucked them 
under this waste place where I “keep all my waste paper. «So they 
were left there. I believe that afternoon me and a young fellow 
comes in my shop, named Richard Drohan, we got to arguing about 
voting, and he said he voted the straight Democratic ticket, and I 
told him I didn’t, because there was a split in the regular ticket in 
the field, and asplit ticket that they claimed was the regular ticket, 
and the one nominated at the caucus that claimed they were the 
regular ticket. So I was working for the ticket nominated at the 
caucus, and he was working for the other ticket, and we got to 
arguing about it, and I said I voted the regular Democratic ticket, 
and he said he be d—d if he didn’t too. Said I, ‘*I voted for 
Fallon,” and he said, ‘‘ If I did vote for Fallon, I didn’t intend to.” 
SoIsaid I didn’t think Fallon was on the straight Democratic ticket. 
So we went there, and I got this bundle of tickets from out of the 
waste place, and we opened it, and Judge Fallon’s name was on 
the ticket. So when we opened it he took some of them, and he 
wrapped them up, — quite a little package of them, I didn’t take 
notice how many, — and he chucks them in the fire. I suppose he 


would have chucked the whole of them in, but I took them away | 


from him. I told him they would come in handy probably. 
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By Alderman Hersey. — Did you see them burned? 

A, Yes, sir; so I put them back under this place. So the 
following Sunday we got to arguing about and gossiping about 
politics. There were 8 or 10 customers in there, and they got to- 
talking about politics, and we were talking about a certain man 
named Deyyer over there, and one man said there was so much 
talk about this Devver, that probably Devver stole the ballots, 
just in a jest. And I said I have got some ballots that come from 
the school-house the day after the election, and I picked them out 
to let them look over and to occupy their minds to keep them in the 
shop. 

By the Cuarrman. — How many were in the shop looking over 
them ? 

A. Some 8 or 10. 

@. These ballots were taken out, and they were looking over 
them? 

_A. Yes, sir; one gentleman, looking over the ballots, called my 
attention to one particular ballot, marked 166, and we got to talk- 
ing and arguing, and somebody says, ‘‘ That looks as though it had 
been cast.” So I came to the conclusion it had been cast, and it 
might have been swept, and so, for curiosity’s sake, I looked over 
them when I see them marked 166, and I counted them —no, 163 
was marked on the package, and for curiosity’s sake I counted 
them, and there were 166. It was marked 163, and it said ‘‘ 163 
counted.” So I tore this identical ballot in half, so I could 
identify it. I didn’t know what to do with them. So I took them 
over to a man named Shevlin. He was on the ward and city com- 
mittee. He said the best thing to do was to go and see this Ruhl, 
the janitor, and find out where he got them. I went to see this 
Ruhl, and they said he wasn’t at home, and would be back that 
evening at 6 o’clock. So I came back and said to Shevlin, ‘* You 
better let me take them home, and [ will lock them up.” So that 
evening officer Mountain came along and said, ‘* George, I under- 
stand you have got some ballots.” I said, ‘‘ Yes.” Says he, ** You 
had better let me see them.” So I took him over to the shop. It 
was Sunday evening, and I took them out and gave them to him, 
and that is the last I see of them. 

By the Cuarrman.— Are you sure all the ballots left in that 
store were sent to City Hall, and remain there still? 

A. No, sir; Mr. Drohan burned some. I could not say how 
many. He was a young fellow arguing with me about Judge 
Fallon’s name being on the ticket. 

@. You cannot state positively that all the ballots left in that 
store by the janitor were returned here to City Hall? You say 
some were burned ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Were any others misplaced? You say 10 or 12 men in that 
shop were examining the ballots on that day? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What was done with them? Can you state that all were 
replaced ? 

A. I could not state positively. I know we wrapped up in this 
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package again what we supposed might have been all there was 
there. I could not state positively what it was. So, after I got 
through work, I fetched them to this man, Shevlin, to find out what 
to do with them. 
(). And you delivered them to the officer? 
A. Yes, sir, that evening. I went up to see the janitor. 
By Alderman Hrersry. — What is Mr. Shevlin’s business ? 
A. He keeps a restaurant. 
By Alderman Tucker. — You say that Mr. Drohan burned some 
of those ballots? 
. Yes, sir. 
Are you sure about it? 
Yes, sir, positive. 
Did you see him put them in the stove? 
. Yes, sir. 
How many? 
I could not say. .° 
Did you tell Mr. Shevlin or the officer about it? 
No, not till a week ago Monday night, I think. 
How many do you think there were burned? 
I could not state positively. 
Three? 
. There might have been ten, or a dozen, or more. 
What makes you think there were ten or a dozen? 
Just by the looks of the bundle. 
Are you sure there were more than two? 
Positive. 
What makes you positive? 
Because by the looks of the bundle. 
Are you sure there were six? 
. Yes, sir; I am sure there were six. 
Why didn’t you tell the officer they were not all delivered to 
that you had received? 
. I didn’t think they were ballots at the time. 
What made you go to him? 
I didn’t go to him. I met him on Broadway. 
He went to the barber-shop? 
Yes; sir. 
Who have you had conversation with since about this 
: matter: ? 
A. Officer Mountain. 
(. Who has been to see you—to talk with you about this 
matter since this took place? 
No one has been to see me. 
You have had no conversation with any one? 
No, sir, only officer Mountain. 
Nobody else? 
Yes, sir. 
Positive about that, are you? 
Positive. I might have been talking about the affair and 
the investigation, and ‘the like of that, “but never about the 
ballots. 
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@. When did it first occur to you about the ballots being 
burned? 

A. Me and Mr. Drohan got to talking in the shop the other day, 
and I says, ‘* I am G—d d—d glad the affair is over.” That is 
the way I said it. And he said, **‘ Why?” Said I, *‘ I am glad 
about leaving my business, and going before the committee.” Said 
I, ‘I am satisfied I fetched all the ballots I found.” And he 
said, *‘I guess you didn’t; don’t you remember when we were 
arguing about Judge Fallon?” And that was the first time I had 
thought of it since he had put some in the fire. 

@. Did he tell you he put some in the fire? 

A. No, sir, it was just like this: he said, ‘* You didn’t fetch all 
of them over ;” and I said, ** You put some in the fire.” 

@. You hadn’t thought of it before? 

A. No; the argument we had about it brought it to my recol- 
lection. 

@. It was the first time you had thought of it? 

A. Yes, sir. 

A. Did he tell you he burned some? 

@. No, sir; he said, ‘*‘ By J—s, I destroyed some.” He didn’t 
say whether he had burned them or not. 

Did you see him destroy them? 

. Yes, sir. 

And still it wasn’t fresh on your memory? 

. No, sir, not at the time. 

It didn’t occur to you until he spoke to you about it. 
. No. 

And the interim between was only a few days? 

. Five days. 

You have no recollection how many he burned? 

I could not say, sir. 

By Alderman Wurirren.— Haven’t you testified before that you 
handed the package to officer Mountain just as you received it? 
With the same number of votes as you received in it? That you 
gave to officer Mcuntain all the votes that were sent to you by the 
janitor in that package? 

A. Yes, sir, I might have testified that way. 

@. Why did you testify so? 

A. My attention wasn’t called to this fact until I thought of it 
afterward. 

@. Then your memory wasn’t very clear. You are not very 
sure of what you are talking about? 

A. Ob, yes! When I came up before, I was just getting off a 
sick-bed. 

@. Have you ever said to any one that the reason you didn’t 
testify to that fact was you were afraid? 

A. No. I said something to this effect : ‘* G—d d—n it, I was 

sick of the d—d business, and it had come to my mind after,” and 
aslong as I didn’t say anything about it before the committee I didn’t 
think it worth while. I thought the thing was over when I said so. 

@. Was this package of ballots in the closet, or did you throw 
it underneath ? 
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A. I throwed them under where I throw my waste-paper. There 
are fifteen or twenty Heralds and waste-paper in this place. 

@. Did you have any other ballots given to you that day or that 
week, — any other than this one package that Mr. Ruhl brought to 
you in that way? 

A. No, sir. Ihad some ballots I was peddling, but I left them 
on the stand and tore themin half. I put them on the stand where 
my third man works. 

@. You are in the habit of having some ballots after election? 

A. Yes, sir; generally after election I have had more or less of 
them. 

(). And you had other ballots given to you after election ? 

A. No, sir, only my own. This Ruhl year after year fetched 
them to me. 

@. This is the only package you had given to you? 

A, That was all. 

@. But you had ballots of your own? What do you call ballots 
of your own? : 
The ballots I was peddling on election day. 

You were at work on that day? 

I was at work in Precinct 2. 

And you brought back a few? 

T brought back a few. 

How many? 

I should say 20 to 25. I could not state positively. 
Perhaps 50? 

No. , 

Were they all the same? 

Yes, sir. Just the same as used in the ward. 

By Alderman Hersey. — Were they marked Precinct 2? 

A. No, sir. 

By the CuarrmMan. — You said just now, in answer to a question, 
that there was a package marked 163. Describe to us that pack- 
age. 

si It was about that big. (Holding his hands about four inches 
apart.) It was done up in light, brown paper, and on this paper I 
could see it marked ‘‘ 163.” It might have had ** Ward 13” marked 
on it. It was in thick, brown paper. 

@. Was there any indication on that paper that the number of 
ballots was 163? Did you understand by the package which you 
received why it was marked ‘‘ 163?” 

A. No, sir. This was on the outside of the package. 

By Alderman Hersey. — Was ‘‘ 163” on the envelope in which 
the package was wrapped? 

A. No, sir, it was waste-paper. You may as well call it waste- 
paper. ‘There was no other mark on it except ‘* Ward 13.” 

By Alderman Wuirren. — Where was ‘‘ 163” marked? 

A. It was on one ballot. I didn’t know which ballot it was. 
My attention was called to it. 

@. You don’t know whether it was the outer ballot, or which 
ballot it was? 

A. I could not state which it was. 
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By Alderman Tucker. — hey were sifting them through there? 

A. Yes, sir, they were sifting them there. It might have been 
on the outside at first. 

By Alderman Hersry. — Were all these ballots alike ? 

A. Some few of them were Republican, and mostly straight 
Democratic tickets. I believe when I counted them there were 14 
Republican tickets. 

By Alderman Breck.— How many did you make of the pack- 

e? 

A. 166 whenI counted them. There were ‘‘ 163” marked on the 
ballot, and for curiosity I counted them and made 166. 

How many of those were Republican ? 

14 of them. 

Did you count them after Mr. Drohan burned them? 

This was four or five days after. It was on Sunday. 

You didn’t count them before that? 

No. 

This was the Sunday you counted them? 

It was the Sunday after we found them. 

When did he burn them? 

This was the day after the election. 

How many do you say you thought he burned? 3 
He might have burned 8 or 10. I could not state posi- 
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tively. 

@. Do you know why he burned them? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Didn’t he give any reason? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Why shouldn’t he have burned the whole of them? 

A. I couldn’t tell you any reason why he might not have burned 
the whole of them. 

(). Didn’t he give any reason for burning them? . 

A, No, sir. He just took them tp and wrapped them up care- 
lessly, and threw them into the stove. 

@. Didn’t you remonstrate with him? 

A. No,sir. I might have made the remark that I might use 
them for something. 

@. You didn’t think they were worth anything? 

A. No, sir. I thought they would be of nouse. If I hadn’t 
kept my fire all night they might have been burned. 

By Alderman Wurrren. — What hour in the day was this when 
Mr. Drohan was in the shop? 

A. I think it was some time in the afternoon. I could not 
state positively. 

@. How do you fix this in your mind that it was the next day 
after election? 

A. Because he asked about Fallon’s election, and he looked in 
the paper to see about the election. It must have been 
Wednesday, because the election was Tuesday. I don’t fix it posi- 
tively, but I think it must have been Wednesday, on account of 
him looking to see if Fallon was elected. 

@. You don’t know it was the next day after election? 
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A. I don’t know, but I think it wes. I would not state posi- 
tively. 

Q. Don’t you think it rather strange that when this was fresh 
in your recollection, some weeks ago, you didn’t think to mention 
it? 

A. Well, I didn’t think about it. I vot to talking about fetch- 
ing all the ballots over, and so it occurred to me about this little 
arsument we had about Fallon. 

Q. You think a matter of so much importance as this would 
slip your memory, and you stand here and testify that those were. 
all the ballots given to you? 

A. Well, I didn’t think they were of any importance at all. I 
didn’t think they were ballots at all. 

Q. What ballots? 

A. The precinct ballots that there would be so much trouble 
about. 

@. All this trouble had taken place before you were brought 
here the first time? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. So you knew that it was a matter of great importance that 
the whole truth should be known, and how happens it you could 
testify that those ballots you gave to officer Mountain were all 
you had? How could you testify to that, and never think anything 
about the burning of those ballots ? 

A. I told the truth at the time as I remembered ; it isn’t too late 
to tell a little of the truth now. 

@. How much are you keeping back now? 

A. If I forgot about this little instance, and it is called to my 
attention, it is never too late to tell the truth. 

By Alderman Breck. —It seems to me it is a very important 
instance. 

A. It might be very important. If I had thought of it at the 
time I would have told of it then. 

@. Why didn’t you think of it at the time? Didn’t you think 
he ought not to have done such a thing as to have burned those 
ballots ? 

A. Well, he might have thrown them all in the stove, for that 
matter. That would have been the last of it. If he had thrown 
them all in the stove I never would have been brought here at | 
all. 

@. Perhaps not, but. his burning only a part of them —10 or 
12—TI don’t see why you allowed him to do it. bien did you 
allow him to do it? 

A. He took them up carelessly and rolled them up and threw 
them in the fire. 

@. Did he give you any reasons ?: 

A. He didn’t say anything about it. 

@. Did he think it would affect the vote on the ticket? 

A. Certainly he didn’t. 

@. Didn’t he think it would affect Mr. Fallon’s vote? 

“Al. We didn’t have the slightest idea that those ballots had 
been cast.

@. Didn’t you think it strange that he threw this bundle into 
. the fire? 

A. I didn’t thinkit strange at all. If he had thrown the whole 
bundle into the fire I wouldn’t have thought it strange. 

_ By the Cuarrman.— This took place before the ballots were 
missing? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Alderman Wurrren. — The strangest part of this is that you 
came here and testified that you returned all the ballots given to 
you; and now at this late day you suddenly discover that you 
didn’t. 

A. I testified as far as I knew up to the time,—as far as my 
recollection. _ Any one is liable to go and forget something. 

By Alderman Tucker. — When Mr. Drohan called your atten- 
tion to this matter, did he call your attention to the fact that he 
threw some of the ballots into the fire? 

A. Well, we got to talking about it, and I thought I fetched all 
the ballots over; and he said I didn’t. He didn’t say he burned 
them, but he said he destroyed them. I said, ‘‘ By G—d, that is 
so,” and I began thinking about the argument we had about Judge 
Fallon. 

@. Was he in favor of Judge Fallon? 

A. He was against him. I voted for him. I didn’t take much 
interest in it, being for the School Committee. 

By Alderman Wuarrren. — Did Drohan come in to see whether 
Judge Fallon was elected? 

A. He came in to look at the paper. He didn’t state any 
reasons. 

(). Was Drohan employed anywhere then? 

A. No, sir; not to my knowledge. 

@. Is there anything now that you have forgotten ? 

A. No, I don’t think there is. 

By Alderman Hersey.—Is there anything you remember you 
haven’t stated ? 

A. There aint anything that I remember. 

By Alderman Tucker. — If something should come up to re- 
fresh your memory— 

A. That wouldn’t be a surprise tome. I am sure it doesn’t 
interest me a particle. I don’t care who is elected and who aint. 
I am only telling you who had the ballots. 

(). Your particular interest was in the Council? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You worked for the straight ticket? 

A. 'Yes, sir. 

@. Did you work for Devlin? 

A. Yes, sir, for the straight ticket, — Devlin, Powers, and 
Gomez. . 

@. They were elected? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Testimony oF DanreLt F. McDonoveu (Recalled — Sworn). 


By the Cuarrman. — Have you any further information to give 
this committee ? 

A, Well, I don’t know as there is anything further, unless they 
ask. me some questions. If you ask me some questions I can 
probably give you further information. 

By the Crarrawan. —I understood you were there, and didn’t 
-know but probably you had some further information. I don’t. 
desire to ask you any more questions. 

By Alderman Waurirren. — Were you summoned here to-day ? 

A. Yes, sir; I believe I received a summons from some of those 
gentlemen. 

By the Cuarrman. —If you have nothing further to say to the 
committee — 

A. Well, I have nothing further to say to the committee, ex- 
cept about Mr. Barron, and I think his count was correct. 

@. You say you think his count was correct. Will you give us 
the reasons? 

A. Because he kept the count all day, and was the only one 
that seemed to keep an accurate account of the voting-list. 

By Alderman Hersey. — Which count do you mean, * the 459, 
or the count he announced and swore to? 

A. He didn’t announce any 459. 

@. Wasn’t there any announcement made? 

A. He didn’t announce any. He was the one that kept the 
count. 

Q. It was announced? 

A. I don’t know anything about 459. 

By the Cuarrman. — Will you state to the committee why you 
think his count was correct? 

A. Because he was clerk, and took most interest in the figures. 
He had served at two elections. His count at the State election 
was correct, and he put it down. 

By Alderman Hersey. — When you state his count was correct, 
which do you refer to? 

A. His returns. 

Q. 539? 

A. Whichever he made. 

By the Cuairman. —This is your signature? (Showing the 
precinct return. ) 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And do you mean to say to this committee that the return 
you signed here was kept by Mr. Barron, and you believe it was 
correct? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Alderman Hrersty. — You see that count is 472 ballots for 
C.S. Haldeman. Do you believe it to be correct? 

A. It ought to be correct. He kept the count all day, and the 
warden saw “him put down the figures. 

Q. Did you believe that 473 for Mr. O’Brien was correct? 
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A. I believed it was correct. There was a slight mistake in it, 
I believe. 

@. You are aware that Slade, Tucker, and Caldwell were all on 
the Democratic tickets ? 

A. I didn’t take any notice of it. 

@. Don’t you know that fact now? 

A. | don’t know it, except Mr. Slade. 

@. We will take Mr. Slade. You believe that 477 is correct? 

A. I believe it is correct if he put it down so. He kept the 
count. 

@). You think he would get only 3 more votes than an alderman 
on one ticket? 

A. They called my attention to the fact that one was scratched 
on both tickets. 

(. Do you believe he was scratched enough to bring it down to 
that? 

I don’t believe he would put it down unless it was so. 

Take Alderman Tucker, for instance. 

I don’t know anything about Alderman Tucker. 

You know it now? 

I suppose, if you say so, it is true. 

But didn’t you know that any of these gentlemen were borne 
upon any other than the Democratic ticket? 

A. Yes, sir; I heard Mr. Slade was borne on both tickets, and 
got scratched considerably. 

@. Did you hear that Tucker or Caldwell were on both tickets? 

A. No, sir. I only heard about Slade. 

@. Whether you know that Mr. Anthony was on any ticket? 

A. If they were on both tickets, they must have been, if you say 
so. Mr. Slade was on both tickets. 

@. Why don’t-you have the same knowledge of the others that 
you do of Mr. Slade? 

A. Mr. Slade was the only one I knew as on both tickets, 
because they called my attention to it. It was the only name I 
took any notice of. 

(). Do you believe this is a correct statement of the vote? 

A. Ido. 

@. Because he put it down? 

A. Yes, sir; because he took a correct count of it. 

@. How do you know he kept a correct count? 

A. He kept count, and the warden looked over his shoulder, 
and saw him put it down. 

By Alderman Tucker. — You only know what the clerk told 
you? 

A. I know what the clerk was doing. 

By Alderman Wuirren.— You have only come here as an 
expert? 

A. I don’t know anything about experts. 

@. But what more do you know except that on general princi- 
ples you think Barron gave a correct account? 

A. I believe he gave a correct account, because he kept a cor- 
rect account of it. 
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@. But you don’t know anything about it? 

A. What does anybody know except what you see? 

By the Cuarrman. — As I understand you, you counted the last 
box? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. But beyond that you counted no votes? 

A, No votes. 

@. And now you mean to say that Mr. Barron, as clerk of the 
precinct, counted all the votes? 
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@. That he was overlooked by the warden every once and 
awhile to see that the figures he put down were correct? 

A. All the figures he put down the warden was looking over his 
shoulder. 

@. And you mean to say that the count kept by the clerk was a 
correct account, to the best of your knowledge and belief? 

A, Yes, sir; all the figures they gave him he counted up, and 
they stood round. I counted the last box, and Mr. Barron and 
the warden counted all day, and Mr. Mullen saw him put it down. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — You stood at the check-list with Mr. 
Dyer and checked? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And you were out some two hours that day? 

A. No, sir; I was out a little over an hour, and not two hours. 
He had charge of both check-lists while I was out. 

@. Do you know how many names were on the list checked as 
having voted? 

A. What I counted. 

@. Do you know how many there were? 

A. I know my list was most full, and almost checked off. I 
had the supplementary list. 

@. When you testified in regard to the matter, three or four 
weeks ago, wasn’t your memory as fresh in regard to the matter as 
it is now? 

A. I testified to the matter of the check-list. 

@. When you testified three or four weeks ago, wasn’t it just 
as fresh in your mind then as it is to-day? 

A. Just as fresh now as ever it was. That is, as well as I can 
recollect. I don’t know what I testified to two or three weeks 
ago. 

@. As time passes you are liable to forget small details? 

A. And sometimes you are liable to think of more if you get 
time to think. 

@. You stood at the check-list and checked during the day. 
You testified before that you stood at the check-list, and after the 
voting was done you counted up the ballots. This is your sworn 
testimony: ‘* There were 459 ballots, and 449 on the check-list 
checked off.” 

A. I didn’t count all the ballots. 

@. This is your testimony ? 

A. Well, there were four or five of you gentlemen at me on the 
last of it. You wouldn’t give me a chance tosay anything. 
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@. This was when Alderman Flynn was chairman of the com- 
mittee ? 

A. I didn’t know who they were. 

@. And then you were asked, ‘* How do you know there were 
459 ballots?” — ‘+ I counted them,” you say. 

A. Well, I told you when I began to count. 

@. You say the warden called your attention to the two ballots 
stuck together? 

A. He called my attention to it in the middle of the day. It 
was when the ballots were taken out of the box. 

Q. This was at the close? 

A, Oh, no, it wasn’t. My attention was called to the ballots at 
the time of counting them. ‘They were stuck together, as if they 
were wet and pushed down in the box. 

@. Why should you testify there under oath that there were 459 
ballots, because you counted them? 

A. If I said that I made a mistake. ; 

By Alderman Breck. — Did you make any mistake on the check- 
list? 

A. I don’t know whether I did or not. I may. 

@. Did you run over the check-list after the polls were closed? 

A. Yes, sir. 

By Alderman Tucker. — Was there anybody who voted while 
you were present that was not checked? 

A. That I cannot swear to. Everybody was checked while I was 
there, unless I was talking with somebody and had my attention 
called away, and forgot it and missed it.

THIRD HEARING. 


Fripay, March 4, 1881. 
The committee met at 5 o’clock, P.M. 
Alderman O’Brien in the chair, and all the other members pres- 
ent. 


Testimony oF Cartes ALBERT PRINCE (Sworn). 


By the Cuarrman. — Mr. Prince, the committee understood that 
you had some important information about canvassing Precinct 3 
of Ward 13, and they would like to obtain from you such facts as 
you possess in relation to it. 

A. I want to say beforehand that such evidence as I have was 
necessarily privileged, as I acted in the capacity of counsel; but 
having obtained permission from all parties in interest to disclose 
all the facts, I am willing to give you the facts I have. Im- 
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mediately after discovering the disturbance in Precinct 3, and 
knowing that it was a strong Democratic precinct, and that there 
must be some error or fraud in the counting of the ballots, and 
that perhaps the election of the mayor might turn on his ability 
to prove how the votes were cast in that precinct, I obtained the 
services of my regular detectives for that purpose, — Messrs. Wiggin 
and Wood, detectives in the ‘* Herald Building,” — and asked them 
to put a force on that district, and inquire of every man in the pre- 
cinct how he voted and make me a return. ‘That service they per- 
formed incompletely, and I should have sent them out to complete 
it, but from the fact that the subsequent count rendered it unnec- 
essary. There were 609 names on the voting-lists —607 on the 
printed lists, and 2 were written. 

(). My impression is that on the little card given out by the 
registrars of voters they said 606. 

A. The aggregate on the printed list with the 2 written in, makes 
609. My agents visited, and I have here their report verbatim, 
or rather I should say they looked up, 585 out of the 609. You 
- will see that some of the names were overlooked by them. It 
arose from the method in which they did their work, and I veri- 
fied that. They took the streets, broke up the voting-lists, 
marked them off in separate streets, as I have here, and visited 
them in that way. That was the reason 24 names were not 
looked up. Of the 585 names they looked up, they found that 437 
voted for Prince, that 66 voted for Stebbins, 24 had moved so that 
they could not get hold of them at all. They could not find them. 
Put it that way — 24 they could not find, and there were 58 who 
did not vote at all. I would like to add, simply for the benefit of 
throwing some light upon the cloud that seems to hang over this 
precinct, that it will be noticed that the ward return for Prince 
made 473 votes; if you take the 437 who actually were found to 
have voted for Prince, plus the 24 whom we could not find, and 
plus the 24 whom we did not look after at all, and there are 485 
votes, which may be looked upon as having, with some probability, 
cast their votes for Prince. 

By Alderman Hrrsry. — I understood you to say that 24 you 
could not find as they had moved, —do you mean those 24 you did 
not look after? ; 

A, Out of the 585 names that they had on their lists there 
were 24 who could not be found. There were also 24 others who 
were on the voting-lists who were not looked after in any way. 
That meets your question, does it not? 

@. Yes, sir; I understand it. 

A. I will also add, for the benefit of the committee, that I 
advised the parties in interest to look after the additional 24, and 
it is now being done. 

By the Cuarrman. — What would be the effect of the committee 
of the Board of Aldermen summoning every man in that precinct 
to appear before them and swear how they voted on that occasion ? 
That would reach the bottom facts of the matter. 

A. It would be exactly what my men have done. I place 
- great reliance on what I have got here, and believe it is true. I 
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_ have no doubt you could do that if you chose. I believe you are 
the judges of the qualifications of your members. This only took 
3 or 4 days. 

Apacer Wuitten. — How many men were there engaged 
on it! 

A. I think 6 or 8 men. 

@. By Alderman Hersey.— Did you have a form of question 
to ask each voter? 

A. It was the simple question, ‘* How did you vote?” 

@. In every case were they able to answer how they voted? 
Did every. man know just how he voted? 

A. I cannot answer that question, except that Mr. Wiggin and 
Mr. Wood thought that some of the men didn’t want to say how 
they voted. But usually the men were willing to say how they 
voted. Of course you understand I did not make any personal 
canvass. 

By Alderman Wuirren. —Isn’t it the fact in your experience 
that the kind of men who vote’in that precinct, that in making a 
statement after election, if they didn’t vote the straight ticket, 
they would rather fib a little about it? | 

A. I have found every sort of experience. One of mygexperi- 
ences was —I think I took two districts one year for my amuse- 
ment ; one year of the municipal election, where the men employed 
in different departments of this city lived; and I had men 
stationed at the polling-places to find out how they voted, and I 
found that very few voted at all. On interviewing them after- 
wards they told my interviewer that they didn’t care to vote that 
day, because they didn’t know how the thing was going. 

By Alderman Wuirren. — While the class of citizens in that 
precinct generally vote the Democratic ticket naturally, if they are 
seduced into voting the other ticket, isn’t it their practice to deny 
it? 

A. I should rather say it was, from my judgment of humanity. 

@. And if they voted the other ticket they would not admit it 
because they don’t like to go back on the ‘* church”? 

A. Admitting that term, I don’t think they would. 

By the Cuarrman. — In any district so Democratic as this, how 
many of those men do you suppose would not have the courage of 
their convictions? ‘They stand up year after year and vote, and 
they cannot shirk it. There are only 66 voters for them to fall 
back on any way. I don’t think there is any district in Boston 
where they vote truer and more decidedly than in those districts 
in South Boston. 

A. My experience is that the class of persons who live in that 
district generally perform their political duties much more than 
men who live on the Back Bay. They pay more attention to 
voting than I do. 

By Alderman Wurrren.—JI will ask you, Mr. Prince, why it 
is that the vote in that precinct should be so much larger in propor- 
tion than that in any other precinct, compared with the State elec- 
tion? 

A. There was a split in that ward on that day, and there were 
very strong efforts made to get out a full vote. 
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@. Now, we will admit that. There are five precincts in that 
ward. Taking the average cast in all those, why should this pre- 
cinct be so much larger than the votes registered as cast in any 
other precinct? 

A. All I can say is that they did it. Admitting your fact, I 
suppose they took great interest. 

@. At the State election there were 80 Republican votes. How 
is it that they should dwindle down to 66, and the Democratic vote 
should very largely increase? 

A. I think one answer might be found in the fact that there was 
a terrific split there on members of Congress. 

@. But Mr. Ranney didn’t get but 72 votes, and Lieut.-Goy. 
Weston got but 80. Long, being a Prohibitionist, didn’t get so 
much. Ranney got 72. 

A. Was there a Labor Reform or Greenback ticket in the field? 
I never pay much attention to the State part of it. I know, as a 
matter of fact, that there was a great deal of excitement in that 
precinct. All the excitement came to me on the split, and I saw 
there was a row there, and men were combining to help elect other 
members of the Council. 

Q. qn 1879 Long got 73, Butler, 287, and Adams, 70. Here 
are five precincts in that ward, and I cannot understand why, if 
there is no more.excitement in that precinct than in the others, any 
attempt should be made to make the vote so much larger than 
other precincts of the same ward, where the same contest for coun- 
cilmen was going on? 

A. Have you compared the other wards of the city in the same 
way? Look at Ward 11. See if there wasn’t one precinct that 
gave a greater vote in proportion than it usually did. 

By the Cuarrman. — There were 578 ballots cast in that pre- 

cinct at the State election. It is just 41 more votes than were cast 
- at the municipal election in that precinct. 

A. You notice here that out of 585 registered voters we found 
437 who actually said they voted for Prince, and we found 66 who 
said they voted for Stebbins. There were 24 we could not find, 
and there were an additional 24 on the list. 

By Alderman Wurrren. — Doesn’t it seem that out of the 48 — 
24 you didn’t look after, and 24 you didn’t find, — there must have 
been two or three more votes for Stebbins? 

A. I am not trying to cut down Mr. Stebbins’ vote. 

Q. But it is the matter of the correctness of the returns of those 
ward officers. 

A. Yes; but out of those 48 votes Mr. Stebbins would have, as 
66 is to 487. He would have about one vote and a quarter. It is 
a curious fact in looking at the way these men voted. The Re- 
publicans all seem to live on one street. You will find them all in 
a bunch. 

By Alderman Hrersry. — Do you know how the sympathies of 
the canvassers were? 

A. I don’t know. JI never met them. Messrs. Wiggin and 
Wood are Republicans, I think. Byt when you give that class of 
men something to do, they do it, without regard to their sympa- 
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_thies. It is their business. They have quite a large agency in 
the ‘*‘ Herald” building. They select their men, and plan out the 
work. 

By Alderman Tucker. — Have you compared your returns with 
the check-list of that precinct? 

A. I tried to get hold of the check-list, but could not get it 
immediately, and haven’t compared it. 

(). Have you heard the number of names checked on that day? 

A. I have heard it stated, but I do not know. 

By Alderman Wuirren. —I suppose the Registrars of Voters 
could have furnished a list of those names on the check-list ? 

A. Yes, sir. I wish it understood, as I stated, that my list is 
incomplete, because I stopped it. My point had been settled. So 
far as this evidence here bears upon the aldermanic question, it 
is merely a question of the vote for Prince as against Stebbins. 

@. Youdon’t suppose those people really knew whom they voted 
for for aldermen? 

A. Their entire ticket? 

Q. Yes. 

A. I don’t suppose they could tell what their entire ticket was, 
but I suppose they could tell who they voted for from their own 
ward. 

By Alderman Tucker. — You got this in case there Lusi be a 
contest for mayor? 

ae ©. 08, Gir. 

@. You didn’t pay any attention to the aldermanic votes? 

A. No, sir. My attention was not directed to the aldermanic 
contest. 

@. Your interest was in the contest for mayor?

Q. This list doesn’t take in any part of Third street, does it? 

A. No.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In the Year One Thousand Fight Hundred and Eighty-One. 


AN ACT IN ADDITION TO “AN ACB FOR THE LAYING OUT 
OF PUBLIC PARKS IN OR NEAR THE CITY OF BOSTON.” 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The board of park commissioners of the city 
of Boston is hereby authorized and empowered to build a 
sea-wall on the Boston side of the lower basin of the Charles 
river, between Craigie’s bridge and West Boston bridge, and 
to fill up the grounds enclosed by said wall for the purposes 
ot a public park, in accordance with the provisions of the 
acts of eighteen hundred and seventy-five, chapter one hun- 
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dred and eighty-five. The said sea-wall shall be on or 
within the following lines : — 

Beginning at a point on the southerly side of Craigie’s 
bridge, distant two hundred feet perpendicular from “the 
westerly line of Charles street, and running southerly by a 
line parallel to said Charles street to a point opposite the 
first angle in said street ; thence turning a similar angle and 
running southerly by a line parallel to and two hundred feet 
perpendicular again from said Charles street to a point oppo- 
site another angle in said street, near Fruit street; thence 
turning a similar angle and running southerly by a straight 
line two hundred feet perpendicular from and parallel to the 
next adjoining portion of said Charles street to West Boston 
bridge. 

The lines of the sea-wall aforesaid shall constitute the 
harbor lines, beyond which no wharf, pier, or other struct- 
ure, and no filling-in shall be extended into or over the tide- 
water of the said basin, excepting such landing-places as the 
said park commissioners shall build with the approval of the 
board of harbor and land commissioners; and if the con- 
struction of said sea-wall and the filling-in of the grounds 
thereby enclosed shall, in the opinion of said harbor and 
land commissioners, cause a projection injurious to the flow 
of the current and the protection of the harbor, then the said 
commissioners, or the city of Boston, shall make suitable 
remedy or provision for the same, by connecting the line of 
the said sea-wall with the present sea-wall, in such manner 
as the said board of harbor and land commissioners shall 
approve, and may occupy and use any spaces thereby en- 
closed for the same purposes for which said sea-wall and 
filling-in is authorized. 

Sect. 2. This act is made subject to the following condi- 
tions and restrictions, namely : — 

The city of Boston or the said board of park commission- 
ers shall take, by purchase or otherwise, all the land, dock, 
and wharf property lying westerly of said Charles street be- 
tween said bridges, under the provisions of said acts of 
eighteen hundred and seventy-five, chapter one hundred and 
eighty-five, which, together with the grounds above author- 
ized to. be enclosed and filled up, shall be used solely for the 
purposes of a public park, facing and abutting upon the said 
Charles-river basin. And when the city of Boston or the 
said park commissioners shall have taken the said land and 
wharf property, and built the said sea-wall, and fitted up the 
said grounds as a park as aforesaid, and so long as the same 
shall be used solely as said park, the commonwealth will not 
authorize or permit any person or corporation to construct 
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any extensions or erections from or contiguous to the water- 
line of said park, except with the consent of said park com- 
missioners or said city of Boston; provided, also, that the 
city of Boston or said park commissioners shall build the 
said sea-wall, and fill and fit up the said grounds, during the 
five years from and after the passage of this act. 

Secor. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO ESTABLISH FIRE-INSURANCE DISTRICTS. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The mayor and aldermen of the several cities, 
and the selectmen of the several towns having more than 
five thousand (5,000) inhabitants, shall divide their respec- 
tive cities and towns into fire-insurance districts, and imme- 
diately thereafter file plans and_ specifications with the 
insurance commissioner, and the same shall be subject to 
his approval; and if he disapproves the same, the mayor 
and aldermen of cities, and the selectmen of towns, shall 
forthwith redistrict such city or town in conformity to his re- 
quirements. Any city or town of this commonwealth which 
is now divided into fire-insurance districts shall remain so 
divided, unless the insurance commissioner, as hereinbefore 
provided, shall demand a new division. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT CONCERNING THE TENURE OF OFFICE OF TEACHERS 
IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The school committee in any city or town 
may elect teachers of the public schools to serve for such 
time as their services shall continue to give satisfaction to 
the committee, without more definite mention of any term of 
service, and such engagement shall continue on the part of 
the city or town until notice is given to the teachers so em- 
ployed of the termination of the engagement. 
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Sect. 2. Nothing in this act shall be so construed as to 
deprive school committees of the power of summary dismis- 
sal of teachers, as provided by section twenty-five of chapter 
thirty-eight of the General Statutes.

AN ACT TO SECURE TO WOMEN THE RIGHT TO HOLD CITY 
AND TOWN OFFICES, AND TO VOTE FOR CITY AND TOWN 
OFFICERS UPON ALL MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS AND TOWN AND 
CITY BUSINESS. | ’ 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. Every female citizen of this commonwealth, of 
twenty-one years of age and upwards, who has the educa- 
tional qualifications required by. the twentieth article of the 
amendments to the constitution (excepting paupers and per- 
sons under guardianship), who shall have resided within this 
commonwealth one year, and within the city or town where 
she desires to vote six months, next preceding any meeting 
of citizens, either in wards, voting precincts, or general 
meeting for municipal purposes, and who shall have paid by 
herself or her trustee, parents, master, or guardian, a state, 
county, city, or town tax, which within two years next pre- 
ceding such meeting has been assessed upon her or her trus- 
tee, and any female citizen otherwise qualified, who shall by 
law be exempted from taxation, shall have a right to vote at 
any such town or city meeting for town and city officers, and 
shall have the right to vote upon all municipal matters and 
questions which may legally come before the town or city ; 
and any such female citizen may hold any city or town office 
to which she may be elected or appointed. 

Sror. 2. Every female citizen having the qualifications 
specified in the preceding section, with the exceptions therein 
named, shall be assessed by the assessors, in May in each 
year, a poll-tax not exceeding one dollar, as a state, county, 
city, or town tax, in the place of her residence, unless she 
requests the assessors not so to assess her. 

Sror. 38. Any female citizen of this commonwealth who 
has been omitted in the May assessment may, on or before 
the first day of October in any year, give notice in writing to 
the assessors, accompanied by satisfactory evidence, that she 
was on the first day of May of that year an inhabitant of 
such city or town, and that she desires to pay a poll-tax 
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and furnish, under oath, a true list of her estate, both real and 
personal, not exempt from taxation. She shall thereupon be 
assessed for her poll and estate; and the assessors shall, on 
or before the fifth day of October in each year, return her 
name to the clerk of the city or town, in the list of the per- 
sons so assessed. The taxes so assessed shall be entered in 
the tax-list to the collector of the city or town, and he shall. 
collect and pay over the same in the manner specified in his 
warrant. 

Seor. 4. All laws in relation to the registration of voters 
shall apply to women upon whom the right of vote is herein 
conferred ; provided, that the names of such women may be 
placed on a separate list, and when the name of any female . 
citizen has once been registered and placed on the voting-list 
of any city or town it shall continue on the list from year to 
year as long as she continues to reside in such city or town, 
and to pay any state, county, city, or town tax that has been 
assessed on her or her trustee, as aforesaid, in any city or 
town in the commonwealth within two years previous to any 
voting day. 

Seor. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

’ AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE 
CHARLES-RIVER PROMENADE. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The city of Boston is authorized to lay out 
and construct continuously, or in sections from time to time, 
and to maintain for public use, a plank-way or sidewalk, of a 
width not exceeding fifteen feet, over the waters of Charles 
river outside and adjoining the sea-wall now constructed 
between Berkeley street extended and a point near Hereford 
street extended, and outside and adjoining any sea-wall that 
may be constructed to the new park in extension of said sea- 
wall already built; provided, however, that with the assent 
of the harbor and land commissioners such plank-way or 
sidewalk may be laid out, constructed, and maintained as 
aforesaid to a width not exceeding twenty feet. 

Srcr. 2. The city of Boston is authorized to make all such 
reasonable rules and regulations in regard to such sidewalk 
or promenade, and to access to the water therefrom and 
from the water thereto, as may be expedient and proper; to 
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appoint all necessary officers and agents to enforce such rules 
and regulations, and to construct and maintain for the public 
use in connection with such sidewalk or promenade suitable 
landing-places. 

Sect. 3. Any real estate in the city of Boston, which, in 
the opinion of the board of street commissioners of said 
city, shall receive any benefit and advantage from the laying 
out of such sidewalk or promenade, or any sections of the 
same, under the provisions of this act, beyond the general 
advantages to all real estate in the city of Boston, may, 
after like notice to all parties interested as is provided by 
law to be given by said board in cases of laying out streets 
‘in said city, be assessed by said board for a proportional 
share of the expense of such laying out; provided, that the 
entire amount so assessed upon any estate shall not exceed 
one-half of the amount which said board shall adjudge to be 
the whole benefit received by it. All general laws in rela- 
tion to the assessment of damages and betterments in the 
case of the laying out of a street, highway, or other way in 
the city of Boston, shall be applicable to the laying out of 
the way herein authorized. 

Sror. 4. In the exercise of the powers granted by this 
act, the city of Boston shall be subject to the provisions of 
the four hundred and thirty-second chapter of the acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, and all general 
laws applicable thereto. 

Sreor. 5. When the plank-way or sidewalk herein author- 
ized shall have been laid out by said city and constructed as 
herein provided, the commonwealth will not authorize any 
person or corporation to construct any extension or erec- 
tion from or contiguous to the water-line of said way or 
walk. 

Srcr. 6. This act shall take effect on its acceptance by 
the city council of the city of Boston.

In every public school-room in this common- 
wealth there shall be afforded to each scholar an average of 
not less than two hundred cubic feet of space. 
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Secr. 2. Cities or towns failing to comply with this act 
shall be liable for each scholar, in an action of tort brought 
by the parent or guardian, to a fine of not less than ten nor 
more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect. one year from its pas- 
sage.

In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-One. 


AN ORDINANCE CONCERNING THE LAW DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of 
the Oity of Boston, in City Council assembled, as fol- 
lows : — 

Section 1. On the first Monday of February, annually, or 
within sixty days thereafter, there shall be elected by con- 
current vote of both branches of the City Council, a Corpora- 
tion Counsel and a City Solicitor, each of whom shall hold 
office for one year from the first Monday of July, in the year 
in which he may be elected, and until his successor is elected, 
unless sooner removed, and shall not hold any other office 
under the City Government during the period for which he 
is elected. 
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They may be removed at the pleasure of the City Coun-— 
cil, and vacancies may be filled at any time for an unexpired 
term in the same manner as the original appointments are 
made. 


Srot. 2. The City Solicitor may, within sixty days after 
his election, appoint, subject to the approval of the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances, two assistant solicitors, two convey- 
ancers, and aclerk of the Law Department, each of whom 
shall hold office for one year from the first Monday of July 
in the year in which he may be appointed, and until his suc- 
cessor is appointed, unless sooner removed. ‘They may be 
removed at the pleasure of the City Solicitor, with the ap- 
proval of the Committee on Ordinances, and vacancies may 
be filled at any time for an unexpired term in the same man- 
_ ner as the original appointments are made. In case the City 
Solicitor shall omit to appoint the above-named officers as 
above required, the Committee on Ordinances may elect 
them. 


Secor. 8. The Corporation Counsel and City Solicitor may 
employ such office-clerks, messengers, and similar subordi- 
nates, as shall be needed, and for whose payment provision 
shall first be made by the City Council. 


Sect. 4. Whenever, in the opinion of the Committee on 
Ordinances, additional legal assistance is temporarily re- 
quired, the said committee may, by a vote of a majority of 
all its members, engage suitable counsel, and fix the com- 
pensation therefor ; provided, however, that no amount ex- 
ceeding three thousand dollars in any one year shall be so 
expended, unless the consent of the City Council has been 
first obtained. 

Sect. 5. The Corporation Counsel shall furnish legal 
opinions on any subjects or questions submitted to him by 
the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen, the Common Council, 
School Committee, any joint-committee, or any committee 
of either branch of the City Council, or any board elected by 
the City Council or by any officer of the City Government, 
who may need advice in regard to the discharge of his or 
their official duties. The City Solicitor, assistant solicitors, 
and conveyancers shall also be entitled to his advice in the 
discharge of their duties. 


Sect. 6. The City Solicitor shall commence and prosecute 
all actions and suits begun by the city, and defend all actions 


, 
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and suits brought against the city in any court or other tri- 


bunal in this Commonwealth ; also appear as counsel in any 
other action, suit, or prosecution which may involve the 
rights and interests of the city, and defend any of the officers 
of the city in suits and prosecutions against them for any 
official action, or the performance of any official duty, when 
any estate, right, privilege, ordinance, act, or direction of the 
City Government may be brought in question. And the 
said City Solicitor shall also, in behalf of the city, under 
the direction of the joint standing committee on legislative 
matters, and not otherwise, appear as counsel before the 
Legislature of the Commonwealth, or any committee thereof, 
whenever the interest and welfare of the city may be directly 
or incidentally affected; he shall examine all titles to real 
property, and have the care and custody of records relating 
to the same; shall draft all deeds and other legal papers per- 
taining to real property which by law, usage, or agreement, 
the city may be at the expense of drawing ; and shall perform 
all other professional duties incident to the office which may 
be required of him by the Mayor, the City Council, or either 
branch thereof, or by any joint or separate committee thereof, 
or by any Board elected by the City Council. 


Secor. 7. The City Solicitor shall have the direction and 
control of the assistant solicitors and conveyancers in the 
discharge of their duties. 


Secor. 8. Any of the duties required to be performed by 
the Corporation Counsel may be required of the City 
Solicitor. 


Sror. 9. The books, records, papers, and accounts, of 
the Law Department, shall be kept and maintained in the 
manner now in use, subject to such directions as the Commit- 
tee on Ordinances may make from time to time, and shall 
remain the property of the city. 


Secr. 10. Whenever the city buys or takes a piece of land 
the City Solicitor shall, if requested to do so by the grantor, 
furnish, without charge, the necessary deed for the transfer 
of the same. Whenever any special contract is made by the 
city, or any department thereof, with any conveyancer, to 
investigate any title to property, such contract shall provide, 
if expedient, that not only the abstract of the title, but also a 
copy of the schedule or minutes upon which such abstract is 
based, shall be furnished; which shall be deposited in the 
office of the City Solicitor. 
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Srot. 11. Whenever either of the officers of the Law De- 
partment is obliged to attend to the city’s business out of its 
limits, he shall be allowed such reasonable travelling ex- 
penses as shall be approved by the Committee on Ordinances. 


Srot. 12. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsist- 
ent with the provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed.

The second section of said ordinance is amended by strik- 
ing out of lines three and four, the words: “and the school 
committee.” 


The third section is amended by inserting after the word 
“removed,” in the third line, the words “ or suspended.” 


Srcor. 2. The fourth section of said ordinance is hereby 
repealed ; and the following enacted in place thereof : “ Section 
4. The city messenger shall have the care of the City Hall 
and all offices therein, except as hereinafter specified ; 
and may appoint all necessary subordinates to enable him to 
discharge such duty, provided that he does not exceed the 
amount specified in the annual appropriation. Such sub- 
ordinates may be discharged or suspended by the city mes- 
senger, or by the committee on public buildings, and in all 
other matters specified in this section the city messenger 
shall be subject to the control of said committee. The said 
committee shall appoint the engineer, watchman, and per- 
sons employed on the elevator. ‘The city messenger shall 
have the direction of any detail of police specially assigned to 
protect the City Hall or to preserve order in any part 
thereof.” 


Sror. 3. The said ordinance is further amended by adding 
the following sections: “Section 5. The large hall now 
used for the meetings of the board of aldermen, the ante- 
room adjoining on the easterly side, the city clerk’s room 
and private oflice on the west side, are hereby placed under 
the control of the board of aldermen.” 
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“Sror. 6. The hall used for the meetings of the Common 
Council, the anteroom, committee-room, and wash-room, 
adjacent on the easterly side, the lobby and clerk’s room on 
the westerly side, and the president’s room, adjoining the 
clerk’s room, are hereby placed under the control of the 
Common Council.”

The Joint Special Committee, to whom were referred the 
estimates of the Auditor of Accounts, of the money which 
will be required to defray the expenses of the

nating April 30, 1882 (City Document No. 34), having 
fully considered the same would respectfully : 


REPORT 


That they received the following requests : — 

From the Board of Directors for Public Institutions that 
the amount for Pauper Expenses be increased $11,000, in 
consequence of a recent ruling of the Supreme Judicial 
Court in relation to the settlement of married women. 
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From W. H. Bradley, Superintendent of Sewers, that in 
consequence of a larger expenditure for the surface drainage 
of new streets, laid out by the Street and Paving Depart- 
ments, and the building of one or two large sewers in dis- 
tricts where nothing has yet been done, $25,000 more than 
asked for will be needed for the Sewer Department. 

From the Committee on Stony Brook Improvement, “that 
said Improvement will require, during the coming financial 
year, in addition to the balance of the loan now unexpended, 
_a sum of $45,000 to pay for work and damages not contem- 
plated in original estimate; thus, $19,000 is to be expended 
to avoid’ any claim for damages by the Boston Belting Co., 
$12,000 to pay uncalled awards for land damage and rebuild 
work in West Roxbury, and about $10,000 to replace money 
diverted to income by materials sold to other departments.” 

From the Committee on Public Instruction, that $12,500 
were required for land for the enlargement of the yard of the 
Prince School-house, paying the same, and building retaining- 
walls. 

These requests were severally acted on favorably by your 
committee. 

The question of providing the means for the extension of | 
Harrison avenue from Essex street to Bedford street, re- 
ferred to the Committee on Finance by the City Council, 
was brought to the attention of the committee by the Auditor 
of Accounts for that committee, and we have decided to 
place $180,000 required for that purpose in the appropria- 
tion order, which is less the estimated amount for payment 
of the land to be taken from the English High and Latin 
School-house lot on Bedford street, provision for payment 
for the same being made from the betterments to be derived 
from this improvement. 

The committee believing, from an investigation of the 
several projects for street extensions embraced in the order 
accompanying the report, that they are actual necessities at 
this time, are decidedly of the opinion that the money 
for their accomplishment should be met by taxation and not 
by borrowing, a policy which has been satisfactorily pursued 
for some time past. 

The amount asked for by the School Committee has been 
reduced in the total $34,586, but is $1,910 in excess of the 
amount required for the carrying on of the schools during 
the present financial year, including the original and addi- 
tional appropriations voted by the City Council. 

The amount asked for the Paving Department is reduced 
from $1,152,800 to $1,000,000.

street with the tracks on Tremont street and on Marlbor- 
ough street easterly and westerly of said Dartmouth street. 
Said Company shall also have the right to lay down double 
tracks on Huntington avenue, from Boylston street to West 
Chester park, and to connect the same with the tracks of said. 
Company at the intersection of Boylston street and Hunting- 
ton avenue, and also with the tracks of said Company on 
West Chester park northerly and southerly of Huntington 
avenue. Said Company shall also have the right to lay down 
curved tracks to connect the tracks located by this order on 
Dartmouth street and Huntington avenue. 
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The tracks located by this order are shown by red lines on 
plans drawn by Arthur Hodges, Civil Engineer, dated Feb. 
28, 1881, and deposited in the office of the Superintendent of 
Streets. The right to lay down the tracks located by this 
order is upon condition that the whole work of laying down 
said tracks, and the form of rail to be used, shall be under 
the direction and to the satisfaction of the Committee on Pay-

SECOND REPORT OF THE RECORD 
COMMISSIONERS. 


To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of Boston: — 


It will be understood, from the terms of the preceding 
vote, that no detailed report is to be expected from the 


Record Commissioners at the present time. Acting under 


the instructions given them, they have endeavored to present 
faithful transcripts of the two earliest volumes of the records 
of the town of Boston, viz., of the first Book of Records 
proper, and of the Book of Possessions. 

The value of the first volume of Records consists not 
only in the information given as to the names and posses- 
sions of the first inhabitants, but also in its indications of the 
extent of the powers exercised by the town authorities. 
Inasmuch as the progress of town government on the New 
England plan is, and always will be, of great interest to the 


_ student of social science, it must be worth while to present 
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to the public the full and exact statement of the proceedings 
of the greatest town in the colony. 

As to the Book of Possessions, it is sufficient to say that 
this must be the foundation of all titles to real estate within 
the old town limits, and that, therefore, it was, on many 
accounts, most desirable that it should be made accessible 
and permanent by receiving the honors of print. 

The records of the town of Boston, now in the custody of 
the City Clerk, may be described as follows : — 

Ten volumes, of which the first is here printed, contain- 
ing the acts of the town from 1634 to 1822. ‘The first 
volume (1634-1660) contains also the acts of the Selectmen ; 
the second volume (1660-1728) contains the acts of the 
Selectmen from 1660 to 1701; and thenceforward it records 
only the proceedings of the town. In 1701 the system was 
established of recording the doings of the Selectmen sepa- 
rately, and twenty-three volumes contain their records until 
1822. 

There are a few miscellaneous volumes, as the Book of 
Possessions, etc. In two large volumes, also, have been 
bound up the miscellaneous papers in the custody of the 
City Clerk, covering the periods of 1634-1715, 1717-1734. 
After this date the papers are still arranged in files and 
bundles. 

Recently the Record Commissioners have reported to His 
Honor the Mayor the necessity of taking some measures to 
assort and preserve the records of the old courts of the 
County of Suffolk prior to the Revolution. In spite of the 
neglect which these files have suffered for many years it is 
highly probable that they contain documents of prime im- 
portance to the history of our town. ‘ 


It may be proper to mention that very little has yet been 
done towards publishing the history of Boston. The mag- 
nitude of the task has probably prevented its accomplish- 
ment; and the deplorable deficiencies in the records, which 
it is the task of the Commissioners to repair, may also have 
discouraged enthusiasts. A brief sketch of the principal 
contributions to our local histor y may be of some service. 

In the third volume of the Collections of the Massachu- 
setts Historical Society, for 1794, there was printed (pp. 
241-304) “ A Topographical and Historical Description of 
Boston, 1794,” by Thomas Pemberton. 

Not much can be expected of a work of sixty pages on so 
large a subject.

Next we find the following book : — 
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“A Topographical and Historical Description of Boston, 
from the first settlement of the Town to the present period ; 
with some account of its Environs. By Charles Shaw, Esq., 
Member of the American Antiquarian Society ...... - 
Boston: printed and published by Oliver Spear. 1817.”

This work is based upon Pemberton’s Description, with 
the addition of some material taken from the earlier writers. 
A few extracts from the Town records are given, but not 
enough to make the book a distinct authority. The most 
valuable portion is the additions to Pemberton’s sketches, 
showing the changes between 1796 and 1817. 


Next we may notice the following : — 


- “A History of Boston, the metropolis of Massachusetts, 
from its origin to the present period ; with some Account of 
the Environs. By Caleb H. Snow, M.D. Embellished 
with engravings. Boston: published by Abel Bowen, No. 
2 Congress-Square, Congress-street. Printed by Munroe 
and Francis, 128 Washington-street, 1825.” 8vo, pp. 400. 
[It contains 29 engravings and wood-cuts, of which a list is 
given. Pp. 395-400 were occupied with the Index; but 
svon after an Appendix was published, being pp. 893-4 re- 
printed, and continued as pp. 395-424. | 


In 1828 a second edition was published ; but apparently it 
consisted only of the sheets of the first edition and the 
Appendix, with a new Index (pp. 425-427) and new title- 
page. It seems that Abel Bowen was the proprietor of the 
book, and that he issued proposals for a subsequent edition, 
but never carried his idea into execution. In 1829 Bowen 
published his “Picture of Boston” (2d edition, 1833; 3d 


edition, 1838), the parent of numerous guide-books. 


The next book claiming our attention bears the following 
title : — 

*A Municipal History of the Town and City of Boston, 
during two centuries. From September 17, 1630, to Sep- 
tember 17, 1830. By Josiah Quincy. Boston: Charles C. 


Little and James Brown. 1852.” 8vo, pp. 444. 
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This is substantially the history of Boston, under its char- 
ter as a city, from 1822to 1830. The illustrations are, a view 
of the Quincy Market, and a plan of the same, showing the 
streets and estates taken, altered, and laid out in conse- 
quence of that construction. 


In 1852 the late Samuel G. Drake commenced the publi- 
cation, in parts, of the History of Boston, and in 1856 issued 
the volume, with the following title : — 


“The History and Antiquities of Boston, the Capital of 
Massachusetts and Metropolis of New England, from its 
Settlement in 1630, to the year 1770. Also an Introductory 
History of the Discovery and Settlement of New England, 
with notes, critical and illustrative. By Samuel G. Drake, 
A.M., &c., &c. Boston: published by Luther Stevens, 
186 Washington street. 1856.” 8vo, pp. 840. 


It will be no disparagement to this very useful work to 
say that it was planned on too large a scale for success. 
The author received a very flattering request from the City 
Government to continue its publication, but was compelled 
by the infirmities of age to decline. 


In 1871 the City Government gave official sanction to the 
following-named work of Mayor Shurtleff : — 


“A ‘Topographical and Historical Description of Boston. 
By Nathaniel B. Shurtleff. Boston: printed by request of 
the City Council, 1871.” 8vo, pp. 720. 


This was in no sense a history of the town, but rather a 
collection of essays relating to various historical topics. Dr. 
Shurtleff’s familiarity with certain topics, as those of the 
early descriptions of the town, the maps, the graveyards, 
etc., etc., renders this book one of great interest and 
value. 


Lastly, we may note Hales’ “Survey of Boston,” 1821, 
pp. 156, and Samuel Adams Drake’s “ Old Landmarks and 
Historic Personages of Boston,” 1873, pp. 484, as formal 
contributions to our local history. Of course, there have 
been many minor publications devoted to limited subjects, 
notably histories of the various religious societies, and 
many public documents issued by order of the City Govern- 
ment. 


| 
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It will be seen, however, that Boston still remains without 


: a complete history in print, and that, therefore, the publica- 


tion of any portion of its records is not unnecessary. 

It is also to be remembered that Boston now comprises at 
least three other ancient towns, each with records and a his- 
tory of its own. These may well demand in the future a 
proper amount of attention, and require proportionate publi- 
cation. 

It is hoped that the City Government will authorize the 
Record Commissioners to continue the work of publishing 
the records; of course not in full, but by means of such 
judicious selections as will afford valuable information about 
our predecessors. 

Owing to the nature of the work, the duty of editing the 
First Book of Records, and of transcribing the Book of 
Possessions has devolved exclusively upon the senior Com- 
missioner.

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THE BOOK OF POSSESSIONS. 
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INTRODUCTION. 


When the first edition of this book was prepared, the 
writer furnished a sketch of such facts as were obtainable in 
regard to its history and probable authorship. The sugges- 
tion was then made that this list of land-owners was made in 
1652, after the discharge of William Aspinwall from the 
post of Recorder of Suffolk County. Various indications 
favored this surmise, but it becomes entirely untenable in 
view of the fact that some of the entries are evidently in the 
handwriting of Aspinwall. This fact was proved by Uriel 
H. Crocker, Esq., who published three fac-similes of Aspin- 
wall’s signature, two from other sources, and one from this 
book, page 33. The true date and author are matters to be 
considered later. 

In regard to the “ Book ” the following testimony is inter- 
esting. It is on a slip of paper, in the library of the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Society, in a volume entitled “ Letters 
and Papers, Boston, 1631-1783,” in cabinet 61, H. 

“These may Certify whome it may Concern, That when I 
came first into the office of Clerk of the County Court of 
Suffolk in the year 1672 I there found a Booke Entituled on 
the Cover Possessions of the Inhabitants of Boston, which I 
many times lookt into and extracted several things out of it 
at the desire of particular persons, but alwaies was in doubt 
of the validity of it asa Record. And it remained in the 
office at the time when I was dismissed.

Succeeding generations, however, have placed a higher 
~ value on this book, and it is now recognized as the founda- 
tion of the title of most of the real estate of the old portion 
of the city. The volume itself, now in the custody of the 
City Clerk, was evidently prepared on a plan of giving a 
half-page to each person, and of entering under his name a 
list of his lands. The first 111 pages appear to have been 
written at one time, or at least the first entries under each 
name are all in one handwriting. After that the pages fol- 
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low with dates appended, but in regular succession, as the 
following examples show : —

The regular record ends with this date. 

On many of the pages there are additional entries, copies 
of deeds, and memoranda of sales; a portion of these is 
clearly in the handwriting of Aspinwall. At first sight it 
would appear as if the first entries were not in Aspinwall’s 
handwriting; and, certainly, not only is the ink of the later 
entries different, but the angle of the writing and the size of 
the letters are different. Still, the more study is given to the 
matter, the greater is the conviction that all these variations 
are but changes of one pen, and that Aspinwall wrote all of 
the manuscript except a few cross-references, and such few 
lines as are Rawson’s. 

At all events, whether the first 111 pages were written by 
Aspinwall or another, it is desirable to try to fix a date for 
their compilation. We have already seen that the dated 
pages 112-149 cover the period from 20th,11 mo., 1645 
(z.e., January 11, 1646, of our style), to 17th, 9 mo., 1648. 
An examination of the various deeds entered on the first 111 
pages under the original entries brings out the curious fact 
that the earliest dates are as follows : —

The inference is almost irresistible, that in the 11th month, 
1645, Mr. Aspinwall began to continue the previous record 
of 111 pages, adding new pages for new names, and record- 
ing new transactions under the old ones. 

It is well known that our General Court, on April 1st, 
1634, ordered that a survey of the houses and lands of every 
inhabitant in every town should be made, and a transcript 
sent to the Court within six months. This law was, evi- 
dently, only partially obeyed, as late as September, 1639, 
when Stephen Winthrop was made Recorder. In Septem- 
ber, 1642, Mr. Winthrop was allowed to go to England, and 
November 13, 1644, William Aspinwall was chosen Recorder 
till the next Court of Election. If the Book of Possessions 
be in Aspinwall’s writing, it would seem most probable that 
he compiled the 111 pages during the year 1645, following 
his appointment. 

On p. 4 of the original Richard Bellingham has recorded 
apiece of marsh, “with John Hills and the highway on the 
west: the Common Marsh on the north: John Lowe on the 
east: Henry Symons, John Hills and the Cove on the south.” 
This seems to be the lot granted by the town to Bellingham, 
27, 11 mo., 1644, after another strip was granted to Joshua 
Scottow. 

Again: Thomas Scottow (p. 64) is entered as owning 
the lot on School street, which he sold to the town, 31st, 1 
mo., 1645. Certainly this transaction must have been known 
very soon to all the inhabitants, as the house and lot were 
bought for the town’s use. 

So, again, Suff. Deeds, i. 59, has a deed dated 4th, 2 mo., 
1645, recorded 21st same month, of Edmund Jackson to 
Thomas Leverett, three acres on the new field. In the Book 
of Possessions it still stands as number two of Jackson’s 
lot. 

It seems that Valentine Hill was an early owner of land on 
the east side of State street. Our town records, p. 28 of 
original, show that 25th, 1 mo., 1639, he had leave to build: 
a house and shop on the lot which he had bought from 
William Aspinwall. By Suff. Deeds, i. 100, it seems he 
sold this lot, house, and shop, to David Sellick, 24,12, 1641, 
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and also Ist, 6 mo., 1641, to Mary Friend, a quarter of an 
acre bounded by the street south, Sellick west, Edward 
Tyng east, and said Hill north. These deeds were recorded 
27, (12,) 1648. 

But in the Book of Possessions Valentine Hill’s lots then 
were, first, one on the west side of Washington street, the 
prison west, the meeting-house and Truesdale north: Sedge- 
wick south; and secondly a lot beyond Valley Acre : while 

David Sellick is named in the Book of Possessions, p. 55, 
as owner of the lot which he has bought. 

So, again, Suff. Deeds,i. 60, record a deed to William 
Davies from Valentine Hill, apparently of part of his lot, 
with the prison garden west, the street east, Philemont 
Portmont and the meeting-house north, and the ordinary 
in the possession of James Pen, south; dated and recorded 
20th, 3d mo., 1645. 

These items all seem to confirm the idea that the compilation 
of these 111 pages was made by Aspinwall very soon after 
his appointment, taking no note of sales even in the early 
months of 1645. 

It must be remembered, however, that the record is not 
complete. We find many instances of persons put down as 
abutters on lots described, and yet no record of those 
persons as distinct owners. At the same time the first 
volume of deeds contains but few entries in regard to trans- 
fers of land in Boston at that date. In fact, in order to 
understand the entries in the Book of Possessions it is often 
necessary to refer to deeds two or three generations later, 
when the land was sold by measurement and description. 

At a meeting of the General Court, Oct. 19, 1652, it was 
voted, that, whereas the passing of houses and land in 
England was effectually done in various ways, and whereas 
certain in this jurisdiction are apt to rest upon a verbal 
bargain or sale for houses or lands, henceforth no such sale 
should be good in law unless made by deed in writing, under 
hand and seal and delivered, or possession given, etc., unless 
the deed be acknowledged according to law and recorded. 
(Ree., i. 280.) 

They had previously, June 19, 1650 (Rece., iii. 203), 
provided that a sale recorded by the recorder of the county 
should be sufficient without any further certifying to the 
Secretary of the General Court. 

May 6, 1657 (Rec., iii. 422), the Court recites, “The 
great neglect of many persons, in the infancy of these 
plantations, to observe any due order or legal course for the 
confirmation of such sales and alienation of houses and lands 
as have passed,” and then arders that every one who did, 
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before the passage of the law of 1652, possess or occupy 
house or land in fee simple, should ever after this date hold 
the same, unless a counter-claim was prosecuted to effect 
within five years from May 20, 1657. 

The result was that long afterwards deeds and. depositions 
were recorded, of which the following is an example : — 

In Suffolk Deeds, lib. 12, f. 364, is the deposition dated 
May 5, 1683, of William Dawes, aged 64, and wife Susanna, 
that they lived in Boston from 1652 and before, and that Mr. 
Simon Eyre, physician, in the said year 1652, lived in and 
possessed the very same house in Boston where his son John 
now lives, adjoining upon the ground that was Mr. Richard 
Parker’s and the Prison land. 

Again: many estates were settled by order of the Court, and 
the record is to be sought in the Probate files instead of the 
Registry of Deeds. The note-book of Thomas Lechford, 
the first lawyer in the colony, fortunately preserved in 
manuscript, contains doubtless memoranda in regard to early 
transfers of land. Aspinwall refers to one volume of his 
records as notary public (see p. 54), and even to a second 
Book of Possessions. (See original, pp. 43, 50, 73, 88, 129.) 
His “ Book of Mortgages” (see p. 14) seems to be volume 
first of Suffolk Deeds. The “great booke of Records of 
Copies, etc.” (p. 77), may be the same. 

October 14th or 23d, 1651, Mr. Aspinwall was set aside 
from his offices, Mr. Rawson was made Recorder of Suffolk, 
and Jonathan Negoos was made clerk of the writs for Boston. 
This, of course, fixes the latest date for the compilation of 
the Book of Possessions. 

It may be well to state here that, in 1866, the late Wm. 
Appleton made a map of the locations of the lots of the 
owners mentioned in the Book of Possessions, and printed a 
few copies. The scale is about 16 inches by 12 inches. Mr. 
George Lamb has prepared a map 9 ft. 4 in. by 5 ft. 4 in., 
undertaking to mark thereon the outlines of the several 
estates. This map was purchased by the Trustees of the 
- Public Library. It has been photographed in nine sections, 
and copies have been distributed for corrections. It is a 
very creditable beginning, but the boundary lines are purely 
imaginary, and will require almost entire revision. This 
must he the work of years, if correctness be attainable at 
all. 

The more modest plans and descriptions prepared by Mr. 
Justin Winsor, for the second volume of the “Memorial 
History of Boston,” are reproduced in the appendix to this 
volume, and will be found most serviceable. 
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«It is hoped that the work herein performed will 
accurate and durable. As successive volumes are ° 
information will increase, but it does not seem probable that 

anything can lessen the value of the Book of Possessions.

APPENDIX. 


NOTES ON BOOK. OF POSSESSIONS. 


It has already been mentioned, in the Introduction to this Part, 
that Mr. Winsor had furnished in the second volume of the 
Memorial History of Boston, plans and descriptions elucidating 
the Book of Possessions. By the kindness of the publishers of 
that book, and in concurrence with Mr. Winsor’s consent, leave was 
obtained to reproduce that sketch; but, on further consideration, 
this idea was somewhat changed. Mr. Winsor’s plans were not 
exact parts of one map; as, for satisfactory reasons, he repeated 
some parts of one plan in another. In other words, if his several 
plans were cut out and laid side by side, they would not make one 
continuous map. 

On the other hand, Lamb’s map was constructed on a continuous 
system. Of its ten sheets, nine contained portions of the outline 
of old Boston. It seemed, therefore, best to reduce his sections to 
a size suited to our pages, and to give a number to each estate. 
In the reduced form it is impossible to give the names of the 
owners of lots, as Lamb has done, or to give his boundary lines. 
This is the less to be regretted, because, as already stated, those 
lines are purely imaginary. On the other hand, by using plans 
covering exactly the same territory as Lamb’s, the present notes 
can always be used as a key or guide to those larger plans. 

The writer has accordingly carefully revised the reduced plans 
and indicated the lots by numbers. For the descriptions Winsor’s 
text was used wherever it could be, the additions and corrections . 
being put in parenthesis and initialed. In this way the first place 
is given to Winsor, who is entitled to the credit of having first 
suggested and executed the method of making the Book of Posses- 
sions available to the general reader. In a few instances the 
revision has led the editor to differ from Winsor and Lamb, but 
in most of the descriptions there is no cause for doubt. 

Of course much remains to be done in tracing each lot from 
the first grant to the present time. Mr. Bowditch’s Gleaner 
articles (volume five of the Record Commissioners’ Reports) show 
how interesting the study of old titles and boundaries may be 
made. As the Book of Possessions gives bounds and not measure- 
ments, the size and form of the first grant can be discovered only 
. when these lots became subject to sale or division. 
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It is confidently hoped that the plans, descriptions, and number- 
ing now submitted to all interested, will prove of sufficient assist- 
ance to stimulate renewed labor in the investigation of our early 
topography. The annexed table will show that all of the first 
grants recorded in the Book of Possessions have been located, 
with a reasonable degree of accuracy, covering thus the first one 
hundred and eleven pages of that work. 

Undoubtedly the publication of the second portion of the Boston 
Town Records (A.D. 1660-1700), now in press, and to be issued 
as a Report of the Record Commissioners, will supply many facts 
hitherto unknown. ~Much also remains to be gleaned from the 
first volume of those Town Records already printed. Even the 
Records of the Colony, published by the State so many years ago, 
have apparently not been systematically examined for Boston 
items. 

When the necessary material has been gathered, it will be 
possible to write such a history of Boston as will satisfy the anti- 
quary ; and it is not perhaps absurd to anticipate that in another 
century the inhabitants of our Western States will trace the noted 
localities in Boston with the same reverent interest with which we 
now visit the cities and towns of England.

It does not appear that any grant of land was made so far south 
as this. ‘The east end is about on Castle street, which was the 
south line of William Colborn’s field. The cross-lines in the centre 
agree with the fortifications, which were a little south of Dover 
street. A few items from the town records will show the use made 
of the land. Oct. 28, 1639, Samuel Sherman was allowed to keep 
up his cow-house, which he had built upon the common by the gate 
next Roxbury, and had leave to mow the plot ‘‘ compassed about 
with small creeks next the great creek between Roxbury and us.” 
April 27, 1640, Sherman’s leave was renewed, and he was ‘ en- 
joined to set his fence straight, so as he do not encroach upon the 
highway.” He had liberty for several years to mow there. 

26th, 6mo, 1644, ‘‘ It is ordered and agreed with James Penn, 
that in consideration of his land at the Fort hill, be it more or 
less, he shall have three acres laid out next to William Hibbins 
his land near Roxbury gate.” 

On May 31, 1652 (Suff. Deeds, i., 211), William Hibbins, of 
Boston, sold to Margery Eliot, widow, for the use of her children 
by elder Jacob Eliot, her late husband, five acres of land near 
Roxbury gate, bounded north and south by land of Jacob Eliot, 
west by Boston Common, east by the highway to Roxbury. 

And at the same time James Penn sold to Margery Eliot, five 
acres at Roxbury gate, part marsh, part upland, bounded by land 
of Mr. William [Hibbins? — the name is lacking] south, Boston 
Common north, Roxbury creek west, and the highway to Rox- 
bury east. 

About the same time, May 27, 1652 (Col. Rec., iii., 274) it is 
recorded that ‘‘ In answer to the petition of Margery Eliot, widow, 
for the confirmation of the sale of a certain parcel of land, sold 
by the deacons of the Church of Boston, administrators to Sam. 
Sherman, unto Joseph Eliot, deceased, ordered,” —that an answer 
be delayed until next session, and that the administrators give an 
account to the next County Court. 

May 7, 1662 ( Zec., Vol. iv., Part ii., p. 47) the Court decided on 
the petition of Samuel and Nathaniel Sherman, and Mary Clarke, 
children of the late Sam. Sherman, against Mr. Colborn, adminis- 
trator, that they had no cause of complaint. 

28th, 2 mo. 1645, liberty was granted to Widow Howen to cut 
hay for the wintering of one cow, in some part of the marsh near 
Roxbury gate, where cattle cannot come to feed. 

llth, 1 mo, 1650, Peter Oliver was allowed £15 annually for 
seven years to maintain the highways from Jacob Eliot’s barn to 
the farthest gate by Roxbury town’s end, for cart and horse.

C. a. Garret Bourne. See F. 104. East side of Washington st. 

C. x. William Colborn. [House and garden, with J. Leger 
north, the High street east, the lane and E. Belcher south, no west 
bound. This was the north-west corner of Washington and 
Boylston streets. —W.H.W. | . 

C. 2. Edward Belcher. [House and garden, with Mr. Colborn 
east and north, the lane south, W. Talmage west. Evidently a 
front lot, with Colborn’s lot behind it. It was afterwards divided. 
Bernard Trott bought the west half, being 70 feet wide and 71 feet 
deep, and the east half was given in the same year to Mary, wife 
of Edward Belcher, Jr. — W.H.W.] 

C. 3. William Talmage. [House and garden, with the street 
south, E. Belcher east, T. Snow north and west. In 1669 Talmage 
sold the west halfof this lot to Bernard Trott. It was 63 feet south 
on Snow’s lane, west 57 feet on Snow, north 54 feet on Snow’s 
orchard. The east half was sold in 1704 by Anne Flack, as heiress 
of Talmage, to William Griggs, bound south on the street 48 feet, 
west by Griggs (who must have got the Trott half), north by 
Platt 60 feet, east by land late of Talmage 64 feet. Thus the 
full lot was 64 feet on the east, 131 feet on Boylston street, 114 
feet on the rear, and 57 feet on the west. — W.H.W. | 

C. 4. Thomas Snow. [Lot not recorded, but clearly shown 
in bounds of C. 3 and C. 5. In 1667 Snow sells to H. Usher, 
T. Lake, and P. Oliver, his old dwelling-house ‘‘on which the 
sign of the Dove is fastened.” He sells in breadth south to the 
path leading to his new house which faces on the street, and so to 
the fence which parts the house lots from the pasture; and also 
the pasture, which has this fence south, Colbron and Talmage east, 
the lane issuing out of the Common west, and land now fenced in 
by Goy. Bellingham north. After Snow died his widow, Milcha, 
or Milcah, married William Wright, and in 1672 they sold the 
pasture above described to Thomas Platts. In 1678 the heirs 
made a division. They were Samuel Snow, Mehitable Snow, 
Meletiah, wife of Samuel Fisher, of Braintree, and Abigail wife of 
William Wright, Jr., her step-brother. (In 1683 Samuel sold his 
lot to Platt.) 
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A plan is recorded (Suff. Deeds, ii., f. 82) which is here given 
as one of the earliest in our registry. 
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The lot of Gov. Bellingham, mentioned in 1667, was evidently 
the lot granted him 29th. 3 mo. 1665 (Boston Records, Vol. 2, p. 
20), as follows: ‘‘ In consideration of Land received of Richard 
Bellingham, esq, for the Town high way toward Roxbury, in ex- 
change thereof we have granted and laid out a square piece of 
ground butting upon Thomas Snow on the south, and Mr. Col- 
bron on the east, and the Common on the west, and north as it is 
now fenced in.” Bellingham had given 334 rods to the street 
(Records, Vol. 2, p. 16), which was at the time, September, 1664, 
when Washington street was laid out south from Boylston street 
on the present line. The old road to Roxbury was east, follow- 
ing the beach. 

[The lane west, now Tremont street, must have been laid out 
between 1665 and 1667. — W.H.W. | 

C. 5. Robert Walker. [House and garden, with the street 


south, the Common north, T. Snow east, W. Brisco west. 
— W.H.W. |

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C. 6. William Briscoe. [House and garden, with the street 
south, the Common north, R. Walker east, and Flacke west. 
— W.H.W.] 

C. 7. Cotton Flack. [Lot not recorded. In 1658, Jane, 
widow of Cotton Flack, sold to Thomas Clarke a house and garden 
of about half an acre, with a common lane south, the Common 
north, Goodman Brisco east, andisaid Thomas Clarke west. 
29th. 4 mo. 1640. ‘ Cotton Flack hath a house lot granted him 
in the way from Mr. Coleburne’s house to the sea, next to Good- 
man Briscoe’s.” (Boston Records, vol. 1, p. 44.) In 1676 
Clarke sold this lot to his son-in-law Thomas Baker, sen., who 
married his daughter Leah. Their children were Thomas, John, 
Mary, and Rachel, who married George Waldron. These Bakers 
sold to their brother-in-law Waldron, in 1704, land bounded east 
300 feet on Edward Bromfield, north 261 feet on the Common, 
west 361 feet on the Common, south 4388 feet on the street. In 
1714 Waldron sold his lot to Col. Thomas Fitch, whence it came 
to Andrew Oliver, Jr., who sold to William Foster in 1780, from 
whom the town in 1787 bought it. 

As Flack had Clarke west, it is perhaps useless to inquire how 
much was coyered by Flack’s lot. Evidently Clarke was the most 
westerly owner, and the lane ‘‘ turned south to the sea,” leaving 
some common land and marsh outside him at the west. — W.H.W. | 

C. 8. Jacob Eliot. [House and garden, with the highway 
east, W. Talmage west, the lane north, and Mr. Colborne’s field 
south. This is the south-west corner of Washington and Boylston 
streets, where the market now stands. In the division of Eliot’s 
property this went to his son-in-law, Theophilus Frary, thence to 
his daughter Abigail, wife of Berechiah Arnold, then to her only 
child, Hannah, who married Samuel Welles. The market-house 
was moved south eleven feet in 1870. — W.H.W. |] 

C. 9. William Talmage. [His lot No. 2,a garden bounded 
with J. Eliot east and south, the street north, and R. Walker west. 
This lot seems in 1690 to be in possession of Capt. Samuel Veazie 
(see his will, Suff. Wills, xi., 243), and so in accordance with deeds 
of adjoining estate. He was twice married, left noissue, but had 
five sisters. Yet, in 1706, Anne, widow of Cotton Flack, as niece 
and sole heiress of William Talmage, sold this lot to John Clough. 
(Suff. Deeds, xxii., 486.) Her mother was Christian Belcher, own 
sister to Talmage, and Anne was the only daughter. (See deposi- 
tion of John Marion.) (Deeds, xxi., 644.) 

Clough, or ason of the same name, seems to have remained the 
owner in 1740, when Holyoke street was laid out through it; 
a street also called Clough street, and now Tremont street. — 
W.H.W.} 

C. ro. Robert Walker. [His second lot, with W. Talmage 
east, the street north, J. Cranwell west,and J. Eliot south. This lot 
seems to have passed to Thomas Downes prior to 1674, and to have 
been exchanged by him with his brother-in-law, Capt. Jacob Eliot. 
Eliot gave it, 19 March, 1678-9, to his son-in-law, Elizur Holyoke, 
when the lot was about 60 feet wide and 132 feet deep. I have 
been obliged to assume various unrecorded divisions of the Eliot. 
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lands among the various branches of the family, in order to make 
any sense out of the existing deeds.— W.H.W. 

C. 11. John Cranwell. [House and garden, with Robert Walk- 
er east, the street north, R. Root west, and on the south two acres 
belonging to the same; which two acres had the garden north, Mr. 
Roe east, R. Croychley west and south. Cranwell’s lots went to his 
brother, Richard C. of Woodbridge, in the county of Suffolk, who 
in 1642 made his brother-in-law, Thomas Marrett of Cambridge, 
hisattorney. Marrett sold, in 1652, to Margery, widow of the first 
Jacob Eliot. In fact Dea. Eliot had bargained for the lot before 
he died, and left it by will to his daughter Hannah, who married 
Theophilus Frary.— W.H.W. | 

C. 12. Ralph Roote. [House and garden, with J. Cranwell 
east, J. Cranwell and R. Croychley south, W. Salter west, and the 
street north. This lot was sold in March, 1659-60, to James 
Balston.— W.H.W. | 

C. 13. William Salter. [House and garden, with R. Roote 
east, the street north, J. Eliot and R. Croychley south, the Com- 
mon west. This was the end lot, on the south side of Boylston 
street. In 1689, at a division of Salter’s land, this lot was as- 
signed to his son Jabez, when it bounded north and west on the 
highway to Fox Hill, south on J. Eliot, east on the marsh in the 
occupation of the heirs of John Leverett. I suspect that there had 
been an encroachment by the sea between Salter’s land and 
Roote’s lot, as this marsh on the east seems new. Frog Lane 
‘¢turned southerly to the sea,” in 1708, according to the list of 
streets ; and we know the *‘ Round Marsh” was the old terminus 
of the road.— W.H.W. | 

C. 14. William Salter. [His lot No. 2, being an acre in Mr. 
Colborne’s field, with the Common north, the Bay west, J. Eliot 
south and east. This lot was sold in 1678 by Mary, widow of 
William Salter, to John Leverett.— W.H.W. 

C. 15. Richard Croychley. [His lot No.2, being two acres in 
Mr. Colborne’s field, with J. Eliot east and west, R. Parker south, 
W. Salter north. This lot he held in right of his step-children, he 
having married Alice, widow of William Dinely. This lot of 24 
acres seems to have been sold in 1669 by Father-gone Dinely to 
Jacob Eliot, when the south bound was on lands of John Leverett, 
who seems to have the Parker lot. Perhaps Dinely exchanged 
with Eliot, for in 1675 D. sold to Leverett 24 acres ‘* lately bought 
of J. Eliot,” with Colborne’s heirs south, Eliot north and east, the 
sea west. All of these Leverett lots seem to have passed to 
Elisha Cook, son-in-law of J. Leverett.— W.H.W. ] 

C. 16. Richard Parker. [Lot not in the Book, but mentioned 
in the bounds of C. 15. Undoubtedly it passed to Eliot or Leverett. 
— W.H.W. |] 

C. 17. Mr. Roe. [Lot mentioned as east of Cranwell’s lot, C. 
11, but not otherwise mentioned. 

20th, 4 mo., 1646, land at Mount Wallaston was laid out for 
Owen Roe (or Rowe) of London, ‘+ having a house and town’s lott 
among us and certain cattell.” He never came here, and doubtless 
this lot passed to some resident. — W.H.W. | 


— 
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C. 18. William Colborn. [His field not laid down in the Book, 
though cited in C. 15. Croychley’s lot was the great end grant. 
By a decision of our Supreme Court, in 1840 (Sparhawk vs. 
Bullard, 1 Met., 95), it was fixed that Colborn’s south line was the 
north side of Castle street. If, as I suppose, John Cornish was 
an heir of Colborn, then the Dinely lots were the north bound of 
the Colborn field. The subsequent history of this land is connected 
with that of the Eliot property, in the hands of Eliots, Frarys, 
Lillies, Belchers, and others. — W.H.W. | 

Winsor writes, ‘‘ Here, upon what was later known as Hollis 
street, upon land given by Governor Belcher, who lived in the 
neighborhood, a small wooden meeting-house was built in 1732, in 
which Mather Byles was the first minister. This building stood 
upon the present site of the church till 1787. Byles lived in a 
house whose site is partly covered by Tremont street, opposite 
where Shawmut avenue enters it. Belcher lived on the easterly 
side of the main street, on the lot between the present Harvard 
and Bennett streets. (Drake’s Boston, 585.) Belcher’s mansion 
was bought in 1765 by Thomas Amory, the lovalist. For the 
grants south of Castle strect see Gleaner Articles, No. 13.” 

C. 19. [Not located on map. This is William Davies, Sr.’s, 
lot No. 3, thus described: ‘* One acre bounded with Jacob Eliot 
east and south, Mr. Colbourne west, and the sea on the north. This 
lies in Mr. Colborne’s field.” (Book of Possessions, p. 57.) This 
description is very bewildering, for there is no part of Colborne’s 
field where the sea is north. Possibly it means some lot on the 
east side of Washington street, but it must be studied up care- 
fully. — W.H.W. | 

C. 20. Lots not located. [It seems that 27th, 7 mo., 1641, 
** there is a house-lott graunted to John Search neare unto the 
house-lott of Robert Walker.” Again, 29th, 7 mo., 1645, ‘* there 
is graunted unto Arthur Clarke a howse-lot next unto the house-lot 
of John Search, to be layd out by Wm. Colbron and Jacob Eliot.” 
In the Book of Possessions, p. 95, William Blaintain’s lot No. 2 
is ** a house-lott, bounded with John Serch west, William Brisco 
east, the street south, and the Common north.” But on the 30th, 
1 mo., 1646, ‘* William Brisco, Tho. Buttolfe, [Jacob] Leager, 
William Blanton, John Search, Robert Woodward, that hath hows 
lots unbuilt on them, shalbe warned to the next townse mettinge.” 
As Cotton Flack, 29th, 4 mo., 1640, had a house lot granted him 
in the way from Mr. Coleborne’s house to the sea, next to Goodman 
Briscoe’s, which he held afterwards, and as Blaintain’s grant 
would have been this very lot, and Serch was west of that, and 
Clark next to Serch, it seems extremely probable that these three 
grants were ‘*‘ unbuilt on,” because Mr. Flack protested. We may 
safely assume that they came to nought. — W.H.W.] 
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Mar D, or No. 4.

The outline given herein is that of the Common, and of the part 
which was probably never granted. As already shown by Map C, 
there was a row of house-lots on the north side of Boylston street, 
which the town long afterwards bought back. It would be useless 
to try to fix the extreme north boundaries of these, as they have 
again been merged in Boston Common. 

The island herein shown is Fox Hill, a small eminence long 
since dug down, but which was probably near the site of the pres- 
ent pond in the Public Garden. The lower part of the Common 
was a marsh, and this hill must have been quite small in size. It 
was, however, sometimes utilized. In 1640 Leonard Buttall was 
allowed to burn lime there, and in 1641 to have a second kiln, 
** provided that he shall have no propriety of land by virtue 
thereof.” In 1649 Thomas Painter was allowed to set up a mill 
there at forty shillings rent. 

3d, 2 mo., 1652. ‘* Ensign James Oliver and Sargent Peter 
Oliver are granted liberty for to set up a wind mill on the top of 
the hill between the town and the hill called Fox Hill; which said 
mill they are to fence in from harm and damage unto any cattle, 
and to pay unto the treasurer of the town the sum of 12d. per year 
to be paid yearly on the forfeit of 5s. for every quarter of a year 
which it shall not be paid into the treasurer, it being demanded in 
due season, the time to begin the first day that the said mill shall 
grind, and to continue to be paid unto the town so long as the mill 
shall there stand. 

** Also, — the chief military commander of this town, and also the 
chief commander of the regiment hath power at any time of their 
military exercise whether of the town or regiment for to cause the 
mill to stand still, — within the grant of this liberty to set up this 
mill, is reserved as a condition to be performed by the owners for 
employers of the said mill.” 

Feb. 26, 1665, the selectmen made a lease to Gov. John Leverett 
of a parcel of land lying and being in Boston aforesaid, called or 
known by the name of Fox Hill, with all the marsh about the same 
as far as the salt water flows, bounded with the Highway south, 
with the Town’s Commons east and north, and with the Beach and 
Sea west. It was to be for a term of forty years, at an annual 
rent of thirty shillings, with liberty reserved for the inhabitants to 
fetch sand or clay from the hill. 

Fox Hill continued to figure on our maps to the beginning of the 
present century, sometimes marked as a promontory, but once at 
least as an island.

E.1. John Cogan, 4 acre. Cogan’s executrix sold to Joshua 
Seottow, 1659, and he to Colonel Samuel Shrimpton, in 1670, 
and he in turn to John Oxenbridge, in 1671, who left it to his 
daughter, wife of Richard Scott, and they conveyed it to her sis- 
ter’s husband, Peter Thacher, in 1706. It then passed, in 1707, 
to Samuel Myles; in 1728, to George Cradock, and, in 1733, to 
John Jeffries (son of the emigrant David Jeffries), from whom it 
passed to Samuel Eliot. (Gleaner Articles, No. 33.) 

[It was his lot No. 2, about half an acre, with Mr. Bellingham 
north, Mr. Wilson south, the burying-place east, and the New 
Field west. — W.H.W. ] 

E. 2. Rey. John Wilson’s garden-plot, divided by the street, 
when laid out in 1640; and the portion north of the street, in 
1658, belonged to Elder James Penn, of the First Church, who 
devised the estate to his kinsman, Colonel Penn Townsend, whose 
executor, in 1750, sold it to Samuel Sturgis, and thence the title 
passed through John Erving, Gilbert Deblois, Nathaniel Coffin, 
and John Amory, to Samuel Eliot, and became his mansion estate. 
(Gleaner Articles, No. 33.) 

[James Brown, Book, p. 41, has a half acre in the new field, 
with Mr. Wilson’s garden north-east, A. Messenger north-west, 
the Common south. — W.H.W. ] 

E.3. James Pen. [I cannot find that this lot was mentioned 
in the Book of Possessions. It was the hill-side, with the summit 
rising high above it, and was undoubtedly considered valueless at 
this date. ‘The changes made by cutting down the hill and open- 
ing streets make it almost impossible to fix any lines on a map. 
Bowditch gives all the information attainable, and even he has to 
generalize. I cannot agree with Winsor (see his Map F, Nos. 15 
and 16), that William Kirkby or Richard Sanford owned here. 
Penn owned here as early as 1658, says Bowditch, having the cor- 
ner lot (the ‘* Albion’’), in all 70 feet, on Tremont street; he 
probably acquired of Coggan or Wilson. — W.H.W. |] 

E.4. Robert Turner. [This great tract, made up of purchases 
and possible grants, is not in the Book. Gleaner Art. 36 shows 
that in 1665 Turner bought 14 acres of land of William Pell, hav- 
ing Turner east and south; Bowditch thinks that Turner had some 
eight acres, including all the front land on Beacon street from 
Penn’s lot, or Somerset street, to the State House. The east 
bound was five feet west of Somerset street. Turner’s son-in-law, 
John Fayerweather, died in 1712, owning 124 feet on Beacon street, 
at the east portion of the Turner lot, reaching to Freeman place. 
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He had sold the west part, 135 feet on Beacon street, to Pollard, 
whence derived James Bowdoin. Other heirs of Turner inherited 
other parts. — W.H.W. ] 

E.5. Thomas Millard. [His lot No. 2, with the Common 
south, N. Eaton north, T. Scottow east, R. Truesdale west. This 
calls for a lot for Scottow, east, possibly sold to Turner before this 
date; part of his front line which Turner owned in 1655. Joshua 
Scottow also has lot No. 2, two acres in the new field, possibly 
hereabouts. — W.H.W. | 

E.6. Richard Truesdale. [His lot No. 2, three-quarters of an 
acre, with the Common south, N. Eaton north, T. Millard east, Z.

[Her lot No. 2, with Thomas Millard 
east, Z. Bosworth, W. Beamsley, and R. Sherman north-west, Sel- 
lick Chappel, Leyer and Pepys southerly.

E.10. These seem to have been granted, 1637-38, to William 
Hudson, Jr., Nathaniel Chappell, and Oliver Mellows. Later, 
Chappell was bounded on either hand by David Sellick and Jacob 
Leger, when Leger’s lot is called about an acre. Francis East 
acquired this, and perhaps the other lots later still. 

[Thus far I substantially agree with Lamb, except that he puts 
Francis East here at the date of the Book, when, in reality, he 
seems to be of later date. See Gleaner Article, No. 66.—W.H.W, | 

E.11. Richard Pepys. [Not entered in the Book, but cited 
in E. 9.— W.H.W.] It was William Blackstone’s reservation of 
six acres when he sold his rights to the town, in 1634. The orig- 
inal release of Blackstone to the town was in 1734, in the Town 
Clerk’s office, but is not now to be found. The signatures of 
Blackstone in the Memorial History, Vol. 2, are from the records 
of the university at Cambridge, England, and I owe the tracings 
to the kind attention of the Rev. George Phear of Emmanuel Col- 
lege. They respectively represent his writing at the dates of his 
taking his bachelor’s and master’s degrees. His orchard is indi- 
cated on Bonner’s map as an enclosure with trees, just east of the 
present Louisburg square. The limits of the lot are defined in Bow- 
ditch’s Gleaner Articles, No. 1, quoted in Sewall Papers, i., 74. It 
extended on Beacon street, from Spruce street, ‘‘ the north-east 
corner of Mr. William Blackstone’s payles” (Town Records, 
March, 1637-38), to the water, then flowing above Charles street. 
(See diagram in Mr. Adams’s chapter in Mem. Hist., Vol. 1.) 
Richard Pepys bought it, and built a house on it, which William 
Pollard occupied for nearly fourteen years, during which time 
Blackstone ‘‘ frequently resorted to it” on his visits from Rhode 
Island, as Anne Pollard deposed in 1711. (Sewall Papers, i., 73.) 
Pepys sold it, in 1655, to Nathaniel Williams, and Williams’s 
widow marrying Peter Bracket, the latter conveyed it to Williams’s 
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children. The original house appears to have been standing, as 
Mr. Hassam points out to me, in 1662, when the inventory of the 
estate of Nathaniel Williams, led that year, shows this item: ‘It. 
the House and land y‘ was m" Blackston’s. [£]150:00:00.” In 
1708-9 the orchard and pasture were sold to Thomas Bannister, 
and it appears as ‘ Bannister’s Gardens” on Burgiss’s map of 
1728. ‘*Gleaner” traced this descent of the lot in 1828, and 
printed the story in the Boston Courier, and repeated it in the 
Transcript in 1855. (See also Gleaner Articles, No. 50.) The lot 
was later a part of the possession of John Singleton Copley, the 
painter, and from him passed to the Mount Vernon proprietors.

LOTS 1 TO 3, EAST SIDE OF SCHOOL AND MILK STREETS. 


F.a. John Cogan. His lot is described in Map E. It is the 
Albion building, corner of Tremont and Beacon streets. 

F.xn. The burying-ground, out of which, in Andros’ time, 
was taken the lot for the King’s Chapel. 

F.1. Thomas Scottow, house and garden. His will is in 
N. E. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Oct., 1856, p. 862. He sold to the 
town, in 1645, the present City Hall lot. The town built a school- 
house upon it, and Mr. Woodmansy, the teacher, lived in the old 
house. Woodmansy bequeathed his ‘‘ little estate,” in 1677, to his 
wife Margaret, and his daughters Martha and Bethia. His will is 
in N. E. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Jan., 1862, p. 55. In 1666 
Daniel Henchman was employed to assist Woodmansy. Benjamin 
Tompson succeeded Woodmansy in 1667, acting with Henchman. 
Jan. 3, 1671, the celebrated Ezekiel Cheever took the school, and 
kept it until 1703. An account of Cheever, by Mr. Hassam, in 
N. EB. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., 1879, p. 175, gives various particu- 
lars about the school-house while it was in charge of this master. 
Cheever was succeeded by Nathaniel Williams. Thomas Prince 
preached Williams’ funeral sermon, which was printed in N. EF. 
Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Oct., 1854, p. 3868. Williams died in 
1738, and was followed by John Lovell. 

Between the teacher's house and the school-house Richard 
Cooke was permitted, in 1652, to build, paying a ground rent, 
which went for the school-master’s salary. In 1703 a new school- 
house was built on the spot. The ground now in front of the 
City Hail was sold by the town later, and again repurchased. 
Just below this there stood, in the provincial times, the dwelling 
of Jean Paul Mascarene, a Huguenot, who went to Nova Scotia 
in 1711, became Governor there; but died in Boston, in 1760. A 
little further down the street was the ‘‘Cromwell’s Head Tavern,” 
a somewhat famous resort in the provincial period; and here 
Washington lodged when he came to Boston, in 1756. Just above 
this inn lived the merchant and wit, Joseph Green. 

F.c. Richard Hutchinson. The corner of his lot on School 
street shows here, and is fully described as G. 62. 

F. 2. Governor Winthrop’s. His house stood nearly opposite 
the foot of School street. His ‘‘ green” is now occupied by the 
Old South Church. Before his death he deeded the property to his 
son Stephen, reserving right of occupancy of one-half for his own 
and his wife’s life. The property came into the possession of 
John Norton, the minister of the First Church, whose will is given 
in NV. EB. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., October, 1857, p. 342; and his 
widow gave it to the Third Church, and upon it their first edifice 
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was built, in 1670,—a wooden structure, which gave place, in 
1729, to the present building. 

F. 3. Atherton Hough, house. This is the point at which 
James Boutineau, who married a sister of Peter Faneuil, in the 
provincial period, had his mansion. [This is his lot No. 2, street 
south, Common west, Mr. Hibbins east, R. Sherman north. — 
W.H.W. } 


LOTS 4 TO 13, SOUTH-WEST SIDE OF MILK STREET, FROM 
WASHINGTON STREET DOWN THE HILL. 


F. 4. Robert Reynolds, shoemaker, house and garden. His 
will, 1658, is in N. H. Hist. and Geneal. Rey., April, 1855, p. 137; 
gives his house and orchard, after his wife’s decease, to his son 
Nathaniel, who removed to Bristol, R.I. <A family distinguished 
in the medical profession represents the blood in Boston to-day. 
[He had the High street west, and the Fort street north. — 
W.H.W. | 

F.5. John Stevenson, house and garden. His widow married 
William Blackstone, and the lot passed, in 1646, to Abraham 
Page; and then, same year, to John Hansett, of Roxbury; but 
the spot got its chief glory sixty years later, when Benjamin 
Franklin was born here. 

F.6. Nathaniel Bishop, house and garden. A lane was laid 
out (Oct. 15, 1645; March 23, 1646) west of this lot, running 
through to Summer street, nearly the present Hawley street, and 
known early as Bishop’s alley. 

[He had a deep lot, having J. Stevenson, R. Waite, and E. 
Fletcher west. W. Hudson, Sr., was on his south. — W.H.W. | 

F.7. Nicholas Parker. [House and garden, with the street 
north, R. Scott south, N. Bishop west, James Penn east. — W.

1G James Penn. [House and garden, with the street north, 
R. Parker west, J. Kenrick east; no south bound; but Robert 
Scott and Thomas Oliver were on his south, as their lots (F. 37, 
and F. 36) show. —W.H.W. | 

F.g9. John Kendrick. [House and garden, with the street 
north, J. Penn west, W. Dinsdale east; no south bound; but 
clearly it was T. Oliver’s garden. See his lot F. 36. —W.H.W. | 

F.10. William Dinsdale. [House and garden, with the street 
north, R. Seott south, J. Leverett west, R. Rice east. This west 
bound is not explained. — W.H.W. | 

F. 11. Robert Rice. [House and garden, with the street 
north, Capt. Keayne south, W. Dinsdale west, W. Pell east. — 
W.H.W. | 

F. 12. William Pell. [House and garden, with the street 
north, Capt Keayne south, R. Rice west, and J. Spoore east. — 
i 

F. 13. John Spoore. [His lot No. 2, of an acre and a half, 
with the street north, R.. Turner south, R. Fairbanks east, Capt. 
R. Keayne and W. Pell west. See also G. 74, which probably 
joined this on the north. —W.H.W. ] 
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LOTS 14 TO 18, AROUND FORT HILL AND THE SHORE, NORTH 
TO SUMMER STREET. 


F.14. Richard Fairbanks. [His lot No. 4, on the Fort field, 
with J. Spoore west, Mr. Hibbens north-east, R. Turner south- 
west, R. Gridley south-east. (Mr. Hibbens’ lot is shown in G. 75.) 
The street (Fort street, now Milk street) ran through Spoore’s 
two lots, and seems to have ended against Fairbanks or the Creek. 
—W.H.W.] Richard Fairbanks’ pasture, 5 a. It was this past- 
ure, east of the present Pearl street, that Theodore Atkinson, not 
long after 1700, sold to Edward Gray, who built ropewalks on it 
in 1712. They are seen in Bonner’s map in 1722. In 1732 a 
lane running parallel to the building was called Hutchinson street, 
changed in 1800 to Pearl. A son, John Gray, succeeded to the 
business. Gleaner Articles, No. 16, traces the history of these 
ropewalk lots. 

F.15. Richard Gridley. [Another lot, with R. Turner north- 
west, J. Harrison south-west, the Bay south-east, and the Fort 
north-east. —W.H.W.] Richard Gridley’s pasture. It was in 
this pasture, which, in Bonner’s map, is intersected by Gibbs’s 
lane, with Gibbs’s wharf on the shore just north of it, that Colonel 
Robert Gibbs built his famous house, which surprised the colonial 
town by its costliness. His wife Elizabeth survived him. 

F.16. William Davies, Sr. His lot No. 2, of a house and 
three quarters of an acre, with the water south-east, R. Gridley 
south-west, north-west and north-east. — W.H.W. | 

F.17. John ‘Harrison, house. He established on this lot 
the first rope-walk, about 1641. (Gleaner Articles, No. 16.) 

F. 18. Richard Gridley, captain of militia, house and land. 
It was on this ground, after Purchase street, then called Belcher’s 
Lane, was laid out, that Captain Samuel Adams, the father of the 
patriot, lived; and here, in 1722, the-latter was born, in a fine, 
commanding house overlooking the harbor. Adjoining was his 
malt-house and other buildings. Adams, the father, had bought 
the lot in 1712, and a wharf on the water-front was long known by 
his name. East of this, on aline of the present Gridley street, 
Captain John Bonner lived. 


LOTS 19 TO 22, BOUNDED BY SUMMER AND SOUTH STREETS

F.19. Nicholas Baxter. [House and lot, with the street or 
lane north and west, E. Brown and the Bay east, M. Irons south.

[House and garden, with N. Baxter 
north and west, the Bay east, M. Irons south. — W.H.W. | 

F. 21. Matthew Iyons or Irons. [House and lot, with the lane 
west, the Bay east, N. Baxter and E. Brown north, W. Leatherland 
south.

The records show that William Teffe, tailor, agreed to buy

he bought a house and $ acre of Edward Gibbons, which the latter 
had bought of William Mauer, and he of William Hudson, Sr., in 
1639. 

F. 24. Thomas Munt. [House and lot, with W. Teft east and 
north, the Cove south, J. Negoos west. —W.H.W.|] ‘Thomas 
Munt had permission in 1635 to fence in a piece of marsh before 
his house for the making of brick. (See NV. H. Hist. and Geneal. 
Reg., April, 1862, p. 162.) 

Pees: Jonathan Negoos. [House and lot, with the Cove south, 
W. Teft north, T. Munt east, T. Foster west. — W.H.W. 4 

F. 26. Thomas Foster. [House and lot, with the Cove south, 
Mrs. Tuttle north, J. Negoos east, and R. Woodhouse west. 

F. 27. Richard Tuttle, and afterward his widow, had a wind- 
mill here, near the present Church-Green estate. In 1642 per- 
mission was given to remove the wind-mill into the fort; but the 
lot had a wind-mill on it when it subsequently passed to Edward 
Holyoke, Richard Woodward, and then to William Aspinwall. It 
was often spoken of as the ‘‘ South Wind-mill.” After that portion 
of Bedford street (called Blind lane) which connects with Summer 
street was cut through, the lot formed by the junction seems to 
have come into the possession of the town, by which it was granted, 
in 1715, to a new society, which became the New South Church. 
The edifice then built stood through the Provincial period, and was 
replaced in 1814 by the structure which the present generation 
remember as upon the spot before 1868. It is not explained why 
the site was called ‘‘ Church Green” before it was contemplated to 
use it for church purposes. (Sewall Papers, iii., 61.) 


LOTS 28 TO 40, NORTH SIDE OF SUMMER STREET FROM HIGH 
STREET TO HAWLEY STREET, INCLUDING INTERIOR LOTS 
TOWARD MILK STREET. 


F. 28. Benjamin Gillam. [House and lot, with W. Deming 
west and north, R. Turner’s pasture east, and the lane south-east. 
This was the north corner of Summer and High streets. — W.H. 
W.] Gillam’s inventory, in 1670, speaks of his estate on the shore 
as comprising a dwelling-house, shed, and wash-house, valued at 
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£360. It includes also part of a ship on the stocks, £398, — 
probably building at this point. (See his tamily connections in JN. 
EB. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., July, 1865, p. 254.) The present High 
street is called in 1642 the highway, already begun from widow 
Tuthill’s windmill to the Fort, twenty foot broad. 

F.29. Robert Turner’s pasture ; sold six acres in 1652 to Richard 
Fairbanks. Long Lane (Federal Street) was later cut through the 
westerly part of this lot, and upon it the meeting-house was built 
in 1744, in which Channing subsequently ministered. 

F. 30. William Deming. [House and lot, with the lane south- 
east, B. Gillam east, M. Engles west, and Capt. Keayne north. — 
W.H.W. | 

F. 31. Captain Robert Keayne, garden. This lot fell to 
Keayne’s grand-daughter Anne and her husband, Captain Nicholas 
Paige, and from them passed to Daniel Johonnot in 1719, then 
bounding east, on Long Lane, while on its easterly bounds stood 
Mr. Johonnot’s distillery and store-houses. In 1793 it was sold to 
the trustees of the Boston Theatre ; and on one part of it, separated 
from the theatre lot by Franklin street, the Catholics, in 1803, 
erected their first church. (WN. #. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Oct. 
1852, p. 358.) 

[This great lot is his lot No. 2, called a garden, with John 
Spoore east, W. Pell and R. Rice north, no other bounds. — 

F. 32. Robert Scott. [Apparently his lot No. 2, with Capt. 
Robert Keayne east, T. Oliver west, John Webb north, though 
this last is not clear. — W.H.W. ] 

F. 33. Maudit Engles. [House and lot, with the Mill street 
south, Mr. Scott north, W. Deming east, and B. Negoos west. — 

F. 34. Benjamin Negoos. [House and lot, with Mill street 
south, Mr. Oliver north, M. Engles east, G. Waite west. — 

F. 35. Gamaliel Waite. [House and lot, with the Mill street 
south, IT. Oliver north, B. Negoos east, J. Palmer west. — 
W.H.W.| 

F. 36. Thomas Oliver. [His lot No. 3, a garden, with Robert 
Scott east and west, J. Penn and J. Kenrick north, no south 
bound, but Negoos and Waite were south by their lines. — 

F. 37. Robert Scott. [His lot No. 4, a garden, with W. Hud- 
son, Sr., west, N. Parker and J. Penn north, Jacob Leager east, and 
Edward Bates south. ‘These last two bounds are hard to explain. 
— W.H.W.|] 

F. 38. John Palmer, Sr. [House and garden, with the Mill 
street south, G. Waite east, R. Scott and Wm. Hudson, Jr., north, 
A. Richardson west. —W.H.W.] Not far from this spot stood, 
in the provincial days, the elegant mansion of the younger Sir 
William Pepperrell, which was sold under the confiscation act in 
1779. (Sabine, American Loyalists, ii, 170.) 

F. 39. Amos Richardson. [House and garden, with the street 
south, J. Palmer, Sr., east, W. Hudson and R. Scott north, and J.. 
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Palmer, Jr., J. Marshall and R. Hogg west. —W.H.W.]|] James 
Stokes sold to George Bromer; he, in 1642, to Amos Richardson, 
a tailor.’ Here,in the next century, after Bishop’s Alley (the 
‘modern Hawley street) was run through, on the upper corner of it 
stood the old Seven Star Inn, giving its name for a while to the 
street ; and upon the same spot, in 1734, the first edifice of Trinity 
‘Church was erected, which stood till 1828. This land was bought 
for the church of William Speakman. 

F. 40. William Hudson, Sr., garden. Sewall, in 1794, records 
the burial of a Quaker in what seems this lot, as the Quakers did 
not have till 1709 any cemetery of their own. At the time of 
the burial it was called Brightman’s pasture and orchard. (Sewall 
‘Papers, ii., 112, and note.) 


LOTS 41 TO 45, SOUTH SIDE OF SUMMER STREET, CONTINUED. 


F. 41. George Griggs, house; allowed to sell in 1638, ‘ for 
his redeeming out of their debts,” to Mr. Tuttill of Ipswich, and 
‘Mr. Tuttill of Charlestown. In his will, in 1655, he spoke of him- 
self as sick in body. It is printed in NV. H. Hist. and Geneal. 
Reg., Oct., 1855, p. 343. 

' FY. 42. William Blantaine. William Davies, lock and gun- 
smith; granted 1638; sold to William Blantaine in 1646. The 
portion of this lot next the pond lot, belonged, early in the pro- 
vincial time, to Benjamin Church, the father of the Revolutionary 
‘traitor, who sold it, in 1742, to Robert Thompson; and he, in 
1764, to John Rowe, who built upon it a mansion, afterwards the 
residence of Judge Prescott, and which is portrayed in George 
Ticknor’s Life of William H. Prescott. In 1845 it passed, by pur- 
chase, to the Church of the Saviour, and the freestone structure | 
was built upon it, which has been taken carefully down, and recon- 
structed on Newbury street. (Shurtleff, Description of Boston, 
409.) 

- [As Davies’ lot when sold to Blantaine had Blantaine south, 
and Waite, F. 45, Hollich, F. 44, and Bell, F. 48, had Blantaine 
south, evidently he owned two lots, one perhaps including the 
pond. — W.H.W. | 

F. 43. Thomas Bell, house and garden. He died 1655, and 
his son Thomas conveyed it to John Maryon in 1668. 
F. 44. Richard Hollick, Hollidge, or Hollinghead, house and 
land. In 1680 Hollick and his wife Ann, in their old age, sold the 
lot (reserving the use of the house for their lives) to Henry Alline 
and Robert Sanderson, deacons of the First Church; but not until 
1808 did that church erect, on an inner part of this lot, their late 
meeting-house on Chauncy place. Gleaner said, in 1855, that this 
was probably the only lot in Boston held under a direct convey- 
ance from the first possessor. 

F. 45. Gamaliel Waite, garden. This lot was the site of the 
fine old mansion of the provincial time, which Leonard Vassall 
built, now marked by the building of C. F. Hovey & Co. Mr. 
T. C. Amory (NV. HE. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Jan., 1871, p. 38; 
see also Jan., 1863, p. 59) has traced the descent of the property,

and described the mansion. For the Vassall family, see WN. Z. 
 FHist. and Geneal. Reg., Jan., 1863, and Heraldic Journal, ii., 17. 
Vassall bought it in 1727 of Simeon Stoddard ; and after his death, 
in 1787, it passed by sale to Thomas Hubbard, who lived in the 
house till his death, in 1773. He had been Treasurer of Harvard 
College, and his portrait by Copley now hangs in Memorial Hall.

F. 46. Richard Woodhouse. [House and lot, with T. Foster 
east, J. Vyall west, G. Griggs north, and the Cove south. — W.

F. ‘ig John Viall, vintner; conveyed by him and his wife 
Mary, about 1644, to William Costin, carpenter; he to Edward 
Cowell, ** cordwinder”; and he and his wife Sarah in 1671, to 
Rev. James Allen, of the First Church, who was reputed to be 
** very rich,” and, perhaps, having a speculative turn, he sold it 
the next year. 

[The description is, house and garden of half an acre, with R. 
Woodhouse east, G. Griggs north, the marsh and Cove south, and 
the highway west. This highway was afterwards Short street, now 
Kingston street. — W.H.W. | 

F. 48. The Pond, ‘* the town’s watering-place.” This pond 
had become so much of a nuisance in the provincial days, that in 
1739 the question of filling it up was mooted, and in 1753 the lot 
containing it was sold by the town to David Wheeler, then con- 
taining about one-ninth of an acre. He died in 1770, and his 
wife, who held it, died in 17738. 

[Pond street became Bedford street in 1820. —W.H.W. ] 


LOTS 49 TO 63, ON THE EAST SIDE OF WASHINGTON STREET, 
FROM MILK STREET TO BEDFORD STREET. 


F. 49. Edward Fletcher, house; sold the northern part in 1646 
to William Hailstone, a tailor, from Taunton ; he to Richard Lip- 
pincott, barber. It was seemingly on this Jot that Daniel Johon- 
not, the Huguenot distiller, dwelt in his latter years. (N. #. Hist. 
and Geneal. Reg., October, 1852, p. 359.) 

F.50. Richard Waite, tailor, house and garden. An account 
of him and his family is given in N. EL. Hist. and Geneal. Req., 
1877, p. 422. 

F.51. Charity White. [House and small yard, with Francis 
East south and east, R. Waite north, the street west. —W..W.] 

F.52. Francis East. [House and garden, with the street east 
(error for west), Charity White and Richard Waite north, W. 
Hudson east, N. Eaton south. — W.H.W. ] 

F.53. Nathaniel Eaton. [House and garden, with F. East 
north, W. Hudson, Sr., east, the street west, and Rk. Hogg south. — 
W.H.W.) 

F.54. Richard Hogg. [House and garden, with A. Richard- 
son and W. Hudson east, N. Eaton north, the street west, and J. 
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Marshall south. — W.H.W.] Richard Hogg sold in 1645 to John 
Lake, and he to Thomas Wiborne in 1648, whose will, 1656, is in 
N. E. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., July, 1852, p. 289. 

F.55. John Marshall. [House and garden, with the street’ 
west, A. Richardson east, R. Hogg north, N. Woodward, Sr., south. 
—W.H.W.] 

F.56. Nathaniel Woodward, the elder. [House and garden, 
with the Mill lane south, the high street west, J. Marshall north, 
J. Palmer, Jr., east. This was, of course, the north-east corner of 
Summer and Washington streets. —W.H.W. | 

F.57. John Palmer,Jr. [House and yard, with the Mill street 
south, J. Marshall north, N. Woodward, Sr., west, and A. Richard- 
son east. — W.H.W. | 

F. 58. Elizabeth Purton, a widow as early as 1633, whose 
house, in 1651, seems to have been leased by Robert Morse to James 
Oliver. She made her mark to her will, dated 1650, which is 
printed in the NV. H#. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., July, 1853, p. 233. 
On this site, in the next century, Thomas English lived in a sightly 
mansion-house. [Her lot is not in the Book, but is named, in the

F.59. Job Judkins. [House and garden, with the street west, 
Elizabeth Purton north, R. Hull south, and G. Waite east. —

F. 60. Robert Hull, the blacksmith, house and garden. His 
will is in WN. H#. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Oct., 1861, p. 322. It 
was at this point that the printing-office stood, in 1704, where the 
first Boston newspaper, the News-Letter, was printed. [It was 
here, apparently, that Samuel Sewall, who married John Hull’s 
only child (grand-daughter of Robert), lived for many years, and 
wrote many pages of his diary. —W.H.W. ] 

F. 61. John Hurd, tailor, house and garden; mortgaged to 
Governor Dudley for £23 in 1649. It was granted to Hurd by 
John Leverett, in consideration of a garden granted Leverett, in 
the New Field. For Hurd’s descendants, see N. H. Hist. and 
Geneal. Reg., April, 1865, p. 123. 

F.62. William Blantaine. [House and garden, with the 
street west, the watering-place west, J. Hurd north, and T. 
Wheeler south.— W.H.W. | 

F.63. Thomas Wheeler. [House and garden, with the High 
street west, the lane south, the watering-place east, and W. Blan- 
taine north. This was the north-east corner of Bedford and Wash- 
ington streets. Wheeler’s will, of 1654, is in NV. #. Hist. and 
Geneal. Reg., July, 1851, p. 805. His descendants seemed to 
have remained here, and Wheeler’s Pond is mentioned several 
times in Sewall’s Diary. See ante, F. 48. — W.H.W. | 


LOTS 64 TO 73, WEST SIDE OF WASHINGTON STREET, FROM 
SCHOOL STREET TO WEST STREET. 


F. 64. Atherton Hough, house and garden. It was well up 
School-street lot that the little French church was built, about 
1714. They had bought the lot of James Meers, hatter, ten years 
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earlier. Next door to them, in 1747, Richard Cranch, card-maker, 
had his shop, — the father of Judge Cranch. 

F. 65. Francis Lyle, house and garden. Walter Blackborne, 
had his lot, which Elizabeth (his widow?) sold, in 1641, to 
Francis Lyle, the barber, who united the service of a surgeon, 
after the fashion of his day, and in this capacity served later in 
the Parliamentary army in England. Henry Bridgham owned 
part of the lot, which he sold, in 1648, to Richard Tapping and 
Jolin Spoore. 

F. 66. Thomas Millard, house and garden. After Millard’s 
death this estate passed to Colonel Samuel Shrimpton, in 1672, 
who sold it, in 1676, to Peter Sergeant, who built upon the lot the 
famous house, later to be known as the ** Province House,’’ when 
it was bought, in 1713, to be made the royal governor’s official 
residence. The Indian, which was perched upon the top of the 
cupola, was the handiwork of Deacon Shem Drowne, the same who 
made the grasshopper vane of Faneuil Hall. The further history 
of the estate is traced in Shurtleff’s Description of Boston, 596. 

F.67. Thomas Grubb. [House and garden, with T. Millard 
north, A. Perry west, the High street east, and W. Aspinwall 
south. — W.H.W. }. 

F. 68. William Aspinwall. [House and garden, with Richard 
and Thomas Grubb north, Richard Cooke and Ephraim 
Pope south, the High street east, the Common west. The blank 
after Richard is evidently Fairbanks. —W.H.W.] Winsor says 
that this lot was ‘‘about on the line of Bromfield street, Richard 
Fairbanks’ garden ; later owned by William Davis the apothecary. 
Fairbanks, however, retained a lot in the rear of those on School 
street. William Aspinwall owned at one time from street to street, 
and he sold house, garden, orchard, and close, in 1652, to his son- 
in-law, John Angier, then making two acres. Another house and 
out-buildings he sold, in 1652, to Sampson Shoare; and he to 
Theodore Atkinson, who had formerly been a servant to John 
Newgate, the hatter. Atkinson sold to Edward Rawson, the 
Colonial Secretary. The street now known as Bromfield street 
was long called Rawson’s lane, but became later known as Brom- 
field’s lane, after a distinguished merchant of the provincial pe- 
riod, —Edward Bromfield, — who lived on the southerly side, about 
half-way up, where later the Bromfield House stood. (This site was 
afterwards occupied by the Indian Queen Tavern.) Mr. Brom- 
field had settled in Boston in 1675, and died in 1734. His family 
is traced in N. 2. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., October, 1871, p. 330.” 

F.69. Ephraim Pope. [House and garden, with the High 
street east, R. Cooke west, W. Aspinwall north, and E. Dennis 
south. — W.H.W. ] 

F. 70. Edmund Dennis. [House and garden, with E. Pope 
north, the street east, R. Cooke and D. Maud west, and E. Jacklin 
south. — W.H.W. | 

F. 71. Edmund Jacklin, a glazier, house and garden; sold, 
m 1646, to Nicholas Busbie, a worsted weaver. His will, 1657 
(N. BE. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., July, 1854, p. 279), mentions his 
new dwelling-house, with garden, which he gives to his wife, and

F. 73. Jane, widow of Richard Parker, house and garden ; and, 
intending to marry, she deeded it, in 1646, to her children, 
Margaret, John, Thomas, and Noah. [Her lot bounds with the 
street east and south ; it was therefore the north-west corner lot of 
Washington and Winter streets. — W.H.W. | ” 


LOTS 74 TO 82, ALONG TREMONT STREET FROM WINTER STREET 
TO SCHOOL STREET, AND DOWN SCHOOL STREET TO THE 
CORNER LOT. 


F. 74. Richard Sherman. Granted to Richard Sherman’s wife in 
1637, when Stephen Kinsley had a house-plot near by ; and Sher- 
man in 1647 sold a half acre to Francis Smith, who the same year 
deeded two acres, including land bought of Edmund Jacklin. This 
corner was later owned by Captain Edward Wyllys, and was 
bought of his heirs by Colonel Vetch in 1712, who in 1713-14 sold 
it to Captain Thomas Steel. (Sewall Papers, iii., 10.) It was 
later owned by Thomas Oxnard, the progenitor of the family of 
that name; and at his death, in 1754, it was valued at £1,200. 
(N. EH. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., 1872, p. 4.) [It does not seem 
to be entered as Sherman’s possession in the Book. — W.H.W. | 

F. 75. Daniel Maud the school-master; granted in 1637; sold 
to Edmund Jacklin in 1643. Here at a later day was the shop of 
the well-known London coach-maker, Major Adino Paddock, — the 
same who planted, about 1762, before the Granary burial-ground, 
the elms which not long since were cut down. The name of the 
burial-ground was derived from the public granary, which, in 1737, 
was built on the opposite side of the street where Park-street 
Church now stands. The keeper of this granary was for a long 
time Francis Willoughby. ‘This part of Tremont street was called 
Long Acre in the provincial times. On a part of this lot, too, was 
built the manufacturing house which formed the east corner of what 
is now Hamilton place, and was erected by the Province to en- 
courage spinning and kindred occupations. It disappeared in 1806. 
[This lot does not appear in the Book. Lamb makes three lots of 
it, I know not why. — W.H.W. | . 

F. 76. Richard Cooke, garden ; sold to Edmund Jacklin, who, 
in 1647, sold to Francis Smith; he to Amos Richardson the same 
year; and later it was owned by Anthony Stoddard, the rich linen- 
draper. 

F.77. Richard Fairbanks. [Garden, bounded with W. Aspin- 
wall south and east, the Common west, Z. Bosworth, J. Synder- 
land, R. Cook, J. Lugg, and A. Perry east. — W.H.W. | 

F. 78. Zaccheus Bosworth, house and garden, with barns, 
cow-house, orchard; sold in 1652 to Thomas Woodward. 
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Bosworth’s will, 1655, is in NV. 2. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., October, 
1851, p. 448. On this lot there was erected, early in the next 
century, the brick house which became the residence of Jacob 
Wendell, a wealihy merchant and prominent citizen of his day. 

F. 79. John Synderland. [House and garden, with Z. Bos- 
worth west, the street north, R. Fairbanks south, and R. Cooke 
east. — W.H.W. | 

F. 80. Richard Cooke, house and garden. Here also lived his 
son, Dr. Elisha Cooke, a citizen who figured largely in the Inter- 
Charter period. It was in this house that Governor Burnet lived 
while the Province House was making ready. 

F. 81. John Luge. [House and garden, ‘with the street north, 
R. Fairbanks south, R. Cooke west, and A. Perry east.—W.H.W. | 

F.82. Arthur Perry. [House, yard and garden, with the 
street north, R. Fairbanks south, J. Lugg west, and Mr. Haugh,

Ralph Mason, house and garden ; mortgaged to Matthew Cradock, 
of London, in 1638, for £17; sold to Thomas Painter. Painter 
had liberty to sella house to Ephraim Hunt, in 1650. Mason made 
his mark to his will in 1672. 

F. 89. Robert Wing. [House and garden, with the street east 
and south, R. Mason north, H. Webb west. —W.H.W.] Robert 
Wing, house, ‘* both old and new built ;” sold in 1648 to Thomas 
Painter. Hediedin 1651. (See his willin NV. HL. Hist. and Geneal. 
Reg., January, 1850, p. 54.) 

F. 90. Henry Webb. [His lot No. 3, a garden, with the lane 
south, G. Burden north, R. Wing and R. Mason east, the Cove west. 
This last i is an evident error for the Common west. — W.H.W. | 

F.o91. George Burden. [His lot No. 2, being a garden, near 
the Common, with H. Webb south, the Common west, T. Clarke 
east, and J. Johnson north. — W.H.W. ] 

F.92. James Johnson, garden.- These lots, on the line of the 
present Mason street, were granted, in 1638, to James Johnson, 
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John Davis, George Burden, and Nathaniel Chappell, and were 
then called ‘‘ gardens on the back side of the lots in y® long street.” 
They mark the sight of the mansion and grounds of James Swan 
of a later day, and, still later, the famous Washington Gardens of 
the early part of this century. 

F. 93. John Leverett, who sold the south part in 1664 to one 
Wyard, and he, in 1666, to John Wampus, an Indian. (Gleaner

isin NV. H. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., October, 1854, p. 351. This 
lot seems to have been sold, in 1647, by Francis Smith, to William 
Chamberlin, assigned by Chamberlin to Smith again 5th, 11 
month, 1648; and was later sold to Richard Wilson. Opposite 
- the rear of this lot, on the Common, now the line of Mason street, 
the town built, in 1717 (it is shown on Bonner’s map), the South 
Writing School. It is described then as ‘‘ adjoining to Cornell’s 
lot, over against Mr. Wainwright’s.” 

F.95. Richard Carter, house and garden. William Hudson, 
Jr., sold to Richard Carter, a carpenter, in 1639. This lot nearly 
corresponds to the site of the Lamb Tavern, which stood here 
before the middle of the last century. Drake says that Colonel 
Doty was the host in 1760. Adjoining it on the north was 
the Lion Tavern. [In the Book it is bounded by Mr. Oliver 
north, he being the owner before Chamberlain, as noted in F. 94. 
— W.H.W. |] 

F.96. Jacob Leger. [House and garden, with the street east, 
the Common west, R. Carter north, Mr. Coleborne south. —

F.d. [William Coleborne’s lot was next south of Leger’s, and 
was the corner of Boylston and Washington streets. Itis de- 
scribed in Map C. —W.H.W. |

M. Reading east, Cole south, W. Sinet north. —W.H.W. ] 

’ F. 102. Cole, house and garden; later owned by John 
Cuddington, John Bateman, and John Odlin, in 1650. 

F. 103. Griffith Bowen, house and garden. Here, within the 
house-yard, stood the ‘‘ Liberty Tree,” which is said to have been 
planted in 1646, and became famous in the Stamp-Act times, and 
was cut down in spite by the Tories, in 1775. 

_F. 103*. [This lot is not placed on the map by an oversight. 
On Lamb’s map it is marked as held by Miles Reading, but a part 
of it belongs to Thomas Buttolph, as shown by lots F. ‘97, 98,99; 
and 100. It was Buttolph’s Lot No. 2, being an acre and a half,

G.5. William Werdall. [House and garden, with J. Milom 
south-west (error, evidently for south-east), J. Hill north-east, the 
street north-west, the highway south-west. This south-west high- 
way was Cross street, but Milom’s bound is on Valentine Hill; an 
example of how little precision is shown in these descriptions. — 
W.H.W.]| Winsor writes of this lane, as follows: — ‘‘ This lane 
was laid out in 1636, from the water-side ‘up the balke or meare 
that goes up from the end of John Mylom’s house, next William 
Aspinwall’s ground, and to goe along to the Mylne Cove, a rod and 
a halfe broade.’ Mylom was allowed, in 1647, to wharf before 
the eastern end of it.

Near the bridge over the 
creek, Hill sold, in 1651, a lot to William Aubrey, ‘ for the use of 
the undertakers of the iron works in New England.’ <A lane 
which later passed through this lot and the present North 
Centre street was called Paddy’s Lane, from Captain William 
Paddy, a citizen of prominence, who lived upon it, and died in 
1658. His will is in NV. H. Hist. and Genzal. Reg., Oct., 1854, 
p- 355; also see 1877, p. 321.” 

G. 7. John Oliver. [House and garden, of about half an acre, 
with V. Hill north-east and south-east, the street north-west, John 
Pierce and John Knight south-west. —W. H.W. | 

G. 8. John Knight. 

G.g. John Pierce. [No possessions recorded, but the exist- 
ence of the lots is necessitated by G. 7 and G. 10. — W.H.W. | 

G. 10. Thomas Marshall. [House and garden of about half 
an acre, with the marsh south-east, John Peirce or John Knight 
north-east, the street north-west and south-west. Also 8th, 6 mo. 
1648, Marshall bought of John Milom, land near the water-mill 
with Milom south-east, 30 feet, Marshall south-west 76 feet, 
the Mill Creek north-east, 74 feet, the highway north-west 
44 feet. From all. which it appears that Marshall owned both sides 
of the Mill creek and cove up to the highway ; but the exact boun- 
daries are hard to trace. — W.H.W. | 

Winsor adds: ‘‘ Joshua Scottow was allowed, in 1651, to wharf 
at the north-east end of the mill bridge. He had bought the marsh 
at that time of James Nash, of Weymouth, to whom John Mylom 
~ had sold it.” : 

Winsor places the following lots in this square with Union street 
west, and the Mill creek through its centre : — 

a. John Mylom; sold to Thomas Marshall, 1648. 6. John 
Mylom, h.; sold in part in 1650 to Robert Nash, the butcher. c. 
John Mylom; sold to Governor Leverett. d. Lewis Kidby, fish- 
erman, 1639; granted house lot on the marsh next to John Lowe. 
e. John Lowe, upland, surrounded by marsh ; called a wheelwright, 
when it was granted to him in 1636-37. jf Marsh held in com- 
monage, part of which was granted in 1646 to John Mylom, who 
sold it to James Hawkins in 1648. 

Thomas Marshall offered to the town in 1652 a highway to 
shorten the way to the bridge (G. 11), but withdrew his offer. The 
present Marshall street, however, would indicate that the short cut 
was eventually established. 

G ir. The bridge, the draw of which was changed from one 
to two leaves in 1653, and the bridge was rebuilt in 1659. The 
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repairs on it are a matter of constant entry in the town records. 
In 1650 it was ordered that the spare land about the bridge should 
be wharfed by the neighbors for the common landing of prop- 
erty. 

| Here also the] ‘* old way” begun, which in 1649 was laid out, 
a rod broad, from the south side of the water mill, along the shore 
to the Mill Hill. 


LOTS 12 TO 17, WEST OF HANOVER STREET. 


G.12. Thomas Hawkins. [A quarter of an acre towards 
Charlestown, with James Johnson south-west (see H. 1), the Cove 
north-west, John Button north-east, and the street south-east. See 
Book, p. 41. —W.H.W. | 

G. 13. John Button. [Lamb places William Cox here, I 
know not why. ‘This lot does not seem to be recorded in the 
Book. Perhaps it is a reminiscence of Buttolph’s lot No. 5, where 
Cox means Copp. — W.H.W.] 

G. 14. John Davies, house and garden; sold in 1645 to John 
Trotman, and’his wife Katherine conveyed it same day to Thomas 
Hawkins, who at a later day kept here, on Hanover street, the 
Star Inn. (See Shurtleff, Description of Boston, p. 606.) He 
mortgaged the property to Governor Bradstreet in 1650. From 
Hawkins’s house went ‘‘the old hie way over the little bridge 
[near 11] behind the watter mile to the ferry to Charlestown.” 
One Watters obstructing this old way with a fence in 1652, he was 
ordered to remove it; but in 1650 Hawkins was allowed to fence 
in a part of it temporarily. 

G.15. Gabriel Fish. [House and yard, with John Davies 
south and west, V. Hill north, the street east. — W.H.W. | 

G. 16. Valentine Hill; perhaps later John Kinrick’s. 

G. 17. This whole triangle is left without owners on Lamb’s 
map. Winsor assigns as follows : — 

a. Zaccheus Bosworth, 1. hereabout. Also probably in this 
neighborhood, but not easily placed, the houses and gardens of 
Bartholomew Cheever, John Arnold, John Jackson, and a lot of 
Robert Hull, the blacksmith. [But these last two certainly were 
in the New field, t.e. the hill-side along from Beacon to Cambridge 
streets, and are so marked by Winsor in his Map F. More study 
is required for lot 17. —W.H.W. | 

b. John Ruggles, 1637, had house-plot and garden ‘‘ near the new 
mylne.” If the same who was afterwards of Roxbury, his will, 
1657, is printed in N. #. Hist. and Geneal, Reg., Oct., 1858, p. 
343. Just north of this point, with its rear upon the cove, the 
Baptists built their first meeting-house in 1679, which was replaced 
by a larger one still, of wood, in 1771. Still further round the 
cove, on the site of the present Baldwin Place, the Second Baptist 
Church built their house in 1746,—a small structure which con- 
tinued well into this century.

G. 18. John Lowe. [House and garden, with the marsh north 
and east, the cove south, and Mr. Bellingham west. — W.H.W. | 

G.ig. Richard Bellingham’s marsh, including what came to 
him under an order, 1644, granting him such of the town’s marsh 
as was undisposed of, ‘‘ for the continuance of peace and love, in 
consideration of a quiet resignation of all claim unto the wast 
before his house.’’ ‘The Governor sold this marsh in equal parts 
to Joshua Scottow and Christopher Lawson. Shurtleff, Description 
of Boston, ch. lvii., shows how in the southerly part of this marsh, 
near the corner of Merchants’ Row and North Market street, stood 
for many years the well-known Triangular Warehouse. 

G. 20. Henry Symons, house ; sold to Christopher Lawson ; and 
by him in 1645 to David Sellick, with wharf and lane before it ; to 
Robert Nanney in 1646. This wharf was bought by John Shawe, 
the butcher. [Henry Symons, house and lot, with Mr. Bellingham 
north and east, John Hill west, the cove south. — W.H.W. | 

G. 21. John Hill, house. Somewhere in this vicinity, in 1656, 
Thomas Savage built his new house, ‘‘between the drawbridge and 
the conduit.” On the opposite side of the present North street 
from this lot, on an irregular piece of ground, partly reclaimed 
from the marsh, and a wooden building, which was consumed 
in the fire of 1679, to be followed next year by the rough -cast 
structure, which, standing to our day, has been known as the 
‘¢Old Feather-Store.” Shurtleff, Description of Boston, p. 645, 
thinks the lot was originally a part of Symons’s [lot], who 
dying in 1648, his widow Susannah married, about 1644, Isaac 
Walker, who conveyed it to their daughter Susannah, born 1646, 
who in 1668 married Mr. Thomas Stanbury, who built the old 
building, which was taken down in 1860. ‘The subsequent history 
of the building is told by Shurtleff. [John Hill, house bounded 
with H. Symons east, Mr. Bellingham north, the street west, the 
Cove south. — W.H.W. |] 


LOTS 22 TO 27, BOUNDED BY UNION, ELM, AND HANOVER 
STREETS. 


G. 22. James Everill, a shoemaker, house and large lot, em- 
bracing nearly the whole front on Hanover street, out of which he 
sold lots to various people. William Tyng acquired a part on Elm 
street; and along Hanover street, passing north, were the lots 
of Francis Dowse, Evan Thomas, a vintner (sold to James Bill), 
William Corser (sold to John Chamberlyn), Robert Porter, John 
Stevenson, and William Hayward. ‘The corner lot on Hanover 
and Union streets passed to Henry Maudesley about 1653; and 
Shurtleff, Desc. of Boston, p. 628, has traced the title down, until 
it became the famous ‘‘ Blue Ball,” the home of Franklin’s father. 
It is now cut off by the extension of Washington street. 
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G. 23. Edmund Dennis. [Apparently his lot No.3. A small 
parcel with James Everil east, the lane and street south-west and 
north-west. Winsor agrees in this location, but it is not on Lamb’s 
map. — W.H.W. } 

G. 24. John Button. [Three houses and a garden and yard, in 
all about an acre, with J. Everill north-west, the lane south-west, 
the Cove south-east, N. Willis north-east. — W.H.W.] Winsor 
writes, ‘‘ There was in later years some controversy as to whether 
the land opposite this lot and the town docks was public property. 
See depositions in NV. £. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Jan., 1864, p. 68.” 
Winsor, in Map B, puts these lots on the east side of the Mill 
Creek, instead of the east side of the lane, now Elm street. He 
also puts Willis and Painter with Hanover street west. Herein 
he differs from Lamb, whose localities agree better with the 
Book. — W.H.W. | 

G. 25. Nicholas Willis. [House and garden, with J. Everill 
westerly, J. Button south-west, the street east, T. Painter north- 
erly. — W.H.W. | 

G. 26. Thomas Painter. [House and garden, with N. Willis 
south-west, the street east,.Geo. Barrell north. — W.H.W. | 

G. 27. George Barrell. [House and lot not half an acre, with 
J. Everill north, T. Painter south, N. Willis west, the street east. 
— W.H.W. |] 


LOTS 28 TO 52, BOUNDED BY ELM, WASHINGTON, COURT, 
AND HANOVER STREETS. 


G. 28. Thomas Makepeace. This was perhaps the house John 
Underhill surrendered in 1639 to Thomas Makepeace of Dorches- 
ter, whose will, 1666, is in N. H. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., October, 
1861, p. 323. It was on the north-east corner that a well- 
known Boston merchant, William Tailer, lived, —the same who 
committed suicide July 12, 1682. (WN. E. Hist. and Geneal. Req., 
vii. 56.) His wife was Rebecca, a daughter of Israel Stoughton of 
Dorchester, and it was with her in this house that Andros is sup- 
posed to have taken up his abode when he came to Boston in 1686. 
The son, William Tailer of Dorchester, became Lieut.-Governor, 
and rented this house to Edward Lyde, who in 1701-2 bought the 
property. (Sewall Papers, i., 163, 202; N. E. Hist. and Geneal. 
Reg., July, 1863, p. 239; July, 1864, p. 289.) 

G. 29. Anne, widow of George Hunne. [House and garden 
with George on the east and south, T. Makepeace west, the 
lane north. The ‘‘ George ” is evidently George Bates. — 
W.H.W. | 

G. 30. George Bates. [House and garden, T. Makepeace west, 
A. Hunne north, G. Burden east, W. Wilson south. — W.H.W. ] 

George Bates in the rear of Anne Hunne. The will of John 
Endicott (N. E. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., October, 1862, p. 333), 
leaving his property to his wife Elizabeth, daughter of Jeremy 
Houtchin (he had no children), mentions his house as ‘* joyning 
to George Bates on the west.’’

G. 34. Sarah Knight. [House and garden, with J. Houchin 
north, the lane east, W. Tyng west, and S. Greames south. —

G. 35. SamuelGreames. [House and yard, with Sarah Knight 
north-west, the lane north-east, W. Hudson, Jr., south-east, Wm, 
Tyng south-west. — W.H.W. | 

G. 36. William Hudson, jr. [Evidently the corner of Hud- 
son’s lane, now Elm street, as he has Greames and the lane north- 
east and the street south-east. — W.H.W. ] 

This was known as the ‘‘ Castle Tavern,” and Hudson and his 

wife Anne conveyed it in 1674 to John Wing, who in 1687 ‘‘set a 
room in his house for a man to show tricks in ;’’ and Sewall records, 
amusingly, how he went to labor with Wing and convince him of 
its sinfulness, ending his account: ‘‘ Sung the 90% Ps. from the 
12" y. to the end. Broke up.” (Sewall Papers, i, 196.) In 
1694 it is called the ‘‘ George Tavern.” Mr. John T. Hassam 
traces the subsequent history of this estate in NV. H. Hist. and 
Geneal. Reqg., 1879, p. 400. 
_G. 37. John Glover, house. By will, 1653, he left half his house 
nearest Mr. Webb’s to his wife, and half to his son Habakkuk, 
with half his tanyard adjacent ; also to this son half his house next 
Goodman Hudson’s. Another son, John, who had graduated at 
Harvard in 1651, continued to live with the mother. Becoming a 
merchant, he moved to Swansea ; and, returning to Boston in 1690, 
lived and died (1696) on Summer street, and lies buried in the 
Granary Burying-ground. (Glover Memorials, p. 149; Sibley, 
Harvard Graduates, p. 297. ) 

G. 38. George Burden, a shoemaker, house. There was a wharf 
opposite his house in 1641, where he had permission to place a 
vessel at the head of it in which to water his leather. Burden’s 
will is in N. H. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., July, 1854, p. 278; and 
see 1880, p. 44, for a note of the descent of this lot. A way round 
the north side of the Cove from this lot to John Lowe’s was 
laid out definitely in 1642. When the town, in 1649, sold the re- 
version till 1726 of the dock to James Everill, on his paying an 
annual £6 16s. 10d. ‘‘to the school’s use,” it was then ordered that 
all the land at the head of the Cove ‘‘ round about by John Glover’s, 
George Burden’s, Hugh Gunnison’s, Captain William Tinge’s, 
William Franklin’s, Robert Nashe’s, and eight foot to the east- 
ward of it is highway; as alsoe from the eastward six of the . 
eight foot, and round about bye the corner of Edward Bendall’s 
brick howse, and so by Samuel Cole’s howse, as alsoe to Edward 
Ting’s wharfe, shall goe a high way of twentye foote in breadth.” 
This head of the dock was the ‘‘ common landing place” as early 
as 1634, when there was a bridge or pier here.

G. 39. Hugh Gunnison, vintner. He later removed to Kittery. 
In 1650 Gunnison’s, or Gullison’s, house is called The King’s Arms, 
and the estate included a brew-house, barns, stables, ete. ; and in 
1651 he and his wife Sarah conveyed it, according to an inventory 
printed in WN. H. Hist. and Geneal. -Reg., 1880, p. 42, to Henry 
Shrimpton and others; and according to Mr. Hassam, when 
Shrimpton made his will, in 1666, he called it the ‘*‘ States Arms ;” 
and when Eliakim Hutchinson became Shrimpton’s son-in-law, two 
years later, it is described as ‘‘ facing to the head of the dock, and 
heretofore called the King’s Armes.” The estate passed next, 
1715-19, to William Hutchinson, the son, and in 1721 to Eliakim 
Hutchinson, the grandson, a loyalist. 

G. 40. Captain William Tyng, house, garden, close, great yard, 
and little yard before the hall window. JHis inventory is in N. £. 
fist. and Geneal. Reg., 1876, p. 482. <A part of this lot, after 
Captain Tyng’s death, Jan. 18, 1652-53, fell to Elizabeth, his 
daughter, wife of Thomas Brattle, who died May 10, 1684, when 
it fellto Thomas Brattle. (Sewall Papers, i., 202.) Subsequently, 
in 1694, a part of the estate passed to Mr. Mumford, who after- 
wards conveyed it to the Quakers for a meeting-house. (Shurtleff, 
Desc. of Boston, p. 229.) On the rear of this lot, after passages 
had been opened across it, the first wooden house of the ‘** Mani- 
festo Church” was erected in 1699, and stood through the provin- 
cial period. A part of this lot was conveyed by Brattle to John 
Wing, and by him to Eliakim Hutchinson. (See NW. #. Hist. and 
Geneal. Reg., 1880, p. 43.) 

G. 41. Richard Bellingham, the residence of the Governor 
probably before he built the house on Cotton Hill. In 1644 he 
compounded with the town by accepting a piece of marsh on the 
other side of the dock in lieu of the waste ground before this house. 
Hereabout, fronting on Dock Square, stood a landmark known in 
the early part of the next century as Colson’s Stone House. 

G. 42. Christopher Stanley. (See p. 43 of Book.) 

William Balston sold the lot August, 1638, when it consisted of 
house, yard, garden, and close ‘‘ back side of Mr. Coddington,” 
to Thomas Cornell or Cornwell; who sold to Edward Tyng, 1643 ; 
and he to Christopher Stanley. This one of the three Balston 
settlers left no male issue. Whitmore, Sewall Papers, ii., 130, 
186, corrects Savage in an account of these Balston settlers. 

G.43. Thomas Buttolph, house and garden. Buttolph’s willis in 
N.H. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., April, 1862, p. 159, leaving to his wife 
Anna his house, yards, stable, barn, and other housing, and after her 
to his son Thomas. This he calls his ‘‘ new house.” ‘This old house 
he leaves to Thomas till his mother dies ; then to his son John. 

G. 44. Valcntine Hill, house, sold to Robert Turner, shoemaker, 
in 1644. Turner’s will is dated 1651. (See NV. H. Hist. and 
Geneal. Reg., July, 1850, p. 285.) 

G. 45. Mr. Henry Dunster. [House and yard, with the street 
east and south, T. Hawkins west and north. Evidently the north 
corner of Court and Washington streets. — W.H.W. ] 

G. 46. Thomas Hawkins. [House and yard, with V. Hill 
north, the street east, J. Biggs west, H. Dunster and Centry-hiil 
street south. — W.H.W. | 
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G. 47. JohnBiggs. [House and yard, with Bellingham north, 
Centry-hill street south, T. Hawkins, V. Hill, T. Buttolph and C. 
Stanley east, James Brown west. — W.H.W.}] 

G. 48. James Brown, house. His will, 1651, is in N. HZ. Hist. 
and Geneal. Reg., Oct., 1853, p. 335. Hereabout, on the lower 
corner of the present Franklin avenue, Samuel Kneeland, in 1718, 
began a printing office, and here printed some of the early Boston 
newspapers. Later it became the stand of James Franklin; and 
here his brother Benjamin assisted him on the New England Cou- 
rant, and in 1723 became under a pretence its proprietor. In 1769 
it was the office of Edes and Gill, prominent printers of their day. 

G. 49. Alexander Beck. [House and garden, with the street 
south, Mr. Bellingham north, J. Brown east, J. Scottow west. — 
W.H.W.] k 

G. 50. Joshua Scottow. [House and garden of about half an 
acre, Mr. Bellingham north-east, A. Beck south-east, Sudbury street 
south-west, B. Thwing north-west. Evidently Centry Hill street 
ended and Sudbury street began at about this point ; but this point 
is about the corner of Cornhill, and our Sudbury street is now con- 
tracted to the part north of Hanover street. — W.H.W. | 

G. 51. Benjamin Thwing, house. It was about at this point that 
Smibert the painter lived in 1743, and Brattle street was subse- 
quently cut off in part from the estate of the artist. [Benjamin 
Thwing is called ‘** my man,’’ by Ralph Hudson, in his will of 24 
Sept., 1638.—W.H.W. | 

G. 52. William Wilson, joiner, with considerable back land. 
Soon after the middle of the next century the building known to 
our own day as Concert Hall was built. ‘The estate then extended 
to Hanover street. Gilbert and Louis Deblois, braizers, conveyed 
it in 1754 to Stephen Deblois, who in 1769 sold it to William Tur- 
ner; and later it passed to the Amory family. (Drake’s Boston, 
p. 641.)

G. 53. Croychley for Dinely heirs. On this lot, in the flour- 
ishing days of Governor Shirley, lived one of the best known Bos- 
ton merchants, John Wendell; and under his roof, in 1759, George 
Cradock had his office as Royal Collector of Customs. For the. 
Cradock connections see N. #. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Jan., 1854,, 
p. 28; April, 1855, p. 123. 

G. 54. Richard Tapping, house; sold to Nathaniel Williams ;: 
again in 1649 to Richard Critchley or Croychley, who married. the 
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widow of William Dinely, the barber-surgeon, whose sad fate, in 
1639, is described in Mr. Scudder’s chapter, in Vol. I. of the 
Memorial History, and who left to his widow and children the next 
lot. A son of Dinely, named John, survived him; and the infant 
with the name of sad remembrance, who came after the father’s 
death, — Fathergone Dinely, — administered on his elder brother’s 
estate. Between 53 and 54, on the lot now covered by the Adams 
Express Company’s building, lived Colonel Daniel Henchman, the 
bookseller and bookbinder, with whom Thomas Hancock served 
his time, and whose daughter Hancock married. She, Lydia Han- 
cock, gave the estate to the Brattle-street Church in 1765, fora 
parsonage. James Otis at one time lived in the house. 

G. 55. The Prison lot where the Court-House now stands. 

G. 56. Richard Parker. [House, barn, and yard, with the 
prison-yard west, the market-place east, 5 Leverett north, R. 
Truesdale and the meeting-house south. ae H.W. |] 

G. 57. John Leverett. [House and yard, with R. Parker 
south and west, the street north and east. This lot is where Sears’ 
Building stands. —W.H.W. | 

G. 58. Richard Truesdale, house and garden. Sargent, Deai- 
ings with the Dead, il., 567, says that Benjamin Faneuil, brother of 
Peter, had his town residence on this lot ata later day. [Valentine 
Hill was on his south. — W.H.W. | 

G. 59. Valentine Hill. [House and garden, with the street 
east, the meeting-house and R. Truesdale north, the prison-garden 
west, R. Sedgwick south. —W.H.W. | Valentine Hill sold in 
1645 to William Davies. Hill moved, after 1650, to Dover, New 
Hampshire. It was -probably from a building on this lot that the 


first number of the Boston News-Letter was published, April 24, 


1704. 

G. 60. The Meeting-house. [The first one was built on the 
west side of State street, where Brazier’s Building is. In 1640 it 
was given up, and this site chosen. In 1809, it was sold to Ben- 
jamin Joy, who built Joy’s Building ; now torn down to give place 
to Rogers’ Building. — W.H.W. ] 

G. 61. Major-General Robert Sedgwick, house and garden, 
who had lived earlier in Charlestown. It was in a court which, in 
the provincial period, extending through this lot toward the present 
Court square, that the fire of 1711 began, breaking out, as the 
News-Letter of the day said, ‘‘in an old tenement, within a back- 
yard in Cornhill [Washington street], near the first meeting- 
house ;”’? and Sewall says it ‘‘ broke out in a little house belonging 
to Captain Ephraim Savage, by reason of the drunkenness of 
Moss,”’ whom the News-Letter characterizes as a ‘* poor Scottish 
woman ;” and Drake gives the name of Mary Morse. (Sewall 
Papers, ii., 323.) There are two petitions on file in the City 
Clerk’s office giving the names of some of the principal sufferers 
by this fire. 

G. 62. Edward Hutchinson, house and garden. After his re- 
moval to Rhode Island, his son was permitted to sell it to his uncle, 
Richard Hutchinson, of London, who never occupied it. The 
‘¢Qld Corner Book-Store,” erected in 1712, now occupies a por- 
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tion of the lot; and the descent of the property has been traced in 
Shurtleff’s Description of Boston, p. 671. 

G. 63. Henry Messenger, joiner, house and garden. This is 
the lot on which now stands the building of the Massachusetts His- 
torical Society, and, in part, the Boston Museum. His will is 
dated March 15, 1672, and he died in 1681, his wife Sarah inherit- 
ing the estate; and she at her death, 1697, gave the half next the 
burial-place to her son Thomas, and the other half to her son Sim- 
eon. An account of his descendants is in VN. &. Hist. and Geneal. 
Reg., Oct., 1862, p. 309 ; and is given more at length in the Gene- 
alogy of the Messenger Family, by George W. Messenger, Albany, 
1863. This Messenger lot, separating the town property on School 
from that on Court street, was in part later acquired by the town. 
(Gleaner Articles, No. 3.) [His south bound was Scottow and 
the burying-ground.—_W.H.W. | i

THE MARKET PLACE, NOW THE OLD STATE-HOUSE LOT. 


G. 64. ‘The open market-stead, where later, in 1657-58, the 
**'Town and State House” was built, —the colony excusing the 
town from current payment of rates in consideration. (June 10, 
1658, Mass. Archives, ‘*' Towns,” i. 108.) The money had largely 
been received under Robert Keayne’s will. The colony and the 
county subsequently shared with Boston the expense of repairs, 
the building being of wood. It was destroyed in the fire of 1711, 
and the next year a building of brick took its place. All but the 
walls of this building were burned in 1747 (Historical Magazine, 
Sept., 1868), and many of the original papers, which we might ex- 
pect to find now at the State House, were._probably then consumed. 
(Sewall Papers, i., 161.) [It was used as the State House until 
the new State House, on Beacon Hill, was finished and occupied, 
January 11th, 1798. For thirty years following it was given up to 
business purposes. In 1830 the City took possession, and it be- 
came the City Hall. In 1840, the City having changed its offices 
to the site on School street, it was again let for business. After 
much hard usage, the City Council, in 1881, appropriated $35,000 
to restore the exterior and the legislative halls, leaving only the 
lower floor and basement for business purposes. — W.H.W. | 


LOTS 65 TO 83. BEGINNING AT THE WATER’S EDGE, ON THE 
SOUTH SIDE OF STATE STREET, THENCE THROUGH DEVON- 
SHIRE STREET TO WATER STREET (BOTH SIDES}, THENCE 

~ ON WASHINGTON STREET TO STATE STREET. 


G. 65. William Hudson, Sr., house and garden. He was 
allowed to keep an ordinary in 1640; and in 1643 a ‘‘ harbor for 
boats” was ordered to be made in the marsh near by. This lot is 
at the corner of Kilby street. After Hudson’s death it passed to 
Francis Smith, and later to Governor Leverett. Here in the pro- 
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vincial days stood the Bunch of Grapes Tavern, with a sign of 
three bunches of the fruit; and Drake says two of the bunches 
now hang over’ the door of a store in North Market street. The 
same writer gives its landlords as Francis Holmes (1712), William 
Coffin (1731), Joshua Barker (1749), Colonel Joseph Ingersoll 
(1764). Samuel Holbrook seems to have owned part of it, at 
least, before-1724, when his widow sold a moiety to Thomas Waite. 
(NV. H. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., 1877, p. 423.) Goelet’s Journal 
(N. H. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., 1870, p. 53) mentions Weather- 
head as the keeper in 1750, and says it is ‘‘ noted for the best 
punch house in Boston, and resorted by most the gent" merch® and 
masters vessels.”” ‘This passage by the shore was known as Mack- 
erel Lane, and remained very narrow until the great fire of 1760 
swept everything away, when it was widened and named Kilby 
street, in compliment to Christopher Kilby, a wealthy Boston mer- 
chant, who lived long in London as agent for the town and colony, 
and was now living in New York. He was very liberal to the 
sufferers by the fire. ‘The committee for laying out the widened 
street were Andrew Oliver, Thomas Hancock, Joshua Henshaw, 
and John Scollay ; and their report is on file. 

G. 66. William Davies, S*. [ House, with the street north, W. 
Hudson, Sr., east, Mr. Winthrop south and west. —W.H.W. | 

G. 67. John Winthrop. [His possessions are not in the Book ; 
perhaps they were recorded on the missing first two pages. This 
lot is not his house-lot, which was on Washington street, opposite 
the foot of School street. —W.H.W. | 

G. 68. Elder Thomas Leverett, house and garden. When he 
died, in 1650, this estate is described as ‘‘ old houses and lands 
lyeing neare the old meeting-house in Boston, £50.’’ This lot ex- 
tended back on the line of the present Congress street; and on a 
portion of it, opposite the junction of Congress street and Ex- 
change place (lately Lindall street), the Quakers built a meeting- 
house in 1709, and had their burial-ground in the rear. Interments 
took place, though rarely, in this ground till 1815, and in 1826 the 
bodies, such as could be found, were removed, chiefly to Lynn. 
(See Shurtleff, Description of Boston, p. 231.) Leverett’s property 
also took in the present Exchange Building lot. The upper part 
of Leverett’s lot afterwards became the home of Andrew Belcher, 
a wealthy merchant, who lived here in 1691, and was the father of 
Governor Belcher. For a note on Andrew Belcher’s family con- 
nections, see Sewall Papers, iii., 160; and N. HL. Hist. and Geneal. 
Reg., 1873, p. 239. Andrew Belcher died in 1717. East of him 
was the land which Governor Leverett sold to Jeremiah Dummer, 
a goldsmith, in 1677, the father of Lieut.-Governor William Dum- 
mer, and of Jeremiah, — the last being born on this spot. 

G. 69. Robert Scott. [House, with Mr. Leveritt east and 
south, the street west and north. Evidently on the corner of a lane, 
presumable Pudding Lane, now Devonshire street. — W.H.W. ] 

G. 70. Robert Scott. [His lot No. 3, a garden, with T. Ley- 
eritt east, H. Webb south, the highway south and west. —W.H.W. ] 

G. 71. Henry Webb. [His lot No.2, with J. Leveritt east, 
the highway and R. Scott north, the lane west, and T. Oliver 
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south. This south boundary is a puzzle. It apparently should be 
W. Parsons (see next lot, G. 72), and Oliver does not seem to 
have owned east of the lane. Perhaps Oliver had sold to Parsons, 
and the old ownership remained in mind. — W.H.W. ] 

G. 72. William Parsons. [House and garden, with the lane 
west, H. Webb north, J. Davies east, and the Springate south. — 

G.73. James Davies. [House and garden, the Springate south, 
T. Leverett north, W. Parsons west, the marsh east. — W.H.W. ] 

G. 74. Jobn Spoore, house and garden. Spoore was called of 
Clapton, Somersetshire, when he bought in 1638, Mr. Wilke’s 
house and ground, — perhaps this lot. Somewhere hereabout, on 
the Creek, the leather-dressers, in 1643, were granted a place to 
water their leather. Spoore mortgaged this property in 1648, and 
by some means we find Deacon Henry Bridgham in possession in 
1655, who built, in 1670, a mansion on the ground, and had his tan- 
pits near by. He did not live, however, to move into the new house, 

_ but died in the old one, in March, 1670-71; and on the death of 
his widow, in 1672, the property passed to the sons, and in 1680 
was divided, the new house falling to Dr. John Bridgham, of Ips- 
wich. The doctor died in 1721, and this house fell to his 
nephew, Joseph Bridgham, a recent graduate of Harvard, but now 
an apothecary in Harvard. Bridgham sold it in February, 1734- 
35, to Francis Borland, for £1,200. Joseph Calef was a tenant 
of the house, and plied his trade with the tan-pits. It was while 
Calef was here that Congress street was laid out from Milk to 
Water street. He died in September, 1763, and the house and 
grounds fell to Francis Lindall Borland, but afterwards came in 
joint possession of John Borland, a brother of Francis Lindall, 
and to the children of Wait Still Winthrop, who had married a 
daughter of Francis Borland. The remaining history of the house . 
falls later than the provincial times. It became the famous Julien 
House, and its descent is traced at length by Shurtleff, Boston, 659. 

G. 75. William Hibbens, gentleman, house, garden, and stable. 
Somewhere between 74 and 75 on the Water-street side, Major 
John Walley had his mansion-house in the early part of the next 
century, with wharf belonging, and land stretching through to 
Milk street. Upon his death, in 1711, it descended to his son 
John; and on his death, in 1755, it was advertised as containing 
‘‘upwards of twenty rooms.” The present Devonshire street runs 
through G. 75, and was early known as Joyliffe’s lane, from John 
Joyliffe, a prominent citizen, who lived upon it, and died in 1701. 
(Drake’s Boston, 509.) 

G. 76. Richard Sherman, house. His will, in 1660, is printed 
in N. EL. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., July, 1855, p. 227. (See IJbid, 
April, 1864, p. 157, for the will of the widow Robinson, formerly 
wife of Richard Sherman.) [Richard Sherman, house and garden, 
with Mr. Hibbins north and east, A. Haugh south, the Green west. 
— W.H.W. | 

G. 77. TheSpring-gate. [This was a spring and watering place, 
probably reaching from Washington street to Mr. Hibbins’ land. 
Spring lane preserves the memory, and the great spring found in 
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digging the foundations of the New Post Office is probably the 
representative of the original. — W.H.W. | 

G. 78. Deacon Thomas Oliver, house and garden. (See his 
relationship to the other Olivers in NV. H. Hist. and Geneal. Req., 
April, 1865, p. 100.) Between this lot and Gov. Winthrop’s well- 
known house, on the line of the present Spring lane, was the 
ancient spring-gate of the first comers. When, in the provincial 
period, Water street was extended through this lot into the present 
Washington street, on the northerly corner, at the sign of the 
‘¢ Heart and Crown,” Thomas Fleet, in 1751, had his printing 
office, and here, in 1735, he began the publication of the Boston 
Evening Post. 

G. 79. Richard Fairbanks, house and garden; sold in 1652 to 
Robert Turner, who later built a new house on the lot, which is 
mentioned in his will (NV. H. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Jan., 1859, p. 
11). Here ata later day the Blue Anchor was kept by George 
Monck, whom Dunton celebrates in his Letters, and who extended 
his career into the provincial days. (See Whitmore’s note to 
Record Commissioners’ edition of Gleaner Articles, p.18.) <A peti- 
tion from Joseph Willson for a license shows that this or another 
tavern of the same name was called ‘‘ Near Oliver’s Dock” in 
1755, and that it had been known as such for forty years, —a 
lesser period than is true, certainly if it was not another hostlery. 
It was the same tavern that Thomas Bayley petitioned for the 
privilege of keeping in 1752. 

G. 80. William Corser, house and garden. He is called in his 
will, 1673, Cosser, and, being ‘*‘ weak of body,” makes his mark to 
it. His wife was Joanna. 

G. 81. Major Robert Keayne, house and garden. ‘This public- 
spirited and somewhat eccentric citizen was a prominent merchant. 
The signatures of the ‘‘ overseers’’ of his remarkable will (an 
abstractis given in N. EH. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Jan., 1852, 
p. 89, etc.) are appended to a petition to the colony government in 
1667, on file at the State House. (Mass. Archives, ‘‘Estates,” 
Vol. I.) The most extended account of Keayne is found in Whit- 
man’s Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, of which Keayne 
was the leading charter member. On this spot, in provincial times, 
Daniel Henchman kept his well-known book shop; and in this 
shop, later, Henry Knox was brought up. Nicholas Boone also 
kept a book-shop on this lot in the early part of the eighteenth 
century. 

G. 82. Mary, widow of Ralph Hudson, house. She died in 
1651, and left £10 to the school. At this date she had two houses 
on this lot, occupied by Nathaniel Duncan and John Tincker. (1. 
E. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Jan., 1850, p. 54.) Near this spot, in 
the next century, John Phillips kept a book-shop. Drake, Boston, 
p. 566, gives an engraving of his sign. He died March 30, 1763. 
(See Boston News-Letter, April 28, 1763.) [Mrs. Hudson’s lot 
is not specified in the Book. — W.H.W. | 

G. 83. Henry Webb, house, with William Corser just south of 
him on the lane. The will of Henry Webb, 1660, is given in 
N. E. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., April, 1856, p. 177. His daughter 
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Margaret, widow of Jacob Sheaffe (whose inventory is given in 
Register, Jan, 1856, p. 84), inherited the ‘‘ Mansion,” and .his 
grandchild, Elizabeth Sheaffe, his warehouse ‘‘ now let out to build.” 


LOTS 84 TO 100, NORTH SIDE OF STATE STREET, FROM WASH- 
INGTON STREET TO THE WATER-LINE, THENCE ALONG 
THE COVE AND WASHINGTON STREET. 


G. 84. John Cogan, house and shop. Cogan’s will (given in 
N. £. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Jan., 1855, p. 35; also see 1877, 
p. 106) speaks of his mansion-house and the house adjoining (oc- 
cupied by Goodman Bumstead), and two shops adjoining. One- 
third of the property descended to his widow Martha, whom he had 
married when, as the fourth wife of Governor Winthrop, she sur- 
vived him. She was a sister of Increase Nowell of Charlestown, 
and widow, when Winthrop married her, of Thomas Coitmore, of 
the same town. Joseph Rocke married Elizabeth, daughter of 
Cogan. 

G. 85. Rev. John Wilson, house, two gardens, yard, and barn, 
bounding south on Wilson’s lane, now widened and called Devon- 
shire street. Wilson’s will is given in N. EL. Hist. and Geneal. 
Reg., Oct., 1862, p. 343. In 1641 he sold part to Sergeant John 
Davies, the joiner, and provided that he should not be ‘‘ annoyed 
with any stincks;” and Davies in 1646 sold to Edmund Jackson, 
from whom it passed to Hezekiah Usher, the merchant of a later 
day, who had removed from Cambridge to Boston in 1646. Usher’s 
inventory mentions a dwelling-house, garden, land, and ‘‘ inward 
warehouse,” with lean-tos at the dock, — £700 ; the dwelling-house 
that John Usher lives in, and ‘‘ outward warehouse,” by the town 
dock, £570. His descendants are traced in WN. #. Hist. and Geneal. 
Reg., October, 1869, p. 410.) 

G. 86. Anthony Stoddard, linendraper, who, in 1644, was suf- 
fered to open his ‘‘ shop window board” two feet into the street, 
and who bounded east on the ‘‘ new street” (Exchange street). 
In 1644 he sold the northerly part, fronting on the new street, to 
James Mattock the cooper, and in the same year this portion 
passed successively to John Synderland and to John Parker the 
carpenter. In 1646, Stoddard, John Leverett joining with him, 
sold the southerly part to Henry Shrimpton, brazier. His will, 
1666, is in N. BE. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Jan., 1861, p. 76. It 
was on this corner that the Royal Exchange Tavern stood at a 
later day. Luke Vardy kept it in 1727, and he was succeeded in 
1747 by Robert Stone, and in his time it was a resort of the British 
officers stationed in the town. It was in this house, in 1728, that 
the altercation began which ended in the first duel fought in Bos- 
ton, when Benjamin Woodbridge was killed by Henry Phillips. 
(See Shurtleff’s Boston, p. 222.) 

[From W. Franklin’s lot, G. 98, it seems that he had Stoddard 
and John Leverett south. Leverett’s presumed lot is shown on 
Lamb’s map. — W.H.W. |

G. 87. Valentine Hill; sold to William Davies, and he, in 1645, 
to Anthony Stoddard. This was the site of the States Arms Tav- 
ern, and just before the Revolution the royal Custom-house was 
here, Bartholomew Green living in the chambers over it. 
‘G. 88. William Davies, Jr. [House with W. Pierce east and 
north, V. Hill west, the street south. — W.H.W. | 
G. 89. William Pierce, along the line of the present ’Change 
Avenue. (See N. EH. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., 1878, p. 319.) On 
the site forming the lower corner of this avenue, after the middle 
of the next century, John Mein kept the London Bookstore, the 
most considerable in the town; and here he started the earliest 
circulating library. Opposite the northerly end of this estate, 
where it abutted on the dock, on land reclaimed from the tide, 
Peter Faneuil built, in 1742, the famous hall. [Pierce had house 
and garden, with D. Sellick east, I. Grosse and the highway north, 
W. Davies, Jr., and the street south, E. Bendall, V. Hill, and W. 
Davies west. — W. H. W. ] 
G. 90. David Sellick. [House and garden, with the street 
south, W. Pierce west, V. Hill north, J. Oliver east. Suff. deeds, 
i., f. 100, 27th, 12 mo., 1648. V. Hill sells to D. Sellick his house 
that H. bought of Mr. Aspinwall, with the barber’s shop and all 
pertaining, except what H. had sold to John Friend. At the same 
time Hill sold to Mary Friend a quarter of an acre with the street 
south, D. Sellick west, E. Tyng east, V. Hill north, with a right 
of way to the water. This lot does not seem to be in the Book, 
unless, as Winsor says, it was James Oliver’s — the next lot, G. 91. 
—W.H.W.| . 
G.o1. James Oliver. [House and yard, with the street south, 
V. Hill north, D. Sellick west, EK. Tyng east. — W.H.W. | 
G. 92. award Tyng, house; brewhouse, warehouse, with wharf 
in front, which he sold, on 1651, to James Everill, describing it as 
‘¢my wharf against the end of the great street,” and along which 
on the south went the ‘* town’s way down upon the flats,” — which 
corresponds to the present State street below Merchants’ Row ; and 
this street was then designated as ‘‘ Mr. Hill’s highway twenty feet 
broad,” which followed the shore of the Cove to the present Dock 
square. Somewhere on the water front of Tyng’s estate there 
were wharves occupied by Thomas Venner,’ and another that 
Henry Webb was allowed ‘‘to enjoy’’ in 1647, having bought it of 
Tyng. In the next century the rich Huguenot merchant, Andrew 
Faneuil, had his warehouse where T'yng’s wharf stood, the present 
lower corner of Merchants’ Row. ‘This was in 1732; and later, in 
1743, Richard Smith kept here the Admiral Vernon Tavern. In 
1750 there seems to have been a change, for in the State Archives : 
there is a petition from Smith to be licensed to keep the Crown 
Coffee House ‘‘ at the lower end of King street,” which had been 
a licensed house for nearly forty years. At the same date James 
Gooch, Jr., took possession of the ‘*‘ Vernon’s Head,” as his peti- 
tion calls it. Smith’s predecessor in the ‘‘ Crown” was widow 
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{

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Anna Swords, and the estate was then owned by Governor Belcher. 
Robert Sheleock kept it in 1751. It stood at the lower corner of 
Chatham Row, projecting into the street. It was the first house 
on Long Wharf, which, after the flats had been filled in below 
Merchants’ Row, was projected by Oliver Noyes and others in 1707. 
Noyes was a selectman and a citizen of prominence ; and the town, 
within a year or two, adopted his plan to build a pier to low-water 
mark. — (See Proceedings Mass. Hist. Soc. for Sept., 1864.) 
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Near the ‘‘Crown” were the counting-house and warehouse of 
a noted mercantile firm of the early part of the last century, — 
Samuel and Cornelius Waldo, —later on Merchants’ Row, near 
the Swing Bridge. (See a note on the family in V. #. Hist. and 
Geneal. lteg., April, 1864, p. 176.) 

[ Mr. Lamb assigns a lot here between G. 91 and G. 92 to Henry 
Webb; probably the one which Winsor notes above. —W.H.W. ] 

G. 93. Valentine Hill; sold, in 1645, to Samuel Cole, who had 
before this kept a house of entertainment somewhere along the 
water front in this vicinity. Cole’s will, 1666, is given in WV. LZ. 
Hist. and Geneal. Reg., July, 1861, p. 249. This is, too, the nearest 
point on the original shore to the spot where, in the provincial 
times, on land reclaimed from the dock, and near the head of the 
present South Market street, John Hancock kept store, and by ad- 
vertisement called upon debtors to the estate of bis late uncle, the 
Hon. Thomas Hancock, to make payment. 

G. 94. Isaac Grosse. [House, with W. Pierce south and east, 
EK. Bendall west, the Cove north. This lot is apparently laid out 
on Lamb’s map, with no name affixed. — W.H.W. | 

G. 95. Edward Bendall, stone house, with warehouse adjoining. 
Bendall had been allowed, in 1637, to establish from this point a 
ferry to Noddle’s Island, and to the ships riding before the town. 
His lot was just west of Change avenue. 

G.96. George Foxcroft. [House lot, with the Cove north, 
EK. Bendall east and south, R. Nash north (an evident blunder for 
west). — W.H.W. | 

G.97. Robert Nash, butcher, house, garden and outhouses, in- 
cluding his slaughter-house, which occasioned the town’s men more or 
less trouble from the careless disposition Nash made of his garbage. 
He was warned not to kill beasts in the street in 1647. [His lot 
says, ‘* bounded north and west —.” I suspect this should be the 
Coye, as Bendall has the Cove north and east. This would indi- 
cate a point of land with the Cove curving, especially as Franklin 
does not bound on Nash, but on a street. — W.H.W. | 

G. 98. William Franklin. [House and garden, with the street 
east and north, J. Wilson west, and J. Leverett and A. Stoddard 
south. — W.H.W. ] 

G. 99. Major Edward Gibbons, house, garden, and ‘*‘ housings,” 
including two shops, one occupied by John Newgate, hatter, and the 
other by Thomas Savage, the tailor, better known from his military 
honors. [Gibbons has the street west and north; Rev. John 
Wilson south and east. —W.H.W. | 

G.100. William Corser, house, which seems to be the lot after- 
wards occupied by William Tilley, whose wife Alice, under power 
from her husband, conveyed it, in 1649, to Anthony Stoddard. 
[This lot is not in the Book, but is given in the bounds of Rey. 
John Wilson’s lot, G. 85, as ‘* Major Gibones, W™. Courser and 
John Cogan on the west.” —W. H. W.]

G. f. Valentine Hill’s bridge, about where the present Liberty 
square is, on the line of Kilby street. There were others round 
this shore in 1649, when Hutchinson, Gillom, Ward, and Compton, 
and also Jonathan Balston, Thomas Smyth, Stephen Baker, and 
Richard Richardson, were allowed to make a highway over the 
marsh ‘* to Mr. Hill’s bridge.”’ 

G.g. ‘The present bend on Batterymarch street, which was laid 
out in 1673. On the marsh to the north-west, on the corner of 
what is now Batterymarch street and Liberty square, stood a well- 
known ordinary. ‘The marsh had been let by the town in 1656 to 
Captain James Johnson, and this site was conveyed by him to 
Thomas Hull; and in 1673 Nathaniel Bishop lived here, and the 
house was known as ‘‘The Blue Bell,’’ and as early as 1674 
was jointly tenanted by Deacon Henry Alline and Hugh Drury. 
In 1692 it is called *‘ The Castle Tavern,’’ and Mr. Hassam thinks 
(N. B. Hist. and Geneal. Leg., 1877, p. 829) it ceased to be an 
inn after 1707. 

G. ror. Nathaniel Woodward. [House and garden, with B. 
Ward and E. Hutchinson east, the marsh north and west. — 
W.H.W. |} 

G. 102. Edward Hutchinson. [House and yard, with B. 
- Ward east and south, N. Woodward west. the marsh north. — 

oy. W. | 

G. 103. Benjamin Ward. [House and about an acre, with N. 
Woodward, Jr., west, B. Gillom east, Mr. Hibbins south, E. 
Hutchinson and the marsh north. — W.H.W. |

H.1. James Johnson, glover, upland and marsh; sold to 
Thomas Hawkins, baker and innholder, in 1662. In 1671-72 this 
lot and John Davies’, hy assignments and foreclosure of mortgages, 
came into the possession of Sampson Sheaffe, and from him the 
estate passed to William Stoughton, the Governor, who, though a 
Dorchester man, possessed when he died, in 1701, a large property 
in real estate hereabout, including the Blue Ball estate. 

This last, as well as other property, fell to Stoughton’s niece 
Mehitabel, wife of Captain Thomas Cooper, and when the Cap- 
tain died, in 1705, this lot was valued at £650. His widow 
afterwards married Peter Sergeant, and again, in 1714, Simeon 
Stoddard; and as Mrs. Stoddard she died in 1738, and her 
son by her first husband, Rey. William Cooper, of the Brattle- 
square Church, sold the lot in 1743 to Dr. William Douglass, a 
physician and author, who had come from Scotland in 1716, and 
wrote a Summary of New England History; and when Douglass 
died, in 1754, mention is made of his mansion-house in Green 
Dragon lane, which was a passage in the direction of the present 
Union street, and upon which his house abutted. Douglass was 
a good deal exercised over the taxes he was called upon to pay ; 
and Drake, Boston, p. 623, sets forth his querulous communication 
to the assessors. (See also N. ZL. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., 1877, 
p- 118.) ‘Ten years later, Catharine Kerr, the sister of Douglass, 
conveyed it to the St. Andrew’s Lodge of Freemasons, and after- 
wards it became celebrated as the Green Dragon Tavern. Shurtleff 
considers that it was in the yard in the rear, which bordered upon 
the mill-pond, that Franklin, as a boy, built the wharf which he 
describes in his Autobiography. The house had probably been 
built in Stoughton’s day, and it was kept as an inn by Alexander 
Smith, who died in it in 1696. ‘To him succeeded Hannah Bishop, 
and in 1697 John Cary took it, and in a petition in 1705 he speaks 
of having kept it several years. In 1734 Joseph Kidder was the 
landlord. It acquired the widest reputation after the Revolutionary 
troubles began, when the ‘‘ Green Dragon” became the rallying- 
place of the patriots. (Shurtleff, Description of Boston, p. 613.) 
Opposite the ‘*‘ Green Dragon,’’ John Borland owned property, 
which in 1714 he conveyed to Daniel Johonnot, where the latter 
seems to have had his Distil-House. (JN. E. Hist. and Geneal. 
Reg., Oct., 1852, p. 357.) 
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[This lot is No. 4 of Johnson’s possessions, being three quarters 
of an acre of upland and marsh, with the Cove north and east, 
John Smith west, and John Davies south. — W.H.W. 7 

H.2. John Smith. [House and garden, with the Cove north, 
the street south, J. Davies east, E. Gibbons west. — W.H.W. | 

H. 3. Major Edward Gibbons. [ His lot 2, being a house and 
lot, with the Cove or Mill Pond north, the street south, J. Smith 
east, R. Nash west. — W.H.W. 

H.4. Robert Nash. [His lot No. 2, being an acre with a 
house-lot, with the Cove north, the street south, the lane west, E. 
Gibbons, east. — W.H.W. ] 


LOTS 5 TO 10, BOUNDED BY PORTLAND STREET, HANOVER 
STREET, AND SUDBURY STREET. 


H.5. Henry Pease. [House and garden, with the Cove north, 
the street south, the lane east, J. Leverett west. ‘The street is 
now Hanover street, and the lane is Portland street. —W.H.W. | 

H.6. John Leverett and Henry Pease had lots here. The 
highway adjoining, the present Portland street, seems to be the 
twenty-five-foot passage that Henry Pease agreed to ‘‘ fence out 
through his lands against the Cove, near his dwelling, unto the 
cross high way by our brother James Everill’s,” 1639-40. It was 
on this lot, where now stands the American House, that Joseph 
Warren, in 1764, took up his abode, and began the practice of medi- 
cine. He lived then in a house in which Joseph Green, a prominent 
merchant of his day, —not to be confounded with Joseph Green 
the wit, —died, July 1, 1765. Green had bought of Governor 
Belcher, in 1734, the large house on this lot for £3,600. (N. E.

H.g. John Mellows. [House and garden, with J. Cole north, 
E. Jackson south, the street west, and J. Leveritt east. See 
my note in Sewall’s Diary, I., 210, about Mellows and Coney. 
—W.H.W. |] 

H.10. Kdmund Jackson. [House and garden, with J. Mel- 
lows north, the lane south, J. Leveritt east, and Sudbury street 
west.

It was on this corner that the Orange-Tree Inn stood during the 
provincial period. While it was kept, in 1712, by Jonathan Ward- 
well, he set up here the earliest hackney coach stand. Drake says 
that Mrs. Wardwell kept it in 1724.

W.H.W.] 


LOTS 12 TO 23, WEST SIDE OF TREMONT ROW, ACROSS THE 
HILL TO CAMBRIDGE STREET, AND ALONG THE WEST SIDE 
OF COURT STREET. 


H.12. Edward Bendall. This had Sudbury [Court] street. 
east, and tock in Tremont Row and the centre of Scollay square. 
Governor Endicott seems to have dwelt during the close of his 
life on a part of this lot, leaving when he died, in 1665, a 
widow, Elizabeth, whom he had married in 1630. Endicott’s 
willis in N. HE. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., April, 1861, p. 127. 
David Yale, a brother of Thomas, the founder of Yale College, 
had, in 1645, purchased of Bendall, who, holding theological views 
at variance with those of the magistrates, found it convenient to 
remove, leaving Thomas Lake and Thomas Clark power of attor- 
ney to sell the estate. Captain John Wall became the purchaser, 


_ and his widow sold it, in 1678, to Edward Shippen (Sewall Papers, 


i. 60), who sold, in 1702, a part to Cyprian Southack, who laid 
out Southack’s lane in 1720 (Howard street). The selectmen,in 
1733, directed him to secure his hill, by rails or otherwise, that 
people may not be in danger. ‘‘* Gleaner” places ‘* Valley Acre ”’ 
in the lower portion of Southack’s pasture, referring to a deed of 
1758, when it was the property of John Tyng. Where it came. 
out on Tremont Row, Southack sold to John Jekyll, in 1724, 
whose heirs passed it, in 1768, to Dr. James Lloyd. It was on a 
part of the original Bendall lot, opposite the head of the modern 
Cornhill, that, in 1683-84, the free writing-school was built, the 
second in the town; John Cole being the first master. Soon after 
1700 Richard Henchman was the master. (See Drake’s Boston, 512.) 

H. 13. Rev. John Cotton, house and land, extending back as 
far as the Mount Vernon Church. (See Cotton’s willin V. EL. Hist. 
and Geneal. Reg., April, 1851, p. 240.) The estate passed to his 
widow, Sarah (subsequently married to Rev. Richard Mather of 
Dorchester), and to Cotton’s son by this wife, — the Rev. Seaborn 
Cotton. Cotton’s (the father’s) will shows that Governor Vane had 
built the south part of the house when he sojourned with Cotton, 
and had deeded it to Seaborn, to whom the father confirmed it. 
Later, it became by successive purchases the property of John 
Hull, the mint-master, whose daughter Hannah married Samuel 
Sewall the judge, who occupied the estate still later. Whitmore 
(Sewall Papers, i. 62, where, p. 63, the descent is traced in detail) 
says it was occupied in 1758 by William Vassall, who purchased it 
Sept. 11 of that year (N. E. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., April, 1863, 
p. 115). In 1787 he conveyed it to Leonard V. Borland, who, 
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in 1790, sold it to Patrick Jeffrey. Jeffrey had come to Boston 
and had married a Madame Haley, a sister of the notorious John 
Wilkes ; he was an uncle of Francis, Lord Jeffrey. (See Gleaner 
Articles, Nos. 30 and 31.) In 1801 Somerset street was cut 
through the estate, and Jeffrey sold the part west of the street to 
Asa Hammond, in 1804; and the part east to Jonathan Mason, in 
1802. In 1803 Gardiner Greene bought of Mason, and in 1824 he 
added the Maud lot (No. 14). Greene made the estate the most 
famous in Boston. In 1835 this and neighboring estates were 
sold to Patrick T. Jackson, and Pemberton square was laid out. 

H. 14. Daniel Maud, school-master, house and garden. He 
* removed to Dover, N.H., in 1642, and made his will in 1654. 
(N. #H. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., April, 1851, p. 241.) Hezekiah 
Usher next owned it, who sold it to Thomas Scottow, in 1645. 
‘¢ Gleaner” says it subsequently passed through Leblond, Erving, 
Brimmer, Bowdoin, Waldo, Walcott, Winthrop, till Gardiner 
Greene, in 1824, annexed it. 

H.15. Richard Bellingham, garden plot, but afterwards his 
house-lot, when he removed from Washington street. In his will 
he speaks of this house and grounds, with a shop before it. The 
will was set aside, and is printed in NV. H. Hist. and Geneal. Req., 
July, 1850, p. 237. (See the notes to Mr. Deane’s and Mr. Whit- 
more’s chapters in Vol. I. of the Memorial History of Boston.) 
Bellingham sold the south part of this lot, in 1663, to Humphrey 
Davis, whose heirs sold it, in 1710, with a stone house thereon, 
for £800, to Andrew Faneuil, from whom the estate descended to 
his nephew, Peter Faneuil, and later it was owned by John Vas- 
sall. The north part was sold to the Rev. John Davenport, and 
after the death of his son John, was, in 1676, conveyed to the 
First Church, and became the parsonage lot. The parish sold it, 
-in 1787, to Sampson Reed. Both of these sections of the Belling- 
_ ham estate were united, when William Phillips successively pur- 

chased them in 1791 and 1805. There was about half an acre of 
Bellingham’s lot back of the other sections which Sewall added to 
the original Cotton estate. (Sewall Papers, i., 61; Gleaner Arti- 
cles, No. 32.) 

H.16. Valentine Hill’s ground. A portion of this area lying 
on Cambridge street was, later, the Middlecott pasture (Gleaner 
Articles, No. 21), through which, in. 1727, a street was laid out 
and called Middlecott ; but when it was opened through to Beacon 
street, in 1800, it was called Bowdoin street. [For a thorough 
account of Beacon Hill, and the titles of the estates thereon, con- 
sult Mr. Bowditch’s ‘*‘ Gleaner ” notes, reprinted as volume five of 
the Report of the Record Commissioners. — W.H.W. ] 

H.17. Robert Meeres, house and garden. He was aged in 
1666, when he executed his will (printed in NV. EL. Hist. and Geneal. 
Reg., Oct. 7, 1863, p. 345), and made his mark. This lot, in 
1709, came to John Staniford, who sold it to Rev. Henry Harris, 
whose executors sold to James Pemberton, whose family name be- 
came in the end attached to Pemberton square. ‘* Gleaner” traces 
another part of the original lot to Dr. Samuel Danforth, in 1785. 

H.18. Robert Howen, j acre. John and Israel Howen (pre-

sumably his heirs) sold it, in 1662-63, to Simon Lynde, who died 
in 1687; and his daughter Sarah was ‘the wife of Nathaniel New- 
gate, who conveyed it, in 1694, under the name of ‘‘ The Spring 
House.” 

H. 19. Anne Hunne, widow of George Hunne, } acre. This 
lot marks the site of the elegant mansion and grounds of the late 
Theodore Lyman, who purchased it in 1785. 

H. 20. Henry Fane. [House and garden, with Sudbury street 
east, New Field west, the lane north, J. Newgate south. —W.H.W. ] 

H. 21. John Newgate, the hatter, house and garden, ? acre. 
His will, 1664 (N. £. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Oct., 1859, p. 333), 
left his house to his widow, Ann. (Also see Megister, 1879, p. 
57, for Newgate’s family.) Westerly from this a tract belonging 
to Newgate fell, after his death in 1665, to Simon Lynde, his son- 
in-law ; and then, in 1687, or earlier, to his son, Samuel Lynde. 
About the middle of the last century it became the property of 
Thomas Bulfinch, and remained in his family for fifty years. The 
Revere House marks the south end of Bulfinch’s four-acre pasture, 
as the Mount Vernon Church marks the north end. (Gleaner Arti- 
cles, No. 23.) 

H. 22 and 23. [Next west of the lots of Fane and Newgate, 
Lamb’s map places Jeremy Houtchin No. 22, and Mr. Stoughton 
No. 23; but I find no warrant for them in the Book. — W.H.W. |

H. 24. [The square lying north of our Cambridge street, from 
Sudbury street to Pitts street, was owned by James Johnson, 
Thomas Hawkins, William Kirkby , James Hawkins, Richard San- 
ford, Robert Meers, Thomas Scottow, Richard Meers, Henry Pease, 
Alexander Beck, and John Leverett. I cannot, howéver, see the 
grounds for the divisions made on Lamb’s map, as will be pointed 
out later. — W.H.W. | 

H. 24. James Johnson. [House and garden, with the street 
south-east and south-west, the Cove north-west, and Thomas Haw- 
kins north-east. Evidently the corner, and, as evidently, running 
through to the water. — W.H.W. | 

H. 25. Thomas Hawkins. [Apparently not entered in the 
Book of Possessions. — W.H.W. | 

H. 26. William Kirkby. [House and garden, with the lane 
south-east, James Hawkins north, Richard Sanford west. This 
lot seems to be in the curve of the street (Cambridge street), and 
probably had J. Johnson on the east in part. —W.H.W.] 

H. 27. James Hawkins. [House and garden, with W. Kirkby 
south, R. Sanford west. No other bounds given east or north, —. 
W.H.W. | 

H. 28. Richard Parker. [Apparently not recorded; but it 
. figures as the north bound of Sanford and Robert Meers.—W.H.W. ] 
H. 29. Richard Sanford. [House and lot of about an acre, 
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R. Parker north, J. Hawkins and W. Kirby east, the street west, 
and ftobert Meers west. Here are two west bounds, and no south 
line. ‘The street was probably south. — W.H.W. ] 

H. 30. Robert Meers. [His lot No. 3, being half an acre in 
the New Field, with R. Parker north, J. Hawkins east, Tho. Scot- 
tow south, Jtichard Meers west. Here I suspect another error, as 
tichard Meers does not elsewhere appear. If it be Robert, i.e., 
another lot of the same owner, I should surmise that Scottow’s lot 
was the same as Sanford’s. It seems that Thomas Scottow’s will 
mentions his aged mother Sanford; hence, it is probable that 
Scottow and Richard Sanford were brothers-in-law. As Scottow 
is not recorded as owning any lot here, it seems more reasonable 
to conclude that it was the Sanford lot which was meant. ‘This 
would bring Meers out to the lane, now Chardon street, which 
would close the description as nearly as can now be done. The 
following’ cut may represent the first apportionment.

Mr. Winsor’s note is as follows : — 

a. The present Cambridge street was laid out in 1647, twelve 
feet wide, through Mr. Stoughton’s ground at this point, ‘‘ along 
the rayle side,” through Richard Cooke’s and Thomas Buttolph’s, 
‘*to the farder end of the lots to Tho. Munt’s ground on the 
farthest side.” 

b. David Sellick; sold to John Leverett. The highway, 
which at this point extended north and west, was early called 
Green lane ; and therc is a petition on file in the City Clerk’s office, 
March 10, 1734, asking that it may be paved, which gives many 
of the chief abutters at that time. c. Edmund Jackson, 3 acres; 
afterwards Thomas Leverett. 
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d. Robert Meeres, 2 acres. Symon Lynde bought it in 1667-91 ; 
sold it in 1718, to John Staniford, — then increased to six acres. 
Staniford seems to have disposed of a part of it, at least, by lot- 
tery. (Sewall Papers, iii., 227; Gleaner Articles, No. 9.) This 
included the rising ground, where a windmill stood, near the pres- 
ent West Church (Dr. Bartol’s). This edifice was raised in 1736, 
and the original structure is shown in the view of the Battle of 
Bunker Hill, given in the third volume of the Memorial History. 

e. Robert Turner. Passed later to Staniford. jf. Valentine 
Hill; sold, in 1648, to William Davis, 4 acres; then on his death, 
1676, to his son Benjamin, who conveyed it to his mother (she 
having married Edward Palines), and they, in 1695, passed it to 
Charles Chambers, who gave his name to the street now running 
through the lot. (Gleaner Articles, No. 10.) 

g. John Biggs, 1d acre. Marsh granted in 1641, west of North 
Russell street. His widow died in 1676, and-the land coming to 
her father, John Dasset, it was conveyed to James Allen, in 1696. 
h. Thomas Munt. 

zi. James Penn. In 1671 it fell by his will to James Allen, 
his nephew, who, later, added lot No. g, making a twenty-acre 
farm. He extended Chambers street northerly. ‘‘ Gleaner” 
thinks it certain that Allen thus owned a larger lot in Boston than 
any one else, excepting Blackstone. j. Edward Gibbons. 

k, Alexander Beck, 1 acre, — a little marsh, ‘*‘ next Mr. Hough’s 
Point ;”’ and described a few years before, when Beck was allowed 
to mow it, as in the new field, ‘‘ near the place where Mr. Hough 
taffes boat.” 


H. 42. Richard Fairbank. [His lot No. 3, being four acres 
in the New Field, with George Burden and Henry Pease south, 
the river east, T. Oliver north, Isaac Addington, Alexander Beck, 
and James Brown west. — W.H.W. | 

H. 43. Henry Pease. [Lamb places Pease’s lot on the marsh 
at the point, crossing the end of the causeway which led over the 
mill-pond. — W.H.W. | 

H. 44. Thomas Oliver. [His lot No. 2, being one acre and a 
half, with R. Fairbanks south, the marsh west, R. Carter south, 
as the description reads. — W.H.W. | 

H. 45. Richard Carter. [Apparently, but the lot is not re- 
corded. — W.H.W. | 

H. 46. James Brown. [His lot No. 3, being half an acre in 
the New Field with R. Fairbanks north, J. Allington (or Adding- 
ton) east, A. Beck west, Thomas Clark south. — W.H.W. ] 

H. 47. Alexander Beck. [His lot No. 2, being one acre in the 
New Field with Thomas Munt east, the water north, E. Gibbons 
south and west.

42 and H. 46. It is not on record. — W.H.W. | 

H.49. Thomas Clarke. [Not recorded, but mentioned in H.

H. 50. Edward Gibbons. 

H. 51. Thomas Munt. [These two lots are necessary, but not 
well indicated. — W.H.W. ] 
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COPP’S HILL, OR THE MILL FIELD. 


I. 1. Christopher Stanley’s pasture, which extended west to 
Salem street, and was defined on the other sides pretty nearly by 
Charter, Hanover, and Prince streets. He was a tailor, and left 
by will, 1646, the first bequest to the town for the support of 
schools. (See N. #. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Jan. 1850, p. 52.) 
Stanley’s widow, Susannah, married William Phillips, who con- 
firmed to her the house Stanley left her, ‘‘ with the great pasture.” 
( Register, Oct., 1851, p. 447.) A northerly part of this lot passed, 
in 1665, through Richard Dumer, to John Hull, the mint-master ; 
and in 1683 he died, and his daughter Hannah and her husband, 
Judge Sewall, conveyed Hull street, in 1701-5, to the town. 

[The map line cuts off the southerly part of this pasture, which 
is shown on Map K, or No. 10. — W.H.W.] 

I. 2. Thomas Buttolph. [Apparently his fifth lot (see B. of 
P., p. 42), ** about half an acre, bounded with the causeway north- 
east, William Cox (7.e., Copp) north-west, the marsh south-west. 
He had other lands in Mill Field. (See Map K.) —W.H.W. | 

I. 3. William Copp, shoemaker. A small cove made in south 
of him, with marsh stretching farther east. In his will, in 1669, he 
calls himself sick and weak; a cordwainer by occupation; and he 
leaves the enjoyment of the house to his wife, ‘‘ Gooddeth.” In 
his inventory his house, out-houses, orchard, garden, and land 
about the house are valued at £80. (See also Sewall Papers, ii., 
408.) Not far from this point, and taking part of the property of 
the Gas Company, early in the next century Joshua Gee had a 
ship-yard, and he owned adjacent lands, which fell, in 1724, to his 
son Ebenezer (d. 1730), and finally wholly to Rev. Joshua Gee, 
who died in 1748, when the estate was divided according to a docu- 
ment which ‘‘ Gleaner” calls one of the most important in the 
Probate Office. 

[He had a house and half an acre in the Mill field, with the 
marsh south-west, Thomas Buttolph south-east, the river north- 
west, John Button north-east. Hence he had the corner lot. — 
W.H.W. | 

I. 4. John Button. [One acre, with Charles river north, the 
marsh south-west, John Shaw north-east and south-east. — 
W.H.W. | 

I. 5. John Shaw, who seems to have surrounded the wind-mill 
lot. There was a bluff here above the beach where the way run. 

[His name is not among the possessors, but figures in the above 
description of Button’s abutters. — W.H.W. | 
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I. 6. The wind-mill lot. 

I. 7. Valentine Hill. Here, at Hudson’s Point, was the ferry 
to Charlestown, and Francis Hudson, the ferryman, was allowed 
to wharf out here in 1652 ‘*‘ before his ground;” and Thomas 
Broughton had a like privilege hereabout the same year ; and when 
this privilege was continued a year later, the expression is ‘*‘ to 
wharf or make a barrocadd before his land at Center Haven.” 
Southerly from this point, on the brow of*the hill, the town pur- 
chased of John Baker and Daniel Turrell, in 1659, the beginning 
of the present Copp’s Hill Burying-ground, and in 1711 added a 
part of Judge Sewall’s pasture, to the south-west. (Shurtleff, 
Desc. of Boston, p. 199; Gleaner Articles, No. 14.) Hull street 
adjacent was not paved till 1735, when Edward Pell and other 
abutters petitioned for leave to pave it. 

I. 8. Nicholas Parker, 2 acres; allowed to wharf out in 1651. 
He had built a house here before 1646, when a footway was laid 
out from it through the gardens to the ‘‘ mill lane or street ;” and 
along the shore, in 1650, ‘‘ a way of a rod broad” was laid out from 
the battery to the ferry. Well in from the shore in this lot, after 
Salem and Charter streets were laid out, on the westerly corner of | 
them, there was a brick house which Daniel Turrell and Samuel 
Wakefield, with their wives, sold to Lady Phips in November, 1687. 
Only a few days before Sewall records that news had come of her 
husband being dubbed Sir William Phips at Windsor Castle. ‘The 
Governor later added to the estate from adjacent lots. 

[Parker had V. Hill north-west, the water north-east, T. But- 
tolph south-west and south-east. — W.H.W. |

K. 00. ‘The remainder of Christopher Stanley’s lot. I. 1.— 

K. 0. The remainder of Nicholas Parker’s lot. I. 8. 

K.1. Thomas Buttolph. [Apparently his lots Nos. 3 and 4, 
of 44 acres in the Mill-field, with the Bay north-east, N. Parker 
and V. Hifl north-west, C. Stanley south ; also one acre compassed 
by Stanley’s ground. — W.H.W. | 

Christopher Stanley in 1644 was allowed to wharf near Winnis- 
simet ferry. Along this water front there were various ship-yards 
established later in the colonial and in the early provincial period. 
They appear in Bonner’s map in 1722. Captain William Green- 
ough’s yard was nearly opposite this lot. 

K. 2. Edward (or Edwin) Goodwin. [House and half an 


| ‘acre, the Bay north-east, J. Sweet south-east, T. Buttolph north- 


west and south-west. — W.H.W. | 
K. 3. John Sweet. [House and 1} acres, with E. Goodwin 
north-west, the Bay north-east, I. Grosse south-east, and C. Stanley 


south-west. Lamb’s map makes Sweet’s lot form two sides of a 


square enclosing Merry, Grosse, and Seabury, the water making 
the two other sides. ‘This seems necessitated by the description of 
Grosse’s two lots, which see K. 7. — W.H.W.] 

John Sweet seems to connect in the rear with his other lot. 
Perhaps this was the lot Governor Bellingham was permitted to 
wharf before, in 1648, ‘‘if it did not prejudice the battery,’’ when 
it was described as between Merry and William Winbourne; and 
somewhere near was a house which Sampson Shore sold to Chris- 
topher Lawson in 1646, when he wharfed out before it. 

K.4. Isaac Grosse. [Apparently his third lot, with the Bay 
east, John Sweet north, John Seaberry south, Walter Merry west. 
— W.H.W. | 

K.5. John Seabury. [House and garden, about half an acre, 
with Isaac Grosse north-west, the Bay north-east, W. Merry south- 
east and south-west. Winsor says this was first Merry’s land, 
bought by Seabury in 1639, and then sold ‘‘ successively to John 
Wilson and Alexander Adams in 1645, who was allowed, in 1646, 
to wharf out, maintaining along the shore a highway for a cart.’’ — 
W.H.W. | 

K.6. Walter Merry, 4 acre, who built ‘‘ a roof over the highway 
on the sea-bancke”’ to the annoyance of the selectmen; and when 
Hanover street was extended in his rear, in 1644, he was allowed 
the cost of fencing on that side. He was ordered to keep a high- 
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way open on the shore sixteen feet broad, in 1646, and sold the 
property the same year to William Douglass, who in turn sold it to 
Henry Brown, mariner, in 1648, with what is called Anker’s shop. 
The North Battery was built out here in 1646, and repaired in 
1656. 

K.7. Isaac Grosse. [His second lot, the Bay and John Sweet 
north, W. Beamsley south, the way west. Perhaps there was a 
little bend or cove here, as otherwise we should call the Bay east. 
Although Lamb’s map makes a way from Savage’s corner east to 
Sweet’s lot, none of the six owners between bound westerly 
on a way except Gross; but, curiously, nearly all omit the west 
bounds. — W.H.W. | 

In the provincial period not far from this spot stood the Saluta- 
tion Inn, which gave a name to an alley running by it, connecting 
Hanover with North street. John Brooking owned it, and his 
widow sold it, in 1692, to Sir William Phips. (Sewall Papers, i., 
222.) John Scollay, hiring of Lady Phips in 1697, keptit. Samuel 
Green was the host in 1731. It became famous later, when 
William Campbell kept it, in 1773, and it was a rallying-place 
for the patriots. 

K. 8. William Beamsley. [House and house-lot of about half _ 
an acre, the Bay east, I. Grosse north and north-west, Anne 
Tuttle south and south-west. — W.H.W. | 

K.g. Anne Tuttle. [House and garden, with W. Beamsley 
north, N. Bourne south, the Bay east, and — (probably the west — 
bound was left for farther search). — W.H.W. | 

It was on the rear of this lot, on the lower corner of the present 
Clark and Hanover streets, that the New North Church was built 
in 1714, — a small wooden building, enlarged in 1730, and giving 
place to the present edifice in 1802. The land was then bought of 
Colonel Thomas Hutchinson for £455. 

K. 10. Nehemiah Bourne, shipwright, who built here, in 1641, 
the ‘‘ Trial,” the first large vessel built in Boston. John Richards 
was using this yard in 1688. Bourne had come over in 1638 ; pre- 
viously living at Charlestown and Dorchester, had come to Boston 
in 1641. The ‘‘ Trial” made her first voyage to the Azores and 
West Indies under the command of Thomas Coitmore. On her 
next voyage, to Bilboa and Malaga, she was commanded by 
Thomas Graves, and returned to Boston, March 23, 1643-44. 
Bourne went again to England, and served as major of a regiment 
in the Parliamentary army ; but was once more in Boston in 1645, 
returning to England the next year, and became rear-admiral in 
the Parliament’s navy. There is an account of Bourne in WN. #. 
Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Jan., 1873. 

[His house and garden had Capt. Hawkins south, the Bay east, 
Anne Tuttle north, ‘‘ and on the north —,” which last entry I sur- 
mise was for north-west or west, and never filled out. —W.H.W. } 

K. 11. Capt. Thomas Hawkins. [Apparently the lot sold him 
by Edward Bendall, 30th, 1lmo., 1650. If so, it began 40 feet 
north from the lot that was R. Thompson’s, and so to N. Bourne’s, 
running with Bourne’s pales from the sea on the east to C. Stan- 
ley’s rails on the west, the south line being parallel. — W.H.W. | 
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Hawkins is supposed to have built the house, which became later 
the ‘‘ Ship Tavern,” which stood till 1866. John Vyal kept it in 
1665, and it is associated with some stirring events. Hawkins’s 
ship-yard was on the opposite water front, and he built here, as 
early as 1645, the ship ‘‘ Seafort,” of four hundred tons. Haw- 
kins’s inventory is given in NV. EL. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., Oct., 
1855, p. 343. 

K.12. Edward Bendall. [His third lot, with the Bay east, 
Capt. Hawkins north, and Lieut. Savage south. — W.H.W. ] 

Edward Bendall sold to Anchor Ainsworth, and subsequent — 
owners were Joseph Phippeni, 1647, George Mitchell, John Baker. 
Baker's will isin V. 2. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., April, 1861, p. 124. 

The way along the shore from the dock to Gallop’s Point had 
been laid out ‘‘as it is begun’’ in 1643, and in 1650 it appears 
that ‘‘ the way formerly granted of a rod in breadth from Gallop’s 
Point to the Battery, being interrupted by Mrs. Hawkins her house, 
it shall turn up from the water side through Mrs. Hawkins her gar- 
den, and soe by Mr. Winthrop’s house, between Major Borne’s 
house and his garden, before Mr. Holiok’s, to the Battery,’’ — 
marking some changes in ownership. 

K.13. ‘Thomas Savage. [House and garden, with the Bay 
east, C. Stanley west, E. Bendall north, and the lane south. This 
lane became Bennet street, and Scarlet’s wharf was at its easterly 
end. — W.H.W. | 

This, or another house on the spot, became, later, the ‘‘ King’s 
Head Tavern,’ which was burned in 1691, and rebuilt. Drake 
says that James Davenport kept it in 1755, and his widow in 1758 ; 
but in 1754, Davenport, who had kept the ‘‘ Globe Tavern,’’ peti- 
tioned to keep the ‘* Bunch of Grapes,’’ formerly known as ‘‘ Castle 
Tavern,” near Scarlet’s Wharf, which had been a licensed house 
for forty or fifty years. ‘There is an account of Davenport in N. 
E. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., 1879, p. 31. A little way from Bennet 
street, on the northerly side (it is shown on Bonner’s map), stood 
the North Grammar School, erected in 1713. Recompence Wads- 
worth was the first master; and there is on the files of the city 
clerk an interesting testimonial to his fidelity, signed by Increase 
Mather and other ministers of the town. 

K. 14. Edmund Grosse. His will, 1655, is given in N. Z£. 
Hist. and Geneal. Reg., July, 1858, p. 273. He sold the lot to 
John Anderson, shipwright, in 1647. It seems to have been on 
this lot that Judge Edward Hutchinson later built him a house, 
which, late in the eighteenth century,, became the ‘* North End 
Coffee House.” It was opposite this point that the principal wharf 
of the North End was later built, known first as Clark’s Wharf, 
and subsequently as Hancock’s,— Thomas Hancock being the 
principal proprietor. [House lot, with the lane north, I. Cole south, 
I. Cullimer west, the Bay east. —W.H.W. | 

K. 15. Samuel Cole, house and garden; sold, in 1645, to 
George Halsall, who, in 1646, had liberty ‘‘ to set down a causey 
ten foot square, from his wharfe to low-watter marke, and that 
passingers shall come and goe free to it;” and shortly after he 
was permitted ‘‘ to imploy a passag boatt betweene his wharfe and 
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the ships wher the ships rid, and is to take a penny for each per- 
son.” 

K, 16. Isaac Cullimer had two lots, the other being K. 21. [I 
cannot reconcile myself to Lamb’s method of marking out these 
lots with the two of Thomas Joy, and one each of Richard Raw- 
lins and Thomas Clark. Without clear proof, I must doubt that 
these six lots were cut into such extremely irregular forms, when 
a much simpler arrangement will answer. Cullimer’s east lot 
(No. 2 of his Possessions}, according to the Book, has the bay 
south-east, C. Stanley north-west, Stanley, S. Cole, and the way 
north-east, Clark and Rk. Rawlins south-west. Here I suspect a 
mistake of ‘‘ Rawlins” for ‘* Thomas Joy.” For Rawlins’ lot (K. 
18) has Joy (not Cullimer) on the north-east, and Joy’s lot (K. 
17) has Rawlins south-west and Cullimer north-east. Is it not 
probable that the perambulator overlooked Joy’s strip, which inter- 
vened between Cullimer and Rawlins? — W.H.W. ] 

K. 17. Thomas Joy. [His second lot, of one acre, bounds 
with C. Stanley north-west, I. Cullimer north-east, R. Rawlins 
south-west, Mr. Clarke south-east. — W.H.W. | 

Upon this lot William Clark (see the account of his family in 
N. EH. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., 1879, pp. 19, 226), a prominent 
merchant of the provincial period, well known in public affairs, 
and not always fortunate in his private ventures, built and lived in 
a house which became famous. It stood fronting the square, very 
nearly where Prince street now comes into it, on the easterly cor- 
ner. It was next the residence of Sir Charles Henry Frankland, 
the royal collector of customs. Further to the east, and occupy- 
ing the space intervening between the converging streets, was 
the estate on which Thomas Hutchinson, about 1710, erected, 
with its front on Garden court leading from the square, the sump- 
tuous house in which the son, Governor Thomas Hutchinson, was - 
born and lived. See Col. Henry Lee’s paper on these and other 
old houses hereabouts, in Mass. Hist. Soc. Proceedings, Feb., 1881. 
A view of the Hutchinson house is given in the American 
Magazine, Vol. ii. 

K. 18. Richard Rawlins. [House and garden of 1# acres, 
with C. Stanley north-west, T. Joy north-east, Clarke south-east, 
I. Cullimer south-west (i.e., Cullimer’s west lot, K. 21).— 
Werle | | 

Richard Rawlins, plasterer, probably bought of Peter Johnson, 
the Dutchman, in 1638; and when Hanover street was extended, 
in 1644, it took a part of his corn-field behind his house, for which 
he was compensated. These had lands hereabout later: Thomas 
Clark, Mark Hands, Henry Lampray, Edward Breck, William 
Burnell, Henry Paine, George Dell, Thomas Ryder,—some of 
them doubtless sharing in the breaking up of Stanley’s pasture. 

K.19. Thomas Clarke. [Warehouse and house lot. T. Joy 
north-west, I. Cullimer west (7.e., K. 21), I. Cullimer north-east 
(i.e., K. 16), and the Cove and T. Joy south (7.e., Joy’s lot No. 1, 
K. 20). —W.H.W. ] 

Thomas Clarke is called of Dorchester, merchant, when in 1644 
he granted a part of his land to Christopher Stanley, which part is 
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perhaps the identical ‘‘ p’cell of land lying neere to the water side,” 

which Stanley named in his will, two years later, as a bequest, 
** for the maintenance of the free schoole,” and which the town in 
1649 sold to William Phillips, in consideration of 13s. 4d. ‘* per 
annum forever, to the use of the schole.” This Thomas Clarke 
was a prominent merchant, and his inventory, in 1678, shows 
various estates in Boston. His shop goods are appraised at £756 ; 
the house where Elizabeth Stevens lives, £300; the one Mr. 
Woodmansy lived in, £150; orchard behind it, £100 ; land at lower 
end of the Common, £70; the house occupied by his son-in-law, 
Thomas Baker, £75; the house Edward Shippen lives in, £700. 

K. 20. Thomas Joy. [One house and lot of about half an 
acre, and another house adjoining, with the Cove south-west, Thomas 
Clarke north-west, north-east, and south-east. Evidently just at 
the bend of the Cove. — W.H.W. | 

Thomas Joy, carpenter, is called of Hingham, when, in 1648, he 
bonded this estate to Major Savage, with its house, ‘‘ near the new 
meeting-house in Boston.” This second church is usually con- 
sidered as built two years later, in 1650; and in this last year 
a committee was appointed ‘ to lay out the high wayes by the new 
meetinge house.’’ Mention is made of his cellar ‘‘ by the water 
side,” in 1642; and in 1644, when it is said to be in the highway. 
Perhaps this became the new house which, in 1647, he sold to 
Bozoone Allen, of Hingham, with adjoining wharf. Allen ealls 
himself of Boston in his will, 1652. (N. #. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., 
July, 1851, p. 299.) Joy built the town-house, and in the final 
settlement in January, 1661, he received £680. 

K.21. Isaac Cullimer. [Evidently his first lot, with C. Stanley 
north-west, the Cove south-east, R. Rawlins north-east, F. Hudson 
and B. Pasmer south-west. It will be noticed that Stanley makes 
the north-west boundary of Cullimer, Rawlins, Joy, and Cullimer. 
This was undoubtedly the line of the street, but whether at that 
date it was more than a cart-track does not appear. F. Hudson, 
the next westerly owner on the shore, bounds north-west on Wm. 
Hudson, who here joins Stanley.— W-H.W. ] 

K. 22. Bartholomew Passmore. [House and garden of about 
a quarter of an acre, with Francis Hudson north-west, the Cove 
south-east, I. Cullimer north-east, J. Gallop south-west. — 
W.H.W.] 

Passmore sold to John Sweet in 1650. It was here, on the 
corner of North and Richmond streets, that Nicholas Upsall kept 
the Red Lion Inn, and close here the. devastating fire of Noy. 27, 
1676, broke out in one Wakefield’s house. Upsall’s will is given 
in N. E. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., July, 1861, p. 251; and an ac- 
count of him in eg., January, 1880. 

K. 23. Francis Hudson. [House and garden of about half an 
acre, with William Hudson, Sr., north-west, I. Cullimer north-east, 
B. Passmore south-east, J. Gallop south-west. — W.H.W. ] 

K. 24. John Gallop was fined in 1636 for obstructing the high- 
way on the sea-bank with his ‘‘ payles ;” allowed to wharf out in 
1643; after his death, his widow Mehitabel, in 1649, conveyed a 
part of it to John Synderland. He signed his will (printed in 
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N. E. Hist. and Geneal. Reg., July, 1853, p. 227) by his mark. 
About on the line of this estate, a passage from the water front to 
the present Hanover street was opened, and in Bonner’s map, 
1722, is marked as Wood lane, the modern Richmond street. 
Near the present northerly corner on Hanover street, the New 
Brick Church was built in 1721, and stood till it was rebuilt in 
1845. 

[Gallop had ‘‘ the way”’ north-west. —W.H.W. ] 

K.25. Matthew Chaffie, ship-carpenter, house and garden ; sold 
in part to John Capen, of Dorchester, in 1649. Chaflie’s lot ex- 
tended back to what was the end of Hanover street in 1643, when 
it was ordered that the way be continued further, two rods broad, 
‘¢ from the west corner of Matthew Chafeth’s garden unto the little 
howse by the swamp,” which Christopher Stanley had just bought 
of the town, ‘‘ and from thence to the windmill as directly as the 
land will beare.” 

[ Chaffie had Sampson Shoare south-west, and Thomas Meekins 
north-west. — W.H.W. | 

K. 26. William Hudson, Sr., 5 acres; sold to Thomas But- 
tolph, who again, in 1646, sold to Christopher Lawson, and Law- 
son sold it in part to William Phillips, who granted his purchase to 
his wife Susan for life ; and the rest was broken up into small lots, 
Richard Bennett and others holding it. 

K. 27. ‘Thomas Meekins. [Mentioned as an owner in Chaffie’s 
record, but there seems to be no farther description. —W.H.W. | 

Thomas Meekins hereabout. Beer lane was later cut through 
this region, and in 1735 Samuel Turrell and other abutters peti- 
tioned to have it paved. It is the present Parmenter street.

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REPORT OF HEARING. 


City Hai, March 26, 1881. 


The committee met in the large committee-room at 2 P.M., Council- 
man Parkman, of Ward 9, presiding. Present — Messrs. Devlin, Barry, 
Harding, and Doherty. 

The Cuair.— The subject under consideration is the report of the 
Committee on Common and Squares in regard to the proposal of 
Mr. John Reardon, which was recommitted. The committee have voted 
to give Mr. Reardon a hearing. 

r. CLARKE. — | appear, as I did before, as counsel for Mr. Reardon, 
and desire to know whether the committee are inclined to allow me to 
proceed to state the case for him. 

The CHarr.— The committee will allow you to present Mr. Rear- 
don’s case, on the understanding that any statements of facts made 
by you are the statements of Mr. Reardon; also, that you will endeavor 
— you being a lawyer — to confine this matter as closely as possible to 
the question. With that understanding, the committee are ready to hear 
you. 

Mr, CLARKE. —I have seen, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, from the 
debates in the Council, some of the difficulties which the committee labor 
under in coming to a conclusion in regard to this matter as favorable to 
Mr. Reardon, and [ think I can, perhaps, obviate some of them. It is 
well known to the committee that a contract has been given to Mr. 
Reardon in some former years for the performance of a part of this 
work. I believe the Clerk of Committees has a copy of one of those 
contracts, and Mr. Reardon requested that it be sent up here. I have 
not seen it, but I understand it is quite a short contract. 

The Cuair handed the paper to Mr. Clarke, who read as follows : — 


‘* Tn consideration of the sum 6f fifteen hundred dollars, to be paid to me by 
the City of Boston, in such sums and at such times as the Chairman of the 
Joint Standing Committee on Common and Public Grounds of the City of 
Boston may approve, I hereby promise and agree to do all the work required 
to keep in good order and condition Union park, Worcester square, Frank- 
lin square, Blackstone square, and Lowell square, from the first day of April, 
1877, to the first day of April, 1878; to furnish all plants, flowers, bulbs, and 
shrubs; also, all gravel, sods, and other material necessary to keep the 
flower-beds, walks, and trees in said park and squares in a condition en- 
tirely satisfactory to the Superintendent and the Joint Standing Committee of 
the City Council on Common and Public Grounds for the time being. 

‘‘ JOHN REARDON. 

‘¢ Witness, 

“Wa. W. Crapp.’’ 


Mr. CLrarke. — Not knowing whether a copy of that contract was in 
existence, I drafted one somewhat more elaborately, which I hoped 
would meet the approval of the committee, for I have endeavored to 
provide for some outlays, which I understand have been made by the 
Superintendent in making preparations for the current year; and as 
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those preparations have been made, the city ought not to lose the advan- 
tage of them. With the permission of the committee, I will read the 
contract which Mr. Reardon would be willing to sign; and of course he 
would be willing to sign as short a contract as the first one: — 


eae of proposed Contract between ie City of Boston and John 
Reardon: 


** An agreement made this — day of , 1881, between the City of 
Boston, of the first part, and John Reardon, of said Boston, of the second 
part. 

‘‘Whereas, the City of Boston has a department of common and public 
squares in charge of Boston Common and Public Garden, and the various 
squares and parks in different parts of the city; and, 

‘¢ Whereas, heretofore, in the years 1879 and 1880, the work upon said Com- 
mon, Public Garden, and public squares has been done under the immediate 
charge of the Committee on Common and Public Squares; and, 

‘¢ Whereas, a standard of beauty, ornament, and style has been established 
during the years 1879 and 1880, under the present Superintendent, which is 
satisfactory to the community; and, 

‘* Whereas, the party of the second part is desirous of contracting for the 
care of the Common, Public Garden, and public squares for the current year 
for the sum of $30,000, the said John Reardon, party of the second part, 
hereby agrees to furnish all the labor, loam, sods, manure, gravel, and other 
supplies, to pay the water-rates for the use of water, to furnish all the plants, 
trees, bulbs, seeds, and other things requisite to keep the Common, Public 
Garden, and squares in the City of Boston, during the current year, up to the 
standard of efficiency, beauty, ornament, and style in which they were kept dur- 
ing the years 1879 and 1880, to the satisfaction and approval of said Commit- 
tee on Common and Squares, and of the Superintendent of Common and 
Squares; the said Common, Public Garden, and squares to be kept during the 
year, 1881, until the close of the season, clean and neat, and in good order; 
the grass-grounds well shorn and taken care of; the paths in good order and 
repair, and well rolled; the flower-beds properly set out, weeded, and taken 
care of; the trees in the Common, Public Garden, squares, and. streets well 
pruned, scraped, and taken care of; the shrubbery well pruned, and in good 
order, and to be left at the end of the season properly tied up and properly 
prepared for the winter; and, on the approach of winter, the grounds to be 
cleaned and put in order for the winter; the plank-walks kept in good 
repair, and laid at the approach of winter in proper season; the fountains 
put in good order, and kept in proper repair; and the fences of the said Com- 
mon, Public Garden, and squares to be painted whenever needed, unless the 
same shall have been done within two years; and the Public Garden pond 
cleaned, —for the sum of $380,000. 

‘¢ And the City of Boston, in consideration df the undertaking herein set 
forth to be done by said John Reardon, agrees to allow him the use of the 
tropical plants belonging to the city, heretofore used for the ornamentation 
of the Public Garden and public squares, and also the use of the tools and 
machinery in said department, belonging to the city, said plants, tools, and 
machinery to be scheduled and appraised before being put in possession of 
John Reardon, party of the second part, and to be returned at the close of 
the season in like good order, and of the same quality and quantity as when 
taken, to be also scheduled and appraised when returned, said appraisement 
to be agreed between the Superintendent and said Reardon, or made by 
Alderman Breck. 

‘And the said City of Boston further agrees to pay said John Reardon 
upon his contract as follows : — 


‘¢ $15,000 on or before the 1st day of July, for work done prior to that 
time, approved by the Committee on Common and Squares; $7,500 on or 
after the first day of December, 1881, for work done prior to that date, ap- 
proved by said Committee on Common and Squares ; $7,500 on or after March 
1, 1882, for work done prior to that date, approved by said Committee on 
Common and Squares. The said John Reardon is to give bond in the sum 
of —, with surety for the performance of this contract; and,

‘‘ Whereas, certain preparations have been made by the Superintendent of 
Common and Squares for the propagation of the plants intended to be used 
during the ensuing season upon the Public Garden and squares, said John 
Reardon shall, ifso desired, on or before the first of April, take the 
said plants, which have been prepared by the Superintendent for use in the 
Common and squares, and shall pay for the same a fair price, to be fixed by 
three florists, one to be appointed by said Reardon, one by the Superintend- 
sor hgs Common and Squares, and the third to be selected by the other two; 
and, 

‘* Whereas, it is contemplated to plant Commonwealth avenue with trees, 
and certain preparations have been made for such planting, it is agreed that 
the planting of Commonwealth avenue with trees as already prepared, and 
the furnishing of the necessary trees and other supplies, shall be included in 
said contract of $30,000. But that said Reardon shall not be required to 
plant, excepting Commonwealth avenue, any additional trees, except in the 
Common, Public Garden, and public squares, to supply the place of trees 
which have been heretofore planted, and died. And in case the committee 
should desire to plant, as is in contemplation, Chester park, from Columbus 
avenue to Beacon street, with trees, said Reardon agrees to furnish the trees, 
loam, and other supplies, and do the labor thereon for the sum of $1,200, in 
addition to the foregoing specified sum of $30,000, to be paid on or after 
the lst day of December, 1881, on the approval by the Committee on Com- 
mon and Public Squares; the trees to be furnished for said purpose to be 
such as shall be approved by the committee or superintendent.” 


Mr. CiarKke.—In order that the committee may understand pre- 
cisely what it is intended to cover by this contract, allow me to state 
that the routine work of the department, as I understand, cost, last year, 
about $45,000, which was included in the regular appropriation. There 
are certain other regular things, such as the salary of the superin- 
tendent, and a variety of incidental expenses, amounting, perhaps, in 
all to $5,000, for which the committee would be obliged to ask an appro- 
priation, in addition to this sum of $30,000. The Finance Committee, 
as I understand it, have allowed $59,000 for the work of the Department 
of Common and Squares this year. 

The Cuarr. — Not for the routine work of the department. 

Mr. CLarke. —I understand; not for the routine work, but for the 
whole work of the department. Now, as I understand, if this contract 
were accepted, the result would be that about $15,000 would be saved 
to the city. 

The Cuair. — Will you state right here just how you figure that out? 

Mr. CLarke. — The way I figure it is this: The routine work cost 
last year, in the vicinity of $45,000; that work Mr. Reardon proposes 
to do for $30,000. The difference between $45,000, which was the cost 
of the routine work last year, and $59,000 is $14,000, which the com- 
mittee would have for extra work which they propose to do this year. 
Now, under the circumstances, we think it would be a desirable thing 
for the city to make this contract, because, in addition to the superin- 
tendence of laborers working in so many different parts of the city, the 
superintendent would have to be engaged in laying out the extra new 
work, amounting to $14,000, or thereabouts. This work is considerable, 
and very onerous ; and if $15,000, or even $10,000, could be saved to the 
city, and the superintendent allowed to devote his entire time, substan- 
tially, to the new work, and inspecting the work done by the contractor, 
it would undoubtedly be a great advantage to the city and to the depart- 
ment. The duty of the superintendent, with regard to this routine 
work, the committee can readily see, would be simply that of inspection. 
He would look at the grounds from time to time, and see whether they 
were up to his standard; if they were not, he would call Mr. Reardon’s 
attention to it, and see that they were brought up to that standard at once. 
I don’t think there would be any difficulty about Mr. Reardon keeping 
them up to that standard. You will see that, by the proposed contract, 
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the work is to be done to the satisfaction of the committee and the 
superintendent. Now, I have here one or two gentlemen, formerly 
connected with the department as members of the City Government, and 
I would like to call ex-Aldermen Power and Guild. Mr. Power was a 
member of the committee during the time when Mr. Reardon was a 
contractor with the city, and Mr. Guild came in immediately afterward. 

Dr. McSHEEHY.—I would like to say a few words on this question. 

The Cuair. —I take it you have made your general statement, Mr. 
Clarke ? 

Mr. CLARKE. — Yes; it is subtantially the opening of the case. 

The Cuarr. — And you want to call Mr. Power and Mr. Guild? 

Mr. CLARKE. — Yes, sir, and perhaps one or two others. 

Dr. McSurrny. — Do you hear both sides of the story ? 

The Cuarr. — Yes, sir. 

Dr. McSurruy. — I would like to say a few words on the other side, 
as a tax-payer. 

The CHarr. — We will hear you after the petitioner has concluded. 


STATEMENT OF EX-ALDERMAN JAMES POWER. 


By Mr. CiarkeE. — You were alderman some years ago ? 

A. Yes, sir. ; 

Q. Will you please state to the committee in what years? 

_A. In 1872, °3, °4, and ’5. 

Q. In which of these years were you on the Committee on Common 
and Squares ? 

A. Three years, —’73, °4, and ’5. 

Q. And was Mr. Reardon a contractor under the committee during 
that time ? 

A. He was. 3 

Q. Did you have occasion to observe his work? 

A:T did, sir, 

Q. And how was it — satisfactory to the committee, and at a reason- 
able price to the city? 

A. Always satisfactory to the committee. The work was always 
done satisfactorily, and I never heard any complaint that it was not. 

Q. How was it as to price ? 

A. Well, the committee considered it was done lower, in proportion 
to the amount done, than what was done otherwise; that is, by days’ 
labor; that it was the cheapest work, and more satisfactorily done than 
any other we had. 

By the CHatr.— Have you examined the reports of the Superin- 
tendent of Common since the work on those squares was done by the 
department, instead of letting it out by contract ? 

A. In other words, since it was done by Mr. Doogue P 

Q. Yes, sir; done by Mr. Doogue. 

A. Well, sir, I have taken more or less interest in the work after that. 

Q. On what do you found your statement that it was done cheaper 
under Mr. Reardon than by the department ? 

Mr. CLARKE. — By the department in those years ? 

_ The Cuatr. — Later. 

Mr. Drevin. —I hope the gentleman will allow ex-Alderman Power 
to answer the question. He was an alderman for some years, and is 
fully competent to answer the question. 

Mr. Power. —I said nothing in my remarks in regard to the manage- 
ment of the Common and squares since it has been in Mr. Doogue’s 
hands. 

By the Cuarr.— Then you have nothing to say about the manage- 
we of the Common and squares since it has been in Mr. Doogue’s 

ands P 
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A. I have nothing to say against the management of Mr. Doogue. I 
came here simply to state my opinion of the ability of Mr. Reardon to do 
the work as he agreed to. 

By Mr. Devi. — What has been your experience, as an alderman, in 
regard to contract work versus days’ labor ? 

A. My experience has been that, in all things that can be done by 
contract, the city can make a great saving. 

(. You think the work can be as effectually done ? 

A. It is the fault of the committee and their superintendent if it is 
not done so. The form of the contract always was that the work shall 
be done to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, or the City 
Engineer, or whoever might be the person, connected with the depart- 
ment, who had ae os supervision of the work. That provision was 
always embodied in the contracts when I was here. If the Committee 
on Paving let out a contract the work was to be done to the satisfaction 
of the Superintendent of Streets and Committee on Paving. Of course, 
if it was not done, they were to blame for it. 

By the Carr. — You wish to state your opinion, as I understand you, 
that it would be better for the city to contract for all the work to be 
done by the department? 

A. Anything that can be, sir; I don’t know why the routine work 
cannot be done by contract. Of course, if you propose to lay out new 
squares, that is something which will come up under any administra- 
tion. I don’t know whether you propose to lay out anything new, but 
you have your squares now laid out, and I see that Mr. Reardon pro- 
poses to take care of what you have. It seems to me the work can 
be clearly and easily defined; and when any work can be clearly de- 
fined, I think it is for the interest of the city to let it out by contract, 
re can get good parties to give a satisfactory guarantee that it will 

e done. 

By Mr. Devin. — Do you remember what the amount of the appro- 
priation was between 1872 and ’75 for Common and squares ? 

A. I was not on the committee until 1873. I think the appropriation 
has been as high as $100,000, or very near it. But, of course, you gen- 
tlemen know that all those new squares were built during those years ; 
the Public Garden has been altered in many things, and other expen- 
sive work done, which I don’t understand you have to do now. ‘There 
is another thing I would like to say. Some persons might think I came 
here to reflect upon Mr. Doogue. I never saw Mr. Doogue until the 
day you were to have a hearing, about a fortnight ago, and all I know 
about him and his work is obtained from the reports you give me of 
the work in the department under him. From those reports I haven’t 
the slightest doubt but if he had full charge he would do this work as 
cheap as anybody could. I didn’t come here to cast any reflection 
upon him. So far as I know, he has given satisfaction and done his 
duty since he came here. 

By the Cuarr. —I see by the Auditor’s reports of 1873, °4, °5, when 

ou were a member of the committee, that the care of Blackstone, 
franklin, and Worcester squares, and Union park, under contract, cost 
$1,650 a year. There was some other work done on them by the com- 
mittee — apparently repairs — and the total for 1873 was $1,787.66; for- 
1874, $1,922.91; and the average cost for the twelve years preceding, for 
the last three of those squares, was $1,813; or an average per acre of 
$315.43. The average cost per acre for the years 1878-9 and 1879-80 
was $217.58; showing that the care of those squares (about which 
there has been no complaint) was $97.85 per acre cheaper when the 
work was done by the department, than previously when it was let out 
by contract, especially in those years when your committee had charge 
of it. Can you explain that? 

A. I cannot explain it better than by this: If I went to New 
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Hampshire and bought a barren farm, that had been allowed to run 
down, it would cost considerable to get it into a good, healthy, and pro- 
ductive state. My recollection is that most of those South End squares 
kept sinking and settling for many years, and had to be graded, as well 
as keeping the trees and flowers altered and cultivated, and that they 
had to be more extensively altered than is necessary now. I think the 
record will show that at that time everything was much more costly 
than at present. What were the years you mentioned ? 

The Cuarr. — 1873-"4 and ’5, when you were a member of the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. CLarKE.— Gold was at a premium in 1873, ’4, and 5, was it not, 
Mr. Power? 

The Cuarr.— Is Mr. Power an expert on that question? 

Mr. Power. —I am on that question. 

Mr. CLARKE. —I think he can state the fact. 

By Mr. DouEerty. —Do you think the department could be run as 
well as the committee have done for the last year, for $30,000 ? I ask 
you that because you have been a member of the committee. 

A. Well, sir, I don’t hesitate to say that if I had supreme control 
of the management of the department I could have kept the Common 
and squares in as good order for $30,000 as they have been kept for 
$50,000. ; 

Q: Please state where you would make that saving. 

A. I would make a saving of seventy-five per cent. in labor, and not 
in the way that many people have charged me with. On this question 
I have not taken the pains to explain, but I will have to do so, in giv- 
ing a satisfactory answer to the question asked me. It would not be 
by cutting down the pay of labor, but by doing just what is recom- 
mended by the Committee on Common and Squares. I don’t know, 
but it strikes me the gentleman behind me (Mr. Guild) was on the com- 
mittee I refer to. City Document 87 explains this question. This is a 
report made by the Committee on Common and Squares—I may be © 
mistaken; perhaps it was not Alderman Guild—=in 1877, and I have 
copied an extract from that :— 

‘The manner in which laborers are procured to work on the Com- 
mon and Public Garden (through the ‘influence’ or by the recom- 
mendation of members of the City Council) is an unqualified nuisance 
and wrong; it has grown up under our system of government, but it is 
bad in every particular —bad for the Alderman or Common Council- 
man who is put to the inconvenience of begging or demanding the 
situation sought for; bad for the laborer, who gets and holds his situa- 
tion only through the favor of the Alderman or Common Councilman ; 
and bad for the city, who has to pay for the services of a person some- 
times ill qualified for the work, to be changed in a few weeks for an- 
other still less qualified. Let it be abolished. The city needs in this 
department a permanent body of men, trained in the work.” 

That is how I think this saving could be made. I don’t hesitate to 
say that your present superintendent could make a large saving, if he 
had supreme control. 

Q. Do you think $11,000 could be saved on labor by what you state P 

‘A 00; Sir, 

By Mr. Devin. — Would you carry out your argument in all the 
departments, — Paving, Health, etc.? Is that your idea for the general 
work P | 

A. It is, sir; when I was on the Committee on Paving, we let out 
everything by contract that could be. 

Q. Do I understand you to say that this argument is specially 
against the department of Common and Squares, or would you carry it 
to the Paving and Health departments ? 

A, No, sir; I think the Health Department is better, because the men 
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are permanently employed there; I don’t think the same rule would 
apply to the Health Department that would apply to Common and 
Squares. 

@. Then you are of the same opinion in regard to the Paving Depart- 
ment as Common and Squares ? 

A. Very much so. It would apply in a great measure. 

@. By Mr. Barry. — Do I understand you to say that, if you had sole 
charge, you could manage it for $30,000 ? 

A. Isay that 1 could; and that your present superintendent, from 
all I have heard of him, and the reports 1 have read, if he had power 
to hire such men as he saw fit, — and hire them free from dictation, — 
could do it. 

@. ‘Then, according to your argument, when you were on the com- 
mittee and spent $90,000, you spent $30,000 too much ? 

A. No, sir; there were many new squares laid out. But I will ac- 
knowledge that I think the department cost a great deal more money 
than it ought, and the records will show that I did all I could in behalf 
of economy ; I thought so then and think so now. I don’t apply this to 
your management, any more than to previous management when I was 
there; and I think the records of the committee will bear me out in 
the statement, that my efforts were to economize the management. 


STATEMENT OF EX-ALDERMAN CurTIS GUILD. 


By Mr. Clarke. — You were a member of the Committee on Common 
in 1878? 

A. Yes, sir; and also in 1875 and ’76 when I was in the Council. 
 @. You were acquainted with Mr. Reardon then, as a contractor for 
the city ? 

A. His term of service had just expired when I came into the Board 
of Aldermen ; I saw but little of his work previous to that. 

By Mr. ParkMAN. — You refer to the time when you came into the 
Board of Aldermen ? 
_ A. I was speaking of the time I came into the Board of Aldermen. 

By Mr. CLarks.— You were acquainted with Mr. Reardon as con- 
tractor in 1875? 

A. No, sir; I was not. I was on the Committee on Common and 
Squares in 1875 and °76; in 1877 I was out of the government, and in 
1578 was elected to the Board of Aldermen. 

@. Do you know whether Mr. Reardon was a contractor then ? 

A. | was a member of the committee, but not chairman in 1875, and 
was chairman on the part of the Council in 1876. 

Q. Now, when you came upon the committee as chairman, in, 1878, 
and took the management of the department, as the chairman does, you 
"had a greatly reduced appropriation for that year P 

A. Yes, sir; very great, indeed. The appropriation was entirely too 
‘small. 
@. I think it was about $45,000 against something like $70,000 ? 

A. I cannot remember the exact figures, but I think you are very 
nearly correct. 

Q. Did you do a good deal of work that year ? 

A. Do you mean the committee ? 

Q. Yes. 

A. They did a good deal of work as a committee and a great deal of 
work personally, as though they were gardeners themselves. 

Q. And that was Mr. Doogue’s first year as superintendent ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And the work then was done very efficiently, and with a com- 
paratively small amount of labor? * 

A. Well, sir, what work was done was done very efficiently. The 
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appropriation was very much too small, and we had reasons to suppose 
it was made too small for purposes. We could not do half the work 
that ought to have been done. I was myself compelled to explain to 
the outlying wards that work which should have been done, and which 
I was ambitious should be done, could not be done, owing to the insuffi- 
cient appropriation for the year. 

Q. But what work was done on the South End squares and the Com- 
mon and Public Garden was satisfactory? | 

A. Well, sir, what work was done was the improvement of some 
very bad work which had been done previously, and which had to be 
done all over again, and which the city had suffered from. 

Q. Quite as much work was done as was done the year before P 

A. Icannot say whether there was; I haven’t the figures at com- 
mand, and don’t like to make an assertion unless I know. I know it 
Was a Severe year. : 

Q. Do you remember about how many trees you planted that year ? 

A. It was in the report which I drew up at the request of the com- 
mittee, and which was published in the papers, and is also in the city 
document. It cost me a great deal of labor. 

Q. It was quite a large number, was it P 

A. I think so, but I cannot recall the figures. 

Q.. Have you noticed whether the appropriation for Common and 
squares has been increasing since 1878, each year ? 

A. Not particularly ; I haven’t given attention to it, because I was 
so glad to relinquish the duty. 

(. Have you. had occasion to see how the squares look, as compared 
with the time when you had charge of them ? | 
Yes, sir. 
How do they appear ? 
Well, I think they look very well, indeed. 
About the same? 
There are many improvements. 

Mr. CLARKE. — That is all, sir. 

By the Cuair. — You were chairman of the Committee on Common 
and Squares in 1878? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Previous to that time the work on the South End squares had been 
done by contract by Mr. Reardon P 
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A. Yes, sir. 
Q. And it was changed in that year ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Will you please state the reasons for changing it? 

A. Well, the committee were of opinion that that work could be done 
by the superintendent, who could employ regular and skilled labor, and 
do it much more efficiently than by having what might be called asecond 
superintendent, with a set of laborers, to do it; and, having come to 
that conclusion, they made the change accordingly. 

Q. And you found the work was done cheaper — by your report ? 

A. We found the work was done as I say, and I think it was cheaper. 
I haven't the figures here, but I think it was done a great deal better, 
because I had so many means of knowing from people who sent their 
approval from the vicinity of the different squares, and wanted to give 
some testimonial to the committee for the{excellent work they had done. 
That is what they said. 

Q. I think you said, also, that you considered the appropriation too 

small, in 1878, for the proper work of this department ? 
, A. Most certainly; entirely too small. I only yielded to that because 
it was so very late in the year when that question was finally brought 
before the City Council, and Mr. ‘Turner was quite anxious to see if we 
could not get along without any more. 
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= 7 appropriation of $57,000 wouldn't be large for the necessary 
works 

A. It certainly wouldn’t have been then; I am not familiar with what 
the wants of the city are now. There are two ways of looking at this 
question: Commonwealth avenue is completed; the public grounds are 
completed, substantially; but, in my experience, they are never com- 
plete; there is always something to be done, always something to be 
mended. People have very little idea of the number of trees which 
have to be taken care of in the City of Boston. It was no fault of the 
former superintendent that they had not been taken care of, for it had 
not been required, and he was not called upon to protect the trees so 
much as the superintendent has been in later years; and that work has 
come to be quite a large expense to the department. Atthat time I felt 
really annoyed that I could not do what I considered our duty to do, 
either in Charlestown, East and South Boston. As chairman of the 
committee, I really felt mortified at what appeared to be the insuflicient 
appropriation for necessary work in those places. I did all I could, 
but I didn’t have the means to do it with, under the system of mana ge- 
ment which prevailed then, and which prevails now. 

Q. This committee and the community generally know that you took 
great interest in the department when you were chairman, and had 
great knowledge of the needs of the department. Let me ask you, as 
a matter of opinion, whether you consider it for the best interest of the 
Department of Common and Squares to make such a contract as is pro- 
posed now ? 

A. Well, sir, Ican answer that in this way —and my views on the 
subject, when [ first became a member of the Board of Aldermen, are 
on record. I then urged that the Department of Common and Squares 
—and I think I advocated it at a meeting of the Board — should be 
placed entirely under the charge of the Park Commissioners, with full 
powers. That would allow the commissioners to appoint a superin-' 
tendent, and make any contract they pleased with Mr. Reardon, Mr. 
Doogue, or whoever it might be. I had confidence in those gentlemen, 
who were working without pay; and, furthermore, at that time, I was 
waited upon by people —I cannot tell who— saying if that were done 
they would plant the whole of Commonwealth avenue with trees at no 
expense to the city ; and various other propositions were made. I would 
simply say, in regard to this matter which my friend ex-Alderman 
Power has urged, that that report was made the year previous to my 
coming into the Board of Aldermen; and if the records are examined it 
will be found that I brought up that same matter, in order that the 
superintendent —no matter whether Mr. Galvin, Mr. Doogue, or Mr. 
Reardon — might be entirely free from that annoyance; but if I recol- 


- lect aright, some of the very gentlemen who signed and advocated that 


report voted against my proposition, and it was killed. In my position 
in the Common Council, I knew that during Mr. Galvin’s administra- 
tion he was annoyed beyond measure; and I have no doubt that a great 
deal of what was urged against Mr. Galvin’ was more his misfortune 
than his fault, in his position under the City Government. 

Q. You don’t quite answer my question. Leaving out the question 
of the transfer of the department to the management of another depart- 
ment, and taking the department as at present constituted, with the 
fact that it doesn’t necessarily follow that the committee are not con- 
versant with horticulture and the care of gardens, in your opinion, 
would it be advisable to enter into such a contract as this for taking 
care of the public grounds of the city ? 

A. Well, sir, as the French say, cela depend; I should want to look 
very carefully at the contract and to whom it was given. I would say 
just as Mr. Power would say, and it is the same in all the departments 
of the City of Boston; because every man who holds a rake or hoe 
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here, has a vote, and every member of the Common Council knows 
that. 

Mr. Deviin. — And the Board of Aldermen ? 

Mr. Guitp.— And the Board of Aldermen, also. In giving that 
supreme power to the contractor he would control all the votes in- 
stead of the aldermen and councilmen. He could do it cheaper, for. the 
reason that he would have power to employ his men as he chose. We 
found in our administration that it was a great deal cheaper to employ 
a certain number of expert gardeners at $2 a day than a larger number 
of inexperienced men at $1.75 a day. 

By the Cuarr. — You heard this contract read by Mr. Clarke, which 
is a general one, by which everything is to be done to the satisfaction of 
the committee. Leaving out the present committee entirely, do you 
think any committee of the City Government, as generally constituted, 
is competent to superintend such a contract covering such a large quan- 
tity of ground? 

A. Do I think that they are what ? 

@. That, generally, a committee is constituted with the necessary 
knowledge, or the time, to superintend such a contract, and see if it is 
faithfully carried out ? 

A. No, sir, no more than I do that they are properly constituted to 
carry on the work under the present system. 

By Mr. Deviin. — Youspoke ofthe Park Commissioners having charge 
of the common and squares, — are you conversant with the Park Com- 
missioners as business men ? 

A. Iwas then, but have not been since I left the government. 

Q. If I may ask the question, do you think either of them any more 
competent than Mr. Doogue to take charge of the Common and squares ? 

A. I wouldn’t place them in that position. I would place them in the 
position of having power to engage competent men like Mr. Doogue, 
Mr. Galvin, or Mr. Rear don, to do the work. They would engage whom 
they saw fit. They were eentlemen of comparative leisure, and when 
I was in the Board, and the hobbies of some of them being arboricul- 
ture and horticultur e, they devoted a great deal of time to, and were ex- 
perts in, those departments. 

By the CHarr.— Suppose it was transferred to the Park Commission- 
ers, do you think it would be advisable to let out the work by contract, 
or employ a superintendent and spend the money given to them? I 

want to bring out whether you think this work is of a nature that can 
be properly done by general contract. 

A. I think it canbe done by contract, but it could not always be done 
by contract to the satisfaction of the publi, and various changes would 
have to be made during the year. If you had a rigid contr act, a man 
would say he had lived up to that contract, and “would do nothing 
more. 

By Mr. CLarKE.—During the year when you had an appropriation of 
$45,000, you paid some back bills, amounting to $801, out of the appro- 
priation P 

A. I think there were. 

@. And had a little balance left ? 

A; Yes; sir. 

Q. The chairman of the committee has asked you, if a contract for the 
work, to be done to the satisfaction of the committee, would be a good 
one, and you rather thought it wouldn't, as I understand you. Do you 
think that a.contract that the work should be done to the’ satisfaction of 
the committee and superintendent, as in the usual form of contracts for 
paving, etc., would be any more sufficient than that he suggested ? 

A. And the superintendent ? 

@. And the superintendent. 

A. I should think the putting in of one more man, who is an expert, 
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would be an advantage. The superintendent is supposed to be more 
expert in the cultivation of trees, flowers, and shrubs than members of 
the committee, and I should think you would get the work better done. 
I think that would be an advantage. 

(Y. Do you remember whether Mr. Reardon made an offer to contract 
for the work done by the Committee on the Squares at the South End dur- 
ing your administration for a less sum than $1,500 ? 

A. I think he did. 

@. One thousand dollars, wasn’t it ? 

A. I think it was $1,000 or $1,200. I cannot reeall it precisely. 

By the Cuarrman. — Why didn’t you accept that offer ? 

A. Well, sir, we thought we would do it cheaper and better other- 
wise. 

By Mr. Care. — You did it for 900 and some odd dollars that year? 

A. I cannot remember what it was. We had to top over the squares 
and fix them up ina different manner, at the request of the people there. 

Mr. CLarke.— Mr. Reardon, I would like to ask you some ques- 
tions. 

The Cuarr. — Have you any other witnesses ? 

Mr. Crarke.— No, sir. I think I will simply ask Mr. Reardon one 
or two questions. 


STATEMENT OF JOHN REARDON. 


By Mr. CLarke. — Will you state to the committee what price you 
propose to pay for labor? 

A. One dollar and seventy-five cents a day. 

Mr. CLARKE. — I now want to call the attention of the committee to 
the report of 1878, under Mr. Guild’s administration, by which the com- 
mittee will see, I think, that the expense for Franklin and Blackstone 
squares, and Union park, was nearly $900, — without being particular 
as to the exact figures, —and that Mr. Reardon’s estimate was $1000. 
Also, to the report for the present year, by which it appears that the 
amount for those squares is a trifle over $1,600; so that there has been 
no saving in the past year. Also, I have Mr. Reardon’s specifications 
of plants for the year 1879, in which the committee will observe that the 
plants suggested by Mr. Reardon are all named in those specifications, 

-and therefore may be considered as proper plants. 

The Cuarr. —That is the specification of two years ago ? 

Mr. CLARKE. — Yes, sir. 

The Cuarr. — Plants change a great deal every year? ° 
_ Mr. CLarke. — Yes, sir; but a geranium is a geranium, whether the 
variety is fashionable or not. 

Mr. CLarke.— We will not trouble the committee with any more 
witnesses, and, after others have spoken, I will ask Mr. Reardon a few 
questions. 

The Cuarr.— Are there any gentlemen present who desire to be 
heard in favor of this memorial ? 

A voice. —I am against it. 

The CHatr.— We will hear you presently. [Pawse.] If there is 
nobody here who wishes to speak in favor of this memorial, I now 
desire to call upon any who desire to be heard in opposition ; we reserv- 
ing the right toask Mr. Reardon some questions at a future time. I 
will now call upon anybody who wishes to be heard on the other 
side. ; 


STATEMENT OF Dr. J. J. McSueeny, or Warp 6. 


Dr. MeSheehy expressed a desire to be heard, 

The Cuair. — The committee will be glad to hear you; but we hope 
you will make your statement as brief as possible, and come right to 
the question. 
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Dr. McSuHreny.— I haven't got much to say. Mr. Chairman and gen- 
tlemen of the committee: Going up the street about dinner time, I met 
a friend of mine, and he told me there was going to be some fun at 
City Hall, so I thought I would go up and look on. I have seen this 
question discussed with regard to the superintendence of the Common 
and Public Garden, for some time, before the Council and Board of Al- 
dermen. Mr Reardon has been trying to get the contract from a Mr. 
Doo-gue. Inever saw this Mr. Doo-gue in my life ; but from what I can 
hear he is a very respectable man, and a man that gives us, as citizens 
in Boston, very general satisfaction. I have been on the Common for. 
some time last year, and have seen the work on the Common and Pub- 
lic Garden well taken care of. Ihave been in the public grounds in 
foreign places, — London, Liverpool, Paris, Hamburg, and other parts of 
the world which I have visited in my peregrinations, and I never was 
better pleased with the appearance of the arbors and flower-beds, and 
anything connected with horticulture, than I was when I beheld the 
Common and Public Garden, as they appear under the superintendence 
of the men who do the business now. (Loud applause.) 

The Cuarr. — Gentlemen will please keep quiet. 

Dr. McSHrEeny. — Now, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the com- 
mittee, this is a very important question, although it would look very. 
small at the present time with regard to a contract for $40,000 or 
$50,000. A man comes in here and says he will come in and make a 
contract with the City of Boston for $30,000, for work by which another 
man gets $45,129.75. The present superintendent gets that sum of 
money for doing that business. This man says he will do it for the sum 
of $30,000, making a saving of the difference between those two sums. 

In 1877 Mr. Galvin done the work for $87,000. Well, that wasn’t very 
much. This other man gets $45,000, almost half as much as Galvin 
got in 1877. And’this Mr. Reardon comes in and tells you, represent- 
ing the City of Boston: ‘‘I am a contractor; Iam Mr. Reardon; I am a 
great man, and I have the interest of the City of Boston at heart, and I 
come in and I will take that contract and do the work for the City of Bos- 
ton for $30,000, and will save the city of Boston $15,000 or $20,000.” 

Well, how are these contractors going to do this workP We have 
the laboring men amongst us here. We have the interest of the com- 
munity at heart. Our pulse beats just as strone for these laborers as 
it would beat for a dear friend of ours, because we live upon that labor ; 
and you take and reduce that man’s wages, and what do you have? 

The CuHarr. —I don’t think there is any question about the pay of 
laborers. Mr. Reardon has distinctly stated that he proposes to pay 
the same wages as are paid by the department now. 

Dr. McSHEEHY. — Yes, sir, he might do that; but. I have my doubts 
about that, and these contractors are a very suspicious set of men to 
let work out to. I have had considerable trouble with the city with 
men that took contracts on our drains and sewers, and they have not 
paid their men; and the idea of workingmen being half-paid is some- 
thing we don’t want here in the City of Boston. We don’t want those 
contractors here. We want aman to get enough wages so that when 
he wants a doctor he shall have a doctor, and not send to the free dis- 
pensary for medicine. We want our work done not by contractors ; 
but let the City of Boston be its own contractor. We can afford to be 
the contractor as well as Mr. Reardon, and on those grounds I lay my 
point, and that is, that people will be better pleased with the work as 
done by the city now than by a contractor. 

I will close in about two minutes if you give me time. Horticulture 
requires a good deal of nicety about arranging flowers, and beds, and 
bringing them in succession. ‘There are practical men in this de- 
partment, and I don’t think you had better change them. We don’t 
want any work done by contract in the City of Boston. (Applause.) 
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STATEMENT OF JAMES B. DANFORTH. 


By the Cuatr. —I believe you were formerly a member of the Com- 
mittee on Common and Squares, and have some knowledge on this 
subject. I believe you know of the proposition made, and heard the 
contract read by Mr. Clarke ? 

A. Yes, sir; I heard part of it, but not the whole. I was on the com- 
mittee in 1878, during the first part of the year, until I resigned my © 
connection with the City Government. 

@. What years were you on the committee ? 

A. Only in 1878. 

By Mr. CLarke. —And not the whole of that year? 

A. Oh, no, sir. I resigned in April; I wasn’t on the committee 
through the year. 

By the Cuair.— Did you pay considerable attention to the work and 
the necessary needs of the department ? 

A. Yes, sir; | took a good deal of interest in it. 

Q. And have kept it up since? 

A, Yes, sir; I have felt the interest in it, and saw how things were 

oing on. 

0.” With your knowledge of the needs of the department, will you 
please state to the committee whether in your opinion it is advisable 
for the City of Boston to enter into such a contract as is proposed here? 

A. No, sir; I think decidedly not. I do not think it is possible for 
public grounds, like the squares of this city, which require a variety of 
taste and change, to be cared for by contract; that is, of course, if 
you have a contract, and the contractor lives up to it, and you have no 
fault to find, that is an end of it; but Ido not believe you can get as 
good satisfaction and as good work, and the grounds cannot be kept in 
as good order, as they can he by a committee. Mr. Guild spoke of try- 
ing to put this department into the hands of the Park Commissioners. 
- The object of that was that the commissioners might have a permanent 
superintendent and a continuous policy, which could not be had under 
the direction of a changing committee of the City Council. The grounds 
would be very much better if a certain policy could be carried out for 
a series of years. That isn’t possible now. Every superintendent 
should do something this year for the next, and so on year after year. 
Of course, under a contract, you will have only what is done. for this 
year, and that will fill the contract. 

Q. With your knowledge of the necessities, is it not a fact that after 
the beginning of the year — after the time when a contract of this nature 
would be made, if made at all —there are a great many things neces- 
sary to be done which cannot be foreseen at the beginning of the year? 

A. Yes, sir; a great many. 

Q. And which could not be put into a contract? 

A. Yes,sir. The superintendent and any one of the committee in 
question would see that there must be changes every week. 

Q. Did you look any at all to the condition of what are known as the 
South End squares? 

A. Yes, sir. WhenI was appointed on the committee I visited every 
square that belonged to the city ; I went over every one to see what con- 
dition they were in and what was necessary to be done. 

Q. In what condition did you find the South End squares ? 

A. They were in a fair condition. 

Q. I believe the committee did not contract for the care of them in 
the year when you were a member? 

A. No, sir. 

By Mr. Devi. — You have taken a great deal of interest in this 
matter, and the care of the Common, Public Garden, and the squares 
generally ? 
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A. Yes, sir. 

Q. May I ask your opinion of the qualifications of the present super- 
intendent for this position P 

A. Well, sir, I think he is.as good a superintendent as you would be 
likely to get, and understands his business thoroughly. I think, as the 
gentlemen said, he would be better off alone than under the control of 
the committee. 

Q. In case it could be shown that the superintendent might be 
elected for three or five years, don’t you think the work could be done 
under his charge as well as under the Park Commissioners, or any other 
commissioners ? 

A. No, I do not. 

Q. Please tell me why. 

A. I don’t think he would be as independent of the City Government 
as the Park Commissioners would be. 

Q. That would be the only reason you have? 

A. Yes, sir. If you could elect a superintendent for three or five 
years you ‘would have very much better work, and it would be done for 
less money, because he would have a policy which he could carry out. 

Q. Then you think the City Government haven’t any influence with 
the Park Commissioners ? - 

A. You know how that is. 

Q. I wanted to know what you think about it. 

A. Imerely meant to say that members of the City Government force 
men on to the superintendents who are not fit men. J think every man 
knows that who has been in the City Government. I have seen men 
working there who were not fit to do so, and no superintendent would 
hire them if he could help it. 

Q. You don’t mean Mr. Doogue P 

A. Yes, sir; Ido mean Mr. Doogue. It is impossible for a superin- 
tendent to be independent of this thing. 

By Mr. Barry. — Do you mean that men were employed there who 
were not fit to be there on account of health ? 

A. No, sir. The men didn’t work faithfully, and didn’t know how 
they should work. 

By the Carr. — You say it is very necessary for the superintendent 
to prepare in one year for what is to be done next year P 

A. Not for everything; but if a superintendent was to be there four 
or five years he would do very differently from what he can do if he 
knew he was only there for one year, 

‘@. Even now a good superintendent, who thinks he has a chance of 
being elected, will } prepare for the next year ? 

A. He ought to do it, certainly. / 

Q. That could har dly be brought about by making a contract at the 
beginning of the year? 

A. No, sir. There would probably be little left in the fall that could 
be of value next year. 

By Mr. CLarkE.— Would you please give us some idea of the 
things that occur during the year that cannot be anticipated, — addi- 
tional demands made by “the public P 

A. Additional demands for plants. 

Q. A few more plants P 

A. A great many more plants. A great many plants are removed 
after the first setting out in the spring. 

Q. You don’t think it could be possible to cover that in a contract ? 

A. I don’t see how it could be done. If I had charge of the different 
work, and anybody made a contract to work to my satisfaction, I don’t 
see how it could be specified that plants should be put out here and beds 
made there. I don’t see how it could be foreseen. 

Y. Of course not; but with a contract drawn that the work shall be 
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up to the standard of style and ornamentation of the previous years, and 
be done to the satisfaction of the committee and superintendent ? 

A. Whao is to be judge of that? 

(). The committee and superintendent. 

A. ‘Then I think there would be no reason to make specifications, and 
aman might make a contract to carry it out to the. satisfaction of the 
committee for a certain sum of money. 

(. For a given sum of money? 

A. That would be a contract; but I don’t think it would be a proper 
way to carry on the department. That is my opinion. 

(Y. You never had any experience of having gardening done by con- 
tract, have you ? 

A. No, sir; I never had much experience in gardening at all, except 
three or four years, and perhaps five, in a small way. ' 

@. You are aware that a large number of small gardens in Boston 
are carried on by contract? 

A. Yes, sir, | am aware of it; and also of the fact that several large 
places, that were tried to be carried on by contract, have been failures, 
and never satisfied the owners. 


STATEMENT OF EDWARD R. SEAVER. 


Mr. Seaver. — Mr. Chairman: Mr. Reardon musn’t imagine that I 
am opposed to him, because he is a gentleman for whom I entertain 
high respect. I object to it on two grounds: I think the City of Boston, 
and the growth of the city, forbid making such a contract, however 
worthy the manmay be. I haven’t the slightest doubt about the respon- 
sibility of Mr. Reardon. But the point involved is this: No committee 
or superintendent can see what alterations are necessary during the 
present year. No committee or superintendent can decide at the pres- 
ent time to say what alterations would be necessary during the year. 
Consequently, there would be a dead-lock between the .superintendent 
and the contractor, and that would be the inevitable result. I am giving 
my opinion asa public citizen. I would like to see the Public Garden 
and the public grounds taken care of. ‘The former superintendent, Mr. 
Galvin, although he was officially immolated, and for the sins of other 
parties, I believe, to a certain extent, and that culminated in the selec- 


tion of the present judicious superintendent; and the Public Garden and 


squares are, in general, satisfactory, and the citizens enjoy them. I am 
opposed to this contract, no matter who the party is, for I believe 
the time is not far distant when all the departments will be merged into 
one, — paving, light, and sweeping the streets, etc.,— and the time is 
not far distant, I think, when they will all be consolidated into one, like 
New York, where they have a board of public works. The present 


- prospective growth of Boston doesn’t warrant the making of contracts 


of this kind. I can see, gentlemen, there would always be a dead-lock 
between the superintendent and the contractor about this matter of alter- 
ations, which would occur during the year, which cannot be foreseen at 
present, and could not be embodied in any contract you draw. 

By Mr. Deyiin. — Have you ever been in the employ of Mr. Doogue? 

A. Never, and I never expect to. I understand the department is 
closed against me as a citizen. There is no reason why I shouldn’t give 
my opinions as acitizen. I worked for Mr. Galvin in the department 
two years. 


STATEMENT OF JOHN KELLY, OF WARD 6. 


Mr. Ke ty addressed the chair. 

By the Cuarr. — What is your name, sir. 

A. John Kelly, of Ward 6. (Laughter.) This is no laughing-stock, 
but a case of importance. 
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Q. Have you any special knowledge on this subject? 

A. Yes, sir, I have. 

The Cuatr — Then I hope you will keep your remarks as closely to 
the subject as possible, and I will call you to order if you do not. 

Mr. Kre_ty.— There has something got to be done on this question 
in order to reduce the taxes. I have had a good deal to say about 
economy, and have never seen it come yet. Now, when it is staring 
_ you in the face it is time to take it. - The city fathers have got a mort- 
gage on everybody’s house, and if they don’t know enough to make a 
thousand dollars and pay off the mortgage, they ought to be sent to the 
asylum. | 

The Cuair. — Are there any other gentlemen who wish to be heard 
in opposition to the memorial?  (Pause.) I see Mr. Galvin here. 
I don’t know what his position is here, but he has considerable knowl- 
edge on this question. I don’t know which side he will take in the 
matter, but I would like to hear him. 


STATEMENT OF JOHN GALVIN. 


Mr. GALvin. — Mr. Chairman: I haven’t come here of my own free 
will. Iwas invited to come here, although it is a conspicuous position 
for an extravagant man to be in. 

The CuHatr. — Please confine yourself to the. question as far as pos- 
sible. 

Mr. GALvin. — Yes, sir, I shall do that. Iwill answer any questions 
you put. 

By the CHair. — We sent a notice to you to be present at this hear- 
ing as one having knowledge of this question, having been superin- 
tendent for many years. Will you please state to the committee 
whether, in your opinion, it is advisable for the city to make a contract 
of the nature which has been drawn — I think you heard it read? 

A. Yes, sir, I heard it read. No, sir, and I cannot see why you 
should select this department to make a contract any more than any 
other. It is only a small oné, and why should you commence with this 
department? You cannot get specifications down strong enough to 
bind the contractor. All contractors have specifications when they take 
contracts. They also have a scale by which they do work. You can- 
not make a scale for this work. All the work depends upon taste a 
great deal, and its success depends upon whether a man is tasty or not. 

_Q. I think Mr. Reardon had some squares under his charge while 
you were superintendent ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. I suppose you know the method of doing that work has been ° 
changed during the last two or three years P 

A. Iam aware of it. 

Q. Do you think the change has been for the better or worse P 

A. Well, with regard to the difference in the appearance of the 
squares, there is probably a little improvement in the way they are done 
these last two years, as it is natural to suppose that where a man takes 
a contract he will reap all the benefit from it he can. Now, as Mr. 
Reardon is aware — as you ask me the question — he had that contract. 
I don’t know how many years during my time, and I must say there 
was considerable fault found, and therefore the Committee on Common 
and Squares at that time took these squares under their control, and I 
think we laid out nearly as much money on the squares that year as 
Mr. Reardon was getting for his contract. 

Q. Is it possible, at the beginning of the year, to foresee all the wants 
of the department, so that a contract could be made with specifications ? 

A. It is the most critical department in the City of Boston, and it is 
impossible to foresee everything that will turn up during the season. 


APPENDIX. 19 


There is considerable more work to be done than those specifications 
call for. 
@. Such as what P 
A. Inthe first place, the basins and water fountains have to be prop- 
erly pointed every year, and painted. You have to have the water-cart 
go round that department — the Common and Public Garden — every day 
uring the summer; and that is not mentioned. That takes a couple of 
men and a horse and wagon. There are many little items which you 
eannot tell until the time comes. Now, sir, I was the first man to do 
this work by contract. I took a contract for the care of the Public Gar- 
den before we had a garden, and I will say, gentlemen, that my bill for 
extras for the year was more than the contract itself. 
Q. Is it very likely in case of heavy rains that the gravel paths are 
very much washed ? 
A. Yes, sir, they always are in heavy showers. 
@. Are the fences broken down and have to be repaired P 
A. I have seen one time when the fences were broken down from one 
end of Chester park to the other, and there wasn’t a section left stand- 
ing. And I may say there never should be a post left standing ; they all 
ought to be removed. 


Mr. REARDON’S SPECIFICATIONS. 


The Cuarr. — To interrupt one moment. Mr. Clarke, how far did you 
adopt the specifications which you handed to the committee two weeks 
ago ? 

iw: CLARKE.—There are no specifications. They are data upon which 
we made our estimate. . 

The Cuarr.—Then you don’t wish to specify anything more particu- 
larly than in the contract handed to the committee ? 

r. CLARKE. — We make it as the draft of a proper contract, being a 
great deal more full of specifications than the contract which has already 
been in operation; and if there is anything you desire to add, we will 
add it. 

The CHarr.—I desire to understand it, because all the materials, 
ete., are specified here absolutely. We wish to know whether Mr. 
Reardon proposes to furnish those absolute amounts, or whether he 
desires to withdraw that, and substitute the preceding one ? 

Mr. CLARKE. — We present that as the basis upon which we make 
our estimate, being substantially the same as last year. If it takes a 
little more, we will furnish it. But, surely, the committee wouldn’t ask 
us to furnish definite amounts, and as much more as is necessary, so 
you could cut us down if the amounts specified were not necessary, and 


_ not pay us for the aditional amounts which were necessary. We propose 


to do all this work, furnish all the materials and supplies, pay the water- 
rates, and do whatever is set forth in the contract to the satisfaction of 
the committee and superintendent. ‘Those are the calculations upon 
which we base our estimate and our ability to do the work. 

The Cuarir. — I merely wish to understand that, so there might be no 
misapprehension. 

Mr. CLARKE. — There need be no misapprehension ; if the committee 
desire to put that inas the amount we must furnish, we are willing to doit. 

The Cuarr. — We want to-understand that now. 

Mr. Clarke. —If you want to put that in as the amount of material 
we are to furnish, we are willing to do it; butif it isn’t necessary to 
have quite as much gravel as that, or a little more loam and manure, 
we don’t propose to draw the contract in such a way as to deduct the . 
gravel we didn’t furnish, and not pay us for the extra loam and manure © 
we did furnish. We will do the work and furnish the material fora 
given sum of money, and that is about what we think it will take. 
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STATEMENT OF JOHN GALVIN. — Continued. 


By Mr. Barry. — Mr. Reardon states that he can do the work with 
an average of 30 men for 10 months in the year. What is your opinion 
of that? 

A. At the slackest time he will require 30 men, and at the busiest 
time he will require nearly three thirties. 

Q. He means on an average; 30 men 10 months in the year? 

A. It cannot be done on an average. 

Q. What months can it be done with 30? 

A. September, August, and July. 

Q. Then, according to your judgment, it would be impossible to get 
along with 30 men in April, May, and June? 

A. Yes, sir; unless he can get more out of the men than I could. 

By Mr. CLarxe. — What months would it take 90 men? 

A. As soon as you can put them to work now. 

Q. That is, beginning on the first of April? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. For how many months would they be needed ? 

A. In April, May, and June, I should say you want nearly that num- 
ber of men. 

And July? 
In July you can begin to slack off. 
And August ? 
And August. 
And September ? 
Yes, sir. > 
Still less ? 
Yes, sir. 
And October not so many P 
Not so many. 
How many do you think you can get along with then ? 
About 30 men. 
And November ? 
. Thirty very comfortably in November. 
And December —you wouldn’t want 30 men then? 
. Thirty men will be sufficient, quite sufficient; yes, sir. 
. Soin April, May, and June you want more than that ?P 
. You want a large force of men at that season of the year. 
And about 30 men for the rest of the 10 months at least? 
. Three months I mentioned, didn’t IP 
. Mr. Reardon’s estimate was for 30 men for 10 months. Now for 
three months you say you would want a great many more, and thirty for 
the other seven months of the year. 
. Thirty men would be sufficient for these months. 
And some months you could get along with less ? 
Yes, sir; you might get along with less. 
So 30 men for ten months isn’t so wild, is it? 
No, sir; you can average them. 
You begun to take care of the public grounds in 1860? 
In 1860? Have you got the figures there? 
No, sir, I haven’t. Do you remember when it was? 
I didn’t commence then. 
Was it before that ? 
Yes, sir. 
Can you tell us about when it was ? 
. Do you recollect when A. H. Rice went in as Mayor? I think Ma- 
yor Rice was elected in 1854, if Iam not mistaken. ‘That was the year 
I came in and did the work by contract. 
QY. How long did you continue to do the work P 
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Some three or four years by contract. 
x you remember what price you got? 
I do. 
About how much ? 
About $8,000. 
. And the extras amounted to as much more. The public grounds 
at that time consisted of what ? \ 
A. We did not have much public grounds at that time. 
Q. You had the Common P 
A. And they had the Garden. All that was done on the Common 
was to mow the grass, which used to be mowed once a year. 
@. Then you had Blackstone and Franklin squares at the South End? 
A. Yes, sir. 
Q. And some few little squares in South and East Boston ?P 
A. A few little squares! They are all little. They haven’t grown 
any since, and no new ones. 
There were two or three in those places ? 
There was, I think, at that time. 
Then Lowell square was just as it is now P 
Just as it is? 
And you had Chester park ? 
Yes, sir. 
And Union park ? 
Yes, sir. 
. And I suppose you took pretty good care of Union park because 
Mayor Rice lived there ? 
A. I don’t know, sir. Do you recollect it? I don’t recollect it, Iam 
sure. 
Q. You did all that work ? 
A. I did all that work. 
Q. It is two-thirds of the acreage of the present public squares P 
A. You cannot call gardening by the acre. You cannot figure it in 
that way. There is more work on the Public Garden than there would be 
on three or four times the quantity in acres. 
Q@. Yes, 1 understand that. But can you not tell how much land there 
was ? 
_ A. On the Common and Public Garden there are 48 3-4 acres. 
Blackstone and Franklin squares contain the same as then,and so do 
Union park and Lowell square. In South Boston the only square was 
on Saal hill. Independence square —I made that during that 
eriod. 
F Q. And altogether there were about 140 acres ofthose grounds at that 
time ? 
~ A. No, I don’t know as it would come to that; 48 and 24 are 72. You 
ean add it better thanI can. I cannot add it up in my head. There 
was no work on the Garden of any kind until 1864. 
Q. There were very few flowers grown at the South End? 
A. Only in Chester square, Lowell square, and Union park. The 
others are small squares. 
Q. And for that you got $8,000? 
A. That was my contract, if I remember right, and I think the extras 
came to about that. 
Q. You got extras for converting grass-plats into flower-gardens ? 
A. No, sir; it was a flower-garden all the time. 
Q. Was the Public Garden laid out during your administration P 
A. Yes, sir, not only laid out, but raised six feet higher during my 
extravagance, 
Q. During your administration ? ; 
A. During my extravagance. You cannot raise a house without tak- 
ing care of it. 
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Q. Didn’t Mr. Reardon assist in laying out the Commonwealth part 
of the Public Garden — the part that came from the State ? 

A. I cannot tell you; [ don’t know it. I think Mr. Reardon was at 
work on the Common — on the hill where the flag-staff is. I think Mr. 
Reardon was at work one winter, getting in stuff there. That is my 

impression. 
; Do you remember what year that was P 
. No, sir, I do not. 
That was under contract with somebody, wasn’t it ? 
. Which ? 
Mr. Reardon’s work ? 
. No, sir; I don’t know. 
Wasn’t he there in April one year, and along during the summer ? 
That I couldn’t tell you. 

By Mr. REARDON. — See if I can jog your memory. Don’t you re- 
member I went down there in the month of April to dig up all the 
shrubbery along Boylston street, and the Committee on Squares sent for 
me to go down? 

A. That might be ; I don’t recollect it. 

Q. Don’t you remember you went up and the committee sent for you 
to know if I could do it, and Mr. Crane was one of the committee ? 

I don’t recollect it. 

Did you have any teams putting in stuff down there p 
I had a contract there. 

Don’t you know I worked there that summer ? 

I could not say whether you did or not. 

Didn’t you see me there ? 

. I might, but I might forget it. 

You cannot forget it ? 

I might forget it. 

Mr. REARDON. 2 Well, all right. 

By the Cuarr. — I cannot find it, but it was stated by a gentleman in 
the Council the other night, that Mr. Reardon laid out the Public 
Garden ? 

A. I didn’t know it, sir. 

@. Is that so? 

A. I didn’t know it. 

Q. Was the Garden laid out while you were superintendent ? 

A. The committee advertised for plans to lay out the Public Garden, 
and there were several plans sent in, and Mr. Meacham’s plan was sent 
in, and I believe he made it up. 

By Mr. Rearpon.—I want to see if I cannot jog your memory. 
Don’t you remember I went down there in the month of April, in the 
year 1860 P 

A. I cannot remember it. 

Q. You remember that Mr. Crane and Mr. Willis and Mr. Everett 
were on the committee ? 

A. Yes, sir, they were on the committee, but what year I could not 
state. 

Mr. DEvuin. — I object to this cross-questioning. 

Mr. REARDON. —I wanted to jog his memory a little. 

Mr. Drevin. — He has an attorney here to ask questions. 

The Cuarr. — Mr. Reardon, you may suggest to your attorney what 
questions you want asked. You had better sit beside him. 

Mr. REARDON. —I Was only going to ask a few questions. I don’t 
want to bother you. 

The Cuarir. —I only want to get the matter along. 

Mr. REARDON. — He says he don’t remember it. I can state it by and 
by 

arr. GALvin. — Now, gentlemen, I crave the indulgence of the com- 
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mittee amoment. Of course, Iam no speaker. Now, gentlemen, you 
know that my name has been assailed in the Common Council, if not 
directly, it was indirectly, by a gentleman representing one of the island 
wards, who stated that. the former superintendent spent $90,000 on the 
Common and squares. It is true, I did, and I spent one year over 
$100,000, and, thank God, there is something to show for it. When I 
came into the position I held for sixteen years, as you know, there was 
no Garden, and it was by a good deal of energy and perseverance that 
money was obtained to carry out the project of laying out that Garden. 
Not only did the laying out of that Garden, gentlemen, as you are aware, 
cost a great deal of money for the 24 acres, but it was raised six feet 
high. We then built sidewalks around the Garden, which cost a large 
sum of money, and then we built fences, and probably they will be re- 
lieved some day by taking them away. ‘Then, gentlemen, there is Com- 
monwealth avenue, which is nearly amile long, and you will find it 
cost nearly $10,000 a section, and the putting up of the fences. I op- 
posed the putting up of the fences; and, gentlemen, it is only a question 
of time when they must be taken away, and if Mr. John T. Clark was 
alive he would tell youso. Then, gentlemen, there is Madison square. 
All the material we put in one year would sink down and could not be 
seen the next year. Then, gentlemen, you know what Washington 
ark is. It was intended as a place for throwing rubbish by the City of 
oxbury, and it has been built up and beautified. In that way, gentle- 
men, our appropriation came up to what it was. It is a great deal like 
a man who has a house to build. Itis costing him a great deal of money 
while he is building it, but after it is built it don’t cost him any more to 
run it than it would if it were poorly built. 
By Mr. Devry. — How long have you known Mr. Reardon? 
A. I have known him a good many years. I have known him, I 
guess, for a quarter of a century at least. 
Q. Would you object to stating your opinion in regard to Mr. Reardon 
as a practical gardener ? 
A. Well, that is rather a delicate question. 
Mr, Devin. —I wouldn’t answer it. 
Mr. Rearpon. —I am perfectly willing to have him give his opinion. 
I haven't the slightest objection to his giving his opinion, sir. 
_ Mr. Gatvry.—I hope that if the committee make up their minds to 
do the work by contract— which I hope they will not do—that they 
will not give it to any person without advertising for proposals. 
By Mr. Dounertry.—Do you think an average of $1.75 a day for men 
in the department is enough? 


A. No, sir; I think many earn more. 

Q. Please tell me the average price of grass seed. 

A. You will have to pay from $3.50 to $4.00 a bushel. I have paid 
as high as $5.00. 

Q. The best cannot be bought for $2.00? 

A. They cannot buy it in the seed stores for that, even by the 100 
bushels. 

Q. The best? 

A. No, sir. There is no man can buy lawn seed for $2.00 a 
bushel. ; 

The Carr. — Are there any other gentlemen who wish to be heard? 


STATEMENT OF Davin H. SHEEHAN. 


Mr. SHEEHAN addressed the committee. 

By the Carr. — What is your business? 
A. Gardener. , 

Q. Where do you work? 

A. I have worked in the Public Garden. 
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Q. When? 

A. I worked up to the 23d of last November. 

Q. I think we do not care to hear you, as you have been an employé 
in the department. 

A. Jam not now, sir. 

The Cuarr.—I know, but you have been recently, and I think we 
will excuse you from giving your evidence on the question. Mr. Ford, 
have you any evidence to give in this matter ? 


STATEMENT OF SAMUEL FORD. 


By the CHarr. — Have you any opinion on-this matter of this tind a 
sition of Mr. Reardon? What is your business ? 

A. Iam a contractor, sir. 

@. Contractor for what? 

A. Anything I can catch hold of. 

Q. Have you had any experience with the department of Common

By Mr. Barry.— It has been generally talked around that he told 
you he didn’t care for the contract ; that it was an advertisement for him, 
and worth a couple of hundred dollars ? 

A. He said he didn’t care anything about it; he wanted to annoy the 
chairman, that they weren’t good friends. 

By Mr. CLARKE. — Where was this conversation ? 

We daily meet, at different times. I could not say. 
Where was this conversation ? 

In Boylston street. 

Whereabouts ? ? 

. Over by Trinity Church. 

How came you to meet Mr. Reardon there? 

We would meet occasionally. 

How did you happen to meet up there? 

. I drove along, the same as he did. 

You met in your wagons ? 

. I don’t know whether he had a wagon or not. I had a buggy. 
Was he in a buggy, or carriage of ¢ any sort? 

J cannot say as to that. 

Was he afoot? 

He might be afoot; I can’t say.

STATEMENT OF JOHN H. LOGUE. 


By the Cuarr. —What is your business ? 

A. A carpenter. I was talking with Mr. Reardon, on Boylston street, 
and Mr. Ford came along, and Ford asked how he was getting alon 
with the contract; and Mr. Reardon said he didn’t know ; and he aske 
if he was going to furnish the manure next year; and Ford said he 
hadn’t got paid for the manure last year. 

Q. When was that? 

A. It was some time in the vicinity of when the hearing was before. 

The Carr. —I don’t see what that has to do with this matter. 

Mr. CLARKE. —It was probably a bantering remark of Mr. Ford; 
but he undoubtedly made that statement to Mr. Reardon. 


STATEMENT OF JOHN REARDON. — Continued. 
By the Caarr.— Mr. Reardon, you propose in this contract to 


keep the grounds up to the standard and style in which they were kept 
during the years 1879 and 1880, to the satisfaction of the superintendent 


- and the Committee on Common and Squares ? 


A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How.is this committee, which is different from the committees of 
last year and the year before, supposed to have any knowledge of what 
the standard was last year, so that they can know whether you perform 
your contract in that respect? 

A. The superintendent must know. 

Q. But you say you will do it to the satisfaction of the committee ? 

A. And the superintendent. 

Q. But suppose it is not satisfactory to either the committee or the 
superintendent, what would be the result ? 

A. Then, if the committee and the superintendent are not satisfied, I 
am willing to leave. it to one man and the committee to another, and they 
refer it to a third party and leave all the questions to them. 

Mr. CLiarke. — That is rather a question of law —on what happens 
after a contract is made. 
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The Crarr. — That is,what I mean, that there would be litigation 
or arbitration. 

Mr. Rearpon. — No, sir, I don’t think there would be on my part. 
Tam perfectly satisfied this work can be done satisfactory to the com- 
mittee for that money. 

By the Cuarr.—I suppose you are thoroughly conversant with the 
the various public grounds and squares of the city ? 

A. [have done a little work at that business. 

Q. In making your offer you know what they consist of? 

A. All the grounds? 

Q. No, wait a minute, let me finish my question. Can you tell me 
how many square feet of ‘flower-beds there are in the city ? 

A. No, sir. I didn’t measure them. 

Q. Have you any idea? 

A. I hayen’t measured the number of feet, but I have counted the 
beds. 

Q. The beds vary in size very much? 

A. They vary in size. Some are pretty small, some large. I have 
counted some of them. 

Q. You don’t know how many of those beds you would have to pre- 

are P 
é A. No, sir. I didn’t go over that; but I averaged the number of 
plants each would take. 

@. We have here a plan of the Public Garden from Charles street 
by the bridge over the pond to Arlington street, on a scale of sixteen 
feet to the inch, with the beds as at present laid out. Would you kindly 
state to the committee the plans which you ne made for filling those 
beds during the coming season ? 

A. Have you the list of plants ? 

Mr. CLarkE.—TI submit that until Mr. Reardon has received his 
contract it isn’t worth while to bother him by making a plan and giving 
these details to the committee. 

Mr. Barry. — We want to find out whether he can do it, and whether 
he knows what he is offering to do. 

The Cuarr. — One question under discussion is, the competency of 
Mr. Reardon to do this work as he proposes. He proposes to take care 
of the public grounds to the satisfaction of the committee and superin- 
tendent, and before accepting that proposal the committee desire to 
ascertain whether he has any definite plans, and to suggest to the com- 
mittee what they are, if he has any. They suppose that a gardener who 
makes such a proposition as this to the City of Boston has some definite 
ideas which he proposes to carry out, and I should like to know what 
they are. 

Mr. REARDON.—I can’t answer the question. All I can tell you is, I 
will submit a list of plants, and I promise you I can put in a better quality 
of plants than what you asked for two years ago. 

By the Cuair. — That isn’t the question. . Here are certain beds 
marked on this plan. Of course you know that certain plants are to be 
planted at the beginning of the year ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And changes are made during the year? We would like you to 
show to us what. your general idea of the changes are in laying out the 
beds ? 

A. Well, I know. You know certain changes are to be made. Will 
you state them ? 

Q. That is for you. 

A. You said certain changes are to be made. . What are those 
changes ? 

Q. You admitted that fact. 

A, When, sir? 
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Q. Just this minute. The committee desire to know what your plan 
is for the decoration of the public grounds for the summer. 

A. Well, sir, I have put in the number and quality of plants that you 
have had for the last two years. I have furnished you with a list of 
plants which I propose to put inthere. If you will hand me that list of 
plants and ask me aboutany portion of them I will answer any questions. 

@. That is all the statement you have to make? 

A. That is about all I can make now on that. 

@. You make only a general statement ? 

A. I make a general statement. If you will furnish any list of plants 
I will answer them, and take the list of two years ago. 

Mr. CLarkr.—If you desire to give Mr. Reardon time, he will take 
those plans and make a different statement. You cannot expect him to 
do it this afternoon, with a plan he has not seen, sprung upon him. He 
will submit to the committee a plan; but he cannot do it now. 

Mr. Rrarpon. —I will show just where the plants are to go; but you 
can’t expect me to do it now. . 

By the Cuarr.—Didn’t you get any help in making your specifi- 
cations ? 

A. Yes, sir, I did. 

Q. Who did it? 

A. I will tell you before I get through. I don’t propose to ask you 
who told you about this list of plants. 

@. That isn’t the question. I asked you whether you or somebody 
else wrote that list of plants you sent to the committee. 

A. I will answer the question. I sent to a first-class florist for a list of 
_ plants such as he had furnished in years gone by in different grounds 
similar to these, and he made that list. He is present now. 

Y. Then you didn’t write that of your own knowledge ? 

Mr. CLARKE. — Of his own hands. : 

The CHatr. — Of his own knowledge, I asked him. 

A. Oh, yes, of my own knowledge. Mr. Chairman, I would like to 
ask if this question has anything to do with the statement that I sent 
eighteen miles out of town? 

@. Lasked you the simple question. 

A. | understood it was stated that I had to ‘go eighteen miles out of 
town to pry into that operation. 

Q. If you don’t wish to answer the question we will get through the 


hearing. 

A. {don't want to get through. I will answer it if you will give me 
time. | 

Q. Do you wish to make any more accurate statement for laying out 
the Public Garden than the number and kind of plants you intended to 
furnish? If you do the committee will be glad to hear you. 

A. | want to make a full statement of this. If those plants are given 
to me I will arrange a plan of the plants and come before the committee 
and name them. patie do it at this moment. I can tell the amount 
of beds. I went through them. 

Q. About how many beds are there? . 

A. About 125. 

@. About 125 where? r 

A. In the squares and Garden. 

By Mr. Devirw.— How many are there in East Boston ? lo 

A. About a dozen. : 

By the Carr. — Where are these 125? ‘Y 

A. Scattered around. re 

@. Do you know how many beds are in the Public Garden ? st 

A. A little over a hundred, I believe, sir. Give me time enough and 
I will count them. I don’t make any point about that. I went over 
them, but memory might be a little wrong. I countedthem. + .\) 
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Q. Cannot you give the committee a general idea of the variety of 
plants succeeding each other during the season P 

A. I can by that list I furnished you. 

Q. Cannot you by your own knowledge ? 

A. Yes, sir; and I will give you better quality than that, taking the 
entire catalogue. Take the specifications Mr. Galvin furnished in a list 
here. He was asked to furnish plants, and I will furnish better plants 
than those. Here are the names, quantities, and kinds. Here is your 
own work. It is none of mine. 

Q. What I want to get at, Mr. Reardon, is: I suppose in making this 
proposition to the city, as a practical gardener, you have some definite 
idea in your own mind what you intend to do in the way of planting 
plants. One kind of plant follows another. Now, if you have some 
idea on this point, state it to the committee, so we can get some knowl- 
edge of your experience as a gardener. 

A. Arranging these beds? Oh, I can get a boy to do that. I should 
give you all that. We can arrange that. All you need to see is the 
plants. I should think you would lay great stress upon the plants. You 
say in the reports that there are 57,500 plants on the public grounds. 

By Mr. CLARKE. — He wants to know whether you care about bein 
more definite in your statement in your description of how you wil 
arrange these beds. If you want to take this plan and give them a 
specification of it, why say so. 

A. That is what I want. 

Q. And if you don’t, you don’t care to do any more. 

A. That is what I want. 

The Carr. — Perhaps, Mr. Clarke, you can explain to your client 
what we desire. We cannot get any answer. A man pretending to take 
care of’ public grounds for a whole year has some specific idea of what 
he is going to do, not merely a general idea. The Public Garden is to 
be planted with plants succeeding each other in a definite succession. 
Mr. Doogue knows exactly what he is going to do at the start, at the 
beginning of the year; what he is going to plant first, and what he 
is going to follow those with. He has made his plans now from the 
beginning of the year. Jam not speaking as a gardener, but he knows 
whether coleus follow geraniums or fuchsias follow geraniums. You 
understand I am not speaking as a gardener, but am using those terms 
as an illustration; but that is the way I want to understand Mr. Reardon. 
If your client has any definite idea, and if you can make him understand 
that the committee desire to know what it is, I wish you would. 

Mr. Rearpon. —I understand it. I never knew that there was an 
succession of flowers as that. All those plants are planted out, and they 
last until the fall. So there is no succession of plants in the season, and 
when they are once planted out in the season, they stay until the frost 
kills them in the fall. 

By Mr. CLarke. — And if they die during the season, what is to be 
done ? 

A. Oh, if they are stolen, they put in some more. You put them in 
the grounds and they stay there until the fall, when the frost kills them. 
Have you seen that schedule of plants, and do you want to ask me any 
questions about it? 

The Cuair.—I don’t know what you refer to. This is the schedule 
of 1879? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. There are always changes in the varieties? 

A. Very little; very little, indeed. Very little, sir. If you compare 
that schedule with the schedule sent you, I believe they will compare 
very favorably with one another. I will take that, if you please, if you 
are done with it. 

Q. Have you any further statement you desire to make? 
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A. No, sir; but, in answer to your question, I would like to ask a 
gentleman one or two questions in regard to the plants I furnished 
you. 


STATEMENT OF EpwARp Kirpsy. 


By Mr. CLarxe. — Did you send a list of plants, with prices, to Mr. 
Reardon ? | 

A. Yes, sir. 

'. Q. Did they include the fashionable varieties of geraniums, coleus, 
etc., for the current year ? 

A. No, sir. They are the same varieties furnished the last two or 
three years. There are newer varieties. 

. That is, coming out every year? 

Yes, sir. | 

Are you in the employ of anybody ? 

Yes, sir. 

Whose? 

J. W. Blanchard. 

Where is his place ? 

Harrison square, Ward 24. 

How came you to furnish that list and prices ? 

. I met him accidently, going up Beacon street, three or four weeks 

ago. I have furnished plants for Mr. Reardon for the last two or three 
ears, and he always found them first-class. He asked me if I would be 
ind enough to furnish them. I accordingly got the list, and made out 

the prices. 

aia furnished him that so as to get his orders for the coming 

ear! 
. A. No, sir. He never told me, directly or indirectly, I would sell 
him a cent of them. 

Q. But so he might be informed as to the prices ? 

A. Yes, sir. Particularly as a friend. 

By the Cuarr. — You have sold him plants for the last two or three 

ears P 
, A. Yes, sir. 

By Mr. Parkman. — Mr. Clarke, have you anything more? 

Mr. CLarxe. — Mr. Reardon might like to tell his story of his expe- 
rience on the Public Garden, and will make it short. 

Mr. Rearpon.—I will make it short. I will tell all the circum- 
stances. In 1860 I had under contract the front of the old City Hall, 
before the new one was built, with Fort Hill square and park. Mr. 
Galvin at that time had the Common and squares; and as for no squares 
under contract — and it’s no use in my telling the story unless you listen 
to me. 

The Cua. — It is all being taken down. 

Mr. Rearpon. — But I like to have your countenance looking at me. 
It is so smiling, sir. Alderman Willis asked me to go down and see 
what it mould cost to dig up the shrubbery, and I said fifty dollars. 
Fortunately for me, Mr. Galvin asked him $100 for what I asked $50. 
Finally I went down and dug up the shrubbery; and, when I got done, 
I came to the committee, and they said, ‘‘ John, what is it you want 
now?” They got a plan of the Public Garden in the fore part of April, 
and they gave me that work to do, and paid me by the day, and I paid 
the men. I worked there until January following. Sometimes we had 
120 men, and never short of 50. I had the whole charge of them durin 
that time, and Mr. Galvin knows it just as well as Ido. So I thought 
would make a statement about that. I eae the Garden from Boylston 
street to the bridge. In the January following they made mention of 
politics, and you worked hard to get me out; and there was a change of 
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the government, and I got through in January, and I didn’t go back 
there since. 

By Mr. CLarkE. — They changed the men? 

A. No, sir, they changed the government. The old government went 
out, and Mr. Rich and Dr. Wilson came in, and they favored Mr. Galvin, 
and got him in there. It was like a change in the government at Wash- 
ington, sir. 

Mr. Garvin. —I would like to know what you were doing with 100 
men.on the Public Garden in 1860. I would like to know what they were 
doing there. 

Mr. REARDON. — They were filling up the Garden, and Mr. Galvin had 
teams filling up as well as anybody else. We were loaming up the 
ground. The engineer laid out the walks, and we brought them up to 
grade, and we were planting trees and doing everything of that kind; 
and if you refer back to the pay-roll in the auditor’s office you will find 
I had 150 men there. 

Mr. GALVIN. — How many men were there having teams ?’ 

Mr. REARDON. —I don’t know. I didn’t take care of them. 

Mr. GALVIN. — There was no such number of men there. There 
wasn’t work enough to-do. 

Mr. REARDON. — Then we will have to refer to the auditor’s account. 

The Cuarr. — This is a copy of the list handed in by Mr. Reardon. 

Mr. ReEarpDoN. —I think I ought to have the original copy here. I 
have a doubt whether it was a copy sent around to people for their in- 
spection. 

The CHarir. — Very well, if he accuses the department of doing any- 
thing wrong. . ; 

Mr. CLARKE. — No, sir; nobody has aright to put in a copy of a docu- 
ment which is not a legal copy. 

Mr. PARKMAN. — We don’t want to go into legal technicalities. Mr. 
Reardon has made a statement about being in doubt whether it is a cor- 
rect copy. 

Mr. REARDON. —If you will show me the original copy that I sent in 
I am perfectly willing to submit it to anybody. 

By Mr. Douertry.— Did you work on the Public Garden in 1860 by 
the day? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How much were you paid? 

A.. Five dollars a day. 

Q. And you think $1.75 a day is fair pay for all the men who work on 
the Common? 

A. No, sir; the city pays more than that,—some of them $2.50. I 
calculate they will pay $1.75. 

Q. Ought not a contractor in 1881 to pay more than the city paid in 
1860 P : | 

A. I think I ought to pay as much as the city pays in the department. 
I never cut a man down in his pay. I give some of my men more pay 
than you pay in the department. 

By the Cuarr. — As we haven't the original here will you kindly look 
over that list ? 

A. I cannot state about it, until I can show it to the gentleman who 
wrote it. 

Q. Wait until Task my question. Please to look over that list and 
see if it is a correct copy. 

A. I will hand it to the gentleman who wrote it. 

Mr. Kirsy.—I will answer any questions in regard to it. (After 
looking at the paper.) It is a copy of the list I sent you, substantially. 

The CHaArr. — Do you say substantially, or is it a copy? 

Mr. Kirpy. —It is a copy of what was sent in. 

The Cuair. — We have the original. 
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Mr. Krrpy.— There might be a few more items on the original than 
there are on the copy. 

Mr. Donerty.— Are you sure there are a few more items on the 
original than on the copy ? 

r. Kirsy. —I cannot state positively, but I think there is. 

The CuHair. — Where do you live? 

A. Ward 24. . 

Q. Is that the place of business of your employer ? 

A. His place of business is 37 Charlestown street. He is of the firm 
of Holmes & Blanchard. Jam gardener for Mr. Blanchard. . 

The CuHarr.— Mr. Reardon, have you any further statement to 
make ? 

Mr. REARDON. — No, sir; I have nothing more. 

The Cuarr. — Mr. Clarke, have you any statement to make? 

Mr. CLARKE. — It seems, Mr. Chairman, that we have shown you a 
way —I do not think the committee doubt for one moment Mr. Rear- 
don’s competency to perform this work to the satisfaction of the Com- 
mittee on Common and Squares — and I think we have shown you a way 
in which you can save in the vicinity of $15,000 to the city by letting 
this routine work of the department by contract. You have the power 
in your own hands, and in the hands of your superintendent, to see that 
the work is done up to the requirements of the public ; that it is decently, 
ornamentally, and beautifully done, and that the grounds are satisfactor 
to the public. You hold that power in your own hands and in the hands 
of your own superintendent, and to say that the members of this com- 
mittee are not competent to exercise that supervision, with the aid of the 


superintendent, is to say something that nobody in this city believes. 


We come here honestly, endeavoring to show you a way to save $15,000. 
I don’t suppose Mr. Reardon will have any very great margin for his 
work. I don’t suppose he will make a great deal of money out of it. I 
don’t suppose it is of great consequence to him, as far as making money 
is concerned, whether he gets the contract or not; but I think it isa 
matter of considerable consequence to the city that you should, if you 
cai, save $10,000 or $15,000 in the routine work of this department. 

The CHarr. — Wouldn’t the same result follow if the appropriations 
were cut down? 

Mr. CLARKE. —It might or might not be done. But the committee 
ask for substantially the same sum of money that they had last year for 
the routine work of the department, and they haven’t been able to show, 
as I understand it, how that saving can be effected. Let them try this. 
It isn’t of any consequence to this committee, or the City of Boston, 
whether Mr. Reardon makes or loses on this contract. He makes an 
estimate, and presents it. If he makes by the calculation, what busi- 
ness is it to the city? If he makes a good calculation, it will be a good 
example to follow. You have a competent committee and a competent 
superintendent, and you can certainly decide from time to time whether 
the work is up to the standard of last year. If you can make a say- 
ing of $10,000 or $15,000 for the city, isn’t it worth while to do 
it? If it cannot be done for this money, and you can still make the 
same saving to the city, —and that is your chance, for it does not ap- 

ear that you can make this saving by having this work done by days’ 
abor under Mr. Doogue, —if you give the work to Mr. Reardon, you 
do not care whether he loses money on a contract like this, when he 
comes voluntarily and petitions for it. He solicits this employment, 
and it is all you care for to see that the city gets all the work it 
can, with the aid of the efficient inspection of the superintendent 
and the good general knowledge of the committee, which is as 
competent as any committee has been heretofore. ‘The superintendent 
weuld be relieved of the routine work of the department, except merely 
to inspect the work and see whether the contract was carried out, and he 
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would devote himself to the new work which the department is con- 
templating, and which, I understand, is laid out to the amount of 
$14,000 or $15,000. 

The Cuair. — The new work laid out requires no special superintend- 
ence. Itis the making of fences and plank-walks. I merely refer to 
it, because your remarks would seem to indicate that it would take much 
time. 

Mr. CLARKE. — The keeping of the plank-walks is included in Mr, 
’ Reardon’s contract. I understand that an estimate is made to renew 
the plank-walks for $5,000. 

The Cuarr. — Mr. Reardon wouldn’t have to spend much money in 
having them renewed. 

Mr. CLARKE.— He proposes to take them as they are now and put 
them in good, serviceable condition. He doesn’t ask for $5,000 to provide | 
for the trees on the streets. If you want him to do East Chester square, 
he will do it. Then the committee would have $14,000 to lay out in 
new work in improving some places that have not been improved. I 
think there is a fair opportunity to save money, and it will be a good 
opportunity to give Mr. Reardon a chance to show his enterprise. 

The CHarr.— There is one question upon which I would like to be 
informed: Who are you willing to offer as bondsmen ? 

Mr. CLARKE. — We will give good bondsmen. I shouldn’t mention 
their names now. But the bonds will be satisfactory, I will warrant. 

‘The Curr. — As Mr. Clarke will see, if we are going to go into ail 
cere sire of this contract, and his bondsmen are not good — 

. CLARKE. —I will assure you that a gentleman has agreed 
Pa ‘forward as bondsman who represents a good deal more than $100,- 
000 of taxable real estate in the city, and we will have more if wanted. 

The CuHarr. - -One bondsman ? 

Mr. CLARKE. — We will give you two, if you want them. We will 
give you $100,000 in real estate behind Mr. Reardon to do it.
